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Sturrock dies at career turning point

Dr. Ian Sturrock, 45, vice 
president for development and 
university relations, died Wednes¬ 
day night of an apparent heart 
attack in Alexandria, Va. 

He had just resigned his posi¬ 
tion at Bradley and accepted the 
position of National President of 
the National Society of Fund Rais¬ 
ing Executives (NSFRE), which 
was to begin Oct. 1. 

Dr Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for students affairs, said, 
'The Bradley University commun¬ 
ity has lost a colleague, a friend 
and somebody who meant a lot to 
this University. We will miss him 
for many things, but will always 
remember him for his enthusiasm 


and dedication to Bradley and all 
the things he managed to do for 
Bradley." 

Sturrock helped administer fund 
raising and University activities, 
including the $26 million Cam¬ 
paign for Bradley, which due to 
his leadership met its goal 14 
months ahead of schedule and 
ended May 31, 1989 with gifts 
totaling $32,418,531. 

He had taken a fund-raising 
program at the University, increas¬ 
ing annual gift levels from $1.6 
million to $6.43 million in one 
year, developing a strong program 
of planned, major and capital gifts. 

Sturrock was recognized by the 
NSFRE as a Certified Fund Rais¬ 
ing Executive. He had worked 24 
years in higher education adminis¬ 
tration with 17 years in university 
advancement. Before coming to 


Bradley in 1980, Sturrock had 
served as vice chancellor for 
development at the University of 
Tennessee at Chattanooga. During 
his six years at UTC, their fund¬ 
raising program grew from 
$456,000 per year to $3.7 million 
annually. 

Sturrock developed the nation’s 
first multi-campus, all institutional 
campaign in the state, entitled 
Tennessee Tommorow. A total of 
$57 million was eventually raised, 
exceeding the goal of $35 million. 

He had also held the positions 
of director of admissions and dean 
of students at his alma mater, 
Birmingham-Southern. 

During his nine year stay at 
Bradley, Sturrock was very active 
in the Peoria community, as well 
as serving on the President’s Coun¬ 
cil and teaching a graduate course. 


The NSFRE is a Virginia based 
educational association for fund 
raising executives that serves more 
than 11,000 members in 107 
•chapters located throughout the 
United States and abroad. The 
association serves nonprofit organi¬ 
zations that support educational, 
cultural, health and social services. 

Sturrock became active in 
NSFRE in 1982 and was one of 
five individuals who started efforts 
to gain certification of the Central 
Illinois Chapter. He also served as 
chapter president for two years and 
was on the NSFRE Board of 
Directors since 1983. 

In January 1987, he was 
honored by Central Illinois 
Chapter of NSFRE when he was

LCA disgusted at National’s lock - out

The building on 1524 W. Brad¬ 
ley that housed the Lambda Chi 
Alpha (LCA) fraternity stands 
deserted. 

Last Thursday the chapter had a 
meeting with two national board 
members. They said operations 
were to be terminated immedi¬ 
ately/ Matt Dolan, chapter 
president, said. They (national) 
said overall, there was a lack of 
programming." 

Dolan said the house had been 
going through a decline in the 
early 80s, but this was just begin¬ 
ning to change when they were 
informed of their inactive status. 
"I think we had the power to make 
the changes. This could have been 
the first group to do it. We’re 
disappointed that the opportunity 
wasn’t given." 

National board spokesman, 
Ernie Vargo, said. The standards 
haven’t been up there in the last 
five years. They had every indica¬ 
tion that things weren’t going 
well/ 

\ Dolan said the whole thing 
started last semester when they 
received a bad review that the 
house thought was unfair, which 
included an allegation of drug pos¬ 
session. This situation was totally 
mishandled by the National." He 
said the chapter was never put on 
probation or received any consulta¬ 
tion prior to the termination. 

Larry Hicks, network and 
technical service manager and 
alumni advisor, said/ There was 
no notification. It came as an abso¬ 
lute shock." He said he would like 


the National to establish a proba 
tion period for chapters that would 
allow them time to make necessary 
changes. If the house did not meet 
the National’s standards, then the 
charter should be revoked at that 
time. 

Originally, after the charter was 
suspended, the members were to 
be out of the house by Sunday, but 
the National extended the date 
until Tuesday. Vargo said they did 
this so there would be no hard¬ 
ships between the members, the 
University and the National. "We 
feel bad for the members of. the 
chapter." 

Bradley offered housing for the 
15 members in the residence halls. 
Dolan said it seemed suspicious 
that the University had beds avail¬ 
able for them and believed Bradley 
knew about their termination in 
early summer. 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life and stu¬ 
dent judicial system, said, this was 
untrue and that Bradley wasn’t 
notified until last week. "We 
weren’t saving beds for anybody. 
We just happened to have 14 
vacancies from no shows." 

Vargo said the decision to 
revoke LCA’s charter was not 
made until mid-August based on a 
recommendation from a board at a 
leadership seminar Dolan attended 
in the summer. 

Dolan said he told the board the 
chapter planned to make things 
better, but they needed help. "I 
told them the desire was there, but 
we lacked the knowledge. They 
must have not wanted to know the 
truth. The University and the 
National were so callous about 
this." 


The group was doing well in 
rush and had some potential 
pledges. 'It was unprofessional to 
come down now and close the 
house. The National took the easy 
way out." Dolan said they should 
have been notified at the end of 
last semester or at the seminar. 

Over the summer the 25 
members put about $2,000 in the 
house for renovations. Dolan said 
they will be reimbursed and the 
business end of it is the only fair 
side in this issue. That’s the one 
thing they’re square about." 

The National hired an indepen¬ 
dent security firm, Security Ser¬ 
vices, over the weekend to watch 
the house while other members 
were still residing there. Bradley 
Security was offered the position, 
but Dave Baer, director, turned it 
down. 

There were too many things 
going on with school just starting. 

I suggested to Ed King to get an 
outside vendor," Baer said. No 
complaints were filed over the 
weekend concerning the conduct of 
the members of the house. 

The last member left the house 
on Tuesday and it was locked up. 
A few windows were broken. 

Dolan said, "Why would we 
want to trash it (the house)? It was 
my home for two and a half 
years." Other members could not 
be reached for comment. 

Other fraternities said they 
were sad to see this happen. A 
Theta Xi active said, "I hate to see 
them fold." 

IFC Vice-President Dave 
Mainella, said, "It’s a shame to see

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Fall housing crunch hits hard

If you are thinking about using 
one of the Harper study lounges to 
study, don’t! If you do you will 
probably be arrested for breaking 
and entering into someone’s room. 

The renovation of the Harper 
study lounges into double occu¬ 
pancy rooms was one of the many 
steps Bradley’s Housing Depart¬ 
ment has taken to accommodate 
the large incoming class. 

Bradley’s Residence Halls are 
housing over 2100 students, not 
including the students living in 
SAC. This is 200 more people 
than the University normally 
houses. 

Rumors had been circulating 
around campus concerning students 
residing at the Fairfield Inn and 
local YMCA. 

Mike Murphy, director of hous¬ 
ing, said although the YMCA had 
been used in the late 70s and the 
early 80s to house an over abun¬ 
dance of students, the residential 
section of that building no longer 
exists. 

The Fairfield Inn was never 
considered a form of permanent 
housing, Murphy said, though it 


was considered for temporary 
housing. It would have been used 
to house students for the first few 
days of school until they had found 
alternative housing, or were placed 
into the rooms of students who did 
not show up to the residence halls. 

To ensure that every student 
had a bed several changes have 
been made and many rooms added. 
The top two floors of Lovelace 
Hall now house students, as well 
as the Newmann Center, the Delta 
Zeta house, the TKE house and the 
Harper study lounges. 

The first and second floor of 
Lovelace are used as part of the 
Small Business Incubator. These 
floors are completely off limits to 
the students. Students are only per¬ 
mitted to enter the building 
through the back door because the 
front door houses the incubators 
reception area. 

The Lovelace rooms are similar 
to the rooms in Wyckoff. Prior to 
this year they were completely 
empty. Over 300 pieces of new 
furniture were purchased by the 
University to furnish these rooms. 
Much of the furniture was taken 
from students residing in Student 
Apartment Complex, which is sup¬ 
posed to be an unfurnished hall. 

Laundry facilities have been 


added to Lovelace. Cable televi 
sion is in each room, and they are 
getting vending machines. The 
rooms were painted two years ago, 
and the bathrooms were com¬ 
pletely renovated. 

Murphy said as of yet there 
were no major problems at 
Lovelace. Murphy said that the 
University is doing all that it can, 
so that the residents of Lovelace 
have the same comforts of students 
in any other hall. 

He would much rather students 
reside in a full dorm then a half¬ 
dorm, but the major factor involv¬ 
ing the success of a dorm is the 
people on the floor and your room¬ 
mate. As of yet there have been no 
requests to move out of Lovelace 
because of the condition of the 
hall. 

There have been some com¬ 

plaints from residents who feel 
they are getting a "bad deal 

because there are no study 

lounges, Tim Delaney, Lovelace 
resident advisor, said. There is 
talk by some of the students to 
turn one of the empty rooms into a 
t.v./study room. 

"I like it a lot better than 
Wyckoff. We have wood grain 

countertops in the bathrooms, bath 
tubs, and it is a well furnished 


clean place, ".Delaney said. 

Inconvenience seemed to be the 
opinion of several students in 
Lovelace according to Bill Peter¬ 
son a Lovelace R.A. He did men¬ 
tion the convenience in going to 
your classes though. 

Parents went through Lovelace 
during move-in day and one 
mother thought that the rooms 
were nicer then the ones in 
Geisert, Peterson said. Peterson 
also mentioned that he was pleased 
with the unity between the two 
floors. They have activities almost 
every night. 

Lovelace has to pick up their 
mail in the Harper/Wyckoff office 
during office hours which is also a 
great inconvenience to them. 
"Everyone is having a hard time 
with basic needs this year; mail 
takes longer to put away, meal 
lines are longer, laundry facilities 
are hard to come by, and Lovelace 
is just finding the same crowding 
problems as everywhere else," 
Peterson said. 

The Delta Zeta house, now the 
Sigma Iota Gamma house, is also 
home to several students. Students 
living there will be given the 
option to move into a different 
residence hall as soon as a spot 
opens up. 


When the University closed 
housing to transfer students, they 
offered them other options, The 
Newmann Center and the TKE 
house. The University renovated 
the TKE house and now has fifteen 
residents living there. Every per¬ 
son knew they would be living 
there prior to arriving at school. 

Adequate study areas were a 
key concern to the University. 
With the library under construction 
and the Harper study lounges 
being converted into rooms, the 
University took extra measures to 
accommodate students by opening 
the Harper/Wyckoff Cafe until 
4:00 a.m. five nights a week. 
Though many students are showing 
great displeasure over the lack of 
study lounges, Murphy said that 
rarely were study lounges ever 
utilized by students. 

In past years, there have often 
been close to 100 students who did 
not show up to live in the halls. 
The average each year is usually 
around seventy and this year there 
is less than thirty. 

The recent closing of the LCA 
house has only brought one or two 
inquiries about University housing. 
The University has indicated that 
there was temporary housing avail¬ 
able if need be.

In the midst of efforts to 
improve safety at the Heuser Art 
Center, the U.S. Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration 
has fined Bradley University for 
$520 for violations of OSHA stan¬ 
dards. 

The violations included expo¬ 
sure of employees, as well as stu¬ 
dents, to hazardous fumes contain¬ 


ing lead, zinc, silica fibers, and 


airborne dusts. Other violations 
included failure to train employees 
in the proper use of fire safety 
equipment and storage of hazar- 


dous chemicals 
safety data. 

Frequent complaints by students 
and faculty about strong odors 
lingering in the building led to an 
investigation by Bradley officials, 
who discovered the inadequate 
exhaust system and cracks in the 
sculptor room ceiling. 

Mark Struss, director of facili¬ 
ties, said that the new ventilation 
system had been completely re¬ 
designed before the OSHA investi¬ 
gation in May. 'The new exhaust 
system is now completely 
installed, \ Struss said. The system 
will be operational within the week 
after the electricity has been 
hooked up 


Also finished before the OSHA 
visit was the sealing of the sculptor 
room. Ronald Doerzaph director of 
planning, said, Tm really 
encouraged by the fact that when 
we sealed that room, none of the 
fumes escaped into the building. In 
fact, the people in the building 
didn’t even know that they had 
fired the kiln up." Charles Meyer, 
director of the Heuser Art Center, 
said that as an extra precaution the 
University has chosen a new lead- 
free bronze to be used in the kiln. 

Struss said in a meeting with 
the area director for OSHA, he 
was able to convince them to 
reduce the fines by 40 percent for 
the good faith effort a lready 


displayed by the University. He 
added that there would be no 
repeat OSHA visit barring further 
complaints. 


Since the OSHA visit, a posi¬ 
tion has been created to help Struss 
with safety issues. Lee Dille, the 
new assistant to the director of 
facilities, said her job would 
mainly be concerned with knowing 
the safety laws and seeing that the 
University complied with them. 

'It’s an enormous job," Dille 
said, "ttyere’s just a plethora of 
new laws and regulatiohs at every 
level of government that we need 
to be aware of and start working 
on." Facilities’ employees have 


Employees have not experi¬ 
enced any health problems, but 
some employees, particularly the 
custodians that worked in the kiln 
area, are being tested. 


Other steps that will be taken 
include testing of an air sample 
after the exhaust system is run¬ 
ning, labeling of hazardous chemi¬ 
cals and training of students in the 
use of fire equipment. University 
officials are quick to add they 
won’t know if they’re finished until 
after the new system has been 
tested. They’re really makihg pro¬ 
gress and pursuing the effort to 
make this a safe environment, 
Meyer said.

Leasing

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It is the latest trend that’s 
sweeping college bookstores across 
the country. It’s called leasing and 
Bradley University has just entered 
the ranks of this growing business 
by signing a 10-year contract with 
Barnes and Noble Bookstores, Inc. 

Gary Anna, vice president of 
business affairs, said the retirement 
of Bradley Bookstore manager, 
Barbara Dreher, at the end of last 
semester put the,University Tn The 
position to fih'd someone to fak£ 
her place. He said there were no 
internal candidates. 

Ken Goldin, business manager, 
said the University began a nation¬ 
wide search to fill the vacancy. 
"Many people with experience in 


retail sales applied." He said he 
thought there would have been 
more applicants from larger 
. schools. 

The University was looking for 
prospects with experience in such 
areas as Fast Break and the Book¬ 
store. The process came down to 
four qualified candidates. "I dont 
think any of them came from 
stores as large as ours even though 
they came from schools with about 
17,000 students. But none of them 
impressed me enough to take over 
the reins of what I consider a large 
operation, "TGoldin said, - - 
: * * Leasing looked like an appeal¬ 
ing option to the University. "I 
recommended it and the University 
took me up on it," he said. 

Anna said, "It was clear to us 
that leasing deserved a good look." 

Goldin said he then contacted 


about seven leasing firms. Some 
did not reply while others did not 
seem to fit Bradley’s needs. The 
two companies that appealed the 
most to the University were Barnes 
and Noble Bookstores, Inc. and 
Follett College Stores. They each 
manage about 200 stores. 

These two companies are the 
leaders in this area according to an 
article in the Aug. 9, 1989 issue of 
The Chronicle of Higher Educa¬ 
tion. Together they control more 
than four-fifths of the market, 
which includes about 560 college 
stores. ■ ■ • 

Goldin toured many of their 
leased stores and said he saw some 
good and some bad. 

Anna said it was clear Barnes 
and Noble Bookstores, Inc., who 
also own the chain of B. Dalton 
Bookstores, offered better service

Finances, tow grade point aver¬ 
ages and low membership were 
reasons for their closing, he said. 
"What happened was that there 
wasn’t enough enforcement." 

King said two alumni worked 
with the chapter to make improve¬ 
ments, 6iit‘ that just wasn’t enough. 
"It was very unfortunate • that the 
other alumni didn’t get involved 
financially and management wise." 

The past two semesters ranked 
LCA having the lowest GPA 
among fraternities overall. Spring 
1988 was 2.53 and Fall 1988 was 
2.31. 

Last semester only 11 members 
lived at the house, leaving 15 spots 
vacant for the 27 actives. '1 think 
that is unacceptable. I have seen 
chapters get into difficulty in the 
past. A key indicator is whether 
the undergraduates are willing to 
support the house."

Changes in Rush 
strike positive note

Last week, Bradley’s Greek 
system welcomed the new school 
year, as well as many prospective 
pledges, with its annual fall Rush 
Week. This year’s theme was 
"Membership Has Its Privileges." 

The 1989 Rush Week schedule 
had a new look this year. Rush 
began on Sunday night rather than 
Tuesday night, like in previous 
years. This allowed for a break on 
Wednesday and Thursday, before 
Calling Out on Saturday. 

Originally, there was some 
skepticism about the two day break 
in between. "I was afraid that 
some girls might be dropping out 
on Wednesday and Thursday," 
Jennifer Lino, Panhel central rush 
chairperson, said. "Actually, I 
think it really worked out better. 
We didn’t have as many girls drop¬ 
ping out this year." 

"I don’t see us ever going back 
to rushing on Wednesday and 
Thursday," Lino said. 

"I thought it was a lot better 
for the Rushees because they had 
more time to think things over and 
relax for awhile. Most of them 
came back a lot happier," M.K. 
Meacham, rush counselor, said. 

Calling Out also was different 
this year. Rather than everybody 
calling out in the Field House, the 
Interfratemity Council moved their 
calling out to the quad. "The main 
reason was because the greek sys¬ 
tem is so big that we can’t get 
everybody safely into the Field 
House on one side of the stage. 
And with the problems we’ve had 
in the past, such as injuries, the 
University thought it would be 
better if we took it out of the Field 
House and put it someplace else. 
The quad was the best alternative," 
Shannon Mollenhauer, IFC central 
rush chairman, said. 

"I think it worked out very 
well. We’ll probably continue to 
have it in the quad unless some¬ 
thing else comes about," Mol¬ 
lenhauer said. 

"I think the intensity was 
greater in the Field House, but 
everyone seemed to make due with 
what they had, with throwing their 
guys up in the air etc.," Jeff 
Evans, rush counselor, said. 

Numbers seem to indicate that 
this year’s rush was successful. 
Lino said 472 females registered 
for rush, compared to last year’s 
412, and 220 of them called out in 
comparison to last year’s 194. 

Lino said she also was very 
pleased with the fact that only five 
girls were cut after Saturday 
morning’s preference cards were 
signed. "Last year, there were 29 
girls who were cut after pref and 
this year we only had five. We 
were really excited about that." 

The number of males who 
registered for rush also exceeded 
the amount expected. "We started

out with 438 people registered for 
rush. We did quite well. We had 
about 100 more than we were 
expecting," Mollenhauer said. 

"I would estimate that we had 
about 250 call out. The number 
that will actually join will be 
different than that due to informal 
rush," Mollenhauer said. 

Of Bradleys’ seven sororities, 
three of them made the quota of 40 
as of Calling Out, those being Chi 
Omega, Gamma Phi Beta and 
Sigma Kappa. Pi Beta Phi received 
37 pledges. Sigma Delta Tau took 
33 pledges, and Alpha Chi Omega 
got 14 new pledges. Sigma Iota 
Gamma, in their first year of for¬ 
mal rush, received 16 new 
pledges. 

The fraternities do not have a 
quota system.

Soviets count on 
economic jump start

Since their emergence from the 

fury of World War II, a certain 
hysteria has gripped the Western 
states. The rise of Stalin and his 
mad rush towards industrialization 
terrified the Western world. Ever 
since, enmity between the two 
blocks has been fostered by 
narrow-minded, one-track attitudes 
displayed by the leaders on both 
sides. The initially U.S., later 
NATO, forces put up strong 
defenses around the "evil empire 
to contain this ideology and 
prevent it from spreading. This 
was called the Truman Doctrine. 

The Soviets, in turn, supported 
any "progressive" government led 
by Marxist-Leninist principles, and 
appointed itself the guardian of 
socialism in the socialist camp. 
This was the Breznhev Doctrine. 

There is a long standing axiom 
in international relations that when 
looked at from the outside, a state 
will appear to be a coherent united 
front, whereas in reality this may 
not be the case. Let us then look at 
the world from the Soviet perspec¬ 
tive to gain a deeper insight into 
the mechanism that the U.S. state 
department is dealing with. 

What we see here is a. hostile 
world-hostile through the hypo¬ 


crisy of U.S. foreign policy, 
through the vested interests of a 
few Multinational corporations and 
through American economic 
Imperialism. 

Hypocrisy, as in South Africa 
where profits are to be reaped, we 
are told that economic sanctions do 
not work. However, in Panama 
where the profit taking is severely 
limited, suddenly the government 
sings to the tune of economic sanc¬ 
tions. In fact, the Super 301 law 
calls for economic sanctions 
against any country resisting U.S. 
multinational corporations. 

Wherever this pipeline of 
wealth is interrupted, swift U.S. 
action follows, installing repressive 
puppet governments when neces¬ 
sary to keep the pipeline open. 
This economic imperialism and 
two facedness of U.S. foreign pol¬ 
icy greatly erodes U.S. credibility 
in the eyes of the Soviets. 

Yet, this insecurity does not 
exist in the economic domain 
alone. Historically, the Soviet 
Union suffered some of the heavi¬ 
est casualties in World War II. 
Twenty million people killed, 
72,000 towns and cities razed to 
the ground, and Leningrad, one of 
the most beautiful cities on Earth,

A new euphoria, called Gor- 
by mania, has swept western 
Europe and surrounds the four- 
year-old leadership of Mikhail 
Gorbachev and his twin policies of 
Glasnost and Perestroika. This 
euphoria has yet to fully affect the 
United States, reaching only into 
the ignorant stratum of our society, 
better known as Congress. 

Wisconsin Congressman Les 
Aspin, chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, 
presided over a committee hearing 
in which Marshal Akhromayev, 
the former chief of staff of the 
Soviet Armed Forces, gave Aspin 
advice on where to cut our own 
defense budget. Chairman Aspin, 
who was recovering from a frontal 
lobotomy, seemed quite pleased 
with the presence of the former 
head of the largest and most 
dangerous military power in the 
world in his own committee room. 

Yes, the Soviet Union is still 
the most potent enemy of the 
United States. It is the largest mili¬ 
tary power in the world and the 
real governing power behind its 
puppet states is in Eastern Europe 
and the third world. The Soviet 
military has increased its nuclear 


capability during Gorbachev’s 
reign and still represses dissent in 
the streets, something character¬ 
ized by the squashing of a recent 
peaceful Moscow march calling for 
freedom for the Baltic states. 

But my liberal counterpart will 
point to the changes that Gor¬ 
bachev has wrought with the pul¬ 
lout of Afghanistan, parliamentary 
"elections," with opposition candi¬ 
dates and the hands-off attitude 
taken toward the new government 
in Poland. These are examples of 
true change in the Soviet Union. 
All of these concessions are noth¬ 
ing but calculated political moves 
designed to impress the West. 

A true reapproachment between 
the two super . powers would 
involve immediate changes in 
Soviet policy toward its own 
citizens with freedom to emigrate 
and the freedom to form opposi¬ 
tion parties. Also, freedom would 
be granted for these parties to 
throw out the communist party on 
the basis of elections. 

Revolutionary changes? Yes, 
but they are the only way to 
ensure that any reforms instituted 
by Gorbachev can outlast Gor¬ 
bachev himself. As known by most 
who have studied the history of

Out of all the adjustments a col¬ 
lege freshman has to deal with 
when starting college, one of the 
most crucial adjustments is the 
development of good study skills. 

Besides not having your 
parents’ around to make you study, 
distractions ranging from an 
obnoxious roommate to the oppor¬ 
tunity of going to a party with 
your friends can hinder your 
academic responsibilities. But, if 
you develop good study habits and 
manage your time properly, you 
will be able to succeed in your 
academic and social life. The same 
study skills don’t work for every¬ 
one. The following tips from Brad¬ 
ley students and centers might 
work for you. 

Most students agree that an 
important factor in developing 
good study skills is time manage¬ 
ment. A calendar that you keep for 
test dates, term paper assignments, 
textbook readings, and meetings is 
essential. 

Charlotte Beeskow, a Bradley 
sophomore, said to take advantage 
of the afternoon to study, so that 
evenings will be free. Another 
important suggestion is to keep up 
with reading assignments. 

Every student needs to have 
individualized study habits and the 
majority of students agree that you 
have to be willing to make 
sacrifices. Yet, there is a limit to 
what you may sacrifice, such as 
sleep. 

College students are famous for 
staying up all night before a test. 
Lack of sleep might be worse than 
staying up and studying. When you 
are very tired you will probably 
forget everything you are trying to 
learn. Chris 'Digger" Janus, a 
Bradley junior and assistant 
resident advisor in Harper Hall 
remarks, "I have never pulled an 
all-nighter and would not find one 
very useful. * 

Beeskow also suggests putting a 
"Do Not Disturb" sign on your 
door when you need to study for a 
test. Janus recommends taking 
short breaks while studying, so 
your mind will not get bogged 
down. Tim Crowley, a Bradley 
senior, feels that your best study¬ 


ing will get done when you are 
alone. He also has learned that for 
every hour spent in class about 
two hours need to be left for 
studying. 

Bradley offers a class called 
AEP 115 to help students develop 
better study habits. The non-credit 
course meets two hours a week for 
six weeks. The topics discussed 
are time management, textbook 
reading, lecture notetaking and 
listening, flexible reading rates on 
procrastination and scholastic 
motivation, test and exam prepara¬ 
tion techniques, and class atten¬ 
dance, attitude and participation. 

Bradley also offers a Learning 
Assistance Program which is now 
in Bradley Hall 137. As of Jan. 2 
the program will be held in the 
library. Carolyn Griffith, program 
coordinator, organizes the tutor 
file. After the third week of 
classes, if you need a tutor, the 
Learning Assistance Program 
should be able to help you, but 
you do have to pay. If you want to 
be a tutor, you can pick up an 
application in Bradley 137. This 
program is also responsible for the 
AEP 115 program. Susan Parziale, 
Griffith’s assistant, plans programs 
for student athletes. Griffith and 
Parziale’s annual report for the 
1988-89 school year shows that 
each of them saw around 1200 stu¬ 
dents last year. 

Bradley’s Center for Wellness 
and Counseling offers a program 
for students on academic probation 
if their G.P.A. is less than a 2.0. 
Dorothy Murray, and her assistant, 
Jeanne Skewes, are in charge of 
the Academic Success Program. 
She sees the students individually 
and it is strongly recommended for 
the students on probation to see 
her. Murray stresses time manage¬ 
ment to the students. She is also 
the coordinator of a program for 
students who have been reinstated 
at Bradley. 

Developing good study skills 
and learning how to manage your 
time will help you succeed in col¬ 
lege. Adjusting to college is 
difficult, and if you cannot seem to 
develop good study habits, take 
advantage of the services Bradley 
has to offer. Once you figure out 
how to manage your time you will 
be able to balance your academic 
and social life.

Jones said often times the indi- 
ual can figure out if something 
really wrong and how to deal 
h it. "Listen to your body, 
lat do you feel like? Do you 
| like a truck just ran over 
i...then backed up and ran over 
again? That is not a good 


way to live." 

Jones emphasizes planning and 
ranking priorities in one’s life. She 
added an important part of well¬ 
ness is achieving a balance in life. 
A balance between academic and 
social activities, physical and intel¬ 
lectual activities may mean adding 
or dropping some things to achieve 
a healthy balance. 

Jones mentioned friends and 
residence hall staff are excellent 
ways to talk out a problem and get 
an objective point of view. Often 
times a person won’t seek the help 
of a counselor because of the 
stigma attached. 

For a person wanting to meet 
with a counselor, the first step is 
calling the Center to set up an 
appointment. The individual may 
request a certain counselor, and 
the center will do their best to fit 
the student’s needs. 

The Center’s staff includes two 
full-time counselors, Dorothy Mur¬ 
ray and another who will be 
chosen in the next few weeks, and 
one oart-time counselor, Terry 
Nighswanger. 

The Center’s hours are from 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friday.

Fight the Fifteen 

Make Smart Choices

One adjustment to college life 
many freshmen aren’t prepared for 
is the fabled "Freshman 15" -- the 
15 (or 20 or 30) pounds freshmen 
are almost guaranteed to gain in 
the first semester of college. One 
reason students gain extra pounds, 
or develop "dorm butt" as one stu¬ 
dent called it, is because of the 
tendency to keep lots of food in 
their dorm rooms and to snack 
while studying, talking, watching 
t.v. or for no reason at all. 

One student admitted she has 
Cheetos, pudding, popcorn, Nutty 
Bars, cheese and crackers, suck¬ 
ers, peanuts, ravioli, ranch flavor 
potato chips and diet Coke in her 
room. She said she snacks a lot in 
between meals and that diet Coke 
probably isn’t doing her much 
good. Most people eat a lot when 
they study, and this can become a 
problem especially when they 
study late. Any food a person eats 
after midnight may turn into fat as 
they sleep because the extra 
calories aren’t being burned for 
energy. 

Robert Byczynski, director of 
food services, said he believes 
another reason weight gain can 
become a problem for new stu¬ 
dents is that at home most people 
do not have as much food available 
as they do in the cafeterias. Stu¬ 
dents can ask for double servings 
when they first go through the 
cafeteria line and can go back for 
thirds or fourths. In additions to 
desserts served at both lunch and 
dinner, various flavors of ice 
cream are also available in unlim¬ 
ited amounts.

The student food committee has 
established with Food Services to 
offer items such as all-turkey cold 
cuts, which have 30 percent less 
fat and to post the calorie content 
of main dishes in the cafeterias. 

The easiest way for students to 
combat the "Freshman 15" is to be 
aware of what they are eating. Stu¬ 
dents don’t have to eat pancakes 
with syrup or eggs and sausage at 
breakfast because both cold and 
hot cereal are available in the 
cafeterias. There also is a salad 
bar in each cafeteria that includes 
vegetables, which are naturally 
nutritious and low in calories. 
Using either the lo-cal French or 
Italian dressing is very important 
because normal salad dressing con¬ 
tains 60 to 80 calories a taole- 
spoon. 

Yogurt and cottage cheese are 
available at every meal - perhaps 
as an alternative to a chocolate ice 
cream cone. Yet another thing to 
keep in mind is how calorie-laden 
gravy and sour cream are. In addi¬ 
tion, students have a choice 
between regular and diet sodas as 
well as whole and skim milk. 

The Food Services office in the 
basement of Williams Hall has two 
brochures to suggest ways one can 
make wise food choices. One bro¬ 
chure, titled "Calorie Counter" 
gives a listing of foods and their 
calorie conte. The second, titled 
"The Health Fare Diet Plan" sug¬ 
gests a specific menu for 13 days: 

"Freshman 15" doesn’t have to 
become a permanent addition to a 
person’s figure, as there are many 
ways to keep extra pounds off.

Russia and the Soviet Union, polit¬ 
ical reform is invariably followed 
by retrenchment. This can best be 
characterized by the Khrushchev 
reforms, which were suplanted by 
the Brezhnev retrenchment. 

Is there any danger of Gor¬ 
bachev being replaced by more 
adversarial men? Absolutely, and 
it is this group of hard liners who 
still serve as the main threat to our 
security. These hardliners are 
waiting for the opportunity to 
either pressure Gorbachev to crack 
down or to take control themselves 
of the Soviet Union and crack 
down in much the same manner as 
hardliners did in China. 

Unfortunately, Congressional 
Democrats, looking for a way to 
cut the defense budget, also point 
to the Soviet’s minimalist reduc¬ 
tions in conventional forces as a 
symbol of new Soviet thinking. 
But the Soviets still hold a 
significant proportional advantage 
over NATO in conventional 


weapons. The naive belief, that the 
Soviet Union is no longer a major 
threat to the United States, is 
based mostly upon verbal promises 
made by Gorbachev and the clever 
political maneuvering by the 
Soviets to mold Western public 
opinion. 

There is another reason to fear 
the Soviets and this involves the 
basic tenets subscribed to by the 
authoritarian leaders. This tenet is 
survival at the top at all costs pre¬ 
cluding any attempts at reform or 
the improvement of society. Krem¬ 
lin leaders look on with great 
trepidation at the simmering ethnic 
crises in the Baltic states and 
Soviet Georgia. Because breakup 
of the Soviet empire is the most 
pervasive fear in the Kremlin, 
strong steps may be taken to quell 
these protests, thus proving 
Glasnost as nothing but a con¬ 
venient facade fooling the West. It 
is inevitable that if these protests 
continue, there will be a military 
crackdown instituted by either 
Gorbachev or his immediate suc¬ 
cessor. 


This scenario is an excellent 
reason for not providing high tech 
equipment to the Soviets. President 
Bush’s promise of small monetary 
grants to Poland, while being 
decried by liberals who see Japan 
as a greater threat than the Soviets, 
is a wise course of action. Poland 
is truly headed for a democratic 
government. Its problems will still 
be there as its democratic institu¬ 
tions are strengthened. If the 
current Polish government is sim¬ 
ply a facade to gain Western 
grants, a possibility which I 
suspect is true, then it will collapse 
under its own weight. Throwing 
money at these countries will not 
solve their problems. 

Finally, it is important to 
remember that while the Soviets 
may be talking a good game of 
Glasnost and Perestroika , most of 
the change that has occurred is 
superficial and could be easily 
wiped out during a period of 
retrenchment. Caution, not mis¬ 
guided euphoria, is the proper 
course for U.S.-Soviet relations 
heading into the 90s.

under siege by the Germans for 
three years. What must the Soviet 
people feel when they look back at 
the misery of those days? Rising 
out of this emotionalism, we see 
an insecurity in the Soviet people 
which is further fed by U.S., 
French, British and Chinese 
nuclear missiles and bases all 
around their country. 

Looking inside the Soviet 
Union, we see a stagnant economy 
and national disunity. We see a 
superpower in trouble. The ailing 
Soviet economy can no longer 
afford a Cold War against the 
U.S., let alone an all out military 
confrontation. Gorbachev has real¬ 
ized that in this day, economic 
might is what counts. We now live 
in a world where the battlefield is 
shifting form the hills and plains of 
the Earth to the corridors of com¬ 
merce. In his major address to the 
Central Committee plenum of 
April 1985, Gorbachev warned 
that the destiny of "socialism in 
today’s world" depended to a large 
extent on how well the Soviet 
bfcMdifiic 


performance. For this he has with¬ 

drawn Soviet troops from the 
European and Chinese borders and •*- 
cut down his nuclear arsenal, con¬ 
trary to wbat my conservative 
counterwould have you* believe* 
Gorbachev’s policies should not 
stop at the Soviet border. In light 
of the absurd mechanisms that pro¬ 
duced the enmity between the two 
superpowers, his offer for peace 
should not be turned down. His¬ 
tory tells us that whenever such a 
situation has existed in the past, it 
has been to the benefit of both par¬ 
ties involved. Kennedy an Khrush¬ 
chev showed a lot of hope when, 
ignoring any emotional and hypo- 
cratic rhetoric, they decided to 
negotiate and ratify the Limited 
First Ban treaty in August 1963. In 
June 1963, President Kennedy 
made his famous "Strategy for 
Peace" speech at American 
University, and for the first time 
an American President praised the 
sacrifices of the Soviets in World 
War II. He then announced a uni¬ 
lateral test ban on all atmosphere 
tests, saying that the U.S. would 
not conduct any more of these tests 
unless the U.S.S.R. did so first.

tive, and halting the production of 

strategic bombers. More such ini¬ 
tiatives poured forth and the whole 
process was labeled as the "Policy 
of Mutual Example." October 9, 
Kennedy announced a $250 million 
wheat sale and tensions between 
the superpowers sank to an all 
time low. November 22, President 
Kennedy was assassinated. 

To this day, that hope has not 
been revived. Cowboy presidents 
and hawkish advisors who have 
reduced themselves to mere 
action-reaction mechanisms have 
soured the hope offered by Ken¬ 
nedy. Now there is a chance to 
undo what has been done. 
President Bush must put aside all 
notions of an "evil empire" and 
bargaining from a position of 
strength, to take advantage of this 
momentous opportunity. For if the 
Soviet Union can no longer afford 
its military expenditure, neither 
can the United States and a realis¬ 
tic solution needs to be found now. 
Even if Gorbachev is not sincere 
about his military cuts and is only 
acting out of necessity, his offer is 
realistic, and history tells us that 
the fruits of cooperation have 
always been are. . sweet, . Very 
sweet.

Students and faculty should be 
prepared for changes in their 
library routines as renovations 
complicate the previously simple 
task of checking out books. 

Ellen I. Watson, library direc¬ 
tor, said, the library renovation 
project is two months behind 
schedule. This is predominantly 
due to factors beyond control. The 
planners had hoped most of the 
moving would be completed this 
summer, but the task was complex 
and took longer then expected. 
Last summer’s heat wave also 
impeded progress. 

Bradley’s S5.4 million cam¬ 
paign for the Cullom-Davis 

Library’s expansion and renovation 
looks promising from the inside 
and out, but progress has its 
sacrifices. The most important is 
one of time and convenience. 

Beginning the last week in Sep¬ 
tember, students will have to turn 
in a request form to examine 
periodicals. The library staff 

member will then go to the stacks 
and pull the requested books. This 
process is in effect now for general 
books, and the library requests that 
a student not ask for more than six 
books at a time. 

Watson said she is aware of the 
confusion and inconvenience this 
method will cause but asks the stu¬ 
dents and faculty members to be 
understanding. "It’s just the kind of 
thing we have to live with. If even 
the library personnel has to use a 
map to find things, students would 


have a very difficult time of it." 

The entire library will be 
closed over fall break, enabling all 
the computers to be moved into the 
new building on Sept. 30 and Oct. 
1 . 

The original building is 
scheduled to receive ceiling sec¬ 
tions, furniture to replace damaged 
pieces and carpeting. 'The old car¬ 
pet is so bad, I don’t think we 
could even give it away to any¬ 
one," Watson said. 

Students will get a glimpse of 
the new building Oct. 3 and 4 
when the ground floor of both the 
original and new buildings will be 


open to the public. The Bradley 
Avenue entrance will be closed 
and students will only enter from 
the campus side. 

The ground floor of the annex 
will house periodicals, reference 
materials, the circulations desk, 
the reserve room and a lounge area 
in the center of a three-story 
atrium. 

"Large windows and a peaked 
roof help to lend a sense of space 
that the old building doesn’t have. 
It always felt so crowded," Watson 
said. 

The lower level of both build¬ 
ings will be complete on Nov. 1. 


On this tentative date, areas will 
be open for students to study. 

The building will have four 
floors, the top two share a 
glassed-in atrium overlooking the 
ground floor lounge. The use of 
many windows gives a panoramic 
view of most of the campus. 

The top floor will feature the 
Constance Hall music library, 
presently located in the lower lever 
of Constance Hall, as well as 
faculty conference rooms and the 
Learning Assistance Program. 

The second floor will hold 
government documents and period¬ 
icals. Students also will have 


group study rooms on this floor 
that may be scheduled for use 
much like those in the Student 
Center. 

As one walks into the campus 
entrance of the new building, a 
large wall will be straight ahead. 
The library staff has agreed with 
the art department to provide art¬ 
work for the wall. 

The original date for comple¬ 
tion was to be in January, 1990. 
Both sections of the building will 
be open at that time, but the new 
tentative date for the entire 
project’s completion is the middle 
of March, 1990.

The Bradley University soccer 
team is off to a big kick in its 
junior season. 

Coach Tim Conley said this 
year's team plans to be the best 
ever and will improve with each 
game. The past two seasons 
haven't been so successful. Their 
.combined record was 11-29-0, 
with last season’s record at 5-15-D. 

But the Bradley soccer team 
seems to be headed in the right 


direction. There are 38 guys on 
the roster, which is compiled of 30 
freshmen and sophomores, six 
juniors and two seniors. 

This year Bradley recruited 
four players.

The Lady Braves relentless 
offensive attack earned them a 3 
games to 2 victory against the 
Saints from St. Francis. Bradley 
took the first two games 15-19 and 
15-11. 

However, the St. Francis 
women rallied to take the next two 
games 15-11 and 15-13. In the 
final deciding game of the match, 
Bradley displayed its ability to 
bounce back with a 15-13 victory 
to move their record to 1-0. 

Coach Pam Stanek said fresh¬ 
man Patti Culloton had an out¬ 
standing match for her first. Cullo¬ 
ton led the Braves’ with 21 kills 
while senior Wendy Carney led the 
team with 33 assists.

They had finished with a 22-15 
record last season, good enough 
for fifth place in the Gateway 
Conference.

Seven players returned from 
last years’ team. Wendy Carney 
and Andra Dystrup are expected 
not only to lead by example, but 
also to assume the team’s leader¬ 
ship roles. 

Carney shattered the Bradley 
single match assist record with 69. 
Dystrup was 1988’s Best Offensive 
Player, as well as being named to 
the second all-Gateway squad. 

The team is in Utah this week 
and will travel to South Carolina 
in two weeks. Matches against 
Georgia, Marquette, DePaul and 
Brigham Young highlight the non- 
conference season. 

Stanek said service reception 
could be a weak spot, but the team 
is working hard to remedy that.

Baseball team involved in tragic accident

With all the problems the Brad¬ 
ley basketball team faced over the 
summer, they all seem minute to 
the tragedy that occurred to the 
baseball team just days after stu¬ 
dents left for summer vacation. 

While on the way to the Mis¬ 
souri Valley Conference baseball 
tournament in Wichita, Kansas, 
sophomore Tim Trunk was killed 
when the van he was riding in col¬ 
lided with a truck on U.S. Route 
54, just outside of Mexico, Mo. 


He was pronounced dead from 
a torn aorta, which is the main 
artery that carries blood from the 
heart, at the Audrain Medical 
Center in Mexico. 

Also injured in the crash were 
Bob Becker, who suffered severe 
damage to his left eye and a bro¬ 
ken left shoulder, and David Carr, 
who suffered severe shoulder and 
chest injuries. 

"Bob’s left eye will never be 
the same," Coach Dewey Kalmer 
said. "If he does keep it, it will 
only be about 20 percent. He also 
had his left shoulder reconstructed, 
so if not for his eye, he could 
come back. 


"He still could come back 
although if he does, it is doubtful 
it will be as a hitter. I think it 
would be a big improvement foi 
the guys if he came back. 

"Dave had his left shoulder 
reconstructed, so we expect him 
back sometime in the spring. Hes 
lost some strength and some 
weight, but that’s to be expected." 

Mike Bell, 20, who drove the 
van, was treated and released from 
the Audrain Medical Center. He 
was wearing a seatbelt when the 
accident occurred, while Trunk, 
Becker and Carr were not, high¬ 
way patrol said.

Bell was driving south on the two- 
lane highway. After passing 
another southbound car, he 
returned to the lane, but wasn’t 
over far enough. The truck struck 
the van on the left side and 
knocked it into a ditch. 


"Mike is a very responsible 
person and he is very concerned 
and he took it much harder than 
anyone else," Kalmer said. T 
think about the accident every day. 
It leaves an emotional scar and you 
have to cope with it. " 

The other five people in the

DePaepe, Lyle Martin, Mark Bor- 
cherding and Mike Grace were not 
treated. 

The accident caused Bradley to 
re-evaluate the use of vans and stu-' 
dents driving the vans. Kalmer» 
said about 80 percent of the coun- ^ 
try uses vans and for the most part 
students drive the vans. 

"When you balance safety with 
reality, it’s not realistic to fly/1 
Kalmer said. "You also have to 
look at the overall picture. If all 
the athletic teams fly, what about 
the speech team and other organi-1 
zations?

Thurman, who needed to pass 
his summer classes in order to be 
eligible to play basketball, remains 
three credits shy of eligibility and 
will not be playing with the Braves 
this fall. 

Since all of this has happened, 
Thurman’s scholarship has been 


revoked and he is no longer a 
member of the basketball team. 

Thurman was named the Mis*» 
souri Valley Conference 
newcomer-of-the-year and was the 
league’s second leading scorer. He 
finished 8th in the MVC in 
rebounding (7.0 avg) and was 
among the league leaders in field

Risks alter after hours’ policy

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Unrestricted after hour parties 
are a thing of the past on Bradley’s 
campus. 

"After hours is in some ways a 
vague term. What it might mean to 
one fraternity may be totally 
different to another," Ed King, 
executive director of housing, 
residential life and the student judi¬ 
cial system, said. It is a party that 
takes place late at night, usually 
between the hours of 11:00 p.m. 
and 1:00 a.m. It is open to every¬ 
one and often alcohol is served. 

There has to be some way to 
limit the number of people at the 
parties, King said. He suggested 
the use of invitations and guest 


lists to limit the number of people 
attending. 

Many fraternities have already 
taken steps to prevent any prob¬ 
lems that may occur. 

Ari Glass, president of Alpha 
Epsilon Pi. said that AEPi’s after 
hours policy is still not definite. 
They are looking to have each 
member invite three or four males. 
Females let in at the door will be 
asked to show a Bradley ID. In 
the past AEPi has always checked 
students for Bradley ID's and have 
had professional security guards at 
the door for all parties. 

"We haven’t had any problems 
in the past, but we are just taking 
more steps to control liability. The 
key to it all is control. The more 
people there are the more prob¬ 


lems that can happen," Glass said. 

The nationals are concerned 
with the liability problems. It is all 
a question of risk management 
King said. The key concern is that 
people who are not Bradley stu¬ 
dents come to the parties and the 
second problem is alcohol abuse. 

This is a problem. King said, 
because if someone drinks at a fra¬ 
ternity house and has an accident 
after they leave the chapter is then 
liable. 

Bob Weiss, social chairman of 
Delta Tau Delta, said that his fra¬ 
ternity does not have after hours or 
open parties because of liability. 
He said that all parties are by invi-

Residents of the Student Apart¬ 
ment Complex (SAC) are angry. 
Several came back this fall only to 
find furniture from their apart¬ 
ments gone and their belongings 
"dumped" on the floor, or in some 
cases, missing. 

This is a result of the 
University’s attempt to accommo¬ 
date this fall’s, (large) freshman 
class. Eighty-five desks and 
drawers that the University pro¬ 
vided for SAC were taken and 
-used to furnish the third and fourth 
floors of Lovelace Hall. 

One of the residents, Rob Scan- 
lan, sublet his apartment over the 
summer. Scanlan said he received 
a notice that desks and drawers 
may have to he taken to furnish a 
residence hall. He figured the 
University wouldn’t take the desks 
and dressers if his personal items 
were still in the drawers. 

To his surprise, his subletters 
called him at home over the sum¬ 
mer to tell him that his desks were 
taken and his personal belongings 
were "dumped on the couch." 

Scanlan then talked to Tony 
Kubisz, SAC’s manager, who 
according to Scanlan, gave no 
explanation. 

Another resident, who wished 
to remain anonymous, said all her 
clothes were "taken out of the 
dresser and dumped in the middle 
of the floor in the apartment across 
the hall." 

The residents of the apartment 
then contacted her only after 
recognizing some of her belong¬ 
ings. 

Another resident, Felix Lee 
said, "Before I left, it was clean. 
When I came back, the dressers 
and desk were gone. Also, I can’t 
find a watch and a few sentimental 
things. My roommate and I 
received no notice at all. They 
shouldn’t come barging in... 
Nobody explained this to me. I 
talked to Tony Kubisz, but he 
didn't do anything about it." 


Mike Murphy, director of hous¬ 
ing, said it was his decision to take 
the ,desks and dressers from SAC 
to furnish the third and fourth 
floors of Lovelace Hall. 

When asked why more desks 
and dressers couldn’t be purchased, 
he said SAC was built as an unfur¬ 
nished apartment building and the 
furniture belongs to the University. 

The apartments are usually 
unfurnished hut residents can be 
put on a waiting list to obtain fur¬ 
niture. 

Murphy said a survey was 
taken of people leaving to obtain 
the needed desks and dressers. He 
circled room numbers of people 
not coming back. Murphy admits 
to his mistake of circling two 
rooms that he wasn’t supposed to. 
He added that everybody was 
supposed to be notified. 

When asked about residents’ 
belongings being mishandled, Mur¬ 
phy said, 'The crew just did their 
job. I was not aware of my mis¬ 
takes and didn’t know there were 
things in the drawers. The guys 
didn’t know they weren’t supposed 
to take things out of the desks and 
dressers. The crew was not neces¬ 
sarily bad. They were all Bradley 
students." 

Murphy said he wanted to get 
the desks out as soon as possible 
because SAC contracts expired just 
before school started and there was 
a lack of time as well as a crew. 

Murphy had tables taken from 
the field house to replace the desks 
that were taken from the SAC 
residents. 

When asked whether these 
incidents were a "clear act of inva¬ 
sion," Murphy said he didn’t know 
because notices were given out and 
messages could have been left for 
Kubisz. 

Another victim, Jin Yong Shin, 
a graduate student, said, "I was 
mad because I thought they would 
give me more time. Mike Murphy 
said he would try his best not to 
take the furniture, and nobody

Increased interest in Bradley 
University, cooperation among stu¬ 
dents, effective marketing and 
availability of financial assistance 
has been credited as among the 
factors leading to higher enroll¬ 
ment this semester. 

Although the official statistics 
will not be released until the third 


week in September by the 
registrar’s office, it is assumed the 
number of students on campus is at 
an all-time high. 

Rough estimates show there are 
slightly over 1,100 freshmen and 
over 400 transfer students. Both of 
these figures are increases from the 
1988 fall semester by about nine 
percent and three percent, respec¬ 
tively. 

"We will anticipate that this 
will be the largest freshmen class 


in this decade and we’re very 
pleased," Gary Bergman, execu¬ 
tive director of the center for 
enrollment management. "The 
quality of the class is as good or 
slightly better than previous ones 
and we’ve maintained admission 
standards." 

Of the new students, it is 
estimated that more than 300 are 
from out of state. This increase 
over last year’s figures may be 
accountable to the fact that Bradley 


is one of few schools with area 
admission representatives. 

There also is a record number 
of Dean’s Merit Scholars - stu¬ 
dents with ACT scores of 28 or 
higher and in the top 10 percent of 
their high school graduation class. 
The number of international and 
minority students is about equal to 
that of last year’s nine percent. 

The interest in on-campus liv¬ 
ing and the Residential Hall of the 
Future program has also increased. 


About 800 students, another record 
high, will be participating in the 
program. 

The University has increased its 
enrollment by 56 percent in the 
last four years. Credit has been 
given to effective marketing by the 
Center for Enrollment Manage¬ 
ment; cooperation among students 
by hosting, housing and giving 
tours to prospective students; and 
the availability of financial assis¬ 
tance.

University paralyzed 
by inaccessibility 

Something is very wrong at Bradley University. 

Even though the problem may only concern a few people, the whole 
campus, including administrators, should be aware that Bradley is clearly 
demonstrating a lack of understanding, caring and intelligence. 

Bradley has failed to meet the needs of the handicapped person. On 
Wednesday afternoon from 1 to 4:30 p.m., the Scout managing editor, 
the layout editor and myself borrowed a wheelchair from the nursing 
department in Burgess Hall and tried to get around campus. Although 
three and a half hours could never make up for a lifetime, we encoun¬ 
tered obstacles and barriers that put a virtual wall in front of our ordi¬ 
nary, everyday routes. 

The campus has crosswalks but fails in most places to have ramps at 
the end of those crosswalks. For example, going from Hartmann to Olin 
is literally impossible unless a person in a wheelchair is able to jump 
curbs. Furthermore, sidewalk ramps aren’t even placed in intelligent loca¬ 
tions. Instead of at corners, they are placed in between corners causing 
travel time to increase. In many places where there are handicapped 
parking spaces, there are no sidewalk ramps anywhere near the parking 
spaces (in back of Westlake is one example). 

Elevators are almost nonexistent in most buildings. Jobst, Lovelace, 
the singles residence halls and Westlake have no elevators. Although the 
Student Center, Heuser, Hartmann Center, Morgan, Olin, Baker, Bur¬ 
gess, Geisert, Williams, University, Harper-Wyckoff and the new library 
have elevators, simply entering ;the building is a frustrating, tiresome 
task. 

Morgan is accessible, but when I tried to get to the building there 
was a car blocking the sidewalk ramp. Westlake only has stairs, no 
ramps in the back or the front with which to enter. Also, the sidewalk 
ramp in back of Westlake is extremely dangerous and steep. There is no 
handicapped access to Harper-Wyckoff, Westlake, Constance Hall, Com¬ 
stock Hall or MacMillan. In order to enter Lovelace or Baker, one must 
use the back door. On the corner of Glenwood and Bradley Avenue (by 
the library, across from Chi Omega), there is no ramp. When I reached 
this point, I was forced to back-track to Olin and go through the main 
quad. No one should have to go through all this trouble. No one. 

The Bookstore is accessible, but some aisles are cramped, all emer¬ 
gency phones can be reached from a wheelchair and all students I 
encountered on my journey were helpful. One positive note in all of this 
is the construction of the Student Center and the Library, which are both 
handicapped accessible. But it still isn’t nearly enough. 

But the most infuriating fact in all of this, and there are many, is 
that Swords Hall is devoid of ramps. In the Sept. 12, 1986 issue of the 
Bradley Scout , a handicapped student complained about Swords and the 
need for handicapped accessibility. It’s been three years and nothing has 
been done. Nothing. The University has raised enough money to con¬ 
struct new buildings and buy more computers, but it doesn’t have enough 
money to construct a ramp? What about all the extra funds from the 
Campaign for Bradley? Where does that go? 1 believe the lack of ramps 
at Swords Hall is sending a very loud and clear message to all students 
who can’t reach their administrators, whether they are handicapped or 
not. In my opinion, this could easily be translated into the fact that 
administrators aren’t taking the responsibility and action in order to 
demonstrate the individual attention Bradley prides itself on. 

I understand improvement takes time and money, and I understand 
the University has been making great strides in trying to make the 
campus more accessible (the ramp in Williams cafeteria and remodeled 
bathrooms), but things have to be done quicker and more efficiently 
before Bradley starts to lose the respect of the handicapped community, 
as well as the rest of the Bradley population.

"You have to know wheelies to 
survive in the real world. 

Houlihan should know. She is a 
paraplegic and since a tragic car 
accident on Feb. 1 has been 
confined to a wheelchair. 

The accident happened on the 
Interstate 55 overpass on 
Houlihan’s way back to Bradley 
from Oak Lawn. The car, driven 
by Aaron Sullivan, sophomore, 
spun on the icy highway and was 
hit by a semi-tractor trailer on the 
left rear side. 

Houlihan said she had fallen 
asleep and was leaning against the 
door. Other passengers in the car 
were Katherine Adlefinger and 
Michael Carlson. Sullivan and 
Adlefinger were wearing seatbelts. 
Carlson and Houlihan were not. 

After several operations and 
months of rehabilitation, Houlihan 
has returned to Bradley with a 
new, positive outlook on life.

as worried about little things," she 
said. 

She credits her optimism and 
strong-will to her parents and 
seven sisters and brothers.

When talking to Houlihan, one 
forgets she has endured such a 
tragedy.

When asked if she is bothered 
when talking about the accident or 
the wheelchair, Houlihan said, "I 
don’t mine explaining it (the 
accident). I like to joke around 
about it (the wheelchair). I give 
my friends rides, and we have 
races down the ’roller coaster 
ramp behind Bradley Hall. " 

During rehabilitation at the 
Rehabilitation Unit at the Institute 
of Chicago, Houlihan learned

"simple stuff" like dressing, bath¬ 
ing and transferring from the 
wheelchair to the car. 

Houlihan said balance was one 
of the most difficult tasks to 
relearn. To do it, Houlihan said 
she sat on a huge ball and had to 
balance to stay on it. She can walk 
up to 600 feet in a brace, but 
added, "it takes something like 95 
percent more energy to do it." 

Although it seems as if 
Houlihan is coping very well, 
inevitably, difficulties remain. 
While she has almost mastered the 
"simple stuff" of dressing and 
bathing, she said one of the biggest 
difficulties is not being able to be 
spontaneous. She said now she 
has to plan routes and make sure 
places are accessible for wheel¬ 
chairs. 

About Bradley’s wheelchair 
accessibility, Houlihan looked 
smugly at her roommate, Aaron 
Sullivan and said, 'It’s better. 
People not in wheelchairs don’t 
really know what accessibility 
means. I didn’t know either before 
I had to use a chair." 

The biggest obstacle Houlihan 
discovered. when she returned to 


Bradley were inadequate bathroom 
facilities. Since her recommenda¬ 
tions. the University has changed 
the first floor bathroom in 
Williams Hall to meet Houlihan's 
needs. A new shower, sink and 
toilet have been installed. 

Houlihan said, "It’s got be be 
expensive (the renovation). They 
(the University) didn’t have to do 
it. They’re doing it by choice and I 
commend them for it." 

Houlihan has all of her classes 
in Bradley Hall but must enter it 
from the back where there is a 
ramp. She has a key to the tele¬ 
phone - booth - size elevator and 
said it takes a lot of maneuvering 
to wedge into the decrepit lift. 

Also, to use the elevator on the 
basement level, one must push a 
button and turn the key simultane¬ 
ously. Obviously, in a seated posi¬ 
tion one must resort to strange 
body contortions to accomplish 
such a feat. 

Swords Hall is impossible to 
enter in a wheelchair because of 
the four stairways surrounding the 
building. 

Houlihan said. "If I have to 


cash a check, I can’t get in there. 
I’ve been going to the bookstore to 
cash checks and its been no prob¬ 
lem. But I think Swords is a pretty 
important building on campus (to 
be accessible by a wheelchair). 

The Student Center is "fairly 
accessible" Houlihan said, but the 
front sidewalk has no cut-out 
ramps. 

Betty Hasselbacher, health 
center nurse, said a few years ago 
there was a handicapped awareness 
club on campus. 

"We took different buildings 
and got a lot things added to make 
the campus more accessible," she 
said. 

"Maybe it’s something we 
should get going again. 

In addition to the daily chal¬ 
lenges of going from place to 
place, Houlihan faces society's 
reaction to someone in a wheel¬ 
chair. Houlihan said it is almost 
more obvious when someone is 
trying to avoid staring than when 
they really do stare. 

"I notice people being uncom¬ 
fortable and that’s fine. I just wish 
they wouldn’t be paranoid. " 


City Council compromises

The Peoria City * Council 
changed their minds Tuesday night 
concerning the University Street 
widening, reversing their plans 
which called for a five-lane road 
into a four-lane road. 

The Council, who was set to 
award a bid for the construction of 
the five-lane renovation Tuesday 
night, was met with opposition 
from residents of the West Bluff 
area. 

"Peoria is an All-American 
City, I don't dispute that, but the 
one thing I think this All-American 
City has lost is the human factor," 
Jerry Jackson, president of the 
West Bluff Council said. "These 
are our neighborhoods, and all of 
us are working hard to keep our 


older neighborhoods viable. 

"The older parts of town need 
your understanding and your pro¬ 
tection," he said. 

The Council, and the residents 
who live along the strip of Univer¬ 
sity from 1-74 to Russell St., 
agreed that the street needed to be 
widened but couldn’t compromise 
on the plan. 

The Council was worried about 
the sum of $655,000 in federal 
funding that could be lost if the 
street is not widened to at least 
five lanes. 

The residents of the area were 
worried about the safety of their 
families and their property. 

Second Councilman Gary Sand¬ 
berg led the cavalry into the Coun¬ 
cil Chambers Tuesday night to 
come up with a "more desirable 
alternative to the present five-lane

scheme. 

"The issue we have before us is 
more than just a fifth lane," Sand¬ 
berg said. "We jumped from four 
lanes, which was what the people 
wanted, to five lanes because 
federal dollars were attached, 
because five lanes are better than 
four, because six lanes are better 
than five. 

'The issue is more than just a 
fifth lane - It speaks to the commit¬ 
ment that the residents of the West 
Bluff have made to their neighbor¬ 
hood." he said. "We are talking 
about a greater loss than $655,000; 
we’re talking about the people who 
live in the community. 

'It’s important for us, the pol¬ 
icy makers, to send a clear mes¬ 
sage to the administration - the 
people along the streets are just as 
important as the people in the 
cars." 

When the dust cleared, only 
Dorothy Sinclair, councilwoman 
at-large, took the Council’s original 
stand to widen University to five

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Justice slips through cracks

Singer Bob "Bear" Hite and 
Canned Heat asked some 20 years 
ago, 'Are you big, strong and stu¬ 
pid? The Los Angeles County Pol¬ 
ice Department wants you!' 
Perhaps Bear underestimated Smo- 
key. Across the U. S., law 
enforcement officials are leveling 
with insidious ease atrocities 
against the Constitution and basic 
human rights. 

The fourth amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution protects us 
against 'unreasonable search and 
seizure.' Building on the brevity 
and, some say, intentional vague¬ 
ness of the Constitution, subse¬ 
quent courts have stipulated that 
either a warrant or probable cause 
must precede a search, which must 
be accompanied by a fair hearing. 
This "living interpretation' of the 
Constitution is as much law as any 
specific prohibitive measure. Law 
enforcers seem, however, to skirt 
the former in pursuit of the latter. 

True to the 'Just Say No' pol¬ 
icy (Nancy wasn’t much for the 
Socratic method), U.S. customs 
agents seized without hearing a car 
returning from Canada, because a 
resinated roach clip was on the key 
ring. There’s also the rental yacht 
seized for a tour-taker’s toking -- 
not at all associated with its 
owner. 

Call me a hypocrite, but the 
presence of an illicit drug isn’t the 
point. Any series of searches will 
turn up some illegal activity. Had 
the agents upheld individual rights 
above all, some users (who of 
course are losers) would be free 
thanks to 'technicalities,' in the 
words of law-and-order crusaders. 
But isn’t George Bush guilty of 
technically violating the law Tues- 
day night - for possessing a bag 


of crack - since he isn’t a police 
officer? So-called constitutional 
'technicalities' protect us all from 
Pretoria-style authoritarian tactics. 

So why not let the cops pull us 
all over, and what hits the fan 
splashes the guilty anyway? Acting 
on profiles of drug smugglers, 
Florida state cops pulled over, 
before TV cameras, non-white 
males driving rental cars at or 
under the speed limit. This is 
racial harassment targeting 
specifically those who obey the 
law. For those downplaying this 
"justifiable' racism, NBC hired

two young black men to drive the 
streets of Long Beach, Calif., in a 
late model Cadillac. A white pol¬ 
iceman stopped the car despite the 
lack of any traffic violation. He 
then hurled obscenities and racial 
epithets at the driver, only to push 
his head through a plate glass win¬ 
dow. 

On the same newscast, I saw 
Miami rioting sparked by a Cuban- 
American cop’s shooting of a 
black. The incident ensued when a 
black man on a motorcycle made 
an 'obscene gesture," in the words 
of the Chicago Tribune, at a 
Miami police officer. So now 
flying the bird is a capital offense! 
These abrogations of Article 5 of 
the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights ("No one shall be 
subjected to torture or to cruel, 
inhuman or degrading treatment or 


punishment") were dismissed as 
'isolated incidents.' 

We in Peoria aren’t too isolated 
from police brutality. I interviewed 
a resident, known as "the legen¬ 
dary H," who was asleep in his 
home a few weeks ago as two oth¬ 
ers were involved in a domestic 
squabble there. A policeman came 
knocking only after the shouting 
stopped, and one of the squabblers 
denied him entry. The cop then 
banged on the door until H woke 
up to answer it. H opted for 
privacy too, noting the policeman’s 
lack of warrant, but was dragged 
out of his home, handcuffed and 
beaten. 

Good sportsmanship there, 
officer! The policeman (whom H 
won’t identify on the advice of his 
lawyer) continued his 'workout for 
the day," as H puts is, even after 
both parties to the dispute told the 
cop that he had the wrong guy. 
Never mind; H stands accused of 
battery and obstructing the police. 

I may have a chip on my 
shoulder, but I wouldn’t want to 
see 'Millions of Dead Cops," as 
sung by punkers MDC. I would, 
however, like to see America’s law 
enforcement officials abide by the 
Constitution, the social contract of 
sorts which justifies their very 
existence. And I never want to see 
police officers brutalizing citizens 
for their color, or even for having 
a one-letter name.

lanes. 

"I would like to be able to sup¬ 
port the people of the community, 
as I have been able to on many 
projects, but I just don’t feel 
comfortable with this one," Sin¬ 
clair said. "I feel it would be a 
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mistake to upgrade the roadway 
without considering those factors 
that are safety features. " 

But with the change in plans, 
Peoria stands to lose the $655,000 
in federal funding, which will stick 
the city with the bill for the reno¬ 
vations, according to Dan Gura, 


councilman at-large and Steve Van 
Winkle, director of Public Works. 

Thomas Mikulecky, city 
manager said, 'If we lose the 
federal funding, we will most 
likely have to raise the money 
from a locally enacted gasoline tax 
and/or a special service district."

Flagburning amendment is vital now

A friend of mine, let’s call him 
Libby, was telling me a story last 
week about his hangnail surgery. 
This attracted my attention since 
Libby, who was also a member of 
the ACLU and a strict believer in 
their "slippery slope" doctrine, 
never had health problems.

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...but what about freedom of speech?

The U.S. flag is no longer 
sacred. After the recent Supreme 
Court ruling, this alleged symbol 
of "peace, justice, and truth... 
can now be used as means of self- 
expression. 

Yet this understanding of the 
basic tenets of free speech is 
threatened by a group who hold 
their personal feelings in higher 
regard than this principle. The 
same people who sang songs about 
free speech when a book deeply 
offended the entire Islamic nation 
now support a constitutional 
amendment against flag burning 
when it is their turn to be 


offended. The same people who 
naively shouted "don’t read it, if 
you don’t like it" regarding the 
same book, now find it very 
difficult to look the other way 
when somebody does something 
that they don’t like. This is the 
U.S. supremacies thinking behind 
the issue. 

To pass a constitutional 
amendment against flag burning is 
a violation of freedom of expres¬ 
sion at the deepest levels. Just like 
poetry, music or theater, flag burn¬ 
ing, demonstrations, writing letters 
to the editor and wearing buttons 
are all a form of self-expression. 
Burning a flag can be interpreted 
as an expression of disgust. 

People like the relatives and 
survivors of Hiroshima and 


Nagasaki, agent orange and radia¬ 
tion victims of the U.S. military, 
elderly people (i.e. Native Ameri¬ 
cans), relatives of the Iranian peo¬ 
ple on board the downed airbus, 
Egyptians, Palestinians, victims of 
the opium generation of China... 
In light of these phenomena, can 
we legitimately say that the U.S. 
flag stands for "truth, liberty, jus¬ 
tice..." Truth as in Iran-Contra, 
and liberty as in Pinochet, justice 
as in South Africa and the U.S. 
slave trade? The truth is that to 
most people, the U.S. flag is the 
symbol of tyranny, plundering, 
and hypocrisy, and the sentimental 
view that "the flag has always 
flown for liberty" flies in the face 
of the civil rights movement. 

My conservative neighbor will 


no doubt dwell on the subject of 
freedom of expression. But you 
don’t help freedom of expression 
by passing laws to limit free 
speech. The main idea behind free 
speech is the assumption that we 
are not infallible, that we allow 
non-violent expression from all 
walks of life because we always 
have something to learn. 

Suppressing any individuals 
who wish to express their discon¬ 
tent with the status quo does not 
conform to this ideology. A philo¬ 
sophical antecedent of the founding 
fathers of the Constitution, Scot 
John Stuart Mill, asserted in "On 
Human Liberty" that justification

tation only. "With larger parties 
there are more dangers. If we 
know who will be at the party if 
reduces the risk of danger," Weiss 
said. 

"Size does have a psychological 
effect on behavior, people will do 
things in a large crowd that they 
will not do in small group. The 
situation is then made worse by 
alcohol," King said. 

Marc Steiner, social chairman 
for Sigma Phi Epsilon, said any 
after hours will be by invitation 
only or by a guest list. If Sig Ep is 
to host an all-campus party, a 
Greek ID will be required if you 
are not on a guest list. They have 
not decided if there will be an all¬ 
campus party this year, as there 
has been in the past. 

"We care about the people who 
come to our place. We want some¬ 
one to be looking out for you and 
to make sure that you are taken 
care of on the way home," Steiner 
said. 

The limiting of fraternity par¬ 
ties will unfortunately cause a 
larger separation between Greeks 
and Independents, King said. 
"The problem in my judgement, is 
that for too long fraternities have 
been too generous with their social 
activities." King said he sees noth¬ 
ing wrong with fraternities being 
exclusive about who they let into 
their parties, "that is how I am in 
my home." 

There are ways to counteract 
this crackdown by nationals. Pop 
machines can be used to offer a 
choice to people, and some type of 
food can be offered. 

There are also activities outside 
of fraternity parties. King said the 
key problem to solve is that too, 
many of the campus’ activities are 
based around alcohol.

Prayer Tour ’89 "Bewitching, Distinct, and Perfect"

"Robert Smith is a kind of 
melancholy guy, isn’t he?" said my 
friend last Friday night, when the 
Cure played to a near capacity 
crowd at Rosemont Horizon. 

The comment isn’t far off-base. 
But Smith’s woebegone public 
disposition for the past 12 years 
has helped propel the Cure from 
i college radio cult status to the 
brink of super-stardom today. 

The Cure’s Prayer Tour ’89 - 
rumored to be their last — is prob¬ 
ably the band’s most forceful and 


mesmerizing stage effort yet, if 
Friday’s show is comparable to 
other stops on the tour. From what 
I had seen and heard of the Cure’s 
previous live performances, I 
expected a static and somewhat 
lackluster show where t the five 
band members would have stood 
around playing music far more 
shallow and tinny than their album 
material. But I idolize the Cure 
and to see them live, I was willing 
to risk disappointment. 

Friday’s performance, however, 
entirely overthrew my doubts 
about the Cure’s capacity as a live 
performance band. The Cure’s 



pointed and sometimes haunting 
music coupled with spectacular 
light and fog effects kindled an 
intensity level above the Van 
Halen type stage antics of many 
other concert bands. 

Opening for the Cure was 
Sugarcubes/Berlin hybrid band, of 
which I only caught the last 15 
minutes. Not even the ushers knew 
the name of this mystery group 
who played for approximately 
half-hour before the Cure’s stage 
crew came on. 

Houselights went down about 
20 minutes later. For another few 
minutes, tiny iridescent lights 


clung to the black backdrop until 
an explosion of blue and green 
clouds accompanied the first 
majestic chords of "Plainsong, 
announcing the Cure’s arrival 
onstage. 

The audience went wild. Every¬ 
one, pre-adolescent, middle-aged 
punks, yuppies and every per¬ 
ceived subculture in between took 
to their feet and remained standing 
if not dancing for the entire show. 

Smith’s voice subtly guided the 
audience through the first song into 
"Pictures of You" (off the "Disin¬ 
tegration" LP) and next into 
material from "Kiss Me, Kiss Me, 




Kiss Me." The next two and a half 
hours highlighted past singles as 
well as every "Disintegration" 
song with the notable exception of 
"Lovesong," one of the album’s 
best. Incidentally, Smith recently 
mentioned in an MTV interview 
that "Lovesong," written for his 
wife as a wedding gift, was per¬ 
sonally difficult for him to sing 
onstage. 

While Smith alternated moodi¬ 
ness with effervescence, the rest of 
the band also deserves credit for 
creating a masterpiece of each 
song and dismissing any notion of

Neumann said, Sam 
and I write songs in the same way, 
we are the same people, but we 
just grow a little more." 

Both Lianas and Neumann have 
been influenced by many different 
musical styles, as well as many 
songwriters. "I am a fan of good 
song writing. Someone who could 
write a good song has an affect on 
me. I like songs from Prince to 
Hank Williams and everything in 
between/ Neumann said. 

Since the BoDeans music is 


unique, their music cannot be 
classified in any one category. 
"You can’t classify our music 
because it does not always relate to 
everyone because people have a 
different idea of what the music is 
classified as. We call our music 
’Rock and Roll.’ You have to listen 
and hear for yourself to decide 
what it is/ 

When the band began about 10 
years ago, they started with Kurt 
Neumann on lead vocals and elec¬ 
tric guitar and Sam Lianas on lead 
vocals and acoustic guitar. Now 
the band includes three other 
members: Bob Griffin on bass, 
Michael Ramos on keyboards and 
accordion, and Danny Gayol on 
drums (on tour). 

"Sam and 1 were careful to pick 
people we were comfortable with 
and could relate to what we were 
doing/ Neumann said. "Through 
the years we have become better 
musicians. 


"We like high energy rock and 

roll. * 

Neumann said when they 
recorded their album, "Love and 
Hope and Sex and Dreams with 
producer T-Bone Burnett, they 
were told to concentrate on the 
sound and essence of the songs. 
"He sent us in a good direction. 
He talked about survival, not 
money." 

The BoDeans are concerned 
with building an audience of 
listeners rather than becoming an 
overnight sensation. "We release 
records because we like to make 
music. We want to reach people 
and hope they like what we do/ 
Neumann said. 

The album, "Home," as in 
their past album releases, carries a 
message of hope. Neumann said, 
"Where we live there are mostly 
blue collar workers and life isn t 
always easy. Our songs sometimes 
paint a dark picture but in the end 


we want to send a message of 

hope. That’s what music did for 
me/ 


Since the album "Home" was 
recorded and produced in their 
hometown, the band felt very com¬ 
fortable. "We have always liked it 
here..it’s our hometown. All the 
videos were done here also," Neu¬ 
mann said. The band was inspired 
by the people and events of their 
hometown which show in the 
songs on the album. 

The band also felt comfortable 
with Jim Scott who was the pro¬ 
ducer of the album "Home." "Jim 
was a great choice for us because 
he knew how we wanted the songs 
to be presented. All of us were 
very interested in recording the 
album in a very live fashion." 

Although the BoDeans are not 
generally a concept band, the 
songs on the album, "Home" carry 
a subliminal theme. The songs 
were written during a situation of 


drought. "Water does seem to 

appear in the songs as a symbol 
for a need or desire for something/ 
Neumann said. 


The BoDeans begin their tour 
in Indianapolis on Sept. 6. They 
will travel to more than 65 cities. 
Neumann said, "If you want to see 
the real picture of the BoDeans 
you have to see the live show. The 
audience is half the show. It’s a 
give and take. We provide our half 
and have a lot of fun. You cant 
have a great show without a great 
audience." 


When asked what the BoDeans 
will be doing in five years, Neu¬ 
mann said, "I want to be record¬ 
ing, but I don’t look that far ahead. 
I take it a day at a time. I don’t 
make predictions."

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shallow or tinny noise. Cunning 
guitar-work plus some creative 
keyboards and synthesizers added 
polished substance to some of the 
Cure’s earlier material including 
"Boys Don’t Cry" and "Let’s Go 
To Bed." 

Other songs, perhaps over- 
synthesized in the studio and con¬ 
sequently sounding burdened at 
times, were stripped and vibrantly 
refined. The band whittled "Fasci¬ 
nation Street," to a crisp piece of 
dance music superior to the dron¬ 
ing album version. 

The light show was nearly as 
compelling as the music. The two 
meshed perfectly. Green webs 
loomed above the first few rows 
during the ballad "Lullaby" about^ 


a spider- man creature who terror¬ 
izes the sleeping. During "Close to 
Me " the stage became an aquarium 
with turquoise and pink lights 
illuminating seahorses and tropical 
fish drifting across the backdrop. 

Fog obscured the band except 
for Smith during most of the con¬ 
cert, though many consider the 
Cure as "The Robert Smith Show" 
anyway. Regardless, the fog con¬ 
tributed much to the dynamics of 
the lights and the mood onstage. 

Whether murmuring the gliding 
verses of "Homesick" or raging 
through the passionate "Disintegra¬ 
tion," Smith’s voice was bewitch¬ 
ing, distinct and perfect. When 
Smith closed the first set with an 
abrupt "thank-you and good¬ 
night," the unexpected albeit tem- 
3 rarv end to the music almost 


physically shocked me. 


The audience clapped, whistled, 
hooted, screamed and stomped for 
more of the band’s danceable 
gloom; the Cure provided three 
encores lasting three to four songs 
each. During one of the encores, 
"Why Can’t I Be You?" drifted 
into a clever medley including 
"Lovecats" and several other 
songs.

Tau Kappa Epsilon Fraternity 
(TKE), the largest college social 
fraternity in North America, has 
voted to eliminate "pledging " in all 
TKE chapters. This motion was 
passed by undergraduate delegates 
from the fraternity’s 280 chapters 
during their 45th National conven¬ 
tion held last month. 

Pledgeship evolved in the late 
19th century and was meant as a 
"rite of passage" period for new 
recruits before they were initiated 
with full membership. 

One of the main reasons for the 
legislation is to stop hazing. More 
than 50 students have died from 
hazing incidents within the last 10 
years. "Whenever you have a 
two-tiered system where there are 
members and pledges, the oppor¬ 
tunity for hazing exists," Eileen 
Stevens, founder of the Committee 
to Halt Useless College Killings 
(CHUCK), said. 

Instead of a pledge period, 
recruits will be initiated immedi¬ 
ately and have all the rights and 
privileges of full membership. Ini¬ 
tiated members will participate 
with other members in a member¬ 
ship development program that 
includes three levels of education 
- achievement. 

During the orientation period, 
they will learn about the operation, 
management and history of the fra¬ 
ternity as well as develop leader- 


ship skills. Joe Swayne. presid 
of the Bradley TKE chapter said 
he feels the programming is posi¬ 
tive. "It’s a good idea to get away 
from the uselessness of a pledge 
program and orientate them into 
the fraternity in a short period/ { 
Parts of the program are being 
instituted in the TKE pledge pro¬ 
gram this fall. "We are starting\o 
ease into the program, so we can 
be better prepared when it takes 
effect in 1991," Shannon Mol 
lenhauer, associate member educ* 
tor at TKE. said.

strong alter early season losses. In 
fact, that loss was their first to a 
non-Florida team since 1986 when 
they lost 20-18 to Michigan, in 
Ann Arbor. The Seminoles do 
have a tough schedule with games 
against LSU, Auburn, Miami and 
Florida, but with Bobby Bowden 
as head coach (112-38-3 in 13 
years at ), the Seminoles should 
never be ruled out. 

6) UCLA-When it comes 
around to being bowl-time, don’t 
bet against the Bruins. They have 
won seven consecutive bowl games 
and are coming off of consecutive 
10-win seasons in 1987 and 1988. 
This year, the Bruins have to try 
to replace quarterback Troy Aik- 
man. Sophomore Jimmy Bonds 
will be expected to fill Aikman’s 
cleets. The Bruins will be tested 
early with home games against 
Tennessee and Michigan in Sep¬ 
tember as well as games against 
Arizona State and Southern Cal 
later in the year. 

7) Auburn-Only a 7-6 loss to 
LSU kept the Tigers from a shot at 
No. 1 going into the bowl games, 
where they lost to Florida State in 
the Sugar Bowl. The major loss 
was Outland and Lombardi Trophy 
winner Tracy Rocker as well as 
nine others who were drafted by 
the NFL. Auburn’s schedule is as 
tough as anyone’s with games 
against Southern Mississippi, 
Tennessee, LSU, Florida State, 
Florida and Alabama standing in 
their way to a National Champion¬ 


ship. Quarterback Reggie Slack, 
who led the SEC last season in 
pass efficiency will start behind a 


line that is as solid as any line 
Auburn’s ever started. 

8) Arkansas-Offense will be 
the name of the game in Razor- 
back country as only three starters 
are missing from last year’s 10-2 
team, which lost to UCLA in the 
Cotton Bowl. The Razorbacks are 
one of only three teams in the 
Southwest Conference that hasn’t 
been put on NCAA probation in 
the past three years to make them 
the strongest team in the SWC. 
Another thing in Arkansas’ favor is 
their easy schedule. Texas A&M is 
the only tough team on the 
Razorback’s schedule which 
includes Tulsa, Rice, and SMU. 

9) Colorado—For the first time 
since 1971, when the Buffaloes 
finished third in the nation, expec¬ 
tations are high. Coloradq was 8-4 
last year and lost to Nebraska and 
Oklahoma by a total of 10 points. 
With 17 starters back, the 
Buffaloes should be ready to make 
a run at Nebraska, whom they face 
Nov. 4 at home. The Buffaloes are 
led by quarterback Sal Aunese, 
who accounted for 1,400 yards last 
season, and tailback Eric pieniemy 
who ran for 1,243 yards Jast year, 
which was sixth best in the nation. 
Their other two tough games are 
against Illinois and Oklahoma. 

10) Oklahoma-The Sooners 
won’t be challenging for the 
National Championship this year 


after the NCAA put them on a 
three-year NCAA probation. The 
running game will be strong but 
the passing game lacks a true quar¬ 
terback after Charles Thompson 
was convicted of cocaine dealing. 
But considering the Sooners play 
as many patsies as Nebraska 
(i.e.,in their opener, the Sooners 
beat New Mexico State 73-3), they 
can’t be counted out. 

11) Illinois-Who would have '* 
thought the Illini would score 14 
points in the last seven minutes to 
upset then No. 5 U.S.C.? Cer¬ 
tainly not the Trojans. The Illini 
showed their defense is tough by 
allowing 200 yards to tough com¬ 
petition. The Dlini have home 
games against Michigan and Indi¬ 
ana as well as tough road contests 
at Colorado and Iowa. If the 
mini’s offense can play as well as 
they did in the fourth quarter at 
U.S.C., they might challenge for a 
Rose Bowl berth. 

12) U.S.C.—The Trojans are 
coming off a heart-breaking loss to 
the Illini and will have to hope 
their offense plays better in Sep¬ 
tember contests against Ohio State 
and Washington State. The rest of 
the Trojans schedule isn’t much 
easier with games at Notre Dame 
and home against Oregon State. 
With the Illini loss, the Trojans 
have now lost three in a row by 
losing 27-10 against Notre Dame, 
22-14 in the Rose Bowl against 
Michigan and their 14-13 loss to 
Illinois.

Carney, a native of Troy, 
Mich., was active in many sports 
throughout middle school and high 
school, lettering twice in basketball 
and soccer and three times in vol¬ 
leyball.

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Former B rave Thurman linked with drugs

Dion Thurman, former Bradley basketball player, 
was arrested last Friday night following a police raid 
at his home. 

Thurman, 21, of 909 West First St., was booked 
by vice officers on charges of possession of cocaine, 
possession of cocaine with intent to deliver (less than 
15 grams) and resisting arrest. At the time of his 
arrest, $880 cash was found in Thurman’s pocket. 

Two uniformed officers and six plain-clothes vice 
officers went to Thurman’s home at approximately 
7:30 p.m. Friday and knocked, according to police 
reports. When no one answered, the officers kicked in 
the back door and entered the house. No one was 
home at the time. 

Police said Thurman and two other men entered 
the house at approximately 8:30 p.m. A vice officer 
stepped into Thurman’s path with gun drawn and told 
him to freeze. 

Thurman then reportedly ran out the back door, 
only to be caught about two minutes later on the 100 
block of North McReynolds St. 

Police reported finding cocaine on top of 
Thurman’s refrigerator under a cake lid. Two single- 
edged razor blades and a small scale were also 
confiscated from the house. 

Following arraignment on Monday, Thurman’s 
bond was set at $5,000. He was officially charged 


with one count of unlawful possession of less than 15 
grams of cocaine. If convicted of the charge, Thur¬ 
man could be sentenced from one to three years in 
prison. Thurman was released from jail after he 
posted $500 cash bond (10 percent of the original 
bond, which is the amount required in order to be 
released). 

Thurman,* originally from Stockton, Calif., 
received the Missouri Valley Conference Newcomer- 
Of-The-Year award last year as a junior, and was the 
league’s second leading scorer. He finished eighth in 
MVC in rebounds (7.0 avg.). Also, he was among the 
league leaders in field goal percentages (.510 avg.), 
steals (1.8 avg.) and blocks (0.6 avg.). Thurman 
attended Southeastern Community College in Burling¬ 
ton, Iowa, before transferring to Bradley last year. 

Thurman was suspended from the basketball team 
by Head Coach Stan Albeck during the summer for 
failing to attend classes and continuous academic 
problems. Following his suspension from the basket¬ 
ball team, he was dismissed from the University. 

Also arrested Friday night, was former Bradley 
recruit and Illinois Central College basketball player 
Wilbon L. Perry. Perry was recruited by former 
Bradley coach Dick Versace but never played basket¬ 
ball at Bradley. 

Perry was booked for possession of cannabis 
(less than 2.5 grams) and was later released from jail 
after he posted $50 cash bond

Happy hours" ban: does it deter drinking dilemma?

Several Peoria restaurant and 
bar owners think that a new state 
law banning "happy hours" may 
not effectively inhibit drunk driv¬ 
ing accidents or significantly affect 
local retail liquor sales. 

The law, effective immediately 
after Gov. James Thompson signed 
Aug. 31, prohibits retail estab¬ 
lishments licensed to sell liquor 
from offering 2-for-l or other 
'educed prices on drinks during 
lesignated times known as happy 
lours. 

Joe Miller, owner of the Lucky 
-ady Saloon at 2510 W. Farming- 
[>n Rd., said that he could not 
redict how the law might affect 
usiness, but it might encourage 
lore people to drink at home. 

"I think there are two big prob-

for recourse," Miller said. He said 

bar§ and liquor stores carry liabil¬ 
ity for such recourse. 

Jim Spears, owner of Jimmy’s 
Bar at 2801 W. Farmington Rd., 
said that the law will be a question 
of whether or not it is strictly 
enforced. "I don’t know how 
they’re going to do it. The end 
result is to get the drunk drivers 
off the road, but I don’t know that 
the law will work because the 
liquor stores will still be having 


specials.' 

A number of restaurant and bar 
owners do not believe the law will 
have a significant impact on their 
business. "I don’t think there will 
be much effect, especially right 
now," Rocky Vonachen, owner of 
Rocky’s Hitching Post at 2702 W. 
Farmington Rd, said. 

"Maybe in the winter months 
when the happy hours get people 
out, well see some impact. But 
otherwise I don’t see it as much of 
a problem." 

Vonachen also said he thinks 
happy hours have declined in 
popularity over the last few years. 

, He said people stopped showing up 
at Rocky’s for free beer from 8 to 
10 p.m. on Thursdays. 

'1 think the reason has to do 
with a lot more drinking and driv¬ 
ing laws," he said. 

Similarly, Miller said although 
free beer nights were popular at 


the Lucky Lady, many customers 
were Bradley students who studied 
until late at night and did not come 
in until after the drink specials 
were over. 

Jimmy’s used to run a few spe¬ 
cials throughout the year, includ¬ 
ing half-price beers during Chi¬ 
cago Bears’ games each time Chi¬ 
cago scored a touchdown. Spears 
does not think the law will 
significantly affect his business. 

"I don’t think it will impact us 
that much because we don’t really 
have a lot of specials" Spears said. 

“l don’t know 
that the law 
will work” 

"Our specials are geared more 
towards a ’thank-you’ to our custo¬ 


mers. 

Like Vonachen and Miller, 
Spears said he may consider run¬ 
ning food specials instead of 
reduced prices on beer and drinks. 

Advocates of the new law 
believe it will help reduce the 
number of alcohol-related 
accidents on Illinois roads. Illinois 
Department of Transportation 
statistics show more alcohol- 
related accidents occur during 
happy hours than at other time of 
the day. 

"The governor’s action recog¬ 
nizes that ’happy hours’ and other 
drink promotions encourage people 
to drink too much alcohol too fast 
which can lead to increased cases 
of driving under the influence," 
James Long, executive director of 
the Illinois Alcoholism and Drug 
Dependence Association, said.

Another friend of mine’s parents offered what I think is a great, but 

unrealistic, solution to the drug problem. Round up all the drug addicts, 
sterilize them so they can’t reproduce, and put them on an island...all 
together. Then round up all the drugs (of course this is a pretty idealistic 
plan) and dump them on the island with the people. They can do all the 
drugs they want, get high, stoned, buzzed and then die. All very simple. 

It just seems like the catch phrase of the 80s could be dubbed as, Take 
all you want, we’ll make more." There’s something off balance in lite 
today, something that is not quite gelling with Bush’s drug proposal, and 
I think the simple fact is people are doing drugs not only to feel good 
but because they’re missing something in their lives and this vast, empty 
void is being filled with costly, life-ending drugs. 

Today, children are being subjected to drugs at a very early age_ In 
a Gallup poll put out last month, the average age at which children first 
try alcohol or marijuana is 12. At 12, I never even knew what a joint 
looked like, or what beer tasted like.

In a drug quiz put out by the U.S. News and World Report (Sept. 

11 1989) it reports that the potency of marijuana has increased since 

1970 by almost 3 percent. 'The National Institute on Drug Abuse reports 
that the amount of THC, the active ingredient in marijuana, averaged 1 
percent by weight in 1970. Today’s dope averages 3 to 3.5 percent. Sin- 
semilla, an increasingly popular type of marijuana, averages 6,5 percent 
THC and may contain as much as 10 to 15 percent." 

The quiz also reports that a crack high lasts for six to eight minutes. 

I just can’t understand why anyone would want to spend money on some¬ 
thing that destroys your body and only lasts for such a short time. T e 
price of a single dose of crack is generally $2 to $5 in major urban cities 
but $25 and up in smaller cities, depending on supply and demand. 

Traces of marijuana can be detected in the urine 10 to 35 days after 

it has been smoked. 

According to the federal 1988 National Household Survey on Drug 
Abuse 704,000 people between the ages of 12 and 17 said they have 
tried hallucinogens (LSD, PCP, peyote or mescaline) at least once 

All of these facts, and many more, are alarming trends. When we 
were 12-year-olds, most of us never had to worry about being subjected 
to a drug pusher’s pressure, never took drugs, didn’t know what drugs 
were and generally lived an innocent childhood. Today’s 12-year-olds are 
running scared. Running from the pushers and addicts, but hopefully not 
running to far out of reach. All it takes is for one person to help another 
person. One to one action. My sister told me a story her teacher told her 
after they watched Bush’s drug speech to the schools. It’s about a man 
and a young boy walking down an endless sandy beach. As they walk* 
the boy continually bends over and picks up starfish he finds near death 
and throws them back into the sea. One after another, bend and throw, 
bend and throw. The man asks him why he does it, since the beach is 
covered with them for as far as they can see; the man says it’s not worth 
it it’s a hopeless cause, they’re not worth the trouble..and the boy looks 
at the starfish in his tiny palm and replies, "It’s not hopeless for this 
one." one to one... that’s all we need.

The once dark and looming 
streets of Peoria began to look a 
little friendlier to Bradley students 
when the Bradley Escort Service 
was put into effect Sunday, Sept. 
10 . 

No longer will students have to 
walk home alone in the dark, 
because safety is just a phone call 
away. Between 9 p.m. and mid¬ 
night Mon.-Thurs. and 9 p.m.-l 
a.m. Fri.-Sat., official escorts will 
be on call in MacMillan Hall (ext. 
2800) to students to their desired 
destinations. The program, being 
launched by All-School President 
Stacey Burns, is actually the brain¬ 
child of last year’s president, Mike 
Spitalli. 

"The BU Escort Service was 
created to increase and enhance the 


security and crime prevention ser¬ 
vices already provided by the 
campus police department. This 
program provides a means for stu¬ 
dents to travel safely from place to 
place within close proximity to 
campus," Burns said, reading out 
of the Escort Service pamphlet. 
She said this is neither a Safe 
Rides program nor a taxi service, 
but rather a safe walk across 
campus. 

Students just need to call the 
on-campus number and escorts are 
provided within a specified grid 
about ten by seven blocks. North 
to South boundaries are Columbia 
Terrace to Moss Avenue and East 
to West is Bourland Avenue to 
Rebecca Place. Sporting flash¬ 
lights and recognizable orange 
windbreakers, student escorts 
travel in pairs, while remaining in 
contact with the MacMillan Escort 


Center. 

The escorts carry two-way 
radios to check in with a 
dispatcher at every pick-up and 
drop-off. Security Head Dave Baer 
trained the escorts in preparation 
for their duties and responsibilities. 
Included in the training program 
were lessons in the liabilities 
involved, proper conduct and 
emergency events. 

"We’re not looking for ’police 
officers’," Rick Hutchison, campus 
police officer, said. He will be 
working closely with the program. 
"But, we would like them to assist 
us further in campus safety. We 
want the escorts to be the eyes and 
ears of the campus." 

Burns said, 'In the event of 
trouble, they are not there to inter¬ 
vene, but to use their walkie- 
talkies to the dispatcher to get pol¬ 
ice, and they do not have any

official authority." Hutchison said 
they would like to see the escort 
service expand into some sort of 
student patrol service, but for now, 
their only role is to walk people 
home. 

Ellen Jordan, who worked on 
Spitalli’s team in investigating the 
feasibility of the program, has 
been hired as the Student Coordi¬ 
nator of the Escort Service. Jor¬ 
dan, a senior political science 
major, will do all the scheduling 
and overseeing of the project. 

"We expect Sunday, Monday 
and Thursday to be the busiest 
nights," Burns said. "On the week¬ 
ends, people are generally out past 
1 a.m., or else they walk around 
in groups." 

Ideally, the service was 
designed for students leaving the 
library, a friend’s house or who 
just want a safe late night jaunt to 


Kwik Shop, which is within the 
service’s limits. 

"People not apt to use it are 
people who don’t know about it. 
There’s no reason to be embar¬ 
rassed about getting escorted. Why 
should people be embarrassed by 
looking out for their well-being?," 
Bums said. 

There have been several cases 
in past years, including some this 
year, of Bradley students being 
accosted at night. Burns said this 
was the thought-foundation of the 
Bradley Escort Service. 

The first week has been a little 
slow for the new escorts, averag¬ 
ing only about three or four calls a 
night. Benita Fields, an escort 
dispatcher on duty Wednesday 
night said, Tm sure that 
once people start hearing about it, 
the amount of calls will gradually 
increase." 


Eye service starting 
at BU health center

Bradley’s Health Center has 
added another feature to'its list of 
services. Along with distribution 
of non-prescription medicines and 
storage of special prescriptions, the 
Health Center, in conjunction with 
the Gailey eye clinic, will begin 
offering eye services in the future. 

The eye service package will 
include glaucoma screenings, 
vision tests, frame adjustments, 
glass cleaning and contact lens 
information sessions. These ser¬ 
vices will be offered in the Student 
Center and administered by 
employees of the Gailey eye clinic 
for no charge. It has not been 
determined when the sessions will 


begin. 

Judy Wurth, a registered nurse 
at the Gailey clinic, will be in 
charge of the program. With the 
aid of opthalmic assistants, Wurth 
will conduct the glaucoma and 
vision tests. An optician will do 
the frame adjustments and glass 
cleanings, and a contact lens tech¬ 
nician will be available for ques¬ 
tions and information. 

Wurth said, "As far as actually 
looking at the eye and giving care 
to it, we can only refer students 
elsewhere. We’ll be present in 
more of a counseling situation." 

The Gailey eye clinic, which 
has its main office in Bloomington, 
has a branch in Peoria. Students 
may be referred there if they have 
any problems that the Bradley staff 
cannot take care of.

Is there a racism problem on 
college campus today? Juan Willi¬ 
ams will present a speech on 
racism and confront racial issues 
involving college students. 

Williams’ "Racism on Campus" 
will address the issue of what each 
of us can do to reduce racial ten¬ 
sion and violence.

Bradley University: 
safest ever in 88-89

Bradley was a safer campus last 
year according to crime statistics 
released this week by Bradley 
Security. 

The most common crime on 
campus is theft. The majority of 
thefts occur because of student 
carelessness. "They go next door 
to visit a friend and leave a note 
saying they’ll be back in a fev 
minutes or take a shower without 
locking their room," Dave Baer, 
director of security, said. 

The number of thefts on 
campus dropped 25 percent from 
1987-88 and the number of 
assaults, robberies, and sexual 
assaults was reduced by almost 
half. 

Baer said he feels that one rea¬ 
son for this decline is information. 
"We pump out a great deal of 
information to students about 
safety tips ... on the whole - it 
works well." 

Overall, the past four years 
have shown a decline in crimes on 
campus. Baer, who has been with 
security for 16 years, said he 
thinks the atmosphere and student 
body are reasons. "Bradley seems 
to be unique in that not everyone 
on campus is taken care of, but on 
the whole, it balances out. If you 


match our 5,000 men and women, 
one on one against students from 
other universities, our students will 
nold their own in terms of 
behavior and conduct."

The frustration of trying to start 
a car with a dead battery has 
become a little bit easier to handle 
on Bradley campus. Bradley secu¬ 
rity purchased "POP/ which 
stands for Pack of Power, during 
thd sQmmer. 

This system allows a person to 
jump their car without the aid of a 


generator or another vehicle. Dave 
Baer, director of security, said, 
"It's the same as having a car 
without the bulk." 

The unit is a steel box about 
two feet high with an insulated 
compartment for a standard battery 
that will charge a vehicle. 

Baer said, "We felt we needed 
an alternative." They purchased 
the unit due to the numerous 
requests they were getting for 
jumper cables. He said there were 


problems with people not returning 
the cables right away, while others 
had to wait. They will continue to 
lend out cables in exchange for an 
ID. 

The system costs about $300. 
Baer said there is a $3 charge for 
each use to offset the price, which 
is available to anyone on campus, 
including visitors. 

Baer said there have been four 
requests for car jumps, which is a 
high number for so early in the 


semester. "At least three students 
opted for the unit. I feel this is a 
good move." 

Pop is heavy and is in a cart in 
the security office, which is avail¬ 
able 24 hours a day. Security will 
not bring it to the car or hook it 
up. The unit is easy to use and has 
directions on it. The cables have to 
be hooked up to the bad battery in 
order to jump it. 

The system has a built-in tone 
that will sound if the cables are 


connected incorrectly. 

Meanwhile, security is consid¬ 
ering to phase out opening car | 
doors when the owner locks the 
keys inside. Baer said, "We are 
being undulated with calls to 
unlock doors. A lot of the time it’s 
the same people calling." He said 
there are not enough officers to 
handle these requests and protect 
the campus at the same time.

Opposite the 
study room is the kitchenette, com¬ 
plete with cupboards, a microwave 
compartment and a tiled counter. 
At the end of the corridor the 
room opens up to the living area. 
On your right you’ll find the enter¬ 
tainment center built in to (what 
else?) the stair case.

Building and remodeling are 
more than just a hobby for Joe. He 


started his career with a construc¬ 
tion job in the summer of 1986 in 
his home state of California. After 
attending California State Univer¬ 
sity at Sacramento for a year, Joe 
decided to start his own general 
contracting business late in the 
summer of 1987. 

"I had to make more money 
than what I could make at the con¬ 
struction job," Joe said.

Writer’s Workshop presents Curtis

An artist, whether a painter, 
musician or poet, always strives to 
make a piece of work something 
unique and personal. 

Tony Curtis, an Anglo-Welsh 
poet, follows this standard by writ¬ 
ing about a variety of subjects. 
The Bradley community will get 
the opportunity to see him read his 
works at 7 p.m. on Thursday, 
Sept. 21 in the Hartmann Center 
as part of the Visiting* Writers 
Series. 

He has made several tours to 
America and spoke at Bradley in 


1985. In addition to reading here, 
he will be going to other universi¬ 
ties like Western Illinois and Van¬ 
derbilt. 

Dr. James Ballowe, dean of the 
college of communications and fine 
arts, said Curtis is one of Wales’ 
leading poets because he writes 
about ideas that are universal.

Dr. Kevin Stein, English pro¬ 
fessor and director of the Visiting 
Writers Series agreed.

Wales and won the United King¬ 
dom National Poetry Prize in 
1984. "Poems: Selected and New" 
1 were published in the United States 
, in 1986. Other works include 
"Selected Poems" and, his work 
has appeared in The New Yorker, 
The Kenyon Review and The New 
England Review. 

He and Ballowe appeared in the 
North Dakota Quarterly this spring 
with a collection of works they 
edited for about three years with 
the help of Raymond Garlick.

of Curtis’ works are political.

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Backstage at SNL with Jeff Weingrad

John Belushi. Dan Aykroyd. 
Gilda Radner. These names con¬ 
jure up images of the glory years 
of Saturday Night Live. SNL was 
a show that shook television to its 
very foundations. It’s impact was 
immediate and is still remembered 
today. 

Journalist Jeff Weingrad fol¬ 
lowed the evolution and eventual 
demise of the original SNL troupe. 
His fascination was transformed 
into the best-seller, Saturday 
Night: A Backstage History of 
Saturday Night Live , which he co¬ 
authored with Doug Hill. 
Weingrad recently visited Bradley 
to share his insights on this 
phenomenon called Saturday Night 
Live. 

When SNL burst onto the scene 
in 1975, television was staid and 
boring. Johnny Carson and Carol 
Burnett were the reigning king and 
queen of comedy. The NBC exe¬ 
cutives had wanted a show that 
would appeal to the younger gen¬ 
eration. NBC hired Dick Ebersol 
as producer who hired a young 
upstart named Lome Michales to 
put the show together. 

According to Weingrad, 
"Michales immediately began 
looking for fresh ideas and wanted 
to base the show on actors from 
Improv, short films and rock and 
roll." 

The show premiered with 
George Carlin as its first host and 
a cast which included such 
unknowns as Jane Curtin, Gilda 
Radner, Lorraine Newman, Chevy 


Chase, Dan Aykroyd, and John 
Belushi. Weingrad said the show 
immediately disturbed the NBC 
censors who "...were appalled and 
sick with concern...they thought 
the show was immoral." 

Despite a swarm of protest, the 
show was an enormous hit with 
young people. "The show accessed 
the counter-culture of the 60’s into 
the 70’s mainstream," Weingrad 
said. "The cast had no particular 
political leanings, they were just 
very anti-establishment." 

Many of the shows original 
supporters also came out against 
the show. Johnny Carson had ori¬ 
ginally encouraged the project but 
later said the actors "couldn’t ad¬ 
lib a fart at a bean-eating contest." 

The crew referred to the SNL 
staff as the "Childrens Television 
Network" and fistfights in the 
elevator were common. NBC 
looked for reasons to pull the plug 
but the show was consistently win¬ 
ning its time slot. 

Chevy Chase left after the first 
season, having been lured away by 
Hollywood and the fame and for¬ 
tune that it offered. Bill Murray 
joined the cast and the stage was 
set for the "Bully Boys." The 
Bully Boys was a name given to 
Aykroyd, Belushi and Murray. 
"They had a no holds barred-go 
gonzo mentality," Weingrad said. 

Backstage, Murray was the 
most exuberant of the three, but 
Belushi was the most outspoken. 
Belushi had two personalities: a 
teddy bear and a monster. 

"Belushi thought the women 
weren’t funny and that the women 
writers sucked. He wouldn’t do 
parts written by women and would 


often wind up in screaming 
matches with Jane Curtin, who 
was probably the most straight per¬ 
son on the show," Weingrad said.

Another 
time, NBC asked him to repay 
some expenses, so he spray- 
painted and hacked up a wall with 
an ax on the 17th floor of the NBC 
building.

Chaos had always been part of 
the show’s system. Mixing chaos, 
egomania, fame, pressure and 
drugs took its toll. It . was only 
after Lome Michaels and the origi¬ 
nal cast and crew left that the drug 
problem leveled off. By the early 
80s the drugs were gone, partially 
because of Belushi’s tragic death. 


Weinberg was deeply saddened 
by the recent death of Gilda 
Radner. He saw a very big 
comeback for her. "I thought once 
she was healthy, a network 
would’ve given her a show and she 
would become America’s sweet¬ 
heart once again."

This is the one major problem 
presented by a nuclear arms 
freeze. Without the ability to 
upgrade current weapons, we can¬ 
not maintain our strategic defense. 
Many B-52’s are 35 to 40 years 
old and still fly nuclear weapons 
over our population centers. Con¬ 
sidering most domestic airliners 
are retired after 15 to 20 years, it 
seems unrealistic to expect these 
B-52’s to last twice as long, partic¬ 
ularly considering they are an 
integral part of our defense stra¬ 
tegy. But a nuclear freeze would 
prevent us from upgrading our 
bombers, thus rendering this sec¬ 
tions of our defense strategy, or 
triad, in a perpetual state of decay 
and thus useless. 

Another difficulty presented by 
a nuclear arms freeze is the almost 
impossible task of verifying that 
neither side is building weapons. 


Only with strict verification pro¬ 

cedures, by improving on site 
verification rules included in the 
INF treaty, could either side be 
convinced that the other was not 
cheating. But these types of 
stringent verification procedures 
are too intrusive for either the 
U.S. or the Soviets to agree to. 
Without verification, the Soviets 
could build weapons and gain a 
dangerous advantage in first strike 
capability. 

A nuclear freeze would also 
compound the problem of achiev¬ 
ing a treaty on reducing strategic 
nuclear forces, since the U.S. 
could not develop new weapon 
systems and use these systems as 
bargining chips for reducing Soviet 
advantages in other offensive 
weapons. 

Without the opportunity to 
develop new weapon systems and 
use these systems as bargaining 
ships for reducing Soviet advan¬ 
tages in other offensive weapons. 


A prime example of this is the MX 

Missile which can serve as a stra¬ 
tegic system to be scrapped in 
return for Soviet reductions in 
ICBM’s, a category of missiles in 
which they hold a decisive advan¬ 
tage over the U.S. In order for an 
effective strategic arms reduction 
treaty (START) to be signed and 
ratified, a certain amount of 
compromise between the U.S. and 
Soviets must occur. A nuclear 
freeze would take away any flexi¬ 
bility in developing new weapons 
systems. 

While the Great 1989 Stereo 
Wars concluded after the 
combatants moved on to other 
dorms, God bless Mike Murphy! 
The nuclear arms race will not 
disappear or even be stopped by 
the naive tactics proposed by my 
liberal counterpart. A nuclear 
freeze will not solve the problems 
presented by the arms race, but 
instead only serve to compound 
them.

A journey of a thousand miles 
beings with a single step. That sin¬ 
gle step for humanity is a nuclear 
freeze; i.e. complete freeze in test¬ 
ing, production, deployment and 
modernization. No other form of 
arms reduction offers a more prac¬ 
tical solution. Retired Admiral 
Noel Gay lor, former director of 
the National Security Agency told 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com¬ 
mittee on June 23, 1983: 

"A freeze is a way of maintain¬ 
ing the status quo while making 
serious efforts in arms negotiations 
to make cuts. It is only the com¬ 
mon sense idea that we do not add 
to weapons while we are negotiat¬ 
ing cuts in them." 

The logic behind the freeze is 
indisputable... the timing crucial. 
William Colby, former director of 
the CIA told the committee: 

"A freeze would actually lessen 
(the) danger (of nuclear war) 
because of the restriction it would 

place on the development of the 
new more destabilizing weapons."

The ACLU has a point in worrying 
about the implications of a flag 
desecration amendment .

Simply put, this means the 
latest missiles are complicating the 
arms control process due to their 
greater accuracies and other such 
features. Kenneth Adelman, direc¬ 
tor of the U.S. Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency, told the 
City Club of San Diego on June 
26, 1987: 

"Owing to advances in technol¬ 
ogy, nuclear weapons systems 
today are becoming smaller and 
more mobile and hence, a lot more 
difficult to track." He explained 
the main thrust of William Colby’s 
argument and added that 
verification problems will only 
increase. 

This is the only area where a 
freeze could pose a few problems. 
Yet even that is not serious com¬ 
pared to the stakes. In a personal 
conversation, Mr. William Colby 
told me that if negotiations are 
entered with the right mindset, 
verification will not be a problem. 

"If there is an agreement, that 
process becomes easier... with a 
freeze which would say stop, you 
merely look to see if there is any 
violation of the freeze. Therefore a 


flag desecration could lead to restric¬ 
tions on the same rights which grants 
freedom of speech to anti-abortion or 
pro-choice activists. The ACLU has 
defended all forms of freedom of 
speech: women’s suffrage marches, 
civil rights marches, desecration of the 
flag (wrapping yourself in it or burning 
it). The ACLU is an outstanding 


freeze by definition is easier to 
monitor." 

It might be added, despite a 
violation of the treaty, the other 
party could not stock up enough 
weapons to have a force of any 
significance. Retired Admiral Gay- 
lor said that any such force would 
not be politically or militarily 
significant. 

It then becomes clear that com¬ 
plete nuclear freeze is the only 
logical step towards human sur¬ 
vival. The freeze would stop the 
uncontrolled arms race that has 
brought us so close to the edge of 
extinction. This whole mess is not 
our creation, but our responsibility 
to clean up. As Helen Caldicot, 
the mother of the nuclear freeze 
movement, said: 

"We are the curators of life on 
earth: we hold it in the palms of 
our hands. Can we evolve spiritu¬ 
ally and emotionally in time to 
control the overwhelming evil that 
our advanced and rational intellect 
has created? We will know the 
answer to this question in our life¬ 
times. This generation will die 
having discovered the answer."

Dion Thur¬ 
man got busted. 

Four grams of crack, various 
cocaine paraphernalia and $880 
was confiscated from Thurman in a 
raid that led to the arrest of the 
ex-Bradley player under numerous 
drug charges.

One of only two players left 
from the earlier days when Bradley 
soccer was considered a "club" 
and not a varsity sport, goalkeeper 
Pete Wagner is definitely an asset 
to the Braves soccer team. 

"Pete just keeps improving," 
Tim Conley, head soccer coach, 
said. "In his early soccer days, 
Pete did not benefit a great deal 
from coaching that concentrated 
mainly on the area of goalkeeping. 
Because of this, he has not yet 
reached his potential." 

Wagner, the Braves number 
one goalkeeper and an engineering 
student from Springfield, Ill., has 
been playing soccer for approxi¬ 
mately 15 years. 


He received numerous honors 
and awards throughout high 
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school, some of the most prom¬ 
inent being his team’s most valu¬ 
able player both his junior and 
senior years, being named to the 
all-city team both of those years 
and receiving all-conference 
honors during his junior year. 

Western Illinois University and 
several other small schools were 
recruiting Wagner for their soccer 
programs; however. Western didn’t 
have what he was looking for 
academically and he had no 
interest in any of the small 
schools. 

Wagner came to Bradley during 
the 1986-87 school year when 
soccer was not yet a sport at the 
University. The following year 
soccer was added to the list of var¬ 
sity sports at Bradley and Wagner 
was a vital force on the Brave 
roster. 

He was named the Brave’s most 
valuable player and was an all- 
tournament selection at the Loyola 
Lakefront Challenge Cup. He 
played 82 percent of Bradley’s 
minutes at goal with two shutouts 
and a 3.00 GAA (goals against 
average). 


"Pete was aole to make the 
transition from playing on a soccer 
club to playing on a Division I 
varsity soccer team with much suc¬ 
cess. He wasn’t expecting the com¬ 
mittment that comes with playing 
for a varsity team-the increase in 
the amount of time and energy . j 
spent on soccer-but he was willing j 
to make the committment," Conley j 
said. 

Following his successful 1987 I 
season, Wagner had a disappoint- j 
ing second season as a member of j 
the Braves’ soccer team. Wagner j 
was forced to sit out the majority j 
of last season because of a 
severely injured foot. 

Fortunately for the Braves, j 
Wagner’s foot has completely I 
healed. Only six games into the j 
season, Wagner is already playing 
like he did during the 1987 season, j 
Last week two of the Braves three 
games went into overtime, with j 
Wagner goalkeeping for every j 
minute of all three games. After 
playing all of the 330 minutes, 
Wagner was credited with 29 
saves. 

Wagner hasn’t been on a com¬ 
petitive soccer team during the 
summer for quite a few years. He 
does enjoy "kicking the ball 
around" and playing a few games 
with his friends during the sum¬ 
mer, but he prefers to spend his 
time camping and mountain biking. 

Wagner, who will graduate in 
Dec. of 1990, would like to get a 
job at a civil engineering firm and 
continue playing competitive j 
soccer to some degree following j 
graduation. More than likely, j 
Wagner will reum to his home¬ 
town of Springfield to follow 
through on these future aspirations. 

Conley would like to see 
Wagner accomplish two main 
goals for himself throughout the 
season to play on a consistent 
level during each game throughout 
the year, and establish himself as a 
team leader. 

"Pete has always had great 
reflexes and demonstrates his 
soccer skills well.

When Sheila Brown left Chi¬ 
cago in June 1988, she was 
optimistic for what the future 
might hold. Since then, her dreams 
have been shattered more than 
once and she now struggles to 
keep her family together. Her 
story is not new, but yet it 
deserves to be told. 

In the summer of 1988, Brown 
moved to Peoria in search of a 
better life. The native Chicagoan 
was tired of the violence and crime 
which was associated with her part 
of the city and desired a better life 
for herself and her four children, 
Terrell, 11; Melanie, 9: and twins 
Shawn and Rassan, 4. 

Once in Peoria she began rent¬ 
ing a home at 1816 North New 
York Street in the East Bluff com¬ 
munity and two months later 
decided to buy the house. When 
she purchased the home nothing 
seemed drastically wrong with it at 
the time, until a few months later 
when the paint on the outside of 
the house started to chip away. 

In December 1988, once of her 
twin sons, Rassan, was discovered 
to have had lead poisoning. The 
child was involved with a head 
start program and traces of lead 
showed up in his blood during a 
routine blood check. Since then 
Rassan has been in the hospital a 
total of three times. It is suspected 
that he is in some way eating the 


paint that is coming from the sides 
of the house. 

'It’s not that he is so sick," 
Brown said, "It’s just that the lead 
is sitting inside of his body and the 
doctors are trying to determine 


exactly how much is in his sys¬ 
tem." 

But her troubles did not end 
there. Brown’s case was referred to 
the Department of Children and 
Family Services who then began 


an investigation into whether 
Brown was negligent. After the 
second time Rassan was in the hos¬ 
pital, she was told that he would 
be released to her only if she 
scraped the chipping paint from

her house four teet from the 
ground and out of her son’s reach. 
She performed this task, only to 
have the paint from higher up fall 
down onto the soil next to the 
house. 

At this time she searched for 
some type of assistance and began 
phoning all around town for some¬ 
one who could help her remove 
the paint from her house. Her next 
obstacle was to get enough money 
to buy the paint, but even working 
12 hour shifts, 6 days a week was 
getting her nowhere. 

Simultaneously, the Children’s 
Home, to who her case had been 
referred, also began to search for 
solutions. They called St. Francis 
Hospital who in turn gave them the 
number to the Interfraternity Coun¬ 
cil. The IFC decided to scrape the 
house and repaint it as phi¬ 
lanthropy project. All the materials 
were provided for them including 
the paint which businesses from 
the East Bluff donated at half 
price. 

'It’s a neat situation. We just 
want to help her get her feet back 
on the ground," said Matt 
DiDomencio, a Sigma Nu pledge 
who helped work on the house. 

Work began on the house last 
week Wednesday and with pri¬ 
marily three fraternities participat¬ 
ing, the IFC hopes to begin paint¬ 
ing this weekend. 

"We’re getting some really 
good help. As far as community

Racism touches many areas

Juan Williams, Washington Post 
reporter, said when he addressed 
the problem of racism on college 
campus’. 

'There is a lot you can do," 
Williams said. "You have tremen¬ 
dous power here at Bradley to 
address the racial issue." 

Williams, an award winning 
journalist, presented his "Racism 
on Campus" speech to a crowd of 
over 250 people, Monday night in 
the Student Center Ballroom. 

Williams is best noted for his 
book, "Eyes on the Prize: 
America’s Civil Rights Years, 
1954-1965." 

"A lot of the attitudes that you 
put in place here, at the start of 
the year, are attitudes that are 
going to be with you," William 
said. With more incidents of 
racism everyday, Williams stressed 
the importance of alerting people 
that there actually is a problem. 

"We all have confusion as to 
where we are going with regards 
to race in this society." Williams 
wants to help alleviate these prob¬ 
lems in college students by helping 
them through education realize the 
seriousness of the problem. 

Williams uses history to help 


educate people of the cruelties of 
the past. He told the story of Bar¬ 
bara Johns, a 14-year-old student 
Prince Edward County, Va.

during the 1940s. Johns, 
displeased with the education she 
was receiving, went as far as to 
contact Supreme Court Justice 
Thurgood Marshall to air her 
displeasures. 

Williams said that Johns’ 
actions are what helped lead to the 
decision to end school desegrega¬ 
tion in the landmark case Brown 
vs. Board of Education. 

Williams said he is disturbed at 
the idea that college students don’t 
want to be involved with racial 
problems. He finds that people 
would rather avoid speaking of 
race, because of the problems that 
it so often causes. 

He said he often finds that col¬ 
lege students don’t want to deal 
with the reality of race in society. 
They just don’t realize that racism 
can and will affect their lives," 
Williams said. 

"I believe that all of you have 
so much power to address the 
racial issue," Williams said. "All

The recruitment area for col¬ 
leges and universities is shrinking 
due to the decreasing number of 
high school graduates. But Bradley 
has beaten the odds with increased 
enrollment for 1989-90. 

Official enrollment figures were 
released on Wednesday by Univer¬ 
sity officials. Bradley’s total enroll¬ 
ment is 5,658, a 9.4 percent 
increase over last year’s 5,174 stu¬ 
dents. This figure includes 1,110 
new freshman and 409 new 
transfer students. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, said Brad¬ 
ley is very pleased with this year’s 
figures considering the number of 
high school graduates dropped 2.7 
percent this year. He said this 
number will decrease to seven per¬ 
cent next year because of a decline 
in the number of 18-year-olds in 
the nation that began last year. 

Gary Bergman, executive direc¬ 
tor for enrollment management. 


said, "We’re real pleased to enroll 
1,110 freshmen." v 

New freshmen enrollment has 
been on the rise since 1985 when 
the students totaled 707. This 
year’s number has increased by 9.8 
percent from last year’s figure of 
1 , 011 . 

"It’s an excellent year for Brad¬ 
ley in recruitment," Bergman said. 
He said the University also is 
happy with the Illinois and out-of- 
state freshmen figures. 

There are 796 enrolled Illinois 
freshmen, an 13.4 percent increase 
from last year’s 702 count. Out- 
of-state new freshmen students, 
which include international 
students, has gone from 299 to 
314, a 5.0 percent increase. 

Gaisky said the University 
expected the 1989-90 freshmen 
enrollment to be about 1,011 about 
a year ago. "It was obvious in 
mid-January that we could do 
better." The University then pro¬ 
jected about 1,040 to 1,060 incom¬ 
ing freshmen due to the number of

applications and tuition deposits 
received. 

ACT scores have remained at 
the average of 23 since 1985. SAT 
scores went up six percent from 
1000 to 1060. 

Dr. Robert Weinstein, dean of 
the graduate school, said the gra¬ 
duate school has shown growth 
because of the increased emphasis 
placed on recruitment. 'Those 
efforts have really paid off." 

This year the graduate school 
boasts an increase of 24.5 percent 
from 601 students to 748. Most 
significant changes occurred in the 
College of Education and Health 
Sciences and the College of Com¬ 
munications and Fine Arts. The 
former had an increase of 40.24 
percent and the latter changed by 
40 percent. 

This year Bradley’s undergradu¬ 
ate total is 4,910, a 7.4 increase 
from the 1988 figure of 4,573. 
Overall, the freshmen class gained 
7.6 percent by going from 1,195 


to i,286 (this figure includes new 

freshmen and students from last 
year with current freshmen stand¬ 
ing for 1989). The sophomore 
class dropped 1.6 percent from 
1,206 to 1,187. Juniors went up 
20.5 percent from 1,071 to 1,291. 
Seniors went from 1,043 to 1,073, 
a 3.4 percent increase. 
Unclassified students have a 17.2 
percent increase from 58 to 68. 


said. 

Along with the move to Willi¬ 
ams, the center also had to reserve 
a few parking spaces in the lot 
next to Williams. There have been 
complaints about the spaces being 
reserved by the agency, but Wence 
said that the center also serves 
non-students, who need a place to 
park when they visit the center. 
"We’ve had to call security to 
remove cars in order to make 
space for clients," Wence said. 

The travel center is a division 
of Space Age Travel, which was 
recently purchased by the AAA 
Chicago Motor Club. In its new 
status, the center can provide such 
features as instant computerized 
reservations for airlines and hotels, 
international driving permits, 
passport photos and applications 
and car rental and hotel discounts 
for AAA members, 
with a 14.9 percent increase trom 

576 to 662 and the College of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences with a 
13.5 percent increase from 831 to 
943. 

Gaisky said these increases 
really say something about Brad¬ 
ley.

Library readies for move

Students may find themselves a 
bit disoriented as they walk 
through the new Cullom-Davis 
Library at Bradley University. 

The Library is experiencing 
some "growing pains" as they 
make preparations to move into the 
newly constructed first floor 
atrium. 

Since Sept. 18 there has not 
been any study space available. 
Students will find themselves being 
directed to different academic 
buildings that have been designated 
as study areas. 

These buildings include Baker 
Hall, Jobst Hall, Bradley Hall, 
Constance Hall, Burgess Hall, and 
Westlake. The study rooms will be 
staffed by trained students and will 
provide some reference books, 
such as dictionaries, grammar 
books, term paper guides, and sta¬ 
tistical resources. 

Four of the rooms will provide 
access to the Library catalog and 
the Public Access Computer 
(PAC), through the campus wide 
computer network. After Nov. 1, 
students will be able to study in 
the newly constructed study areas. 

'It’s taking a lot of time and 
coordination to do this flipping and 
still maintain the services that we 
feel are essential services. That’s

Bob Mounts, manager of pro¬ 
duct development at Multi-Ad, is 
offering a workshop about the pro¬ 
gram all-day today in the Heuser 
computer studio. 


the reason why we’re setting up the 
study rooms in other buildings," 
Ellen Watson, library director, 
said. 

The book stacks have been 
closed since mid-July. Books are 
retrieved from the stacks by 
Library assistants; this will con¬ 
tinue until November. Students are 
asked to limit the number of books 
to no more than six at a time. 

'This is the worst time to do 
this renovation. It’s such an 
inconvenience—I have four major 
papers due this semester," Becky 
Phillips, senior International Stu¬ 
dies major, said. 

During Fall Break the Library 
will be closed entirely. At this 
time all main level activities will 
be moved into the new building. 
The Library entrance will change 
from Bradley Avenue to the 
campus side entrance. 

'The campus side entrance 
represents a re-orientation of the 
building. The focus of the Library 
is the campus and campus activi¬ 
ties. By aiming the entrance 
towards the heart of the campus it 
is symbolic of the orientation of 
the whole process and services the 
Library provides," Watson said. 

When the Library reopens in 
the new facility, on Oct. 3, the 
periodical section will be closed 
off to the students. Periodicals will 
be retrieved in the same manner as 
books. Requests have to be made 
at the front desk no later than 20 
minutes prior to closing time. The 
limit of periodicals will be four. 
This whole process should take no 
more than five to ten minutes. 

"The students are so unin- 


formed," Mike Bodnar, junior 
business major said. 'They should 
have some signs posted to make 
the students aware of the changes 
that are taking place. There is so 
much confusion." 

"It’s going to be hard on stu¬ 
dent workers with book and 
periodical retrieval, and it will 
cause some inconvenience, but 
there is no other way to do this," 
said one student worker who 
wished to remain anonymous. 

As a result of the construction, 
only Bradley students and faculty 
will be permitted to use the 
Library. "I hope not to have to 
card people as they come in the 
door, but if we find it’s a problem, 
we will go around on a periodic 
basis and ask for I.D. cards. So it 
is really important for Bradley stu¬ 
dents to carry their I.D. with 
them," Watson said. 

Construction of the Library has 
been three months off schedule 
since September of last year. The 
original target date had been Janu¬ 
ary 1990. Now mid-March is the 
goal they’re aiming for. 

There will be no parking facili¬ 
ties for the Library. Instead, a 
handicap ramp will be built 
between the Library and Swords 
Hall main level. 

The Library’s $5.4 million 
renovation and expansion is the 
largest single building project in 
the history of the University. This 
has been the result of The Cam¬ 
paign for Bradley which began five 
years ago. 

Further information about the 
Library changes is available at the 
circulation desk.

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Legalizing drugs— what America needs?

We need to legalize illicit street 
drugs. We were smart. We legal¬ 
ized alcohol and tobacco. Probably 
the most addictive drug of all, 
tobacco, kills about 400,000 
Americans a year before their 
time, according to the surgeon 
general. Alcohol, consumed by 95 
million people in the U.S. is 
highly related to abuse and violent 
behavior. 29 million Americans 
are the children of alcoholics. 
(1987 Surgeon General Koop’s 
Report) 

With all its misery, alcohol, 
unlike drugs, does not induce 
extraordinary levels of violence by 
black market turf wars. Tobacco 
or alcohol corporations (or push¬ 
ers) dispute over markets through 
legal means in a court room. How¬ 
ever, black marketeers must settle 
disputes through force. Sub¬ 
machine guns, instead of attorneys, 
will handle the litigation. 

Although the medical commun-

ity and society consider drug 
addiction to be a disease, we treat 
abusers like criminals. Since 
1983, the number of people receiv¬ 
ing state prison sentences for drug 
offenses has jumped by 210 per¬ 
cent. We feel compassion for the 
nicotine or alcohol abuser, and 
hatred for the drug abuser. (100 
percent Reform Report, August 
Every year we spend $10 bil¬ 
lion tax dollars on law enforce¬ 
ment to create a "drug free 
society." Even if Reagan’s interd¬ 
iction efforts were successful, 
domestic production of drugs 
would continue to rise, according 
to the New York Times article, 
"Drug Production in U.S. is 
Reported at Record Levels." 
( 6 / 2 / 86 ) 

George Bush is really using his 
head spending an additional $7.8 
billion on futile efforts such as 
these. Also, he has possibly laid 
the groundwork for an absolutely 
useless war in Colombia. 

According to the American Bar 
Association’s recent study, drug 
cases have overwhelmed the

courts. Drug sweeps in urban 
neighborhoods have only moved 
the traffic to a more hospitable 
neighborhood, while our court 
rooms are packed as a result of the 
sweeps. Cases are being handled 
sloppily (sometimes in hallways!), 
so justice is being degraded.

Emphasis on criminal sanction 
and role of law enforcement has 
led to suppression of personal 
liberty. Drug testing is forcing 
millions of presumably ^nnocent 
Americans to urinate ujx»n com¬ 
mand to prove their chemical pur¬ 
ity. "Big Brother" can monitor 
workers’ off-duty activities. 


Reagan’s Zero Tolerance pol¬ 
icy, has caused the pretrial seizure 
of law abiding people’ cars, trucks 
and boats because minute quanti¬ 
ties of marijuana found. The 
American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) says they have received 
complaints from women, entering 
the U.S. from Mexico or Canada, 
who have been stripped searched 
by border guards claiming they are 
enforcing the Zero Tolerance pol¬ 
icy. 

Here are other victims of the 
excesses of the war on drugs, (as 
given in a speech by Loren Siegel 
of the ACLU) 

• 200 Dallas construction work¬ 
ers forced to kneel before drug¬ 
sniffing dogs. Search failed to turn 
up any drugs. One worker said, 
"When they make you get down in 
front of an animal on your knees, 
that’s getting back into slavery." 

• The Young family was awak¬ 
ened by armed police put up 
against the wall, patted down, and 


then told that they were not 
suspected of drug dealing but had 
24 hours to vacate the premises. 
This was because of suspected 
drug activity in a commercial 
space on the ground floor. 

Loren Siegel said, "This futile 
war on drugs is turning our society 
into what one expert has called a 
’soft core’ police state." 

In the New York Times 
(4/28/89), a mother of five said 
she could not support her family 
on welfare alone. She got $600 per 
month, including food stamps. Sel¬ 
ling crack brought in $1000 a 
week. Who can say she did not 
make a rational choice? Asking 
people in her situation not to sell 
crack is like asking Colombian 
peasants not to grow cocoa leaves. 
It is sometimes their only means of 
survival. The crack epidemic is 
clearly related to the impoverish¬ 
ment of the underclass, the lack of

named for him. 

The ceremony also will include 
remarks by Lawrence’s wife Bar¬ 
bara; Dr. Linneaus C. Dorman of 
Dow Chemical Company, a former 
classmate, and Dr. Inara Brubaker 
of Allied Signal Corporation, an 
Ohio State classmate. 

Lawrence received a bachelor’s 
degree in chemistry from Bradley 
in 1956. After active duty in the 
Air Force in West Germany, he 
returned to the United States to do 
graduate work at Ohio State. 

In June 1967, he was chosen to 
be an astronaut in the United 
States Air Force Manned Orbiting 
Lab (MOL) Space Program. He 
was the first black to be so chosen. 
Tragically, he was killed in a jet 
plane crash on Dec. 8, 1967. In 
May 1968, he was posthumously 
selected to receive the University’s 
Distinguished Alumnus Award. 

A ribbon cutting and reception 
will be held immediately following 
the dedication ceremony in the 
Olin Hall Foyer.

Animais 
have no inalienable rights to life 
since the constitution provides that 
protection for humans only. But is 
it morally right to kill animals for 
either pure sport or medical exper- 


1 mentation? 

The animal rights groups, par¬ 
ticularly those who resort to terror¬ 
ist tactics to express their views, 
consider animals as serving on the 
same evolutionary plain as 
humans. Fortunately, animals are 
not in any way, nor can they ever 
be, considered human. 

While I do not condone useless 
killing of animals or would engage 
in it, except crawling pests, I 


believe people have the right to 
kill animals whether they be blue 
whales or ants. The only exception 
would be the preservation of cer¬ 
tain endangered species which 
must be protected from extinctio n. 


In no way do I call for the destruc¬ 
tion of the animal kingdom, but 
instead insist upon a certain del¬ 
ineation between humans and 
animals. 

Without this delineation, 
animals will be placed upon a level 
equal to humans, a level which 
would not allow us to use animals 
as subjects in testing medical 
breakthroughs such as a new AIDS 
vaccine, or genetic testing which 
have aided in pinpointing the gene 
which causes Cystic Fybrosis. 
These are experiments which pro¬ 
vide desperately needed 
discoveries, discoveries that can 
reduce or prevent human suffering. 


Those who condemn medical 
experiments on moral grounds 
apparently have an askewed sense 
of morality. While seeing animals 
suffer may be distasteful, it is 
absolutely immoral to allow 
humans to suffer needlessly with 
diseases which could be treated 
with drugs used previously in 
animals. 

What about mistreatment of 
animals which are bred only for 
human consumption? The Swedish 
government has created a mani¬ 
festo of sorts outlining specific 
guidelines for the maintenance of 
farm animals. In particular, space 
and feeding requirements were 
placed upon these animal’s owners

"1 didn’t know that there was 


drowning experiments. Here their 
throats are slit open and water 
pumped into their lungs thru a tube 
until they suffer heart attacks. Or 
the calf that is deliberately blinded 
at birth and brought up in a box 
with barely enough standing room. 

The fact is that cosmetics 
industries use intensely cruel and 
painful procedures to test their 
products on animals simply 
because it is cheap. I have with me 
a list of over 200 companies that 
do not use animals to test their 
products. This shows that there are 
alternatives, like using bacteria or 
even computer simulations. 


Indeed, most of the tests done are 
redundant and do not need to be 
redone. There are no laws, con¬ 
trary to popular belief, forcing 
these companies to test their pro¬ 
ducts on animals. 

Yet my conservative counter 
harps on about the constitution. 
True, nowhere in our laws are the 
rights of animals protected, but 
this is precisely the sort of mental 
slavery that makes me question 
human "reasoning."

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Bradley has less dropouts than the state

A recent report indicated that 
nearly 45 percent of freshmen who 
enrolled in Illinois public universi¬ 
ties did not graduate. 

At private universities, the 
retention rates were higher than at 
public universities. Bradley 
University’s rate of retention is 
68.6 percent higher than most pub¬ 
lic, and an average 13 percent 
higher than other private colleges. 

Rob Bertram, director of testing 
and counseling, said this may be 
due to the size of the university, 


personalized attention and services, 
and the higher costs involved. 

Although Bradley’s record was 
higher 0 than most institutions 
including Augustana, * Knox, 
Depaul, and Loyola, the Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois at Champaign- 
Urbana had the highest graduation 
rate of 78.5 percent. 

Ray Zarvell, director of educa¬ 
tional development, said this may 
be based over a five or six year 
period rather than the four year 
period Bradley and other smaller 


universities use. 

As for minorities, Zarvell said 
there was no statistical differences 
between minorities and Caucasians 
dropping out last year, but minor¬ 
ity dropouts have increased this 
year. 

Zarvell said that the AEP 
(Academic Exploration Program) 
has definitely been a factor in 
increasing the retention rate. The 
annual retention rate for those 
enrolled in AEP, which began in 
1976, has soared from a low 36.1 
percent to a high of 83.6 percent 
in 1987. 


The "Retention Action Plan", 
which was also implemented in 
1976, outlines special programs to 
maintain and further increase the 
rate of retention. The plan has 
helped Bradley reach and surpass 
its goal of a five percent increase 
in the past five years. 

"It may be the maximum we 
can reach until the University 
increases admission standards," 
Zarvell said. 'The combination of 
student affiliation with the Univer¬ 
sity and caring attitude of faculty, 
staff and others is the key to 
increased retention."

Students in Feature Writing 307 
have a celebrity teacher.

Hayes said that since he 
became part of the television 
industry he has "a lot deeper 
respect for T.V. news. People 
don’t understand what goes into a 
television broadcast. Local news 
gets a bad rap." 

Hayes said it is important to be 
"realistic" in the television busi¬ 
ness. 

"Graduating from college 
you’re not going to make a lot of 
money. There is money to be 
made in sales, but starting out in 
straight news, you’d better be 
prepared to eat a lot of peanut 
butter." 

Hayes started out "eating 
peanut butter" at his first job after 
college as an afternoon disc 
jockey. He would have earned 
$9500/year at the radio station, but 
he stayed there only 10 days. 

Hayes sent 300 resumes to vari¬ 
ous television stations and was 
runner-up at five. 

"It (the job search) made me 
learn patience. My ultimate goal 
was to be on T.V." 

Hayes said he had always 
wanted to play sports profession¬ 
ally but realized he couldn’t. So, 
he thought sportscasting would be 
a way to be involved in sports. 

"What better way (to be 
involved in sports) than to get paid 
to watch sports teams play," the 
native Indiana resident said. 

"I thought, when I was young, 
that teaching is what I’d like to do. 
I thought teaching part-time at the 
college level would be interesting 


and fun." 

Hayes sports fanaticism 
includes baseball, football, and 
being from Indiana, of course 
basketball. Hayes said his favorite 
sport to watch is basketball, but he 
said his best sport to play was 
football. 

In high school, Hayes played 
football for his dad and said that 
now "there is a bond or mutual 
respect we both share. He wanted 
me to reach my potential as a per¬ 
son. " 

Fortunately for Hayes, his 
fiancee, Patti McCleneghen, shares 
his interest in sports. 

When asked if Hayes’ zealous 
sports interest bothers her, 
McCleneghen, a 1989 Purdue 
University graduate, said, "I enjoy 
sports too. If I didn’t, I’d kill 
him." 

Ironically the couple met at a 
fraternity part at Purdue before the 
Indiana-Purdue game. 

Hayes said his grandest dream 
would be to do the play-by-play 
action of the World Series in 
which his best friend, Geoff Flynn, 
would hit the game winning run 
for the Texas Rangers. Flynn was 
recently drafted to the Rangers 
farm team. 

In the future, Hayes said he 
will have to decide where he wants 
to go in the television industry. He 
said he can either go on to 
management of focus on the 
"talent" side of television.

Not just another statistic 


Tragedy struck last weekend 
when Steven Stayner, 24, of 
Merced, California was killed in a 
hit and run accident. 

Now, for most of you, Stayner 
is just a statistic, senselessly killed 
in a highway tragedy. The story 
goes much deeper however than 
Stayner being just another name in 
an annual list of highway deaths 
each year. 

NBC had aired a mini-series 
about Stayner’s life just this past 
May, "I Know My Name is 
Steven.." depicting the events that 
had transpired over the eight years 
he was missing. 

Stayner, as one California pol¬ 
iceman said, "led a rough life." 
In 1972, while innocently walking 
home from school, he was grabbed 
by an abductor in Merced. 

Eight years later Stayner 
walked into a Ukiah police station 
on March 1, 1980, just 16 days 
after his abductor had snatched 
another boy, 5 year-old Timmy 
White. He told them that he did 
not want the boy to undergo the 
same physical abuse that he had. 

The tragedy is that Stayner had 
begun to rebuild his life. He had 
been returned to his parents 10 
years ago, and at 24, was married 
with 2 children. He was finally 
starting over, trying to erase what 
he could of his past. The sense¬ 
lessness of the whole situation is 


that his abductor was never 
caught, and is somewhere leading 
a life that should belong to 
Stayner. That is the real tragedy.

Following Richards’ brief stay 
at the mike, the stage was 
transformed into a fiery red smok¬ 
ing cauldron of hell.

Familiar congos started in with a 
hollow, distant sound and quietly 
the familiar riffs of "Sympathy for 
the Devil" launched the Stones into 
a brawling version of the old clas¬ 
sic. It was without a doubt the 
highlight of the show, beating out 
the giant inflatable women that 
highlighted "Honkey Tonk 
Woman." 

Following "Sympathy," the last 
forty-five minutes was nothing but 
classic Stones. "Midnight Ram¬ 


bler", "Brown Sugar", 'It’s Only 
Rock-n-Roll", "Satisfaction", "Lit¬ 
tle Red Rooster" were just some of 
the vintage sounds that rocked St. 
Louis into a wild rock-n-roll 
induced frenzy. Anything that was 
missing from Jagger’s first set was 
there in the second. Richards 
became a little looser and a lot 
more creative with the guitar, and 
the two of them actually looked 
like they wanted to be on the same 
stage. 

Like Dwight Gooden going into 
the ninth inning. The Stones 
finished stronger then they started. 
The awe of being in the presence 
of The Rolling Stones was 
renewed every time they kicked 
into another rock-n-roll timepiece. 

There are legends and there are 
legends. But< The Rolling Stones 
supercede any title of honor given. 
The embodiment of rock and roll, 
The Rolling Stones showed that, 
indeed, rock and roll legends never 
die. In the Stones’ case, they don’t 
even grow old.

Mr. Frank Cohen of the Progressive 
Student Alliance wrote in the Sept. 15 
Scout 1) that he was a card-carrying 
member of the ACLU and proud of it 
2)that the ACLU defended all forms of 
freedom of speech, and 3) the ACLU 
is an outstanding organization which 
understands the humane definition of 
the word freedom. This is typical 
ACLU propaganda about itself, non¬ 
partisan, defenders of free speech, 
which plain bull blap. The ACLU is a 
far out liberal left wing political organ¬ 
ization that does not have a non parti¬ 
san bone in its body. Furthermore, in 
many cases the ACLU has litigated to 
repress free speech. Here are some of 
the facts about the ACLU that support 
these claims. 

1) In 1983, Ambassador Jean 
Kirkpatrick’s free speech was routinely 
violated on college campuses by stu¬ 
dents and faculty of the same persua¬ 
sion as Mr. Cohen’s organization. Col¬ 
lege recruiters for corporations that 
represent defense contracts have been 
harassed. One would think that the 
ACLU would at least give out a press 
release condemning these actions. But 
no amici curiae briefs have been filed 
and no statements supporting disci¬ 
plinary action against the disrupters 
were forth coming. And when an 
injunction was filed on behalf of the 
recruiters at the University of Connec¬ 
ticut the ACLU sought to have it over 
turned. 

2) In 1936, the ACLU filed a law suit 
against Harold Varney who wrote an 
article critical of their nonpartisan pos¬ 
ture. He was sued by the ACLU for 
libel. 

3) In 1981, Judge Gerald Weber man¬ 
dated that five school districts be 
merged to promote racial harmony. Jay 
Bush, a teacher in one of the districts 
was critical of the mandate. So the 
judge responded with a gag order. The 
Pennsylvania branch of the ACLU 
agreed with the Judge. So much for the 
right to dissent. Mr. Bush was told by 
the ACLU that he should resign and 
then express his wished all he wants! 

4) A citizen’s right to bear arms, 
guaranteed by the Constitution, is not 
recognized by the ACLU. So that when 
Morton Grove passed a law banning all 
handguns, the ACLU did not come to 
the defense of privacy rights or free¬ 
dom of choice. But when Kennesaw, 
Georgia passed a law requiring a 
firearm in every home the ACLU filed 
a suit against the law. This hardly 
shows impartiality with regard the 
Constitutional Rights but fits in well 
with a left leaning position on fire 
arms. 

5) The ACLU has been the foremost 
persecutor of Religious Free Speech in 
the country. They are regularly 
opposed by conservative civil libertari¬ 
ans such as the Rutherford Institute 
who’s purpose is to protect Religious 
Free Speech. Such speech is often 
threatened by a huge ACLU civil liti¬ 
gation suit against custodians of other¬ 
wise public forums such as the public 
school system. Even voluntary, student 
lead religious expression has been 
denied by ACLU suits such as Brandon 
vs. Board of Education of Guilderland 
Central School (1980). This is a form 
of discrimination and religious 
apartheid. Religious symbols are also 


increasing persecuted from public life 

by the ACLU The Ten Command¬ 
ments, the foundation of Western Law, 
has been removed from the public 
school system by an ACLU sponsored 
suit. Stone v. Graham. 

6) Creation science has been hounded 
out of public school systems by the 
ACLU and it’s liberal allies as if it 
were a requirement to genuflect. One 
would think that the exposure to other 
ideas in the free market place would be 
considered a good thing by such organ¬ 
izations as the ACLU. But when that 
ideas has it’s origin in religious 
thought, they are opposed to giving it a 
public forum such as the public school 
system. This is censorship. 

7) When fired from a government job 
for expressing Pro-Life convictions, 
someone I know personally approached 
the ACLU for help but was turned 
down. They were unconcerned about a 
Pro-Lifer’s civil liberties, an action 
which has been repeated around the 
country. When Pro-Lifers are sued for 
public expressions concerning abortion 
and abortionists, the ACLU has 
remained unconcerned about these 
attempt to intimidate Pro-Life free 
speech. This has led to the establish¬ 
ment of Free Speech Advocates and 
other civil libertarians dedicated to pro¬ 
tecting the rights of Pro-Lifers. Such 
organizations would not be needed if 
the ACLU were non-partisan as they 
claim. But they are married to the 
abortion industry because it’s part of 
their liberal agenda. 

8) The ACLU has worked hand in 
hand with the abortion industry in this 
country to instigate law suits against 
constitutionally protected free speech 
on the part of Pro-Ufers. They have 
also implicitly endorsed such lawsuits 
by their lack of action on behalf of 
Pro-Life free speech. 

This is just the tip of the iceberg 
though. Anyone interested in further 
documentation can contact me person¬ 
ally. 

Now, they have every right in our 
society to attempt to further their 
liberal agenda. But please do not insult 
our intelligence by pretending to have a 
non partisan position. We all saw the 
ACLl ’s well orchestrated attack on 
Judge Bork and the Reagan Adminis¬ 
tration in concert with other left lean¬ 
ing organizations. 

In a brief letter like this many, many 
facts have to be left out. So if anyone 
would care to discuss it further, I will 
gladly debate anyone, anywhere, at any 
time, on the partisan politics of the 
ACLU. 


As a result of this agreement, our 
house (especially the third floor) looks 
like new.

We 
can still have parties and exchanges (in 
fact, we are planning several more than 
usual; some parties will be thrown to 
get to know the residents on third 
floor). We have an RA on third, but he 
is responsible only for the students on 
the third floor. And, for the record, the 
third floor is NOT co-ed. 

The students on third floor ‘are con¬ 
sidered a part of University Hall, and 
many of them ran for Student Senate 
representatives of U-Hall. Quiet hours 
are enforced on their floor, but cour¬ 
tesy hours are observed on second 
floor. 

We conduct our fraternity business 
elsewhere and eat in the dorms, but 
that is the only inconvenience. We are 
very pleased and we give our sincere 
thanks to Mike Connors for his efforts.

The Bradley University 
women’s volleyball team record 
dropped to 4-12 this past weekend 
by winning two but losing three 
matches. 

On Tuesday, the Lady Braves 
played in the Fieldhouse and 
suffered another loss, making their 
record 4-13 for the year so far. 

Last Friday Bradley partici¬ 
pated in the Big Orange Classic at 
Clemson University. Their first 
opponent was Auburn. In that 
game, Patti Culloton had 11 kills 
and 10 digs along with a shots.. 

A dump shot is usually done by 
a setter quick-hitting the ball into 
the middle, or soft spot, of the 
opponent’s court when they are 
looking for a kill. Despite these 
performances, Bradley was 
defeated 15-12, 12-15, 5-15, and 
6-15. 

The second opponent in the 
round robin was Alabama. Bradley 
looked good, winning 15-6, 15-8, 
and 15-9. Blythe Zajakowski had 
12 kills, 3 service aces, and a .375 
hitting percentage. Andra Dystrup 
had 7 kills, 4 aces, and 11 digs to 
also lead the Lady Braves. 

Their final opponent was Clem¬ 
son. This match was close all the 
way, but Clemson prevailed 6-15, 


15-12, 8-15, 15-13, and 10-15. 
Dystrup had another good showing 
with 13 kills and 14 digs. 
Zajakowski played well in all 
phases with 11 kills, 3 aces, 15 
digs, and 10 blocks. Michelle Gor¬ 
dey also led the team with 16 kills 
and had 2 aces. 

Bradley’s record of 1-2 in the 
tournament placed them into the 
consolation match against Ala¬ 
bama. 'This is a team we should 
defeat every time we see them," 
Coach Pam Stanek said. BU did 
just that by winning 13-15, 15-8, 
15-13, and 15-12. 

Gordey and Dystrup each had 
15 kills while Diana Johnson con¬ 
tributed with 12 digs. In this 
match, Wendy Carney twisted her 
ankle, causing some concern. Julie 
Penn periodically substituted for 
her which turned out to work well. 
Gordey made the All-Tournament 
Team with 40 kills and 10 aces for 
the tournament. 

Stanek was disappointed with 
the performance of her team in the 
tournament. "We served and 
received better at the beginning of 
the year than are presently. I feel 
that is a matter of concentration 
that stems from intensity," she 
said. "We are subbing more now, 
and with the new offensive moves, 
I hope we can improve."

20 years of Monday Night Football

When Monday Night Football 
began 20 years ago, who would 
have known how big it would be 
today? 

Bars would have drink specials, 
wives would lose their husbands 
for the night and college students 
would have a reason not to do 
their homework. 

When Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle and ABC’s Roone Arledge 
came up with the idea, neither 
thought it would be that big. 

"After the first year I thought 
we had a winner, but I never 
thought it would be around this 
long," Rozelle said on the Monday 
Night Football 20th Anniversary 
Special. 


Well Pete, it’s still around. 
Beginning with that first game on 
Sept. 21, 1970, in Cleveland when 
the Brown’s Homer Jones ran back 
a 94-yard kick-off to help his team 
defeat the New York Jets, 31-21. 

Here are some of the more 
memorable games: 

Miami 38, Chicago 24. This was 
Monday Night Football’s biggest 
and it was the lone game that 
spoiled the Bears otherwise perfect 
season. Miami’s Dan Marino threw 
three touchdown passes in the 
game. 

Denver 31, Chicago 29. Two 
years after he became a hero by 
scoring a touchdown, 308-pound 
defensive lineman William Perry 
fumbled on the goal-line as the 


Broncos rallied from a 29-21 
deficit to defeat the Beats. 

Houston 35, Miami 30. With the 
song "Houston Oilers Number 
One" blaring in the background, 
Oilers running back Earl Campbell 
rushed for 199 yards and four 
touchdowns to help the Oilers 
defeat the Dolphins. 

The most memorable and 
touching moment though occurred 
in 1979. One year earlier in a 
pre-season game, New England’s 
Darryl Stingley was hit and almost 
completely paralyzed. On his night 
in 1979, Stingley received a stand¬ 
ing ovation from the crowd as well 
as his teammates, which he said, 
"...helped charge my battery and 
get me ready for life, and since 
then, I’ve gotten mo^ out of life. "

Consistent is the word most 
often used by Head Cross Country 
Coach Craig Dahlquist when talk¬ 
ing about senior runner Michelle 
Curet. 

"Michelle joined the team as a 
walk-on athlete and earned a scho¬ 
larship. From a coaches point-of- 
view, I am happy with her level of 
consistency. It’s easy to predict 
how she will fare in most races, 
Dahlquist said. 

Curet, a math and secondary 
education major from Olympia 
Fields, Ill., was named the Lady 
Brave’s most valuable runner both 





her sophomore and junior year. 
She also holds the sixth fastest 
cross country time for women at 
Bradley. 

Also a key member of the Lady 
Brave’s track team, Curet was a 
member of the distance medley 
team that set the current all-school 
record in that event. 

Since coming to Bradley, Curet 
can see a change in her attitude 
toward running and in her running 
capabilities. 

"I have a more positive attitude 
toward running," Curet said. Tm 
also a lot stronger and definitely a 
more mature runner." 


Dahlquist agrees that Curet has 
matured since joining the cross 
country team as a freshman. 

"Michelle has matured to a 
point where I don’t have to be con¬ 
cerned with her training or level of 
intensity. That’s one of the reasons 
she is the team’s captain-she has 
shown such leadership in her own 
personal training," Dahlquist said. 

On the average, Curet spends 
approximately ten hours a week 
running and training in order to 
keep in shape and prepare for the 
upcoming meets. 

Both Dahlquist and Curet 
would like to see the veteran 
runner finish among the top 25 
runners in the Gateway Conference 
Championship, which will be held 
in Wichita on Oct. 28. That is a 
goal that Dahlquist believes is 
within Curet’s grasp. 

"I really think Michelle is capa¬ 
ble of finishing among the top 
third of the runners at the confer¬ 
ence meet," Dahlquist said. "I 
would also like to see her become 
more competitive as the season 
continues." 

During the summer, Curet does 
not run competitively. She concen¬ 
trates on training and mileage. 

"He (Dahlquist) has us concen¬ 
trate on overall training and dis¬ 
tance work during the summer," 
Curet said. "I ran about five to 
eight miles a day last summer." 

Curet, who will graduate in 
December of 1990, doubts that she 
will continue running at a serious 
level of competition after gradua¬ 
tion. 

'I’ll probably run in road races 
and events like that. I want to find 
a job and go to school to get my 
Masters degree," Curet said.

With one-third of the season 
already completed the Braves 
record stands at 1-5-1, and the 
team has not scored a goal in four 
games. 

Coach Tim Conley is having a 
hard time understanding why his 
team isn’t performing up to their 
capabilities. "We do everything 
possible to win a soccer game; 
play hard, match up well with 
other teams, and have tough shots 
on goal, but we just can’t put one 
in the net." 


The Braves have suffered a few 
key injuries that set the team back. 
Tim McGreevy, junior captain, is 
out for the season, and Lou 
Strecker, senior captain, suffered a 
pulled thigh in the beginning of the 
season. Strecker still hasn’t been 
able to perform up to 100 percent. 

Conley said that those two inju¬ 
ries are not the reason for the 
Braves early decline. He said there 
are many players that have come 
in at a crucial situation and per¬ 
formed above and beyond what he 
expected. 

In the upcoming games, Conley 
will make a few changes. "You 
need to make some changes out 


there to give tne team a little shake 
up." He is hoping that will wake 
the team up for the remainder of 
the season. He is planning to have 
a three man front line instead of 
his usual two man front. 

Last Sat., Sept. 16, the Braves, 
played Northeast Missouri State 
University which is ranked 15th in 
Division II. Bradley lost for the 
third time in four games, 3-0. 
Northeast Missouri State scored 
two goals in the first 15 minutes. 

Once a team scores two goals 
in the first few minutes of a game, 
then it becomes very hard to come

BU alarmed over drills

Flashing lights and the wails of 
the sirens are becoming a familiar 
scene on Bradley's campus. 

This is the first semester the 
Peoria Fire Department will come 
to every alarm that the campus 
has, whether it’s a false alarm or a 
real fire. The system has proved to 
have its ups and downs. 

Ernie Russell, chief of fire 
prevention, said the University had 
informed them that Bradley was 
not notifying them for false 
alarms. "We got very upset about 
that. We want to be called on, and 
we will respond." 

Ken Goldin, business manager, 
said the University will meet with 
fire department officials next week 
because the administration doesn't 
think it’s necessary for the trucks 
to come out for all fire alarms. 
They are especially concerned with 
the false alarms such as a smoke 
detector malfunctioning or a pull 
station being activated by mistake 
by a security guard. 

Russell said there are costs 
involved in this situation. Every 
building is allowed three false 
alarms in a year. After that it 
costs $25 for the fourth to the 
10th. Any false alarm after that 
costs $100. 

As far as Russell said he 
knows, Bradley has not been fined 
yet. He said the fire department 
doesn't personally notify' people 
about the false alarm fine. 


He said the building is notified 
by mail when the false alarms 
exceed three. The notice goes to 
the address of where the alarms 
went off. 

Goldin and Mark Struss. direc¬ 
tor of facilities, said they were not 
aware of the charges on the false 
alarms. 

"We haven’t been informed of 
the charges and we haven’t been 
invoiced yet. We don’t know if 
they'll enforce it," Goldin said. 

He said the alarm went off in 
University Hall four times in one 
day. "There's some thought that 
maybe we shouldn't be telling the 
fire department everytime an alarm 
goes off." 

Dave Baer, director of security, 
said he thinks it’s a waste of time 
for the fire department to come out 
every time when it’s obvious what 
caused the false alarm to go off. 
"The fire department does have a 
legitimate concern though." 

'There has to be a common 
sense area when not to call." In 
the past, security would be 
informed of the false alarm. From 
there, the University would deter¬ 
mine whether or not to call the fire 
department. Bradley security 
officers have always been 
dispatched for every alarm that 
goes off. 

Peoria Fire Chief John Parker 
said it's the fire department's 
responsibility to determine what is 
a fire and what isn’t, not the 
University's. "We have to respond 
to what may be an emergency. We 
should always be notified whether 


it’s a false alarm or not. 

Russell said security usually 
doesn’t know if it's a false alarm, 
"it’s our responsibility to get things 
that may be overlooked. We’re not 
willing to sacrifice lives. We do 
not take anything for granted." 

Parker said there is too much 
of a liability involved to not take 
the situation seriously. He said the 
fire department would rather incur 
the cost and the inconvenience for 
a false alarm in order to save lives 
when it’s the real thing. 

When asked how the fire 
department feels about coming out 
to numerous false alarms, he said, 
"We do get irritated, but we 
understand the responsibility of 
it." 

Baer said there were 23 non- 
criminal false alarms in August. A 
non-criminal alarm is classified as 
one that goes off due to a malfunc¬ 
tion or by mistake. A criminal 
false alarm is pulled by someone 
as a prank. 

Parker said the constant false 
alarms are bad on the equipment 
and the manpower. Time can be 
of the essence in this situation." 
He said if a real fire was a block 
away while Bradley was having a 
false alarm, it would take longer to 
respond to the real fire because 
other engines would have to be 
called in. 

During the past month, some 
buildings have had more alarms 
than others, such as University

After alledged discrimination 
and harassment. Eric Weisberg, a 
former pledge, has formally 
brought charges against Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon fraternity. 

In the Sept. 21 issue of the 
Scout , Weisberg, a freshman, 
stated, in a Letter to the Editor, 
the incidents that led to his 
depledgement. He has since taken 
the matter up with the Office of 
Residential Life and Judicial Sys¬ 
tem. 

Weisberg said one of the active 
fraternity members made a racial 
comment against Jewish people 
and another member made an 


offensive gesture. 

The first incident occurred 
while Weisberg was talking to one 
of the actives while visiting the 
SAE house. The active made an 
Anti-Semitic statement. Weisberg 
said he told the member he 
deserved to have his religious 
views respected and hoped a simi¬ 
lar situation would not occur 
again. 

"I was hoping it was just an 
isolated incident. I was hoping 
nothing ever would become of it, I 
guess I was wrong," Weisberg 
said. 

The following week, Weisberg 
went over to the SAE house. He 
said an active threw a quarter on 
the floor and said "Come on pick 


it up. Jew boy." Weisberg yelled 
at the member and left the house. 

Both incidents took place with 
few people present. Weisberg said 
he believed someone must have 
heard his yells in the second 
incident because it took place on 
the first floor. Several days later, 
he was depledged by SAF 

"It hurts a lot and I’m still get¬ 
ting over it. I still reach for my 
pin every morning to put it on 
because it became such a routine." 
he said. 

Drew Miller, president of SAE, 
said several actives had said Weis¬ 
berg was disrespectful, and he 
came to be looked upon as a prob¬ 
lem. 

'Over 15 guvs had a serious 


problem with Eric," Miller said. 
"I don't know what the problem 
was. but the house had enough 
problems without starting another 
rift. He just wasn't getting along 
with our image." 

Miller became aware of this 
problem two weeks ago during a 
meeting where pledges were to 
pick their pledge fathers. A pledge 
writes down five actives he wants 
as his pledge father. 

With 68 actives and 23 pledges, 
everyone would most likely get his 
first choice. Miller said Weisberg’s 
first choice was already taken, and 
no one else wanted to become his 
pledge father.

Screaming red and white flashing lights, police cars and an ambu¬ 
lance or two usually catch your attention. Usually. After seeing fire 
trucks arrive outside of Harper Hall three times in two days you start to 
lose that initial dread and fear of what a potential fire in a residence hall 

could do. . , - 

Fire trucks mean business, police cars mean trouble and ambulances 
mean tragedy, but to some Bradley students these entities are becoming a 
part of their everyday lives. 

It’s the old story of the little boy calling wolf. If you fake it time 
after time, people won’t come when you really need help. At Bradley, the 
little boy is calling loud and clear. Students will usually leave a building 
if a fire alarm goes off, and students will definitely leave a building if 
they see fire trucks pull up. But after four or five alarms in one day stu¬ 
dents are getting mad, not leaving the building and unfortunately, this is 

going to result in a tragic accident. 

Beginning this semester, the Peoria Fire Department will show up 
whether it’s a false alarm or a real fire. According to the story on page 
one of this week’s Scout , Bradley administrators believe the fire depart¬ 
ment shouldn’t have to show up for false alarms, whereas the fire depart¬ 
ment believes it is their duty to show up to a real fire or not. In this case, 
I’d have to side with the administrators. 

The more students see the fire trucks, the more accustomed they will 
become to seeing them and chances of the students leaving the building 
get slimmer and slimmer. Residence Hall Advisers have enough trouble 
getting people to leave for a fire drill and because of the new regulations, 
fire safety will be taken even more lightly than in the past.

Hall and Heitz Hall. Mike Mur¬ 
phy, director of housing, said this 
is mostly due to malfunctions in 
the fire safety system that have 
been since worked out.

Campus racism: ignored by m any, probl em of all

Some girls have racial slurs 
shouted at them from outside the 
SAE house; a Jewish pledge is told 
he is no longer a pledge with the 
same house after he stands up for 
himself when harassed racially, 
and the university assumes these to 
be isolated events happening 
through the actions of some 
ignorant people. The administra¬ 
tion refuses to accept that these 
events are the mere periodic sur¬ 
facing of a long strand of a preju¬ 
diced thread that runs through the 
University community.

Maine, canceled classes on March 
4 to hold a daylong teach-in on 
sexism when condoms and a 
computer-printed picture of a penis 
were found on the door of a 
female biology teacher. 

Vanderbilt University, in Janu¬ 
ary, ordered its Greek population 
to make a good-faith effort to 
integrate racially and ethnically or 
be shut down.

Ex-student 
awaits trial

The books have not been closed 
on Jeffrey Clayton, a former stu¬ 
dent who is accused of striking a 
Bradley student on the head with 
an iron and choking her in an 
incident last semester. 

After two continuances, 
Clayton’s trial is set to begin at 
9:15 a.m. on Oct. 30 in Peoria. 

The trial was scheduled to 
begin May 22 and then changed to 
July 19 for the former Bradley stu¬ 
dent who is being charged with 
nttempted first degree murder and 
aggravated battery. 

According to court records, he 
was caught in a Geisert Hall 
shower stall by Peoria police last 
Feb. 11. 

Clayton was released on a bail 
of $75,000 and is now residing in 
Chicago until the trial.

Since the opening of the Stu¬ 
dent Center in the spring, many 
Bradley students have wandered 
through the doors of the Yankee 
Inn restaurant for lunch, dinner or 
a snack. 

Few students probably realize 
that the restaurant was named for 
an employee, Jan Yankee, who 
gave 35 years of service to the 
Bradley campus before retiring in 
June of this year. 

Yankee started her years at 
Bradley at the TeePee snack bar 
which was on Fredonia and pre¬ 
ceded the old Student Center. Her 
starting wage was 85 cents an 
hour. The TeePee, said Yankee 
was a very popular place, "There 
was a juke box upstairs and 
milkshakes, coffee, and sandwiches 
were always in demand." 

When the Student Center was 
built on campus, Yankee moved 
with it. The TeePee was busy 
since there weren’t any restaurants 
in the area at the time. During the 
years at the old Student Center, 
Yankee assumed the responsibili¬ 
ties of ordering, transporting and 
the serving of dinners in Swords 
Hall for the Administration, Board 
of Trustees and other VIPs that 
came through campus. 

Dr. Martin Abegg, University 
president, said, 'If you asked Jan 
to do something, she left no stone 
unturned to take care of it. She 
rilways had a smile and a cheery 


hello. Jan was the kind of person 
you always want to work for you 
and with you." 

Yankee worked up through the 
ranks of Bradley’s Food Service, 
as supervisor of the Student Center 
snack bar, and finally as Assistant 
Manager of Food Service under 
then-manager Howard Bell. Bob 
Byczynski, director of food ser¬ 
vices, said he feels the naming of 
the Inn for Yankee was very 
appropriate, "Jan deserves it. No 
one said boo about it ... everyone 
wanted to do it." 

Many of Bradley’s administra¬ 
tors knew Yankee on a personal 
basis as well as a professional 
basis. They knew Yankee and her 
family, including one daughter 
who graduated from Bradley. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, said, "1 
knew Jan in two ways - as a food 
service employee and as a parent 
of one of my first students at Brad¬ 
ley. She's just a delightful, first 
class lady. She was very eager to 
please and ready to go out of her 
way for you. I have very mixed 
emotions about her retirement. I 
am very happy for her personally 
that she is able to retire and spend 
time with her family but she will 
be very hard to replace. 1 certainly 
will miss her." 

Similar sentiments were aired 
by Jack Kuntz, the director of 
conference facilities, "We all 
thought a lot of Jan. She always 
gave extra care to special projects 
in her 30-plus years here."

throw a retirement luncheon since 
she thought they were such sad 
affairs. "But he didn’t listen," 
Yankee said, "They surprised me 
with a party at the Creve Ceour 
Club. They even brought in my 
out-of-state family." 

Abegg said, Gary Anna, vice 
president for business affairs, 
presented the administration with 
the idea of naming the inn for 
Yankee. Anna also announced it at 
the party. 

"I was very honored, and I just 


broke down ... I didn’t think I 
deserved it. I thought you had to 
give lots of money to the Univer¬ 
sity to get something like that ... 
Just the day before I had been jok¬ 
ing with the girls in Food Service 
that we wished we had a lot of 
money so we could get a room 
named after ourselves." 

Abegg said, "It was a good 
way to recognize Jan, especially as 
much as she’ll be missed. I know 
Jan enjoys her family and I’m glad

Besides the annual ACBU spon¬ 
sored spring break trip, Bradley 
will also sponsor a spring break 
trip to the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Bloc countries. 

From March 17-27 of next 
year. Dr. Charles Bukowski of the 
International Studies department at 
Bradley, and Depaul University’s 
Dr. Richard Farkas of the Politi¬ 
cal Science department will take 
40 chosen students to visit the 
Soviet Union, Poland, and Hun¬ 


gary. 

Bukowski said the idea came 
from a friend who has taken ( 
Depaul students to communist 
countries for the last 15 years. 

This isn’t the first year Bradley 
has sponsored a trip to the Soviet 
Union. Dr. Elmo Roach, who 
teaches Russian History, took a 
group of students to the Soviet 
Union in 1974. 

Bukowski was encouraged by 
the success of Depaul’s program, 
student feedback from the Euro¬ 
pean summer trip and the support 
of Dr. Roach. 


Bukowski, who has been to 
Poland and East Germany before, 
is looking forward to his first visit 
to the Soviet Union. 

"It will give a first hand look at 
what a communist country is and 
how they are seeking to do things 
differently," Bukowski said. 

Interest has been generated with 
already a dozen students signed up 
for the trip. 

The program is open to all stu¬ 
dents, although some foreign stu¬ 
dents may face problems. 

Admission which is selective 
will require an interview with spe¬ 
cial considerations for upperclass¬ 
men. 

This is the first year the spring 
break trip is offered and Bukowski 
said it will be offered every year 
"if it flies." 

The cost of the trip is $2400 
which will cover transportation, 
room and board, and activities. An 
optional three credit hours are also 
offered by not required. 

Applications and $100 deposits 
will be accepted from Oct. 5-16.

Weisberg said. 

Since his letter he has been met 
with wide support not only from 
the Jewish students on campus but 
also from students relating similar 
racial incidents. 

"The only negative feedback 
I’ve got was from the pledges. I 
guess that’s understandable because 
they’re still part of the house, 
Weisberg said. 

After SAE was notified of the 
charges, the house decided to have 
their case heard by the Arbitration 
Board rather than Ed King, execu¬ 


tive director, center for housing 
and residential life and the student 
jui icial system. 

The board consists of two 
fac ilty members and three stu¬ 
dents . With the burden of proof 
resting on Weisberg, Miller said 
he is confident that SAE will win 
the case. 

"I don’t see a problem with us 
losing it. We’ve got a pretty strong 
defense. Once the hearings are on, 
I suspect all the truth will come 
out." Miller said. 

When asked what the punish¬ 
ment would be if SAE were found 


guilty. King was unable to answer 
"If found guilty, this will be a pre 
cedent setting case," he said. 

He said "I guess it’s important 
that we hear all sides of the 
incident and to make sure that botl 
parties are represented equally. 
That’s the main thing." 

SAE, who has one Jewish 
pledge as well as three actives, has 
had past experiences with racial 
incidents. Last spring a Jewish 
pledge was also depledged from 
the house. 

The hearing will take place 
after fall break.

Kickers score, but can’t win

Over the past week the Bradley 
Braves soccer team finally over¬ 
came their offensive drought. 
Besides breaking their non-scoring 
streak, but they still couldn't put 
one in the win column. Their 
record now is at a team low of 1 - 
7-1. 

Coach Tim Conley said his 
team isn't as bad as the record. He 
believes it’s a combination of 
things. Key injuries early in the 
season, very competitive games on 
the road, astroturf fields, which 
are not healthy for both teams to 
plav soccer on, and just not having 
the breaks fall their way, are just 
some reasons for the Braves 
unlucky start. 

Conley also said that his team 
is becoming very predictable. "The 
team we play seems like they 
know every move we re going to 
make. It is becoming frustrating." 


There are at least six or seven 
teams the Braves play against that 
are ranked in the top 20 of the 
Midwest Division I. There are 
only three teams they play that are 
not in Division 1. The Braves have 
a very tough schedule, and most ot 
those games are played on the 
road. 

They only play six home 
games. The Braves don't even have 
their own soccer field. They play 
at Peoria Notre Dame High 
School. Conley said he hopes that 
in the future, preferably next sea¬ 
son, the University could build the 
team a soccer field. He under¬ 
stands that building a soccer field 
for the team will not make them 
into a winner, but he knows it 
would make things a little easier. 

Last Friday, the Braves ran up 
against one of the toughest teams 
in the nation in Southern lllinois- 
Edwardsville. S.I.U. is ranked in 
the top 5 of Division I. S.I.U.- 
Edwardsvilie scored the first five 


goals of the game. Conley said 
that all five goals scored by 
S.I.U. -Edwardsville were excellent 
goals. Then in the second half of 
the game both teams put their 
reserves in. The Braves scored two 
nice goals, one by Dave Bushey 
and the other goal was scored by 
Jim Gari. The final score was 5-2. 

Conley said that S.I.U.- 
Edwardsville clearly earned the 
victory. On Sept. 24, the Braves 
played Southwest Missouri State 
University, whom are ranked 8 th 
in the Midwest Division I. 
Southwest Missouri State is not as 
talented as S.I.U. -Edwardsville, 
but they still gave the Braves one 
tough time. 

The final score was 3-1, with 
Dave Bushey scoring the Braves 
only goal. Conley said he was 
surprised Southwest Missouri State 
dominated the game. He said he 
didn't expect his team to play the 
wav they did

Before the baseball tournament 
began, it had been determined that 
head-to-head competition would 
occur if two teams in the tourna¬ 
ment were tied after the scheduled 
games were completed. However, 
no one imagined all five teams in 
the tournament would finish with a 
2-2 record. 

To the Brave’s advantage, the 
run differential rule was used to 
determine the winner of the tour¬ 
nament. After calculating the 
number of runs scored by all five 
teams participating in the tourna¬ 
ment, Bradley was declared the 
winner of its own fall baseball 
tournament. 

Evansville, Lewis, St. Xavier 
and Western Illinois University 
competed against Bradley in the 
tournament. 

Mike Grace, sophomore, 
pitched for the Braves when they 
faced Evansville in the opening 
game of the tournament. Despite 
Bradley's 4-1 loss, Dewey Kalmer, 
head baseball coach, said Graces 
pitching performance was "one of 
his best efforts since coming to 
Bradley." 

David Geeve, a transfer student 
from Oakton Community College, 
gave up eight unearned runs as the 
Braves lost their second game of 
the tournament. 11-6, to Lewis. 

Following their loss to Lewis, 
the Braves bounced back to defeat 
St. Xavier, 6-4. 

Freshman Joe Petcka was the 
winning pitcher for Bradley. 

After sitting out the majority of 


last year's spring season due to I 
injury, Brian Shouse pitched a i 
two-hitter against Western Illinois I. 
and earned the win as Bradley 1 
shut-out Western, 13-0. 

"I’m pleased with the outcome ■ 
of the tournament," Kalmer said. I 
"We played well and right now 1 
we re probably missing nine | 
players who will be key personnel I 
for us during the spring season." 

Kalmer thinks three main intan- I 
gibles - team chemistry, morale I 
and leadership -- are the biggest | 
challenge facing the Braves in the 1 
spring season.

Pizza delivery 
car stolen

Weisberg case tried, verdict due today

The Arbitration Board held a 
closed hearing yesterday to hear a 
discrimination charge that was 
filed against Sigma Alpha Epsilon 
Fraternity (SAE) by former 
pledge, Eric Weisberg. 

The hearing lasted an hour and 
a half, and a decision is expected 
to be reached today. 

Weisberg, 18, claims he was 
depledged from the fraternity fol¬ 
lowing two alleged incidents of 


anti-semitism. 

According to Drew Miller, 
president of SAE, Weisberg’s reli¬ 
gious preference had nothing to do 
with his depledgement, but instead 
he was removed due to conflicts 
which arose between Weisberg and 
active members in the house. 

"For some reason Eric thinks 
there is some hidden motive we 
had for depledging him and there 
really isn’t," Miller said prior to 
the hearing. 

Since filing the complaint, 
Weisberg had not only received 
many supportive phone calls, but

he also had contacted the Anti- 
Defamation League in Cleveland, 
his hometown, who referred him 
to the Chicago office. 

The A.D.L. is a 76-year-old 
Civil Rights and Human Relations 
organization founded in Chicago 
which monitors and responds to 
incidents of anti-semitism and 
bigotry. It is now an international 
organization with 31 regional 
offices in the United States. 

After being told of the 
incidents, the A.D.L. said they 
informed President Martin G. 
Abegg and higher school officials 
by letter that the organization was 


aware of the charges. 

'The A.D.L. regards 
Weisberg’s allegations very seri¬ 
ously," Michael Sandberg, 
Midwest Civil Rights director, 
said. "We have written to the 
president of the University telling 
him of the charges and urging him 
to investigate them thoroughly and 
independently, suggesting that if 
they have merit, steps would need 
to be taken to show that Bradley 
University takes its own anti- 
discrimination policy seriously." 

President Abegg received the 
letter and turned it over to Dr.

Bradley voted number one in Midwest academics

Bradley moved from 11th place 
in a 1987 survey to fifth place in 
the Midwest category of colleges 
and universities in the U.S. News 
and World Report’s biennial survey 
of America’s best colleges and 
universities. Bradley ranked first in 
academic reputation. 

The results were based on sta¬ 
tistical data from the schools. Col¬ 
leges and universities were rated in 
five categories: student selectivity, 
faculty quality, academic reputa¬ 
tion, financial resources and reten¬ 
tion rates. Academic reputation 
was based on a poll of college 
deans and professional educators. 

Gary Bergman, executive direc¬ 


tor of enrollment management, 
said he attributes Bradley’s higher 
rank this year to "enhanced aware¬ 
ness of Bradley. We’ve marketed 
Bradley. Also increased contacts 
with prospective students and their 
parents have helped professional 
educators become more aware of 
Bradley." 

Bergman said, "When you’re 
rated number - one (in academic 
reputation) by your peers that’s 
something you can be proud of. 
There is a feeling by professional 
educators that Bradley has a high 
quality education." 

In contrast to its first place rank 
in academic reputation, Bradley 
ranked 72nd in financial resources. 

Financial resources include an 
operational budget and an endow¬ 


ment. An endowment is a fund in 
which the principle provides a 
self-sustaining income for the 
University. Dr. Alan Gaisky, asso¬ 
ciate provost of student affairs, 
said he estimates the endowment is 
.5 percent of the operating budget, 
and he said it should be at one to 
one and a half percent of the 
budget. 

Both Bergman and Gaisky said 
one of the University’s goals is to 
increase the endowment. 

Gaisky said the University will 
probably see positive effects 
because of the U.S. News’ survey, 
but he said the results must also be 
put into perspective. 

The survey doesn’t make you

Vandalism: how 
low can it go? 


I never knew buildings could mysteriously change identity, but lately 
every time I walk by what used to be the Olin Hall of Science is now the 
Olin Hll of Science and the all of Scee. 

A minute’s walk away from Olin Hall, small trees are ripped out or 
seemingly chopped off at the base. In the residence halls toilets are tom 
apart, sinks ripped out of the walls, ceiling tiles torn down and graffiti 
infects the walls. In the Student Apartment Complex, on the second floor 
in the north wing, the wall is kicked in. In Heitz hall near room 121, 
newly painted walls were scraped by someone walking the hall with a 
sharp object too close to the wall. 

All of these, and other useless acts, are crimes of vandalism against 
school property and do not need to go on. Vandalism not only makes the 
University appear bad but makes the students appear unintelligent and 
disrespectful, and above all, its costing the students money. 

"Vandalism is an ongoing problem, it impacts our budget, and in 
turn, it impacts tuition and fees," Mark Struss, director of facilities 
management said. 

Struss said it will cost $90-$ 120 to replace the tree that was ripped 
out of the ground and $4,286 to replace the three Olin Hall signs. 'The 
signs are expensive to replace, but we can’t afford not to do it. We have 
to keep the campus clean and presentable," Struss said. 

In a recent letter to the editor in the Sept. 22, 1989 issue of the 
Scout , Charles Egner wrote, "sinks were destroyed, toilet seats were 
ripped off, door knobs found missing and ceiling panels shattered" on the 
fourth floor of Williams Hall. Struss said it costs about $250 to replace 
the sink itself, not including labor. The cost of a single 2 by 4 lay-in ceil¬ 
ing tile is $2, but the cost of labor is about $4 per half hour. A 1 by 1 
interlocking ceiling tile, like those in the William’s hallways, cost even 
more and have to be taken apart and reconstructed unlike the lay-in ones 
that can be removed almost effortlessly. 

Egner, in his letter, also wrote about toilets and urinals being 
covered with vomit, urine and defecation. This is utterly disgusting and 
reprehensible. If this did occur, these awful people should be caught, and 
their faces should be rubbed in their messes. And what about the other 
students living on that floor? Where were they supposed to go to use the 
bathroom? 

Last semester, on the first floor of the residence hall where I lived, 
the bathroom floor was covered with vomit for an entire weekend. At 
first I was repulsed, but then I got angry. I wasn’t angry at the custodial 
staff for not cleaning it up because I don’t think they should have to per¬ 
form such degrading jobs, but I was mad at the student who had done it. 

They may have been drunk or they many have simply been sick, but 
no matter, they should have cleaned up their own mess. As Egner so elo¬ 
quently stated at the end of his letter, "...if you’re going to spend 
Daddy’s money getting wasted at BU parties, go defecate, urinate, vomit 
and vandalize your Daddy’s bathroom. See if he’ll clean it up." 

Struss also showed me polaroids taken at the end of last semester of 
various acts of vandalism that disgusted me. 

In April, the ceiling of the ground floor in University Hall was 
totally pulled down, metal bar frames and all. The new ceiling in the 
Haussler Hall combative gym, which was completed in February and cost 
$ 5 , 000 , was bombarded with balls that caused large holes in the ceiling. 

Also last semester, some students took it upon themselves to 
decorate their white walls in 402 Wyckoff with black markers and pens. 
Struss showed me the picture of the room with the one wall covered with 
meaningless, stupid graffiti. Cost of repairs, including 26 hours of labor, 
was $330. Also at the end of last semester, the skylight in Harper was 
shattered with a beer bottle. Struss said it cost about $450 for the repairs. 

The vandalism this year isn’t any worse or better than in past years, 
but I feel the damage caused isn’t as connected with alcohol as it has in 
the past, but a lot of what we do see is related to alcohol abuse, Struss 
said. 

Struss also talked about vandalism to University grounds and the 
impact mud football has on the lawn and after, when the players return to 
their residence halls, and vandalize the bathrooms, carpeting and eleva¬ 
tors. 

They come in from playing mud football and the bathrooms are a 
mess. I don’t think it’s funny, somebody is going to get hurt out there on 
a rock they don’t see or what ever else is out there. What they do to the 
residence halls afterwards is definitely vandalism and if they decide to 
play mud football out there after that Student Center Quad has been 
landscaped that will also be considered vandalism, Struss said. 

Struss also said students complain about the elevators in residence 
halls, that they are working improperly or messy, but the University 
spends over $1000 per year on elevator maintenance. The University has 
a $ 20,000 per year elevator service maintenance contract for residence 
hall elevators and academic halls but people are constantly vandalizing 
elevators. In the Student Center elevator, which is hardly eight months 
old, someone scratched into one of the light up panels some vulgar and 
degrading words, someone else then came along and scratched out the 
words. What is happening? 

Tm not going to go into the spiel about being proud of your school 
and this is your "home away from home" but students need to be respect- 
fill of other students. If one person or a group of people are destroying 
the property of all the students (sinks, toilets, etc.) then something must 
be done. And this shouldn’t have to lie in the hands of the administration 
or campu^security but within the hands of the students. Students should 
be conscious and courteous of each other, not destroying and vandalizing 
community property.

Thomas* remembers the night 
like it was yesterday. His father 
was supposed to pick him up from 
little league at 6 p.m., but he 
never showed up at the baseball 
field. Thomas walked home alone 
that night and found his father 
slumped over the kitchen table 
passed out in his own vomit. Tho¬ 
mas will never forget that night. 

Jennifer * remembers only being 
a very small child when her 
mother left. Her father repeatedly 
drank at office luncheons, office 
parties and office gatherings and 
would come home drunk and 
angry. Jennifer has a medium¬ 
sized reddish scar over her eye 


that she got when her father threw 
her to the floor. The countertop 
got in the way of Jennifer’s fall. 
Jennifer will never forget that 
night. 

But Thomas and Jennifer are 
not alone. According to a 
Newsweek article (Jan. 18, 1988) 
more than 28 million Americans 
have at least one parent in the 
throes of an alcohol affliction. 
More than 10 million people in the 
United States are addicted to 
alcohol, and most of them have 
children. One out of four .families 
has some type of alcohol or drug 
problem and the numbers just keep 
rising. 

At Bradley University, adult 
children of alcoholics (COAs) now 
have a therapy group where they 
can work through the anger, pain 
and fear in a positive and creative 
way. The group meets at 4:10

"We need to create an associa¬ 
tion. We need to let people know 
they’re not alone, that having an 
alcoholic parent doesn’t have to be 
the secret nobody talks about. 
Until there’s an awareness in the 
student’s mind that ’hey, I’m not by 
myself, my feelings aren’t crazy,’ 
then most students will come out," 
George Armstrong, co-facilitator 
of the COA group and a substance 
abuse counselor at Bradley said. 

Armstrong said there has been 
an Alcoholic Anonymous group on 
campus in the past, but this is the 
3rd year for the adult children of 
alcoholics. This is Armstrong’s 
first year as group leader. 

Armstrong, a recovering 
alcoholic, has taught speech classes 
and the "University Experience," a 
class all incoming freshmen are 
required to take, during his 27 
years as a professor. Armstrong 
also has coached the Bradley 
speech team for 25 years. 

"Just in the last 10 years has 
the self-help movement really 
grown. In 1974, when the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association deter¬ 
mined alcoholism was a disease, 
third party insurance treatment 
became possible," Armstrong said. 

According to the Newsweek 
article, "The movement is only 
about six years old...five years ago

Capsule marks celebration

Every year, Bradley University 
pays tribute to founder Lydia Moss 
Bradley and her commitment to the 
education of young men and 
women. 

This year. Founder’s Day was 
celebrated with the annual Convo¬ 
cation, an alumni luncheon, a 1939 
class reunion and the burial of a 
time capsule. 

TIME CAPSULE: 2097 was 
buried near the new campus 
entrance of the Cullom-Davis 
Library as a part of Founder’s Day 
1989. The capsuld will be dug up 
on Founder’s Day 2097, Bradley 
University’s bicentennial. 

'The intent was to leave a 
present for 2097/ Ellen Watson, 
library director, said. 'With this 
time capsule, we are replicating 
Lydia Moss Bradley’s commitment 
to the future." 

According to Watson, the plan 
for TIME CAPSULE: 2097 was 
initiated in July, 1988 by some 
staff members. It was planned to 
coincide with the $5.4 million 
expansion of the library, the larg¬ 
est project in the Campaign for 
Bradley as well as in the history of 
the University. 

"This just seemed like the right 
time," Watson said when asked 
why the burial did not take place 
at the library’s dedication 
ceremony. 

TIME CAPSULE: 2097 was 
officially launched on Founder’s 
Day last year. Since then, posters 
and invitations were sent out to 
campus and community organiza¬ 


tions, and faculty and staff 
members, requesting items for the 
project. 

Among the 70 items enclosed in 
the capsule is a letter to the 
president of the University in 2097 
written by Martin Abegg, 
president of the University, 1989. 
A "Campaign for Bradley" banner 
was also enclosed. Other items 
contributed to the capsule were 
photographs, essays, books, post¬ 
ers, t-shirts, pins, artwork, an ori¬ 
ginal music score, a piece of pot¬ 
tery unearthed during the construc¬ 
tion of the Heuser Art Center, a 
calculator, a Bible and a computer 
disk. 

"We didn’t censor anything," 
Watson said. "We just worried if 
everything would fit and if the 
items would last." 

The vault in which the items 
were placed was donated by the 
Abel Vault and Monument Com¬ 
pany in Pekin. 

Preceding the TIME CAP¬ 
SULE: 2097 burial was the annual 
Founder’s Day Convocation to 
honor Bradley’s founder as well as 
the faculty, staff, and administra¬ 
tion that makes Bradley what it is 
today. Several speeches were made 
and awards were given for 
excellence in teaching, research, 
and public service. The awards 
and their recipients were: 

• George Armstrong, assistant 
professor of communication, 
received the Francis C. Mergen 
Memorial Award for Community 
Service. 

• Dr. Edward J. Kaizer, pro¬ 
fessor of music and internationally 
acclaimed pianist, received the 
Samuel Rothberg Professional 


Excellence Award. 

• Dr. Doan Modianos, associ¬ 
ate professor of business adminis¬ 
tration, received the Putnam 
Award for Excellence in Teaching. 

• Dr. Lori Ann Russell, assis¬ 
tant professor of education, 
received the 1989 Burlington 
Northern Foundation Faculty 
Achievement award for Teaching. 


• Dr. James Gamer, assistant 
professor of physics, received the 
Burlington Northern Foundation 
Faculty Achievement Award for 
Scholarship. 

Service awards for years of ser¬ 
vice to the University and Emer¬ 
itus titles were also recognized at 
the Convocation.

Jackson, who has been deliver¬ 
ing for Dominos for four months, 
said he has not had any problems 
previous to this. 

Baer said he knows of theft of a 
pizza delivery car occurring one 
other time. According to Baer the 
students were playing a practical 
joke and they, moved the delivery 
man’s car. 

"What students don’t understand 
is what they consider to be a prac¬ 
tical joke could jeopardize their 
future if someone presses charges 
against them," Baer said. 

Grand theft auto can be con¬ 
sidered a felony Baer said. "But if 
the State’s Attorney prosecutes, 
that is another issue. " 

Baer said one other incident 
occurred in front of Wyckoff Hall 
involving theft from a pizza 
delivery car. During the second or 
third week of school a delivery 
man went back to his truck and his 
pizza bag and pizzas were missing. 
A student confessed to the driver 
before the police appeared on the 
scene, and no charges were 
pressed. 

On Oct. 7 an attempt was made 
to steal another Domino’s car in 
front of Wyckoff Hall. The driver 
walked out and caught two males 
in his car. He told them to get out, 
and they ran away. 

Other pizza companies have 
also had problems delivering to 
Bradley. Last year Brenda Brooks, 
a Pizza Hut employee, said stu¬ 
dents took a delivery car for a ride 
around the block while the 
delivery man was in the building. 
No charges were pressed against 
these students. They have not 
experienced any problems this 
year. 

Pizza World has never had a 
car stolen on Bradley’s campus, 
but they have had pizzas stolen out 
of the truck, though this has not 
occurred recently. They never 
caught or charged anyone with 
theft. 

"We enjoy coming to Bradley. 
If they want to play with us, we 
can play back, but don’t take our 
cars," Jackson said. 

Jackson also said if things get 
too bad delivering to Bradley, they 
may have to re-evaluate delivering 
here.

Since the attempted coup on 
Oct. 3rd, two different versions of 
what actually happened have sur¬ 
faced. The official administration 
position is that the United States 
did not have any involvement in 
planning the coup and chose not to 
take any action once it began, 
except for closing two roads to 
protect American military person¬ 
nel. 

The other version (gossip) that 
is floating around has George’s 
administration deciding to take 
action a little late in the game, thus 
losing out on the worm.

"We want to promote unity 
among' the residents and give them 
something to do. Their place of 
residence is more than just a place 
to sleep," Cada said. 


On Dec. 20, 1985 Bradley 
signed a contract with American 
Telephone and Telegraph, forming 
a partnership that has propelled the 
school into the 21st century. The 
partnership leases computer equip¬ 
ment and software as well as infor¬ 
mational support. 

Now 600 rooms in four 
residence halls have computers as 
part of the "Residence Hall of the 
Future" (RHF) project. This 
affects over 1,125 students and 73 
percent of the freshman class. 

Bradley has added between 
130-160 rooms to the RHF project 
each year, since the program 
began in August, 1985. Availabil¬ 
ity was a major factor in planning 
for the program. "The idea was to 
have as many students as possible 
involved in the program," Joel 
Hartman, associate provost for 
information technology, said. 

More improvements 
planned for the program 
university is considering joining 
INTER-NET, a national network 
of over 60,000 computers on col¬ 
lege campuses, which includes 
almost a million users. "If you 
think about it, this (INTER-NET) 
is plugging into data systems from 
Harvard, Stanford, University of 
Illinois and the University of Min¬ 
nesota, " Hartman said. 

The program will provide an 
improved communication network 
for students, faculty and student 
organizations. 

Bradley is also considering 
hooking up with a "super" com¬ 
puter in Champaign. This system 
will benefit faculty and computer 
science and engineering students in 
problem analysis.

The 


Projects on Bradley’s campus 
include doubling the number of 
computers in the library and 
improvements to facilities across 
campus. Computers and audio 
visual equipment will be added in 
the business and engineering col* 
leges as part of the renovation pro¬ 
ject that will link up Jobst and 
Baker Halls and move business 
school offices into Lovelace Hall. 

The physics and chemistry 
departments plan to computerize 
the lab curriculum. This will 
include computers that can be 
wired into experiments to collect 
data, run studies and send results 
to a central computer to finish lab 
reports. 

Maintenance has played an 
important role in the RHF pro¬ 
gram. "Maintenance has been 
fairly responsive in solving any 
problems that have occurred...and 
a full-time engineer was hired for 
the project recently to enhance ser¬ 
vices." Steve Patrick, director of 
computing services, said. 

Educating students to use the 
system to its potential has been a 
key part of the RHF program. 
Revised manuals, a computer hot¬ 
line and paid student trainers in 
each hall are all steps that have 
been taken this year to improve the 
program. 

Faculty are also involved with 
the improvements. This fall 67 
percent of the faculty will have 
computers and 57 percent of these 
will be linked to the mainframes. 
"We planned it so faculty and stu¬ 
dents could move through the pro¬ 
gram at the same rate," Hartman 
said.

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Hedda wreaks havoc at Hartmann

"What kind of power do you 
have over me?" Ivan demands of 
Hedda in the first act. Hedda, and 
the actress that portrays her, Lilly 
Shaw, indeed have a strange kind 
of power over their surroundings. f 
This powerful play promises great 
entertainment this weekend as 
"Hedda Gabler" opens at the Hart¬ 
mann Center. 

This second major theater pro¬ 
duction for Bradley this season is a 
modern classic written by Henrik 
Ibsen. The play was chosen by the

Bradley theater department for two 
reasons, Jim Ludwig, director of 
Bradley theater, said. It is tradi¬ 
tional that Bradley present a blend 
of modern theater as well as clas¬ 
sic plays. Although this play was 
written about one hundred years 
ago, it is regarded as a classic. 

Hedda Gabler also provides 
excellent roles for four women as 
well as three men. The play is 
definitely a female dominated play, 
which is a change from mcny clas¬ 
sic plays. 

Ludwig describes the play as 
"an example of photographic real¬ 
ism which is a style that brings a 
slice of reality to stage. Our goal 
was a modern interpretation of the 
play, presenting it in an interpre¬ 
tive style." 

This style is achieved by Chris 
Sumption, the visiting director, 
and Julie Martino, the guest set 
designer and lighting director. 
Sumption has experience as a 
regional director in Chicago and 
throughout the country. Martino is 
a Bradley graduate and now works 
as a free-lance set designer in Chi¬ 
cago. 

The cast has been rehearsing 
for five weeks. Casting is one of 
the strong points of "Hedda 
Gabler". "One of the nice things 
about having a guest director is 
that they can be totally objective in 


casting. They have no previous 
knowledge of the students, they 
just see the actor," Ludwig said. 

Freshman Lilly Shaw promises 
an impressive performance as 
Hedda Gabler. Her performance 
last month in New Faces was very 
impressive and she excels in this 
role as well. Hedda is a very 
manipulative and controlling char¬ 
acter, and Shaw portrays that 
power well. It seems she has well 
in hand the other characters and 
their actions. 

The four women characters are 
clearly in charge of the action in 
the female dominated play. Sarah 
Ahmad, Sarah Braun, and Beatrice 
Casini play the other women in the 
play. Jim Stauffer presents a very 
believable character as George 
Tesman, Hedda’s husband. Dean 
Gallagher and David Kraft play 
men of Hedda’s past. 

The set is a larger and more 
complex creation than often used 
at the theater, and the result is 
very impressive. The setting 
frames the actors, contributes to 
the style of the play and gives 
more room for the actors to move. 

The story of the strong-willed, 
power-wielding, impatient Hedda 
Gabler is one that promises to 
keep the audience’s attention. She 
is clearly in charge of the men in 
her life, most obviously of her 
husband, George. Although just 
back from her honeymoon at the 
beginning of the play, she is 
dissatisfied with her marriage, her 
husband and her "terribly boring" 
life. Her discussion with Judge 
Brack, an old flame of hers, how¬ 
ever, describes Hedda’s attitude not 
only of her marriage but life, as 
she compares it to a train ride. "I 
never jump out," Hedda says. 

Because there’s always someone 
trying to look at your legs," 
replies the Judge. 

Hedda Gabler opens tonight at 
the Hartmann Center at 8 p.m. It 
plays tomorrow at 8 p.m. and 
Sunday at 2:30 p.m. It plays next 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday at 8 
p.m. and Saturday at 11 p.m. in a 
special production for Bradley stu¬ 
dents. Its closing performance is 
next Sunday at 2:30 p.m. 


Center develops new direction for Bradley’s wellness

Wellness currently may not be 
the biggest trend to hit Bradley 
University since Chicago Cubs 
fever, but Dr. Ann Jones only 
needs time to see it happen. 

"I see great things as being 
possible with wellness -- they’re 
moving that way," said the new 
director of the Center for Wellness 
and Counseling. 

Jones said wellness is an idea 
rediscovered about eight y$ars ago 
that has become a movement. "It’s 
a new discovery in that now we’re 
really doing something about it," 
she said. "But all my life I’ve 
believed in it." 

The wellness concept focuses 
on an individual’s well-being 
through healthy maintenance of his 
or her various emotional and phy¬ 
sical dimensions. By identifying 
the current conditions and goals of 


each dimension, an individual may 
ultimately live a fuller and happier 
life. 

"It’s a philosophy that deals 
with self-responsibility, free choice 
and an awareness that human kind 
is made up of many dimensions to 
reach*our self-actualization," Jones 
said. 

"And if you don’t believe I 
practice my own wellness, then I 
don’t think we have anything else 
to talk about." 

The matter-of-fact tone of 
Jones’ gentle voice contradicts any 
suspicion that this conversation 
migjit be over. This soft-spoken 
but resolute woman commands an 
energy she attributes to wellness — 
and she needs to share it. 

"I feel it radiate from me and it 
bumps you. Can’t you feel it?" 
Jones asks, pulling her chair 
several feet across the floor to 
bring herself only inches away. 

Tm invading your personal 


space," she announces. "Doesn’t 
this make you uncomfortable? You 
can feel that, can’t you?" She 
draws back against her chair. "My 
energy is like that except it’s a 
positive energy, and you can feel 
it," she said. 

Indeed, this positive energy 
seems inherent to Jones’ profes¬ 
sional endeavors as well as her 
personality. A Utah native, Jones 
graduated from Alabama’s Provi¬ 
dence School of Nursing in 1969 
and worked as a pediatric 
registered nurse primarily in 
McHenry County until 1978. 

Jones said she loved nursing 
and probably would have stayed 
with it if not for complications 
from a critical illness that has left 
her legally blind. 

"I decided to go back to 
school," Jones said. "I had no idea 
what I wanted to do. I just knew I 
wanted to help people and do 
something where my vision

The Dance Corps is an organi¬ 
zation started by freshmen Gina 
Manzo and Lisa Wages. "We 
began the organization because 
there was no organization like this 
on campus," Manzo said. "We 
wanted to have control of our 
choreography and performances." 

Manzo, who is president and 
head choreographer, has had 2 
years of modem jazz training and 
in high school was in charge of an 
annual dance concert where she 
choreographed and taught the rou¬ 
tines. Manzo said she learned to 
dance mostly from watching other 
people. "I was influenced mainly 
by my relatives and friends. I grew 
up in dance clubs and picked up a 
lot of moves from other people 
and incorporated my own style." 

Wages, vice-president and head 
choreographer, has had 8 years of 
modem jazz training and did some 
dancing for her high school dance 
choir.

The dancing style of the Corps

"We want people who like to 
dance and are willing to put in 
time." Both Manzo and Wages 
agree that the Corps is not only for 
people who have talent. "It’s an 
outlet for people to enjoy dancing 
and to express themselves," Wages 
said. 


There has been a lot of positive 
feedback from the students. "Stu¬ 
dents have really been supportive 
and encouraging. There seem to be 
a lot of interest generated," Wages 
said. Peggy Sassarossi, director of 
student activities, has also been 
very helpful in starting the Dance 
Corps. "She has really been 
encouraging and wants to see this 
organization become successful," 
Manzo said. 

In the future both Manzo and 
Wages said they want to expand 
the number of dancers and build 
amount of performances. They 
also want the members to contri-, 
bute as much as they can to the 
choreography and overall perfor¬ 
mance of the group. "The most 
important part of the group is the 
imput of the dancers," Wages said. 
"We want everyone to cooperate." 

If you are interested in joining 
the Dance Corps there is an infor¬ 
mational meeting at 6:30 p.m. on 
Monday, Oct. 16, in the dance stu¬ 
dio in Haussler Hall. "We 
encourage anyone who is 
enthusiastic about dancing and is 
enthusiastic about learning new 
moves to join," Manzo said.

should go into counseling because 
of her interest in other people’s 
well-being, and she received her 
doctorate in counseling from NIU 


on Aug. 12. 

"People say ’You must love 
being called doctor’ and I tell them 
I just love being done," she said. 
She said she believes that her nurs¬ 
ing background, her family experi- 
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ence and her doctorate provide her 
with a strong feel for the physical, 
social and technical aspects of 
wellness counseling. 

With four children living away 
from home and her husband and 
four dogs living in DeKalb for 
another few weeks, Jones, 53, has 
put tremendous energy into her 
new position she assumed two 
months ago. She eagerly antici¬ 
pates the arrival of a new coordi¬ 
nator for the wellness program and 
commends the personal commit¬ 
ment to wellness from her CWC 
coworkers. 

"I want it to be known about 
campus that we’re ultimately con¬ 
cerned about the wellness of our 
students, faculty and staff," she 


said. "We also need the adminis¬ 
tration to realize that wellness 
takes energy and funds. The stu¬ 
dents and faculty and staff need to 
let administration know about their 
concern for wellness." 

'Tm excited and optimistic 
about it," Jones said. She 
describes the excitement as a type 
of mob action in which more and 
more people get caught up, build¬ 
ing an energy above and beyond 
the capabilities of each involved 
individual. 

Jones describes her work at 
CWC as "a dream come true". 
She said when she applied for the 
position, she could not believe that 
someone had combined wellness 
and counseling in such a manner. 


"If you ever talk about getting 
your dream, I’ve got it — when 
you start with people vvho have the 
same belief as you do and you 
work in- an organization that has 
roughly the same goals as you 
have," Jones said. "We’re 
all...striving toward the same goal, 
which is concern for others and 
not just their psychological coun¬ 
seling needs." 

Jones said she often gets 
involved working too hard and 
doesn’t take enough time for her¬ 
self. 'Then I have to shake 
myself," she said. 

"I go outside and see God’s 
world and breathe the fresh air, 
and suddenly you know why you’re 
here. "

Udder success

"Yes, ril have some of that 
coffee and go ahead and -- put 
mine in a cone." 

'That sounds pretty good, but I 
think I’m gonna stick with some of 
the cookie dough, and Til also 
have mine in a cone." 

No, these two people aren’t 
crazy or dreaming. What they are 
doing is trying out two of the 
many kinds of unique ice cream 
that Frank Abnour has created in 
his own hand dipped ice cream 
store. The Spotted Cow. 

The Spotted Cow is famous in 
Peoria because of such ice cream 
flavors as cookie dough, coffee, 
heath bar and pumpkin and 
Abnour’s success is growing with 
each scoop. 

"A lot of times, the customers 
give me a lot of the ideas,' 
Abnour said. "Most of the flavors 
are trial and error. What we like 
to do is have a lot of fun, and we 
want people to have fun so I listen 
to them." 

"What he does is make notes of 
what people suggest and tries the 
flavors out," employee Angie Rey¬ 
nolds said. 'In fact, if he uses 
your suggestion, he might name it 
after you." 

So far everything is working 
out great. Abnour started out by 
selling ice cream out of carts, 
because he felt that you couldn’t 
find good ice cream in Peoria 
anymore. 

"This was something that was 
created out of unemployment," 
Abnour said. "I always ate a lot of 


ice cream when I was growing up 
and when I wasn’t happy with the 
quality of ice cream around here, I 1 
started a business with a push cart. I 
I was only going to do this until I / 
could make enough money to 
move out of town." 

Abnour’s success should come 
as no surprise, since he comes 
from a family of self-employers. 

"He has watched six of his 
brothers and sisters work and has I 
knocked out all the kinks that they I 
had," sister Louise Hodge said. 

"As long as I can ever remember, 
Frank has always loved ice cream 
and since his brother and mother 
were self-employed, he decided 
to." 

Abnour’s decision worked out 
for the best and although he prob¬ 
ably won’t be expanding on his 
two Peoria stores, anywhere else 
in Peoria, he may try another store 
outside of Peoria. If not, other 
possibilities may include push carts 
at golf courses, video stores or air¬ 
ports. 

Some of the biggest sellers at 
The Spotted Cow include his 
coffee ice cream, which Louise’s 
husband thought of, late night cho¬ 
colate (which includes Kahlua, cin¬ 
namon and chocolate), and 
pumpkin ice cream. 

Although Abnour’s business is 
doing well, he never stops thinking 
of ways to improve. 

"We are working on more 
things to do with yogurts and then 
we want to work on something for 
diabetics. One other thing we want 


to work on is ice cream pizza that 
you can buy by the slice. Right 
now we’re just gonna stay away 
from doing things that are ordi¬ 
nary, " Abnour said. 

Another thing that helps to 
make Abnour’s business prosper is 
the fact that he doesn’t close down 
in the winter like most other ice 
cream places do. 

"Part of our advantage of being 
open throughout the year is that 


we get an opportunity to make ice 
cream for the different seasons," 
Abnour said. "We are going to sell 
pumpkin ice cream now and when 
it .gets closer to Christmas, we’ll 
sell egg nog ice cream and other 
ice cream that has mint flavor. 

"My theory is that anyone c^n 
sell ice cream in the summer add 
the most successful places are the 
ones that can survive during the 
winter, but if you have a store like 


mine, where you lease it all.year 
round, you just have to be a little 
more creative." '

Student, Senate this week 
created an ad hoc committee to 
address the growing problem of 
campus vandalism, citing one 
source who said vandals caused 
University property damage of 
over $8000 during one recent 
weekend.

Senate 
opened general discussion concern¬

possible legal consequences of van¬ 
dalism. 

Campus Affairs also named 
committees to address other 
campus concerns and projects 
including parking regulations, ins¬ 
tallation of automated teller 
machines on campus, outdoor bul¬ 
letin boards, work-study/co-op 
suggestions, and handicapped facil¬ 
ities. 

Brian Scott, vice-president, 
announced nominations are being 
taken for open Senate seats 
representing the Heitz, WES and 
Greek constituencies. Any 
interested Bradley student must 
submit a letter to the Senate execu¬ 
tive board and attend next 
Monday’s Senate meeting 3:30 
p.m. for elections. 

Bums also said that Dr. Alan 
Gaisky, associate provost for stu¬ 
dent affairs, will be at the next 
meeting to discuss admissions and 
enrollment figures, and address 
students’ concerns.

there were 21 people in an organi¬ 
zation called the National Associa¬ 
tion for Children of Alcoholics; 
today there are more than 7,000." 

George Vaillant, a Dartmouth 
Medical School professor, said it 
is important to think of alcoholism 
not as an illness that affects bodily 
organs, but as an "illness that 
affects families." Perhaps the 
worst single feature of alcoholism, 
Vaillant adds, "is that it causes 
people to be unreasonably angry at 
the people that they love most."

Armstrong said some degree of 
pain might always be there for the 
CO As, but the group stresses posi¬ 
tive and creative human develop¬ 
ment, which will in turn hopefully 
create a positive and creative com¬ 
municator. 

The group uses the book, 
Twelve Steps for Adult Children by 
Veronica Ray. The book is divided 
into 12 steps also used by A A 
groups and other self-help groups. 
During the weekly meetings, the 
group discusses one of the steps 
and how to work through that 
phase of the healing process. 
Armstrong said to start recovering, 
the person must have to learn to 
live again by finding the person 
within. If you don’t find that per¬ 
son within, the recovery process 
may never take place, he said. 

"It didn’t take overnight to get 
where we are, and it’s not going to 
take overnight to work through the 
feelings...it might take just as long 
to recover" Armstrong said. 

But even if the COAs are able 
to recover, the number of people 
who fall into their parent’s addic-

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tion is staggering. 

Brain scans done by Mr. Henri 
Begleiter of the State University of 
New York College of Medicine in 
Brooklyn reveals that COAs often 
have deficiencies in the areas of 
the brain associated with emotion 
and memory. In this sense and in 
several other ways, the children of 
alcoholics closely resemble their 
parents, which is often an obses¬ 
sive personality and tendency to 
have a poor self-image. In fact, 
one in four becomes an alcoholic, 
as compared with one in 10 out of 
the general population. 

According to It Will Never 
Happen to Me , by Claudia Black, 
children in an alcoholic household 
never have an environment that is 
consistent and structured, two 
things that children strive on. Chil¬ 
dren who survive a parent’s 
alcoholism by displaying unusual 
coping behavior often experience 
"emotional and psychological 
deficits" later on. They are also 
likely to become alcoholics, Black 
said, because "alcohol helps these 
persons become less rigid loosen 
up and relax. When they drink, 
they aren’t quite so serious." 
Though those things happen to 
almost everyone who drinks, he 
said, that "for those who are stuck 
in unhealthy patterns, alcohol may 
be the only thing that can provide 
relief." 

Armstrong explained that male 
children become victims more 
often than female children due to a 
chemical imbalance in the brain 
called tetrahydroisoquianlan 

(THIQ). 'It’s clinically proven that 
sons are much more affected by 
alcoholism by their fathers and 
grandfathers than daughters are 
affected by their mothers, grand¬ 
mothers or fathers. THIQ forms in 


males’ brains. It does not form in 
females" Armstrong said. 

Another reason Armstrong said 
most COAs fall into the cycle of 
alcoholism is because it is a 
learned behavior. The COA finds 
comfort in the alcohol and drinks 
to find peace of mind. 

Janet Geringer Woititz, author 
of the book Adult Children of 
Alcoholics , explains that some 
COAs don’t "fall apart" until 
they’re in their 20s or 30s, and in 
some cases, especially those 
marked by violence or incest and 
sexual abuse (three times more 
common in alcoholic households 
than in the general population). 
Woititz also discusses 13 traits that 
most children from alcoholic 
households experience to some 
degree. These symptoms, she said, 
can pose lifelong problems. 

Some of the traits Woititz said 
adult children of alcoholics may 
have are: difficulty following a 
project from beginning to end, 
judge themselves without mercy, 
have difficulty having fun take 
themselves very seriously, con¬ 
stantly seek approval and 
affirmation, are super-responsible 
or super-irresponsible and lie when 
it would be just as easy to tell the 
truth. 

"I find myself having some of 
the COA traits and it scares me to 
death...I don’t drink, but I’m afraid 
Tm going to just freak out and 
start drinking because of what my 
father did" a senior Bradley 
student, who wished to remain 
unidentified said. 

In the end, Armstrong said, 
"it’s just a matter of getting in 
touch with yourself, letting go of 
the pain and growing, and hope¬ 
fully our group at Bradley will 
help COAs to do that."

We have over 13,000 troops in 
Panama who can easily take 


Noriega with a minimum of 
bloodshed, hopefully none, but 
instead of using them we abide by 
the rules of the OAS which shack¬ 
les us with the threat of disappro¬ 
val from the member countries if 
we move in. Hey, if the OAS does 
not like what we do, tell them to 
put sanctions on us, that is what 
they told us to do to Noriega. 


We should use our military to 
arrest Noriega, thus showing the 
drug lords that U.S. justice can 
reach into Latin America and 
increase our prestige among the 
countries to our South. 


We must remember the Panama 
Canal will slowly revert to the 
control of the Noriega regime, if 
we abide by the beloved treaty. A 
strategic point in our defense will 
then be ruled by some maniacal 
drug baron who will remember 


that the United States was the one 

who tried to overthrow him. 

While the danger presented to 
the canal through terrorist attack 
may increase by our moving 
against Noriega, it is a 
significantly lesser danger than that 
presented by Noriega if he is in 
power. 

We should certainly pay now 
through military intervention or we 
will pay very dearly later with a 
good deal of bloodshed and possi¬ 
bly no canal.

Panama and the overthrow of the 
Marcos government in the Philip¬ 
pines in 1986. In the Philippines, 
the plan to oust Marcos was ori¬ 
ginated by an organized opposi¬ 
tion, involved allies of the U.S. 
desiring a democracy and enjoyed 
the popular support of the people. 

In the Panamanian coup 
attempt, the opposition to Noriega 
that has the support of the 
Panamanian people was not even 
aware of the planned attempt. Its 
questionable at best, whether they 
would have been able to assert 
their authority had Noriega been 
removed. 


A more likely scenario is that 
the rebel military officers would 
have, continued Noriega’s oppres¬ 
sive rule over the people of 
Panama as well as the drug 
trafficking that supplies Noriega 
with millions of dollars a year. 
There is no evidence to cause us to 
believe otherwise. 

Are we willing to risk the lives 
of Americans in Panama? Should 
even one American die fighting to 
remove a dictator if he is only to 
be replaced by a group just like 
him, or worse? 

If the situation in Panama had 
been different, an organized coup 
by the democrat opposition to 


Noriega intending to improve the 
lives of the people of Panama and 
end the drug trafficking, there 
might be a justifiable argument for 
U.S. military involvement. 

However, that was clearly not 
the case with the failed coup in 
Panama. In our desire to remove 


Noriega, we must not fall into the 
trap of assuming that the govern¬ 
ment that would take over would 
automatically be better. 

By exercising restraint, George 
has revealed that there is at least a 
dim light at the end of his conser¬ 
vative tunnel. Don’t worry George, 
I won’t tell.

The Arbitration Board asked 
Weisberg to write a letter as to 
what he thought would be 
appropriate action toward SAE.

Tm Jewish, and Tm one of the 
people who voted him out," Adam 
Goldin, SAE member, said. 

"He’s just out for revenge. 
Everything he’s saying, he’s just 
lying about," Goldin said. 

Another Jewish active, Rick 
Rischall claims, "It’s never hap¬ 
pened in the three years I have 
been in SAE. I would not be a 
member of SAE if I thought in any 
way that they were putting down 
my religious faith." 

Mike Sophir, director of 
chapter development for SAE 
National, in Evanston, Ill., stated 
that SAE has a strong position 
against discrimination, and said he 
has not had any problems regard¬ 
ing discrimination both on 
Bradley’s campus or nationally.

Region of Division I. And on Oct. 

1 they played Oral Roberts 
University. 

The game against the Univer¬ 
sity of Tulsa was played under 
adverse conditions. They played in 
85 degree heat and on Astro-turf, 
which Bradley is not used to. At 
the end of the first half the score 
was tied at 0-0. In the second half, 
Tulsa came out with three consecu¬ 
tive goals.

SAE found innocent 

Lack of evidence cited

The Arbitration Board con¬ 
cluded last week that Eric Weis- 
berg, former Sigma Alpha Epsilon 
fraternity pledge, was neither 
harassed nor discriminated against 
by the fraternity or depledged due 
to his religious beliefs. 


Drew Miller, president of SAE, 
said he was happy about the deci¬ 
sion and now feels relieved that 
the hearing is over. 


The decision was reached based 
on a lack of evidence supporting 
Weisberg’s allegations that he was 
depledged because he is Jewish. 
Since there were no witnesses of 
the alleged discrimination, the 
board would not give a decision 
based on hearsay or unsubstan¬ 
tiated accounts. 


"I felt frustrated before the 
hearing with all the articles in the 
Scout and rumors that were flying 
around," Miller said. "I feel vin¬ 
dicated now, like the truth is 
finally out." 


Tm very disappointed with the 
decision. It may seem as if I lost 
but I haven’t. The whole point that 
I was trying to make was to make 
the campus aware of what was 
going on. Now I think they know 
and I continue to have support 
from everyone," Weisberg said. 


The University, which was sent 
a letter by the Anti-Defamation 
League concerning its interest in 
the case, is also satisfied with the 
decision.

Alarm reg ulations altered

In an effort to cut down on the 
number of fire engines coming out 
to Bradley for fire alarms, the 
University has reached an agree¬ 
ment with the Peoria Fire Depart¬ 
ment. 

This semester marked the 
beginning of the fire department 
coming out to every alarm the 
campus has, regardless of a false 
alarm or not. 

Administration wasn’t happy 
with this set-up because they didn’t 
think it was necessary for the fire 
trucks to come out for all alarms, 
especially for smoke detector mal¬ 
functioning and fire alarm testing, 
Ken Goldin, business manager, 
said. 

Dave Baer, director of security, 
agreed and said it was a waste of 
time for the fire department to 
come out for every alarm when it 
was obvious what caused it to go 
off. 

University officials met with the 
fire department and agreed if an 
alarm is being tested by mainte¬ 
nance or the switch was accidently 
hit by security, the fire department 
does not have to be called, Goldin 
said. They also decided if an alarm 
occurs and if it’s discovered to be 
false, the fire department is to be 
called back so they can send out 
only one truck, instead of the 


entire company. 

Ken Goldin, business manager, 
said the University and the fire 
department were satisfied with the 
agreement. "As far as we’re con¬ 
cerned, it’s resolved." 

Baer said when a fire alarm 
goes off, the person, a student, 
staff member or anyone else, needs 
to determine who to call first. If 
there is definitely smoke or a fire, 
call the fire department. If one is 
not sure, they should call the fire 
department or the dispatcher. 

"There are a lot of ifs involved 
in this," he said. If it’s determined 
it’s not a fire, but a false alarm, 
the operator or the fire department 
should be called back. This will 
enable the fire department to turn 
all but one of its trucks around. 
Only the fire department can 
officially determine if it’s a fire or 
not. 

Captain Bob Chappill of the 
Peoria Fire Department, said, "We 
are expecting Bradley to call us on 
each and every alarm. What some¬ 
times appears not to be a fire may 
turn into one later." This is why 
one truck will be sent out to 
check. "If we get deferred, we 
will still send in one company." 

Baer said there was a miscon¬ 
ception that Bradley security was 
to determine if it’s a fire. 'The fact 
is if the alarm goes off, call the 
fire department. They’re (security) 
not firemen. They’re there to 


assist.' 

Mike Murphy, director of hous¬ 
ing, said, "If we cut down on the 
number of the people who come 
down here, that’s good." He said 
this is important especially if the 
trucks are needed elsewhere. 

Some buildings, such as Harper 
and Heitz Halls have had more 
alarms than other buildings. Every 
building on campus is allowed 
three false alarms in a year. After 
that it costs $25 for the fourth to 
the 10th. Any false alarm after that 
costs $100. 

Mark Struss, director of facili¬ 
ties management, said the Univer¬ 
sity has received some bills for 
Harper and Heitz. "The University 
has the right to appeal them." 
They will be paid out of the facili¬ 
ties. 

Goldin said the false alarms are 
beginning to decrease. 'Tm seeing 
less reports. The bugs are starting 
to be worked out." 

Last semester the Underhill 
Apartments at 1206 W. College 
Ave. were donated to the Univer¬ 
sity. Goldin said the University 
was required to install alarms in 
the building because of an ordi¬ 
nance. A number of alarms were 
going off at the beginning to the 
semester. 

Golding said there were a few 
problems with the system, but the

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Greater racial awareness urged for BU

• In a panel on racism Monday^ 
night, participants sought to create 
a greater awareness about racism 
and discussed possible changes to 
eliminate racism at Bradley. 

The discussion, part of the 
"Race Against Racism" series, 
generated comments from students, 
faculty and anti-racism leaders. 
Also a 15-minute videotape of Dr. 
Aldon Morris’ address to students 
on Oct. 14, 1987 about racism was 
presented. Morris is a 1974 Brad¬ 
ley graduate and a scholar on 
racism. 

Clarence Brown, director . of 
personnel and affirmative action at 
Bradley, encouraged students to 
report incidents of racism, sexism 


and discrimination. He said many 

students are un awar e_of the 

University’s policies on these 
issues found in the student hand¬ 
book. He said although attitudes 
are difficult to change, behaviors 
can be and should be changed. 

Sid Husain, a student from Pak¬ 
istan, said the administration has 
failed to address the issue of 
racism on campus. 

"Looking away from it (racism) 
will only hurt the student body. No 
one is free when someone is 
oppressed," Husain said. 

Husain suggested that a Black 
Studies class be included as part of 
the general education require¬ 
ments. He said students are now 
taught to see the world only from 
a "white, European point of 
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Dr. Barbara Penelton, educa¬ 
tion professor and University 
ombudsman, echoed Husain’s com¬ 
ment when he said students with 
the least exposure to students from 
other ethnic and racial back¬ 
grounds are most dependent on the 
school for anti-racism education. 

"People who blunder, like peo¬ 
ple who laugh at racist jokes for 
example, are people whose careers 
are quickly short-circuited," she 
said. 

In the excerpt of Morris’ speech 
to Bradley students Morris called 
for a plan of action. He said cons¬ 
ciousness should be raised about 
racism and a more mixed student> 
and faculty body should be 
recruited. Morris encouraged black 
students "strive for academic 
•excellence." He said parents and 
community leaders are responsible 
I for teaching anti-racist values at 
1 home. 

Also in the 15-minute videotape 
excerpt, Morris said the media 


focuses on white, middle-class 
America, and the media fail to 
confront racism. Morris rhetori¬ 
cally asked, "Are we doing all that 
is possible to fight apartheid in 
South Africa? What are you, the 
University, doing to confront prob¬ 
lems in South Africa. Are there 
courses to explore the poor 
masses? " 

Michael Sanders, a member of 
the Black Student Alliance, 
presented a packet from the office 
of the president of Northern Illi¬ 
nois University denouncing racism. 
Sanders said the packet is "an 
institutional action plan to stand 
against racism." 

Another packet Sanders 
presented from NIU explained how 
other campus’ across the country 
are dealing with racism. The 
packet, "Racial Discrimination on 
Campus: Strategies for Awareness 
and Action," addresses such issues 
as recruitment of minority faculty 
and students and improvement in 


classroom atmosphere for minori¬ 
ties. 

Pam Burnside, president of the 
Council for Women’s Awareness, 
said, "Bradley’s commitment to 
minority students is non-existent. 
Student organizations must become 
more vocal and require Bradley to 
come to the table and address these 
issues. 

Michael Banks, manager for the 
Community Action Industry, read 
graffiti from a photograph taken of 
a bathroom wall when he was a 
student at Bradley. The graffiti 
mentioned "white power" and 
other racist and sexist remarks. 

Banks said that the number of 
minority and faculty students at 
Bradley has not changed much 
since he was a student here years 
ago. 

Frank Cohen, a member of the 
Progressive Student Alliance, said, 
"This university is not fulfilling its 
function as a university." 


BU panel discusses racism

Changing economic inequalities 
| which perpetrate racial injustice 
and educating individuals on the 
reality of the problem were 
addressed at Wednesday nights 
Race Against Racism panel discus¬ 
sion as effective devices for allevi¬ 
ating societal racism. 

Moderator Joyce Banks and 
other panelists addressed about 70 
students and faculty concerning 
institutional racism, affirmative 
action and reverse racism. Junior 
Keith Kroeger set the initial tone 
for the evening by saying that 
racism results from fear and 
ignorance which could be broken 
| down somewhat by the discussion. 

Panelists included civil rights 
I advocate Delores Klein, attorney 
Donald Jackson, black studies 
director Cheryl Dudley, sociology 
chair Zeev Gorin, Peoria Journal 
Star reporters Warletta Johnson 
and Bill Knight, Equal Opportunity 


officer Dave Watkins, Peoria Area 
Peace Network President Jack 
Ryan, and Rev. Anthony Pierce. 

After a 25 minute video which 
introduced issues of resurging 
racism in America, discussion cen¬ 
tered on questions raised by audi¬ 
ence members about the root of 
racist actions which the panel gen¬ 
erally identified as an economic 
problem. 

"Nothing happens in this world 
until you make a sale," Watkins 
said. He said there has to be social 
justice for everyone and to obtain 
it, minority groups must have real¬ 
istically identical employment 
opportunities as the majority. 

Panel and audience members 
similarly addressed a recent media 
statement that the war against 
drugs is actually a war against 
blacks. Because the 1970s drug 
problem began being associated 
with crime and a black market 
consequently affected the nations 
economy, panelists said many 
lower-income groups, particularly 


minorities, began to take advantage 
of the lucrative profits to be made 
in the drug business because they 
had less opportunity to earn such 
money in a white corporate Amer¬ 
ica. 

"The elimination of drugs is not 
racist but if elimination tactics are 
focused on only one segment of 
the community, then that is 
racist," Pierce said. 

Pierce and others also 
emphasized education as a weapon 
against racism. "I think education 
is a key component, but I don’t 
think that education is the key," 
Pierce said. The panel and audi¬ 
ence agreed consciousness is not 
enough; individuals must use edu¬ 
cation to reinforce gains made in 
the struggle against racism and 
consequently act through social, 
political, and economic channels to 
progress even further. 

"The minute you’re satisfied 
(with present achievements) is the 
minute you stop progressing," one 
audience member said.

Enrollment to be curbed at BU

Bradley may seek to better 
enrollment control next year by 
being more selective in the amount 
of financial aid it distributes. 

Under the new distribution 
plan, more financial aid would be 
made available to students entering 
departments with low enrollments. 
This change is intended to lower 
the number of applicants to depart¬ 
ments that are already overflowing 
and raise the number of students 
applying to those that are under 
capacity. 

The new selectiveness would 
come as a result of a steady 
increase in enrollment. Enrollment 
rose from 5,174 students in 1988 
to 5,688 this year, Gary Berg¬ 
man, executive director of enroll¬ 
ment management, said. 

Despite the proposed changes in 


financial aid distribution, the qual¬ 
ity of the aid will not suffer, Berg¬ 
man said. 

"We will offer the same pack¬ 
age we have offered. The quality 
of the package will remain con¬ 
sistent in Fall ’90 and ’91," Berg¬ 
man said. 

Bradley officials are working to 
improve Bradley’s financial aid by 
increasing the endowment. If the 
endowment is higher, then the 
school can offer more scholarships. 

The endowment is currently 
$23 million, Gary Anna, vice 
president for business affairs, said. 
The endowment will be increased 
through investment returns and 
new gifts, Anna said. 

Bradley cannot yet make final 
decisions on how selective the 
school might become because of a 
15% decline in the number of gra¬ 
duating high school seniors over 
the next two years. 

The market for next year is 


unknown," Bergman said. "We 
have not seen a decline like this in 
a long time. We are being cautious 
as to the number and degree of 
changes that we can make until we 
get more information." 

"Can we micro-manage enroll¬ 
ment?" Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, said. 
"Do we have enough applicants 
that we can literally pick and 
choose? " 

"I think that, considering the 
drop [in high school seniors,] that 
it is not realistic at this time," Gai¬ 
sky said. 

Bergman believes it might 
become possible to eventually raise 
requirements. "I think that that is 
really possible if interest continues 
to rise. I think without question we 
could place some stronger control 
and be more selective," he said. 

"We already have some 
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He said he commends Delta 
Tau Delta for their willingness to 
organize the event without any out¬ 
side pressure, even though they are 
probably not directly offended by 
racism. "I believe this is going to 
be more effective than if a black 
group was doing it," he said. 


Dr. Zeev Gorin, sociology pro¬ 
fessor and discussion panelist, 
shares Sanders’ attitude. Gorin said 
he is pleased that groups and indi¬ 
viduals generally not showing 
interest in the racial issue have 
organized and participated in the 
Race Against Racism.

"I am impressed with the fact 
that for the first time since I have 
been here, 35 student organizations 
are supporting something like 
this," Gorin said. The campus has 
not traditionally taken enough 
interest in sexism and racism, 
Gorin said. Tm not singling out 
students. This is true of the com¬ 
munity, including faculty." 


Gorin said the racial issue on 
campus reflects a problem in 
society which will not go away, 
although individual steps are con¬ 
tributing to alleviate the situation.

Dr. Blandiria Cardenas Ramirez 
came to Bradley to speak about the 
"challenges of a changing demog¬ 
raphy" and perspectives of minori¬ 
ties and Latino development. The 
program was sponsored by the 
Latino Student Association.

"I think that I always had a 
strong interest in trying to make a 
change in the condition of my 
community and trying to improve 
that condition and reverse some of 
the injustices that I saw," Cardenas 
said of her involvement in helping 
minorities 

"Demography is one of the 
most important forces for change 
in this country," said Cardenas. 

Cardenas also said the Hispanic 
population in this country is multi¬ 
plying six times faster than the rest 
of the population and Hispanics 


! will be the largest minority group 
by the turn of the century. 

Cardenas described the long 
• history of discrimination against 
Hispanic people in the United 
States and the problems these peo¬ 
ple have faced. However, she also 
expressed hope for the future. 

'The future is strong and good 
and positive in the sense that if 
ever there was a place well-suited 
to diversity within the population, 
it is this United States." 

Cardenas earned a bachelor’s 
degree in journalism from the 
University of Texas at Austin in 
'1964. She attended the University 
of Massachusetts at Amherst where 
she received her doctorate in Edu¬ 
cation Administration in 1974. 

She was awarded a Ford Foun¬ 
dation Fellowship and later 
selected as a Rockefeller Fellow 
and assigned to Sen. Walter F. 
Mondale’s staff in the United States 
Senate. 

During the late 70s, Cardenas 
served as the Commissioner of the 


Administration for Children, 
Youth, and Families in the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. She was appointed by 
President Jimmy Carter and 
confirmed by the Senate. She 
administered 500 people and a 
budget of nearly $1 billion. 

She was responsible for the 
Head Start Program, the Office of 
Domestic Violence, the Child 
Development Research Program, 
and the Day Care Services Pro¬ 
gram. 

From 1976 until 1986, Carde¬ 
nas served as the Director of 
Development at Intercultural 
Development Research Association 
(IDRA), a non-profit research and 
public education organization dedi¬ 
cated to giving children an equal 
education opportunity. 

Cardenas is now the Director of 
the Office of Minority Concerns at 
the American Council of Educa¬ 
tion. The council provides 
leadership and assistance to institu¬ 
tions of higher education in dealing 


with issues related to minorities. 

Cardenas has also demonstrated 
her commitment to education, cul¬ 
ture, children, and the rights of 
individuals by serving in other 
groups and organizations. Most 
recently, she was invited to 
become a member of the Cleveland 
Conference, an organization of 100 
of the nation’s top educators. 


Cardenas has keynoted hun¬ 
dreds of national conference 
including the International Union 
of Family Organizations in Paris, 
France. She has traveled to China, 
Switzerland, Denmark and 
Uruguay. 


Cardenas has received several 
honors, including Outstanding 
Hispanic Woman in Texas from 
the National Hispanic Woman 
Institute and Austin Woman of the 
Year by the Austin Toastmistress 
Club.

America doesn’t appreciate art’s value

Probably the most vivid 
memory I have of my grade-school 
art class is watching some of my 
more brazen classmates torment 
our art teacher by sticking those 
staples of kiddie comedy on his 
back. You know what I’m talking 
about. Signs that read: KICK ME, 
I SMELL, or I HAVE RING 
AROUND THE COLLAR. 

Clearly my classmates didn’t 
appreciate the value of art. And, to 
be honest, as a 10-year-old, nei¬ 
ther did I. It is undeniably difficult 


for a 10-year-old to see the values 
of the Venus Milo, Rueben’s nudes 
(previously considered obscene), 
or a Picasso. It is also undeniably 
evident that certain members of 
Congress have the cultural literacy 
of a 10-year-old. 

In the center of the controversy 
is the National Endowment for the 
Arts, a governmental agency that 
provides funding to individuals, 
organizations and museums to sup¬ 
port cultural advancement through 
art. The NEA has come under fire 
recently because two of the organi¬ 
zations that it funded exhibited 
what some believe to be "obscene* 
and unworthy of the term art. 


One of the exhibits displayed 
explicit pictures of homosexuality. 
The other exhibit displayed a pic¬ 
ture of a plastic crucifix submerged 
in the artist’s urine. While some 
people may not accept or under¬ 
stand the idea the artist is attempt¬ 
ing to convey, the real question 
here is should our government cen¬ 
sor artistic expression? 

Leading the fight against the 
NEA is North Carolina’s answer to 
Joseph McCarthy, Jesse Helms. 
Sen. Helms suggests that the NEA 
should not be allowed to support 
art that is "obscene" or 
"offensive." Of course this leads 
us right back to the question that 
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we have been arguing forever, 
what constitutes obscenity? 

While many people may find 
sexually explicit art offensive, oth¬ 
ers like myself, would find art that 
glorifies war or is sexist or racist 
offensive. I certainly find the prac¬ 
ticed, government subsidized art of 
fanaticism that Helms practices 
obscene. Yet I realize that like an 
artist, he deserves the freedom to 
express himself. 

Others go even further than 
Helms and argue the NEA should 
be eliminated. They say cultural 
advancement is not a goal worthy 
of government support. Yet when 
We look back in history at great 


societies, the thing that has made 
them great is their culture. We 
don’t remember their industries or 
their weapons, we remember and 
admire their art and their culture. 

The NEA must not be abolished 
or censored. Do we want to imi¬ 
tate the Soviet Union? Their 
government recognizes the value 
of art, as long as the artist con¬ 
forms to the views of the govern¬ 
ment. 

If we let the fanatics amongst 
us hold our culture hostage, we 
will be sticking a great big sign on 
our back and it will read 
CULTURAL WASTE- LAND.

As usual, Washington politi¬ 
cians have mired themselves in a 
minute controversy in the face of a 
massive difficulty that they do not 
want to face: the budget deficit.

million, this hardly represents a 
tremendous waste of money, yet it 
identifies the problem of a large 
governmental agency funding a 
pack of whining, sniveling, spoiled 
brats. Immediately after the hue 
and cry went up for cutting grants 
for obscene art, a group of those 

snivelers whined about censorship 
and the unfairness of the subsidiz¬ 
ers critiquing how those subsidies 
are spent. These artists believe the 
NEA should subsidize their activi¬ 
ties while taking a hands off atti¬ 
tude toward how those subsidies 
are used.

On that basis I say to those 
artists, do not accept government 
subsidies, abolish the NEA and 
submit your artwork to the finicky 
tastes of the free markets. What 
about the Scout ? Butt out, it is an 
exercises in learning at a private 
university. 

But there is one organization on 
campus which represents the best 
example of subsidizing "art" at the 
expense of taste. The Broadside, a 
literary magazine published every 


contained such artistic work which

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Workshop focuses 
on rights of tenants

Have you made an agreement 
with your landlord without writing 
it down? Does you landlord make 
repairs promptly? Has your land¬ 
lord "dropped by " unexpectedly? 

The Prairie State Legal Service 
held a workshop Wednesday night 
in the Student Center Auditorium 
to discuss the legal rights of stu¬ 
dents who live off-campus. Infor- 
. mation on lease terms, tenant and 
landlord responsibilities, what to 
look for in an off-campus 
residence, and illegal eviction 
practices were also discussed. 

The legal service emphasized 
the importance of securing written 
agreements. A written lease gives 
the tenant the right to live in the 
house or apartment as long as he 
fulfills his lease obligations. Pay¬ 
ing the rent with written checks 
insures a receipt of all monetary 
transactions. 

The legal service provided a 
detailed list of things to check 
before moving into a house. Utili¬ 
ties should always be considered. 
A written utility agreement is 
important, even if the formal lease 
is an oral understanding. The legal 
service suggested examining the 
utility bills of the previous owners 
for an idea of the cost. 

. Security and safety are also fac¬ 
tors in choosing off-campus hous- 
! ing. At least one lock should be on 
each door and window. Lighting 
should be bright on the street and 
j where cars are parked. The prox- 
' imity of the building to campus is 
also relevant. 

A lease is signed when the 
landlord and tenants come to an 
agreement. Every tenant should 
I sign the lease. Common lease 


terms include the length of a rental 
term, the amount of the security 
deposit, general rules and 
regulations, the type of alterations 
allowed, who will pay for utilities 
and repairs, and how the arrange¬ 
ment will be terminated. Students 
should be aware of waivers in a 
lease, which allow the landlord to 
terminate the agreement with little 
notice. 

Certain responsibilities are 
expected of tenants when they sign 
a lease. Tenants are expected to 
pay rent promptly, enjoy the prem¬ 
ises in a "reasonable" manner, 
keep the residence in safe, decent 
and sanitary condition, notify the 
landlord promptly of needed 
repairs, and pay for unreasonable 
damages. 

The landlord is allowed to enter 
the residence with "reasonable" 
notice and at a "reasonable" time. 
The landlord must provide liveable 
conditions such as heat, hot and 
cold water, working sanitation, a 
solid and safe structure, a protec¬ 
tive roof (no leaks), and a bug and 
rodent free environment. The land¬ 
lord is responsible for reasonable 
wear and tear to the residence due 
to age and regular use. 

A landlord cannot shut off utili¬ 
ties, lock tenants out, use force to 
make a tenant move, seize pro¬ 
perty, or refuse to make repairs. 

Tenants cannot legally refuse to 
make a rent payment in the state of 
Illinois. A landlord can sue or 
evict a tenant who refuses to pay 
rent. 

More information about tenants’ 
rights can be obtained from Prairie 
State Legal Services by calling 
674-9831. The legal service pro¬ 
vides a helpful "Renter’s Hand¬ 
book. "

Abolishes hazing at young age

"If you do not understand your 
human nature, it will control you." 
-Ed King, executive director of 
housing residential life and stu¬ 
dent judicial system. 

King not only understands 
human nature, he has made a 
career of it. Throughout his 33 
years of work he has become the 
nation’s expert on ethics and values 
in greek life, Jonathan Brant, 
director of the National Inter- 
Fraternity Council, said. 

King was brought up in what 
he calls "a somewhat legalistic 
atmosphere, almost a puritan point 
of view." His parents emphasized 



two things: to respect people and 
to be a man of his word. 

The values that he was raised 
by clashed with his first experience 
as a freshman at Bradley. When he 
joined Sigma Chi fraternity, he 
was confused and angry about the 
hazing that went on. "It didn’t 
make sense. Why would you 
demean people who were your 
brothers?" King said. 

Soon, King began to confront 
the problems that he saw in his 
fraternity -- even though some of 
his decisions didn’t make him 
popular among his brothers. After 
he became an active member, he 
was impressed with the ideas of 
fidelity and integrity that were 
emphasized in his fraternity ritual. 

His junior year he was elected 
President of Sigma Chi at Bradley 
and abolished hazing. It was dur¬ 
ing this semester that he began to 
realize that if he had principles and 
values, he had an obligation to 
stand up to those who were hurting 
or taking advantage of people. "I 
took great pride in the fraternity 
message — to serve, care and help 
each other," King said. 

King said he sees a link 
between religion and fraternity and 
when he was in college, took them 
in a similar light. When things 
weren’t going right for the young 
man who also played varsity 
basketball for Bradley as well as 
being involved with his fraternity, 
he realized what was happening. 
"Fraternity and religion were try¬

ing to tell me what the right thing 
to do was." 

After graduating from Bradley 
in 1954, he was in the service for 
a year and a half and then entered 
St. Bedes seminary in LaSalle, Ill. 
King spent one year there and then 
returned to Bradley to work on his 
Master’s degree in guidance. Soon 
after, he was offered the job of 
Assistant to the Dean of Students 
and "fell in love with the work." 

The work that has been most 
significant to him. King said, is the 
work he has done in the area of 
values, ethics and ritual. "I credit 
the fraternity experience for mak¬ 
ing me aware of what we can be 
and should try to be as people." 

King, who serves as chairman 
for the National Interfratemal 
Council committee on values and 
ethics has been instrumental in 
developing "The Basic Expecta¬ 
tions" a NIC pamphlet which 
discusses values and ethics in 


greek life. "Ed has been of great 
service to the fraternal 
community...his work has been an 
inspiration to all of as," Brant 
said. 

Something King said he 
enjoyed was the time talking to 
students all over the country. He 
spoke at a pledge orientation ses¬ 
sion, at the University of Arizona 
last month. 

Carol Thompson, director of 
student activities, was impressed 
with King’s message. "What was 
nice is that he talked to the stu¬ 
dents as people and individuals and 
didn’t lecture them. He helped 
them understand the things that are 
facing them." 

King said the key to his work is 
being challenged and being taught 
by the young people of today. 'It 
has changed a great deal of my 
professional and personal philoso¬ 
phies" he said.. 

The last five years have been

the biggest growth period in the 
history of fraternities and sororities 
in terms of the number of chapters 
and members. King said he feels 
that students are looking for some¬ 
thing special by going greek. 


"I think students are more 
aware of what the mission of their 
fraternity is...One of the biggest 
things it offers is the extra dimen¬ 
sion of values. Today’s students 
are desperate for the kind of life 
values that the system offers," 
King said. 

As for King’s future, he would 
like to have some time to do some 
"concentrated writing" and 
develop workshops dealing with 
community development. 'It needs 
to be done every where... we need 
to get into helping people develop 
and in order to do that we must 
understand people’s feelings."

The grounds of Bradley Univer¬ 
sity have received added attention 
this year due to a contract with 
Tru Green Corp., a lawn care 
company. 

Bradley entered into ‘the con-

iirector of facilities management, 
>aid. Bradley lacks the in-house 
expertise and equipment to handle 
lawn care properly, Struss said. 

I Other bids were considered 
from local lawn care services, and 
f Tru Green’s bid was accepted. The 
contract was approved by Gary 
flags the treated lawns as an extra 
safety measure. 

Bradley eventually plans to pur¬ 
chase lawn care equipment and 
train grounds maintenance crews to 
treat the grasses, Struss said. How¬ 
ever, in the absence of the equip¬ 
ment and in-house expertise, Brad¬ 
ley is pleased with the services 
provided by the commercial ser- 


representative from Tru Green, 
said. Tru Green is owned by 
Waste Management of Peoria and 
is very aware of the potential 
dangers in the lawn care.

"All of our people who handle 
the treatments are licensed by the 
Illinois Department of Agriculture 
and all chemicals we use are 
federally approved," Mills said. 


Treatments are applied to the 
lawn four times a year. In the 
spring, a pre-emergent weed con¬ 
trol is applied to handle such prob¬ 
lems as crabgrass. Later in spring, 
a broadleaf weed control is added, 
and the summer application con¬ 
trols grubs and other insects. 


Tru Green uses dry fertilizers 
and insecticides. Mills said. Dry 
chemicals lessen the chance of 
harmful effects. Liquid fertilizers 
can be absorbed into the skin of 
people or animals that touch the 
newly-treated grasses. This prob¬ 
lem is prevented by using dry, 
granular products. Tru Green also 


In the fall, a second broadleaf 
control is added. A fertilizer is 
applied with each treatment but the 
amount varies with the season and 
need of the lawn. 


Chemicals added to lawns can

Series has been put in perspective 
by the players. San Francisco 
catcher Terry Kennedy said, "We 
found out where our priorities in 
life are. The World Series doesn’t 
mean anything compared to what 
happened in this city tonight." 

Eveline Butler, wife of Giants’ 
center-fielder Brett Butler, put the 
game in perspective even further 
when she said, "I don’t care if they 
(Giants) win or lose. I just want to 
get back to Atlanta and safe 
ground." 

If the World Series does 
resume play next Tuesday at the 
earliest, look for Oakland to start 
pitchers Dave Stewart and Mike 
Moore in the third and fourth 
games respectively, in hopes of 
sweeping the Series. Stewart 
earned the win in Game 1 by 
pitching a five-hit shutout, while 
striking out six. Moore pitched 
seven innings and gave up one run 
on four hits for the win in Game 
2 . 

On the other hand, maybe the 
A’s will stick with scheduled Game 
3 starter Bob Welch. Welch has a 
career record of 19-4 against the 
Giants, including a 6-0 record at 
Candlestick Park. 

The schedule of the Series will 
remain the same if the Series does 


resume on Tuesday. Games 3, 4 
and 5 will be played on Tuesday- 
Thursday, respectively, at Candles¬ 
tick Park. Games 6 and 7 will be 
plaed on Saturday and Sunday in 
Oakland, if Games 5, 6 or 7 are 
necessary. 

The seven day layoff between 
games marks the longest gap 
between games in World Series 
history. There was also a week 
long layoff in the 1911 Series 
between the New York Giants and 
Philadelphia Athletics because of 
rainouts. 

After batting .267 as a team in 
the National League Championship 
Series, the Giants have just nine 
hits and are batting .145 in the 
first two games. The Giants six 
runs per game average has also 
slipped to a half run per game. 

With those nine hits, the Giants 
could be nearing a record for the 
least hits in a four-game World 
Series. The record is 17 by the 
1966 Los Angeles Dodgers, who 
were swept by the Baltimore 
Orioles and scored just two runs in 
the Series, both in the first game.

GIANTS ARE AWAKE AT 6.8.

Injury sidelines Butler for entire season

The Bradley basketball team 
suffered another set back on 
Wednesday as point guard Deon 
Butler tore a ligament in his right 
knee and will be out for the entire 
season. 


Butler heard a pop in his leg 
during shooting drills on Wednes¬ 
day and had trainer Bill McGehee 
examine it. From there it was 
determined Butler would have sur¬ 
gery on the leg as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

"It is a pretty serious thing and 
it is a major operation that will 
take three or four hours," 


McGehee said. 'It’s the type of 
injury that unless he has it fixed 
now, it will seriously hamper his 
basketball ability in the future." 

"We’re not sure when Deon 
will have surgery, but it is only a 
question of when and not if," 
Bradley head coach Stan Albeck, 
said. 'The injury, unfortunately, 
was that serious. 


"We were counting on him a 
lot this year since he is the only 
player with point guard experience j 
in our system." 

The injury is similar to that off 
Kelly Mazza’s, who plays for the i 
women’s basketball team. Mazza 
sustained the injury last season and 
was lost for the remainder of last 
year as well as this year.

Transferring from a school that 
revolves around the game of 
hockey and the athletes that play 
the sport to a school where hockey 
is considered a club and not a var¬ 
sity sport doesn’t seem to bother 
John Markiewicz. 

At the beginning of this 
academic year, Markiewicz 
transferred to Bradley from the 
University of Minnesota, where he 
played on the junior varsity hockey 
team his freshman year and the 
first part of his sophomore year 
before he was moved to the varsity 
team. During his freshman year at 
Minnesota, the varsity team won 
the NCAA Division I Hockey 
Championship. 

"Hockey in Minnesota is com¬ 
parable to basketball in Indiana. 
The whole state revolves around 
hockey. We had great fan support. 

It wasn’t unusual for us to have six 
or seven thousand fans at one of 
our games," Markiewicz said. 

A high school graduate of Loy¬ 
ola Academy in Chicago, Ill., 
Markiewicz was the captain of his 
high school hockey team both his 
junior and senior year. During his 
senior year, Loyola Academy lost 
only two games during the regular 
season and finished fourth in the 
state championship tournament. 

Markiewicz played soccer alL 
four years of high school and for 


the two years that he attended the 
University of Minnesota. 

"John has a deadly shot from 
anywhere on the ice, not to men¬ 
tion his speed," teammate John 
Gusella said. "He makes everyone 
on the team work harder. We see 


how hard how he works and we 


m 
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want to do the same. 

Markiewicz went from practic¬ 
ing hockey five days a week, two 
times a day at Minnesota to prac¬ 
ticing two nights a week for a 
combined total of two and a half 
hours of practice per week. 

"I knew it would be different 
before I came down here, but my 
expectations were somewhat 
wrong," Markiewicz said. 
"Bradley’s hockey program isn’t as 
bad as I had thought it would be. 


Hockey is hockey and as long 
as I’m playing the game I’m happy. 
Here no one is on scholarship so 
most of the guys are playing more 
for the fun of playing hockey than 
anything else. That’s the way the 
game should be played." 

Markiewicz doesn’t have any 
specific personal goals for himself | 
as a hockey player because he 
solely plays "for the fun of it." 

"I love to play hockey and 
that’s the only reason I play. Not 
to set records or be better than 
anyone else. I play just to play," 
Markiewicz said. 

Markiewicz found it rather easy 
to fit in with the other members of 
the hockey team as well as with 
the Bradley hockey program itself. 

"It’s pretty easy to get along 
with everyone on the team. 
Because hockey is a club and not a 
varsity sport, no one gets cut from 
the team so there isn’t a lot of 
competition between the guys on 
the team," Markiewicz said. 

There is absolutely no prob¬ 
lem with John getting along with 
any of the guys on the team. He 
fits in fine," Gusella said. "John 
came to Bradley with a much more 
intense hockey background than 
most of the other guys on the 
team.

A fire last Friday morning 
caused an estimated $25,000 in 
damages to a house that was con¬ 
verted to apartments where five 
Bradley students lived.

Four simple truths exist con¬ 
cerning the eminent danger of 
nuclear arms: they are unusable; 
neither the U.S. nor the U.S.S.R. 
can win the arms race; 
unforseeable dangers lie in their 
use; and they have made the world 
unliveable, former CIA director 
William Colby told an audience of 
about 130 people Wednesday 
night. 

'They’re not usable because 
retaliation against the weapons is 
so devastating and so certain that 
no government can contemplate 
getting into that exchange," Colby 
said. There is no way for either 
side to get an advantage because 
the other side can always counter." 

Citing an instance in which an 
American radar system falsely 
detected a nuclear missile launch 
and nearly instigated the retaliatory 
launch of American bombers, 
Colby said false alarms can cer¬ 
tainly lead to panic and unjustified 
action towards a nuclear incident. 
"We can’t live under the threat that 
our country can be destroyed and 


the other country can be 
destroyed...by gadgetry that can 
go wrong," he said. 

Director of the CIA from 1973 
to 1976, Colby said the purpose of 
intelligence is to replace the fear 
of nuclear war with knowledge. 
Sophisticated technological 

advances in the last 20 to 30 years 
have allowed nations to negotiate 
solutions to problems such as the 
arms race by monitoring military 
and intelligence activity in other 
nations, Colby said. 

Such knowledge of other 
nations’ internal activities 
discourages countries from sense¬ 
lessly building up more arms to 
protect themselves, he said. 

The U.S. presently has about 
25,000 nuclear warheads aimed at 
Russia and they have about the 
same number aimed at American 
targets, Colby said. He called the 
number "an obscene amount of 
these weapons" and said he sup¬ 
ports the movement for a nuclear 
freeze, in which both the U.S. and 
U.S.S.R. discontinue building 
nuclear weapons. 

Both nations stand on the verge 
of making a decision to reduce 


those missiles by half, Colby said, 
which still accounts for an absurd 
number of the weapons but is a 
massive step in the right direction. 

World expenditures on military 
force and weapons in one year has 
been $1 trillion, and Colby 
encouraged the audience to pres¬ 
sure for treaties freeing some of 
that money from military expenses 
for poverty, illiteracy, under¬ 
development and other devastating 
social problems. 

"We may not make a whole 
$500 billion but let’s at least get 
two or three billion under our 
belts," Colby said. "When I say 
nuclear war is impossible, I mean 
it’s impossible for any rational 
country to start it." 

During his discussion, Colby 
repeatedly referred to "the nuclear 
priesthood," an elite group of 
experts on nuclear warfare to 
which the average American looks 
for information due to the com¬ 
plexity, secrecy and awesome 
power surrounding nuclear 
weapons. 

'The ordinary citizen over the 
last 40 years has essentially left it 
to the experts," Colby said. He 


said the trend began reversing 
itself during the Carter era, mark¬ 
ing the beginnings of the nuclear 
freeze movement. 

Colby emphasized several times 
the favorable working relationship 
between the control of nuclear 
development and intelligence 
activity, particularly that of the 
CIA. Colby entered the CIA in 
1950 at the outbreak of the Korean 
War, working in Sweden, Italy and 
Vietnam. When he was named 
director in September 1973, Colby 
took charge of an estimated 16,000 
CIA employees and $750 million 
budget. 

His lecture Wednesday was 
sponsored by Students Against 
Nuclear Arms, the Progressive 
Student Alliance and the Interna¬ 
tional Affairs Organization. Sid 
Husain, president of Students 
Against Nuclear Arms, sajd 
nuclear arms is an issue which 
directly involves every human 
being. 

"This is the ultimate human 
issue," he said. "Nuclear weapons 
are made to be used, and they’ll be 
used in our lifetime whether we 
like it or not."

Gregory D. Joos, fire adminis¬ 
tration manager, said the house 
hasn’t been condemned but has 
been boarded up and turned back 
over to her. 

At the time of press, the cause 
of the fire was still undetermined 
and under investigation. 

"A lot of times it’s real obvious 
what caused a fire. Otherwise, if 
there’s no physical evidence, you 
have to depend on interviews, 
which take some time to do," Joos 
said. 

Some of the residents said they 
think it may have been electrical. 

Tomquist said the fire depart¬ 
ment told them that the fire 
possibly started in the basement in 
the wiring and went up the south 
wall to the attic. He was at class 
when the incident started. 

Goeckeler said if the fire was 


caused by electrical problems, he 

believes it could have been 
prevented if Mcllvaney had taken 
better care of the house. "She’s a 
bad landlord. If I was going to 
move into another one of her 
houses, I’d definitely think about 
getting fire insurance." 

The fire department was 
notified of the fire at 11:27 a.m. 
Firefighters arrived on the scene a 
few minutes after they received the 
call and remained until 2 p.m. to 
make sure everything was all right. 

Mark Lindsey discovered the 
fire while he was walking his dog. 
He said he notified the residents of 
the fire and they didn’t believe 
him. "I automatically went in and I 
located the fire. I had to show 
them the flames before they 
believed there was a fire." 

Karl Kulhanek, a junior 
resident, said, "We all ran upstairs 
to see how bad it was. We saw 


smoke coming from the attic. I 

pushed on the attic wall and it fell 
in. I saw flames so we all ran 
out." 

We were going to get some of 
Jerry’s things out,' but there was 
smoke in my face, so I ran down¬ 
stairs to catch my breath. By that 
time there was too much smoke to 
rescue anything." 

Goeckeler said they were get¬ 
ting ready to make lunch when 
Lindsey told them about the fire. 
"We ran up there to check it out. 
It was kind of surprising." 

K. Kulhanek said there were 
smoke detectors, which were pro¬ 
vided by Mcllvaney, on every 
floor. "She was always paranoid 
about a fire starting. " 

J. Kulhanek said Mcllvaney 
hasn’t been helpful regarding the 
situation. "We’ve tried to talk to 
her, but she won’t talk to us." 
Goeckeler said, "That place 


was a deathtrap. She was really 

unhelpful." 

Goeckeler and Tomquist are 
living at Theta Chi, and the

man resident, have found an apart¬ 
ment on Western Avenue.

In these cases, problems may 
be hazardous. Faulty plumbing 
could cause pipes to freeze. Faulty 
electrical wiring could cause a fire. 
Faulty gas hook-ups could cause 
an explosion. 

Jenny Dick, junior, recalls that 
her landlord at her previous apart¬ 
ment "was totally negligent about 


the place. She’d start to repair 

things and never finish them. 
Once, she hired someone to 
replace the carpet in the hall. 
They ripped it up, but left nails 
and rough wood exposed for over 
two weeks ." 

According to the Renter’s 
Handbook, put out by Prairie 
State Legal Services, Inc., a com¬ 


pany that provides free legal help 

to qualified residents of Illinois, a 
tenant should pick up a copy of the 
Peoria housing code from the Code 
Enforcement Department. 

The Renter’s Handbook states 
that if a student believes a problem 
warrants an inspection from the 
Code Enforcement Department, he 
should call the department only 


after the landlord refuses to begin 

or is slow in starting repairs. 

"All inspections are complaint- 
■ driven," Michael McKnight, assis¬ 
tant city manager for housing and 
inspection services, said. "But we 
keep an eye on the area surround¬ 
ing Bradley anyway. I would esti¬ 
mate that the average age of 
houses in the Bradley area is 


between 50 and 70 years old," 
McKnight said. 

Landlords need to be aware that 
by violating tenants’ rights they 
may be violating the law, 
McKnight said. The reckless atti¬ 
tude toward repairs has left a bad 
taste in some students’ mouths, he 
said.

friends, and culture. The Atncan-

Half of the heart hates the 
white man because he put our 
ancestors through slavery. He 
committed an unforgivable sin that 
can never be forgotten or excused.

Throughout history he has 
done everything from arrests, 
lynchings, desegregation, to legal 
sanctions to deny African- 
Americans their full humanity. 

At the same time, though 
African-Americans have another 
heart that loves the white man.

We as African-Americans con¬ 
stantly go back and forth between 
these ideologies, never really 
knowing which one is right or 
wrong. 

The late W.E.B. DuBois puts it 
best when he said, 'The Black 
race ever feels his twoness-an 
American, a Negro; two souls, 
two thoughts, two unreconciled 
strivings; two warring ideals in 
one dark body, whose dogged 
strength alone keeps it from being

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Halloween parties get bashed at SIU

The well has run dry. It was a 
watering hole for 25,00 students 
every Halloween evening. Carbon- 
dale, Ill. -- site of one of the 
Midwest’s most popular Halloween 
Celebrations ~ has closed its doors 
and abolished the celebration. 

The Carbondale City Council 
repealed the Halloween Fair Days 
Ordinance on Sept. 5, which 
allowed for the street party and 
consumption of alcohol. The City 
Council’s action was supported by 
the President of Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale, the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Hal¬ 
loween Core committee and other 
organizations. 

The celebration started in the 
early 70s as a small gathering of 
townspeople, families and students 
and has grown each year. As the 
celebration grew, the reputation of 
the party spread to college students 
throughout the Midwest. 

In 1977, Carbondale had more 
than 3,000 people attend the Hal¬ 
loween festivities. With the 
increased attendance, the city and 
University struggled to organize 
the event and make the night safer 
for those who attended. The Hal¬ 
loween Core Committee was 
formed to examine what could be 
done to improve the celebration. 

The committee eliminated the 
sale of all glass bottles for a three 
week period before Halloween 
night and closed Grant Avenue, 
one of the busiest streets in town 
for pedestrians. By closing Grant 
Avenue, it made the party larger 
and released some of the pressure 
put on the police by placing the 
participants in one concentrated 
area. 

Last year was the 16th and final 
Halloween celebration. 

"Luckily there were not any 
fatal injuries or deaths last year ... 
however from the stabbing and riot 
that took place, we realized we 
could not tolerate the situation any 
longer." Jim Prowell, Carbondale 
Chamber of Commerce member 
said. 


Prowell said he felt the celebra¬ 
tion was providing a "prime atmo¬ 
sphere for underage drinkers." 
There were negative events that 
arose. "One of the things that was 
most obvious was the significant 
increase in the number of underage 
participants," Prowell said. 

In 1983, the Halloween Core 
Committee decided the way the 
event was run was unacceptable, 
and they made a commitment for a 
better celebration and expanded the 
events. The committee brought in 
popular entertainers and set up 
food booths throughout the field 
grounds. 

Prowell said he thinks there is 
more than one reason for the dem¬ 
ise of the celebration. "First is the 
bad image for Carbondale and 
Southern Plinois University that 
legalized drinking brings, another 
is the percentage of arrests that 


were attributed to underage drink¬ 
ing last year," 

Last year there were 200 
arrests, more than 140 were for 
underage drinking or possession of 
alcohol. Prowell said he was disap¬ 
pointed to see the demise of the 
Halloween celebration. "It’s been 
one of those situations where we 
tried our best but did not achieve 
our ultimate goal." 

Following last Halloween, the 
city of Carbondale conducted opin¬ 
ion polls of the citizens of Carbon¬ 
dale, the faculty and students of 
Southern Illinois University. The 
results were 4 to 1 in favor of the 
elimination of the celebration. 

Dr. John Guyan, president of 
SIU, said he hopes the information 
that was released deterring students 
from attending the celebration is 
successful. "We have made an 
extra effort to inform the public ... 


they can come if they wish but the 
police will strictly enforce the laws 
regarding no underage drinking." 
There well be more than 150 extra 
policemen on duty Halloween 
night to make sure die celebration 
doesn’t take place. 

Out-of-town people seem to 
have been the cause of most of the 
violence last year, and ultimately, 
the reason for the demise of the 
celebration last year, he said. 

The residence halls will stricdy 
enforce the policy of no "crash¬ 
ing" -- overcrowding rooms. SIU 
said if you don’t live in the 
residence halls, there will not be a 
place for you to stay. 

SIU students are split on the 
decision to stop the party. "When I 
came to the Halloween celebration 
three years ago, it was bad ... but 
last year was completely out of 
hand ... something needed to be 


done," Tim Hildebrand, SIU Stu¬ 
dent Government President, said. 

Still, other students said they 
think the decision to abolish the 
night were premature. "I think it 
was out of hand but that they 
should have kept it, just organized 
it differently," Rochele Goree, SIU 
Student Government Secretary, 
said. 

Hildebrand said less students 
planning to make the annual 


are 


Halloween trip to Carbondale this 
year. "The hotels aren’t filled like 
they were at this time last year. 
We have done everything we could 
have, from making print releases 
to radio and television ads." 

Are the students backing the 
decision? "For every one letter in 
the Carbondale paper saying the 
celebration should be saved, there 
are five from students, praising the 
decision," Prowell said.

mascot for Bradley athletics. This 
group contends the representation 
of an Indian as a warrior in tradi¬ 
tional outfitting is an affront to the 
American Indian. 

I find their opinion to be 
offensive. One might believe that 
Indian mascots incite sports fans to 
grab their AK-47s after a game 
and conduct a mass scalping. 
Hardly. In fact, the Pseudo-Indian 
character presented at University 
of Illinois games and the Bradley 
logo demonstrate the resplendent 
clothing some Indians wore well 
over a century ago. A century ago! 
Even if Bradley were practicing 
racism through its mascot, it 
would not be stereotyping the 
Indian of today but the Indian of 
the 1880’s. A thousand apologies 
to Sitting Bull. Only a fool, or 
someone attempting to arouse a 
constituency, could identify the 
Bradley logo as a stereotype of 
today’s Indian, who is no less 
civilized than any other American. 


And the short lived Brad E. 
Lee mascot caricature? It is a cari¬ 
cature, nothing else. Surely no one 
of sound mind would consider this 
an accurate depiction of the Amer¬ 
ican Indian. 

Unfortunately, the Bradley 
administration has developed a Bob 
Michael-ish characteristic, spine¬ 
lessness, in their handling of the 
charges of mascot racism. They 
backed down and changed the logo 
and mascot from one representing 
strength and courage to a logo 
which represents the alphabet. 

Thus we have moved from 
pseudo-racism to being the 
laughingstock of the state. Sounds 
like a fair trade to me. 

What’s next on the vocal 
opposition’s list? USC (Trojans), 
Seton Hall (Pirates), Notre Dame 
(Fighting Irish) and my favorite 

mascot of all. The University of 
Chicago (Pointy Headed Liberals).

tive Judeo-Christian morality (Serrano’s 
"Piss Christ"), that too is understand¬ 
able. 

Neither of these objections, however, 
is a solid political argument to justify 
"doing away" with the NEA, which is 
Clouatre’s suggestion. He feels that its 
$169 million budget could be spend on 
"more worthy" programs, yet he won’t 
name one ("I will allow my liberal 
counterpart to pick..."). 

Oh please, Mr. Clouatre, tell us: what 
is more worthy than cultural advance¬ 
ment? No, let me guess. Nuclear 
weapons? More tanks? The CIA? No. 
Doug’s suggestion that the U.S. stop its 
support of artists and organizations 
which serve not only to advance and 
explore our culture, but also create 
records and reflections of our society, 
is more obscene than any naked body 
or defamed crucifix. 

As for his attack on Broadside, it is 
unwarranted and disgusting, and, in 
fact, misleading. He states that the 
money used to subsidize the journal 
comes "directly from" students' tuition. 
A short glance at the Bylaws of the 
SABRC (the organization which doles 
out university funds to student groups). 
Section I, Paragraphs A & B, will 
show that subsidies come from one: the 
"$26 per student per year" activities 
fee, and two: "university funding," 
which, according to Director of Student 
Activities Peggy Sassorossi, may con¬ 
tain some tuition monies, but also 
includes income from investments, 
parking fines, grants, etc. Furthermore, 
she said that a "clear majority" of the 
funds are generated by the student 


activities fees; so don’t worry Doug - 
your tuition is safe. 

And to his suggestion for a "separate 
funding process" for the journal, as a 
staff member he knows very well that 
Broadside has been engaged in a fun¬ 
draising drive since September (check 
the minutes from the 9-10-89 meeting, 
Doug...). 

His comments on the ’89 Broadside are 
an insult to the staff and every artist 
and poet who contributed works, and if 
he is so upset with the quality and tone 

of the journal, than I suggest that he 
follow the advice which he offers to 

NEA - supported artists who are cen¬ 
sored: submit your writing to the 
"finicky tastes of the free market" and 
don’t work for an organization which 
you feel is undeserving of university 
subsidies. 

Clouatre’s attack on Broadside was 
obviously personal and as such has no 
plawe in a serious debate. It also is a 
perfect example of the problem which 
plagues his column. According to the 
first issue of this year’s Scout , the pur¬ 
pose of "Head to Head" is to provide 
students with a "broader scope of opin¬ 
ion in the political world," yet, week 
after week, 

Doug’s column deteriorates in to noth¬ 
ing more than barbs and tirades against 
all who disagree with him. Why the 
Scout continues to allow this is puz¬ 
zling, but if a more competent conser¬ 
vative columnist can not be found (one 
who uses logic in an argument for 
instance), then kindly change Doug’s 
title from "political columnist" to "per¬ 
sonal diatribist" in the interest of 
honest journalism.

developed tremendously as a 
leader. He has achieved a level 
that is a bit above the rest of the 
team, yet at the same time he 
hasn’t allowed this new-found 
leadership to affect his running or 
rapport with the team." 

Suender adheres to a strenuous 
training schedule during the sum¬ 
mer. He runs 70-80 miles on the 
average per week early on in the 
summer, before tapering down to 
running 40-60 miles a week. In 
addition to running, Suender also 
swims (approximately 15 miles per 
week) and bikes (approximately 50 
miles per week). 

"Everything I do is in a cycle," 
Suender said. "During the cross 
country or track seasons, I follow 
the workouts that we’re suppose to 
do. In the winter, I maintain a 
base level and concentrate more on 
lifting weights and getting my 
speed up for the upcoming track 
season. The summer is spent run¬ 
ning and concentrating on cross 
training (biking and swimming). I 
only take about two weeks off 
from running or training 
throughout the entire year.." 

All of Suender’s hard work and 
determination appears to be paying 
off, as he has beaten 95 percent of 
his competition during the cross 
country season. Suender would 
like to continue doing well by 
turning in a strong performance at 
tomorrow’s Missouri Valley 
Conference meet. 

"I shouldn’t have a problem 
breaking into the top 10 (overall 
runners). I would re?Bv like to 
finish among the top 5 though, itii 
be tough, but if I run a good race I 
should be able to do it," Suender . 

(The meet will be held at the 
Newman Golf Course in Peoria 
and the race will begin at 11 
a.m.). 

"Being forced to take all of last 
year off has certainly affected 
Eric’s overall confidence level," 
Dahlquist said. "I think he’s back 
on track now and he’s ready to 
step in and show himself and 
everyone else that he’s an all¬ 
conference runner." 

As for next year, it’s difficult 
for Suender to predict what type of 
season is in store for him.

Suender excels 
after back injury 


Coming off of a serious injury 
that forced him to sit out all of last 
year, Eric Suender is leading the 
men’s cross country team through 
its 1989 fall season. 

Suender, a senior (with one 
year of eligibility remaining) from 
Schaumburg, Ill, suffered a 
strained ligament in his lower back 
two years ago and as a result was 
redshirted both during the cross 
country and track season last year. 
Suender feels that because of his 
injury, he has become a more 
aggressive runner. 

"I lost some of my hunger for 
running in the transition from high 
school to college. Now I feel like 
that hunger has been reborn in me 
after the injury. I felt so much 
pain that now I have to let it all 
out," Suender said. 

During his senior year of high 
school, Suender placed seventh in 
the state cross country meet. He 
placed twelvth in the state meet 
during the outdoor track season 
and was also named the North 
State Champion. He was a member 
of his high school gymnastics team 
his freshman year, but realized that 
running was more important to 
him and dropped gymnastics. 

Because of his abilities as a 
runner, Suender was recruited by 
such schools as the University of 
Florida, Southern Illinois Univer¬ 
sity, University of Wisconsin- 
Stevens Point and Michigan State. 
Suender chose Bradley because he 
could "have a major that he could 
live with and be an athlete at the 
same time." 

"Bradley was the size that I 
wanted in a school," Suender said. 
"Also, the coach here was con¬ 
cerned about his athletes getting 
good grades, not just passing 
classes to be eligible to compete. 
At Bradley I could be a biology 
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major and an athlete." 

Head cross country coach Craig 
Dahlquist feels that Suender has 
matured as a runner since coming 
to Bradley. 

"Eric has adjusted pretty well 
to college competition," Dahlquist 
said. "I think he still has a way to 
go until he reaches his true poten¬ 
tial. In other words, his horizons 
are farther out than what he has 
traveled thus far." 

Suender found that making the 
transition from running three mile 
races as in high school to running 
five mile races in college was a bit 
difficult at first. 

'It was a mental and physical 
combination. I had to deal with the 
mental stress as well as the physi¬ 
cal endurance of running longer 
distances both during practices and 
competition," Suender said. "I 
think Fve handled the increase in 
distance and mileage and am per-! 
forming better this year." 

Not only does he perform 
better during races, he excels at 
practice sessions. 

The other guys on the team 
look up to Eric because of his 
workout and practice ethic," 
Dahlquist said. This year Eric has

It was believed 
that he was in some way eating the 
chipping paint and doctors have 
told Mrs. Brown that it can be 
addictive. This has become one of 
her major concerns. 

She tried to explore legal alter¬ 
natives against the previous owner 
for not informing her of the lead 
paint, but was unsuccessful in 
finding someone to represent her. 

The repainting of the house was 
a long painstaking process and was 
continuous except for a few breaks 
due to the weather and Greek 
Week. Well over half of the frater¬ 
nities in the participated in the 
house painting and the organization 
is also planning on doing a little 
bit of landscaping by laying down 
fresh soil and planting a flowei 
bed. 

"I think it was great how all the 
fraternities came together to help 
Sheila and her family/ Dave 
Mainella, vice-president, said.

Books stolen from Clayton pleads guilty

Stealing books from outside the 
cafeteria is becoming a trend at 
Bradley’s campus. 

People are stealing the books 
and then returning them for money 
at the end of the semester. Drew 
Lee, chairman of the Arbitration 
Board, said this is not a very wise 
idea because people are not going 
to get away with this.

It is very easy to identify a 
book that has been stolen. When 
someone returns a book their ID 
number is written in the book. If 
a student has reported a book 
stolen they are then permitted to 
look through all of the books for 
identifiable marks to prove it’s 
ownership. 

Lee said that this has proven to 
be very successful in the past and 


that upon returning books ID 
numbers will continue to be 
entered. 

Already this year two cases 
have come before Arbitration 
board dealing with stolen books. 

In the first case the defendant 
pleaded guilty. Had the plaintiffs 
professor not permitted him to re¬ 
take the final the defendant would 
have probably been responsible for 
the cost for the plaintiff to re-take 
the class, Lee said. 

The second case was settled 
outside of court. The plaintiff got 
twice the value of his books, bag, 
and calculator. This was a very 
high settlement: Usually they only 
get a reimbursed for the full value 
of the books. 

"Arbitration Board is not here 
to pass judgement," Lee said. 
There is no favoritism and every¬ 
one is treated fairly." 

Lee said that it is stupid to even 
attempt to steal books. "You re 
just setting yourself up because 
there is a 95 percent chance that 
you will get caught. That is a large 
risk for $15 or $16," Lee said.

Former Bradley student Jeffrey 
Clayton, accused of trying to kill a 
fellow student last February as she 
showered in her dormitory, 
pleaded guilty to a reduced charge. 

Clayton, an 18-year-old from 
Chicago, who originally pleaded 
not guilty to an attempted murder 
charge, pleaded guilty Monday to 
attempted aggravated criminal sex¬ 
ual assault and aggravated battery. 

Denying that there was any 
plea-bargaining, James Owens, 
assistant states attorney, said, "We 
dismissed the attempted murder 
charge because we felt we had a 
better case with the attempted 
aggravated criminal sexual assault. 

"We would have had to prove 
that he intended to kill her," he 
said. "In other words, pose this to 
, a jury - was he trying to kill her 
or was he trying to rape her - 
what do you think? 

"We didn’t make any offers, 
because the consequences he now 
faces, aren’t that much lighter. The 
new charge was simply more 
appropriate." 

Owens said the difference in the 
sentences of the two crimes is that 
attempted murder is a Class X 


felony, which calls for mandatory 
imprisonment, and attempted 
’ aggravated criminal sexual assault 
is a Class 1 felony, which doesn’t 
necessarily mean imprisonment. 

By pleading guilty Clayton 
relinquished his right to trial and 
may face up to a maximum of 15 
years in prison, as compared to 30 
years for attempted murder. 

Other sentencing possibilities, 
aside from total incarceration in

the Department of Corrections, 
include four years of probation, 
with a possible six months in 
county jail; periodic imprisonment, 
also known as work release, for up 
to four years; up to $10,000 in 
fines; and restitution, such as med¬ 
ical bills, financial loss, and emo¬ 
tional state of mind. 

Clayton is free on a $150,000 
bond, and awaits a sentencing 
hearing before Circuit Judge 
Richard Eagleton on Jan. 12. 

Clayton was arrested Saturday 
morning, last Feb. 11, when a 
University police officer kicked 
open a fifth-floor shower stall in 
Geisert Hall, and found Clayton 
nude and choking a nude woman. 

Police said a steam iron was on 
the shower floor in the comer, and 
the victim was lying on the shower 
floor and Clayton was standing 
over her. 

The victim, at the time a 
sophomore from Quad Cities who 
resided on Geisert’s fifth-floor, told 
police that Clayton tried to strangle 
her. She said she was in the 
shower stall and remembered a 
blur coming at her, when she was 
struck in the head and fell to the 
shower floor. She said she didn’t 
know Clayton at the time of the 
attack.

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East Germany 
changes coming

"From Stettin in the Baltic to 
Trieste in the Adriatic, an iron 
curtain has descended across the 
Continent." Yet, this "iron cur¬ 
tain" that Winston Churchill spoke 
of appears not to have withstood 
the test of time. During the past 
month, thousands upon thousands 
of East Germans fled their native 


country through Hungary, settling 
in the West. Reform is running 
rampant throughout most of 
Eastern Europe. This mass exodus, 
the largest since the Berlin Wall 
was erected in 1961, is a sign that 
even reluctant East Germany is not 
immune to change. 

Indeed, the reforms initiated by 
the Soviet Union seem to have had 
a great effect on the other

Access codes misused 

Students complain

About 15 students have com¬ 
plained to the telecommunications 
office since August about charges 
incurred with their long-distance 
access codes for calls they did not 
make, Donna Bursott, telecom¬ 
munications billing assistant, said. 

Tony Barron, telecommunica¬ 
tions manager, said that after 
investigation into most cases, the 
individual complaining of a billing 
error remembered making the 
disputed call or lending his or her 
access code to another person. 

However, one student who 
asked to remain anonymous said 
she complained to the office about 
a $3 charge for a long-distance call 
she did not make, and was told 
nothing could be done because the 
call was made from her extension 
with her access code. 

"Besides the fact I’ve never 
heard of the place (to which the 
call was made) I don’t loan my 
access code to anyone," she said .

Ris is the executive director of 
the Union of Concerned Scientists, 
an organization that lobbies for 
environmental issues. 

Other activities include panel 
meetings, lectures and a video dis¬ 
tributed by NASA in the Student 
Center, which illustrates the long 
term effects of global temperature 
increase. 

Several other organizations are 
supporting this event including 
area churches, the Sun Foundation, 
the Sahara Club, the Audubon 
Society, and the Peoria Peace Net¬ 
work. 

Depending on community 
acceptance of this week, the group 
will sponsor other activities in the 
future. One hoped for event is an 
Earth Day 1990. 

At 6:30 p.m. on Nov. 8 at the 
Peoria Civic Center, Jean-Michel 
Cousteau, world explorer, will 
speak at the Sun Foundation’s 
Water Week. 


"It’s kind of frustrating because 
telecom acted like they didn’t 
believe me and they said the only 
thing they could do about it was 
change my access code." 

The long-distance billing pro¬ 
cess associates each long-distance 
call with an account holder’s access 
code and the extension from which 
the call was made, Barron said. 
Calls made with a particular 
individual’s access code from his 
or her campus extension strongly 
indicate that the individual made or 
at least authorized the call, Barron 
said. 


Barron said the reported 
instances of billing errors, out of 
approximately 1900 student 
accounts and 100 faculty accounts, 
are few compared to the total 
number of calls made. "During the 
month of September we had some¬ 
thing like 6500 hours of long¬ 
distance traffic, which does not 
include campus calls or... local 
calls," Barron said. 

'There’s nothing to indicate 
there’s a malfunction in the sys¬ 
tem," he said. "We’re certainly 
willing to talk with individuals 
who feel an error has been made.

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There’s no place like home for Dr. Hall

Few students realize that the 
chairman of the Political Science 
department was once a Kansas 
state legislator and Fulbright scho¬ 
lar. He is Dr. William Hall. 

Hall was bom and raised in a 
small town in western Kansas. 
And true to his Kansas roots, he 
attended Baker University for his 
undergraduate work. 

Hall’s love of politics surfaced 
while at Baker. He was involved 
in political groups on campus and 
worked on state and local cam¬ 
paigns. At 21 Hall ran for the state 
legislature against the unopposed 
incumbent. Hall said, "...running 
unopposed is not a good idea...I 
thought someone ought to chal¬ 
lenge him and make him more 
responsive to his constituents. ” 

Hall found one of the major 
difficulties to be his age. "I was 
21, but I looked at 16. If it was 
possible to card a candidate, they 
would have done it." Also running 
in his hometown area caused prob¬ 
lems. "When you’re so young, 
people remember you as a child - 
comments like ’I remember when 
you tipped over my garbage can’ 
occurred frequently." 

After defeating the incumbent, 
Hall entered the Kansas State Leg¬ 
islature and also Law School. He 
found law was not his calling, and 
left law school in the spring 
semester to devote more time to 
his job as a legislator. Hall found 
the job at times gratifying but at 
other times, not so gratifying. 


"Although, it was not a lot 
different from what I expected," he 
said. 

After losing his second bid to 
the legislature by 87 votes to a 
30-year incumbent in a newly 
reapportioned district. Hall began 
his graduate work at the University 
of Kansas. At this point, Hall said 
he wasn’t really sure what he was 
headed for. But’ an offer of a polit¬ 
ical science research assistantship 
at KU was an opportunity he could 
not pass up. 

It was at KU where he earned 
his masters degree and Phd. After 
graduating in 1969, he accepted a 
position with Bradley. 

Hall, like many of his col¬ 
leagues, didn’t end his education 
when he graduated from college. 
Instead, he applied and won a Ful¬ 
bright Scholarship. 

Fulbright Scholarships are pres¬ 
tigious awards granted by the U.S. 
government for graduate study, 
research, professional training and 
teaching. The award was named 
for the late Senator J. William Ful¬ 
bright, who initiated the program 
for the international exchange of 
scholars. 

Hall, together with his wife and 
two children, chose Japan for two 
reasons. Since he did not speak 
another language, he was limited 
to countries that spoke English as a 
native tongue or countries that had 
a high percentage of people who 
spoke English as their second 
language. 

A second reason was the safety 
of the country to which he would 
be going, ‘since Hall said, "an

After winning the Fulbright, the 
Hall family headed for Japan in 
March 1988, where Hall began his

Institute. 

While teaching. Hall found the 
Japanese students better equipped 
with fundamental factual

mistress in "Dangerous Liaisons"" 
is no slouch as Linda, the wife 
wanting so desperately to have a 
child.

knowledge and better language 
facility. "However, the students, 
were much less likely to be skillful 
at critically analyzing things. They 
wouldn’t argue with a professor 
and it was difficult to get them 
involved in discussion,"" Hall said. 

The entire family was 
impressed with Tokyo, a city of 
approximately 30 million people. 
The city was so safe that his 5 and 
10-year-old children were able to 
walk to the store or ride a train 
alone. 

The Halls found they were the 
object of curiosity by many native 
Japanese. Occasionally, a Japanese 
family would stop Hall and ask if 
his children, with their sandy 
blond hair could pose in a photo¬ 
graph. Hall said, "There are prob¬ 
ably hundreds of photographs of 
my children floating around Japan. 
But very often people just wanted 
to touch their hair because it was 
so different from their own ." 

Hall was fascinated by the pol¬ 
itical scandals that rocked Japan’s 
government while he was there, 
including scandals involving ques¬ 
tionable money raising, as well as 
extra-marital affairs that brought 
down one Prime Minister, several 
Cabinet officials and embarrassed 
many others. ""Ethics are very 
different in Japan, * Hall said. 

Hall’s interest in Japan does not 
detract from his concern over the 
American political scene. Hall said 
he is deeply concerned about the 
rights of individuals, especially the 
fact that minorities and women still 
have not obtained equal rights. 

However he 
said America’s most pressing prob¬ 
lem is the fact that so few Ameri¬ 
cans participate in the political sys¬ 
tem, especially the lack of people 
who exercise their valuable right to 
vote. "Why does 50 percent of the 
electorate stay home on election 
day?"" he asks, ""I think many other 
issues will fall into line if more 
people would participate . 0 

Hall carrier these concerns into 
the classroom. He stresses partici 
pation and responsibility. ""I try to 
convince students that they can 
have influence if they, take the 
time. If they do then things will 
happen. Politics is a real challenge 
and things may not always work 
out the way you want but it’s 
important to care.""

members of the Warsaw Pact. 
That is to say, all but East Ger¬ 
many. While Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Hungary, strive towards 
reform, East Germany remains its 
conservative self. Former leader 
Erich Honnecker expressed little 
desire for the social and economic 
changes that East Germany’s War¬ 
saw Pact allies are undergoing. 
Egon Krenz, Honnecker’s succes¬ 
sor, expressed even less. 


There are two major reasons 
East Germany attempts to resist 
this change. The first reason is 
simple enough. East Germany is 


one of the most successful East 
European countries. The standard 
of living in East Germany is the 
highest among the Eastern Bloc 
countries, and is comparable to 
that of many countries in the West. 
The second reason is that Egon 
Krenz, Easter German’s leader, 
cannot afford such change, even if 
he were to support it. This is 
because the average age of a 
member of East Germany’s Polit¬ 
buro is 68. These are men who 
have seen their government 
succeed. As a result, they 
staunchly oppose change. They see 
the status quo as being equivalent 
to stability. 


That is not to say East Ger¬ 
many will not change, rather, they 
will resist change. The Soviet 
Union wants these reforms. And, 
the Soviet Union usually gets what 
it wants with respect to its satel¬ 
lites. 


Nevertheless, these are not 
changes that will occur in the near 
future. East Germany will fight for 
the preservation of its society, 
regardless of what the Soviet 
Union wants. And, even though 
this will be a fight the East Ger¬ 
mans will eventually lose, it will 
be along, drawn-out fight. These 
changes will not occur overnight. 


itself a democracy. 

But one of Gorbachev’s most 
amazing advances is taking place 
in East Germany. 

Erich Honecker led the East 
German Communist party from 
1971 until he was ousted by the 
East German Politburo last week 
after some "gentle prodding" from 
Gorbachev and the Soviet Govern¬ 
ment. That is if you consider 
allowing the mass exodus of 
50,000 people from East Germany 
"gentle prodding." 

The 77-year-old Honecker is 
well known for being a hard-liner 
who attempted to resist 
Gorbachev’s reforms. Allowing 
50,000 people to leave East Ger¬ 
many was Gorbachev’s way of let¬ 
ting Honecker and the East Ger¬ 
man Politburo know that they are 
powerless without him and the 
Soviet Union. It’s obvious that East 
Germany got the message. 

Throughout the confusion and 
upheaval, hundreds of thousands of 
the people who remained in East 
Germany marched and protested 


against the government. Many of 
the demonstrators were arrested 
and jailed. 

Then the new leader of the Easi 
German Communist Party, Egoi 
Krenz, was chosen to replace 
Honecker. As soon as word of the 
change became known, man) 
asserted there wasn’t really an) 
change at all. Analysts labeled him 
a Honecker clone, rigid and unwil¬ 
ling to accept Gorbachev’i 
reforms. 

Yet those who insisted that 
Krenz would continue the strict 
policies of Honecker and oppose 
Gorbachev are being proven 
wrong. Krenz’s first act as head of 
East Germany was to grant 
amnesty to those East Germans 
who fled the country, as well as 
those who were arrested and jailed 
for political protest. That certainly 
sounds like glastnost to me. 

Those who refuse to recognize 
the advances made by East Ger¬ 
many prove only one thing: that 
it’s going to take longer to change 
their mental blocks then it takes to 
change the Soviet Bloc.

Our friends in the viewing audience

out.

The Bradley Lady Braves vol¬ 
leyball team dropped two matches 
against Northern Iowa and Drake 
last weekend to move their record 
in conference play to 0-5. 

Last Friday University of 
Northern Iowa showed why they 
are first in the conference by win¬ 
ning by the score of 2-15/ 

Bradley had a 9-0 lead over 
Northern Iowa, but eventually lost 
the game 14-16. Bradley then lost 
the final game 5-15. 

For the match, Michelle Gor¬ 
dey led Bradley with 13 kills and a 
.296 hitting percentage. NIU’s 
team average hitting percentage of 
.303 is 6th best in the nation. 

Last Saturday Bradley faced 
Drake University at home. The 
Lady Braves dominated the first 
two games, 15-8, and 15-4, while 
hitting .360 as a team. In the third 


game, Bradley Coach Pam Stanek 
said she made some line-up 
changes to get a few fresh faces in 
the match. Drake came out on fire. 
Drake executed to perfection, com¬ 
mitting not a single hitting error in 
the game and winning 5-15. 

Games four and five were see¬ 
saw battles with Drake pulling the 
match out dramatically, 13-15 and 
12-15. 'The third game could not 
be helped because Drake was very 
hot, but in the fourth and fifth 
matches, we choked at precisely 
the wrong times," Stanek said. 

The turn-around was complete 
as Drake hit .238 in the last three 
games to Bradley’s .036. "Mental 
errors cost us the match," Stanek 
said. Wendy Carney played an 
excellent match for the Lady 
Braves with 10 kills, 44 assists, 27 
digs, and a .571 hitting percen¬ 


tage. Andra Dystrup also played 
well with 14 kills, three aces, 20 
digs, and a .344 percentage. 
Despite these and other fine 
efforts, errors at the wrong times 
in crucial games have told the 
story this year for Bradley. 

Bradley will take on Illinois 
State University today at Dlinois 
State. ISU is undefeated in the 
conference, and setter Stacy 
Anderson, who averages 11.92 
kills per game is their biggest gun.

This week Bradley took part in 
a national Global Warming Educa¬ 
tion Week sponsored on the local 
level by Bradley students and 
faculty, the Peoria Area Peace 
Network and the Sun Foundation. 

According to a pamphlet from 
the Union of Concerned Scientists, 
"Global warming threatens our 
society with unprecedented 
changes in temperature and cli¬ 
mate. It is caused by the accumula¬ 
tion of "greenhouse gasses" in the 
atmosphere, including carbon diox¬ 
ide, chlorofluorocarbons, methane 
and ozone." 

Some of the activities that took 
place were a national issues forum 
entitled, The Environment at 
Risk: Responding to Growing 
Dangers," a speech by world 
explorer Jean-Michel Cousteau, 
and a panel discussion on the "Pol¬ 
itics of Global Warming." 

On Tuesday evening, a debate 
entitled, "Global Warming: Real 
or Imaginary? " took place between 
Howard Ris, executive director of 
the Union of Concerned Scientists 
and Hugh Ellsaesser, a retired 


BU fake ID s abound 

Alleged forger arrested

U.S. Air Force Weather Service 
and Lawrence Livermore National 
Laboratory meteorologist. 

Ris started off the discussion by 
explaining that the Union of Con¬ 
cerned Scientists is a public policy 
organization that does research on 
global warming and arms control. 

"There’s a great debate on 
whether global warming has 
arrived yet." He said during this 
decade, six of those years were the 
hottest ever recorded. 

He said people need to take the 
worst possible view in order to 
prepare for the future even though 
there is a lot of uncertainty about 
this topic. "Why do we worry? 
Because the effects are potentially 
irreversible and finally we may not 
be able to adapt in time." 

"Generally, there are four kinds 
of effects that are predicted that 
might occur as a result of global 
warming, in addition to the overall 
average temperature of the earth 
increasing." 

These effects include a tempera¬ 
ture increase in the northern lati¬ 
tudes, precipitation increases 
because water will evaporate more 
easily due to warmer temperatures, 
drying of continental interiors, and

Tonight some Bradley students 
will go out and commit a crime. 
With the help of a fake id that 
instantaneously turns them 21, they 
will be able to purchase liquor at 
their favorite bar or store. 

On Oct. 23, Bradley junior 
Mark J. Meyers was arrested for 
allegedly manufacturing drivers 
licenses and alleged forgery at his 
home at 1519 W. Barker. Accord-' 
ing to police, the 21-year-old was 
making fake Missouri drivers 
licenses for distribution that cost 
$40 each. 

A hearing will be held on Dec. 
4 at 1:30 p.m. Meyers declined 
comment. 

Ed King, executive director for 
housing, residential life and stu¬ 
dent judicial system, said the 
University will have to wait until 
after the hearing before any action 
is taken because of the lack of 
information. "We have to wait 
because this was an essentially 
off-campus activity. We have to 
see if any on-campus activity took 
place." 

Bradley Security Officer Jerry 
Bainter said the investigation into 
the fake ids began last year after 
they had received tips from some 
people. 

"Everybody thinks it’s a big 
game to have one on campus." He 
estimated that 1,000 fake ids are 
owned by Bradley students. 

Possession of a fake id is a 
misdemeanor and a drivers license 
can be revoked in addition to being 
fined by the state of Illinois. 
According to Bainter, forgery can 
be a felony because it’s alteration 
of a document. 

'It’s a big problem, and we’re 
hoping to clean it up," Bainter 
said. Security now has a list with 
names of some students who pos¬ 
sess fake ids and asks students who 
have them to turn them in. They 


said people will be charged if they 
are found with a fake id. "If they 
want to play games with us and 
they get them confiscated at the 
bars, they’ll get charged. 

"When a person makes a lot of 
money, it becomes a problem." 
Bainter said some equipment was 
stolen from Bradley last year and 
was used to make fake ids in 
Moline, Ill. He said he believes 
about 1,000 were produced. 

"People are really getting 
scientific with them." He said this 
business can involve expensive 
computers and laminating 
machines. 

King said if a student is caught 
making fake Bradley ids, he/she is 
subject to immediate suspension. If 
a student owns a fake Bradley id, 
he/she is subject to disciplinary 
probation. 

If the fake id has no affiliation 
to/he University, King said they 
notify the Peoria Police Depart¬ 
ment and the state the id is sup¬ 
posedly from. 

He said he is uncertain of the 
number of Bradley students with 
fake ids. "I have no proof of it, 
but I hear it’s very common." 

An 18-year-old Bradley sopho¬ 
more, who wished to remain 
unidentified, said it’s very easy to 
get a fake id. The student said she 
had one taken away before, but got 
a new out-of-state id over fall 
break. This is a good one. " 

She paid $20 for two, in case it 
is confiscated. "I got it mainly to 
go to the bars. A lot of my friends 
have fake ids." 

Another sophomore has had 
three since he was 17 and had one 
taken away in Peoria. The 20- 
year-old made his out-of-state fake 
id with the help of his roommate. 
"It’s to buy liquor in the stores but 
I use it in the bars too. It’s really 
easy to use in the grocery stores." 

Another sophomore said he 
uses his id to buy liquor at stores. 


Chicago pulls code

Chicago suburbs will have a 
new telephone area code, 708, 
starting Nov. 11. 

The new Chicago area code 
will be assigned to all telephone 
extensions outside Chicago’s city 
limits. Chicago itself will retain 
the 312 area code. 

The introduction of area code 
708 will not affect telephone rates. 
Calls between Chicago and its 
suburbs will continue to be billed 
as local calls. When calling the 
suburbs from Chicago or vice 


versa, the caller will need to dial 
"1" before the appropriate area 
code. 

Seven-digit telephone numbers 
will not change. 

The reason for the area code 
change is to meet a growing 
demand for numbers created by 
area economic activity. 

Bradley students who live in 
Chicago suburbs have mixed feel¬ 
ings about the change. 

Laura Huth, a sophomore from 
LaGrange Park, said, "Now I have 
to tell all my friends my new area 
code." Huth also worries the 
phone company will eventually use 


He paid $25 for it last year from a 
student who lived in his residence 
hall and made fake ids.

Joe Spears, manager at Jimmy’s 
Bar at 2801 W. Farmington Road, 
said they have a few problems 
every night with fake ids. He said 
the people who try to pass them 
off aren’t always Bradley students 
though. 

"We ask for an id before we 
serve. Even if you are 21 and have 
no id, we won’t serve you." He 
said people usually cooperate with 
their policy. 

They also have an id book to 
check with. He said they recently 
had a stretch of fake Missouri ids. 

An employee at Super Liquors 
at 525 N. Western said they don’t 
have problems with fake ids 
anymore like in the past. "I think 
the word is out that we toughened 
up." 

Terry Francis, an employee at 
Thompson’s Food Basket at 3433 
N. University, said the fake id 
problem is minimal there. "If we 
have doubts about an id, we won’t 
accept it." 

She said if they receive a fake 
id, they confiscate it and turn it 
over to the police.

During fall break, I ran across 
an old picture book called 'The 
Leader that Cried Elections." It is 
an interesting story about a central 
American leader who, whenever 
military pressure was applied to 
his country, promised to hold an 
election. But when the pressure 
subsided, the leader would cancel 
the elections. His neighbors, 
named Kennedy, Dodd and Mas- 
sart, maintained their faith in the 
leader, even after 58 canceled 


elections. The moral of the story? 
Don’t ask me, I quit reading after 
the seventeenth canceled election. 
Evidently, though, a state of stag¬ 
nation has enveloped our policy in 
Nicaragua. 

This stagnation is best 
explained by Senator Dodd’s rea¬ 
soning that the U.S. won’t fund the 
Contras because they are 
ineffective, and they are ineffective 
because we won’t fund them. Com¬ 
ing from Senator Dodd, who 
promised to follow his father’s

detest violence and do not condone 
Nicaragua’s participation in a 
shooting war, I must point out that 
Ortega didn’t just decide to attack 
pacified contras who observed the 
truce. The Tribune reported Nov. 
2 that "even sources close to the 
rebels say...that they are responsi¬ 
ble for some violations," and that 
these reports have increased in 
recent weeks (Nov. 6 ). 

While U.S. military aid to the 
contras has been cut off, they are 
far from helpless. Last April, 
Congress approved $4.5 million a

Student ticket

For now, Deon must sit and wait

When the 1989-90 basketball 
season begins with the Braves’ 
exhibition game against Marathon 
Oil on Saturday, Nov. 18, only 
nine of the thirteen basketball 
players on scholarship will be eli¬ 
gible, or able, to set foot on the 
basketball court. 

Juniors Deon Butler and Curtis 
Stuckey, sophomore James Bailey 
and freshman Tom Wilson are all 
being forced to sit out the upcom¬ 
ing season, or at least part of the 
season as in Stuckey’s case, due to 
NCAA transfer rules, Proposition 
48 or injury. 

During a practice session in the 
Field House on Wednesday, Oct. 
18, Butler was going to the basket 
for a routine shooting drill when 
he felt a "pop" in his right leg. 


After examination, it was deter¬ 
mined that Butler had tore the 
anterior cruciate ligament in his 
right knee. The injury has side¬ 
lined Butler, who was expected to 
see much playing time as the 
Braves starting point guard, for the 
entire 1989-90 season. 

"Deon received one of the 
toughest injuries you can receive 
in basketball," assistant coach Mo 
McHone said. "It’s a strange thing. 
Deon didn’t see much playing time 
for us last year, but he was going 
to be a key player for us this 
year." 

Stuckey, a 1987 graduate of 
Peoria Manual High School, 
transferred to Bradley from Mis¬ 
souri Valley Conference rival 
Drake University last semester. 
NCAA regulations force transfer 
students to sit out a full academic 
year before regainig eligibility. 
Stuckey will make his debut with

Even though the outlook for the 
Braves is poor, it hasn’t stopped 
student ticket sales from increasing 
since last year. 

The student ticket sales 
increased by 28 percent from 168 
to 224 season tickets sold, which 
Corky Robertson, ticket manager, 
said is no surprise. 

"I think the ticket sales increase 
is a combination of students who 
were interested and our ability to 
contact them," Robertson said. 
"We made efforts \o contact every¬ 
one by talking to head residents 
and presidents of fraternities and 
sororities." 

This year’s students package 
included eight games for $24, 
which averages $3 per ticket, com¬ 
pared to last year’s $4 average, 
when 10 tickets cost $40. 

"We dropped the price per 
ticket by a dollar, but I don’t think 


it has that much to do with it," 
Robertson said. "We just worked 
very hard in trying to encourage 
students to come and buy and 
added some incentives." 

One of those incentives is a 
"friend ticket." This will enable a 
student season ticket holder to 
bring a friend to the game for 
half-price. 

Another incentive is the 
"spouse ticket." This will allow a 
married student to bring his spouse 
to the game for the price of a stu¬ 
dent ticket. 

"I think all in all we are getting 
more interest from the student 
body," Robertson said. "We would 
like to see a lot more people at the 
game and with our improved 
schedule we can."

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Assistants shine under own spotlight

Assistant basketball coach 
Morris "Mo" McHone said he 
thinks the most important word for 
the Bradley fans and players to 
remember this year is patience. 

"This is definitely a rebuilding 
year. We’ve been put into this 
situation because of the NCAA 
probation thrust upon us from the 
previous coaching staff," McHone 
said. "We’ve got a lot of good 
young kids. It’s just too bad there 
aren’t many older guys for them to 
work with and enable them to 
develop along at a slower pace." 

McHone, a native of Marion, 
NC, began his basketball career by 
playing two seasons at Wingate 
Junior College before transferring 
to Florida State University (FSU) 
and joining the coaching staff as an 
undergraduate. Upon his gradua¬ 
tion in 1965, he spent four years 
as a head coach in Florida before 
returning to FSU. 

The climb from that position to 
top aide came quickly, and 
McHone spent eight years as Hugh 
Durham’s (head basketball coach at 
FSU) right-hand man while the 
Seminoles went 159-63. During 
that time, McHone was instrumen¬ 
tal in recruiting Darryl Dawkins 
(who signed directly with the 
NBA’s Philadelphia 76ers after 
committing to FSU) and helped 
Florida State to the 1972 NCAA 
championship game, where the 
Seminoles lost to UCLA, 81-76. 

Durham and McHone left 
Florida State for Georgia in 1978 
but after just one year in Georgia, 
Albeck called McHone to the NBA 
and it was off to Cleveland and a 
rebuilding franchise. It didn’t take 
long, though, as the Cavaliers 
posted their fifth-highest win total 
in history during the coaching 
staffs initial year. 

That brought the duo to San 
Antonio where a three year success 
story saw the Spurs make the 
playoffs each season while averag¬ 
ing more than 50 wins per year. 
When Albeck moved to New Jer¬ 
sey to coach the Nets, the San 
Antonio job was given to 


McHone- but for only 31 games. 
Then, it was off for a second stint 
in Cleveland before Albeck called 
him again, this time to Bradley. 

Assistant basketball coach 
Marty Gillespie has taken on 
recruiting, scheduling and scouting 
duties in a virtual one man show 
during the majority of his past 
three years at Bradley. 

A native of Des Moines and a 
1979 graduate of Iowa State 
University, Gillespie lettered in 
both basketball and baseball at the 
collegiate level before beginning 
his coaching career. 

During his career, he assisted 
Jim King at Tulsa, Jim Dutcher at 
Minnesota and Gary Gamer at 
Drake as well as guiding his own 
team— the Worthington (MN) 
Community College Blue Jays- to 
a three-year record of 55-22. That 
mark included three consecutive 
Minnesota Community College 
Conference titles, one regional 
title, one trip to the National 
Junior College Tournament and an 
opportunity to come to Bradley. 

Concerning the upcoming 
basketball season, Gillespie is "as 
anxious for this season to begin as 
any." 

, 'This team is going to be excit¬ 
ing," Gillespie said. "I think we’re 
going to surprise some people- 
sometimes it will be a good 
surprise and sometimes it will 
probably be a bad surprise. But 
that’s what comes with youth and 
inexperience, which this team is 
loaded with. We really only have 
one player, Luke (Jackson), who 
has played a considerable amount 
of time on a championship Divi¬ 
sion I team." 

The two new faces on this 
year’s coaching staff are newco¬ 
mers Tony Wysinger and Dave 
Jordahl. 

Wysinger, a 1984 graduate of 
Peoria Central High School, joined 
the basketball staff and assumed 
the position of part-time assistant 
coach following the departure of 
last year’s part-time assistant Jamie 
Angeli. 

Wysinger, who paced the Cen¬ 
tral Lions to a second-place finish 
in the 1983 state tournament, 


enjoyed a great collegiate career at 
the University of Illinois as he let¬ 
tered four times while playing in 
an equal number of NCAA Tour¬ 
naments. 

As a three-year starter for the 
Illini, Wysinger was an honorable 
mention All-Big 10 selection in 
both 1986 and 1987 while being 
named to the five-man Little All- 
American team as a senior. 

A spokesman for the Fellow¬ 
ship of Christian Athletes for the 
past four years, Wysinger’s full¬ 
time position in Peoria is with the 
Central Illinois Light Company. 

Jordahl, a native of Montevi¬ 
deo, Minn., comes to Bradley as 
the Braves volunteer assistant 
coach. 

An All-state basketball player 
during his senior year of high 
school, Jordahl was an all-state 
athlete two times in track, as well 
as cross country. 

Jordahl attended and played 
basketball at Fergus Falls Junior 
College for two years, where he 
was an all-conference player and 
the state’s assist leader during his 
sophomore year. He then 
transferred to Mankato State 
University, where he played 
basketball only one year. He gra¬ 
duated from Mankato State in 1989 
with degrees in adapted physical 
education and physical education. 

As the volunteer assistant 
coach, Jordahl is in charge of film 
exchange of game footage between 
Bradley and other schools, the 
Junior Brave program and all 
underclassmen recruiting. 

This coaching opportunity came 
along at just the right time for Jor¬ 
dahl. 

"I had interviews for teaching 
and coaching jobs at the high 
school level, but I really wasn’t 
interested because I knew I wanted 
to be a coach at the Division I 
level," Jordahl said. "Now was 
the time for me to do it. There 
was an opening, I wasn’t commit¬ 
ted to another job or anything else, 
so I figured now was the time." 

Jordahl is also a substitute 
teacher in the Peoria School Dis¬ 
trict 150.

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Albeck begins fourth yea r at alma mater

Stan Albeck, a 1955 graduate of 
Bradley, returned to his alma 
mater in August of 1986 as the 
school’s 10th head basketball 
coach. 

Since then, the Braves have 
averaged 19 wins per year, cap¬ 
tured one Missouri Valley Confer¬ 
ence title, one Pepsi MVC Tourna¬ 
ment championship and have 
played in the NCAA Tournament 
while virtually locking up the 
league’s player-of-the-year selec¬ 
tion each season. For himself, he’s 
taken home coach-of-the-year 
honors from the Valley, the Illi¬ 
nois Basketball Coaches Associa¬ 
tion (for all Division I coaches in 
the state) and Kodak (for District 
II) for his outstanding job in 
1987-88. 

In his first season (1986-87), 
his Braves placed second in the 
league by one game while playing 
the entire campaign under NCAA 
sanctions imposed on his predeces¬ 
sor (Dick Versace). But in the fol-

lowing season, his team left no 
doubt as to who ruled the Valley 
as Bradley’s 26-5 record included a 
15-1 mark at home, an 11-3 record 
on opponents’ courts and a league- 
high 11-game win streak. Last 
year, the Braves slipped to 13-14 
but continued to lead the MVC in 
scoring with an 81.2 points-per- 
game scoring mark. 

While attending Bradley, 
Albeck was a reserve on Bradley’s 
varsity teams of 1951 and 1952. 
Albeck’s education and playing 
career took time off the following 
two years for a hitch in the United 
States Army. But upon his return, 
he became a starting guard for the 
Braves in 1955. 

His first coaching position came 
shortly after graduation at Adrian 
College where he posted a 16-5 
record during the 1956-57 season. 
From there, his career blossomed 
into an 11-year stint at Northern 
Michigan University where he pro¬ 
duced a 178-77 record, five NAIA 
district championships, a consola¬ 
tion title at the national finals in 
1961, a 15-8 record in NAIA tour¬ 
nament play and a job in Division 
1 Basketball at the University of 
Denver. 

Those two seasons produced a 
15-35 record and after Albeck 
turned a 2-24 team into a 13-11 
club, he earned Rocky Mountain 
Coach-of-the-Year honors as well 
as a trip to the pros as head coach 
of the ABA’s Denver Rockets (now 
Nuggets). 

Following his one year job with 
the Rockets, Albeck received his 
first NBA head coaching position 
in 1979 when he guided the Cleve¬ 
land Cavaliers to a 37-45 mark-the 
best for the franchise in seven sea¬ 
sons.- Albeck then moved to San 
Antonio where he led the Spurs to 
three consecutive Midwest Divi¬ 
sion titles while compiling a 
153-93 record and three straight 
play-off appearances. 

In 1983, Albeck left San 
Antonio for the New Jersey Nets 
and after two more winning sea¬ 
sons and two more play-off berths, 
he assumed the head coaching job 
of the Chicago Bulls. That season 
saw star Michael Jordan miss 60 
games due to injury and the Bulls 
won just 30, leading to the head 
coach’s dismissal. 

But Chicago’s loss was 
Bradley’s gain, as Albeck brought 
his fast-paced NBA-style game 
plan to college basketball. The 
up-tempo formula has produced six 
school records as well as the 
conference mark for highest scor¬ 
ing average (92.5ppg; 1987-88) by 
a team during one season.

11 the 14 Valley games, 
ton’s numbers improved to 



6.6 points and 7.2 rebounds per 
game.

Freshmen could make 
an immediate impact

The three freshmen who signed 
with Bradley last year probably 
never imagined the extent to which 
they would be called upon to per¬ 
form during their initial year as a 
Bradley Brave. 

Scott Behrends, Duane Brous¬ 
sard and Charles White will all be 
relied upon heavily to make contri¬ 
butions to the success or failure of 
this year’s squad. 

Behrends, a 6-8, 195-pound 
forward from Limestone Commun¬ 
ity High School in nearby Barton- 
ville, IL, averaged 12.9 points and 
7.6 rebounds as a sophomore and 
18.8 points and 8.8 rebounds as a 
junior. As a senior, he averaged 
18.1 points and 9.4 rebounds, 
showing improvement in each sea¬ 
son. Behrends was a center at 
Limestone, but will play forward 
at Bradley. 

"Scott is a kid that has grown 
since we signed him," Mo 
McHone, assistant coach, said. 
"When we signed him, we had 
hoped he’d be ready by the time he 
was a junior, but with all the 
adversities that we’ve come upon 
this year, he’s going to have to 
develop quicker than we had origi¬ 
nally thought. 

Behrends broke his nose during 
a practice session earlier this sea¬ 
son and has had to wear a mask at 
all practices since the injury 
occurred. 

He is supposed to be able to 


play and practice without the mask 
as of Nov. 17. 

'The mask hurts my vision. I 
can’t see up or down. Til definitely 
improve and play better once I 
don’t have to wear the mask. 
anymore," Behrends said. 

Behrends sees his role this year 
as being mostly a rebounder, but 
also a defensive player. 

With Deon Butler sidelined for 
the entire 1989-90 season, Brous¬ 
sard is being forced into making 
the transition from high school 
basketball to college basketball at a 
very rapid rate. 

Broussard, a 6-0, 165-pound 
guard from Willowridge High 
School in Sugarland, Texas, was 
originally the likely to serve as a 
back up point guard for Butler, but 
since Butler’s injury, the spotlight 
has been thrust upon Broussard. 

He averaged 8.8 points and 7.1 
assists during his senior year of 
high school. Also as a senior, 
Broussard shot 48 percent from the 
field and 40.6 percent from the 3- 
point range, and he helped lead his 
team to a 28-6 record and a tie for 
the District 25 title in 5A competi¬ 
tion. 

Not only does Duane have 
great quickness, but he’s a very 
smart kid. I think he’ll be a really 
good defensive player. The big¬ 
gest thing we’ve got to do is slow 
him down. 

The majority of his mistakes 
are made because he’s playing too 
fast. Someday he will be a great 
point guard. Unfortunately, he’s 


being forced to play under fire too 
quickly," McHone said. 

Unlike Broussard, who’s point 
guard position has basically been 
determined, White "appears to be 
a guy without a position" Gillespie 
said. 

"Charles is a guy you have to 
watch play in order to appreciate. 
It looks like he’s a guy without a 
position, but you don’t define 
Charles’ role on a team with a 
position," Gillespie said. 

White averaged 9.7 points and 
7 rebounds- per game as a junior, 
then upped his average to 15 and 
7.1, respectively, during his final 
year with the Central Lions. He 
was a vital member of his team 
when the Lions lost the State 
Championship game in triple¬ 
overtime last year. 

"Charles played on a great high 
school team. He comes from a 
program of winning," McHone 
said. "He’s a good defensive 
player. We feel he can guard any¬ 
one from 5’8" - 6’6". He’s 

definitely one of our best perimeter 
players, but he needs to work on 
improving his ball-handling." 

White feels that the biggest 
difference between playing basket¬ 
ball in high school to being a 
member of a Division I basketball 
team is the competition-The peo¬ 
ple are bigger and stronger." 

"I feel like I’m adjusting real 
well," White said. Tm working 
hard and I listen to what the 
coaches and the older guys have to 
say."

New coach Bob Bender won’t 
be left short-handed as four star¬ 
ters will be returning from last 
year’s that upset host Wichita State 
in the MVC Tournament. 

Bender is the only player in 
NCAA history to play for two 
different teams in the NCAA 
championship game when he 
played for Indiana in 1976 and 
Duke in 1978. 

This year’s team is led by Jar- 
rod Coleman (16.0 points and 6.7 
rebounds per game) who was 
voted to the pre-season All- 
Conference Team and Rickey 
Jackson (15.8 ppg) will hope to 
lead the redbirds to their first Val¬ 
ley title since 1984.

The success of the Bradley 
Braves’ basketball team in 1989-90 
will reflect hard work, off the 
court as well as on the court. 
Though he has only been at Brad¬ 
ley for slightly over a year, Bill 
McGehee, head trainer for the ath¬ 
letic department, has already made 
quite an impression on both ath¬ 
letes and coaches. 

"I was in the right place at the 
right time/ McGehee said about 
getting the job at Bradley. At the 
time he was offered the job, 
McGehee was a substitute teacher 
in his hometown of T^ylorville, 
Ill. 

A graduate from Eastern Illi¬ 
nois University, he got his degree 
in zoology and athletic training. "I 
got a science degree because I 
thought it would make me more 
employable/ McGehee said. 
Though he has never been an ath¬ 
lete himself, McGehee said that he 
has been involved in athletic train¬ 
ing since high school. 

"I meet a lot of people in this 
job. I really enjoy working and 
traveling with the team," McGehee 
said. He also said that he likes 
working so closely with the ath¬ 
letes and that would not be possi¬ 
ble in a larger university. 

McGehee, 24, has never found 


his age to be a problem with the 
athletes. He said some parents 
have been worried about their 
children’s welfare because he is so 
young, but once they talk to him 
they are more comfortable. "He 
relates better because he is more of 
a peer than an old guy," Jame Bai¬ 
ley said. Bailey, a sophomore 
transfer student from Fresno State, 
is ineligible for basketball this 
year. 

"A lot of my job is administra¬ 
tive, but there is also a lot of 
hands on work as well," McGehee 
said. He is responsible for the 
prevention, treatment and rehabili¬ 
tation of the athletes injuries. He 
mainly deals with sprained or frac¬ 
tured ankles and bruises. The 
most serious injury he has encoun¬ 
tered was Deon Butler’s knee 
injury. 


•McGehee’s youth has not 
caused any distress among the 
coaches. "He is only going to get 
better. He is young and he is gain¬ 
ing 'his experience under fire," Mo 
McHone, assistant basketball coach 
said. McHone also said that he 
thought McGehee’s age helped him 
deal more closely with the athletes. 

#A good trainer is vital to the 
success of an athletic department. 
He is the guy who keeps your 
players on the floor. The preven¬ 
tion of injury is the real key," Ron 


Ferguson, director of athletics, 
said. 

Marty Gillespie, assistant 
basketball coach, said that 
McGehee does a lot for the basket¬ 
ball team. He does much of the on 
the road work, like setting up 
meals and handling travel arrange¬ 
ments. "He takes some of the 
worries away from the coaches," 
Gillespie said. 

McHone said that he thinks 
Bradley is a good place for 
McGehee to begin. "He has been 
prepared well and he is turning 
that preparation into practical 
experience," McHone said. 

Bailey, who has asthma must 
deal with McGehee daily, said 
McGehee keeps him healthy. "He 
just doesn’t patch you up and send 
you out. He really is concerned," 
Bailey said. 

Ferguson said that the athletes 
seem to have confidence in the job 
that McGehee is doing and that is 
what is really important. 

The one thing McGehee said he 
misses since coming to Bradley is 
teaching.

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1989-90 Lady Braves basketball outlook 

Lady Braves lacking an 
experienced point guard

Help Wanted: Point guard with 
college basketball experience. 

This saying could apply to this 
year’s women’s basketball team, 
not just the men’s. The two guards 
with college basketball experience 
that coach Lisa Boyer was looking 
to for leadership will both be miss¬ 
ing from this year’s squad. 

Senior Carol Baresch, who left 
the University in October for per¬ 
sonal reasons, and sophomore 
Kelly Mazza, who will most likely 
be red-shirted after she had recon¬ 
structive knee surgery, were the 
only two guards with college 
experience. 

"At this point we are red- 
shirting her," Boyer said. "I don’t 
think it’s fair for her to miss 14 or 
15 games and then lose a year of 
eligibility to come back for the end 
of the year." 

Baresch, who led the team in 
scoring in 17 of the team’s 27 
games, averaged a team-high 18.3 
points per game, and was the only 
player to start in all 27 games. 

Mazza was also in double 
figures as she scored 10.1 points 
per game and led the team with a 
.792 free throw percentage. The 
loss of the two has Boyer looking 
to others to fill the gaps. 

"I hope right now the whole 
team picks up the slack of the lost 
players, "Boyer said. "We have 
three starters returning frofti last 
year (forwards Val Wancket and 
Karin Nicholls and center Heidi 
Nelson) and we expect their per¬ 
formances to be at least what they 
were last year, if not better. 

"Andrea McAllister will start at 
the point for us and she is a great 
shooter. Cara Riggenbach is look¬ 
ing good and she worked on her 
ball handling over the summer 
which helps." 

The Lady Braves ball handling 
is one of Boyer’s goals so she’ll 
have the guards to compliment the 
height. 

"I think this team will be 
deeper," Boyer said. "We have to 
be able to handle the ball well. I’m 
assuming we’ll be pressured, and 
we have to be able to take advan¬ 


tage of our size. 

"If we can control the boards 
and the tempo, we will be okay. 
The question mark is ball han¬ 
dling, because I think we can play 
half-court with anyone due to our 
size." 

Nicholls (6’1"), Wancket (6’0") 
and Nelson (6’1") account for the 
height Boyer is looking for. 
Nicholls and Wancket were the 
other two player’s to score in dou¬ 
ble figures for the Lady Braves as 
they averaged 14.0 and 10.3 points 
per game, respectively. 

Nelson started all but one game 
last year and was second on the 
team in blocked shots (22), while 
scoring 7.1 points and grabbing 
6.7 rebounds per game. 

Nicholls, who started all 26 
games she played, was also second 
in team rebounding as she grabbed

it. Eric claimed the University has 
'"refused to stand behind the strong pol¬ 
icy against discrimination and racial 
harassment, that it claims to have."" 
Speaking for the Board, this accusation 
is untrue and unfounded. Bradley has a 
strong policy against discrimination. 
However, the Board found no evidence 
of discrimination or other violations of 
this policy in his case. 

As in any case, the burden of proof is 
the sole responsibility of the plaintiff 
(Eric Weisberg) to provide to the court 
(Arbitration) with supporting evidence 
of his/her accusations from which a 
decision can be based. Unsubstantiated 
claims and heresay are not permissible 
forms of information in order to con¬ 
vict a defendant (SAE). 

Prior to the hearing, I spoke to Eric 
outside of the hearing room and 
informed him of his responsibility to 
provide accurate and substantiated evi¬ 
dence in order for the board to make a 
decision. He replied that he under¬ 
stood. Eric was treated with equality 
and given every opportunity to present 
his case to the best of his ability before 
an objective panel. 

During the hearing, aside form Eric’s 
testimony, all other evidence 
discounted his claim of discrimination.

What should the U.S. do with 
this latest Ortega threat against 
democracy? Let the OAS handle it. 
Communists always listen closely 
to what their neighbors say and are 
unwilling to make them angry, just 
ask the Afghans. 

It is obvious Ortega and the 
Sandinistas are using the contras as 


an excuse to maintain a strong mil¬ 

itary force against the rebels while 
covering themselves when they 
cancel the February elections. 

Ortega can read the presidential 
polls showing the Sandinistas trail¬ 
ing the opposition by between 11 
and 19 points. The Sandinistas 
promised they would never relin¬ 
quish power if defeated in an elec- 
tion. Apparently they are not going 


to take the chance. 

Then what can the U.S. do? 
Considering the influence Mikhail 
Gorbachev has had over Soviet 
satellites in Eastern Europe, possi¬ 
bly he could exert influence over 
Ortega to hold fair elections. This 
could be combined with an U.S. 
offer to disband the contras if elec¬ 
tions are held and deemed fair by 
OAS overseers. 


Then the Frank Plan, relocating 

the Contras to his Washington 
townhouse (see HR 1022), would 
be implemented. If that doesn’t 
succeed, there are very few 
options remaining. Rearming the 
Contras is a highly improbable 
solution and with our inability to 
act in Panama, military interven¬ 
tion is an impossibility. 

Possibly, we can follow the 


Kennedy-Dodd plan, which serves 

as a litmus test for all good 
liberals and is thus certainly sup¬ 
ported by my pro-Ortega counter¬ 
part. The plan? Sit on our hands 

and wish fervently that Ortega, out 
of the goodness of his Marxist 
heart, will relinquish power. Yeah, 
and Bradley basketball will have a 
winning season this year!

month in "humanitarian" aid for 
the fighters until next February. 
(In These Times 10.4.89) The Tri¬ 
bune learned from contra spokes¬ 
man Bosco Matamoros that "the 
Honduran military controls huge 
stockpiles of rebel ammunition and 


missiles left over from the [U.S. 
military] aid package [which] 
could be given to the contras at 
any time" (Nov. 2). And the truce 
was a real option for contra 
fighters, for whom Managua has 
reiterated an offer of total amnesty. 
(The Nation 5.29.1989) 

Conservatives may raise the 


argument that Ortega purposely 
sabotaged the February elections, 
during which his Sandinistas will 
face the National Opposition Union 
(UNO). Blame lies elsewhere, 
according to Mario Gonzales, 
coordinator of the Organization of 
American States election 
observers. Gonzalez told the Nov. 
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6 Tribune "if there is no demobili¬ 
zation of the contras the electoral 
process will be more difficult. It 
could hurt UNO." Perhaps this 
election-fostering demobilization 
has been helped along by Ortega’s 
move. The Nov. 7 Journal Star 
reports that the contras have 
agreed to the first direct talks with 
Managua in over a year. 

Don’t get me wrong, though. 
The Feb. 25 elections will see 
some tampering. The U.S. in fun- 
neling money to Sandinista 
opponents through the National 
Endowment for Democracy, a 
nominally independent think-tank 
set up by the U.S. In These Times 
noted that "compared with money 
spent on the U.S. elections, the $3 
million Bush wanted congress to

float to UNO through the National 

Endowment for Democracy looms 
as an extremely large political 
advantage. ’In proportion to popu¬ 
lation, it’s equivalent to $250 mil¬ 
lion in the U.S., twice as much as 
both parties combined spent in 
their 1988 races,’ says former CIA 
agent David MacMichaels." 
(10.4.89) Under diplomatic pres¬ 
sure, the Sandinistas accepted this 
intrusion as legal. Nonetheless, 
"Bush’s people are talking about 
larger sums, funneled directly or 
surreptitiously." (10.4.89) 

All this goes to show that as 
long as the Nicaraguan (or any 
other) conflict is defined largely by 
a "world policeman" administra¬ 
tion in Washington, we must read 
between the lines.

"Italy/ bassist Bob Burnett 
said after he and other Close Lob¬ 
sters members played to an audi¬ 
ence of nearly 100 in the Student 
Center ballroom last Saturday 
night. 

Singer Andrew Burnett 
disagreed. "We just want enough 
to get by, I think," he said. "And 
be filthy rich!" 

Close Lobsters, along with 
opening bands LeRoy, Cattle 
Under Cover and Who’s This 
Mary, performed Saturday cour¬ 
tesy of WRBU and Marked 
Management. WRBU station 
manager Dave Vessell called the 
show "a total success." 

The Lobsters — also including 
drummer Stewart McFayden and 
guitarists Tom Donnelly and 
Graeme Wilmington — also seemed 
satisfied with the audience’s 
enthusiasm, despite what some 
might call a low turnout. 

"People are a lot more 
enthusiastic here," Andrew Burnett 
said, speaking for his fellow band 
members and comparing American 
and European reactions to Close 
Lobsters. "You seemed like a live 
group here and mostly people are 
very laid back." 


Close Lobsters’ sound recently 
has been praised as "nearly perfect 
pop" by the British music press. 
The music is not radically 
different, Burnett said, although 
Close Lobsters does not conform 
to set music standards and has lit¬ 
tle problem being called a progres¬ 
sive or alternative band. 

Burnett said he thinks American 
and European bands are similar. "I 
say that because personally I like a 
lot of American bands anyway." 
The group claims influences from 
later 1970’s bands including the 
Clash, but those influences are not 
necessarily reflected in the Close 
Lobsters’ sound, Burnett said. 



True to time-worn rock tradi¬ 
tion, the band formed about four 
years ago because "it seemed like 
a good idea at the time," Burnett 
said. Though British music critics 
lauded the Lobsters’ first two sin¬ 
gles three years ago, drummer 
McFayden recendy described the 
records as "substandard" because 


the band did not know much about 
making records then. 

In the U.S., the Lobsters have 
since released 1987’s "Foxheads 
Stalk This Land" and most 
recently "Headache Rhetoric." The 
latter is slowly grabbing the atten¬ 
tion of American commercial-rock 
radio stations, much to the Lob¬ 
sters’ surprise Burnett said. 

"Headache Rhetoric" has been 
extremely popular with WRBU 
listeners since the station began 
playing it in August, Vessel said. I 

WRBU music director Jeremy} 
Styninger could not be reached for 
comment, but Vessell said Styn¬ 
inger was the primary person 
organizing Saturday’s show; 
"We’ve entertained the idea of hav¬ 
ing concerts for about a year," he 
said. 

Sophomore Joe Zimmerman 
attended the show and said the 
audience received all four bands 
very well, particularly as the even¬ 
ing progressed. 

'Tor having three bands with 
records and one who has a large 
following in Springfield, I was 
surprised there weren’t more peo¬ 
ple there, especially since one was 
a band from Scotland with a video 
on MTV," Zimmerman said 
'That’s rare to see in Peoria, much 
less on campus."

Since graduating from Bradley 
in 1976, Kevin Maynor has per¬ 
formed with some of the best: the 
New York City Opera, the Chi¬ 
cago Lyric Opera and various 
orchestras throughout Europe and 
the United States.

"I just kept trying to tell myself 
it wasn’t true. This wasn’t some¬ 
thing that was supposed to happen 
to me. The realization finally hit 
when the woman at the clinic told 
me I was nine weeks pregnant." 

This Bradley junior, who wish 
to remain unidentified, decided to 
get an abortion. 'There was no 
way I could keep it, and that was 
the best solution at the time. I just 
couldn’t bring an unwanted child 
into the world. I’m so thankful that 
I had the choice." 

That choice was the subject of 
a nationwide rally that took place 
this weekend across the nation in 
about 150 cities, including Peoria. 
The turnout was over 300,000 in 
Washington D.C., according to 
some Bradley students who 
attended the gathering. 

The event was entitled, "Mobil¬ 
ize for Women’s Lives," and was 
sponsored by such groups as the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
the National Organization for 


Women and Planned Parenthood. 
Overall, it was estimated that two 
million people took part in the 
event across the county. 

Six Bradley students went to 
Washington, D.C. as members of 
the nationwide group, Progressive 
Student Network (PSN). Dave 
Berry, a sophomore political sci¬ 
ence major, said about 200 
representatives from PSN attended. 
The Bradley students financed the 
trip and drove to the nation’s capi- 
tol and stayed in a community 
center in the city. 

Beatrice Casini, a freshman 
theatre major, said this was the 
first rally that she had attended. "I 
think legalized abortion is really 
important, and lately it seems like 
it might really get voted down. It’s 
really scary." 

Bill Good, a senior psychology 
major said, "I think it was impor¬ 
tant that we went. I just felt that I 
was getting sick and tired about 
me bitching about how the world 
is going." He said he believes it

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Clark cries out for reform East and West: 
— professors reflect

"If you don’t remember any¬ 
thing else I say, please remember 
this: The curl of a pig’s tail ain’t 
got a thing to do with the taste of 
the ham. By that I mean let the 
work that I’ve done speak clearly 
for me," Joe Clark, the self- 
proclaimed "poor little welfare 
boy" and principal of Eastside 
High School in Paterson, New Jer¬ 
sey opened with this statement as 
he lectured on the problems of 
education and inner city life in 
America. 

The principal with the penchant 
for long words spoke in the Stu¬ 
dent Center Ballroom Tuesday for 
nearly two hours to a sold-out 
audience of more than five hun¬ 
dred people. 

As he spoke, sometimes 
screaming, sometimes whispering, 
Clark called for more assertiveness 
among American citizens, a more 
respected education program in the 
United States and an end to bigotry 
everywhere. "When I 

leave...you’re all going to say one 
thing or the other- ’I love Joe 
Clark’ or ’I hate his guts’," warned 
Clark as he began his speech. 

"I thought he was real good. 
He was very honest and very intel¬ 
ligent. People listened to what he 
had to say," Kemba Wicks, a 
freshman, said. 

"When I left I thought he had 
made valid points, but I wasn’t 


sure what he went by affirmative 
action. It’s not as easy as he said," 
Kim Ranson, historian of the Black 
Student Alliance, said. 

Whether one likes him or not, 
Clark is happy with himself and 
his achievements. 

Two months after having open 
heart surgery, Clark, 49, finds 
himself on a lecture tour with no 
apparent plans to return back to his 
job as principal at Eastside High 



School. "I am not going back to 
that arena of education (principal 
of Eastside)." 

The job at Eastside was what 
earned him recognition for his 
tough-love policies, which became 
so controversial that they resulted 
in the making of the movie "Lean 
On Me". Clark claims that the 
movie is about ninety percent 
accurate. 

The proceeds he received from 
the movie are providing Clark with 
the money he needs to stay on his 
•tour, where he can inform the pub¬ 
lic of his views on American edu¬ 
cation and society. 

"My philosophy of education 
works everywhere. People want 
work, leadership and guidance 
from adults," he said. "Young 
people must believe in you." 

He blames the problems in 
America on a number of different 
factors, including lack of discip¬ 
line, lack of commitment, and 
indifference towards the system. 

"We must upgrade our 
levels...Do you think you have a 
handle on the situation when you 
have metal detectors on the doors 
of schools in Chicago?...unless we 
do something expeditiously, we 
will be on a rendezvous with 
oblivion," he said. 

The only methods he said he 
thinks will take care of the prob¬ 
lem are tougher policies in all are-

The situation in East Germany 
was the agenda Monday as three 
Bradley University professors held 
a "Berlin Briefing" in an attempt 
to better educate area reporters of 
the current developments in Berlin 
and Eastern Europe. 

The four professors are experts 
on Germany, the Warsaw Pact, 
Soviet policy, and Eastern Euro¬ 
pean Communist countries. Parti¬ 
cipating were Dr. Max Kele, dean 
of the college of liberal arts and 
sciences; Dr. Lester Brune, 
professor of American 


neighboring countries to gain their 
freedom in the West. The general 
consensus among the panel of pro¬ 
fessors was that no one in East 
Germany anticipated how fast the 
evolution of change would occur. 

Brune, who helped create the 
Berlin Seminar in 1981, has, along 
with Kele, led a group of 45 scho¬ 
lars from across the United States 
each summer to East Berlin for the 
past eight years. He said that given 
the atmosphere last June it was 
expected that once the hard line 
Communist leaders left office the 
young people would advocate 
change. 

Kele said that for the last cou¬ 
ple of years the middle leadership 
in East Germany has been sending

This came about after pro¬ 
longed protests by the East Ger¬ 
man citizens for change in the pol¬ 
itical system and travel restrictions 
as well as a.-* massive exodus of 
East Germans escaping through

Smokers: save your breaths for a

Cigarette, cigar, dippers and 
chewers were the target of the 13th" 
annual Great American Smokeout 
sponsored by the American Cancer 
Society Thursday. 

The event encouraged smokers 
to take a break from their 
cigarettes for 24 hours, in an effort 
to prove to themselves that they 
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could quit smoking for a day. 

-v According to Marty Holdbrook, 
field representative for the Ameri¬ 
can Cancer Society, a lot of people 
participate through the workplace, 

' so the actual participation number 
difficult to estimate. She said 
that in 1998, 5.4 million or 10.7 
percent of the nation’s 50 million 
smokers gave up cigarettes for 24 
hours, as well as 3.4 million who 
were still off of cigarettes one to 


three days later. The Smokeout 
occurs every Thursday before 
Thanksgiving. 

In addition to providing tips on 
how to stop smoking and their 
adopt a smoker program, the 
American Cancer Society is also 
working for the first year, with the 
community banks for Peoria who 
will give people the equivalent of a 
pack of cigarettes for a week if 
they quit smoking for at least six 


weeks. The equivalent, which is 
about $9 will be deposited into 
new or existing accounts. 

On Bradley’s campus, the 
Center for Wellness and Counsel¬ 
ing helped boost efforts as well. 

"We provided information and 
some materials to help, but the 
nonsmokers supplied the magic 
ingredient by showing their smok¬ 
ing friends that they’re concerned

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Business gets perspective

'Have you ever wondered what 
the future will hold for you and 
your community? Several people 
from large and small businesses 
tried to answer this question at 
"Perspective 2000." 

"Perspective 2000" was an 
interactive seminar dealing with 
what the future holds for Peoria 
and Peoria businesses. The sem¬ 
inar, sponsored by Illinois Bell 
telephone, Bradley University, the 
Peoria area Chamber of Commerce 
and the economic development 
council for the Peoria area, was 
held from 8:30 a.m to 1:30 p.m., 
Wednesday in the Student Center. 

Several presentations were 
given addressing issues including 
how communication, demographics 
and technology will affect the 
future. 

Dr. Kalman Goldberg, provost 
and vice-president for academic 
affairs, spoke on changing 
economic trends and educations 


responsibilities to the changes. 

Another session was "Peoria’s 
Communications in the Year 
2000." This was a panel discussion 
led by Joel Hartman, the associate 
provost for information technolo¬ 
gies and resources. Janet 
Stephens, who is responsible for 
Caterpillar’s worldwide network 
security and Steve Alexander, the 
marketing operations manager with 
Illinois Bell, who is responsible for 
sales and servicing functions for 
all major business customers in 
downstate Illinois. 

Hartman said the purpose was 
to present what communication in 
the community will be like in 10 
years. He also gave examples of 
how Bradley will be affected by 
this technology. Connecting Brad¬ 
ley with other campuses and the 
use of telephone systems that link 
the whole campus are some exam¬ 
ples. 

Jim Donnelly, community rela¬ 
tions manager for Illinois Bell, 
said the seminar will give 
businesses an opportunity to plan 


for the future based on what has 
been decided by technology. One 
example of technology he spoke of 
was more people doing work out 
of their homes. 

Illinois Bell has been doing 
seminars across the state much like 
the one at Bradley. Donnelly said 
these seminars are important 
because they provide small to 
medium size business with infor¬ 
mation because they are often too 
busy to look at the future. 

"If businesses are successful we 
(Illinois Bell) will be also," Don¬ 
nelly said.^ 

"Bradley has fully developed 
the ability to use technology and 
become a fully networked 
campus," Hartman said. 

Other presentations included 
"Demographics 2000: a look at 
Peoria’s people" and "Peoria’s 
market for the future." 

Mike Jacoby, a pre-medicine 
student at Bradley and president of 
the speech team, gave an improvi- 
sational speech on questions posed 
by the seminar participants.

sitting on their butts." Likewise, 
he said he thinks that teachers 
definitely need to be paid better, in 
order to increase respect for their 
job. Finally, something must be 
done to get rid of crime on the 
streets. 

"You can’t have a population of 
60 million illiterates and expect to 
have a vibrant society...let’s meet 
on an oasis of cerebral understand¬ 
ing. " 

Clark’s expectations for a 
vibrant society are based on a sys¬ 
tem where every individual is 
responsible for his own triumphs 
and failures. "No one can make 
you feel inferior without your con¬ 
sent, " Clark said. 

Clark said one should not let 
opportunities pass them by. 
"You’re going to miss success 
because it’s dressed in overalls and 


looks like work." 

For these reasons, Clark said 
he refuses to believe that inner-city 
youth is destined to stay in a rut. 
"Youth can, will and must change, 
but they are not going to change 
until the system changes." There¬ 
fore, Clark supports the voucher 
system which enables parents to 
decide which public school to send 
their children to, and is against a 
quota system, which promotes bus¬ 
ing students long distances to 
achieve racial equilibrium. 

Eastside statistics show Clark’s 
success rate. When he transferred 
to Eastside the school’s average for 
the New Jersey basic skills test 
was below 50 percent and the 
school had drug problems. 

Clark expelled 300 students on 
his first day of work, claiming 
they were beyond help -and they 
were serving no purpose in his 
school. Since then, the grades have 


steadily risen, order has improved, 
drug dealers are kept out, and 
Clark has been criticized for being 
too harsh with students and faculty 
members. Many have cited his use 
of a baseball bat and a megaphone 
as an example of his harshness. 
Clark disagrees. "They’re great 
instruments of enthusiasm." 

Despite a close call with the 
law over violating fire codes, when 
Clark chained the school doors to 
keep criminals out. Clark has 
managed to become recognized 
across the country. He was named 
the Best Black Educator in New 
Jersey. However, he returned the 
award explaining, "I’m the best 
educator period," claiming he 
didn’t want that type of award. 

Clark’s speech at Bradley was 
sponsored by the Activities Coun¬ 
cil of Bradley University, the 
Black Student Alliance, and the 
United Black Panhellenic Council.

European walls 

can be put back

Over the past few months, 
tremendous changes have occurred 
in Eastern Europe. In Poland the 
Solidarity Party seized control of 
the Parliament from the Commun¬ 
ist Party. Meanwhile, East Ger¬ 
many forced long-time leader 
Erich Honecker out of office as 
well as allowing East Germans to 
exit East Germany via Czechoslo¬ 
vakia. Now the latest change to 
occur is the seeming destruction of 
the Berlin Wall. People are now 
being allowed to freely cross from 
one side of Berlin to the other. 

Not long after the announce¬ 
ment by the East German govern¬ 
ment of the free passage between 


"East and West Berlin, the news 
media focused on potential reper- 
. cussions from East Germany’s con¬ 
tinuing reforms.

Casini and Kathy Christopher, 
a sophomore theatre major, said 
they were surprised to see the 
number of groups that were there, 
such as Catholics, Republicans and 
Senior Citizens for Choice. Mike 
Massart, a senior psychology 
major, said it was refreshing to see 
these types of groups voicing their 
opinions. 

"It was impressive that it was 
really a people’s issue-- it was not 
a women’s issue. " Casini said. 

Good said, 'It was kind of 
scary, but it was neat to see that it 
was a big thing."

Pinkston said, "Abortion is an 
ugly issue whether you’re pro- 
choice or pro-life." He said this 
situation is similar to Prohibition- 
people are going to get the abor¬ 
tions even if it’s illegal. 

When asked on how the outlook 
for abortion is in America, Casini 
said, "I think it’s going to go pro- 
choice-at least I hope so." 

Massart said he believes the 
final decision is up to the indivi¬ 
dual states, due to a decision made 
by the Supreme Court in July. The 
Court announced that states had 
more power to regulate abortions, 
and since then, some states have 
made the attempt to get an abor¬ 
tion more complicated.

ple perceive it to be about AIDS," 
which according to Petrello it is 
not. Because people believe it is 
about AIDS then they also criticize 
it because of the myths they feel it 
is spreading, and that’s where 
much of the controversy lies. 

"If people come with an open 
mind, I think that they will come 
away both angered and moved. I 
don’t think anyone will come to the 
play and not be emotionally 
affected in one way or another. I 
don’t think it’s possible," Petrello 
said. 

This is the first time that 
"Beirut" has been done in an 
authorized amateur production in 
its seven or eight year history. "I’d

George Bush babbles. 

Take it from New York Times 
columnist George Vecsey, who 
recently interviewed Bush at the 
White House and since then told 
several Bradley students about it 
during his campus visit this week, 
funded by the Mary Leslie 
Robison Endowed Lectureship. 

"I found myself looking at my 
watch thinking ’what the hell am I 
going to write about this guy?’" 
Vecsey said. "He doesn’t have 
anything to say, and I have to 
write a column about my visit to 
the White House." 

Eventually he found something 
to write— he had to. He is under 


pressure to produce four columns a 
week expressing views, opinions, 
reflections and thoughts on the 
world of sports. 

As one of the two main sports 
columnists for the Times, it is 
Vecsey’s responsibility to stay 
abreast of breaking sports news. 

"I don’t mean to sound arro¬ 
gant, but I was‘one of the first to 
suggest Pete Rose had an addiction 
problem," Vecsey said. 

"When I was growing up, there 
was always my father’s voice in 
one ear saying ’sports’ and my 
mother’s voice in the other ear say¬ 
ing ’it’s only sports,’" Vecsey said. 

During the civil strife of the 
1960s and perhaps with his 
mother’s thoughts in mind, Vecsey 
requested to get out of sports for a 
while. After writing sports for 


Newsday since 1960 and the Times 
since 1968, Vecsey became a Ken¬ 
tucky correspondent covering coal 
mining in the Appalachia. 

After his stint in Kentucky, 
Vecsey covered religion for the 
Times in 1977 and said he knew 
nothing about religion when he 
started the beat. 

Vecsey called himself "a 
quick-study journalist" but is also 
reknowned for his work in the 
more lengthy process of writing 
books. Best known for his auto¬ 
biographies including the 1976 
best-seller Loretta Lynn, Coal 
Miner's Daughter (which was made 
into a 1980 film starring Sissy Spa- 
cek) and the 1985 best seller Mar¬ 
tina about tennis star Martina Nav¬ 
ratilova. Vecsey also wrote 
several of his own non-fiction 


books and several sports books, 
including a history of the New 
York Mets entitled Joy in Mudville 
in 1970. 

Vecsey is working on an auto¬ 
biography of country singer Bar¬ 
bara Mandrell, after finishing A 
Year In the Sun , about his experi¬ 
ences covering sports for the 
Times in 1986. 

Vecsey said some people think 
the book is "too Pollyanna, too 
stuffy about myself and journal 
ism" and refer to the book as his 
memoirs. 

"I hate the word ’memoirs,’" 
Vecsey said. Tm too young to 
write memoirs. People like Wins¬ 
ton Churchill write memoirs. Not

An example of ethics and discipline

Nickie McWhirter began her 
journalism career in high school, 
drawing a cartoon for her paper 
and then writing a few paragraphs 
about it. 

Today, McWhirter, 60, a 
Peoria native who moved to 
Michigan with her family when 
she was 12, is published thrice- 
weekly in the Detroit News- 
Gannett, and her columnist syndi¬ 
cated in 89 other newspapers 
across the country. 

She was on campus this week 
along with New York Times sports 


columnist George Vecsey in con¬ 
junction* with the Mary Lewis 
Robison Endowed Lectureship. 
McWhirter and Vecsey spoke to 
various sections of communication 
classes, giving their insight into 
the print journalism industry. 

A graduate from the University 
of Michigan with degrees in 
English, Language, and Literature, 
McWhirter had never intended to 
go into journalism, though she had 
always loved to write as a child. "I 
was the kid that as the teachers 
assigned a paper of 1500 words on 
the Napoleonic War, I was the one 
cheering as the other kids were 
groaning. 1 sooned learned to curb 


my enthusiasm." 

Upon graduation she landed a 
job as an editorial assistant at the 
Detroit News bureau of the 
McGraw-Hill Publishing Com¬ 
pany. Marriage and the birth of 
three children, McWhirter adds, "I 
had three children in fifteen 
minutes," temporarily interrupted 
the pursuit of her career. (She has 
a daughter and twin sons, and will 
become a grandmother for the first 
time in January). 

In 1963 she joined the Detroit 
Free Press, where under her 
bureau chief, Stanley Brams, and 
the Womens’ Section Editor, 
Dorothy Journey, McWhirter

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Kaplan focuses lens on reality

Originally, I had expected to 
see nothing more than a middle- 
aged photojoumalist with an atti¬ 
tude and a slicked-up portfolio. I 
had been to exhibits before, and I 
knew the sort of cockiness that 
some photographers exuded. 

They seemed to pace about, 
sputtering meaningless drivel about 
lighting and shutter speeds to 
impress their followers, who knew 
little, if anything, about photogra¬ 


delayed flight, how they had lost 
his luggage, and how he had been 
having problems with one of his 
contact lenses. When he introduced 
his best friend (who happened to 
be in the audience), I realized I 
could relate to Kaplan. He had a 
sense of humor and (God forbid) I 



phy. I figured the lecture would be 
about the same but decided to 
attend anyway in order to fulfill a 
requirement for my speech class. 

I was pleasantly surprised. 

What I found on Wednesday 
night was not an arrogant, yuppie 
photographer, but instead John 
Kaplan, the 1989 National News¬ 
paper Photographer of the Year. 
Kaplan, 30, is a dynamic photo¬ 
joumalist who has talent to create 
striking images, and has plenty of 
heart to put behind them. 

When he first walked onto the 
stage of the Meyer Jacobs Theatre, 
I could see that he was different. 
Clad in a gray pinstripe suit with a 
red and black blotchy tie and 
cowboy boots, Kaplan seemed to 
be the epitome of the "guest lec¬ 
turer," but with a few quirks here 
and there. 

He began by telling the audi¬ 
ence how he’d been a couple hours 
late arriving in Peoria because of a

actually liked him. However, I was 
beginning to wonder when he 
would start talking about photogra- 
phy. 

I waited for a little while, then 
really paid attention when he said 
something that struck me as pro¬ 
found. Kaplan revealed, 'The 
more I shoot, the less I know ." I 
took it to mean that he saw the 
world differently, more clearly 
when working with the camera 
lens than he would without it. 


Kaplan also spoke on journal¬ 
ism in general. He said he is a 
journalist before a photographer, 
putting truth and accuracy above 
other things. He believes photogra¬ 
phers should be hired based not 
only on talent but also on ideas 
and creativity. 

A staff photographer for the 
Pittsburgh Press, Kaplan covered 
human interest stories, such as that 
of Rodney, an accused murderer 
and father of two. Rodney was 
choked and mOgged by someone in 
a Pittsburgh slum, >nd when he 
shot his attacker, people ques¬ 
tioned whether or not it was self- 
defense. 

Rodney was put on trial and 
eventually was convicted and sen¬ 
tenced to five years in prison. 

Kaplan got to know Rodney 
and followed he and his family 
through almost a year of tribula¬ 
tions, capturing the essence of fear 
and pain along the way. Because 
he felt guilty for having such good 
luck with his photos of Rodney 
when it was such a tragedy, 
Kaplan set up a bank account for 
Rodney’s two children in hopes 
that they will someday go to col¬ 
lege Kaplan said he thinks educa¬ 
tion is the key to a successful life. 

And he should know. Besides 
graduating Cum Laude from Ohio 
University in 1982, Kaplan has 
received many awards. He has 
earned the Robert F. Kennedy 
Award for Photojournalism, the 
National Press Photographers’ 
Association Region Three Photo¬ 
grapher of the Year, and the Gold 
Award for Photojournalism from 
the Society of Newspaper Design.

"Writing books lets me stretch 
out in a way journalism could 
never let me," Vecsey said. He 
said the book started out as a 
columnist’s diary of 1986 and grew 
as he started digging deeper to tell 
his story. 

"As I wrote day by day...I 
started to go off on tangents about 
myself and my father," Vecsey 
said. "I didn’t plan to do it and I 
remember sitting at the typewriter 
crying with the stories that I 
couldn’t not tell." 

Journalists should pay attention 
to writers such as poets who make 
the audience feel and wish the 
author had written more, Vecsey 
said. He called journalism and 
prose writing "apples and bana¬ 
nas;" however, he said, "I thihk 
there are great writers and great 
journalists that can make you 
feel." 

Despite success as an author 
and editor, Vecsey said he loves 
the deadline pressure of newspaper 
journalism. "I love seeing my 


name in the paper and I love see¬ 
ing my story appear the next day," 
he said. "Writing a book postpones 
that gratification." 

Newspaper writing is also 
Vecsey’s primary inclination in that 
he does not want to be an editor. 

"Someone once tried to make t 
an editor out of me and I had to ! 
threaten them with a mental break¬ 
down," Vecsey said. "I have a 
writer’s personality." 

Bom on July 4, 1939 in 

Jamaica, N.Y., Vecsey graduated i 
from Hofstra College in 1960. He 
currently lives in Port Washington, | 
Long Island with his wife Mari¬ 
anne, an artist, and three children ' 
including two daughters and son j 
David, who is a junior at Bradley. 

This week marked Vecsey’s | 
second visit to Bradley and he said 
he enjoyed his time spent here. 
To be here for a few days to see 
where we’ve sent our third and last 
child, where we’ve put some hope 
and trust- as a parent it’s been 
very reassuring," Vecsey said.

During the past few weeks, 
there* has been a considerable 
amount of discussion about bigotry 
on this campus. A significant 
number of students believe that 
racism and anti-Semitism presents 
a serious problem at Bradley. 
However, the majority of students 
feel that the offensive actions of a 
few do not indicate that Bradley 
has a problem but, rather, demon¬ 
strates the ignorance of a few. 

Unfortunately, many members 
of Bradley’s Administration, partic¬ 
ularly those who make policies 
and, therefore, are in a position to 
address racism and bigotry more 
effectively, agree with the student 
majority. 

Consequently, bigotry continues 
without any real attempts to reduce 
or eliminate it. Time, energy and 
money is not spent on problems 
that do not officially exist and, at 
Bradley, racism and anti-Semitism 
do not officially exist. 

There are only two positions to 
racism and anti-Semitism: you 
either condone it or you oppose it. 
Those who are silent are, in fact, 
condoning it. Through their 
silence, they give blatant racists 
the SECURITY to continue their 
offensive behavior which often 


becomes more offensive as they 
realize that it will be tolerated. 

Students who remain silent 
when told a derogatory joke or 
when another student uses racial or 
ethnic slurs plays a supportive role 
in bigotry. Their smile or embar¬ 
rassed laugh encourages the 
offending student to continue such 
a behavior, often for the attention; 
silence sends a message of toler¬ 
ance to racists. 

SILENCE IS NOT GOLDEN. 
The moral response to a racially Or 
ethnically derogatory comment or 
joke requires an offended student 
to confront racists about their 
behavior. However, this involves 
risk of ridicule and exclusion from 
the "in" groups, especially organi¬ 
zations who have a history of 
members who exhibit bigoted 
behavior. 

While organizations proclaim 
loudly that they are not involved 
when individual members exhibit 
racially or ethnically offensive 
behavior, they fail to understand 
that such members are representa¬ 
tives of their organization. There¬ 
fore they demonstrate to the rest of 
the world the qualities and charac¬ 
teristics that a particular organiza¬ 
tion looks for when seeking 
members. I have to question the 
screening process of organizations 
that have the right to select their 
members; evidently, they are not 
emphasizing the right qualities in 
potential members. 

Administration plays a vital 
role in the perpetuation and 
tolerance of racist and anti-Semetic 
behavior in many ways. First, 
they refuse to seriously address 
individual incidents of racism or 
anti-Semitism on this campus.

choosing instead to label such 
incidents as "isolated incidents." 

An incident is isolated only if a 
few (under five) similar incidents 
have occurred over a period of two 
or three years. Such incidents have 
become so commonplace on this 
campus that minority students have 
learned the futility of going 
through the "proper channels" 
which are theoretically available to 
them. 

Eric Weisberg’s recent experi¬ 
ence with the "proper channels’

ineffectiveness of these channels 
and the extent to which peer pres¬ 
sure restricts the emergence of 
truth. 

Lack of evidence is a handy 
way of investigating and dismiss¬ 
ing charges with no real attempt to 
reach the truth. Given the number 
of incidents involving racial or eth¬ 
nic slurs or offensive behavior 
over the past year, Bradley 
Administration has MORAL obli¬ 
gation to implement an EFFEC¬ 
TIVE policy whereby such 
behavior is officially condemned 
and strong disciplinary procedures 
are established which are applica¬ 
ble both on an individual and 
organizational level. 

Administration’s SILENCE IS 
NOT GOLDEN. 


Second, many of Bradley’s poli¬ 
cies and procedures are racist in 
effect, though not necessarily by 
' intention. Many times, the end 
result of a policy or procedure 
effectively ignores the needs or 
interests of minority students, sim¬ 
ply because they are in the minor¬ 
ity. 

The allocation of monies for the 
Black Studies Program, the minor¬ 
ity recruitment weekend, academic 
scholarships and the renovation of 
the Garrett Center is simply not a 
priority for Bradley administrators. 
The Black Studies Program does 
not enjoy strong institutional sup¬ 
port, and the number of academic 
scholarships, which would help 
increase minority student enroll¬ 
ment, is currently limited and is 
targeted to be limited still further 
next year due to anticipation of a 
large freshman class. 

The Garrett Center is repeat¬ 
edly excluded from renovation pro¬ 
jects and funding campaigns. Brad¬ 
ley sends a distinct message 
through its monetary allotments to 
areas that affect minority students. 
SILENCE IS NOT GOLDEN. 

Third, the lack of Afro- 
American faculty and Administra¬ 
tive personnel indicates a loaded 
die to Black students. Classes 
rarely include or address the Black 
experience or perspective; the lack 
of Black faculty simply compounds 
the problem. While there MAY be 
a lack of Black faculty throughout 
the United States, using this as a 
justification for poor Afro- 
American representation on 
Bradley’s faculty is a cop-out. 

Bradley should take immediate 
steps to recruit minority graduate 
students through the use of finan¬ 


cial aid incentives which could 
include an agreement that the stu¬ 
dent would teach at Bradley for a 
specified number of years. If such 
a program exists, it should be 
evaluated for possible expansion. It 
is time that Bradley accept her 
obligation to actively provide a 
well-rounded faculty which 
represents a variety of perspec¬ 
tives. SILENCE IS NOT GOL¬ 
DEN. 

Finally, Bradley has a responsi¬ 
bility to educate its students. 
Quality education requires that stu¬ 
dents be exposed to a variety of 
ideas and experiences. One student 
recently informed me that Bradley 
students do NOT attend Bradley to 
gain exposure to a variety of per¬ 
spectives but rather, that they 
attend Bradley because it 
represents beliefs similar to their 
own. 

Another student recently com¬ 
mented to the extent that if most of 
the students do not perceive some¬ 
thing as offensive, then the feelings 
of those who are offended don’t 
really matter because they are in 
the minority. I repeatedly see these 
attitudes reflected, both in student 
government and in the comments 
and behavior of individual stu¬ 
dents. 

Bradley has an ethical obliga¬ 
tion to encourage its students to 
consider the detrimental effects of 
bigotry on society, thereby ena¬ 
bling its students to contribute to a 
better world. If Bradley really 
wants to earn its status as a quality 
academic institution, it must accept 
its responsibility to expose its stu¬ 
dents to a variety of cultures and 
perspectives. SILENCE IS NOT

policies in East Germany, there is 
widespread interest in what will 
become of the old East-West Alli¬ 
ances, the economic policies of the 
communist countries and the possi¬ 
ble reunification of Germany. 

"No one knows if the Eastern 
bloc countries can stand alone," 
Bukowski said. Roach reminded 
that the same questions two or 
three years ago with the restructur¬ 
ing of the Soviet policies and said 
that situation in Germany now 


signifies the end of the bi-polar 
world. 

"It’s premature to say that com¬ 
munism is dead," Kele said. 

It was equally agreed that the 
reunification of East and West 
Germany would never be allowed 
by either the west or eastern Euro¬ 
pean nations due to the amount of 
power the country would then have 
as well as the lowering of the West 
German standard of living. It was 
also made clear that some of the 


aspects of Socialism like 
guaranteed jobs, housing and 
health care, are appealing to East 
Germans. 

It was stressed that the Bush 
administration needs to better tune 
in to what is going on in eastern 
Europe and that Secretary of State 
James A. Baker III, who has little 
knowledge in Eastern bloc foreign 
policy, must also become more 
informed.

Dear Editor, 

I have an experience I would like to 
relate to the rest of campus. I was hav¬ 
ing dinner in Williams cafe last Satur¬ 
day when a particularly offensive 
incident occurred. There was a group 
of about 10 black guys sitting across 
the room. They were being very noisy 
and throwing things at each other. I 
tried to ignore them but it wasn’t easy. 
Through their horseplay, they angered 
another guy. Apparently, he was hit by 
something they threw. Anyway, he 
came over to one of the tables and 
tipped it, spilling everything on the 
floor. After announcing, ''Now, pick 
that s—t up m—r f—r ," he left the 
cafe. These guys thought this was 
FUNNY! It didn’t matter that they had 
caused a scene. It didn’t matter that the 
table I was sitting at was almost upset 
as well. They thought the incident was 
hilarious! They didn’t even clean up the 
mess. 


I am relating this to you to illustrate a 

point. I am prejudiced, but not by 
choice. In other words, I am not a 
white supremist who believes he is 
superior to these "niggers." This isn’t 
the only incident I have experienced on 
thi§ campus which was very offensive. 
Oif two other occasions, I was minding 
my own business and was rudely awak¬ 
ened to the fact that some blacks are 
arrogant, rude, noisy, and are worried 
about people intruding on "their 
rights." I tried to be polite and got 
swear words in return. These people 
seem to think they can do what they 
want and to hell with everyone else! 

I have a question: WHAT ABOUT 
MY RIGHTS!? I’m from the Chicago 
area and this view seems to be pre¬ 
valent among lower class blacks. You 
better believe Tm prejudiced! I think 
some of these people are the scum of 
the earth! I didn’t start out that way. I 
was taught to judge people by who they 
were, not by the color of their skin. 
Some of my best friends are black. I 
have developed this prejudice since I 
came to live in Chicago. If these peo¬ 
ple don’t change their attitudes, I guess 
I’ll be prejudiced till I die. 

Name withheld 
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may pose no substantial military 
threat, a unified Germany would 
prove to be the most powerful 
country economically in all of 
Europe. 

Then there is the Soviet Union. 
The Soviet Union will not sit 
by while the West takes away 
one of the major components of 
the Warsaw Pact. Now before you 
think that this cannot happen, let 
me refresh your memory. 

In 1956 Hungary decided that it 
no longer wanted to be controlled 
by the Soviet Union. The Soviet 
Union disagreed, in came the 
Soviet troops, and down went the 
revolt. Many Hungarian people, 
excluding Zsa Zsa Gabor of 
course, were slaughtered for want¬ 
ing nothing more than to be in 
control of their own government. 
Similar events occurred in 
Czechoslovakia twelve years later 
in 1968. Admittedly, things have 
changed since 1968, but lets not 


stick our heads in the sand. 

For some time, Democrats on 
Capitol Hill have been singing the 
praises of Mikhail Gorbachev, 
leader of the Soviet Union. Senate 
Majority Leader George Mitchell 
(D- Maine) and Congressman 
Patricia "Patsy" Schroeder (D- 
Colorado) have taken every avail¬ 
able opportunity to worship at the 
feet of the god of propaganda and 
public relations, Mikhail Gor¬ 
bachev. Time and time again 
these wimpering liberals have 
extolled the virtues of Gorbachev’s 
reforms, while not allowing for the 
possibility that Gorbachev might 
be replaced before the end of the 
1990’s by a hardliner who will 
make Tiananmen Square look like 
a tea party.

As I 
have already shown, the Soviet 
Union is ready, willing, and able 
to quell any subversive actions 
taken by satellite state. It has been 
done in the past, and it can be 
done again in the future. And if by 
chance you think the Soviet Union 
could not crack down on East Ger¬ 
many, just remember that there are 
over 300,000 Soviet troops 
presently stationed in East Ger¬ 
many.

Any questions call 677- 
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leave NATO and East Germany 
would have to leave the Warsaw 
Pact. Yet, it is pretty unlikely that 
either side will be willing to give 
up one of it’s most important 
allies. 

For the United States to lose 
West Germany would mean losing 
important military bases as well as 
land on the edge of the Soviet 
Bloc. Our government is about as 
likely to accept that as it is to 
accept the fact that SDI is a waste 
of money. For the Soviets to lose 
East Germany would be just as 
difficult for them to stomach. East 
Germany is very important to the 
Soviets because it has long been 
the most economically stable coun¬ 
try in the Warsaw Pact. That 
makes it crucial to an economically 
troubled Soviet Union. 

Some have suggested that East 
and West Germany might leave 
their respective alliances and form 


their own island union in the mid¬ 
dle of the two alliances. This 
scenario is really quite unlikely as 
both countries ties to their allies 
are actually more like knots than 
ties. 

What will happen next, you 
ask? Look at the big picture. In the 
last several months the world has 
seen Glastnost become a reality in 
Poland, Hungary and now East 
Germany. Rumor has it Bulgaria 
will be next. 

It has to be obvious to anyone 
observing the situation that the 
Communist countries of Eastern 
Europe and the Soviet Union are, 
for their own economic and politi¬ 
cal well-being moving towards a 
more open a free society. East and 

West Germany will remain in their 
respective alliance but there will 
be an obvious air of positive feel¬ 
ing between them, without the Ber¬ 
lin Wall to divide them. 


Along with East and West Ger¬ 
many, reforms in the Soviet Bloc 
will continue and our relationship 
with the Soviet Union will con¬ 
tinue to become more stable. 

There are those who disagree 
with me and look back at Hungary 
in 1956 as an example while insist¬ 
ing that the Soviets will crack 
down on East Germany. But these 
people obviously have tunnel 
vision. They can’t see that the 
difference between 1956 and 1989 
is that the leader of the Soviet 
Union in 1989 is the one who 
designed the reforms.

60 applications so far from col¬ 
leges and universities across the 
country. 

Committee members met Nov. 

6 to review the applications to nar¬ 
row the number of candidates. 
Claussen said he is unable to < 
reveal the reduced number of can¬ 
didates because of confidentiality. 
He said he hopes to have the list 
narrowed to five to eight candi¬ 
dates by December. 

The projected plan for the com¬ 
mittee shows mid-February to 
early March as the target date for 
submitting a final candidate to the 
Provost.

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Silence only condones racist behavior

At the panel discussions of 
Race Against Racism a lot of ques¬ 
tions and suggestions were raised, 
but to me the one central sugges¬ 
tion that was repeated throughout 
was education is the key to reduc¬ 
ing racism. 

I agree that education is crucial 
to reducing racism but I also know 
that Bradley’s current curriculum 
pays very little attention to people 
of color culture. I also know that 
there are few people who take 
classes to help facilitate their 
understanding of different national¬ 
ities background or culture. 

Since there are many students 
who won’t learn on their own and 
that the current curriculum over¬ 
looks people of color history, 
Bradley has the obligation to do 
something about this. Bradley 


should require all incoming stu¬ 
dents to take a three semester hour 
course addressing relationships 
between Caucasian and people of 
color. The class should also 
explain the origins and persistence 
of social inequality based on race 


ogy- 

Since racism feeds on 
ignorance, Bradley, which prides 
itself on striving for excellence and 
on its instruction, can help elim¬ 
inate racism through awareness 
and education. I think such a pro¬ 
posal is necessary because, for 
one, it would improve 'the atmo¬ 
sphere on campus. 

As it is now, the campus 
environment appears no longer to 
be a safe place of liberalism which 
values, accepts and respects racial 
and cultural differences. The 
campus curriculum must be altered 


to represent the multi-cultural and 
multi-racial background of the 
campus. 

Adding a racism class to the 
current curriculum would mean 
that Bradley would have to spend 
more money on the African Amer¬ 


ican studies program which could 
attract more African American 
faculty and administrators. Hiring 
more of these kinds of faculty 
would help reduce feelings of iso¬ 
lation and alienation between Afri¬ 
can American students because 
they would now see models of suc¬ 
cess who look like they do. 

Since there is an urgent need 
for more African Americans in 
higher education, seeing more peo¬ 
ple of color in positions of power 
at the predominately white institu¬ 
tions could inspire more African 
American students to consider 
higher education as a career. This 


insures us of a future supply of 
scholarly African American educa¬ 
tors. 

Another reason why I feel that 
a racism class is necessary is that 
one of the most persisting and big¬ 
gest problems in the U.S. has been 
the conflict between people of 
color and Caucasians. Although 
most ethnic groups at one time or 
another have been discriminated 
against (Jews, Poles, Irish Ameri¬ 
cans), the biggest schism has been 
between Caucasians and people of 
color. While all the other ethnic 
groups mentioned above have 
more or less successfully assimi¬ 
lated into the social structure of 
the U.S. it is the people of color 
(Native Americans, Chicanos, 
African Americans), that continue 
up to this day be overrepresented 
at the very bottom of the American 
system of stultification. 

Studying why this is the case is 
crucial if one is to reduce preju¬ 
dice, misconceptions and conflicts 
in this society. Since it is well- 
known that the proportion of peo¬ 
ple of color is increasing dramati¬ 
cally to that of Caucasians it is 


imperative for everyone to under¬ 
stand the dynamics of race rela¬ 
tions. This understanding is vital if 
one is to perform as responsible, 
enlightened citizens on their job 
and in everyday interaction. 

In case you still feel that this 
course is not necessary or you 
■fully understand racism, let me 
raise a small number of questions. 
Did you know that some Blacks 
were actually slave owners during 
slavery? Did you know that whites 
tried to enslave other whites and 
other Native Americans before 
they enslaved African Americans? 
Did you know that whites have 
enslaved whites? For example, the 
British enslaved the Irish and 
brought them to the West Indies to 
work on plantations. 

Hopeftilly, these few questions 
have helped shed some light on the 
ignorance a lot of us have about 
the past because we simply have 
not had the opportunity to be edu¬ 
cated. Other universities such as 
Stanford and the state of Wiscon¬ 
sin have adopted a new doctrine 
requiring all students to take a 
class on race relations before they 
graduate. 

Changes don’t al way’s have to 
start with the administration or 
faculty Changes can start from 
concerned students who are willing 
to voice their opinion as to the 
direction they want the university 
to take. So let us set a new 
agenda, a new direction at Bradley 
to lead every student to a better 
understanding of others and our¬ 
selves so tomorrow’s leaders will 
be better equipped to face the chal¬ 
lenges of racism which have so far 
kept this nation from giving other 
ethnic groups their freedom and 
equality.

Runners finish season 
in Terre Haute- 
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Conley surprised at lack of offense

This season the Bradley Brave* 
soccer team learned many things, 
despite their unexpected 4-14-2 
record. Coach', Tim Conley, said 
he was most disappointed and 
surprised at his team’s lack of 
scoring ability. 

He said there were many cases 
in which his team should have won 
more games. Conley also pointed 
out that he knew his team’s scoring 
ability, but just they couldn’t con¬ 
vert. Conley said some good came 
out of the Braves losing season. 

"Only one player out of the 
starting line-up is graduating, so 
that gives the rest of the team 
some experience to build on."

Six-foot-two inch guard Mau¬ 
rice Stovall form Thornton High 
School in Harvey, Illinois signed a 
letter of intent on Wednesday as 
the Braves signed their second 
player of the week. 

Earlier this week, the Braves 
signed 6’11", 190 pound Mark 
Bailey from Christian Brothers 
College High School in Clayton, 
Missouri in hopes of making up 
for the lost height of senior Luke 
Jackson. 

"Bailey will give us the height 
we need. Wether he’ll be able to 
contribute from the start I’m not 
sure, but he is building up his 
body," assistant coach Marty Gil¬ 
lespie said. "Stovall will definately 
be able to contribute. He’ll be one 
of the best athletes we have." 

Stovall’s scholarship is con- 


i tingent upon nim meeting Bradley’s 
admissions standards, so without 
the grades, his scholarship will not 
be offered. 

"Maurice is an exceptional 
shooter who has great offensive 
skills and is a good outside 
shooter," Sam Cameli, who is 
Stovall’s high school coach, said. 
'In terms of athletic skills, he is 
the best athlete I have had." 

Last year, Stovall helped lead 
his school to a 22-6 record as he 
averaged 18 points and five 
rebounds a game, while shooting 
50 percent from the floor. His 
efforts earned him all-conference 
recognition. 

"One of the main reasons I 
came to Bradley was for the 
chance to play for a coach like 
Stan Albeck and I couldn’t turn it 
down," Stovall said.

Manhunt continues 
for murder suspect

Student Senate and the Associa¬ 
tion of Residence Halls (ARH) 
co-sponsored "Let’s Chat," a 
panel discussion to air student 
complaints, Monday in the Student 
Center. 

Officials from Housing, Minor¬ 
ity Services, Career Development, 
University Senate, the book store, 
library, and Business, Student, and 
Academic Affairs addressed stu¬ 
dent concerns. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, answered 
questions concerning the lack of 
student involvement in discontinu¬ 
ing Brad E. Lee, the school 
mascot. Gaisky said it was an 
"unfortunate situation" that should 
not have occurred. Gaisky said a 
new' mascot is currently being 
chosen with the aid of students. 

Dr. Kalman Goldberg, provost 
and vice president for academic 
affairs, defended the mascot 


change. Goldberg called Brad E. 
Lee personally offensive, "distaste¬ 
ful and ludicrous." He said the 
caricature was disrespectful of 
Native Americans. Goldberg said 
the mascot was introduced by the 
Chiefs club without student con¬ 
sent and has no long-standing 
Bradley tradition. 

Several students voiced concern 
over problems of racism and sex¬ 
ism at Bradley and requested a 
general education course be 
required to deal with these issues. 

Goldberg recognized racism 
and sexism exist on campus, but 
said it would be difficult to require 
students to take a class about pre¬ 
judice. Goldberg said other 
classes, such as sociology and 
economics, have units on racism 
and sexism. Goldberg said the 
University Senate and the General 
Education Committee comprised of 
faculty would have to approve 
such a course. 

Ellen Watson, director of the

Gura heads south 

Vacancy in University relations

:e is it ! 


Authorities are currently 
searching for Richard J. Church, 
the alleged murderer of his ex¬ 
girlfriend’s parents and alleged 
attempted murderer of his ex¬ 
girlfriend and her brother. 

Although they are not certain of 
his whereabouts, the authorities 
have insured that college students 
everywhere are able to identify 
him by displaying his wanted 
poster in universities nationwide. 

Church, also known as Ronnie 
Quinlan, is 6’0", 175 lbs., and 20 
years old with brown hair and blue 
eyes. He was last seen on Sept. 
11, 1988 in California. Authorities 
are afraid, however, that he might 
try to blend in with people his age. 
Thus, colleges across the nation 
have received wanted posters like 
the ones that have been up for 
several weeks at Bradley in hopes 
of making students aware of 
Church. There is no reason to 
suspect that Church is in Peoria, 
says McHenry County Sheriff 
George H. Hendle, but there is 
also no reason to doubt it either. 
Tm not saying he is not on 
campus. He could be. He’s young 
enough to try and fit in." 

"As diverse as the campus is 
and with such a lot of people going 
home on vacation they might run 
into him. I just want to familiarize 


the students with him," Steve 
Strang, a friend of one of the vic¬ 
tims, said. Strang, a high school 
friend of the victims distributed the 
posters on campus. The posters 
were produced by the sheriffs 
department and then given to the 
victim to distribute. Strang was 
asked to distribute the posters by 
the victim as a favor. 

Students are warned by the 
McHenry County Sheriffs office 
that these posters are not a joke, 
and that Church is indeed a 
suspected murder. He has been 
featured on America’s Most 
Wanted, A Current Affair and the 
Oprah Winfrey Show. 

He has warrants issued on him 
for two charges of murder, two 
charges of attempted murder and 
one charge of unlawful flight to 
avoid prosecution. Church is 
suspected of killing the parents of 
his ex-girlfriend with a knife and a 
blunt instrument. He also 
allegedly stabbed his ex-girlfriend 
and her brother. Both victims sur¬ 
vived the attack though. Currently, 
both of the survivors have 
recovered and are leading normal 
lifes. 

"We don’t know what set him 
off. He’s never been in any other 
trouble, but you don’t know he 
isn’t dangerous after that attack," 
Hendle said. The office has already 
out approximately 15,000

After eight and a half years at 
Bradley, Dan Gura, associate vice 
president for University relations, 
has resigned and taken a position 
at the University of Tampa, UT.

"The opportunity and the chal¬ 
lenge was exciting and the way in 
which they put the whole thing 
together was just a very attractive 
situation for both my wife and I 
and our kids as well," Gura said. 

Gura, a native Peorian, stressed 
the difficulty in leaving a city that 
had been so good to him and his 
wife Barb, and three children 
Mary, Julie and Danny. Gura 


received his Bachelor of Science 
degree from Bradley in 1967 and 
is a 1977 graduate of the Peoria 
Area Chamber of Commerce 
Leadership School. 

In addition to his work with 
Bradley, Gura has also been active 
in the Peoria community, being 


elected Councilman-at-large in 
1979 and re-elected in 1983 and 
1987. He resigned last week from 
the term that would have expired 
in 1991.

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Racism: tale of pride, prejudice and pity 


When I was in fourth grade I 
learned what racism was and what 
it can do to sdmeone. I didn’t 
know I was being racist then, but I 
do now, and I never want to be 
that way again...ever. 

Ivette DeLuna and I were best 
friends. Ivette’s family taught me 
some words in Spanish, taught me 
where Mexico was, about the cul¬ 
ture and even got me to like the 
food. One day, at school, I became 
very angry with Ivette and 
screamed at her. My racist words 
forever linger in the back of my 
mind. I called Ivette "brown 
sugar" and "spic" and afterwards, 
she cried. I never knew words and 
actions could be so powerful. But 
my message hit Ivette, and I was 
eternally sorry. I learned my les¬ 
son. Over the past few weeks, 
though, there are some people who 
apparently need to learn this les¬ 
son. 

In past years, editors for the 
Scout hardly ever responded to 
letters to the editor. After a letter 
that was printed in the Nov. 17 
issue, titled "Racism," and another 
letter that has been written by the 
same person titled "Reply" in this 
week’s issue and letters that have 
been written in response, I, too, 
feel the need to address the person 
who wrote the two letters. 

In his Nov. 17 letter, he 
described an incident in Williams 
cafeteria involving a group of stu¬ 
dents who were allegedly being 


loud and throwing things. He also 
used the term "nigger" and yet, 
said in his letter this week, that he 
is prejudiced, not a racist. 

I don’t understand this! Does 
this mean he is prejudiced against 
black people because he has 
experienced some incidents that 
just happened to involve black peo¬ 
ple or that he is prejudiced against 
any group of people that do not 
meet his "standards?" I would like 
to know how this student feels 
about Jewish people, Chinese peo¬ 
ple, Mexican people, or any other 
race, creed or color that is not his 
own. 

I have experienced many 
incidents on this campus that have 
angered me. From loud music at 4 
a.m. to general rudeness but I 
have never categorized the group 
of people who angered me. I didn’t 
go away from the incident saying, 
"I hate all black people" or "I 
never want to talk to another Jew¬ 
ish person in my life." I am not a 
racist and I am not prejudiced and 
in this case of the letters that were 
written I find it extremely difficult 
to understand the difference 
between the two terms. No matter 
if you’re a racist or are prejudice 
we all have to understand that we 
are all human beings. 

I think one of the most impor¬ 
tant facts this person must face up 
to is that no matter what color skin 
the person has, that person is still 
a human being who has rights, 


feelings and emotions. In his Nov. 
17 letter he states, "You better 
believe I’m prejudiced! I think 
some of these people are the scum 
of the earth! I didn’t start out this 
way. I was taught to judge people 
by who they were, not by the 
color of their skin. " 

Yes, I was also taught to 
"judge" people by who they are 
not the color of their skin, but I 
have dedicated myself to uphold 
this belief and moral. Just because 
a black person or a white person 
or a purple person for that matter 
has done something to make me 
angry or has hurt my feelings does 
not mean that I hate the whole 
class of people forever. 

This past summer, my mother’s 
purse was stolen in Chicago. It 
was a traumatic event for her and 
the rest of the family- not because 
of the loss of money but because 
whoever had stolen the purse had 
our address and our house and car 
keys. Our family lived in fear for 
many weeks. Later, the person 
was caught and this person hap¬ 
pened to be black. Do I hate all 
blacks because of this? No. Do I 
fear Blacks? No. Do I make 
sweeping general comments that I 
am prejudiced because of this one 
incident? No. 

My grandmother, who lives in 
Harvey, Ill., is 75-years-old and 
has lived alone for 23 years. Dur¬ 
ing those 23 years her house has 
been broken into many times and 


at one point a young man with a 
gun stood in front of her plate 
glass window demanding to be let 
into the house. None of the alleged 
robbers have been caught and the 
man with the gun was never to be 
seen again. The young man was 
black or Mexican, my 
grandmother could not tell, but she 
does not hate the whole race of 
people. After such incidents it 
might be easy to fall into the 
racism or prejudice trap but she 
believes in equality and the human 
race. 

This is where the writer of the 
letter has gone wrong. Has this 
one incident tarnished your respect 
for a whole race of people for¬ 
ever? Has this incident of observ¬ 
ing people being loud and throw¬ 
ing things forever killed your basic 
respect for the human race? If it 
has, this is a very sad thing. I 
think most of us, upon first read¬ 
ing the letter were angry with the 
writer, but I think at this point we 
should almost feel sad for this per¬ 
son because his need for education 
and understanding is so great. 

When I read the first letter I 
was enraged at the blatant display 
of racist remarks, especially the 
word "nigger." Since that first 
letter I have talked with many stu¬ 
dents and one of the topics that 
always seems to come up is why 
the Scout left in that word. My 
answer is this— first, it is a letter 
to the editor and the Scout does 


not edit letters unless it is grar 
matically incorrect or uses profaff 
and vulgar language. To some tif 
word "nigger" is vulgar 
profane. In my opinion, the w( 
should never pass the lips of ar 
human being, just as other racii 
slurs should never be used. 

Second, I decided to leave tk 
word "nigger" in the letter | 
demonstrate to the entire campf 
the kind of people we need to e& 
cate. This person, whether he liki 
it or not, is being used as | 
example. He is a terrible exampi 
of what can happen to somec* 
when racism and prejudice e* 
away at their hearts, mind al 
soul— but nonetheless, he is i 
example of the attitudes and belie* 
that even/s like the "Race Again 
Racism" and speeches by J| 
Clark and Juan Williams were tn 
ing to reach before they got out? 
hand. 

This is the kind of person thi 
we as students, faculty, ai 
administrators need to pay atte* 
tion to. We need to educate tb 
person and help him to understaf 
that we are all humans with fee 
ings, rights and emotions, 
learned this at an early agt 
perhaps the writer of the letter i 
taking a little longer to learn i 
lesson...it’s up to us to help hi 
realize his ignorance.

Apparently, this student was so upset 
about the incident, that he wrote about 
it; so in return I will write back 
because I’m disturbed. 

You see Mr. or Ms. "Name 
Withheld," what happened in that 
cafeteria is nothing out of the ordinary; 
in fact many people are probably 
involved in mischief everyday, and 
they don’t have to be of one particular 
race. And relating this point to you, 

I am not prejudice none whatsoever; I 
am so unbiased as to what color people 
are, that I have a white girlfriend. It is 
the students like you, Mr. or Ms. 
"Withheld," that have actually stained 
the atmosphere of learning, that is, 
learning of other races. The student 
toward which I'm writing about is more 
than prejudice, he is ignorant toward 
not just blacks, but to his or her races 
as well. 

And it doesn’t have to be prevalent 
among just lower-class blacks; it can 
be seen in the upper-class whites, the 
middle-class Asians, to the highest 
valued families, to the obscurity of the 
working people, even to people who 
are as ignorant, mediocre-minded and 
as umbrageous as Mr. or Ms. "Name 
Withheld."

I 
myself, one who, of course, is not as 
slanted as you, would be the first to 
say I don’t know half of the things that 
other races do themselves... and 
because of that, I say to you, stop 
watching so much television- it is 
ruining your sense of understanding. A 
word of advice is called to all people 
who think like Mr. or Ms. 

'Withheld," simply make your drastic 
opinion toward a group of people who 


just hang together; a "clique" is a com¬ 

fortable definition, and not toward 
racial overtones that place Bradley in 
sedition. It is the "clique" charge as to 
what I’m guilty of; my parents pay just 
as much money as yours...probably ^ 
more.

There was a letter written in the Nov. 

17 issue that I would like to address. A 
fellow student expressed his opinion on 
the "offensive incident" that occurred 
in Williams cafeteria on Nov. 11. 

By his description of the incident, "Mr. 
Name Withheld" was very disturbed by 
10 black guys sitting across from him. 
He explained, "They were being very 
noisy and throwing things at each 
other. Through their horseplay, they 
angered another guy and he came over 
to one of the tables and tipped it..." 

In my opinion "Mr. Name Withheld," 
had every right to be angry but the 
remainder of his article was extremely 
offensive not only to me, but a number 
of people that I had spoken to. His 
comments were shallow and ignorant. 
Yes, the 10 black guys "were being 
very noisy throwing things at each 
other," but to tell readers that this is 
something only Black people do is 
exposing his own adolescent frame of 
mind. 

In proving my point, I would like to 
bring to the attention of "Mr. Name 
Withheld," the talent show given by 
IFC on Sept. 20, from 7:30-9;30 in 
the Garrett Center. Within that two 
hour time frame the "white" participant 
broke two tables, students were hang¬ 
ing out the windows, there was a gar¬ 
bage can with a pair of panties and bra 
hanging out of it, beer cans and gar¬ 
bage were everywhere, and cigarettes 
were put out in the carpeting! 

Would "Mr. Name Withheld," label 
this "arrogant, rude, noisy" and bar¬ 
baric display "white" behavior? Did 
these people "seem to do whatever they 
wanted and to hell with everyone else!" 
To hell with all the work put into the 
Garrett Center. Right?

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Both faith and support aid Graham’s recovery

Diners at Maria’s Cafe find it 
hard not to miss Maria these days. 

A visible and outgoing person 
among those who have eaten at the 
Geisert Hall cafeteria, manager 
Maria Graham has not been able to 
work since last month when she 
discovered she had breast cancer 
and underwent a mastectomy. 

Dr. Carl Adams, who per¬ 
formed the surgery, could not be 
reached for comment, but Graham 
said he told her the prognosis is 
good. Encouraged by her recovery 
and by support from her family 
and the Bradley community, Gra¬ 
ham said she will likely return to 
Geisert in January. "I love what I 
do and I want to keep doing it," 
she said. "I hope to work for 
many, many years to come." 

Last October, Graham went in 
to see her doctor for a flu shot and 
asked for a mammogram. She said 
she can’t emphasize enough to 
other women the importance of 
getting mammograms. "When I 
discovered the breast cancer and 
had a biopsy, I gave permission to 
the doctor for a mastectomy if the 
lump was cancerous," Graham 
said. 

Graham said it was hard to tell 
her family and coworkers that she 
had cancer. "My daughter was 
devastated," she said. 'It’s very 
traumatic to find out you have 
cancer and you have a strong 
belief (in God) to carry you 
through." 


Food services director Robert 
Byczynski said Graham told him at 
the end of October about her 
upcoming surgery. "I think every¬ 
one was a little surprised," 
Byczynski said. 'The biggest con¬ 
cern I had was for her health...and 
I was hoping and praying that it 
(the cancer) was something that 
could be localized and not some¬ 
thing more than that." 

Graham underwent surgery at 
Proctor Hospital on Nov. 8 and 
was not nervous about the mastec¬ 
tomy, she said. 

"I was really very calm about 
it," she said. "After you find out 
something like that, after the initial 
shock, you kind of feel an inner 
peace. It’s hard to explain but it 
makes you see things differently- 
like how pretty the flowers are or 
how people greet you. 

"I have a very strong belief in 
God and a little voice inside told 
me to accept it," she said. "I knew 
God would help me." 

Doctors completely removed 
the cancer during a three-hour pro¬ 
cedure, Graham said. Though she 
suffered infection after she left the 
hospital Nov. 17 and must visit her 
doctor three times a week. Graham 
does not have to undergo further 
treatment including chemotherapy. 

Graham said she misses her 
coworkers and students at Bradley 
and plans to return to Geisert after 
Christmas break at the very latest. 

"I was hoping to come back 
before Christmas but the doctor 
isn’t so sure," Graham said. "I 
think I’d better take the time to 
heal. I leave it to my doctor and 


he says I’m making good pro¬ 
gress. " 

A number of well-wishers from 
Bradley have sent flowers and 
cards offering concern and sup¬ 
port. "My co-workers are support¬ 
ing me and doing their best to 
keep up the standards I have set," 
Graham said. 

Co-worker Pat Barnes said she 
really misses seeing and talking to 
Maria at work. '1 was off work 
when one of the girls told me 
about it, and I was a little shocked 
myself," Barnes said. Barnes said 
she and her co-workers believed 
Graham might be able to return 
next week but now understand 
Graham may not be back for a 
while longer. 


Graham said the students who 
eat at Geisert are also very impor¬ 
tant to her. '7 have a very close 
.relationship with the students that 
eat with me," she said. 

Sophomore Laurie Smith said 
she was upset when she heard 
about Graham’s surgery because 
Graham particularly helped her 
during last spring’s campus out¬ 
break of chicken pox. 

"When I was quarantined, she 
would call to see if I needed food 
and brought stuff over," Smith 
said. "Afterwards, she was always 
checking on me. She was con¬ 
cerned and made me feel better" 
Carol Hagel has filled the 
cafeteria’s managerial position 
since Nov. 13 and will continue 


until Graham returns, Byczynski 
said. Hagel said she has had no 
particular problems with managing 
the cafeteria in Graham's absence. 
"It’s wonderful here," Hagel said, 
who worked for Canteen in Moss- 
ville before coming to Bradley. 

Graham has worked at Bradley 
since she began as a cook at 
University Hall in 1969. After 17 
years there, she transferred to 
Geisert where she last year receive 
her third sanitation award from the 
Peoria County Health Department. 
The award recognized Maria’s 
Cafe as the highest rated food ser¬ 
vice in the county’s cafeteria divi¬ 
sion.

library, said new equipment, such 
as furnishings and computers, 
should be installed and tested by 
spring semester. Half of the lower 
level was opened recently, provid¬ 
ing 110 to 115 additional study 
spaces. 

Watson said new equipment 
will be added gradually. The 
expansion of the book collection 
will also be gradual. The collection 
will be evaluated for weaknesses in 
its selection. 

Watson said student worker 
hours nearly doubled this semester 
to help stack and access books. 
The stacking was scheduled for 
last summer but was delayed due 
to construction timetable problems. 

Gary Anna, vice president for 
business affairs, addressed con¬ 
cerns about handicapped accessibil¬ 
ity, particularly ramping. Anna 
said building and improving ramps 
was a priority when major building 
projects are completed. Anna said 
the first floor of Swords will 
become accessible by a ramp from 
the library. 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life and the 
student judicial system, answered 
questions concerning the 
punishments and reporting of 


incidents concerning fraternities 

and sororities. King said over 100 
incidents are brought to his office 
each year. 

One student expressed concern 
about the moral issues of Bradley’s 
possible financial investments in 
South Africa. Anna said the Board 
of Trustees, rather than the 
administration, has management 
authority of Bradley funds. Anna 
said the trustees do not endorse the 
activities in South Africa. How¬ 
ever, Bradley’s position is to look 
for the best invertment returns. 
Anna said he thought investments 
are helping the people of South 
Africa, rather than harming them. 

One student asked for better 
availability and awareness of birth 
control on campus and offered a 
petition with signatures supporting 
his view. Gaisky said Bradley pol¬ 
icy on birth control is evaluated on 
a yearly basis and will change if 
necessary. Gaisky said the health 
center currently treats students 
adequately, working on a one-on- 
one basis with students and refer¬ 
ring them to the appropriate agen¬ 
cies if necessary. 

Dr. Paul Kasambira, director of 
minority services, explained the 
use of funds to improve the Garrett 
Center. Kasambira said significant 
changes, such as a new roof and 
interior painting, have been made. 


Kasambira said he did not know if 
Campaign for Bradley funds went 
to the Garrett Center. 

Anna said he tours campus 
facilities on a regular basis and 
realizes the Garrett Center still 
needs renovations. However, the 
Garrett Center was in better condi¬ 
tion than projects targeted by the 
Campaign. 

Representatives from WRBU 
asked for steady funding and that 
the campus radio station be piped 
into the student center, cafeterias 
and dorm lobbies. Ken Goldin, 
business manager, said the Student 
Center is currently discussing its 
music, while cafeteria music would 
require ARH approval. Gaisky 
referred the students to the Com¬ 
munication Council for funding. 

A transfer student thought 
information she received while 
transferring was inadequate, and 
also suggested transfer orientation 
be offered on more than one date. 

Many students talked with 
panelists individually after the 
question and answer session. 

Other panelists included 
Suzanne Anderson, registrar, Jane 
Linnenburger, executive director 
for career development. Dr. Doan 
Modianos, chairperson of the 
University Senate, Mike Murphy, 
director of housing, and Anita 
Lafferty, book store manager.

During the 1988 Presidential 
election, health care became a 
heated topic of debate. The issue is 
now being pushed even higher on 
the political agenda in Washington 
due to spiraling medical costs and 


the not-too-far off reality of paying 
for medical bills of the baby- 
boomers as they move into retire¬ 
ment. 

Currently over 30 million 
Americans have little or no medi¬ 
cal car. This is a tragedy in a 
country as strong and as pros¬ 
perous as the United States. And 
so the same question keeps return¬ 


ing: 'What are we going to do?" 

Unfortunately, many have 
turned towards a national health 
care system as a viable alternative. 
They advocate something along the 
lines of the British National Health 
Service (NHS) or the social wel¬ 
fare systems of Sweden or West 
Germany.

The primary problem with a 
national health service is the cost. 
In a time when budget and trade 
deficits are at an all time high, the 
U.S. simply cannot afford it.

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Minority problems addressed at meeting

On Monday, the Student Senate 
and Association of Residence Halls 
co-sponsored a ''Let’s Chat" ses¬ 
sion in which students were able to 
address any questions or concerns 
to the Bradley Administration. 

This session attracted some of 
the top administrators here at 
Bradley, with most of the ques¬ 
tions being directed at Dr. Kal¬ 
man Goldberg, who is provost and 
vice president for academic affairs; 
Dr. Alan Gaisky, who is associate 
provost for student affairs; Gary 
Anna, vice president of business 
affairs; and Dr. Ed King, who is 
executive director of housing, 


residential life and student judicial 
system. 

Here is a sample of some of the 
questions and responses that fol¬ 
lowed the discussion. Why wasn’t 
the Garrett Center included in the 
Campaign for Bradley? Anna said 
other facilities such as the renova¬ 
tion of the Student Center and the 
expansion of the library were in 
greater need of replacement and 
expansion than the Garrett Center. 
He said the Garrett Center has 
been significantly improved with a 
new roof, heating system and is 
having the interior painted. 

A question was then directed* 
toward Goldberg about having the 
University implement a mandatory, 
three credit hour course for all 
incoming students dealing with 
racism. The student said there are 
universities that have already 
adopted this request to their 
present curriculum. 

Goldberg told the student it is 
difficult for the University to 
impose such a course on it’s stu¬ 
dents. He said there are certain 
procedures and departments one 
must go through before such a 


class could be implemented into 
the present curriculum. 

A question was directed to 
King dealing with why fraternities 
caught hazing aren’t reported or 
made public and what happened to 
the fraternity that he personally 
saw hazing.

Trustees. The university lets the 
Board make those types of deci¬ 
sions. 

After the discussion panel, I got 
an opportunity to ask Goldberg, 
"What is the University doing to 
recruit more minority students and 
teachers?" He said on the average

He said there are too many 
instances that occur for each one 
to be reported. The important 
instances will be made public he 
said. The fraternity he saw hazing 
was investigation and had a hear¬ 
ing. He said disciplinary action 
was taken. 

A question was asked to Anna. 
Why hasn’t Bradley divested from 
South Africa when other universi¬ 
ties such as Ohio State which had 
$10 million invested did? He said 
the University supports the resolu¬ 
tion passed by the Board of 


Bradley has a higher percentage of 
minority students than most public 
and private universities. He agreed 
with me that there aren’t enough 
minority teachers here. 

When a position is open, the 
Department must meet with the 
affirmative action officer to go over 
certain procedures. Then the open 
positions are advertised nationally 
in special African American maga¬ 
zines and journals to be sure that 
they don’t discriminate. 

He also said there aren’t enough 
qualified minority teachers avail¬ 


able, and Bradley can’t compete 
with the larger universities in pro¬ 
viding minority teachers with the 
salary and benefits they seek. 

The discussion showed me that 
the University isn’t doing all it can 
to ensure justice and fairness on 
this campus. 

I know if a black fraternity was 
caught hazing by an administrator, 
the chapter would be faced with 
the possibility of its members 
being expelled or jailed. 

As far as the University policy 
of investment in South Africa, I 
can’t respect a university that 
allows the present exploitation and 
suffering of human lives without 
taking a firm stance against it’s 
persistence. 

As far as the recruitment of 
minority teachers, it’s funny how 
this University doesn’t have any 
trouble recruiting good black 
basketball players. 

Maybe if they put that same 
energy into recruiting more minor¬ 
ity teachers they would find similar 
success.

Sullivan, a junior early child¬ 
hood education major, has been 
involved with Pan-hel since her 
freshman year.

Bradley plans to get physical

One of a kind. Bradley Univer¬ 
sity has announced it will intro¬ 
duce the only Physical Therapy 
degree program in downstate Illi¬ 
nois starting next fall. 

Nationally, there has been a 
growing demand for physical 
therapists. Some factors responsi¬ 
ble for the increased demand are: 
the growing importance of sports 
medicine, interest in health promo¬ 
tion and long term care for the 
need. 

The proposal to institute a phy¬ 
sical therapy program was intro¬ 
duced from a 1984 Strategic Plan¬ 
ning Report. "For a time, it did 
not seem feasible to add the pro¬ 
gram for many reasons," Dr. Kal¬ 
man Goldberg, provost for 
Academic Affairs, said. 


When Goldberg was named 
Provost, he appointed a feasibility 
committee to examine the possibil¬ 
ity of adding the program. The 
committee approved the proposal 
and began work on developing the 
program. 

Competition for admittance into 
the program will be keen. Based 
on the admission experience of 
other colleges and universities, it 
is anticipated that there will be two 
to five applications for each open¬ 
ing in the program. 

Goldberg said he thinks the 
strength of the program will help 
Bradley. "This will be a rigorous, 
high quality program. The first 
consequence of adding the pro¬ 
gram is that we will have 170 
highly motivated students," Gold¬ 
berg said. 

The program will be part of 
Bradley’s school of Education and 
Health Sciences. The curriculum 


will include two years of general 
education with introductory physi¬ 
cal therapy coursework and two 
years of professional studies. 

Most of the facilities for the 
program will be located in Olin 
and Burgess Halls. At full capa¬ 
city, the program will enroll 170 
students. It will be staffed by five 
faculty members. 

Total start up costs for the pro¬ 
gram have been estimated at 
$500,000 dollars. St. Francis Med¬ 
ical Center and Proctor Commun¬ 
ity Hospital are two of the six 
centers that have pledged funds to 
help institute the program. 

Dr. Joan Saftler, dean of the 
College of Education & Health 
Sciences, said she thinks the addi¬ 
tion of the program will benefit all 
involved. "I believe it will be a 
valuable program for the downstate 
Illinois medical community," 
Sattler said.

'If you are lucky enough to 
have lived in Paris as a young 
man, then wherever you go for the 
rest of your life, it stays with you, 
for Paris is a moveable feast."

Although Dr. Thomas Pucelik, 
professor of religious studies, 
never lived in Paris for a long 
time, he has visited the bustling 
city over 20 times. 

Pucelik, 57, said his favorite 
European country is France, and 
he said he loves "every inch of 
Paris." 

"Paris is incomparable. Perhaps 
it can be compared to New York 
City, but even New York City 
(pales) in comparison to Paris. 
You have to be into foreign 
movies and history (to enjoy 
Paris)," Pucelik said. 

Dr. Robert Fuller, professor of 
religious studies and friend of 
Pucelik, said Pucelik is "into fine 


wines. 

Pucelik said he doesn’t like big 
cities, and the secret to enjoying a 
city like Paris is to "find a place to 
stay that’s quiet. You gotta start 
with that." 

Although he prefers the coun¬ 
tryside, Pucelik is accustomed to 
big cites. He lived and studied in 
the center of Rome at Angelicum 
University for three years. 

The diocese of Lincoln, Neb. 
awarded Pucelik a scholarship to 
study in Rome. Before studying in 
Rome, though, he attended St. 
Thomas College in Minnesota and 
studied six years at the St. Paul 
Seminary in St. Paul, Minn. 

He was ordained a priest in 
1958 and practiced for 10 years. 
Pucelik said he always knew he 
wanted to be a priest. 

He came to Bradley in 1967 
from Catholic University in Wash¬ 
ington. In 1969, Pucelik married. 
He had received a laicization from 
Pope Paul VI. A laicization per¬ 
mits a priest to marry on the con¬ 


dition that he will no longer prac¬ 
tice the priesthood. 

"I had to apply. It’s a long pro¬ 
cess. It took two years. It’s kind of 
a legal process," Pucelik said. 

He said laicization still exists 
today in theory, but he said he 
doubts it is still practiced today. 

Pucelik’s friendly disposition 
shines as he kicks back in his chair 
, and explains how he finally learned 
how to park a car in Rome, a city 
of constant traffic congestion. 

"Here’s how you do it. Leave 
your car in the middle of the 
street, and hand your keys to the 
little Italian man nearby. These 
little men are all over. They make 
their living off pushing and moving 
cars all day. You tip them, and 
your car is taken care of the rest 
of the day. 


As a professor of religious stu¬ 
dies, Pucelik said he encounters 
many students who are willing to 
voice their different religious 
views. But, he said, he has never 
had a problem keeping his reli¬ 
gious views from influencing stu-

dents. 

"Religion is an academic dis¬ 
cipline as a humanitarian study. I 
separate the evangelism aspect of 
religion from the academic 
aspect," Pucelik said. 

When asked if he has ever had 
to break up disputes between stu¬ 
dents with differing views, Pucelik 
gave a resounding yes. 

"I tell ’em to cool it. Then I 
step in. There is a definite 
exchange when the discussion gets 
into politics," he said. 

Fuller, who has known Pucelik 
for 11 years, said Pucelik is an 
"intellectually curious person with 
a great sense of stability and sound 
judgement. 

"He truly loves teaching. I can’t 
say that about everybody." 

Fuller gave a bit of trivia about 
Pucelik when he revealed that 
Pucelik holds the record for sight¬ 
ing the greatest number of bird 
species in a calendar year. 

Fuller said his colleague some¬ 
times awakes at 2 a.m. to go to 
Wisconsin to bird watch and then 
returns to Bradley the same after¬ 


noon to teach. 

"He puts 50 - 60000 miles on 
his car in a year driving across the 
country to watch birds." 

Although Fuller’s religious 
views vary drastically from 
Pucelik’s, their differences have 
never hindered their friendship. 


"His (Pucelik’s) views are more 
Christian, conventional. He says, 
’We can find unity without unifor¬ 
mity,’" Fuller said. 

Fuller said Pucelik’s familiarity 
with Judaism, Christianity and 
Islam contributes great depth to the 
religious studies department. 

Jane Philipich, one of Pucelik’s 
former students, said, "He main¬ 
tains the attention of the class¬ 
room. He presents the material 
really well. Everyone of different 
religions learns something and 
‘ feels comfortable in his class." 


Clearly, Pucelik’s* vast travels 
and his experience as a priest have 
greatly contributed to his abilities 
as a professor at Bradley.

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ROTC racks up awards

Bradley’s Reserve Officer 
Training Corps (ROTC), made up 
of 43 men and 10 women, has 
earned many honors and awards in 
the past two years in its pursuit for 
"dedication, pride and loyalty to 
one’s country," Mike Zuvanich, 
cadet commander, said. 

Bradley’s ROTC, an extension 
of the Knox College ROTC, has 
been named the best overall com¬ 
pany for the past two years. The 
battalion is made up of three 
schools: Bradley, Monmouth Col¬ 
lege and Knox. The best overall 
company is based on each 
company’s acquisition of streamers 
in physical training tests, marks¬ 
manship, inspection and patrolling 
exercises. 

In the past three years, Lt. Col. 
Edward Sholtis, from Knox, 
named a Bradley cadet for the 
position of battalion commander. 
This year, junior Jon Bateman was 
awarded the position. As a bat¬ 
talion commander, Bateman is in 
charge of training cadets for all 
three schools, Zuvanich said. 

Three Bradley students were 
awarded the Distinguished Military 
Student award. The three cadets 
are: Jim Holt, Mike Ramsey and 
Zuvanich. Selection is based on 
academic record, program involve¬ 


ment and performance at camp 
exercises. 

Although Bradley competes 
regularly against only Monmouth 
and Knox, its Ranger Challenge 
Team competes against colleges 
and universities across Illinois. 
Last year, the team faced competi¬ 
tion from 13 colleges and universi¬ 
ties. Bradley placed seventh. This 
year, however, the team placed 
nineteenth out of 21 teams. Capt. 
Todd Smith, officer in charge at 
Bradley, said the drop shows how 
much more competitive the teams 
are this year. 

"This year most [Ranger team 
members] are freshmen and sopho¬ 
mores whereas last year’s team 
was mostly made up of juniors and 
seniors," Smith said. 

In the past three years, 
Bradley’s Color Guard has been 
chosen the best of the battalion. To 
determine the award, Sholtis ran¬ 
domly chooses to attend a Bradley 
basketball game, and based on the 
Color Guard’s performance in that 
game, he makes his decision. 

The goals of the ROTC are. 
Smith said, to improve a student’s 
self-confidence and maturity. 

"Our main focus is leadership 
and excellence. We try to make a 
student a professional leader and to 
be a better citizen. We try to reach 


higher standards." 

The ROTC has changed over 
the years, Smith said. He said 
more traditional, standardized 
practices have been introduced 
since he was an ROTC college stu¬ 
dent at Eastern Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity. Smith said there is a "raised 
quality" of the ROTC now and he 
said many of the changes can be 
attributed to Maj. Gen. Robert 
Wagner. 

"He (Wagner) has made posi¬ 
tive changes in areas of the pro¬ 
gram which in turn has improved 
the quality of the students," Smith 
said. 

During the Vietnam War, the 
number of students participating in 
ROTC nationwide declined. The 
Wall Street Journal cited statistics 
showing a drop from 181,700 
cadets in 1962-63 to 39,400 in 
1973-74. Since then, ROTC has 
steadily increased its enrollment to 
63,000 in 1988-89. 

ROTC offers scholarships for 
junior and senior students who are 
approved by the Corps board. A 
contracted cadet usually receives 
approximately $100 per month. 
Upon graduation, a cadet becomes 
a 2nd Lt. in the U.S. Army. 

Bradley’s ROTC will hold a 
commissioning ceremony on Dec. 
16. Two cadets will be commis¬ 
sioned, Jon Bateman and James 
Condrat.

Day care boosts 
students’ education

"We play. We do puzzles, 
fingerpaint and brush," Billy, a 
Bradley student, said. 

Billy also plays with blocks, 
hats, trucks and beach balls. He 
has never taken the SAT or the 
ACT. Billy, 2, is nof a prodigy, 
but he is enrolled in HME 342. 

He attends nursery school in 
Room 31 of Bradley Hall three 
times a week. 

Thirty children, ages one and a 
half to three and a half, are 
enrolled in the half-day nursery 
school, which is licensed by the 
Department of Children and Fam¬ 
ily Services with the State of Illi¬ 
nois. 

Bradley students who are taking 
HME 342 apply theories learned in 
the classroom to the toddlers. 
Becky Fay, lead instructor of the 
nursery school, said Bradley stu¬ 
dents enrolled in PSY 380 may use 
the nursery school as part of the 
practicum. Education majors 
sometimes use the nursery school 
to fulfill observation requirements. 

Nina Collins, home economics 
chairperson, said, "Anytime you 
can put students in real life situa¬ 
tions where they can apply 
developmental theories learned in 
the classroom, it enormously 
boosts their education." 

' Fay said 'It (the nursery 
school) provides Bradley students 
with actual experience working 
with children." 

The child to teacher ratio is 
high for the one and a half to two 
and a half year old group on Tues¬ 
days and Thursdays, so the chil¬ 
dren may form a closer emotional 
tie to the teachers, Fay said. 

For the older children, on Mon¬ 
days, Wednesdays and Fridays, 


Fay said "Fewer teachers are 
needed so as to encourage the chil¬ 
dren to be more independent and 
not so emotionally dependent on 
the teachers." 

Fay said it also provides a 
school experience for young chil¬ 
dren. "At the time we started, we 
were the only school, I believe, 
who offered a nursery school for 
children at this young age." 

Some of the activities at the 
nursery school include free play, 
gross motor play, storytelling and 
special activities such as arts and 
crafts or simple science projects. 
Last week, the children made 
peanut butter. 

Fay said after free play at the 
beginning of each day, the two and 
a half to three and a half year olds 
have "show n’ tell." She said it 
gives each child a chance to talk 
and improve his language skills. 
Also, she said "show n’ tell" helps 
children to improve their listening 
skills, which she said is equally as 
important as their speaking skills. 

Codings said she thinks the 
course is "excellent for Bradley 
students because most will be 
parents. Even if they are never a 
teacher, they’ll be concerned with 
the development of their own chil¬ 
dren. " 

Fay said, "An awful lot of 
career opportunities involve chil¬ 
dren, and this (the nursery school) 
gives students an opportunity to 
learn how to work with a child." 

Tuition for the nursery school 
is $157.50 per semester for the 
three day a week program and 
$105 per semester for the two day 
a week program. The nursery 
school had to meet certain stan¬ 
dards before receiving its license. 
Some of the standards included 
space limitations, student/teacher 
ratio, snack regulation and zoning 
and fire codes.

I agree with Jeff Caplan’s letter of Nov. 

17 in which he called several of Randal 
"bito-kema" Riley’s ideas toward cur¬ 
ing global-warming infeasible and 
unrealistic. However, I think Mr. 
Caplan was unfair in condemning Mr. 
Riley’s remarks as "a bunch of B.S.

force, which is paying for social 
welfare, is rapidly shrinking and 
the number of retirees receiving 
the benefits is growing. 

In the United Kingdom, Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher has had to increase 
me budget of the NHS by approxi¬ 
mately 33 percent just to keep the 
system running. The inefficiency of 
the system has led Thatcher herself 
to opt out of the NHS and go with 
private health care. 

The NHS has been plagued 
with financial woes and ineffective 
management. It has not been able 
to keep pace with rapidly improv¬ 
ing U.S. medical technology, there 
are few funds to modernize and 
fix-up run down hospitals, and 
there is a lack of hospital beds and 
a shortage of certain qualified per¬ 
sonnel, such as intensive care 
nurses. There are growing waiting 
lists for surgery, and these waits 
have even resulted in patient 
deaths. 

Most appalling about these sys¬ 
tems is the lack of market princi¬ 
ples. These systems steal away 
incentives and competition which 
lead to better quality health care. 
The most highly qualified person¬ 
nel will turn to other professions 
and reject an inefficient, money¬ 
sucking bureaucracy. 

Fine, you say, Britain and 
Sweden have problems.... we’ll 
learn from their mistakes. Don’t 
count on it. In our country, where 
we have a much larger population 
and even more expansive needs, 
we will be sucked into a quagmire 
of continually increasing taxes, 


lower quality care, slow moving 
technology, and worst of all this 
whole huge mess will be run by 
435 "Ministers of Health" in the 
House of Representatives. That, 
my friends, is no alternative. 

What we need to do is to totally 
revamp existing programs. Medi¬ 
caid and Medicare are ii) dire need 
of change. We need to better fit 
these programs to more efficiently 
deal with health issues such as pre¬ 
natal care, long term care for the 
elderly and the terminally ill, the 
disabled, drug rehabilitation, and 
the needs of the 30 million others 
that lack affordable health care. 

It will take a cooperative effort 
between the public and private sec¬ 
tor. The government will need to 
take a leadership role but shouldn’t 
necessarily assume all the funding. 
The government can offer incen¬ 
tives to businesses- both the large 
corporation and the small shop 
owner to offer a greater choice of 
health care plans and benefits to 
meet employee needs. We need 
alternative forms of group health 
care that will include personal 
freedom of choice and promote 
competition. Schools should also 
establish preventive health pro¬ 
grams including drug and alcohol 
prevention and include training in 
the basics of CPR, first aid and 
dental hygiene. 

Now is the time to act. This is 
an issue facing all American 
citizens, liberal or conservative, 
Republican, Democrat or Indepen¬ 
dent. We cannot sit back and wait 
for the government to solve our 
problems for us. It is our responsi¬ 
bility as well.

After spending a weekend play¬ 
ing in beautiful Aruba, the Lady 
Braves basketball team returned 
home to prepare for their home 
opener against Creighton on Satur¬ 
day. 

The Lady Braves lost all three 
games in the Aruba Sunshine Clas¬ 
sic, which helped them set a 
record they would rather forget 
about. They broke the record for 
most consecutive losses by a Lady 
Braves team with 11. The old 
record was nine by the 1976-77 
team. 

"Anytime you go out of the 
country there are distractions," 
head coach Lisa Boyer said. "The 
heat was a factor, but the girls did 
stay focused and worked hard." 

In the opener, the Braves ran 
up against 18th-ranked Old Domin¬ 
ion and lost 84-63. After trailing 
by 12 at halftime, the Lady Braves 
rallied to pull within seven points 
with 12:12 to play. 

But Old Dominion came back 
to score the next 10 consecutive 


points and put the game out of 
reach. All-American Kelly Lyons 
scored a game-high 24 points and 
grabbed 10 rebounds and teammate 
Leslie Davis scored 20 points and 
pulled down a game-high 16 
rebounds. 

Eileen Yerkes led the Lady 
Braves with 15 points, while Karin 
Nicholls added 14. Sheila Jenkins 
led the Bradley with 11 rebounds 
and contributed nine points. 

'They had a lot of depth and 
with the heat, they kept sending 
fresh players in and it took a toll 
on us," Boyer said. "They are also 
a very experienced team. They’ve 
got four or five girls that could 
play for anyone." 

Although the Lady Braves 
played better the next night, the 
result was the same as Memphis 
State defeated Bradley 69-61. 

Turnovers played a key role in 
the games as Bradley committed 
25 for the game, including turn¬ 
overs in four consecutive posses¬ 
sions late in the game to help 
Memphis State open a 10-point 
lead. 

Point-guard Andrea McCallister 


led the Lady Braves with 14 
points, while Yerkes and Cara 
Riggenbach each added 11. 

"Cara played very well coming 
off the bench and Andrea proved 
to her teammates and herself that 
she can play at the point guard 
position," Boyer said. 

Bradley then faced Fairfield and 
lost despite Val Wancket’s 20-point 
performance. The Lady Braves lost 
82-64 to complete a win-less week¬ 
end. 

Over a five-minute stretch in 
the first half, Fairfield scored 13 
consecutive points to open a 32-19 
lead. 

"I thought we held our own 
against Old Dominion and played 
well against Memphis State, but 
we didn’t play well at all against 
Fairfield," Boyer said. "I don’t 
think we concentrated all 40 
minutes. There were three or four 
minutes where we didn’t play well 
and we can’t afford to do that." 

Yerkes was again in double 
figures for the Lady Braves as she 
scored 11 points to finish the tour¬ 
nament with a 12.3 points per 
game average to top the team.

The Bradley soccer team needs 
a home. A game field where they 
can feel comfortable playing, won’t 
get injured practicing, a field 
easily accessible to students for 
games. 

Doesn’t sound like a tall order, 
does it? Well, think again. The 
champion of red tape, the Bradley 
athletic department has put a ques¬ 
tion mark on the phrase Bradley 
Soccer by not making a decision 
about a home field. 

What do all the parties involved 
want? Peoria Park District spok¬ 
esperson Peg Campana said there 
is a great need for a 'soccer com¬ 
plex in the city. "Soccer in Peoria 
is growing and what better way to 
promote Peoria youth soccer than 
through Bradley. This is a great 
opportunity for the community and 
for the university," Campana said. 

Ron Ferguson, bradley athletic 
director, said the university wants 
a field close to campus so students 
will attend the games. "Finding a 
field for the team has been a real 
problem. We want to make sure 
the decision made is what we 
want," Ferguson said. 

Many Bradley soccer players 
feel that not having a home field is 
holding them back from being 


more successful. "Not having a 
home field destroys our timing and 
■ our poor practice field is a major 
reason for many of the team’s inju¬ 
ries this season. Right now, we’re 
playing our games at Notre Dame 
High School, people have to be 
laughing at us," Jason White, 
freshman fullback said. 

"Because we don’t have a home 
field, it limits us. We had an 
incredible schedule of away games 
this season— ten in a row. It wasn’t 
fair to the players. We’ve got to 
have a field close to campus. You 
can’t play most your games away 
and expect to be successful," 
Coach Tim Conley said. 

The Park District has made 
several proposals to the University 
regarding field locations, let’s 
review them. How about Upper 
Bradley Park? No. Both Bradley 
and the park district said the land 
is too small to accommodate the 
championship field. What about 
Becker Park? No. Bradley said it 
is too far away from campus. How 
about Lower Bradley Park? The 
park district saids that although it 
would have to move the two exist¬ 
ing baseball fields, it is a possibil¬ 
ity. 

Commitment. The players, 
coach and park district have made K 
it, but has the Bradley Athletic 
Department? "I don’t think they 
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(athletic department) care about 
soccer or are behind us," John 
Barfield, sophomore midfielder 
said. 

"The biggest issue is the field. 
When the team brings up the pos¬ 
sibility, we just get blown off by 
the University. If Bradley wanted 
to put some pressure on the Peoria 
Park District, we would get a 
field," Don Schwegel, team cap¬ 
tain, said. 

The building of a home field 
for the soccer team is one of the 
goals listed in the 1989 
"President’s Report." The report 
said funds for the field will come 
from fundraising and a $200,000 
grant from the Chiefs Club, a 
privately controlled fundraising 
group for Bradley athletics. 

The Peoria Park District has 
done all it can for the moment. 
'In terms of a real firm commit¬ 
ment, we’ve given them three 
options. It’s in Bradley’s hands, 
they have to tell us what they’re 
looking for," Peg Campana, park 
district spokeswoman said. 

It took the Bradley Athletic 
Department eighteen years to make 
Men’s soccer a division I sport. 
While the athletic department has 
been tossing the idea of a home 
field around for the past few years, 
their indecision has put a question 
mark on the future of Bradley 
soccer. 

Ferguson, it’s your move! Get 
together with the players, the 
coaches, Bradley students, find out 
what each group wants and make a 
proposal. Bradley soccer is miss¬ 
ing an important element for suc¬ 
cess, a home field. Show that the 
athletic department is concerned 
about this team and that willing to 
do what it takes to make Bradley 
soccer successful. 

Bradley made soccer a "prior¬ 
ity" sport three years ago, show 
that it really is.

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Brave’s season opens 
with Sunshine Shootout

Inexperience and inconsistency 
are the two major problems the 
Bradley basketball team has to 
contend with now. These two fac¬ 
tors are the key reasons the Braves 
returned home from the San Juan 
Sunshine Shootout in Puerto Rico 
earlier this week with a 1-2 
record. 

"I think that the two games we 
lost we lost because of our inex¬ 
perience rather than our abilities," 
Mo McHone, assistant coach, said. 

"We’re definitely an inexperi¬ 
enced team," Stan Albeck, head 
coach, said. "We had some high 
points (in San Juan), but then there 
were times when we weren’t so 
good. We would play good one 
half and bad the other. When we 
become a more consistent team 
we’ll win more games." 

Bradley’s first game of the 
eight-team tournament in San Juan 
saw the Braves fall to Stetson 
University, 74-67. 

The Braves controlled the first 
half of the game, leading by four 
points at the half. The situation 
changed, however, in the second 
half as Bradley’s offense missed 
shots and committed several 
unforced errors. At one point, 
4:46 went by without a single 
Bradley basket. Stetson took 
advantage of the Brave’s misfor¬ 
tune and brought the game to 
within four points. 

Bradley held the lead 
throughout the game until the 5:58 
mark. With the clock at 5:58, the 
Hatters took a one point advantage 
over the Braves and maintained the 
lead until the final buzzer sounded. 

Roman Beach and Jay Schell 
led the Braves in scoring, finishing 
with 15 points each. Xanthus 
Houston was the only other Brave 
scoring in double digits with 10 
points. 


"We came out and played good 
in the first half. The second half 
we made mistakes— mostly 
because of our inexperience, I 
imagine— and we lost control of 
the ballgame," McHone said. 

With the loss to Stetson, Brad¬ 
ley moved into the consolation 
bracket and played against Ameri¬ 
can University of Puerto Rico, a 
team which features several 
players from the Puerto Rican club 
leagues. 

After struggling in the first half 
and being outscored 26-25, the 
Braves came on strong in the 
second half and were able to come 
away with the 70-62 victory. 

"We did nothing right in the 
first half. We just weren’t mentally 
in the game," McHone said. 
"After halftime, Luke and Xanthus 
took over and we came back. 
There was never any question that 
we would win, but we still didn’t 
play good. 

Despite the team’s mediocre 
performance, Schell played one of 
his best games of his college 
career. He led all scorers with a 
career-high 20 points, including 12 
from the three-point range. He 
also had five rebounds and three 
assists. Jackson contributed 14 
points and Houston, who scored 
just one point during the first half 
of the game, redeemed himself in 
the second half by scoring 12 
points. 

Bradley’s final opponent, the 
Wisconsin Badgers, were undoubt¬ 
edly a bigger, stronger and more 
experienced team, which was evi¬ 
dent in the 32-24 score at halftime. 

Albeck sent in his "big" lineup 
at the start of second half-Andy 
Bastock, Scott Behrends, Jackson, 
Schell and Charles White-and 
Bradley was back in the ballgame. 
The Braves were able to capture 
the lead at one point, but following 
a couple of long shots by Wiscon-

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Desperate donor 
search continues

Raymond Chin Jr. is fighting an 
uphill battle that is getting worse, 
and while many are joining the 
fight, it will come down to just one 
person who is really needed in this 
conflict — an endless battle with 
leukemia. 

Chin, 20, a Bradley accounting 
major from Naperville, Ill., has a 
rare form of the disease. His only 
chance of survival is a bone mar¬ 
row transplant. Chin was diag¬ 
nosed with the disease a week after 
spring semester ended last year. 

Since then, the Chin family has 
been searching for a Chinese 
donor that will genetically match 
Chin. The odds are one in 20,000 
that a donor’s marrow will match 
him. 

There are no matches within 
the Chin family or 2,100 Asians 
listed in a bone marrow registry, 
according to an article in the Dec. 
11, 1989 issue of the Chicago Tri¬ 
bune. 

This motivated Elaine Chin, 

' Raymond’s mother, to start her 
I own drive to save her son’s life. 
It’s hard to go in front of those

cameras and the media. It’s 
difficult to say, ’My son is dying. 
We need help.’" 

She said they started searching 
for a donor, and they personally 
recruited about 130 donors in the 
Chicago area since December. The 
Chins have paid about $9,000 for 
117 people who were tested in 
Chicago during December. 

The 42-year-old homemaker 
said her efforts have become a 
full-time job* in the search. The 
Chins mailed 10,000 flyers in the 
Chicagoland area and have made 
calls to as far as China. Since 
October, their average phone bill 
is $500 a month. 


The Chins searched the 
National Bone Marrow Program 
and no match was found. It wasn’t 
until January that they learned of 
the American Bone Marrow Donor 
Registry. According to Elaine, this 
registry has connections in China. 
She said she was devastated that 
she was not told about this registry 
sooner. 

She said it’s very unfortunate 
that the two registries aren’t work¬ 
ing together. If the Chins would 
have known about this one, they 
could have begun looking for other 
matches about four months ago. 

Elaine said a number of dona¬ 
tions have come from colleagues 
of her husband’s company, Miglin 
and Beitler Development Corp. 

But now time is running out. 
Raymond went through chemoth¬ 
erapy and went into remission in 
August. Elaine said the doctor said 
most patients relapse in six 
months. 

About two weeks ago, 
Raymond’s worst fear became a 
reality when the Chins were told 
he was relapsing. 

Elaine said they are unsure 
what their next step may be. The 
possibilities may include a dona¬ 
tion from a slightly mismatched 
donor or more chemotherapy. The 
Chins are waiting on the doctor’s 
advice. Unfortunately, the doctors 
aren’t being encouraging. "They 
were ready to throw in the towel." 

The mismatched donor will 
have to go through additional test¬ 
ing before it will be possibly 
approved. "It’s a high risk. We’re 
in a desperate situation. If we 
don’t, he’ll die." 

"We’re not giving up hope for 
donors though," she said. The 
Chins said if it’s too late for . Ray¬ 
mond, they want to help others. 

There is only a small number 
of minority donors in these regis¬ 
tries. Elaine said she can’t stress 
how important it is to learn more 
about bone marrow transplants. 
"Learn about becoming a donor. It 
could save another person’s life. 
Before my son got sick, I had no 
idea what it was. " 

Raymond was so healthy for 18 
years. You would have never 
known. This is not a discriminat¬ 
ing situation. It can hit anyone." 
She said their goal is to continue 
to increase the donor pool. 

She said whoever the donor 
will be, they need to get all the 
information about the procedure 
beforehand. The donor must come 
from the same race. The marrow 
extracted by two needles placed in 
the pelvis bone. 

Raymond said a lot of people

Kegs- are they 
all tapped out?

A trend that has reached several 
college campuses across the coun¬ 
try, including Westminster Univer¬ 
sity in Pennsylvania, University of 
Arizona and University of Illinois, 
has finally reached Bradley’s 
campus. Since December, kegs 
have been banned in 10 out of 16 
fraternities at Bradley. 

Insurance policies are causing 
several national fraternities to res¬ 
trict the types of parties fraternities 
are permitted to have. No alcohol 
may be purchased through the use 
of chapter funds. 

This includes prohibiting the 
purchase of bulk alcohol, predom¬ 
inantly kegs. This policy was 
added in December at the National 
Interfratemity Council conference 
and has been in effect since that 
time. 

During the past several years, 
fraternities have seen a drastic 
increase in their insurance rates. 
Many fraternities joined together 
and formed their own insurance 
plan, the Fraternity Insurance Pur¬ 


chasing Group. By developing 
their own set of guidelines, the 
Risk Management Policy, the fra¬ 
ternities reduce their liability and 
keep insurance costs down. 

Nationals had asked the univer¬ 
sities if they would enforce this 
policy. Ed King, executive director 
of housing, residential life and the 
student judicial system and the 
Greek adviser, said he would not 
enforce this policy unless Bradley’s 
Interfraternity Council came up 
with a similar rule pertaining to all 
of the fraternities. 

At a meeting last night, Dave 
Mainella, president of IFC, spoke 
on behalf of the IFC executive 
board and recommended all frater¬ 
nities on Bradley’s campus change 
their policy to cans rather than 
kegs at their parties. He said the 
number of alcohol related 
accidents have increased dver the 
past few years. 

A final decision was not 
reached at the meeting, but it will 
be voted on by IFC and Panhel- 
lenic presidents within two weeks. 

Out of the 16 fraternities on

United 
for life 

Students witness 
diverse crowd

As the abortion battle rages on 
* in the United States, two Bradley 
University students recently found 
a certain calm and unity at a pro¬ 
life rally and march last Monday 
in Washington, D.C. to mark the 
17th anniversary of the Roe vs. 
Wade Supreme Court decision. 

"1 left at 1 p.m. and 1 kept 
looking back and seeing more and 
more people coming for the 
march, people were so united... it 
really touched me and encouraged 
me to believe in my position," 
Lisa Franke, a sophomore 
advertising and psychology major 
from Germantown, Maryland, 
said. 

Franke, along with Diane 
Hardy, a sophomore International 
Studies and Spanish major from 
Pewaukee, Wisconsin, who trav¬ 
eled to Washington for the rally 
and march, were among a reported 
75,000 other pro-life activists who 
took part in the demonstration. 

The abortion issue has become 
increasingly important in the the 
United States and this year’s 
anniversary of the Roe vs. Wade 
ruling has special importance 
because of last summer’s ruling in 
Missouri’s Webster case. 

The ruling, Which allowed 
states to impose some restrictions 
on abortions, was the biggest legal 
victory in decades for pro-life 
groups and led to speculation that 
the high court would overturn Roe 
vs. Wade. 

"I didn’t expect so many people 
to be there, especially young peo¬ 
ple and college students. I needed 
the rally to rejuvenate my stand 
because sometimes I think I’m all 
alone and the media does so much 
bashing of the pro-life side. I feel 
this is my personal responsibility. 
If you can save one baby, that 
makes it all worthwhile," Hardy 
said. 

Hardy said there were all types 
of people at the march: from busi¬ 
nessmen to babies, and was espe¬ 
cially taken by a group of punks 
who sported t-shirts with slogans 
saying, "Abortion Sucks 
Literally." 

"There was a little girl there 
who was about 4-years-old and she 
had a shirt on that said ’Born at 6

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Dear Editor, 

In this time of great upheaval, excite¬ 
ment, and uncertainty the United States 
Congress must determine its policies 
for foreign assistance. Historically, this 
assistance has helped the United States 
in pursuing national interests. 
America’s foreign aid policies in the 
1990’s could be extremely effective as a 
tool to support allies, win friends, 
strengthen weak economies, and pro¬ 
mote democracy. As Congress draws 
up new budget priorities, serious con¬ 
sideration needs to be given to increase 
the funding available for foreign assis¬ 
tance programs. 

Because of the urgent new needs of 
countries in Eastern Europe and Latin 
America, it is difficult to see how the 
current budget can satisfy American 
interests. Some have suggested reduc¬ 
ing foreign aid to the larger recipients 
to free up money to meet the new 
dilemma. This is not acceptable. It 
would undermine the support for long 
time allies while still not providing 
enough money for the new countries in 
need. The foreign aid "pie" needs to be 
enlarged, not just cut into smaller 
pieces. 

Current aid programs are crucial in this 
transition period. If the defense budget 
as expected, is cut, allies like Israel 
that heavily depend on foreign assis¬ 
tance, will become increasingly impor¬ 
tant. Even if the threat posed by the 
Eastern Bloc has lessened we must 
consider the potential for future 
conflict. American interests in the Mid¬ 
dle East remain endangered by radical 
states like Libya and by anti-Western 
Islamic fundamentalists. 

Foreign assistance has helped the U.S. 
as a diplomatic instrument. Our aid to 
Egypt and Israel helped make peace 
between them possible. Heavy financial 
aid to Israel allows for movements 
towards peace embodied in its peace 
initiative. Israel is the only democracy 
in the Middle East and is in the United 
States’ best interest to support.

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Mandatory auto insurance law ups sales

The Illinois mandatory 
insurance liability law for motor¬ 
ized vehicles went into effect on 
Jan. 1 and is producing results. 

Secretary of State Jim Edgar 
announced last month that there 
was an increase in automobile 
insurance sales and ticket writing 
by police. By the middle of Janu¬ 
ary, about 250,000 people pur¬ 
chased liability insurance. Edgar 
estimated that about 5,000 unin¬ 
sured motorists had been ticketed. 

The Illinois Department of 
Motor Vehicle Registration 
estimated last July that about 2 
million of the state’s 7 million 
drivers were uninsured. 

The law was passed in 1988 
and went into effect last July. The 
requirements and penalties weren’t

Sergeant Stafford of the Illinois 
State Police said as for out state 
drivers, it’s up to the discretion of 
the officer whether to issue a 
ticket. "I would be hesitant to 
issue a ticket to someone on vaca-

This insurance is required for 
all registered cars, trucks, motor¬ 
cycles, buses and recreational 
vehicles. 

Enforcement of this law is 
being conducted in three ways. 
Officers will check for insurance 
when stopping motorists for viola¬ 
tions, but they may not stop a 
vehicle for the primary purpose of 
checking. They are responsible for 
issuing tickets when evidence of 
insurance is not provided and 
when the registration of the vehicle 
being operated is suspended for 
non-insurance. 

Random computer sampling is 
being done by the Secretary of 
State’s office of vehicle owners 
asking for proof of insurance. The 
state has sent out 150,000 random 
surveys in the past month. Clay 
said over the year the total will be 
400,000. _

After accident reports are filed 
owners of uninsured vehicles will 
be mailed suspension notices. 

Exempt from this law are vehi¬ 
cles that aren’t subject for opera¬ 
tion on highways, trailers and 
other non-motorized vehicles, 
government owned vehicles and 
motor vehicles required to have 
insurance by other laws, vehicles 
owned by religious organizations 
or its members. 

Evidence of insurance includes 
insurance cards, a certificate of 
insurance, insurance binder, etc. 
Without the insurance card or 
other proof, drivers may still be 
ticketed and will have to appear in 
court to clear their record. 

Sergeant Stafford said there 
haven’t been any problems enforc¬ 
ing the law. "I think some people

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Burst pipe floods dorm 

Assessment underway

The freezing temperatures over 
winter break caused a water main 
to burst in Harper Hall and caused 
undisclosed amounts of damage in 
Harper and Wyckoff Halls. 

The damage was limited to 
Harper floors from the basement to 
the fourth, the Harper Cafeteria, 
the Harper/Wyckoff lobby and the 
first floor of Wyckoff. The water 
reached the height of six to seven 
feet in the stairwell basement 
before breaking through the metal 
door into the Harper basement and 
draining out through the bathroom 
drains. All affected floors received 
only a few inches of water, only 
enough in most cases to ruin car¬ 
peting and tiles. 

Most damage was caused to 
carpeting, which was removed 
over break by the University. 
There was other damage reported, 
though. A Harper basement 
resident reported the loss of a 
$1,000 stereo system, while a 
resident of Harper four lost an $80 
record collection. Other damage 


was caused during the removal of 
the w^t carpeting. Posters were 
knocked down, torn and smeared. 
One Harper two resident also 
reported the bedding in her room 
was ruined when the wet carpeting 
was placed on it. 

So far the University has only 
decided to reimburse students for 
damaged carpeting, since it was 
removed without the student’s per¬ 
mission. "We didn’t have the lux¬ 
ury of allowing students to decide 
to keep the carpets. The insurance 
company said to pitch it all and we 
then asked affected students for an 
estimate of the cost of the carpet¬ 
ing/ Mike Murphy, director of 
housing, said. 

Assessments of damage were 
filled out and turned in to the 
resident advisers of each floor. 
The business office is processing 
the reports and payments should be 
issued on Monday. The University 
has still not decided its stance on 
reimbursements, if any, for other 
personal property lost. They are 
suggesting that students check with 
their homeowner’s policy. ''Right 
now the homeowner’s policy is to 
be used for the collection of per¬ 
sonal losses," Ed King, executive 


director of housing, residential 
life, and the student judicial sys¬ 
tem, said. 

The flood apparently started 
when water froze in the water 
main on the fourth floor of the 
Harper stairwell. A window had 
been left open next to the main, 
but it is not certain if that made 
any difference. 'It’s just that when 
people are here taking classes over 
the semester, floor doors get 
opened in the stairwell and that 
keeps the stairwell from getting 
bitter cold like it did. With people 
not being here and doors not get¬ 
ting opened, it just gets real cold. I 
don’t think it would have made a 
difference anyway, with the win¬ 
dow open or not," Mike Grant, 
Harper/Wyckoff/Lovelace hall 
director, said. 

Mark Struss, director of facili¬ 
ties management, said the pipe was 
noticed with a frozen-over gash in 
it at approximately 9 a.m. on Dec. 
27. A plumber was called, but the 
water could not be turned off 
without the aid of the city. The ice 
melted around 11:30 a.m. and 
water ran for approximately one 
hour before it was finally turned 
off.

months^ and that just enforced my 
belief that there are a lot of abor¬ 
tions that still go on at six months. 
There were many people at the 
rally who had been spared being 
aborted," Hardy said. 

Hardy, who was a pro-choice 
activist until about a year ago, said 
she changed her position on abor¬ 
tion because, "I looked at fetal 
development and that changed my 
mind — I just don’t understand how 
some people have no respect for 
the quality of life. " 

Franke, who has always been a 
pro-life activist, said abortion is 
not a religious or political topic 
but a very "personal issue" every¬ 
one must decide on for themselves. 


"I remember when I was 5- 
years-old and my mother took me 
to a demonstration. People were 
carrying posters of babies in trash 
cans... I remember it all so 
vividly. It was my first exposure to 
the abortion issue and I still do not 
understand how people could do 
it," Franke said. 

Franke said she has always 
considered herself a feminist and 
pro-women’s liberation and 
believes many people who are 
pro-choice believe her position is 
anti-women’s rights or thinks the 
pro-life position is trying to keep 
women down. 

'Tm not anti-women’s rights, 
but it’s not just the woman’s body 
any more when she’s pregnant, it’s 
the child’s right and the father’s 
right too... it’s another life... it’s a 


human. You don’t have the right 
to determine that child’s fate," 
Franke said. 

Hardy agrees with Franke and 
said her biggest problem with the 
abortion issue is that others think 
the pro-life movement is trying to 
put women down and that the 
media portrays the pro-life move¬ 
ment in a bad light or not at all. 

"The media is the problem. 
They refuse to show anything posi¬ 
tive about the pro-life movement. 
After all is said and done, it’s the 
babies involved who seem to be 
the ones who are being forgotten," 
Hardy said. "One of my favorite 
quotes is by Jack Kemp who said, 
’We cannot purchase one person’s 
liberty by sacrificing another inno¬ 
cent person’s life,’ that really sums 
up how I feel."

Sarah Weddington, pro-choice 
Roe v. Wade attorney, will appear 
courtesy of Activities Council of 
Bradley University at 7:30 p.m., 
Feb. 6, in the Student Center Ball¬ 
room.

Wedding¬ 
ton was the top lobbyist for Texas 
for two years and Director of the 
Office of State and Federal Rela¬ 
tions in Washington. 

Weddington lectures history 
and government at the University 
of Texas and Texas Women’s 
University. 

Weddington, at age 21, was 
one of the first women to graduate 
from the University of Texas Law 
School.

Members of FIPG on 
Bradley’s campus include: Alpha 
Epsilon Pi, Phi Gamma Delta

Phi, Sigma Nu, Sigma Phi Epsi¬ 
lon, Tau Epsilon Phi, Tau Kappa 
Epsilon and Theta Xi. Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon is not a member but 
has a similar risk management pol¬ 
icy. Under their policies none of 
these fraternities are permitted to 
have kegs at their parties. 

Several of Bradley’s fraternities 
have started to adjust to the new 
alcohol policies. Sigma Nu uses 


cans of beer at their parties, rather 
than a keg. Tom Mudlaff, a junior 
Sigma Nu, said "It’s not going to 
limit the number of parties you 
have unless you want it to." 

Pi Kap has instituted a "bring 
your own beer" policy. Dennis 
Agnos, vice president of Pi Kap, 
said the BYOB policy is not for 
guests but for members to provide 
the fraternity with beer. 

Tim Szumanski, assistant social 
chairman at Theta Chi, said he 
was displeased with the direction 
in which the meeting was going.

James Fitzpatrick, president of 
United Black Pan Hellenic Council 
and Phi Beta Sigma fraternity, said 
he wants to increase campus 
awareness of what UBPC has to 
offer. 

'There are two standing Greek 
systems on this campus and both 
are equally good in some ways. 
People have to know UBPC is just 
as important to Bradley," Fitzpa¬ 
trick said. 

Fitzpatrick has been president 
since the beginning of the 89-90 
school year. The 21-year-old, 
mechanical engineering major, said 
many changes have occurred in 
UBPC since the beginning of the 
year. 

"Hazing has nothing to do with 
why we aren’t a part of IFC (Inter- 
fratemity Council)," Fitzpatrick 
said. He said certain constitutions 
and rituals must be made public if 
a fraternity wants to be a member 
of IFC. Keeping things traditional 
and sacred are why they don’t want 
to reveal anything. He said no ritu¬ 
als require hazing. Pledgeship is 
also different in UBPC because a 
student must have a 2.5 grade 
point average to become a pledge.

Howard Zwim, president of 
AEPi, said his fraternity is work¬ 
ing with their nationals to arrive at 
a mutual decision that will please 
everyone. He said he sees the 
future in BYOB, or stamping only 
those people over the legal drink¬ 
ing age.

UBPC is a sub-group of the 
National Pan Hellenic Council. 
There are four recognized fraterni¬ 
ties and four sororities under this 
organization, all of which are at 
Bradley. The organization was ori¬ 
ginally formed in 1906 because of 
segregation. Blacks were not wel¬ 
come in IFC fraternities. 

Though NPHC is predom¬ 
inantly black, Fitzpatrick said the 
trend is changing, and more non- 
Afro-Americans are joining, which 
they are strongly encouraged to 
do. Charlotte Taylor, secretary of 
UBPC, said there is one non- 
Afro-American involved at Brad¬ 
ley. 

Daron Tunks, a junior member 
of Alpha Phi Alpha fraternity, said 
he is the first and only white per¬ 
son to be involved in UBPC. 
Tunks said several things attracted 
him to A-Phi-A including the 
strong sense of brotherhood and 
scholarship, which they stress 
strongly. 

'Tve never had a problem. I 
get looks, which I interpret in 
different ways, but no one has ever 
said anything," Tunks said. He 
said that more white people give 
him strange looks than black peo- 
>le do. He said he cannot recall 

King said he is concerned this 
stricter policy could cause more 
students to travel to bars. "Any¬ 
time you have a tightening or 

greater control you’re going to 
have people that aren’t happy," 
King said. Though he also said he 
considers this to be a very positive 
step. 

He said this may also cause stu¬ 
dents to try and bring their own 
alcohol to parties, which brings up 

the problem of students drinking 
hard alcohol. Some universities 
have combatted this problem by 
not allowing students to bring hard 
alcohol into parties 


anyone in UBPC ever saying any¬ 
thing derogatory to him. 

UBPC has sponsored and parti¬ 
cipated in many activities on 
campus including "Race Against 
Racism," a Halloween party for 
underprivileged children and a Bat¬ 
tle of the DeeJee to raise money 
for a scholarship fund. Fitzpatrick 
said he wants these activities to 
make UBPC more apparent on 
campus not only to minority stu¬ 
dents, but for everyone. 

"James is a very enterprising 
person. He will do things out of 
the ordinary and by being UBPC 
president, it has given him a good 
chance to get things done," Taylor 
said. 

"Everyone is invited to come 
over to the Garrett Center, 
Fitzpatrick said. He said it seems 
as if UBPC supports IFC events, 
but the support is not being 
returned. He said he has spoken 
with David Mainella, president of 
IFC, and they have discussed 
doing a joint event. 

"There are a lot of ways we 
help each other, and by 


improving communication between 
IFC and UBPC we will be able to 
understand each other," Mainella 

s aid. _ 

"We aren’t going to get 
involved in the supervision or 
regulating the social life of the 
campus," King said. He said as 
fraternities become more involved 
and concerned with this issue "we 
are going to enter a different era of 
alcohol." He said he doesn’t see 
the University’s policy on alcohol 
(no one is allowed to drink in pub¬ 
lic areas) changing in the near 
future. 

Any decision the IFC arrives at 
pertains only to the fraternities. 
Residence hall staff will vote in the 
individual buildings as to whether 
to continue to have kegs at their 
parties. 


Hamburger 
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Issues raised during celebration

A lecture and musical celebra¬ 
tion was held last Saturday in 
Bradley’s Student Center Ballroom 
to honor the memory of Dr. Mar¬ 
tin Luther King. But amid the 
praises of King and the civil rights 
movement, questions were raised 
as to whether Bradley administra¬ 
tion is doing its part to recognize 
King and support minority stu¬ 
dents. 

Dr. Aldon Morris, a 1974 gra¬ 
duate of Bradley and a professor 
of sociology at Northwestern 
University, spoke to a crowd of

107 students and faculty on 'The 
life, legacy, and dream of Dr. 

Martin Luther King." Morris is 
recognized by many as a leading 
authority on King. He authored 
The Origins of the Civil Rights 
Movement" and was a consultant 
for "Eyes on the Prize." 

Morris’s speech emphasized 
having a correct picture of who 
King was and what he did to 
further the civil rights movement. 

Morris said King may have felt 
uneasy about having a holiday 
named after him, because then the 
tendency may be for people to 
think of him as a man who had 
some great ideas but whose time 
has come and gone. 

Morris gave a list of what he 
valued as King’s greatest achieve¬ 
ments. First was the overthrow of 
legal segregation, which he said 
many young people today do not 
appreciate enough. "It is hard for 
young people today to realize that 
racial discrimination was legal and 
not just in the South, but even here 
in Peoria." 

Morris said Bradley had invest¬ 
ments in South Africa and 
appealed to Bradley to take their 
investments out of South Africa 
and "support freedom and demo¬ 
cracy instead of tyranny." Gary 
Anna, vice president of financial 
affairs, was unavailable for com¬ 
ment. 

Morris said Bradley had no 
high ranking Black administrators. m j*rad]ey^ 


He also said there was nearly 
twice as many Black students at 
Bradley than there were when he 
attended here. 

Suzanne Anderson, Bradley’s 
registrar, provided information 
from Department of Education 
records that showed Black enroll¬ 
ment has declined just slightly 
from the mid-70s. The 1978-79 
school year showed a 6.8 percent 
Black enrollment. The figure gra¬ 
dually rose to a 7.6 percent Black 
enrollment in 1982-83 and have 
since declined to 6.0 percent in the 
fall of 1989. 

He urged members in the audi¬ 
ence to "raise the issues" of civil 
unjustices and to be persistent in 
their demands for change. He said 
the civil rights movement was not 
started by King, but by ordinary 
people taking a stand. He said that 
although King was a great leader, 
the civil rights movement is more 
powerful than one man. 

Despite Morris’s complaints 
about Bradley, he said his experi¬ 
ences while studying here at Brad¬ 
ley were very instrumental in his 
educational and social growth. 

Morris was awarded Bradley’s 
Outstanding Young Graduate 
Award on founder’s Day 1987. 
This award is given yearly to a 
Bradley graduate under the age of 
40, based on the individuals pro¬ 
fessional accomplishments and the 
recognition they have brought to

The Reagan Revolution was 
premised upon cutting taxes in 
order to reduce the government’s 
hold on the economy. Considering 
the negative reaction of the Bush 
Administration toward Sen. Daniel 
Moynihan’s (D, New York) plan to 
cut the Social Security tax, it 
appears the revolution has ended. 

Moynihan has proposed cutting 
the current Social Security tax 
back to the 7.51 percent level 
which existed in 1989. The tax 
was raised on Jan. 1, 1990 in

order to build up a surplus to pay 
benefits to the baby boomers when 
they retire. The government col¬ 
lects 60 billion more in Social 
Security revenues than it pays out 
as benefits. But this surplus is not 
maintained for the baby boomers, 
instead, it is being used to finance 
the budget deficit. 

This is accomplished by mask¬ 
ing the size of the actual deficit by 
counting the surplus as an asset 

against the deficit. Also, the 

monies were invested in govern¬ 

ment to directly fund the deficit. 
When those bonds must be paid up 
by the government, it will have 


two choices, either raise federal 
income taxes astronomically to pay 
off the $2 trillion which will be 
owed to the Social Security system 
by the year 2010 or overhaul the 
system into a private savings sys¬ 
tem. 

This system takes money out of 
the hands of greedy politicians in 
Washington and puts it back into 
the pocket of hardworking Ameri¬ 
cans. This new plan would save 4 
percent of a worker’s income with 
an identical 4 percent employer 
contribution, which would be

The Bush Administration has 
encountered many adversaries, 
each with his or her own initiative, 
during its presidential interim. 
There’s a whole gang of them: 
Senator Lloyd Bentsen (D-Texas), 
Senator Sam Nunn (D-Georgia), 
even Illinois’ own Senator Paul 
Simon. But suddenly out of the 
depths of New Dealer, Bread and 
Butter Democrats comes new 
arch-rival Senator Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan with his bag of chican¬ 
ery and his political shannanigans. 

He blasts the Congress with a 
proposal to cut Social Security 
taxes that are designed to help 
lower and middle income families, 
while debate is surfacing in 
Congress to cut the capital gains 
tax that would oblige the rich. This 
is no joke my friends. Moynihan 
clearly spreads his arms across 
Washington and exclaims, "Bush, 
hah! Wait’ll they get a load of 
me!" With that, Washington 
became the district of chaos." 

Moynihan contends the Social 


Security trust fund, which has a 
surplus, is being used to make the 
federal deficit look smaller than it 
really is. His bill will repeal the 
Social Security tax increase of Jan. 
1 and reduce another increase to 
occur next year. Social Security 
would then be on a pay-as-you-go 
basis. Enough money would be 
raised to cover retiree benefits 
without creating a surplus which 
has been used to cover other 
federal expenses. 

Why do we need higher Social 
Security taxes that don’t even 
finance Social Security? The New 
York Senator argues that such pol¬ 
icy is "thievery." Senator Ernest 
Hollings (D-S.C.) said "the people 
who are jeopardizing Social Secu¬ 
rity are the administration crowd 
who are engaged in thievery and 
embezzlement," referring to the 
use of Social Security funds to buy 
Treasury securities and reduce the 
federal deficit. 

President Bush, who opposes a 
cut on Social Security taxes, 
meanwhile has called the plan a 
"charade" that intends to lure him 
into raising taxes if he cuts them.

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Artists transfer illness into "Shared Visions

Scattered female figures haunt 
the background. Their faces peer 
from behind shattered glass and 
chicken wire. Shards pierce their 
eyes. 

A black Hefty bag, wood frag¬ 
ments and blurred hues of dark 
slash the white canvas. 

An unassuming photograph of 
brilliant orange sunset lies slightly 
right of center in this 6-by-8-foot 
painting entitled Transformed" by 
New York artist Kristina E. 
Gunay. 

Stan Wojda, Bradley University 
graphics instructor, , a key figure 
in bringing 'Transformed" to 
Bradley University as part of the 
Rembrandt Project, said he recog¬ 
nizes the painting as one of the 
exhibit’s most striking works. The 
painting, Wojda said, illustrates a 
young active girl trapped by the 
disabling symptoms of multiple 
sclerosis -- trapped much like the 
artist herself. Indeed, multiple 
sclerosis affects each of the 22 
artists featured in the 85-piece 
Rembrandt exhibit organized by 
the National Multiple Sclerosis 
Society. 

"Forget the fact these artists 
have m.s. - the work holds its 
own," Jim Hansen, Heuser gallery 
director, said. "When you consider 
that fact and become aware of the 
extremes of m.s. these people 
work with, it makes the show even 
more amazing." 

"Any artist would be proud of 
this work," Wojda said, gesturing 
to the 21 pieces in the Hartmann 
Center gallery. He pointed to an 
acrylic on canvas entitled "Spring 
Thaw" by New Mexico-based 
artist Bess Bonner. Diagnosed with 
multiple sclerosis since age 35, 
Bonner paints without the use of 
her hands. 


The fact she can paint that 
with her-damn teeth is amazing," 
Wojda, whose wife suffers from 
the disease, said. 

A chronic disease of the central 
nervous system, multiple sclerosis 
is characterized by symptoms rang¬ 
ing from mild vision problems to 
complete paralysis. Most of the 
estimated 250,000 Americans 
suffering from multiple sclerosis 
can lead relatively active lives 
through therapy and medication 
despite recurrent relapses; how¬ 
ever, experts have not yet found a 
cure for the disease. 

"The idea behind the Rem¬ 
brandt exhibit is this: they (the 
National Multiple Sclerosis 
Society) wanted to focus in on 
m.s. as a disabling disease," 
Wojda, a past president and now 
board trustee for the society’s 
Greater Illinois chapter, said. 

"But on a more positive note, 
they want to focus on people with 
m.s. who have abilities that are 
superior. It’s a very positive 
thing." 

"Shared Visions," appears for 
the first time in an academic set¬ 
ting while featured at the Heuser 
and Hartmann Center art galleries 
at Bradley. This year’s project 
marks the second year the exhibit 
left New York City to tour the 
country. 

Both Wojda and Hansen said 
organizers called the project 
"Rembrandt" because most people 
know the name. "A few names in 
art are very recognizable and Rem¬ 
brandt is one of them," Hansen 
said. 

"Shared Visions" had appeared 
in 13 cities since last May includ¬ 
ing Boston and Dayton, Ohio 
before arriving Jan. 12 in Peoria 
— the tour’s only Illinois stop — for

its final presentation. Originally 
scheduled to return to New York 
on Jan. 31, the exhibit will remain 
at Bradley until Feb. 24. 

The place the exhibit was sup¬ 
posed to go cancelled...and I did 
some manipulation with the exhibi¬ 
tion schedule to run it through 
February," Hansen said. "I was 
really thrilled. The original time 
frame would have allowed students 
to see the exhibit only a few 


days." 

Wojda said he and Hansen 
began discussing the possibility of 
Peoria exhibition of the Rembrandt 
project in May 1988. 'It took us a 
year and a half to get it here," he 
said, citing insurance, security and 
physical requirements as the reason 
why. The exhibit is worth an 
estimated $115,000. 

"We were able to bring it to 
Peoria because of the fantastic 


facilities Bradley has... and the 
university’s commitment to handi¬ 
capped accessibility by showing 
the exhibit only in buildings which 
are handicapped accessible," 
Wojda said. 

"All the artists are professional 
artists. This is not an amateur 
show." Wojda said over 200 artists 
vied for slots in the exhibit during 
a contest based solely on the artis¬ 
tic quality of their work.

aren’t aware that they should be 
carrying their card." He said the 
card is similar to carrying a license 
and must be carried at all times. 

First time offenders who don’t 
comply with this law face a fine of 
at least $500 and a loss of registra¬ 
tion for two months. Before being 
reinstated, proof of insurance and 
a $50 reinstatement fee must be 
submitted. 


This law also has created three 

traffic violations. The operation of 
an uninsured vehicle imposes a 
fine of $500 to $1,000 and a 
suspension of the vehicle’s registra¬ 
tion. 

The operation of a motor vehi¬ 
cle with a suspended registration 
for non-insurance imposes a fine of 
$1,000 to $2,000. The display of a 
false insurance card imposes a 
$1,000 and/or 364 day imprison¬ 
ment.

transferred to a special government 
regulated and protected savings 
plan in a private bank. If the 
money was not saved, the worker 
would have to pay a 98 percent tax 
on that portion of his income and 
would form the forced savings por¬ 
tion of the program. 

The tax rate would decline 
yearly until the worker reached 
67-years-old, the age in which the 
entire amount of savings could be 
withdrawn at the lowest tax rate. 
No longer would retirees’ futures 
be hostage to the whims of Wash¬ 
ington politicians, instead, they 
could use their retirement money 
en masse for their own needs. 

Some of you may ask how does 
this affect me? To this I reply, 
when the baby boomers reach 
retirement, the Bradley students of 
today will be reaching their max¬ 
imum earning potential, or in 
Washingtonese, their maximum 
taxing potential. If abortion is the 
issue of the nineties, the issue of 
the teens of the twenty first cen¬ 
tury will be Social (In)security and 
how to pay for it.

This letter is in response to a statement 
made by Mr. Keith Wilkins in the 
Minority Perspective Column in the 
Dec. 1, 1989 edition of the Scout. Mr. 
Wilkins stated the following with 
respect to the problem of the lack of 
black faculty here at Bradley, "As far 
as the recruitment of minority teachers, 
it’s funny how this University does not 
have any trouble recruiting good black 
basketball players". I would like to 
address this issue from my own experi¬ 
ence as a physicist. 

The American Physical Society (APS) 
gathers data each year that includes 
information on blacks in physics. For 
example, last year there were 5200 
bachelor degrees awarded in physics in 
the United States; 50 of these went to 
blacks. There were about 1000 Ph.D.’s 
awarded in physics; two of these went 
to blacks. There are virtually hundreds 
of colleges and universities in the U.S. 
that are in competition for these two 
individuals. What are the odds that 
Bradley could recruit one of these two? 
I believe that about the same percen¬ 
tages as the above would be found in

the other sciences and in engineering. 

As for the recruitment of blacks into 
basketball, it is apparent that blacks 
would be much better served by our 
society if we discouraged young black 
males from pursuing college sports to 
the extent that they do. Their job pros¬ 
pects in the sciences, engineering and 
many other fields are enormously better 
than their prospect of making it into 
the NBA. I am surprised we do not 
hear more from the black (and white) 
leadership on this topic. But then again 
Fm not surprised by this because there 
is so much money to be made, mainly 
by already rich white people from their 
exploitation. Furthermore, it would not 
be very popular for leaders to speak 
out against this obvious injustice. (Of 
course, I am inconsistent here since I 
watch sports on TV and go to sporting 
events as well.) 

Now, on a more personal level, I had 
the pleasure of being a friend of a 
black physics graduate student named 
Steve while I was in graduate school. 
Steve and I finished our Ph.D. in phy¬ 
sics from Ohio State the same year, 
1983. Tve kept in contact with Steve 
over the years. He was a post-doc at 
Berkeley and then took a position at 


Xerox in New York. Last year, Steve 
left Xerox to become a faculty member 
in the electrical engineering department 
and head of the Materials Research 
Laboratory at Howard University in 
Washington, D.C. I think with Steve’s 
background, he would make an excel¬ 
lent guest speaker at Bradley who 
would give us an interesting perspec¬ 
tive on the shortage of black faculty 
and perhaps some suggestions on how 
to address this problem.

The Lady Braves started the 
Gateway season with wins at 
Northern Iowa (68-62) and Drake 
(77-69) as junior Sheila Jenkins 
combined for 31 points and 16 
rebounds in the two contests. 

The Lady Braves returned 
home for their Gateway home 
opener and were tied with South¬ 
ern Illinois 62-62 when Jenkins 
was fouled with eight seconds. She 
missed the free throw, but Dawyel 
Jones grabbed the rebound and 
was fouled. 

But she missed the free throws 
with seven seconds remaining and 
the Salukies won in overtime, 73- 
67. 

But the team responded two 
days later at Eastern Illinois as 
four Lady Braves, led by Karin 
Nicholls 22 points, were in double 
figures in the 78-63 win. 

After another road win at 
Wichita State, the Lady Braves 
finished the week long road trip at 
Southwest Missouri State. 


The long journey seemed to 
take its toll though as the Lady 
Braves were humbled 74-34 at the 
hands of the conference leaders. 
The Lady Braves connected on just 
12 of 52 shots they attempted and 
10 of 18 free throws in the loss. 
Val Wancket led the Lady Braves 
with 12 points. 

"We were completely out¬ 
played," Boyer said. 'If we were 
going to have a let down, I’m glad 
it was on the road. We were on 
the road for a week, which is no 
excuse, but I think they realize it 
was a fluke." 

But again the Lady Braves 
responded with a 68-66 victory 
over conference leader Illinois 
State. Point guard Andrea McAl¬ 
lister led the team with 13 points 
and handed out five assists to help 
the team pull within one of the 
conference leaders. 

"You have to be able to come 
back and play well after the loss 
and we did," Boyer said. "I think 


we are always up for Illinois State 
games. Even if we were 2-7 we 
would have been up." 

Three more Lady Braves vic¬ 
tories boosted the Lady Braves 
overall record to 11-7, with the 
previous win marked by a record¬ 
setting performance by McAllister. 

The sophomore guard set a 
school record and Gateway confer¬ 
ence record with eight three- 
pointers against Western Illinois on 
her way to a career-high 28 points. 

"Andrea has played great," 
Boyer said. "I think the Gateway 
coaches know we’re a little weaker 
and they’re trying to exploit it and 
she has handled it and hasn’t gotten 
rattled. 

The third-place Lady Braves 
are three games up on fifth-placed 
Indiana State and Drake and if 
they can stay in at least fourth 
place, they will qualify for the 
four-team Gateway Conference 
tournament.

Surprising Lady Braves trail 
Gateway leaders by one game

How things have changed 
around the Bradley basketball pro¬ 
gram since final exams ended last 
semester. On Dec. 13, the Braves 
were 1-6, playing without the 
talents of Curtis Stuckey and had a 
bench two men deeper than it does 
today. 

The Braves are now 9-13 
overall and 4-3 in the Valley. 
Stuckey has established himself as 
one of Bradley’s starting five. 
Roman Beach is no longer on the 
Braves’ roster and Scott Behrends 
is sidelined for the remainder of 
the season because of an injury. 


Curtis Stuckey 

After transferring from Drake 
University last season and sitting 
out two semesters because of 
NCAA transfer regulations, junior 
Curtis Stuckey regained eligibility 
on Dec. 13 and made his first 
appearance in the Braves’ starting 
lineup the following day against 
Virginia Commonwealth Univer¬ 
sity. Stuckey was the Braves’ lead¬ 
ing scorer against VCU with 20 
points and has been leading scorer 
in all but four games since his 
debut. He scored a career high 36 
points in Bradley’s 80-59 triumph 
over Loyola University of Chi¬ 
cago. He is averaging 21.2 points 
per game, making him the Braves’ 
leading scorer (Luke Jackson is the 
second leading scorer, averaging 
15 points per game). 

Roman Beach 

Roman Beach packed up his 
belongings on Sunday, Dec. 31, 
and headed back home to Albu¬ 
querque, New Mexico. A fresh¬ 
man red-shirt guard, Beach was 
averaging 36 percent from the 
floor, including 31 percent from 
3-point range (ll-of-35). He 
scored a career high 18 points 
against the University of 
California-Santa Barbara in Iowa’s 
Amana Classic, and with the 
exception of a 15 point game 
against Stetson University in the 
San Juan Sunshine Shootout, never 








the Braves. 

"Roman started out strong early 
in the season. Then he had some 
bad games and got frustrated," Mo 
McHone, assistant coach, said. 

Jay Schell and Beach, who 
share a similar basketball tech¬ 
nique, battled back and forth for 
playing time before Schell eventu¬ 
ally excelled and received the call 
from the bench before Beach. 
McHone said he assumes that was 
the point at which Beach didn’t see 
much of a future for himself with 
the Braves. 

Beach is now a student at the 
University of New Mexico. 

Andy Bastock 

Ever since Bradley played 
Georgia Southern College on Dec. 
23, sophomore Andy Bastock has 
turned in double digit scoring per¬ 
formances in all 11 games. Bas¬ 
tock has become a driving force 
behind the Braves’ offensive plays 
and has been the team’s leading 
scorer in four of the last seven 
games. He scored a career high 23 
points against Lamar University on 
Jan. 4. 

Scott Behrends 

Suffering from a stress fracture 
of his lower left leg, freshman for¬ 
ward Scott Behrends will miss the 
remainder of the 1989-90 basket¬ 
ball season. Behrends saw playing 
time in 17 of Bradley’s 19 games, 
was averaging 15.5 minutes of 
play per game and 3.3 points and 
2.2 rebounds per game. Behrends 
injury has left the Braves with 
eight players on scholarship and 
three eligible walk-ons. 

The Braves, who struggled 
through what The Sporting News 
called the third most difficult non¬ 
conference schedule in the NCAA, 
were 4-10 when their Missouri 
Valley Conference season play 
began on Jan. 8 against Drake 
University. Bradley is now in the 
middle of a heated MVC race, 
with Creighton being the only 
exception to the teams in the 
conference that has shown any real 
consistency. 

Bradley plays tomorrow against 
Southern Illinois University at 
8:05p.m. at Carver Arena.

"I would like at this time to 
express myself to you. There are 
some very important issue on this 
campus that must be delt with. 
First of all you and your kind do 
not, let me repeat myself do not 
belong here. All that i have heard 
thus far is we want to be equal. 
You will never be equal with us 
because you were not made to be 
equal with us. Blacks are the scum 
of the earth and the lowest in 
humane society as we know it. 
They are violent criminals and 
thugs such as yourself. They 
always want to seek leadership so 
they can bring drugs into our 
beloved country. Blacks are a 
known 3rd degree communistic 
scum. Therefore they are looked 
upon as so. We do not except 
blacks on this campus nor in our 
society."

Campustown creates new look

The city will demolish nearly 
40 area buildings within the next 
six weeks to make way for a 
92,000-square-foot Campustown 
shopping center, which is slated to 
open in October, according to city 
and development officials. 

Four houses already have been 
razed along Windom Street in an 
area east of University Street. Tom 
Brimberry, city development spe¬ 
cialist, said about 80 percent of the 
area housing comprises rental 
unites for Bradley University stu¬ 
dents. The city has yet to demolish 
some 26 houses and 12 business 
structures on the site. 

Actual Campustown construc¬ 
tion - including roadway changes 
which will reroute University 
Street and give Bradley University 
a new entranceway — will begin 
sometime this spring, according to 
Brimberry and Gary Matthews, 
vice president and project manager 
for the Joseph Co. 

'Things are proceeding well 


but until the city turns over the 
property, we can’t really estimate 
anything," Matthews said. 

Quenten Davis, assistant city 
manager for development, 
announced Tuesday the city has 
acquired all properties for the 
campus town site. 

After completing legal property 
settlements and street vacations, 
the city will convey the 5.25 acres 
of property to the Joseph Co. by 
Feb. 20, Davis said. 

The city is putting up about 
$3.5 million for Campustown 
development through tax-increment 
financing revenue bonds while the 
Joseph Co. finances the rest of the 
project’s $9 million price tag, 
Davis said. 

The city sold the TIF bonds 
based on anticipated development 
within the Campustown TIF dis¬ 
trict; retirement of the 20-year 
bonds will be dependent on gen¬ 
erated sales tax revenue. 

For this reason, the redevelop¬ 
ment agreement between the city 
and the Joseph Co. stipulates that 
based on the center’s square- 
footage area, at least 90 percent of 


Campustown tenants must be 
sales-tax producers, according to 
Brimberry. 

Businesses which have signed 
agreements for Campustown space 
are Thompson’s Food Basket, 
Super X Drug Store, Radio Shack, 
Blockbuster Video and MacPhail’s 
Yogurt. At least a dozen other 
tenants are negotiating with the 
developers, Matthews said. 

At this time, none of the area 
businesses relocating to make way 
for Campustown plan to lease 
space in the new shopping center. 
Business structures scheduled for 
demolition include Campus 
Garment Care, 1226b W. Main; 
the Christian Science Reading 
’room, 924 N. University; 
Haddad’s Lebanese Foods, 1224 
W. Main; Knight and Tobin Drug, 
1200 W. Main; and the Varsity 
Theater, 1216 W. Main. 

Bradley has leased space in the 
shopping center but "just exactly 
for what is yet to be determined" 
Gary Anna, vice president for 
business affairs, said. He said he 
expects the space to house the 
Bradley Travel Center and a shop 
similar to the Student Center’s Fast 


Break. 

"We’re in the process of discus¬ 
sions with consultants and develop¬ 
ers on what would work with the 
other tenants of the shopping 
center," Anna said. 

Anna said improvement of the 
University’s entrance way is still in 
planning stages but he expects the 
entrance on a widened St. James 
street to connect to a re-routed 
University Street S-Curve. 

Cutting off Bourland and elim¬ 
inating other streets as far as 
through-traffic purposes, the new 
five-lane roadway will benefit the 
city by providing continuity 
between MacArthur Highway and 
University Street Steve Van Win¬ 
kle, director of public works, said. 

"The roadway could be done as 
early as September," he said. 
"The city is obligated to have the 
roadway ready when the developer 
has a substantial part of the center 
ready to open." While the road¬ 
way should be substantially com¬ 
pleted or driveable by Sept. 30 
landscaping along the street and 
Bradley entranceway would likely

A person who identified himself 
as the National Chairman of the 
America First Committee, Arthur 
Jones, said he is ready to offer a 
challenge to Bradley University’s 
students and administrators con¬ 
cerning the recent racial incidents 
that have happened on campus. 

Tm going to offer you a chal¬ 
lenge. I’m going to come there and 
debate any issue Matt Hale has 
raised," Jones said in a telephone 
interview Thursday morning. 

Jones, who said he is good 
friends and allies with the Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, the Nazi 
Party and the National Alliance, 
said he has talked with Klan 
members in Chicago and they 
know of no organized Klan on 
Bradley’s campus. 

Jones said he and his group are 
prepared "to offer any assistance 
Matt needs to get a group started 
on campus." 

The America First Committee 
was founded by Charles Lind¬ 
bergh, famous aviator, but died 
down for a few years. Paul Ander¬ 
son, a reporter for the Southwest 
News Herald , a Chicago newspa¬ 
per, said Jones is trying to bring 
the Committee back. 

Anderson said Jones is the 
former vice chairman of the 
National Socialist Party. Jones 
attended the University of Wiscon¬ 
sin where he headed the National 
Socialist White People’s Party, oth¬ 
erwise known as the American 
Nazi Party. 

Anderson said Jones ran unsuc¬ 
cessfully for mayor of Milwaukee 
in 1978, for the 13th ward aider- 
man in 1985 in Chicago and for 
mayor in the 1989 special election 
in Chicago. 

Jones, who is from Chicago, 
said, "... the idea of a university 
is to expose students to all ideas. 
Matt shouldn’t be expelled because 
of his political beliefs, and he 
shouldn’t be expelled because some 
arrogant pushy minorities and 
admir a ors don't like what he 
believes in. '

BYOB-someday a reality?

"Old habits die hard," or so the 
student population at Bradley will 
soon realize, as fraternity nationals 
attempt to curb the amount of 
alcohol available at social events. 

‘Last week, Bradley’s Interfra¬ 
ternity Council recommended all 
fraternities refrain from having 
kegs at their parties and purchase 
cans as an alternative. Most people 
seem to believe the common trend 
across the country is leading 
toward a "bring your own beer" 
policy. At Bradley, Pi Kappa Phi 
has already instituted a BYOB pol¬ 


icy, while Sigma Nu has chosen to 
use cans. 

Because of pressure from their 
nationals, "Sigma Nu has taken 
steps to lessen their liability by 
instituting cans. The real question 
is where is the money coming 
from?" Bob Knott, president of 
Sigma Nu, said. Because fraterni¬ 
ties are not supposed to purchase 
alcohol with fraternity funds, 
which many are known to do. 

With the exception of an 
increased financial burden, Elliott 
Baretz, past-president of Sigma 
Nu, under which the policy began, 
said "It [cans] works well. I think 
our parties were just as successful 


as they always were. Both Knott 
and Baretz agree that cans are 
merely a way of easing into the 
BYOB policy. 

The concern for fraternity lia¬ 
bility has increased over the past 
few years because of a large 
increase in insurance rates and the 
new changes passed in the Risk 
Reduction portion of the Fraternity 
Insurance Purchasing Group, 
which covers 27 fraternities nation 
wide. 

The main difference between 
kegs and cans, according to Dur- 
wood Owen, president of the 
FIPG, is kegs increase the amount

Twenty years ago, Sarah Wed- 
dington would have never ima¬ 
gined that she would still be talk¬ 
ing about abortion issues in 1990. 
She told an audience of about 400 
on Tuesday night she knew people 
would always oppose it, but she 
didn’t think the issue would turn 
into legal and political battles. 

On Jan. 22, 1973, Weddington 
was the 26-year-old lawyer that 
won the landmark Roe* vs. Wade 
case. The decision in this case 
promised women the right to con¬ 
tinue or terminate an unwanted 
pregnancy. 

Weddington said the future 
status of Roe vs. Wade depends on 
rulings that have resulted from last 
summer’s Supreme Court decision 
in the Missouri Webster case. The 
decision gave states more power in 
regulating abortions, such as res¬ 
trictions being imposed on minors. 

The Supreme Court will never 
make abortion illegal. They will 
simply give the parameters within 
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Dixon Mounds fate uncertain

A crowd estimated at 400 
attended an emotionally charged 
public hearing Tuesday night at the 
Robertson Memorial Field House 
to discuss the proposed closing of 
the burial site at Dixon Mounds. 

American Indians and their sup¬ 
porters are offended by the exhibit, 
which publicly displays the skeletal 
remains of Indians who lived 
800-1000 years ago, and want the 
site closed and the remains 
reburied. 

Those who favor keeping it 
open have sighted educational and 
historical significance as well as 
economic benefit from tourism as 
reasons for keeping the exhibit 
open. 

Sid Husain and David Berry, 
Bradley students and members of 
the Progressive Student Alliance, 
were among the approximately 80 
speakers at the hearing. 

Husain found the idea hypocrit¬ 
ical that the exhibit was considered 
by many to be a tribute to the Indi¬ 
ans. "If you respect and revere 
them, let it be shown in your 
actions. Respect and revere them 
by perhaps giving them their land 
back. Respect and revere them by 
getting them out of the reserva¬ 
tions. " 

"Why is Dixon Mounds named 
after a white man?" Berry said. 
"Why can’t it be named after the 
people it’s supposed to show rever¬ 
ence for?" 

Although several speakers and 
much of the crowd favored clo¬ 
sure, the majority of the crowd 
favored keeping the exhibit open. 
Several of those who spoke in 
favor of keeping Dixon Mounds 
open argued that it is an educa¬ 
tional resource. 

"I remember visiting Dixon 
Mounds as a young child with my 
parents and later on a school field 
trip," State Senator Thomas 
Homer, D-Canton, said. "Viewing 
this burial ground had a profound 
impression on me. I gained a pro¬ 
found respect and empathy for the 
natives who lived here long before 
Europeans ever set foot on the

continent." 

Maria Richardson, a Bradley 
student and member of the PSA, 
also visited the Dixon mounds as a 
child, but contrary to Homer, said 
it was horrifying. "I had night¬ 
mares about bones for about a 
week." 

State Representative Bill Edley, 
D-Macomb, said, 'The (Energy 
and Resources) department posi¬ 
tion that the exhibit is a spiritual 
violation, that the tens of 
thousands of Central Illinois school 
children who viewed this exhibit 
are to be considered cultural 
voyeurs is intellectually insulting 
and ludicrous. It’s almost like 


you’re chastising us, telling us 
we’ve been looking at dirty pic¬ 
tures all these years." 

Michael Haney, an American 
Indian from Seminole, Oklahoma, 
said he represented 26 of 39 tribes 
when he offered an alternative to 
the burial display. "You want to 
know about Indians? Ask living 
Indians, we’ll tell you. You don’t 
have to desecrate our graves to 
learn." 

Dr. Jonathon Haas, vice 
president for collections and 
research at the Chicago Field 
Museum, which ’ discontinued the

In his senior 
year, Nicholas boycotted a track 
meet to protest the university’s 
investments in South Africa. 
Although he was suspended from 
the team, the Buffalo, N.Y. native 
did not stop fighting for freedom. 


After a long battle, Nicholas 
and the other students prevailed 
and Ohio State divested all of the 
7.1 million dollars invested in 
South Africa. 


It was this race, that impressed 
songwriter and singer Charlie King 
to write a song about Nicholas 
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History Month

Nontheless, the anti-apartheid 
movement was not the only organi¬ 
zation Nicholas was involved in 
during his college years. He was 
active in numerous student groups 
including Athletes in Action and 
the Rape Education Workshop for 
Men. By the time he graduated, 
he was awarded the Outstanding 
Black Student Achievement and 
Student Leadership Awards. 

In 1985 with his B.A. in sociol¬ 
ogy, he became one of the few 
African-American athletes in Ohio 
State history to graduate with his 
class.

of alcohol consumed because they 
are free flowing. "Bulk alcohol 
encourages bulk comsumption," he 
said. He also said by reducing 
quantities you will reduce risk and 
insurance rates will eventually 
decrease. 

Fraternity insurance policies 
can cost from $30-80 per member 
and only covers up to $5 million, 
as opposed to paying half the price 
and having $20 million coverage, a 
few years back. 

"A lot of people take for 
granted how much liability is on 
the executive board of a frater¬ 
nity, " Baretz said. "In the last year 
there have been cases where not 
only the executive board [of a fra¬ 
ternity] was sued, but every 
member as well," Knott said. 

Though the BYOB policy may 
not be popular among students, 
most fraternities see no other 
choice. Td rather be responsible 
for doing the right thing, rather 
than for getting sued," Knott said. 
He said "cans are a nice step, but 
we are increasing the cost of par¬ 
ties and we still have no 
insurance." 

At the University of Arizona, 
the Sigma Nu chapter has gone 
completely BYOB. Only students 
who are of legal drinking age may 
bring in alcohol, which is checked 
in at the door. 

Kelly Corsette, Sigma Nu chap- 
lin at the University of Arizona, 
said 'It is kind of a hassle to check 
'it in." though he did think this has 
encouraged less people to drink. 
He said the new policy has 
.decreased how fun parties are. 

David Mainella, president of 
Bradley’s IFC, said "the fraterni¬ 
ties know BYOB is coming, but 
the issue of when it will arrive is 
what people are debating. To go 
from where we are today to 
exclusively* BYOB this semester is 
ridiculous." He thinks cans are 
able to be controlled where as kegs 
are not. 

'This has to be well thought 
out and planned. This isn’t a deci¬ 
sion we can think through and 
implement in two months." Other 
IFC presidents nationwide thought 
the process of completely changing 
over from kegs to cans, could take 
a university up to two years to 
complete. 

"What we really are going to 
have to do is bring all concerned 
parties together* including houses, 
advisers and the University," Ed 
King, executive director of hous¬ 
ing, residential life and the student 


judicial system, said. He said that 
any statement is only as valid to 
the degree it is abided by. Both 
King and Mainella said IFC was in 
no position to enforce this rule to 
the extent necessary. 

Richard Holderman, the 
president of the IFC at Purdue 
University, said the IFC at Purdue 
has come up with their own Risk 
Reduction program. One require¬ 
ment of this program includes five 
percent of the fraternity and one 
executive board member remaining 
sober at parties. He emphasized 
that this is mainly a self-regulated 
policy, but said it to be working 
rather well. 

Presently, Holderman said that 
Purdue has not made BYOB man¬ 
datory because of both the posi¬ 
tives and negatives that will 
accompany it. 

Mainella said Bradley’s IFC 
will be traveling to other universi¬ 


ties, including University of Illi¬ 
nois and Purdue to discuss the 
adjustments necessary when chang¬ 
ing from kegs to BYOB as Bradley 
seems to be in the process of 
doing. He wants to increase aware¬ 
ness on campus of the national 
trends affecting fraternities. 

Though presently cans will not 
remove the liability a fraternity 
may face, it is a step in reducing 
it, which several nationals 
understand. Baretz said that Sigma 
Nu nationals understand that by 
serving cans, as an alternative to 
kegs, they are making strides into 
going to BYOB. 

Knott said, he wants to take the 
emphasis off alcohol and see more 
participation in other aspects of a 
party. Baretz said "it is important 
people realize that fraternities were 
here long before kegs, and they 
will continue to be here when kegs 
are gone."

Bradley enrollment 
not hinged on ACT

Low scores on standardized 
tests such as the ACT do not 
necessarily hamper a student’s 
chances of admission to Bradley, 
Gary Bergman, director of enroll¬ 
ment management, said. 

Deborah Gregory, enrollment 
administrative secretary, said the 
University admitted students last 
fall with ACT composite scores of 
less than 13, but the percentage of 
students with such scores among 
the rest of the freshman class is 
rounded off to zero. 

"If someone on campus has a 
very low ACT score, it’s because 
there is a very good reason and not 
just because they’re on the speech 
team or the baseball team or some¬ 
thing like that," Bergman said. 

Bergman said 70 percent of the 
admissions committee’s decision to 
admit a student is based on past 
academic performance, particularly 
in college preparatory courses. 


Class rank, letters of recommenda¬ 
tion, personal essays and standard¬ 
ized test scores are then considered 
in the admissions process. 

The decision becomes trouble¬ 
some when a student does well in 
high school with daily work but is 
weak on standardized tests," Berg¬ 
man said. 

The ACT tends to be a pretty 
fair indicator of college abilities," 
Bergman said. He said a number 
of factors may depress a student’s 
performance, including illness, 
learning and physical disabilities 
and discomfort under the pressure 
of a confined, timed test environ¬ 
ment. 

Bergman said he has seen cases 
where a student retakes the ACT 
in an untimed situation and 
increases composite scores from 8 
through 12 to as high as 23. The 
admission’s offices deal with 
perhaps one or two such cases out 
of 300 applications, he said. 

"We try to identify students

identified themselves. The group 
has only manifested itself in the 
form of a letter directed towards 
black students. 

The A.W.S.P^ is coordinated 
by freshman Matt Hale, a music 
business/political science major 
from East Peoria. The organization 
has been in East Peoria since Dec. 
1986, but has just recently 
appeared on campus. The group is 
strictly local and has no ties to any 
other organization. 

"We’re not so much anti-other- 
races as we are pro-white," Hale 
said. "I would consider myself 
racist in that I am proud of my 
own race...I started this group to 
accurately portray white suprema¬ 
cists. We’re not the children of 
drunken fathers. We weren’t 
beaten. We just made our own 
choice." 

Hale said the goals of his group 
are: to make white people proud of 
themselves, to deter immigration 
of non-whites, to hopefully force 
segregation or emigration of non¬ 
whites and to stop racial mixture. 
"Most people would like to know 
if their grandkids will still be 
white...Right now I don’t think the 
white place is secure. We have to 


guarantee the place of whites in 
the future." 

Hale also wishes to clarify that 
his group has no affiliation with 
the K.K.K.O.C., and in fact 
doubts the letters’ authenticity. "I 
think the letter is bogus and was 
made to discredit me and my 
organization. I would not rule out 
the possibility that it was sent out 
by the Progressive Student Alli¬ 
ance (PSA) or by the Black Stu¬ 
dent Alliance (BSA)," Hale said. 

Both organizations claim abso¬ 
lutely no responsibility. "He has 
no evidence for his contention and 
is looking for a scapegoat. The 
PSA has no interest in circulating 
the letter, nothing to gain and no 
reason. It’s ludicrous," Dave 
Berry, co-president of PSA said. 

"BSA wouldn’t stoop that low," 
Felicia .Starks, BSA president said. 

Because of the surfacing of 
these two separate organizations, 
the minority community of Bradley 
University organized an 
impromptu meeting between the 
BSA, the United Black Panhellenic 
Council (UBPC) and the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) at 6 
p.m. on Tuesday. 

This gathering led to the forma¬ 
tion of the Bradley Minority Coali¬ 


tion (BMC) composed of 13 
members. (Calvin Butler - spok¬ 
esperson, James Fitzpatrick, Mia 
Carter, Robert Davis, Awnyadda 
Burney, Tanya Hurd, Felicia 
Keelen, Bobie Knight, Michael 
Lily, Michael Sanders, Nora Wil- 
bume, Keith Wilkins, and Angela 
Winters) 

The statement of purpose of the 
group reads as follows: "The pur¬ 
pose of the Bradley Minority Coal¬ 
ition is to make the students and 
faculty aware of racial problems 
on this campus: to educate all stu¬ 
dents and get them to respect the 
different cultures and backgrounds 
of others. To create an open line 
of communication between the 
administration and the minority 
student body." 

The first job of the new coali¬ 
tion was to organize a rally which 
drew approximately 400 partici¬ 
pants. The group met in the stu¬ 
dent center at 8:30 a.m. Wednes¬ 
day and then walked to Swords 
Hall. While the other students 
waited outside, the 13 members of 
the coalition went inside to speak 
to Dr. Martin Abegg, president of 
Bradley University. 

The BMC was formed to inves¬ 
tigate into the K.K.K.O.C.,

campus, formulate the plans for a 

new mandatory race relations 
course and have Bradley Univer¬ 
sity publicly announce their 
denouncement of any racist organi¬ 
zations, thus barring them from 
activities on campus and university 
funding. 

Abegg read the following state¬ 
ment after he met with the BMC: 

"The University condemns the 
action taken last night by the per¬ 
son or persons unknown. The dis¬ 
tribution of scurrilous and 
threatening letters is not only a 
violation of human dignity, but of 
a number of university rules and 
regulations. We are doing every¬ 
thing possible to identify the par¬ 
ties involved so appropriate disci¬ 
plinary action can be taken. In the 
meantime, procedures are being 
put in place to insure the safety of 
students." 

"We’re terribly sorry that such 
a circumstance can occur on a 
campus like Bradley," Abegg said. 
"We will move as quickly, 
efficiently and legally as we can to 
identify the people who wrote the 
letter and take action against 
them." 

"We will not tolerate, 
recognize or condone any such 
group on campus. They have m 
piace on such a university," Dr 


Alan Gaisky, associate provost for 
student affairs said. 

An informational open campus 
meeting was held at 7 p.m. 
Wednesday. The requests Wednes¬ 
day had expanded to include 
recruitment and retention of minor¬ 
ity students and faculty, Bradley 
University divestment from South 
Africa, a Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. celebration, and expulsion of 
any student who continues to 
openly support any racist organiza¬ 
tion. 

It was also requested that all 
progress on the issues would be 
reported to the BMC, and that a 
faculty/administration liaison com¬ 
mittee should be formed. 

Other topics at the meeting 
included statements of support 
from campus leaders, a statement 
by Dave Baer, security director, 
and a question-answer period with 
BMC members and other authori¬ 
ties. 

In his statement for the BMC, 
Calvin Butler, spokesperson, urged 
students to have their parents call 
the university. As of Thursday 
afternoon, approximately 150 tele¬ 
phone calls had been received. 

"This is not just an isolated 
incident on Bradley’s campus,"

No abortion means 
butchered women

Etiquette tells us never to dis¬ 
cuss sex, religion or politics in a 
situation demanding discretion. 
The already unpleasant issue of 
abortion is most certainly a no-no: 
it obviously relates to sex; and 
largely due to religion it has been 
dragged into the political arena. 
Ever since the 1973 Roe vs. Wade 
decision "granted women the right 
to decided what happens to their 
bodies, those opposed to legal 
abortion have made inroads on this 
right. 

My very own representative, 
Henry Hyde, sponsored a 1976 
amendment that excludes abortion 
(except in cases of rape and incest 
and when the woman’s life is in 
danger) from the list of medical 
procedures for which poor women 
may receive Medicaid funding. 

In last year’s Webster decision, 
the Supreme Court eroded its Roe 
landmark by granting states more 
leverage in restricting abortion. 
Such measures now being con¬ 
sidered range from "permission" 
for a woman to decide her fate 
from her husband, parents or the 
courts (when a minor) to require¬ 
ments that an abortion clinic have 
corridors as wide as a hospital. 

That a woman’s autonomy is 
being thrown around state legisla¬ 
tures is due to an anti-abortion 
movement founded largely on sub¬ 
jective religious and moral views 
regarding life. 

Some folks feel because this 
country is mostly Christian and 
because their interpretation of 
Christianity prohibits abortion (and 
often contraceptions, evolution, 
and card-playing), no one (regard¬ 
less of her views) should have 


one. Others cite philosophical 
arguments, employing rational syl¬ 
logisms (which rest upon assump¬ 
tions as do religious arguments ) to 
say, that which can become life, is 
life. 

Of course early Christians 
defined "ensoul ment," or the 
demarcation of life, as 40 days 
after birth. The framers of the 
Constitution realized there would 
be such discord on even a jumping 
off point for arguments like this 
and equipped us with a less subjec¬ 
tive criterion - the rights of the

individual in our society. 

This does not mean the "rights " 
some afford to tissue within such 
and individual’s body — tissue 
which some may consider life. In 
the abstract, the question, "what is 
life?" has never been satisfied; 
why should we wrestle with it 
when our form of government is 
predicated upon an operative 
definition? After all, we’re not 
bringing our case to the Oracle of 
Delphi. 

Many pro-choicers I know 
would probably agree with the 
arguments I just attempted to 
unseat. They would never have an 
abortion, but they wouldn’t tell 
their sisters not to. Reverence for 
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All of which is untrue. 

The most sickening concern is 
how the media has promoted pro¬ 
abortion extremists such as Molly 
Yard of the National Organization 
for Women and Faye Wattleton of 
Planned Parenthood as main¬ 
stream. They support abortion on 
demand when in fact, most Ameri¬ 
cans do not. 

Many pro-abortion groups tout 
the exceptions of rape, incest and 
health of the mother as though 
they cover a majority of abortions. 
In reality, these circumstances 
make up only one percent to five 
percent of all abortions, leaving 
approximately 95% as convenience 
abortions. And this is a frightening 
statistic when you consider 1.3 
million abortions occur each year. 


It is easy for a person to not 
learn the facts about abortion: 
about how pervasive it is in our 
society as well as what the child . 
goes through. In all the pro¬ 
abortion rhetoric about choice, 
something is being forgotten: an 
innocent unborn child. 

Abortion rights activists get 
very nervous when the topics of 
informed consent and fetal 
development come up. It is popu¬ 
lar for them to say that it isn’t 
really a human being. 

For those who doubt the 
humanity of the unborn, at 11-12 
weeks, when many abortions take 
place, the heart is beating, the 
brain is functioning and the nerve 
endings are intact. The arms, legs, 
fingerprints and face are formed, 
and the child is able to squint, 
swallow and suck his thumb. Any¬ 
one who claims the child feels no 
pain in this procedure is just trying 
to clear a guilty conscience. 

Abortion has gone way beyond 
what the courts ever anticipated. 
Abortion on the basis of a child’s 
sex, abortions in the second and 
third trimester, abortions for 
minors without parental consent, 
the lack of fathers’ rights, and fetal 
experimentation are just some of 
the horrible examples of the fall¬ 
out of Roe vs. Wade. 

Oddly enough, as Yard and 
Wattleton have trumpeted a "pro- 
choice" majority, pro-life legisla¬ 
tion has flown through legislatures 
in Pennsylvania, Michigan, Idaho, 
Mississippi, and most recently 
Wisconsin. Pro-life candidates like 
Congresswoman Ilena Ros- 
Lehtinen in Florida have won, 
while candidates that have aban¬ 
doned their pro-life stand, such as 
Jim Courter, have lost. 

In talking to students, I tend to

Across the country, there has 
been a growing trend towards 
replacing full-time professors with 
part-time instructors and tem¬ 
poraries. 

At Illinois Central College, the 
trend is to encourage early retire¬ 
ment in order to hire more part 
time instructors. 

Dr. Conley Stutz, physics pro¬ 
fessor, said the reasons for hiring 
more part time instructors include: 
part-timers receive up to one-third 
less pay; usually a master’s or doc¬ 
torate degree is not required, and 
thus recruiting is easier; and third, 
the instructor doesn’t have 
employee or retirement benefits. 

Part-time instructors are also 
not considered University employ¬ 
ees, and office hours are rarely 
provided for students who need 
help outside of class. 

At Bradley University, the 
trend is for the administration to 


hire for a few years and then 
release them. Stutz said although 
full-time temporaries may receive 
some fringe benefits, they are on a 
yearly contract which provides no 
job security. 

The American Association of 
University Professors (AAUP) 
chapter at Bradley is investigating 
the part-time and temporary issue 
and will make recommendations to 
the administration. 

'These people are not incom¬ 
petent, but we are interested in the 
role they play in the decision¬ 
making process within the Univer¬ 
sity, * Stutz said. The investigation 
is to see if academic freedom and 
tenure can be provided for these 
instructors who may be qualified to 
teach courses but don’t have the 
qualifications for promotions. 

The administration has 
encouraged the AAUP appointed 
committee to look into the various 
options available to AAUP and the 
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James Fitzpatrick, a member of the 
BMC, said. 

"I would hope that people 
would have more sense than to 
take up this person’s views," 
Michael Sanders, another BMC 
member, said. 

Other student organizations on 
campus also expressed their disap¬ 
proval of the formation of the new 
group. 

"I want to stop it before it 
plagues the campus. I’m really 
happy to see people concerned 
with this. Rather than a negative 
effect, you’ll see a positive effect 
as people become aware of the 
existing problems," Dayna Brown, 
president of Hillel, said. 

"He has the right to be heard, 
but if he infringes on other’s rights 
- then we draw the line...I’m not 
surprised, but I’m still disgusted. I 
respect his rights to have an opin- 


University so temporaries may 
receive tenure without the expecta¬ 
tion of reaching an associate or 
professorial rank. 

Haverhals said the committee’s 
purpose is to make sure the 
University is not taking advantage 
of full-time temporaries who could 
be easily dismissed if enrollment 
goes down. 

Recently, the administration has 
appointed an ad hoc committee 
consisting of both faculty and 
administrators which will meet in a 
few weeks. The purpose of the 
committee is to make policy 
recommendations for contracts and 
to clarify the rights and responsi¬ 
bilities of part-time instructors and 
temporaries. 

"I believe they (part-timers and 
temporaries) are treated differently 
in different departments and we 
want to clarify (their rights) and be 
consistent," Kathy Gould Cullivan, 
assistant to the provost, said.

According to the March 1989 
issue of Ebony magazine, while 
most women of color still choose 
to marry inside their own race 
(98.5 percent of all black married 
women are married to black men), 
increasingly, they are dating and 
marrying white men. Ebony also 
states, "...and it isn’t one sided. 
Many white men are challenging 
fundamentalist notions of love and 
matrimony, in ttye process dismiss¬ 
ing longstanding social taboos by 
asking black women to love and 
wed them, not merely comfort and 
bed them." 

Six months later Patton and

Jackson are still seeing each other 
and believe their relationship 
grows stronger every day. But 
even though their love may endure 
and their understanding of each 
other is unquestionable, many stu¬ 
dents and faculty find fault and 
have sharp criticism for their rela¬ 
tionship. 

"To me it’s not even an issue. 
People are people, I know it 
sounds like a Lionel Richie song, 
but if you even have to think about 
whether it’s right or wrong, there’s 
something wrong with your think¬ 
ing," Dave Vecsey, a Bradley 
junior, said. 

Jackson describes her relation¬ 
ship with Patton as understanding 
and stable. 

"We always hold hands...we 
don’t have any problems with it... 
I’ve never dated any black guys 
because I was the only black per¬ 
son in my high school. I never 
lived around any black people 
except my family. I never experi¬ 
enced any racism as fc a whole...I 
was treated better when I was the 
only black there than I get treated 
here," Jackson said. 

Patton agrees with Jackson and 
said it has taken some time to get 
accustomed to people’s stares and 
ridicule. 

'There was a couple staring at 
us in Cheddars so we just stared 
back...another time we got in the 
elevator and a group of people 
looked at Melissa and I and got 
out," Patton said. 

Patton and Jackson both agree 
their relationship is strong but are 
concerned about the future and 
marriage. "We’ve talked about 
when we leave school and what the 
future will hold...we really want 
this to work," Patton said. 

According to Ebony magazine, 
government figures confirm that 
the number of black women mar¬ 
rying white men is both substantial 
and growing. According to the 
U.S. Bureau of Census, in 1987 
there were 56,000 black women 
married to white men. That’s 
11,000 more than were married to

white men at the decade’s begin¬ 
ning in 1980. 

"I’m really scared that someone 
is going to do something to Bob 
because Tm black... I'm scared 
someone else who is too racist will 
try to break us up or hinder Bob’s 
career...I told him right off the bat 
that we might lose friends because 
of our relationship but why should 
we hide this? Sure we get stares 
but we just stare back," Jackson 
said. 

In addition to Bradley students 
and faculty, Patton and Jackson 
have also come to terms with their 
parents and the way they have 
dealt with the topic. 

"My mother has no problem 
with Bob and I...my brother 
Michael is married to a white 
woman," Jackson said. 

Patton’s parents approve of the 
relationship now but had some 
reservations in the beginning. "My 
mom didn’t say anything... at first 
my dad was a little reserved but 
now he’s just as happy as my 
mQm, " he said. 


Patton and Jackson said at first 
they tried to avoid social situations 
where they might receive looks of 
disapproval but now find that the 
"social scene " at Bradley isn’t even 
what they are looking for. 

"We don’t really get into social 
scenes...we go to the movies or 
out to eat. We really don’t have 
any cultural difference either...my 
dad was really black, by that I 
mean he was born in the South 
before World War II when they 


still had the segregated schools and 
a lot of things were segregated, 
but Bob and I find we have com¬ 
mon interests and our color doesn’t 
separate us. I’ve never had a prob¬ 
lem going anywhere with Bob. If 
I have a problem with somebody 
it’s not usually about Bob and I," 
Jackson said. 

Patton describes Jackson as 
understanding, compassionate and

of males (ages 14 to 21) said there 
was nothing wrong with a girl ask¬ 
ing a guy out. 

Another indication of the grow¬ 
ing trend of women asking mefi 
out is found in "Love," by Dianna 
Daniels Booher. In it, she says "In 
the last few years, researchers 
have questioned about who should 
have the initiative contact. Some 
boys say they love for girls to call. 
They’re tired of the pressure to 
have to always take the responsi¬ 
bility for the relationship." 

Another changing aspect of dat¬ 
ing is who is responsible for the 
bill. Kent suggests that a woman 
order the least expensive item on 
the menu so as not to feel guilty if 
the date is not a success. Also, she 
says that if the man forgets his 
wallet, the woman should offer to 
pay for the date. 

Casual dating may grow into a 
serious relationship that may 
essentially result in marriage. Do 
men and women seek different 
qualities in a marriage partner than 
in a dating partner? What are those 
qualities? Do young people today 
still want to marry or is marriage a 
tradition that is now an anachron¬ 
ism? In Kent’s book, she writes: 

"A man has generally been 
conditioned to the same pattern of 
conduct or behavior that applies to 
other men in his society." 

Among these "patterns of con¬ 
duct" concerning marriage, Kent 
writes: 

• He prefers a good marriage 
to being single but does not enjoy 
the process of getting married. 

• He is conditioned to obey 
women, starting with his mother. 

• Sooner or later he will want 
children. 

Kent adds a "disclaimer" at the 
conclusion of this list: 

"If a man contradicts these 
features, such as that he will not 
many, it may be wise to disregard 
his words. If most of the above 
general statements (are true), he is 
likely to be available for mar¬ 
riage. " 

Although Kent does not cite 
specific reports or national surveys 
to support her claims, mere obser¬ 
vations and outside surveys do 


support Kent’s statement. In the 
1989 Seventeen survey, 92 percent 
of girls (ages 14 to 21) said they 
plan to marry some day. Of the 
boys (ages 14 to 21), 88 percent 
said they plan to marry some day. 

Statistics may support or 
disprove certain claims, but rarely 
do they explain what is thought 
about, argued about or shouted 
about in one’s backyard. One may 
often wonder if statistics, in this 
case on dating and marriage, are 
true for the people he or she 
knows. 


National polls and surveys are 
often impersonal or too general. 
To figure out a little more clearly 



unscientific but revealing survey of 
60 Bradley students (30 women 
and 30 men) was conducted on 
Oct. 31. 

In the dating area, Bradley stu¬ 
dents scored very similar to the 
students in the Seventeen survey 
when asked if it was okay for a 
girl to ask a guy out on a date. 
Clearly, of the Bradley students 
surveyed, both men and women 
agree with Kent that the days of 
waiting for a man to call truly may 
be over. 

Of the 30 women surveyed, 
only one said it was not okay for a 
woman to ask a guy out. Of the 30 
men surveyed, all except four said 
it was okay for a woman to ask a 
man on a date. Of the four, one 
said the woman shouldn’t pay for 
the date and another said it was 
okay for a woman to ask a man 
out only after having dated for a 
while. 

Another question asked in the 


survey: Do you think "traditional" 
dating exists on Bradley’s campus? 
"Traditional" dating was defined as 
calling someone, going to a movie 
or to dinner, having a good-night 
kiss and saying good-bye. 

It was necessary to define tradi¬ 
tional dating as opposed to merely 
"dating" which may mean, to 
some, picking someone up at a 
bar, getting drunk, going home 
with the person and having a guilty 
feeling the next morning. Of those 
surveyed, 65 percent of the stu¬ 
dents said traditional dating does 
not exist at Bradley. 

Many students who said it does 
exist added that it is very rare or 
very casual. Going to a party with 
someone is often what is con¬ 
sidered to be a date, according to 
survey respondents. One girl said, 
though, that going to a party on a 
date "ruins the mood." A guy said 
dating doesn’t exist because there 
is no place to go in Peoria. 

Two other questions asked in 
the survey were: Have you ever 
gone out on a blind date? and Do 
you prefer someone of the opposite 
sex to be more or less intelligent 
than yourself? Before revealing 
the results of the survey perhaps a 
professional opinion of blind dat¬ 
ing should be cited. 

Dr. Herbert J. Freudenberger, 
a New York City psychiatrist, 
said, "Blind dating has been on the 
upswing for the past two or three 
years. It’s a safer way, a nicer way 
to meet someone because someone 
else has done the looking for you." 

David Seeley, a free-lance 
writer for Mademoiselle, said men 
generally ask four questions before 
going out on a blind date: 1) What 
does she look like? 2) Does she 
have a boyfriend? 3) What does 
she do? 4) What is she like? See¬ 
ley said, 'It’s cool to be nice." 

Of the men surveyed at Brad¬ 
ley, half said they had been on a 
blind date and two-thirds said they 
enjoyed it. Seeley said, "As a rule, 
men like women to be smarter 
than they are, so you (women) can 
get them out of jams, but they like 
you to keep up the pretense that 
they might be just a tiny bit smar¬ 
ter."

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Seventeen out of the 30 men 
surveyed said they wanted to date 
someone who is of equal or greater 
intelligence than themselves. 

Out of the 60 people surveyed, 
only one male did not want to get 
married. 

When asked to list three quali¬ 
ties someone looks for in a date, 
42 percent of women said attrac¬ 
tiveness was a factor. Ninety per¬ 
cent of the men said attractiveness 
was a factor in a date. However, 
when asked what three qualities 
one looks for in someone to 
marry, only 31 percent of men 
said looks were important in a 
future wife. Of the women, only 
one listed attractiveness as a qual¬ 
ity in a spouse. 

So, from the survey results, it 
is obvious men and women change 
their minds as to what qualities are 
important in someone to date and 
in someone to marry. Survey 
results show more emphasis in 
superficial attributes such as look, 
height, and clothing for someone 
to date. 

Inner attributes such as 
honesty, stability and compassion 
were listed more often in the ques¬ 
tion concerning a spouse. Respon¬ 
dents gave various answers for 
wanting to get married. Some men 
said companionship, family and 
stability were reasons they wanted 
to marry. Women said security, 
companionship and "someone to 


share my life with" were some of 
their reasons for wanting to marry. 

Although the Bradley survey 
may not be the most scientific, it 
does, nevertheless, reveal some 
beliefs and provoke some thought 
on the subject. Bradley is not a 
dating campus, but what does hap¬ 
pen? Purely platonic relationships 
certainly do not develop from the 
well-known fraternity party scene. 

It is difficult to predict how dat¬ 
ing patterns and etiquette will 
change in the future. The days of 
meeting someone at the ice cream 
socials at the local church are for¬ 
ever gone, but the institution of 
marriage is seemingly popular, not 
only among Bradley students but 
nationwide as well. 

George Bernard Shaw said, 
"Marriage is popular because it 
combines the maximum of tempta¬ 
tion with the maximum of oppor¬ 
tunity." For whatever the reason, 
marriage still seems to be the "in" 
thing to do.

who the University feels- have 
promise to be successful, and we 
are aware that there are individuals 
who just can’t test well/ Bergman 
said. 'If we were admitting stu¬ 


dents who couldn’t be successful, 
we wouldn’t have the retention rate 
we do." 

Bradley’s retention rate of 
freshmen returning for their sopho¬ 
more year lies near 90 percent, 
Bergman said. 

Fifty-five percent of the fresh¬ 


man class admitted last fall scored 
composites of 22 to 28 on their 
ACT test, according to enrollment 
figures given by Gregory. While 
10 percent scored above 28, 
another 10 percent scored from 14 
to 17 and the remaining 25 percent 
scored from 18 to 21.

display of skeletal remains several 
years ago, said, "Displaying skele¬ 
tal remains against the wishes of 
the native peoples does not serve 
to promote or broaden an under¬ 
standing of their deep religious 
feelings." 

Larry Conrad, an anthropology 
professor at Western Illinois 
University, and Kendall Miller, 
mayor of Lewistown where Dixon 
Mounds is located, were among 
those who felt that the Dixon 
Mounds exhibit was not a desecra¬ 
tion but an important source of 
anthropological information. Con¬ 
rad said science would be severly 
hampered if it listened to all of the 
religious objections it encountered. 

Miller felt Dixon Mounds 
should be open because it was not 
exploitive. "The remains are 
treated with utmost respect and 
dignity," Miller said. 

Even before the hearing began, 
the atmosphere was tense as those 
on both sides of the issue congre¬ 
gated together in the lobby.

Indian side of the issue were seen, 
including one which said, "You 
Killed Their People, You Took 
Their Land. Respect the Indian — 
They Were Here First." A few 
shouted slogans to the crowd and 
Haney and another man beat a 
drum and chanted in their tribal 
tongue just before entering the 
auditorium. 

The atmosphere inside was 
equally charged. Haney was booed 
by many in the crowd when he 
compared legislators in favor of 
keeping Dixon Mounds open to 
Eichman and Hitler. When Charles 
Wright, president and general 
manager of Canton radio-station 
WYBS, said, "Will the closing of 
the mounds repair any of the 
crimes committed against Indi¬ 
ans?" an audience member yelled, 
"Yes!" The beating of a tribal 
drum responded to points made in 
favor of the Indians and it’s sound 
could be heard frequently. 

Speaking after the hearing, 
Husain said, This controversy is 
only evidence of a double stan¬ 
dard. Only white graves are to be 
revered." 

Berry, also speaking after the 
hearing, said, 'It’s all about 
money. If people weren’t making 
money, it [Dixon Mounds] 
wouldn’t exist." 

The decision on whether the 
site will be closed will be made by 
Feb. 15. Gov. James Thompson of 
Illinois and the Department of 
Energy Resources called for the 
closure. A house resolution was 
passed recommending the decision 
be overturned and a hearing be 
called to allow the public to 
express their views.

funny. Jackson describes Patton as 
generous, loyal and very under¬ 
standing. 

While Patton and Jackson have 
learned to cope with the various 
racial slurs made against them they 
still have very strong criticism for 
Bradley University and its race 
relations. 

"I think Bradley is a very racist 
campus...and it’s not just with the 
blacks and the whites its with 
everyone. If you’re not white than 
forget it. The theater is supposedly 
colorblind but I can give many 
examples of racism," Jackson said. 

Jackson said she plans on 
transferring to Miami of Ohio, 
Juillard or Columbia because Brad¬ 
ley doesn’t offer the kind of act¬ 
ing classes she wants to take but 
more importantly Jackson believes 
she’s not getting the parts she 
deserves because she is black.

civil liberties does not preclude 
reverence for life. Even to those 
who deny that the right to privacy 
includes one’s body, there are 
compelling reasons to be pro- 
choice — practical ones. 

Prohibition of alcohol genera¬ 
tions ago and of other drugs today 
makes it painfully (to some, glee¬ 
fully) clear that the government’s 
word is not final when it comes to 
what we may and may not do. If 
abortion is outlawed, only outlaws 
will perform abortions. As they 
did before Roe, women who want 
abortions will get them — even if it 
means risking their lives in a back 
alley. 

Those who fail to obtain an 
abortion will bring unwanted, 
unloved children into the world, 
perhaps afflicted with cocaine add¬ 
iction and AIDS at birth.

University needs to do something 

right in the beginning about 
racism," Jackson said. 

Patton agrees with Jackson and 
said the University should take 
more responsibility to educate the 
incoming students. 

"I don’t know if the campus is 
so much racist as it is ignorant.

was closed. No problem, I thought. Hi 

just buy a ticket at the Civic Center. 
The two friends I went with had 
already purchased their student tickets 
at the Field House. 

When I bought my ticket at the Civic 
Center, imagine my surprise when I 
was told the price was seven dollars! I 
informed the ticket seller that I was a 
student, that this was only one dollar 
ticket. She replied that she couldn’t Sell 
me a student ticket. I asked if there 
was anybody at the Civic Center who 
could sell me a student ticket. She said 
no, the only place to buy them is at the 
Field House. Grudgingly, I paid seven 
dollars for the ticket, because after all, 

I was already there. 

Ponder this. A student lower bowl seat 
for a Bradley basketball game is only 
four dollars. Even a student ticket for a 
Peoria Rivermen game, first row, up 
against the glass, is only $6.50. I paid 
seven dollars for an upper bowl seat 
which should normally only cost me a 
dollar, simply because the Field House 
ticket office was closed.

Braves record 
two wins and 
move into 2nd

Not many Bradley fans would 
ever have imagined it possible. 
The Braves are currently the sole 
possessors of second place in the 
Missouri Valley Conference, fol¬ 
lowing their 64-60 victory 
Wednesday over the Sycamores of 
Indiana State. 

Bradley is now 11-13 overall 
and 6-3 in the Valley. 

The conference race is far from 
over, however, and Bradley’s quest 
for the Valley title thickens. Fol¬ 
lowing tomorrow’s Homecoming 
game against Tulsa at Carver 
Arena, the Braves take to the road 
for three consecutive conference 
games. (Bradley’s record on the 
road this season is 4-9 overall and 
2-2 in the conference). 

Bradley 64, Indiana State 60 

It definitely wasn’t an exciting 
first half. At the first television 
timeout at 15:24, Bradley had yet 
to score a single point in the 
ballgame and although Indiana 
State had six points on the board, 
neither team looked too impres¬ 
sive. 

The Braves’ first points of the 
night came from two free throws 
by Xanthus Houston at the 14:48 
mark. At 12:54 left to go in the 
first half", Luke Jackson grabbed an 
offensive rebound and hit a two- 
point jumper to score Bradley’s 
first field goal of the game. That 
slow-paced, no action type of play 
that characterized the first five to 
six minutes of the game basically 
told the story of the entire first 
half. 

The trapping zone of Indiana 
State allowed no room for the 
Braves to operate inside. Charles 
White and Eddie Bird were 
engaged in what at times looked to 
be quite a physical ballgame, as 
White was 0-for-3 from the floor 


and Bird was l-for-4 from the 
floor with two free throws in the 
first half. Tates Locke lived up to 
his reputation, receiving a techni¬ 
cal foul mid-way through the first 
half. When the halftime buzzer 
sounded, the Sycamores were lead¬ 
ing the Braves, 23-17. 

Bradley wouldn’t lead in this 
game until late in the second half. 
With 5:45 left to play in the game, 
Andy Bastock sunk two free 
throws and the Braves took the 
lead for the first time, 45-44. 

The Braves never relinquished 
the lead, as they held on to win the 
contest, 64-60. 

'It wasn’t a very pretty game, 
but late in the game we did what 
we had to do to win the game," 
Mo McHone, assistant coach, said. 
"We got a big performance from 
Curtis (Stuckey) in the second 
half. Also, Andy (Bastock) and 
Charles (White) hit some key free 
throws for us." 

Stuckey led all-scorers with 23 
points. Bastock was the only other 
Bradley player in double figures, 
scoring 14 points. 

Deon Butler 

Another Bradley Brave has 
packed up his belongings and 
headed home. Deon Butler joined 
the likes of former teammate 
Roman Beach when he left Bradley 
last Thursday and returned to his 
home in Chicago, IL. 

During his freshman year (the 
1987-88 season), Butler was a vic¬ 
tim of Proposition 48. Last season 
he was a deep reserve, coming off 
the bench only on the rare occas- 
sions when Anthony Manuel took 
a seat on the bench. It looked as if 
Butler would see a considerable 
amount of playing time this season 
at the point guard position until an 
injury forced him to be sidelined 
for the entire season. On Oct 18,

Lady Braves drop to 4th in Gateway after losses

Two losses and a meeting with 
the top team in your conference is 
not the way to spend eight days 
when you’re in the heat of the 
Gateway Conference race. 

But that’s what happened to the 
Lady Braves basketball team this 
past week as they dropped two 
games and headed into last night’s 
action with Gateway Conference 
leader Southwest Missouri State. 

The team was 7-2 in the confer¬ 
ence and there were thoughts of a 
conference title and home court 
advantage in the Gateway Tourna¬ 
ment. That was before last Thurs¬ 
day. 


The Lady Braves (11-9 before 
last night) started with a home 
game against seventh place Eastern 
Illinois. 

But as coach Lisa Boyer said 
days earlier, "They are no easy 
games in this conference and every 
game is a must win." 

It wasn’t meant to be, as 
Eastern out-rebounded Bradley 
47-28 on its way to a 73-67 win 
over the Lady Braves. 

The rebound edge was more 
shocking than the loss. The Lady 
Braves led the Gateway the past 
two years in rebounding and were 
second this year averaging 41.8 
per game. 

"This is the flattest I have ever 
seen this team," Boyer said after 
the loss. "Eastern took us out of 


the game and I thought we could 
get back in it." 

The Lady Braves couldn’t and it 
was partially due to the Lady Pan¬ 
thers grabbing 22 offensive 
rebounds and connecting on 27 of 
31 free throws. 

Junior Stacy Frierdich did her 
part for Eastern as she scored six 
points during the Lady Panthers 
23-9 run in the first half. She 
finished with 19 points and 14 
rebounds. 

Karin Nicholls led Bradley with 
19 points, seven assists and five 
rebounds. 

Sophomore Eileen Yerkes 
added 15 points and Sheila Jenkins 
had 12 points and five rebounds. 

Next up was a showdown with 
7-3 Southern Illinois for a tie with 


Illinois State for second place. 

Southern Illinois has been a 
thorn in the Lady Braves’ side as 
they were a perfect 15-0 against 
Bradley. 

They’re still perfect. SIU out- 
rebounded Bradley 33-21 and 
made 18 of 23 free throws on its 
way to a 6f-56 victory. 

The Lady Braves were within 
two after Andrea McAllister’s 
three-pointer with 3:07 remaining. 

But the Lady graves couldn’t 
get closer and they dropped to 
fourth place, just one game ahead 
of Drake on the loss side. 

Val Wancket led the Lady 
Braves with 21 points and seven 
rebounds and Yerkes added 12. 

Amy Rakers led SIU with 16 
points and a game-high 14 


rebounds. Angie Rougeau and 
Colleen Heimstead added 13 points 
each. 

"I thought offensively we got 
the ball where we wanted to but 
we just couldn’t score," Boyer 
said. "We missed way too many 
layups. I thought mentally we were 
in the game the whole time, but 
it’s hard to overcome a 13 point 
lead in on half." 

"I don’t know if the kids aren’t 
confident, I think we just need a 
win. A loss means that we have to 
win on the road at Indiana State or 
Illinois State." 

Things didn’t get any easier as 
the Lady Braves had to play 
conference leader Southwest Mis¬ 
souri State last night. The Lady

A group of 21 Bradley students 
walked away from last Saturday’s 
Men’s Basketball game disap¬ 
pointed, not because the braves 
lost, but for a different reason. 

The students had gone to the 
Civic Center with the intent of 
peacefully displaying anti-racism 
signs bpt when one particular stu¬ 
dent, Mark Cantor, senior, politi¬ 
cal science major' and vice- 
president of Hillel, held up his 
sign stating 'Teach you children, 
ignorance breeds white suprema¬ 
cists- it was confiscated by an 
usher who gave him no reason for 
doing so. Cantor said the usher 
then said an anti-semetic remark of 
"that’s not kosher." 

Pandemonium soon followed as 
Cantor along with Michael 
Sanders, sociology major and 
Michael Lilly, theater major, both 
juniors from Peoria, asked to 
speak with the supervisor which 
lead into a verbal confrontation 
with Harold Hansen, director of 


the Civic Center. 

"It’s a matter of personal 
rights," Lilly said. "We just 
wanted some justification and 
clarification of what was going

on." He also said the matter was 
exaggerated and improperly con¬ 
ducted as several people were 
brought in to deal with the matter 
including Dr. Alan Gaisky, associ¬ 
ate provost for student affairs and 
Peggy Sassorossi, director of stu¬ 
dent activities. 

At this time they were told that 
no political signs were allowed and 
given a choice of. whether to stay 


will be addressed as soon as possi¬ 
ble. Others will require further 
discussion and study to find mutu¬ 
ally acceptable solutions," Abegg 
said. 

"It was more productive than 
our past meetings. Progress was 
made, but there is .a lot of progress 
to be made," Butler said. "If the 
students were a main priority of 
the administration, a lot of these 
demands would have been met a 
long time ago. It shouldn’t take 
this. They should have met these 
objectives a long time ago, on 
their own, without us. " 

Before going to the meeting, 
coalition members held a short 
gathering with supporters. During 
this time Butler assured all that 
action would be taken by the coali¬ 
tion if demands were not met. He 
also promised that a newsletter 
would be distributed next week to 
fill in all students as to the status 
of the coalition. 

Butler also said he refused the 
Homecoming Crown because he 
did not want to appear as a hypo¬ 
crite and represent the Bradley 
administration. 

The main goals of the coalition 
are for a mandatory race relations 
course, increased campus security, 
an investigation of the 
K.K.K.O.C., renovation of the 
Garrett Center, recognition of a 


Martin Luther King holiday. ' 
divestment from South Africa and 
recognition that recent happenings 
were not isolated events. 

"The minority coalition did not 
start because of Matt Hale or the 
K.K.K.O.C. Those were just 
catalysts which caused us to begin 
making the Bradley administration 
aware of what’s going on around 
them," Butler said. The 
administration’s total negligence to 
everything around them is what 
started this." 

AWSP meeting 
hits resistance 

At the first meeting of the 
American White Supremacy Party, 
on Saturday, 12 individuals 
showed up at the home of Matt 
Hale. It was then moved to a 
development in the area of the 
North woods Mall. Some allegedly 
came from as far away as Chi¬ 
cago. The meeting room had been 
locked however, and Hale ended 
up moving his meeting to Morton 
at the last minute, where 15 to 17 
people attended. 

Hale claims that attendance 
would have been greater at the ini¬ 
tial meeting if the television cam¬ 
eras had not been present to scare

peacefully or leave peacefully. 

Lilly said Hansen is being 
asked by one of the Civic Center 
board of directors to give a written 
apology for his conduct during the 
incident.

Record funds raised 
during Skip-A-Meal

In an effort to help a Bradley 
student, Raymond Chin, over 
1,300 students skipped dinner last 
Thursday in the residence halls. 

Over $2,500 was raised in the 
Skip-a-Meal program to help Chin, 
who has a rare form of leukemia 
and needs a bone marrow tran¬ 
splant for survival. 

Chin, 20, an accounting major 
from Naperville, Ill. was diag¬ 
nosed last spring. The Chins began 
searching for a Chinese donor that 
would genetically match. They 
were told there were no matches 
and the family started a drive to 
find potential donors. 

Since December, the Chins 
have paid more than $9,000 to get 
donors tested. 

The University decided to help 
out the Chins and are planning 
some fundraising activities, includ¬ 
ing the Skip-a-Meal. 

Bob Byczynski, director of food 
services, said this was the most 
successful Skip-a-Meal. In the 
past, about 600 to 700 students 


’would participate in the program 
that takes place usually once a 
-semester. 

The University was able to 
close the University Hall, Harper 
Hall and the west side of Williams 
Hall cafeterias. Byczynski said 
about 12 employees and some stu 
dent employees volunteered to take 
the time off and donated their 
wages to the fund. 

The Chins were unavailable for 
comment because they are in Seat¬ 
tle, Wash. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, said the 
Chins went there because doctors 
said Raymond’s father can be a 
donor if it’s not too late. Gaisky 
said the match is slightly off. 


Raymond went into remission 
in August and then relapsed about 
a month ago. According to Elaine 
Chin, Raymond’s mother, his doc¬ 
tors weren’t very optimistic about 
Raymond’s future. Gaisky said this 
is what prompted the family to 
seek additional help in Seattle.

Oct. 30, 1969 -- a night to learn a lesson from 


The night of Oct. 30, 1969 was 
recorded in vivid detail by stu¬ 
dents. Scout staff members, Brad¬ 
ley Security and the Peoria Police. 
Broken glass shattered by bowling 
balls, tom-up pictures of Bradley 
scholars and ripped down signs lit¬ 
tered the hallway of the Student 
Center. Damages were estimated at 
$5,000. 

Scout headlines for the week of 
Nov. 7, 1969 read, "List of stu¬ 
dents in sit-in handed to adminis¬ 
tration," "Bloodshed averted dur¬ 
ing long evening of Center occupa¬ 
tion" and "'Well burn the Student 
Center’ says blacks in Swords Hall 
Confrontation." The cause of the 
Student Center sit-in was a direct 
result of a tuition hike and protests 
from blacks on campus. 

On the afternoon of Oct. 30, 
1969, 30-50 black students con¬ 
fronted then University President 
Talman Van Arsdale outside his 
Swords Hall office to protest a tui¬ 
tion increase. The students 
requested to meet with a member 
from the Board of Trustees to dis¬ 
cuss their grievances. Later that 
afternoon, the board member 
refused to meet with the students

Why 
hand him • the constitutional high 
ground? 

The sad fact is that there have always 
been, and there will always be jac¬ 
kasses among us. From time to time 
they will be heard to bray. The 
appropriate response to the braying of 
a jackass in serious company is 
laughter. And if by chance the braying 
of a jackass causes us to pause and 
consider thoughtfully what we believe 
and how we have come to believe in it, 
then perhaps the occasional bray is no 
bad thing.

I know it seems that the issue of racism 
on Bradley’s campus was pounded into 
:the ground by the end of last semester, 
but in light of recent happenings cer¬ 
tain aspects of this narrow minded 
thinking still need to be discussed on 
behalf of the Jewish community. 

Within Bradleys educational setting it 
is extremely disturbing to have people 
express similar ideologies as Hitler did 
in Nazi Germany only fifty years ago. 
The time to act against this type of per¬ 
son is now. Just as in the United States 
today, the Jews and other minority 


until a written list of complaints 
was given to him. 

That night, around midnight, 
more than 80 students entered the 
Student Center before closing time 
and took control of the building. 
At 1:10 a.m. the first bowling ball 
was thrown through the window 
and students began to smash win¬ 
dows throughout the Student 
Center. _ 

More than 100 helmeted Peoria 
police, armed with riot clubs and 
tear gas, arrived as well as fire 
department trucks equipped with 
spotlights and three or four police 
dog teams. Some students left the 
Center while 82 others were 
arrested. Of those 82 people, 73 of 
those students were found guilty of 
occupying the building and placed 
on disciplinary probation and fined 
$65 each. 

One student, who recorded his 
thoughts which were later printed 
in the Scout wrote, "I really can 
not say what will happen, but in a 
civilized society, when grown men 
can’t listen to reason and have to 
resort to violence, then the whole 
human race had better take stock 
and realize what things have come 

groups of Germany did not think a 
holocaust could possibly occur even out 
of a rising wave of hatred. 

As we are now, they felt securely 
assimilated into the German society. 
They were wrong. May we learn from 
their sufferings and never be fooled 
again. Even if you are not a minority 
but hold different views than these piti¬ 
ful people you are in danger. Please 
speak out. 

Following World War II, a Lutheran 
Minister summed up these sentiments 
wisely in a sermon given in Cologne 
Germany about obligations to fellow 
humans. He said: 

They came for the Gypsies, and I was 
not a Gypsy, and it was of no impor¬ 
tance to me. 

They came for the Jews, and I was not 
a Jew. and it was of no importance to 
me. 

They came for the Communists, and I 
was not a Communist, and it was of no 
importance to me. 

They came for the trade unionists, and 
I was not a trade unionist, and it was 
of no importance to me. 

And finally they came for the Luth¬ 
erans and there was no one left to cry 
out for me. 

We hold all people to be created in G- 
d’s image, and therefore, to be equal. 
As Americans this principle is funda¬ 
mental in the ideology of our nation. 
For our sake and yours, please open 
your minds and join us in these beliefs.

This student thought his story 
was at an end but I’m sure he 
would be surprised to know that 
21 years late his story sounds a lit¬ 
tle too familiar. A little too close 
to home and a little too realistic. 
Although we haven't had any sit- 
ins, the students at Bradley 
University have % taken their stand 
and demonstrated emotion, anger, 
fear and a unique form of under¬ 
standing. But it is not over. 

In the Feb. 7, 1969 issue of the 
Scout , nine months before the Stu¬ 
dent Center occupation. Scout 
headlines read, "BSA presents 
administration with demands." It’s 
quite ironic how a list of demands 
developed 21 years ago resembles 
the list of demands developed by 
the minority coalition after last 
week’s events. It truly makes me 
wonder exactly what the adminis- 
tration is going to do about this 

contraire to a stable, democratic 
society. 

As for Calvin Butler and his organiza¬ 
tion. they should realize that according 
to our Constitutional rights, people do 
have the freedom to assemble and 
speak. That is. in a "non-violent 
fashion. If you look into the Bradley 
University catalog under Student 
Activities and Student Organizations, 
out of a total of 164 titles, you don’t 
see one title with the word "white" in 
it. You see 3 titles with the word 
"black" in it, one with "colored," and 
a bold heading "United Black Panhel- 
lenic Council," but not a bold heading 
reading "United White Panhellenic 
Council." 

Don’t you and our institutions in Amer¬ 
ica think it’s time to let the white peo¬ 
ple have their own organizations? Any 
group in any civilized society forms 
organizations for one reason: to protect 
and enhance their interests. That is 
exactly what the Minority Coalition is 
doing from time of conception. This 
right to coordinate and assemble should 
be given to any group of our society, 
color notwithstanding. 

As for negotiations for the Minority 
Coalition, how do you go from lobby¬ 
ing Bradley University for Matt Hales' 
expulsion, to your various demands, a 
few of which are totally unrelated to 
Matt Hale and his organization. The 
first of these omnibus demands is to 
require the University to divest it's 
holdings in South Africa. Any indivi¬ 
dual or entity will invest their excess 


problem. 

The list of demands that were 
developed in 1969 were as fol¬ 
lows: 

• increase the number of black 
professors 

• presentation of courses on the 
freshman level to both black and 
white students relevant to the black 
culture 

• to receive aid from the 
administration in preventing the 
harassment of black students by 
the Peoria police 

• hiring a Black Dean of Stu¬ 
dents to counsel with black stu¬ 
dents 

Although some of these 
demands have been worked on by 
the administration the fact remains 
the same. Is the administration 
really listening to the students’ 
needs? Or more exactly, after the 
administration listens to the stu¬ 
dents, which they seem to be 
excellent at and deserve notable 
praise, what is going to be done? 

Students 21 years ago asked for 
a multi-cultural class to be taught 
at the college level. The minority 
coalition is asking for the same 
thing. Students 21 years ago asked 

funds wherever they can get the highest 
return on these funds. 

If your feelings against the South 
African's abuse of basic civil rights are 
so strong, you need to use the ballot to 
put the right women or men into our 
Congress, our legislative body. 

The second is renovation of the Romeo 
B. Garrett Cultural Center. How many 
people use this center compared to the 
educational halls on campus? These 
very old buildings are in dilapidated 
conditions. In fact, some of the faucets 
in the washrooms are nonfunctional. 
Wouldn’t the renovation of these build¬ 
ings serve a greater purpose than the 
Garrett Cultural Center, that is, since 
resources are limited, something has to 
come first, then others will follow. 

In closing, I would hope that the edu¬ 
cational opportunities offered here at 
Bradley will help all of the concerned 
reach conclusions that will enable all of 
us to live in a peaceful, prosperous 
society. Violence and bombings are no 
way to resolve differences, communica¬ 
tion is.

I was 
also lead to share my entire breakfast 
wit him!

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Students evicted due to development

Stereo equipment, video 
cassette rentals and frozen yogurt 
at Bradley’s doorstep — a number 
.of Bradley students would say the 
campus has waited too long for 
next fall’s opening of the Campus- 
town shopping center. 

But one group of students might 
s<ty construction of the $9.5 mil¬ 
lion project has begun too soon. 
Unaware their apartments have 
been destined for demolition since 
last fall, these ten students found 
out three weeks ago they had to 
move. 

Immediately. 

"We wondered why all the 
neighborhood was moving ' out 
after we moved in, and we thought 
it could not happen to us," 28- 
year-old May-Jane Chaung said. 
Chaung and her 29-year-old hus¬ 
band, Cheng-Wei Chen, moved 
into an apartment last September at 
1107 St. James, owned by landlord 
Paul Hodge, who has owned and 


managed apartments in the area foi 
12 years. 

The ten students signed leases 
with Hodge as late as December 
for apartments on the 900 block of 
Bourland and the 1100 block of St. 
James. Most of the leases lasted 
until May. Each of the five stu¬ 
dents contacted said they were 
notified last month that the city 
intended to demolish their apart¬ 
ments this spring. 

Hodge said his lawyer advised 
him to keep the apartments occu¬ 
pied, until the city closed property 
negotiations. "So I went ahead 
and gave them their leases and 
took their deposits," Hodge said. 
'There was no 

misunderstanding.. Tt’s up to the 
city to tell people when to move." 

"He knew that last August, and 
we moved in September," Chen 
said. The couple, who are expect¬ 
ing a baby within the month, said 
Hodge told them a couple of 
weeks ago after the city bought the 
properties that their apartment 
building would be torn down. 

"He asked us to stay as long as

'we wished until the government 
asked us to leave," Chaung said. 
"At that time, we would ask the 
government to let us stay and we 
would get money back from the 
government. We wanted to 
cooperate with policy in Peoria but 
we are not familiar with the laws." 

Likewise, 32-year-old Jixng- 
Xing Yue, who moved in to one of 
Hodge’s apartments at 905 N. 
Bourland in December, said he and 
his roommate Seong-seot Kim did 
not know enough about American 
legal proceedings to handle the 
situation. 

Yue said the lease gave them 
the apartment through May 1990 
upon receipt of a $230 deposit and 
within four weeks. City Hall told 
them they had to move out 
immediately. 

When Hodge was asked if he 
had been concerned last fall that 
his apartments might be torn down 
during the student’ leases, he said 
he had not because there was no 
problem and as anyone can see, 
everything has worked out. 

"When I gave them their leases 
and let them move in, there was 
nothing settled," Hodge said. 
"They approached me and asked 
wanted -- some for a couple 
months, some for a year. What¬ 
ever they wanted, I gave them." 

When the negotiations for sale 
closed three to four weeks ago, 
Hodge said he told the students 
their buildings would be demol¬ 
ished and that he would make sure 
the city reimbursed them. But Yue 
said Hodge did not mention the 
demolition to him until after they 
received the news from City Hall 
and asked Hodge themselves. 

Chaung said they also knew the 
demolition date was coming and 
still the landlord did not say any¬ 
thing. "We feel it’s kind of 
cheating to us, and we all decided 
to get together and get help from 
Dr. Walker," she said. 

Dr. William Walker, interna¬ 
tional student services director, 
said about seven students came to 
him over a week ago with the 
problem. Because the properties 
involved eminent domain proceed-

ings which the students could not 
contest, the University recom¬ 
mended the students visit the city 
attorney’s office, Walker said. 

"The only matter here was 
relocation for the students," he 
said. The city attorney handled it 
apart from any arrangements with 
the landlord and I feel the students 
were treated fairly. The question 
here is did the landlord misunder¬ 
stood or misrepresent the situa¬ 
tion. " 


City Hall officials maintain 
Hodge should have told the stu¬ 


dents last fall buildings were com¬ 
ing down. City attorney Dave Tho¬ 
mas said the city notified Hodge 
last fall they planned to acquire the 
property in January and start 
demolition immediately. 

"My understanding is the land¬ 
lord went ahead and signed long¬ 
term leases for those students 
beyond that date," Thomas said. "I 
don’t think the city knew (the stu¬ 
dents) were still in there. " 

The students met with Tom 
Brimberry. city development spe-

Mike Woods, chairman of the 
blood drive committee, said the 
blood mobile will have a fun and 
supportive environment for those 
donating. He said there will be 
free pizza and plenty of volunteers 
to take care of all those donating. 


Jim Bennett, a Red Cross field 
consultant, said Pepsi and Diet 
Pepsi will also be available. They 
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are also working on getting a large 
screen TV. 'That wav people don’t 
have to miss their soaps while they 
donate." Bennett said. 

The bloodmobile is being cos¬ 
ponsored by the American Red 
Cross. Pizza World, WWCT and 
Delta Upsilon fraternity. Represen¬ 
tatives from the Red Cross will be 
running the blood collection. 

In addition to supplying pizza at 
the blood mobile, Pizia World has 
offered to donate a pizza party 
with up to ten pizzas for the 
campus organization with the larg¬ 
est percentage of its members 
donating. Students will be asked 
when they come to donate if they 
are representing an organization. 
WWCT is planning to have some 
of its on-air personalities come to 
the blood drive on Tuesday. 

This is the third year for the 
Bradley/ISU Red Cross blood 


drive. ISU has won the previous 
two years and is in possession of 
the traveling trophy. This year’s 
presentation will take place at the 
winning school's next home game. 

The winning school is judged 
by the Red Cross on several cri¬ 
teria including the number of 
volunteers, the donor flow and the 
atmosphere of he blood mobile. 
The biggest factor, however, is 
meeting the school’s blood dona¬ 
tion goal. This year Bradley’s goal 
is 250 units. ISU’s goal is 500 
units. 

Bennett said there is always a 
need for people to give blood, but 
the need right now in the central 
Illinois area is particularly great. 
Earlier this year there was a severe 
shortage for type O and B blood, 
and the Red Cross had to put out a 
special plea for those donors, he 


said. 

Right now the Red Cross is still 
low on those two blood types, but 
urges everyone of any type to 
donate. Bennett said all blood 
donated at the Bradley bloodmobile 
will be used within the central Illi¬ 
nois area. 

Dana Conley and Jennifer Cal¬ 
vert said that sign-ups were going 
slowly at the appointment booths 
they worked at. Bennett said it is 
normal for people to be a little 
scared of donating, especially if 
this is there first time. 

"People need to think of it, not 
as giving to the Red Cross, but as 
giving to a victim. You are really 
saving another person's life when 
you donate, and when you look at 
it that way, a few seconds of 
discomfort is a small price to 

pay.' 


Counselor offers new options

Myfanwy Saunders, director of 
the Peoria Area Women's Preg¬ 
nancy Center, spoke on the pro¬ 
life issue and her involvement at 
the pregnancy center in Jobst audi¬ 
torium Tuesday night. 

Saunders told an audience of 
about 20 people of the center’s 
purpose and services. 

"I wish there would have been 
more college students here," Diane 
Hardy, chairperson of the Bradley 
College Republicans for Life and 
national secretary for the group, 
said. She said she thinks "abortion 
is not always the best alternative, 
as some people may think." 

A .pro-life approach is the 
center’s direction. By offering 
confidential, free services the 
center makes a woman's decision 
to have the baby more affordable. 


While holding a model of a 
12 -week-old fetus in the palm of 
her hand Saunders said, "My ini¬ 
tial thought was to save the babies, 
but there is another person 
involved and that is the mother. If 
we meet the needs and are able to 
work with the mother... we're 
perhaps in that respect saving two 
people." 

Saunders said free pregnancy 
testing draws 92 percent of the 
center’s clients. If a client tests 
positive, she then goes through 
counseling to help determine her 
decision. She said the 65 
volunteers at the center try to facil¬ 
itate objectivity in decision making 
process. 

If the client decides to carry to 
term, single parenting and adop¬ 
tion are examined as options. If 
the client chooses to abort, she is

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Focus groups new to Bradley Dickson mounds 

tentatively open 


In August 1989, the National 
Association of Independent Col¬ 
leges and Universities (NAICU) 
asked universities interested in 
hosting focus groups as part of the 
NAICU Task Force on Minority 
Participation in Independent 
Higher Education. 

Bradley University was one of 
97 NAICU members to accept the 
offer for training. In November 
1989, Dr. Lori Russell, educa¬ 
tional leader and human develop¬ 
ment chairperson, received training 
in focus group facilitation in 
Cleveland. 


The focus group is aimed at 
assessing the needs and environ¬ 
ment of black minority students. 

To adequately assess Bradley’s 
environment, at least six focus 
groups are needed. These groups 
will be made up of people who are 
of the same racial background. 
Approximately twelve people will 
discuss ideas and feelings for two 
hours. The six groups will be: 1) 
black undergraduate students 2) 
white undergraduate students 3) 
graduate students 4) faculty 5) staff 
and 6) administrators. 

Each group’s ideas will be sum-

marized and a final report will 
incorporate all dynamics and 
experiences influencing Bradley's 
campus. In May. this final report, 
along with recommendations and 
remediations, will be presented to 
Bradley’s Affirmative Action Com¬ 
mittee and Dr. Kalman Goldberg, 
provost and vice-president for 
academic affairs.

alone as a token of Gods Love for 
him.

and right. A vigorous enforcement for 
civil rights will bring an end to segre¬ 
gated public facilities, but it cannot 
bring an end to fears, prejudice, pride 
and irrationality, which are the barriers 
to a truly integrated society. These 
dark and demonic responses will be 
removed only as men are possessed by

The Dickson Mounds Indian 
burial exhibit did not close yester¬ 
day despite the protests of many 
American Indians who hoped it 
would. A museum spokesperson 
said it is uncertain how long the 
exhibit would remain open. 

The final decision on the fate of 
the exhibit, which publicly displays 
the skeletal remains of Indians 
buried 800-1,000 years ago, will 
be made by Governor James R. 
Thompson when he visits the site 
within the next few days. 

Dr. Catherine Ricciardelli, 
sociology professor, and Dr. Mer¬ 
rill Foster, geological sciences 
chairperson and a paleontologist, 
both commented earlier this week 
about the controversy. 

Ricciardelli said she favors 
closing the site. The museum 
could display the way of life of 
Mississippian Indians without hav¬ 


ing the skeletons on display," she 
said. 

Foster said he has mixed feel¬ 
ings. "I have sympathy both ways. 
I have a little bit of a reservation 
when you say, you can’t dig up 
ancient stuff. I also see the people’s 
point of view. I can understand 
maybe not having a human grave¬ 
yard to gawk at." 

'It [Dickson Mounds] is cer¬ 
tainly not garish, but the display of 
bones does cater somewhat to sen¬ 
sationalism, " he said. 

Ricciardelli said knowledge 
about Indians could actually be 
improved if the site was closed. 

The closing could be used as 
an educational device," she said. 
"You might have some statement 
about why it was closed. The 
museum could expand and enhance 
what they show of Indian life in 
that period. It could be enhanced 
by telling them [museum visitors] 
more. Show them more artifacts. "

White people on campus have 
shown support and compassion far 
beyond what many people may 
have expected. But in speaking 
with some, I know there are those 
who are still uncertain about the 
validity of minority centered 
groups. 

Even more misunderstood is the 
reasoning behind the segregated 
greek systems. I have heard, 
"Don’t black people segregate 
themselves? Look at the Garrett 
Center," but most of the people I 
hear this from have never been 
there themselves, which sounds 
like self-segregation to me. It also 
seems strange that when black 
greeks have a tea or a smoker 
(rush) there is no mad dash to fill 
their meeting rooms. 

An excuse I have heard is the 
unspoken reputation for hazing. 
All greeks have this stigma to con¬ 
tend with, but even if positive 
proof were given to show that 
black greeks do not haze, it is 
doubtful that many whites would 
join these groups. There is no 
pledge period to be a member of 
the BSA. 

Minority centered groups were 
formed for a combination of rea¬ 


sons and are still needed today. 
Most obvious and the easiest to 
understand is segregation. Before 
it was illegal to restrict minorities 
from civic and social functions, 
minorities formed groups of their 
own. 

Vital to the struggle of non¬ 
white Americans have been the 
groups formed to represent these 
people. Alliances, associations, 
coalitions and congresses have 
fought for lifetimes to grasp the 
opportunities available today. 

Even when equality has been 
achieved disbanding would be a 
slap in their faces because just as 
there are museums preserving the 
culture of the Polish and shrines 
celebrating the accomplishments of 
the Irish, there will always be a 
need to cherish the differences 
between people. 

We must address conflicts and 
inconsistencies that continue today. 
With allocations to recruit from as 
far away as Hawaii and New Jer¬ 
sey why is minority enrollment 
below 10 percent? In a nation 
where 12 percent of the population 
is black, this University has not 
raised black faculty above 1 per¬ 
cent.

The incidents that have stirred 
this campus are not top priorities, 
but instead are called "isolated 
incidents" by board of trustee 
members like Rep. Robert Michel? 

In the next century whites will 
no longer have the numeric advan¬ 
tage over other races, but this 
University still has not accepted 
the responsibility for creating a 
minority relations class. We 
already have "White Studies" 
(Western Civilization) as a require¬ 
ment and it is time to respect other 
cultures for their contributions to 
society. They don’t seem to under¬ 
stand. Why is that? 

My point is not to answer these 
questions but to defend the groups 
that raise them. There is still a 
clear need to continue the tradition 
of fighting back. We owe our chil¬ 
dren the ability to pursue happi¬ 
ness and these groups work toward 
that. 

While the job of the BSA is to 
insure opportunity for those who 
are often ignored, a "W.S.A." 
would propose to preserve the 
unjust structure of this society. 
None of us could afford that.

Brimberry and Dave Thomas, 
city attorney, contacted Gary 
Anna, vice president for business 
affairs. Anna asked Ken Goldin, 
business manager, to help find 


housing for the students. 

With Goldin's help Yue and 
Kim moved into a new apartment 
within a week after visiting Walker 
and Hodge subsequently 
returned their housing deposit. 
"We are very lucky that Mr. Gol¬ 
din is so helpful, although it is not 
his responsibility," Yue said. "I 
did not want to get anyone angry. 
I just want to speak the truth. I 
want to forget this because it’s not 
an enjoyable thing." 

Likewise, Chen and Chaung are 
grateful they have found another 
place to live but hope to find a 
bigger apartment after their baby is 
born. "We really don’t want to 
annoy the neighbors," Chaung 
said.

you have to work with." Pardieck 
said. 

Pardieck said the available 
financial aid is increasing more 
slowly than tuition. 'Thus a big 
gap exists. The availability of 
federal financial assistance will see 
moderate growth. For the first 
time in 70 years. Congress will be 
able to cut back on the defense 
budget therefore making moderate 
changes in financial assistance 
available. On the state level, 
currently an increase in assistance 
exists, but we don’t know how 
long this will last. The assistance 
on the institutional level will see 
continued support. The number of 
18-year-olds applying to college is 
decreasing. Therefore, more incen¬ 
tives will be offered." 

Currently,' 51 percent of the 
student body receives need-based 


financial aid. and 30 percent 
receive an athletic, academic or 
service scholarship. In addition, 
the office of Financial Assistance 
advises about 1500 students, each 
school year. The office of Finan¬ 
cial Assistance is located in the 
lower level of Swords Hall room 
14. 

The deadline to apply for finan¬ 
cial aid is March 1.

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Local chapter honored as nation’s best

It can be the happiest and scari¬ 
est word to any college student - 
Graduation. For some students it is 
a new start on life. For others it 
may be the start of a long battle 
with unemployment. 

There is an organization on 
campus that offers students a 
chance to become educated and 
involved in order to make the most 
out of -their college experience. It 
provides them with working 
experience for the future. This 
organization is the Association of 
Collegiate Entrepreneurs (ACE). 

Dave Cook, a senior business 
administration major, founded the 
organization in the fall semester of 

1988. In the spring semester of 

1989, Chris Ruckoldt also a senior 
business administration major, 
began working with Cook as 
founding vice-president. 

The following summer Cook 
and Ruckoldt began the, "hard leg 
work," Cook said. Both began 
affiliation with the national chapter 
of ACE. They wrote the constitu¬ 
tion, by-laws, price structure for 
dues, applications and office 
forms. "In the Spring the founda¬ 
tion was built, in the summer the 
structure was built," Ruckoldt 
said. "And in the fall we moved in 
the family," Cook said. 

Last fall they began a recruit¬ 
ment campaign at the Activities 
Fair. On Sept. 13, the club held an 
informational meeting at which 82 
people attended. Since that time 
the club has seen "phenomenal 
growth," Cook said. 

There are 100 ACE chapters 
across the country and the Bradley 
chapter grew to 61 members in 
just one semester. "We have 
become the largest ACE chapter in 
the nation which spun the heads of 
the national office," Ruckoldt said. 


ACE currently has 1.2 percent of 
the Bradley population as 
members. 

Because of their rapid growth, 
steady progress and management 
style Cook and Ruckoldt have been 
invited to speak at the 1990 Inter¬ 
national ACE Convention and 
Trade Show. "It will be the largest 
gathering of young entrepreneurs 
in the world," Cook said. 

The convention will be March 
8-11 in Atlanta.Cook and Ruckoldt 
will be speaking on the topic, 
Promoting/Organizing a new or 
existing ACE chapter. Over 30 
countries will be represented 
including Japan, China and the 
Soviet Union. 

In addition to the invitation to 
speak at the convention the Brad¬ 
ley ACE chapter is also nominated 
for awards. Cook said he is only 
aware of two awards that they are 
nominated for but there could- be 
more. The awards are Best 
Chapter President and Best New 
Development of a Chapter. 

"Bradley has given so much 
support, Bradley is pro- 
entrepreneur. It has provided a 
wealth of resources, allowed for 
office space, conference rooms, 
and access to computers," Cook 
said. There,are not restrictions to 
the things that ACE wants to do. 
'Instead of how are we going to 
do it, it’s when are we going to do 
it," he said. 

One of the key elements of 
membership is that the club is 
open to all majors. "Other organi¬ 
zations are limited to marketing, or 
accounting, or finance. ACE incor¬ 
porates all these elements." Cook 
said. ACE brings aspiring 
entrepreneurs together to network 
with each other. "Anybody can be 
an entrepreneur whether you want

to open a business today, tomor¬ 
row or in the future," Ruckoldt 
said. 

'The club is run like a corpora¬ 
tion." Cook said. "The board 
members are the management and 
the members are the stockholders 
and voters." ACE offers seminars 
for members and all-school 
forums. The club is for the 
members and what they want to 
learn about. 'If the members want 


to hear a lecture on marketing and 
accounting then we will get them, 
or die trying." Ruckoldt said. 

Ace held a fundraiser that 
grossed $1,500. The club sold the 
"Final Exam Survival Kit." 
Ruckoldt said it was a box full of 
"power junkfood" to get students 
through the long nights of finals. 
They put an ad in the parents news 
letter. The idea for the fundraiser 
came from Cook who said he

ACE is tentatively scheduling 
an all school forum f workshops and 
seminars.

Logo controversy continues

The Bradley logo controversy 
wages quietly on behind the 
unification of the campus with the 
recent onslaught of racial tension. 
The leader of this battle is senior 
Brian Pini and he wages it alone. 

Pini, an accounting major from 
St. Louis, has started another 
chapter in the logo novel, this time 
with t-shirts that feature the logo, 
a red circle with a line through it. 
The back of the shirt features the 
word Bradley, spelled out in an 
acronym that says Bradley’s Ridi¬ 
culous and Dumb Logo Embar¬ 
rasses You = BS." 

The concept of the* t-shirts ori¬ 
ginally began as "a joke last 
semester," Pini said, "but we 
didn't start thinking about it seri¬ 
ously until right before Christmas 
break." 

"Brad E. Lee," the University's 
previous mascot, was retired this 
fall after an administrative decision 
was made that the logo was depict¬ 
ing the American Indian as 
"warrior-like." "Brad E. Lee" had 
been the school’s mascot since 
1976. 

It was then replaced by the 
milder version of the "B " that now 
appears on University material, 
featuring a solid red "B" with a 


headband and a feather sticking out 
of it. 

Pini said the students were 
treated unjustly in the decision, 
with "Brad E. Lee" disappearing

ment can decide the logo, why 
can’t it go back to the student 
body?" Pini asked, and he said he 
toyed with the idea until the t-shirt 
design was born. 

Pini said at first when people 
see him in the shirt they are under 
the impression that he is anti- 
Bradley. "At first people look at 
me in disbelief. Then they see the 
sign on the back and laugh. This 
was never meant as an assault on 
Bradley. I work in Admissions. I 
just disagree with the logo." 

He went as far as to give one to 
Bradley’s most famous sports star, 
former basketball stand-out Hersey 
"the Hawk" Hawkins, at the 
Homecoming festivities last week. 
Pini said once he explained to 


Hawkins what was going on in 
terms of the logo, Hawkins was 
receptive to the idea and took a 
shirt, signing Pini’s original one. 

Pini has received much support 
from the student body. Mike Mur¬ 
phy, Scout sports assistant was one 
of the first to purchase the shirts. 
"I like them, and where he stands. 
After 15 years of following Brad¬

speak our opposing viewpoints in 
an open forum and allow the peo¬ 
ple, no matter how ignorant they 
may be, to decide for themselves, 
invariably the majority of the 
population will come to a sound 
conclusion. 

At this time, let’s briefly recap 
what Mr. Hale actually said. He 
basically wants two main things. 
He wants white people to be proud 
of themselves, not unlike black is 
beautiful. (By the way, beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder.) His 
other basic goal is segregation. 

Far be it from me to support 
segregation. Personally, I don’t 
care who lives next to me as long 
as they leave me alone and don’t 
run over my mailbox every other 
week. However, Mr. Hale 
disagrees. His Utopia would 
involve some sort of border 
separating whites and non-whites. 

I must admit, his goals do not 
bother me. Why? It is very simple. 
An overwhelming majority of the 
people on this campus, and in the 
rest of the world for that matter, 
find Mr. Hale's comments to be 
completely ludicrous. Therefore, 
how many followers will he get? 
The answer is a few. 

But the few he will get will be 
the same few that already think, 
and I use that term loosely, the 
same way that he does. This way 
they will be able to get together on 
Friday nights and sit around 


disparaging other people just 
because the color of their skin is a 
little darker. 

I must admit that this wild fas¬ 
cination with the different colors of 
people's skin boggles my mind. If 
you are white, spend some time in 
the sun this summer and see what 
happens. Surprise, your skin will 
change color. Do you change too 
when this happens? 

Someone, I don’t know who. 
once called the United States a 
melting pot. Unfortunately, as I 
look around campus, I see a lot of 
lumps. I see the Black Student 
Alliance (BSA); I couldn't join that 
group because I'm a poor, homely 
whiteboy. I also see several Black 


Fraternities; I couldn’t join any of 
them either because I’m still white, 
with a little hope for change. 
These are by no means the only 
racist, that’s right, racist, organiza¬ 
tions on campus. Yet they seem to 
want to have a monopoly on sanc¬ 
tioned racist activities on campus. 

If I tried to open a private club 
that only allowed whites, I would 
surely incur the wrath of organiza¬ 
tions like the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) and oth¬ 
ers. However, if a black man were 
to open a similar private club that 
only allowed blacks, he would be 
heralded for advancing the 
interests of black people in Amer¬ 
ica. I just don’t see the difference.

given different counseling. 

Saunders said, "Yes, abortion 
will end the pregnancy, but what 
are the consequences of that? 
Abortion is not an eraser." When 
asked about the help provided for 
clients who choose to abort, 
Saunders said, "We do not refer 
them." In order to help women 
who have already had a previous 
abortion, the center offers limited 
post-abortion counseling. 

Should the client decide to 
carry to term, she is offered 
Lamaze childbirth classes, birth 
coaches, infant and child care 
instruction, maternity and baby 


clothes, nutritional guidance, and 
housing during pregnancy to 
clients 18-years-old and older. 

Referrals for medical care, 
adoption, and legal assistance are 
offered as well. Funding for the 
center , and its services comes from 
business grants, local individuals, 
and churches. 

If a client cannot keep the 
baby, the center promotes adop¬ 
tion. Saunders said one of the 
benefits of adoption is "she (the 
client) has given life, not taken it." 

Saunders said the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Child Health and Develop¬ 
ment reports that 50 percent of 
white females abort their first 
pregnancy. She also said the 
annual number of abortions (1.5 


million) nearly equals the number 
of families looking for babies (1.7 
million). "Every child has a pur¬ 
pose and reason for being here," 
Saunders said. 

Her purpose, 'To save the 
babies," has kept her quite busy. 
Like Sarah Weddington, the 
lawyer who won the landmark Roe 
vs. Wade case, Saunders travels 
around the country and Canada as 
well but to inform people of 
options from a pro-life rather than 
pro-choice perspective.

PUS U Dashes 

Dr. Bernard Tayior, of Opera¬ 
tion Push in Chicago, came to 
Bradley University to survey the 
racial situation on campus. 

Taylor arrived last Friday even¬ 
ing and attended a meeting con¬ 
cerning recent events with Dr. 
Martin Abegg, president of Brad¬ 
ley University, the next morning. 

No new demands were made at 
the meeting, nor were any conces¬ 
sions given, though Taylor said the 
meeting created a positive atmo¬ 
sphere. 

"It is imperative for students of 
color to face the threat of racism. 
It has no place in America," Tay¬ 
lor said. 

"When people get together they 
can fight the Klan. Don’t accept 
intimidation from the likes of any¬

Hale: probation 

Matt Hale. who received 
notoriety on campus for distribut¬ 
ing fliers advertising a meeting of 
his own white supremacy group, 
has been placed on disciplinary 
probation by the University until 
next September. 

The verdict was decided 
between Hale and Ed King, execu¬ 
tive director of the center for hous¬ 
ing, residential life and the student 
judicial system, over two meetings 
on Tuesday and Wednesday. 

1 feel I’ve been treated fairly," 
Hale said, after the first meeting. 


Disciplinary probation prevents 

Hale from doing anything on 
campus that goes against the policy 
of the University at the risk of 
expulsion. In addition to the proba¬ 
tion. Hale is also required to meet 
with King once a month for the 
rest of the semester. 

"I just think that the University 
should carry through to the full 
extent of what can be done to 
him," Calvin Butler, spokesperson 
of the Bradley Minority Coalition, 
said Tuesday before the verdict 
was handed down. 

Before the first meeting Tues¬ 
day, Hale and a supporter had a 
press conference disturbed by 
onlookers who questioned some of 
his own beliefs. The debate went 
on for approximately 10 minutes 
before the supporter was removed 
by Bradley security for causing a 
commotion.

Foster suggested that the exhi¬ 
bit be sealed off from anyone 
except "serious scientists" doing 
research. "Just leave it for the 
scientists and seal it off from 
sightseers," Foster said. 

"I think they’ve gotten 90 per¬ 
cent of the information that’s going 
to be gotten from Dickson Mounds 
in 60 years," Ricciardelli said. 

While Foster agreed that 
scientific research at the exhibit 
was for the most part done, he 
said. "Science is always changing 
and there are new theories. If you 
seal it all up, and you need to do 
new research, then you can’t go 
back in." 

Ricciardelli suggested a "nego¬ 
tiation policy" with Indians for any 
new research. She said the 
scientific community should make 
Indians aware of the benefits from 
new research and listen to the 
opinions of Indians regarding the 
treatment of their dead. 

Ricciardelli said having skeletal 
remains taken off display was a 
policy that most museums around 
the country have been following 
for approximately a decade. 

Publicity about the proposed 
closing caused attendance to soar 
to 3,412 during one weekend in 
January. Many of those who have 
visited in the past monthes have 
done so to show their support for 
keeping the exhibit open. 

American Indian representatives 
have threatened protest if Dickson 
Mounds stays open.

Netters post 7-2 win in opener

The Bradley men's tennis team 
began its season two weeks ago by 
recording wins victories the 
University of Illinois-Chicago and 
the University of Missouri. 

The opening match versus 
Illinois-Chicago ended in a 7-2 
romp for the Braves. Victories 
were recorded in the number one, 
two, five and six singles positions, 
as well as in all three doubles 
spots. 

Coach John Moorhouse said he 
was pleased with his team's con¬ 
centration and patience. 

"Everyone’s outlook has 
improved and that's going to help 
pull us through the tougher 
matches ahead," Moorhouse said. 
"We're all excited about this sea¬ 


son. The men have all worked 
hard over the winter and realisti¬ 
cally, we're looking at perhaps the 
best team this school's ever had." 

Number one singles player and 
team captain, Pedro Velez, said 
"This team has gotten better and 
better each year and I feel there’s 
no limit as to how far we can go." 

Velez is one of the top three 
tennis players in the Missouri Val¬ 
ley Conference and has a solid 
shot at earning top conference 
honors this season. He was 22-7 in 
singles competition, and 20-7 in 
doubles competition last year. 

Last weekend the Braves 
travelled to St. Louis and trounced 
the University of Missouri, 6-0. 
All six singles players won han¬ 
dily. Coach Moorhouse described 
the meet as "a good old-fashioned 
butt-whippin’." 

Later that day. Bradley suffered 
a disappointing 5-4 decision to 


Priircipia College. 

"We had a few mental lapses 
against Principia, but the more 
matches we play, the tougher we 
will get," said junior Mike 
Benvald. 

Berwald is one of three juniors 
at the heart of Bradley’s line-up. 
Together with Mark Syverud and 
Mike Russo, they comprise the 
number two, three and four singles 
positions, respectively. Sophomore 
David Thome and senior Mike 
Polisner round out the team at the 
number five and six spots. 

Wednesday night the Braves 
took on the Redbirds of Illinois 
State in what always proves to be 
a heated match-up. This time Illi¬ 
nois State was too much for Brad¬ 
ley to handle, as the Braves lost to 
the Redbirds, 7-2. With the loss, 
Bradley’s record stands at 2-2.

is until you sec him under game 
conditions," Kenny said. 

As the years passed, the team 
continued to build on its successes. 
In 1970, the team had an unde¬ 
feated season (8-0). That same 
fall, the University decided to drop 
football as a sport. 

On seven occasions during the 
next few years, formal applications 
were made to the athletic depart¬ 
ment to make soccer a division I 
sport. "During that time, six other 
sports were advanced to varsity 
status, none of which had the par¬ 
ticipation that soccer had or had 
been-a club sport," Kenny said. 

'The students always wanted to 
add soccer. However, when Brad¬ 
ley dropped fodtball, there was a 
hesitancy by the University to 
immediately replace it," Kenny 
said. 

As the team improved, so did 
its schedule. The 1973 season 
included contests with Southern 
Illinois-Edwardsville. Western Illi¬ 


nois and Purdue University- 
Calumet. 

Due to the positive results of 
that season, Kenny again recom¬ 
mended to the athletic department 
and the University that Bradley 
soccer become a National Collegi¬ 
ate Athletic Association sport. His 
proposal was rejected because of 
sports and any additional funds 
that would have been available 
were now gone. The idea of mak¬ 
ing the team division I was left 
alone for a few years," Ron Fer¬ 
guson, director of athletics, said. 

But the idea did not die 
quickly. "Support for a NCAA 
Men's soccer team was coming 
from many . areas, including the 
admission and alumni offices.

Sept. 12, 1989 
the most lopsided loss in the teams 
history, Sangamon State 6 Bradley 
0. The line shows the scores but 
there is much more behind the his¬ 
tory of Bradley soccer. 

Bradley club soccer began in 
1968. Dr. John Kenny, physics 
professor at B.U., coached the 
team for seven of the first ten 
years. He said he remembers the 
first season as a ’disaster.* 

"We' were 2-11. The first 
game, we lost to Quincy College, 
a Qi ision I ranked team, 15-0." 
Kenny said. "I was hard getting 
the team off the ground. However, 
after the initial season, the team 
improved an some of the better 
club teams’ started ducking us. 

"Soccer in the 60's and 70’s 
was ’wild’. We had some players 
who had talent and others who 
were just out to have fun. The 
result was a very unpredictable 
team," Kenny said. 

"We wanted to win very badly 
and took it seriously. Some of the 
teams we played just had more 
talent and in most cases were get¬ 
ting financial support from their 
athletic office," Danny Driscoll, 
former club player from ’72-74 
and current coach of Peoria Notre 
Dame High School, said. 

Junior Varsity programs such 
as MacMurray College, Drake 


University and the University of 
Illinois were the main stay of the 
. B.U. soccer schedule for the first 
few years. "Most schools would 
put a team on the field comprised 
of varsity and junior varsity 
players that would be just good 
enough to beat us," Kenny said. 

The team 'did not receive any 
grants or funding from the Univer¬ 
sity until the 1973 season. Despite 
the lack of scholarship monies, 
players went out for the team. 
"We would usually carry twenty 
(members) on the squad. When 
school started, we had a week of 
practice and then we would start 
the season," Kenny said. 

Finding a place to play home 
matches was a challenge for the 
team in the 60’s and 70’s. Kenny 
would search for fields where the 
team could play. "I used to drive 
around Peoria looking for vacant 
lots...we would play anywhere. 
We didn’t have University tran¬ 
sportation so. to get to the away 
games, the team would pile into 
my station wagon and we’d head 
off," Kenny said. 

The quality of players that 
played for , the team varied 
throughout the years. Some players 
were talented and others just came 
out to have fun. "Sometimes you 
couldn’t tell them apart by looks. I 
remember this one player, he 
dressed like a bum, but he could 
score goals. That’s the thing about 
soccer you can’t tell by looking at 
a guy how .good a soccer player he

Gallagher leading the way with 17 
points each. (Prior to this game, 
Stuckey was narrowly leading the 
Valley in scoring with 22.7 ppg. 
over Harstad’s 22.2 ppg. Stuckey 
finished the night with a career- 
high 39 points to Harstad’s 31 
points, widening his MVC scoring 
lead.) 

This was the first meeting of 
the Braves and Bluejays this sea¬ 
son. Bradley will have a chance to

Last Saturday, the Braves lost a 
heartbreaker, 77-76, to Tulsa in 
front of a homecoming crowd.

The play may have seemed to 
work in theory, but on the court it 


failed. Things didn’t go as planned, 
and with four seconds left, Luke 
Jackson hit a jumper, leaving 
Bradley one point behind the Hur¬ 
ricanes with no time-outs 
remaining. 

Bradley challenges Illinois State 
tomorrow at 11a.m. at Redbird 
Arena. Thursday, Feb. 22 the 
Braves will be in Carbondale play¬ 
ing the Salukis of Southern Illi¬ 
nois.

On the heels of a two-game los¬ 
ing streak, the Bradley women s 
team needed a strong performance 
last Thursday against conference 
leader Southwest Missouri State. 

What they did was play one of 
their best halves of the year as 
they outscored the Lady Bears 
44-18 in the second half and won 
67-45. 

"I don’t know about our best, 
but it was one of our most impor¬ 
tant halves this year," coach Lisa 
Boyer said. "I thought we just 
dominated the last 15 minutes." 

The numbers backed Boyer’s 
words. The Lady Braves outscored 
the Lady Bears 35-14 in the stretch 
to end SW Missouri State’s nine- 
game winning streak. 

The second half was opposite 
of the one when the Lady Braves 
played at SW Missouri State. 
There the Lady Braves were 
outscored 36-16 and lost 74-34. 

"We were fatigued the last time 
we played them," Boyer said. "I 
told the kids we weren’t playing 
for a conference win, we were 
playing for pride. 

"I really believe we did the job 
we wanted to do. We had balanced 
scoring and that’s been the story of 
our season. Tonight is indicative 
of how we score." 

Four Lady Braves were in dou¬ 
ble figures with sophomore Andrea 
McAllister scoring a game-high 17 
points. 

Val ’ Wancket and Karin 
Nicholls each had 14 points for the 
Lady Braves and Sheila Jenkins 
added 10. 

Kimberly Scoggin had 12 points 
to lead the Lady Bears. 

The beat kept up last Saturday 
as the Lady Braves scored the first 
15 points to defeat Wichita State 
73-48. 

The high point of the evening 
came in the first half as Nicholls 
grabbed her 680th rebound tQ 
become the Lady Braves all-time 


leading rebounded. 

Tm happy for Karin and I 
think it’s great for her, but I think 
Karin knows there are people right 
behind hejt like Val," Boyer said. 
"But I’m glad she got in the record 
books." 

Balance was again a key as 
Nicholls and Eileen Yerkes led the 
Lady Braves with 13 points and 
four others had eight points. 

The win improved the Lady 
Braves record to 13-9, 9-4 in the 
conference and leaves them two 
games back with five games 
remaining. The Lady Braves are 
two games ahead of Eastern Illi¬ 
nois for fourth place and need to at 
least finish there to be assured a 
Gateway Conference tournament 
berth. 

"It was a great week," Boyer 
said. "I thought we played well at 
Southern Illinois (Feb. 5) even 
though we lost. The major thing is 
that we probably had every reason 
to quit, but they came back and 
beat the top team in the conference 
and there was no let down on 
Saturday." 

Last night, Bradley was at 
Terre Haute challenging Indiana 
State and tomorrow they will play 
at Illinois State. 

The game will begin about a 
half hour after the men’s game, 
which begins at 11 a.m. 

'Tm sure Illinois State is 
already preparing for us," Boyer 
said. 'They weren’t to pleased 
when they lost to us here. 

"I still think it is possible for us 
to win the conference, but we can’t 
afford any more losses. Assuming 
Southern Illinois defeats Eastern 
Illinois on Saturday, we could 
have a three-game lead on Eastern. 
We need to keep playing well and 
stay focused." 

Nicholls leads the Lady Braves 
in scoring with her 14.5 points per 
game average. Wancket, Yerkes 
and Sheila Jenkins are also in dou¬ 
ble figures averaging 11.3, 10.5 
and 10.1 points per game, respec¬ 
tively.

New budget hampers cross countr\/track program

Because of philosophical 
changes within Bradley’s athletic 
department, the budget structure of 
the cross country /track program no 
longer supports the concept of 
team competition during both the 
winter and spring seasons. 

As a result, one half of the 
men’s and women's squads are 
seriously training and competing 
during the present track season and 
the other half is gaining strength 
and valuable racing experience in 
order to make a greater impact 
during the fall cross country sea¬ 


son. 

"During the track season, our 
major concern is to provide top 
level Division I competition for 
our very best athletes while satis¬ 
fying the needs of those students 
who are committed to improving 
their level of competition," cross 
country and track coach Craig 
Dahlquist said. 

The women's track roster is at 
nine members, six of which are 
competing. Senior Michelle Curet, 
the Lady Braves top distance 
runner, suffered an illness after the 
cross country season and will be 
sitting out the duration of the track 


season. 

Leading the way for the six 
competing Lady Braves is junior 
Melodie Turner. Last weekend at 
the Illinois State Redbird Invita¬ 
tional, Turner broke her own 
school record in the 600-meter 
event. Her freshman year she 
broke the previous record with a 
time of 1:37-87, which she 
improved last Saturday by running 
the event in 1:36.19. 

Turner is the fourth seed in the 
Gateway Conference. The top 
three seeds are all-conference 
runners. Dahlquist hopes to see 
Turner move up into one of the 


top three positions at the confer¬ 
ence meet in Carbondale 

Dahlquist also praised the 
recent performances of junior 
Marianne Dorcak. 

"Marianne has been con¬ 
sistently stronger than she has ever 
been at Bradley. I’m confident she 
will continue to run respectable 
races," Dahlquist said. 

Rounding out the women’s team 
competitors are juniors Karen 
Huhn, Marykay Lamparski and 
sophomore Debbie Leverenz. 

The men's track team is lacking 
in numbers, as well as the Division 
I talent the team has been accus¬ 


tomed to in the past couple of 
years. All-conference cross coun¬ 
try runner Eric Suender is the top 
competitor on the men’s squad. 

"The Missouri Valley Confer¬ 
ence is a lot tougher this year than 
it has been in recent years, but 
Eric is capable of placing in the 
3,000-meter race and the 5,000- 
meter race in the conference 
meet," Dahlquist said. 

Other men’s track team 
members that are competing during 
the present track season are senior 
Chris Swann, sophomore Robin 
Crabb and freshmen Todd Bryant,

Is capital punishment a capital shame?

Opposition to the death penalty 
was the key focus of a panel dis¬ 
cussion Tuesday night in Neu- 
miller Lecture Hall. 

The panel consisted of four 
speakers: Marjory Byler, the 

Midwest regional director of 
Amnesty International, Neal 
Walker, a Kentucky public 
defender, Sue Zann Bosler, a 
woman who witnessed the murder 
of her father and Delbert Tibbs, 
who served three years on death 
row in Florida, and was later 
found to be innocent. 

'If we abhor electric shock 
applied to sensitive parts of 
people’s bodies in prisons in Tur¬ 
key, why would we not object to 
electric shock being applied with 
the intent to kill in the United 
States?" Byler said. She spoke 
mainly about why Amnesty Inter¬ 
national is trying to abolish capital 
punishment around the world. 

Article five of the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights, 
which has been accepted by the 
United Nations, reads "No one 
shall be subjected to torture or to 
cruel, inhuman or degrading treat¬ 
ment or punishment." 

"Degrading means to take away 
our humanity little by little by little 
until the last thing we have is our 
breath. Amnesty stands totally 
committed to making sure degrad¬ 
ing punishment is. off the face of 
the Earth," Byler said. 


"Society believes for every 
crime there has to be atonement. 
If the guilty person isn’t available 
they will find someone to fit the 
bill," Tibbs said. In 1974 Tibbs 
was convicted of the rape of a 16- 


year-old girl and the murder of her 
boyfriend. He was in Florida at 
the time and said he could have 
been considered a vagrant but he 
had no previous criminal record. 

Tibbs said very often cases of 


capital punishment are decided 
according to economic status and 
race. A study conducted by the 
Stanford Law Review found at 
least 350 persons have been mis¬ 
takenly convicted of capital crimes

Group to evaluate accreditation

Bradley will be visited next 
week by a group from the North 
Central Association who will 
evaluate the University and recom¬ 
mend whether it’s accreditation 
should be renewed. 

The six member team will be 
on campus from Feb. 26-28 and 
will interview students, faculty and 
administration to make it’s determi¬ 
nation. 

"We will try to gain a snapshot 
of the institution and come to a 
recommendation," Dr. Martin 
Jischke, chair of the team and 
chancellor at the University' of 
Missouri-Rolla, said. 

"The federal government relies 
on accreditation agencies to see 
that the institution is doing the 
right thing," Dr. James Ballowe, 
dean of the college of fine arts, 
said. 

"We’re the only nation in the 
world that does self-evaluation of 
institutions of higher learning. All 
the others have government 
evaluation," Ballowe said. 

institutions that are no' 


accredited are severely handi¬ 
capped. "They (unaccredited insti¬ 
tutions) find it very difficult to get 
federal funding of any sort, includ¬ 
ing student loans," Ballowe said. 

Individual departments cannot 
gain accreditation unless the 
university is accredited. 

The review process began in 
January when Bradley sent a 
"self-study" report, written by a 
committee of 13 chaired by Bal¬ 
lowe, to the NCA. The report was 
an overall view of the University’s 
strategic plans. 

There are two sets of criteria 
that the University must meet in 
order to be accredited. The first set 
is determined by the NCA. The 
University should prove that it has 
a clearly defined academic mis¬ 
sion, necessary resources to carry 
the mission out, is presently carry¬ 
ing out the mission and has enough 
resources and a plan to carry the 
mission into the future. 

The second set is called "spe¬ 
cial emphasis" and these three cri¬ 
teria are determined by the Univer¬ 
sity. Bradley has chosen interna¬ 
tionalism of the campus, intellec¬ 
tual and cultural activities and’ 
faculty development as it’s areas of 


special emphasis. 

The team will meet with 
representatives of the faculty at 
3:30 p.m. on Feb. 26 and with 
students at an open meeting at 11 
a.m. on Feb. 27. Both meetings 
are in the Marty Theater and are 
intended to help the team find an 
accurate representation of Bradley. 

"At these meetings members of 
the team will explain why they’re 
there and come up with specific 
questions to ask," Ballowe said. 

More meetings may occur, but 
these will be on an impromptu 
basis. "Each team member has 
several areas of the University to 
assess. We may want to pursue 
something in more detail," Jischke 
said. 

"Part of the dilemma of a 
institution as comprehensive, com¬ 
plex and large as Bradley is that 
they’re is only so much you can do 
in a two and a half day period," 
Jischke said. 

When asked if racial tension on 
campus might have an affect on the 
review process, Ballowe said, 
"That’s fair game. If there is a

from 1900-85. Of these people 139 
have been sentenced to death and 
23 executed. 

There is also a higher execution 
rate of people who murder white 
people, Byler said. She also said 
47 percent of the nations of the 
world have abolished the death 
penalty and compared the United 
States to the countries they are 
sharing company with on this 
issue, China and the U.S.S.R. 

"If you aren’t looking for an 
alternative to capital punishment, 
you are almost condoning it," 
Tibbs said. 

Walker said he thinks "the cap¬ 
ital punishment system is infested 
with racial bias." He attacked the 
death penalty and told how minors, 
the mentally ill and poor people 
have difficulties finding good 
representation. 

Many people have wrong 
information about the cost of keep¬ 
ing someone in prison, Walker 
said. He said that life in prison 
usually runs the tax payers 
$550,000, while executions cost 
anywhere from $two-five million. 

Walker said that minority 
defendants are more likely to be 
sentenced to death then white 
defeadants for the same crimes. 
In Georgia, for example, Blacks 
are three times as likely to be sen¬ 
tenced to death. 

Walker compared the death 
penalty to the Exxon Valdez 
accident, both of which he blames 
on deregulation. He said that lethal

Mark Struss, director of facili¬ 
ties management, said the new sign 
would probably go up after 
Campustown is completed. He said 
the sign is at least 10 years old and 
will cost about $7000 to update it.

"I know the map was an issue 
three or four years ago but this 
issue just seemed to get dropped 
between the cracks ," Struss said. 

The issue is that people who 
are visiting the campus have no 
idea where things are and the map 
just seems to make the situation 
worse. In one weekend, I gave 


directions to five different groups 
of people who were visiting the 
campus. One group of high school 
students asked where Bradley Hall 
was and when I pointed directly in 
front of them, they smirked, 
laughed and glanced back at the 
map that gave no direction to the 
campus they were deciding to 
attend. 

Last year’s editor also wrote 
about this topic and nothing has 
been done. Scout editors, in the 
past have expressed distress over 
the lack of handicapped accessibil¬ 
ity to Swords Hall and finally that 
has been taken care of, but if a 
student can’t understand the map to 
get to Swords Hall?... what good 
is the ramp?

Civil and construction engineer¬ 
ing students at Bradley are finding 
an abundance of job opportunities 
after graduation. 

According to a recent article in 
the Wall Street Journal there will 
be a shortfall of 560,000 engineer 
and scientists by the year 2010. 

The demand for civil engineering 
and construction graduates is 
expected to increase at the rate of 
two to three percent per year just 
to satisfy the need of the transpor¬ 
tation field. 

Dr. James Seckler, enrollment 
management director for the 
department of civil engineering 
and construction, said the reason 
for the intense demand is "a few 
years back, no one went into civil 
engineering. Now, there is a need 
to replace the retired civil 
engineers. * 

The increase in demand and the 
limited number of graduates avail¬ 
able each year has led to a 
significant boost in starting 
salaries. The highest starting salary

environmental problems such, as 
toxic waste and garbage," Al-

injection is not any less painless 
for the victim, but -rather more 
humane for us. "It seems to be a 
clean way to do it because it is a 
science/he said. 

Bosler was the final panelist to 
speak. She witnessed the murder 
of her father in December, 1976. 
She saw him stabbed 24 times and 
she was stabbed in the brain. She 
was at the trial of the man who 
murdered her father and pleaded 
with the jury to not issue him the 
death sentence. 

"Everyone’s life is valuable/ 
Bosler said. She said her father, 
who was a Reverend, was a very 
peaceful man and would not want 
his murderer to be executed. 

Bosler stunned the audience 
with three very emotional ques¬ 
tions. 'Will killing James . Bernard 
Campbell bring my father back? 
Why kill people who kill people to 
show that killing is wrong? And 
what would you do in my posi¬ 
tion? * 

The judge eventually decided' to 
give Campbell the death penalty 
despite Bosler’s wishes.

After viewing "Bull Durham" 
and "Fields of Dreams," Kevin 
Costner last two movies, I went to 
his latest venture wondering what I 
was about to spend my hard 
earned $4.75 on. No, it wasn’t 
going to be a baseball movie, but 
could Costner do anything else at 
this point? 

Stupid question. 

The baseball wonder-man has 
hung up his spikes temporarily for 
this one, and it was well worth the 
retirement. Costner’s latest release, 
"Revenge" is an "edge of the 
seater." You are constantly 
wondering what is going to happen 


next and if you’ll be able to sit still 
for it. 

Co-produced by Costner, along 
with Director Tony Scott, 
"Revenge" is set in the breathtak¬ 
ing mountains of Mexico. Costner 
plays-Jay Cochran, a Navy fighter 
pilot, who decides to trade in his 
bomber jacket for the easy life in 
Mexico, with longtime friend and 
reputed shady character Tiby Men¬ 
dez (played by an aging, but 
nonetheless still brilliant, Anthony 
Quinn.) 

Costner, after two days of 
being a civilian, becomes "bored" 
and heads South towards Mendez’s 
estate. While driving down 
towards Mendez’s house, he spies 
a beautiful woman walking her 
horse. Cochran is immediately 
smitten. The woman later turns out 


to be Tiby’s wife (played by 
Madeleine Stowe.) 

The chemistry between Stowe 
and Costner is evident, and the 
character fight the attraction at 
first, or at least Costner’s charac¬ 
ter. Maria (Stowe) wants to start 
an immediate affair, because her 
marriage with Mendez was 
arranged. She tells Cochran in one 
scene "I must go home, Tiby’s 
mistress will be leaving soon." 
The pain is evident as she leaves 
Cochran. Two days after his 
arrival at a party given for 
Mendez’s favorite political charity, 
Cochran and Mrs. Mendez share 
their first tryst in the cloakroom. 

After ducking around Tiby and 
his guards, the two eventually 
arrange to go away for the week¬ 
end. Maria called her sister and 


begged her to lie and say Maria 
was visiting her. There is one 
interesting problem. Tiby, being 
the trustful husband that he is, has 
the phones bugged and happens to 
hear every word his equally trust¬ 
ful wife says. 

Mendez, disbelieving, goes to 
Cochran and tests him, asking him 
if he could fly him down to South 
America for the weekend. 
Cochran declines, and the 
"revenge" is set in motion by 
Mendez. 

Not since 1987’s "Fatal Attrac¬ 
tion" has there been the intensity 
that crackles on the screen. The 
only fault I find is that this movie 
was originally slated to be rated 
"X" by the Motion Picture Guild, 
and I can see why, in fact I 
wonder why the original rating did 


not stick. The violence is gory and 
graphic. I am surprised Costner 
himself took on such a role. 

However, the performance’s are 
dazzling, with Costner and Stowe 
radiating on the screen. At one 
point when the two are separated, 
Maria holds tightly onto Cochran’s 
dog tags. 

This is also perhaps Quinn’s 
comeback role. He has not lost his 
touch to keep audience’s 
spellbound as the ruthless Tiby, 
who is a man that ends up risking 
everything. 

"Revenge" is a must see for a 
good old-fashioned nailbiter that 
leaves you with your hands cover¬ 
ing your eyes, wondering if it is 
safe to open them. 

At least in this movie, 
"revenge" isn’t always so sweet.

Daron Tunks is a member of 
Alpha Phi Alpha, a nationwide 
black fraternity. What makes 
Daron different is the fact he is the 
only white member of the United 
Black Pan Hellenic Council at 
Bradley. 

The 22-year-old junior pledged 
the Alphas spring semester, 1987. 
He said he was interested in the 
fraternity mainly because of the 
service work they do for the com¬ 
munity, including food and cloth¬ 
ing drives, tutoring and helping the 
March of Dimes. 

'Tve always been one to want 
to help people out/ Daron said, 
which is what helped him decide to 
be a criminal justice major. He 
said he hopes to one day be a 
prison counselor. Though prevent¬ 
ing children from doing drugs and 
keeping them in school is a major 
concern of Daron’s, he said he 
would prefer to work with adults 
as a career. 

The Alphas have a graduate 
chapter, which Tunks plans to be 
active in after graduation. One 
program of the graduate chapter is 
called "Project Alpha," a program 
to reach teenage men and keep 
them from having children at a 
young age and interested in going 



to college. 

Daron’s involvement in social 
work could be traced back to his 
parents who were both very 
involved in church and service 
work. Daron said his mother was 
very supportive of all of his deci¬ 
sions. Barbara Tunks, a parapro- 
fessional librarian in the Cullom- 
Davis Library, said she was very 
happy with the decision Daron 
made to join the Alphas. 

"People look at it from their 
standpoint. They wouldn’t expect 
it, but as long as he is comfort¬ 
able," Barbara said. She said 
Daron is facing a lot of what her 
and her husband faced several 
years ago. "I hope things will 
change though, so we won’t see 
the things happening that are 
occurring on campus," she said. 

Originally from the south side 
of Peoria, Daron said he grew up 
in a predominantly black neighbor¬ 
hood. He said he has never had 
any problems being an Alpha. 
Some people look at him in disbe¬ 
lief, he said, but it is mainly white 
people who seem offended. 

Daron has had no problem get¬ 
ting involved in the fraternity. He 
has been treasurer for two years 
and was the "sweetheart" ball 


chairmen. "There really is e strong 
sense of brotherhood. Not just at 
Bradley but throughout the coun¬ 
try," Daron said. 

Living off campus, Daron said 
he is not around all of the time, 
but "I know there is racism. I 
know it’s out there." Though he 
recognizes racism exists, he said it 
is very difficult to experience 
unless you are a minority. He 
refers to what he experiences as 
"second hand racism" because 
some people have attitudes toward 
him because he associates with 
black people. 

'There is a fine line between 
racism and prejudice," Daron said. 
He said he thinks people have to 
look at themselves before they can 
call someone else a racist. He is 
optimistic in his thinking because 
he said "there are a lot more peo¬ 
ple on this campus who are not 
racists than are racists."

As a lifelong resident of Peoria, I 
would like to assure the students of 
Bradley University that although the 
racist beliefs fostered by Mr. Hale do 
exist in this community and are 
tolerated by a few, there are those of 
us who are outraged and sickened by 
these narrow minded views. Although I 
am in favor of a Constitution that pro¬ 
tects the rights of an individual to exer¬ 
cise free speech, those rights should 
only be extended to those who are able 
to express their beliefs in such a way 
that they do not interfere with the 
rights of others. The Constitution does 
not (and should not) extend this right to 
criminals to further their illegal activi¬ 
ties. The KKK, the American Nazi 
Party and other white supremacist 
organizations have traditionally relied 
on criminally destructive and violent 
tactics to reach their goals, among 
which are the illegal entities of segre¬ 
gation and discrimination of religious 
and ethnic groups. They should no 
more be guaranteed free speech to 
further these goals than an organized 


White supremacist groups maintain that 
there is an inherent intellectual and bio¬ 
logical inferiority among 'minorities' 
when compared to 'white' people. As 
a medical student, I find this to be very 
curious. I have yet to find any evidence 
in the scientific literature that would 
support such a claim. These groups 
also encourage the belief that the Nazi 
Holocaust never occurred and is the 
invention of the Marxist Press. 
Although I am in no position to judge 
the intelligence of those making these 
absurd claims, I do believe that a 
significant lack of education, lack of 
independent rational thought, and lack 
of personal experience certainly contri¬ 
bute to these misconceptions. It is trou¬ 
bling that Mr. Hale has closed his 
mind this early in his life, especially 
when he has very recently chosen to 
pursue an education at an institution of 
higher learning. It is also curious that 
one possessing the desire for such an 
education would accept the dogma of 
these organizations blindly without any 
credible evidence. The decision to edu¬ 
cate oneself should be accompanied by 
an open mind and the ability to con¬ 
tinually develop personal philosophies 
which reflect what one has learned. 

As I have stated, I do believe that Mr. 
Hale has a right to his opinion. His 


right to speak freely about those opin¬ 
ions should be limited in this situation 
because he is advocating the formation 
of a white supremacist group. Chang¬ 
ing the name and stated philosophy of 
his organization as his advisor (Arthur 
J. Jones of the America First Commit¬ 
tee) has recommended certainly would 
not change the matter. The organiza¬ 
tion would still be closely linked both 
philosophically and in reality with the 
Ku Klux Klan, the American Nazi 
Party, the America First Committee 
and other organizations that have tradi¬ 
tionally advocated the murder, torture, 
terrorism and harassment of innocent 
persons and the destruction of personal 
property to reach their goals. 

America was founded by persons from 
a wide variety of cultural, religious and 
ethnic backgrounds. We were taught in 
grade school that 'All Men Were 
Created Equal.' Let us hope that the 
recent events surroundings Mr. Hale’s 
activities will remind us of this fact. As 
students, future educators and leaders 
we have a responsibility to see that 
such hatred, violence and ignorance is 
not allowed to spread unchallenged, 
especially in the University setting.

"I’m against intervention in my 
country, but Noriega was just too 
crazy." This sentiment* expressed 
by exiled Panamanian journalist, 
Sanchez Borbon, in the Jan. 1 
issue of Newsweek, sums up feel¬ 
ings about the invasion of Panama. 


The United States had many, many 
reasons to invade Panama. Each 
and every one of these reasons 
concerns itself with Panama’s 
former dictator, Manuel Noriega. 
One reason is the simple fact that 
Noriega is a suspected criminal. A 
second reason is that Noriega had 
virtually declared war upon the 
United States. And a third and 
final reason is that Noriega 
violated many basic human liber¬ 
ties in his ruthless attempts to seize 
and maintain power.

is under indictment for the 
trafficing of illegal narcotics.

Noriega felt that an open state of 
war existed between Panama and 
the United States. The cold¬ 
blooded murder of a Marine lieu¬ 
tenant, followed by the brutal tor¬ 
ture of a Navy lieutenant and his 
wife illustrate this fact. And if that 
does not provide justification for 
military intervention, then consider 
the position that the Bush Adminis¬ 
tration found itself in! The Bush 
Administration could either take 
action to protect American citizens 
in Panama, or it could allow the 
harassment, torture and murder of 
American citizens abroad. 

The third and final justification 
of the invasion of Panama is the

less by humanitarian reasons and 
more by political ones. The media 
is fond of citing how many Ameri¬ 
cans were killed in the invasion, 
yet it is conveniently overlooked 
that proportionally the Panamani¬ 
ans lost more people then the U.S. 
did in the Vietnam war. Perhaps 
this is overlooked because it is out 
of this Reagan-Bush cabinet that 
we learned the lives of people in 
small poor countries are not 
important.

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Time to take inventory and look ahead

As we enter the last decade of 
the century, it seems appropriate 
that -- in both focus and direction 
- this Black History Month should 
be somewhat different from prior 
celebrations. 

One of the main functions of 
Black History Month is to educate 
all Americans about the many con¬ 
tributions Blacks have made to our 
society. Another is to give Black 
Americans the sense of pride and 
self worth that is absolutely neces¬ 
sary to any race or ethnic group. 

But Black History Month is 
also a natural time for taking an 
objective inventory of our progress 
as we stake out new ground for 
future achievement. This function 
is vital because it is concerned 
more with where we are headed 
than where we have been. 

Of course. Black Americans 
have a right to be proud of the 


progress that has been made in the 
past and certainly should not take 
it for granted. History shows us 
that such progress has often been 
taken for granted. History shows 
us that such progress has often 
been lost much more quickly than 
it was gained. Black History 
Month must always remind us that 
without continual vigilance, our 
freedoms can certainly be lost. 

Blacks have experienced a 
number of social, economic and 
political changes during the 80s. A 
brief look at some of the most 
revealing categories, such as life 
expectancy, education, employ¬ 
ment, family income and politics 
will help us to see both what we 
achieved and what we have yet to 
achieve. 

While the life expectancy of 
Black Americans showed a slight 
increase during the past decade. 
Black females showed much 
greater gains than males whose 
homicide rate is six times greater 
than that of white males. One 
recent report noted that the life 
expectancy of a Black male was 
lower in Harlem than that of a 


male in Bangladesh. 

In 1988, the number of Black 
young adults between the ages of 
25 and 34 who had completed four 
years of high school had risen to 
80 percent, an all time high. But 
only 13 percent of Black high 
school graduates completed col¬ 
lege, a figure which has not 
changed significantly since the 
beginning of the decade. 

Although the overall employ¬ 
ment picture improved for Blacks 
during the 80s, Blacks were still 
two and one-half times more likely 
to be unemployed than whites. 
And for Black teenagers and Black 
males, the unemployment rates 
stood at 33 and 29 percent respec¬ 
tively. 

In 1987, the Black family 
median income was $18,100, only 
56 percent of the median family 
income for whites, which was 
$32,270. Forty-three percent of 
Black families were headed by sin¬ 
gle women and had a median 
income of only $9,710. Large seg¬ 
ments of the Black population had 
incomes below the poverty line: 
thirty-three percent of all Blacks, 


45 percent of all Black children 
under 18, and 34 percent of all 
Black people over 65. 

In the last ten years, Black pub¬ 
lic officials have been elected in 
unprecedented numbers. But the 
much publicized election of Doug 
Wilder to the Virginia governor¬ 
ship did not even increase the 
number of Blacks elected to state¬ 
wide office. Across the nation, 
only five Blacks currently hold that' 
distinction. 

And while the number of Black 
elected officials has grown from 
4,500 to nearly 7,000 in the last 
decade, no one disputes the fact 
that Blacks still have a long way to 
go in making the ballot a billy 
effective instrument of social, 
economic and political change. 

Clearly, Black History Month 
should be a time to plot 
comprehensive strategies designed 
to bring about an atmosphere of 
equal opportunity for all in every 
sector of our national life. In the 
next century, as we rely more 
heavily upon a growing minority 
labor force, we must take pains to 
see that minorities are well 


prepared to help our nation remain 
competitive in the global market¬ 
place. 

Black History Month must also 
be a time for setting specific goals 
for the future, goals that will allow 
us to achieve parity in education, 
employment, family income, health 
care and other areas. Just as a 
chain is no stronger than its weak¬ 
est link, America can be no 
stronger than its most deprived 
citizens. 

Finally, Black Americans must 
remember the old saying that 
"What we cannot conceive, we 
cannot achieve." If we are to 
achieve parity on all levels, and to 
make even greater contributions to 
our nation, we can do nothing 
greater during this Black History 
Month than to envision a positive 
future and to articulate clearly the 
means by which we hope to 
translate today’s bright visions into 
even brighter realities of tomor¬ 
row. 

If we spend the first Black His¬ 
tory Month of the 90s in this 
fashion, our time will certainly be 
well spent.

"With the 
exception of Southern Illinois, 
Northern Illinois and Sangamon 
State, there was a chance for an 
upset in all of our games," 
Schwegel said. 

One thing players do agree on 
is that their record does not reflect 
the ability of the team.

A taste of success could be 
what the team needs, Bushey said. 
"We lost a lot of games we could 
have won because I don’t think we 
know how to win," he said.

The Bradley Braves will seek 
revenge on the Creighton Bluejays 
tomorrow at 11 a.m. in Bradley’s 
last home game of the season. The 
Bluejays defeated the Braves, 98- 
85, in the first meeting of the two 
teams earlier this season. 

Creighton suffered a tough loss 
to Drake University earlier this 
week. The loss dropped the 
Bluejays into second place in the 
Missouri Valley Conference, leav¬ 
ing Illinois State the .sole possessor 
of first place. Creighton’s record 
stands at 19-9 overall and 8-4 in 
the Valley coming into tomorrow’s 
game. (Bradley is 11-16 overall 
and 6-6 in the Valley.) 

Tomorrow also will be 'Tan 


Appreciation Day," at Carver 
Arena. The first 5,000 fans 
through the doors of the arena will 
receive a free poster featuring the 
Brave’s lone senior, Luke Jackson. 

President Martin G. Abegg, in 
hopes of doing away with false 
rumors regarding a possible switch 
of conferences, released the fol¬ 
lowing statements:

- Bradley has been in contact 
with Commissioner Daniel 
DiEdwardo of the MCC and has 
received information about the 
league from his office. Bradley 
has begun the process of returning 
reciprocal information to the 
MCC. 

- Bradley is not aware of 
DePaul University’s intent to 
affiliate with a conference but any 
decision regarding Bradley will be 
made with the best interests of this 
institution in giind. 

- Bradley University is happy 
with its membership in both the 
MVC and Gateway Conference 
and enjoys the competition with its 
league members. 


In 1982, Coach Tim Conley 
came to Bradley after coaching 
Penn State’s Women’s soccer team 
as well as serving as an assistant 
for the Nittany Lion’s men’s team. 

In the fall of 1985, Conley sub¬ 
mitted the tenth proposal to the 
Bradley athletic department recom¬ 
mending that Bradley make soccer 
a division I sport. Conley’s propo¬ 
sal was approved and soccer was 
added as one of three "priority" 
sports. The other two sports were 
'men’s basketball and baseball. 

The team was added with the 
stipulation it would be funded only 
with existing funds. Additional 
funding would be obtained from 
cutbacks on Bradley’s other sports. 
Soccer would get its revenge on 
the teams that prevented its growth 
for more than a decade. The ath¬ 
letic department located a possible 
place for a home field and plans 
were made for the inaugural sea¬ 
son. 

The fall ’86 season was 
Bradley’s last as a club team* It’s 
record was 6-4-0. Zak Khayat, a 
senior forward, was the teams 
leading scorer and Pete Wagner, a 
freshman and former high school 
All-State player, was the goalie.

Women seek tournament berth

To rehash an old phrase, the 
Lady graves’ destiny is in their 
own hafcids.

The last 
time the teams met, Andrea McAl¬ 
lister connected on eight 3-pointers 
to lead the Lady Braves to a 81-75 
overtime victory. 

"I think Western will be very 
pumped up for us," Boyer said. 
'They are very good and play 
scrappy and they will play hard the 
full 40 minutes. 

Hopefully, the Westerwinds 
won’t be ouf for revenge as badly 
as Illinois State was last Saturday 
at Redbird Arena. After the Lady 
Braves defeated ISU 68-66 earlier 
this year, the Redbirds got their 
revenge with an 80-59 victory.

The Division I Team 
Bradley’s first season as an 
NCAA team was marked with 
energy and enthusiasm. "We were 
committed to getting the best divi¬ 
sion I team that we could. We 
decided that if we were a division 
I team, we would have to work 
quickly to make our schedule fit 
that goal. Our 6-14 record 
reflected that," Conley said. The 
teams opponents were mostly divi¬ 
sion II and III schools but also 
included three division I squads. 

The differences/ in the 1986 
club team to the 1987 inaugural 
team were noticeable. There was 
a great difference in the commit¬ 
ment, interest and level of play. 
Adjusting to division I play was a 
major part of the season," Conley 
said. "Because the team had no 
players with NCAA experience, 
the attitude of the players varied as 
they learned what my expectations 
were." 

What do players remember 
from, the first season? "It was more 
like my freshman high school 
team. It was a very primitive level 
of soccer. No one really took it 
seriously. I think some players 
took their high school seasofis 
more seriously," Don Schwegel, 
one of the tri-captains, said. 

Improvement and an increase in 
the intensity of the program were 
the trademarks of Bradley’s Second 
season. The biggest change was 
the overhaul of the schedule, "We 
played much more talented teams, 
mostly division I opponents. I tried 
to increase the difficulty of the 
schedule and the result was an 
amazing improvement in terms of 
the level of play. With one or two 
exceptions, the games were much 
closer, although we won one less 
gam?," Conley said. 

Bradley finished the season 5- 
15. But Conley said a nucleus of 
players started to form. The 
i recruiting class included five qual¬ 
ity players. We had a stronger 
,group of players, players who 


were comfortable with the 
demands that were placed on 
them," he said. 

Making the transition from high 
school to division I soccer was a 
challenge for the new players. 

Most didn’t know what to expect. 

'T thought there would be a lot of 
older players that were better than 
me on the team, that it would be 
tough to get a starting position," 
Dave Bushey, sophomore forward, 
said. 

Last fall, with all 19 players 
returning, the Bradley soccer team 
entered it’s third season, it was a 
season which raised more ques¬ 
tions than hopes. 

"The attitude of the team was- 
let’s not screw up and have a 
repeat of last year," Bushey said. 

The 1989 schedule included games 
with 16 division I opponents. Of 
those 16, seven were ranked in 
their division by the national 
magazine Soccer America. "We 
had a good group of freshmen and 
sophomores, we knew that we 
could improve on the performance 
of the team last year," Conley 
said. 

Yet, some players were cau¬ 
tiously optimistic. "I thought we 
would be 10 times better than last 
year, but at the same time, I knew 
it was going to be difficult because 
of our schedule," Steve Brobst, 
sophomore fullback, said. 

The season started out well. In 
the first game, Bradley held North¬ 
ern Illinois University to a 1-1 tie 
at halftime before losing 4-1. In 
the second game, the Braves bat¬ 
tled University of Illinois-Chicago 
to the end. Bushey scored with ten 
seconds left in the game, giving 
Bradley a 2-1 victory. 

Bushey said although high 
points of the season were few and 
faf between, the teams’ best game 
was against U.I.C. "It showed 
that we could come back and win a 
game. I thought we would have a 
much better season based on that 
game," he said. 

A 10 game road trip followed 
and the team went 1-9. It’s only 
win was a 2-1 squeaker over 
Western Illinois. "After fall break, 
we played the kind of soccer that it 
takes to win in division I," Conley 
said. 

If there was a turning point in 
the season, most think it was the 
match against Oral Roberts. Brad¬ 
ley lost 2-0 in overtime. 

"After that game, we gave up 
when we expected that we’d lose. 
Sure, we would get excited before 
our games but we were never 
really oi^for blood after that. We 
got down on ourselves. The frus¬ 
tration of losing took its toll," 
Mike Seiler, sophomore fullback, 
said. 

Players said there are a number 
of things to blame for the teams 
lack of success, including them¬ 
selves. "We have the potential, but 
we don’t have the motivation. I 
don’t know if that’s our fault as a 
team or the coaches. It doesnt 
seem luce we’re going out to 
win...people don’t go running out 
on the field ready to kill a team,

Coalition 
prepares 

Both sides 
satisfied

Bradley’s Minority Coalition 
met with administration yesterday 
afternoon to discuss issues the 
group didn’t believe were ade¬ 
quately addressed by the Univer¬ 
sity. 

The Coalition will meet with 
the Board of Trustees to discuss 
the issue of divestment in South 
Africa on March 13. They will 
meet with the chairperson of the 
general education committee to 
discuss a multi-cultural relationship 
course, which would deal with 
racism and sexism, as a general 
education requirement. Renovation 
of the Romeo B. Garrett Cultural 
Center will begin, which will 
include repairs to the first floor 
and installation of various fixtures. 

Calvin Butler, spokesperson for 
the Coalition, said the meeting 
went very well. "The meeting on 
the whole was very positive. We 
must work together. I know 
honestly they’re making the effort 
and will continue as long as they 
talk with us." 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, said, Pro¬ 
gress was made. There was an 
exchange of viewpoints. The 
longer we meet and the longer we 
talk, the better off we are." 

The Minority Coalition was 
formed last month after a flier was 
posted on campus announcing the 
formation of the American White 
Supremacist Party and a racially- 
defamatory letter was distributed 
on campus from the KKKOC (Ku 
Klux Klan On Campus). The 
Coalition demanded that the 
University take action about the 
situation. 

They asked University officials 
to take numerous actions, includ¬ 
ing renovation of the Garrett 
Center, divestment of holdings of 
South African companies or com¬ 
panies doing business there and

BU Senate gears up for proposal

No vote will be taken on a $14 
increase in student activity fees 
unless Senate receives at least 600 
signatures — by a tentative Monday 
deadline - to put the proposal bn 
next month’s all-school ballot. 

The petition, which is being 
circulated by Senate representa¬ 
tives, is not to support the propo¬ 
sal but to simply get it on the 
referendum. 


The increase, which would 
push the activity fee from $26 to 
$40 per student, would be used to 
provide about $70,000 more in 
activity and organization funds to 
bring large-name entertainment and 
additional programs to Bradley. 

Many students think the petition 
being circulated by senators is a 
direct appeal to improve that 
increase and hesitate to sign the 
petition, according to some sena¬ 
tors meeting resistance to their 
efforts. "We need 600 signatures 


just to get the issue on the ballot 
with the spring officer elections," 
Jim Trotter, SABRC chairperson 
and all-school treasurer, said. 
"We’re not voting ’yes’ or ’no’ on 
the increase until then." 

Senate has circulated the peti¬ 
tions for about two weeks and set 
the March 5 deadline for each 
senator to turn in 45 signatures. 
However, Senate ultimately needs 
the names only in time to print the 
all-school election ballots for April 
8 and 9, Trotter said. 


Two dollars of the $14 increase 
would go into SABRC’s general 
fund used to finance campus 
organization activities under the 
annual budgeting process. The 
remaining $12 would become part 
of a special activity fund used to 
bring large-name bands, comedians 
and speakers to campus that are 
too expensive for the current 
budget and do not necessarily meet 
SABRC budgeting guidelines. 

"For the quality of the Univer-

Tuition adjustment on the table

Bradley officials are currently 
working on a proposal to decrease 
the amount of tuition for part-time, 
non-traditional students, Dr. Kal¬ 
man Goldberg, vice-president of 
Academic Affairs, said. 

The program would charge stu¬ 
dents the full tuition price and then 
allow them to be reimbursed by 


the state at a price comparable to a 
state institution. The plan would be 
the first of its kind. 

Bradley’s tuition is $7,990 per 
year. The average tuition at a pub¬ 
lic university is $2,337 per year. 

Only third and fourth year 
Bradley students would be covered 
by the program. Students would 
probably attend Illinois Central 
College for their first two years. 

"It’s Bradley’s attempt to 
respond to a community need," 


Goldberg said. 'There are a lot of 
students who are place bound, they 
can’t leave Peoria because they 
work here and have families here, 
but who want to complete an 
undergraduate degree and find that 
it is very expensive to attend Brad¬ 
ley. " 

These students do not have 
scholarships available to them like 
full-time students. 

He also said that the proposal 
was precipitated by an interest of 


Sangamon State University to 
expand its offerings and offer 
degree completion to non- 
traditional students in programs 
that Bradley already offers. 

The plan would start off by 
offering more courses in the even¬ 
ing and on the weekends. The plan 
would not affect regular full-time 
students. 

As of now, the proposal is still 
in the planning stages. 
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Senate, SABRC, wield 
a double-edged sword 



Bradley University’s Student 
Senate and the Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee are 
playing with a sharp, jagged, 
double-edged sword. A recent peti¬ 
tion is calling for an increase of 
the student activities fee from $26 
to $40. 

The danger is apparent. Does 
the Senate, SABRC and the activi¬ 
ties council continue to hear the 
complaints of students who think 
there is nothing to do on campus? 
Or do they then hear the cries of 
agony when students are asked to 
reach into an already empty pocket 
for $14 more to attend activities 
some of the students go to? 

Every way they turn, they’re 
caught. 

The old adage, "you can’t make 
everyone happy" appears to be the 
motto for this newest petition. 

The last increase occurred two 
years ago. Though this increase 
could have simply been passed 
through Senate, they should be 
commended for not overriding the 
student body and thereby putting 
the decision on the shoulders of 
the students. 

Stacey Bums, all-school 
president, said the decision was 
given to the students so they could 
have an input. 

"Actually, it gives us the 
upper-hand because then if people 
complain we’ll be able to say, ’you 
could have voted on it.’" 

Senate representatives have 
been asked to solicit 50 signatures 
by Monday in order to get 600 sig¬ 
natures, or 10 percent of the stu¬ 
dent population. The petitions are 
solely for the purpose of determin¬ 
ing if the increase should be on the 
ballot. If the signatures are 
obtained, the vote will be put on 
the all-school election ballot as a 
referendum next month. 

The $14 increase is broken 
down by allocating $2 into the 
general SABRC fund and $12 into 
a special activities fund or special 
events reserve. This $12 would go 
to big-name entertainers and musi¬ 
cal acts. In all, the $40 fee would 
be broken into $28 for the general 


fund and $12 to special activities 
funding. The current fee of $26 
gives all $26 to the general fund 
and nothing for special activities. 

There are many questions to be 
posed about this topic but most 
questions, according to Peggy Sas- 
sorossi, director of student activi¬ 
ties, can’t be answered because 
Senate feels it is difficult to plan 
for the future while the students 
are still deciding the fate of the 
plan and if it will even reach the 
referendum stage next month. 

There has been concern. 
recently that if the plan is passed 
that most of the money will go to 
ACBU and leave the "smaller" 
clubs without funding. Jim Trotter, 
chairperson of SABRC, said, "If 
organizations were smart, they’d 
vote ’yes’ to this because it would 
give them more money to work 
with." 

There also is the aspect of gain¬ 
ing the additional funding while 
attendance numbers lag. At a 
recent E.O. Friday’s event (Bar¬ 
bara Bailey Hutchinson) the crowd 
only numbered 45, while at the 
Authorized Personnel show, 304 
people showed up and at an 
Amnesty International event on 
Feb. 20, 118 people showed. Pro¬ 
gramming seems to be a real hit- 
or-miss situation at Bradley. There 
is either a large crowd or none at 
all. I used to think students were 
apathetic, but I’ve realized students 
just have a lot going and can’t 
always find time to go to an event. 

And what about those people 
who never attend an event? Why 
should they have to pay $14 more 
for events they never attend? 
Trotter said if the money was 
gained, bigger names would 
appear on campus, thus drawing 
more students to events. But it 
seems to be an incredible risk. Ask 
the students for more money and 
they might attend more events but 
the chance is great. 

And what if the plan does get 
approved on the referendum and 
we end up paying $40 and nothing 
gets accomplished or "big-names" 
can’t be booked? What then? 


Where does all the money go? And 
wouldn’t it be wise, if after the stu¬ 
dents vote for the increase, to have 
some sort of student input on the 
different kinds of "big-name" 
entertainers who would come to 
campus? If you’re going to get my 
$40, I would at least want to have 
some say in where it goes instead 
of a select group of students select¬ 
ing what I’ll see. 

"Who’s going to say ’no’ to 
bettering a program on campus...if 
people would just realize we’re 
way behind the times (in relation 
to other schools that chart $80 or 
$90)," Bums said. 

There will be a lot of students 
who will be able to give an easy 
"no" to this proposal, especially 
the students who have a tight 
budget, those who have three other 
jobs plus a full-time load or those 
students who don’t have the time 
or the desire to attend events. 
There also are students who 
wouldn’t mind an increase and 
want better entertainment on 
campus. 

But in the end, while Bums and 
Trotter said they are optimistic, I 
question whether students will get 
involved in this economic 
endeavor. Although the increase 
looks good in the planning stages 
in the end, I question whether the 
money will be put to good use and 
if students will attend the events 
they have paid an extra $14 for. I 
know as a student I would appreci¬ 
ate the extra "big-name" enter¬ 
tainers but I also know a lot of stu¬ 
dents who are fed up with paying 
so much money and don’t attend 
events. 

The double-edged sword has 
been drawn and SABRC and Sen¬ 
ate face an enormous challenge. I 
just wonder who will be the first to 
shed some precious blood? The 
students who complain about lack 
of events or those who complain 
about spending money? Eithe 
way, SABRC and Senate, an( 
especially the student body, now 
hold the sword in their hands.

Crisis 

Dear Editor, 

The .wire and various elements of the 
media brought news of the most recent 
crisis at Bradley University. Even my 
campus newspaper gave prominence to 
the story, as a case study of the 
extraordinary increase in racial 
incidents on U.S. campuses. Most 
unfortunately, the climate over the last 
ten years has contributed handsomely 
to what has become a national crisis. 

In this sense, Bradley University is not 
unique. 

You may recall that I spent eight years 
as a faculty member at Bradley, 
between 1978 and 1986, so Bradley is 
a familiar old friend whose warts are 
known to me. A smallish university 
with a small endowment can survive 
but a few crisis. The will to survive 
and to prosper, in the spirit of its 
founder, a woman of extraordinary 
talent, Lydia Moss Bradley, must be 
accompanied by a sense of mission and 
a direction in which a principled posi¬ 
tion is taken in such a matter of 
national importance as racism. When I 
joined the Bradley staff, I was one of 
two or three black faculty members, 
and the experience of Bradley’s interra¬ 
cial conditions was troublesome to say 
the least. This is precisely why I left 
Bradley, and why good minority 
faculty have not come, or have left. 
Little was actually ever resotVed. 

The intensity and the dimensions of 
what has happened could be foreseen. 
Far from being an isolated incident, 
this event shows itself as part of a pat¬ 
tern coming from ingrained bigotry 
found at all levels of the structure. If it 
is agreed that this is an isolated 
incident, then it means that Bradley 
learned little from all the incidents with 
which I was familiar over the last 10 
years. 

Bradley University still has a reservoir 
of good will in the minority and pro¬ 
gressive (as distinct from the reaction¬ 
ary) communities and it will reverse 
the tide only by acting swiftly and tak¬ 
ing bold decisions to distance itself 
from recent events. In this sense the 
demands made by the students (e.g., 
divestment from South Africa, Black 
studies in the curriculum, and increased 
number of Black faculty and adminis¬ 
trators) are made with the interest of 
Bradley at heart. In the final analysis, 
they should have been taken by the 
administration on its own, without 
prodding a long time ago. Only then 
will Bradley be able to pursue its mis¬ 
sion of excellence instead of repro3uc- 
ing generations of bigoted individuals.

Hale appeals to administration

Matt Hale has declared March 
as White History Month and said 
he will ask Ed King, executive 
director of housing, residential life 
and student judicial system, if he 
can post fliers on campus announc¬ 
ing the month. King was unavail¬ 
able for comment because he is out 
of town until Monday. 

Hale said he doesn’t believe this 
should cause any problems because 
there is a Black History Month. 
He said White History Month 
would acknowledge the accom¬ 
plishments of whites in history. 

On Feb. 6, the 18-year-old East 
Peorian caused an uproar on 
pampus by posting fliers that 
announced a meeting for his 
group, the American White 
Supremacist Party. He was placed 
on disciplinary probation by the 
University for violating the student 
code by posting fliers without 
approval and threatening the edu-

expulsion of Matt Hale, the 
founder of AWSP. 

Hale was placed on disciplinary 
probation for posting the fliers 
without approval and for threaten¬ 
ing the educational process at the 
University. 

The Coalition’s purpose is to 
make the University aware of 
racial problems on campus; to edu¬ 
cate the campus on different cul¬ 
tures and backgrounds of others;

The Bradley greek system is 
seeking improvements with the 
outside assistance from the 
National Interfratemity Council. 

INTERCHANGE is a member¬ 
ship program of services for inter¬ 
fratemity councils that is spon¬ 
sored by NIC. Its purpose is to 
improve fraternity systems. 

Craig Peterson, director of 
INTERCHANGE, said this NIC 
program has been in existence for 
two years and has grown to 225 
campuses across the country. It 
provides assistance for fraternities 
such as resource files and on-site 
evaluations in order to make 
improvements. 

John Martinez, Greek adviser 
at the University of Illinois, said 
INTERCHANGE is a great pro¬ 
gram.

representatives will come to Brad¬ 
ley on Monday and Tuesday to 
evaluate the greek system. The 
evaluators will be Adlon Jorgen¬ 
sen, assistant dean of students at 
University of Illinois and Jeff 
Cufaude, greek affairs coordinator 
at Iowa State University. 

On Monday, Jorgensen and 
Cufaude will meet with faculty, 
administration, alumni, IFC 
officers and chapter officers. On 
Tuesday, they will have more 
meetings and will present their 
findings and recommendations at 6 
p.m. in Olin 159 at an open meet¬ 
ing. 

IFC had to complete a self- 
appraisal with the help of its 
chapter presidents. INTER¬ 
CHANGE will use this appraisal in 
its on-site evaluation. There are 18 
criteria that are evaluated. 

Dave Mainella, IFC president, 
said the IFC and fraternity 
presidents met in December and 
unanimously voted on having 
INTERCHANGE come to campus 
to evaluate the greek system. 'It’s 
something that we need for a 
strong IFC program. This is one 
of the most important things IFC 
has done ." 

It is $150 a year for IFC to be 
a part of INTERCHANGE. The 
evaluation will cost about $800. 
IFC has requested a special grant 
from the University to pick up the 
cost. If IFC doesn’t receive the 
grant, the houses will be assessed 
equally which will be about 85 
cents per man. 

Mainella said the overall greek 
system seems very excited about 
the evaluation because it will help 
their future. "It will show us what 
is right and wrong and what can 
be better." 

Mainella said they need help in 
a number of areas. He said he isn’t 
sure about the outcome of the 
•evaluation. "We’re not a bad 
Greek system, we’re not superior 
~ we’re mediocre right now." 

Mainella said this evaluation 
should have been done years ago. 
"We’re about as far as we can go 
without help." 

Bradley’s greek system will be 
evaluated on such categories as 
scholarship, interfratemalism, 
external relations, rush, judicial, 
financial structure, philanthropy 
and campus/community service. 

Mainella said they want to 
place great emphasis on external 
relations by meeting and working 
with other greek organizations 
such as United Black Panhellenic 
Council and PanHel, as well as 
other student organizations. 

Rush, according to the self¬ 
appraisal, is one of the greek 
system’s strong points. "We are 


one of the few IFCs in the country 
that uses formal rush. Our rush is 
very structured," Mainella said. 

Most schools are open, which 
men aren’t required to visit a 
specific number of houses but are 
given the option to visit all or only 
one. Bradley’s program takes the 
students to the houses and gives 
them counseling on the chapters. 
The report expressed starting a 
rush clinic for counselors. 

Another area that IFC said it is 
lacking in is their judicial system. 
Their constitution has not been res¬ 
tructured since 1979, and about 
three to four amendments have 
been added since then. 

Mainella said the constitution is 
outdated. He said rules need to be 
redefined since three houses are on 
probation for house violations. 

They cited a high percentage of 
greeks as another strength of 
Bradley’s system. Mainella said 
this is due to Bradley’s size and its 
ideal atmosphere. "Students are 
encouraged to get involved. We 
also have strong relationships with 
faculty and administration. We’re 
in the position where we can con¬ 
tribute a great deal to the Univer¬ 
sity. " 

The BYOB act, which bans 
chapters from having kegs and the 
purchase of alcohol with house 
funds that goes into effect next 
semester, was passed last week 
and should be a plus for IFC. 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life and the 
student judicial system, said this 
evaluation will show the strengths 
and weaknesses of Bradley’s greek 
system. "It will give us ideas of 
where to expand." He said this is 
the first evaluation from an off- 
campus group. 

Jeff Keyser, Phi Gamma Delta 
(FUI) member and IFC strategic 
planning chair, said he is looking 
forward to the evaluation. "It is a 
chance to get an outside view on 
how to improve a system that is 
weak in a few areas. A lot of 
things they consider important in 
the evaluation I never thought of 
or didn’t think was that important." 

Paul Barney, president of 
Sigma Phi Epsilon last semester, 
said he voted for INTERCHANGE 
because it’s not very expensive and 
will expose Bradley’s weak points 
in its greek system. "It should pro¬ 
vide a better way for IFC and fra¬ 
ternities to work together." 

Drew Miller, president of 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon last semester, 
said he voted for INTERCHANGE 
because their national has similar 
program that helped their chapter 
in the past. "It’s (greek system) is 
not good or bad, it could be 
better."

UBPC National bans pledging

People from each of the eight 
national black fraternities and 
sororities announced a decision to 
ban the pledging process. 

The decision was made in an 
effort to eliminate hazing in the 
National Black Pan Hellenic Coun¬ 
cil. 

James Fitzpatrick, president of 
the United Black Pan Hellenic 
Council and of Phi Beta Sigma fra¬ 
ternity, said hazing does not per¬ 
tain to every chapter of every fra¬ 


ternity and sorority. 

"This does not include any of 
the chapters here at Bradley. They 
are directing this toward chapters 
who haze," Fitzpatrick said. 

Though pledgeship will be 
abolished, Fitzpatrick said there 
will be a new form of intake. He 
said it will be altered slightly, but 
some type of intake process will be 
established. 

An actual plan of action will 
probably be decided on during the 
Spring or Summer. Fitzpatrick said 
Phi Beta Sigma will discuss a pol¬ 
icy at their national convention in 
May.

Bradley University actors will 
take the stage tonight in a historic 
performance of Georges Feydeau's 
"A Flea in Her Ear." 

Tonight’s performance marks 
the 83rd anniversary of the 
opening of the play on March 2, 
1907 in Paris. It was first per¬ 
formed in America in 1909 in a 
German version. The play has also 
been translated into every major 
language and performed in every 
major country, Jeffrey Huberman, 
director of the play, said. 

Huberman said Feydeau has a 
reputation for having written some 
of the funniest plays ever. "The 
play is fast, fun and furious," 
Huberman said. He also said the 
play is funny because characters 
who should not be together are 
thrown together. "The hilarity, fun 
and madness comes when the 
women retaliate," he said. 

The play involves a great 
amount of physical comedy of 
which the cast was trained by a 
professional physical comedy 
coach from California, Mike 
Fields.

He offered the future Oliver 
Stones and Steven Speilberg’s in 
the audience this advice: "Never 
let someone tell you that you can’t 
do something, because in listening 
to them you are only holding back 
on your own potential." 

Final shots... 

But unlike the stuffed shirts of 
the movie industry, not willing to 
venture out with something they 
fear they will fail at, Chris Otjen 
is a rebel with a cause - ambition.

on April 9 and 10.

Fought said, "There will be

’Braves’. The entrants will be hard 
pressed to come up with some¬ 
thing. " 

Ricciardelli said she would like 
the contest to find a logo that will 
not be insulting, will be appropri¬ 
ate to the University and satisfy 
the student body. She has been 
against the past Bradley logo that 
she called insulting and not 
appropriate for a University. "A 
University is supposed to educate 
away from stereotypes and preju¬ 
dice," she said. 

The committee will meet on 
April 2 to judge the entries and 
select the finalists that will be put 
, on the ballot. The faculty and 
administration will also be 


included in the vote on the 
logo/mascot. "The faculty and 
everyone is involved," Lasek said. 

'The faculty have to stay here 
longer than the students. The 
atmosphere of the campus is 
helped or hindered by the faculty. 
Everyone has to be happy on this 
campus," Burns said. 

The main interest of the com¬ 
mittee is that everyone is satisfied 
with the decision. "We want to 
avoid any racist and objections to 
minority groups. We want students 
to have input, but they need to be 
aware of the underlying issues of 
racism," Zant said. Lasek also said 
the issues of racism must be 
treated. 

Anderson said, "We are 
interested ideally in finding a 
logo/mascot that everyone is happy 
with and something that can last." 

Entry forms will be available at 
noon on Tuesday, in the Field- 
house, Student Senate office, Infor¬ 
mation Office in the Student Center 
and Resident Hall Offices.

sity we go to, the entertainment 
available to the students is not up 
to par"" Trotter said. The reason 
is because students aren’t paying an 
activity fee comparable to other 
universities." 

Comparable universities like 
Drake University and Southern 
Illinois University at Edwardsville 
have activity fee allocations for 
3,000 to 11,000 students which are 
most similar to Bradley’s, Suzan 
Steele, SABRC member, said. The 
schools researched charge fees 
from $38 to $65 without including 
health fees or season ticket costs, 
she said. 

Trotter said SABRC could not 
take advantage of opportunities to 
bring Edie Brickell and New 
Bohemians to campus last year and 
the Bodeans last semester only 
because the money was not there. 

"SABRC could fund activities 
as it is now," he said. 
"But...there’s going to be a huge 
social gap now with the new keg 
policy and it’s going to be up to 
the programming of organizations 
on campus to make up the slack. 
But we need money to do that." 

Both Trotter and Peggy Sas- 
sarossi, student activities director, 
said Senate could have voted on 
and passed the increase without 


taking it to a student referendum. 
The last fee increased in 1985 
passed within Senate because they 
voted to do it," Sassarossi said.

"Collectively within (this) Student 
Senate, they decided the fairest 
way was to bring the vote to the 
student population." 

Meanwhile, some senators say 
they are meeting a lot of resistance 
getting signatures to put the propo¬ 
sal on the April ballot. The 
response is very apathetic," Rich 
Herman, Harper Hall senator, 
said. They say, ’we don’t go to 
the activities anyway so why 
should we pay for them?’" 

R.C. Lowe, Senate Academic 
chair, said, "Another thing they’re 
thinking is that it’s going to be 
passed anyway. If it doesn’t get 
passed, it’s not going through and 
we’re not getting the funds." 

Each of the six Senate 
representatives contacted said such 
misunderstandings have hindered 
the referendum’s success so far. 
There are a lot of rumors going 
around and people don’t understand 


(the petition)," Lowe said. "I think 
we can get it passed as long as it’s 
well represented." 

Students who decided against 
signing the petition have said the 
proposal was not adequately 
explained to them. "I thought it 
was a poll of some sort," senior 
Brian Smith said. "I think it’s a 
terribly exorbitant hike. If it was 
done over the course of four years, 
there would probably be a lot less 
griping about it." 

Junior Keith Kroeger said he 
did not sign the petition because of 
the way it was proposed. There 
was just no real indication about 
what new activities there would be 
or why we should spend more 
money than we already have," he 
said. "It sounded like they were 
saying, ’we want more money so 
give it to us.*" 

Freshman Cindy Spector signed 
the referendum but agreed that she 
initially did not understand the 
proposal. "When it was originally 
passed around, it just sounded like 
they wanted more money," she 
said. "But the girl proposing the 
increase to me explained how good 
the acts are (that the fee increase 
could bring in) and it’s fair because 
they made it clear that since it’s 
part of your tuition, financial aid 
can cover it."

Grammar 

Dear Editor, 

Last week’s Scout ran a letter from 
Chris Coker called "Wake Up" that 
bashed the White supremacists on 
campus, and in particular the poor 
grammar found in their White 
supremacist literature. "Don’t you 
know how to spell?" asks Coker in his 
letter. "How can you say that [blacks 
do not belong in college] when you 
can’t spell, type, or use proper sentence 
structure? " 

By my count there are seven grammati¬ 
cal errors in "Wake Up." I found them 
by applying the normal rules of writing 
such as: (a) contractions require apos- 
trophies ("Then you proceed to tell us 
that we gave you AIDS and that its kil¬ 
ling Whites"); and (b) a sentence 
should usually stick to one verb tense 
("Blacks have been involved in many 
things that improved and help shape 
this country.") And while stuttering is 
sometimes unavoidable in speech, it 
isn’t very acceptable at the written level 
("Pardon me, but I do believe that 
AIDS is more prevalent among Whites 
and that they have never proven to to 
have come from Blacks.") 

Believe me, it would be very tempting 


to rip into Chris Coker about the obvi¬ 
ous hypocrisy of his letter, and about 
the fool he has made of himself, and 
about the mockery he has made of the 
very race he was trying to champion. I 
could perhaps hypothesize, as others on 
campus have, that the only reason the 
White supremacist literature was of 
such poor grammatical quality was 
because they knew blacks would under¬ 
stand nothing better. 

But, before I do any ripping, I must 
ask myself if the letter Chris Coker 
sent in to the Scout is the letter that the 
Scout ran. Assuming it was, I could 
commence ripping. The theories of 
Matt Hale and his Nazi friends would 
gain much credibility. But I have read 
far too many issues of the Scout to 
believe that "Wake Up" was accurately 
run. For a publication that represents a 
fairly competitive school of higher 
learning, the Scout is disappointingly 
riddled with typos each week. I can 
honestly say that my high school news¬ 
paper, with a copy circulation of about 
500, did a better job of editing. Take a 
good look at the front page of last 
Friday’s Scout if you are having 
doubts. I count seven errors, among 
them two maligned possessives, "it’s" 
and "they’re," and a backward quota¬ 
tion mark. The writers of those front 
page stories-Dayna Brown and Evan 
Lorenzetti--are also the Scout copy edi¬ 
tors, the ones responsible for the 
paper’s maligned possessives and back¬ 
ward quotation marks. And in case 
anybody is thinking about pointing to 
theories, both Dayna and Evan are 
White. 

Wliat am I saying? I am saying that it 
is a shame that grammar has been 
relegated such a low importance by the 
Scout staff. The seriousness of the 
problem can be gauged by Chris 
Coker’s letter, a fine attempt at truth 
which was utterly mangled by the 
Scout at the expense of the Black com¬ 
munity. I hope this letter will bring 
about some change in the priorities of 
those who think that the Scout is an 
important forum second and good on a 
resume first.

So much of the talk that racism has 
been filled with hate and ignorance, 
from both priorities and Whites. Very 


little has been talked about that would 
actually help solve any of the problems 
of racism. The Minority Coalitions’ 
demands do very little to improve the 
problem of racism here at Bradley 
University. 

Racism is an attitude. Attitudes cannot 
be changed by kicking people out of 
school or by renovating the Garrett 
Center. Attitudes cannot be changed 
by affirmative action and racially 
motivated recruiting and hiring. The 
coalition is trying to treat the symp¬ 
toms of racism with such demands and 
this will not stop racism. 

Such demands may temporarily help 
the minority cause but actually only 
foster in the minds of the majority that 
minorities need all of this special atten- 
tiqp and that minorities cannot compete 
on equal footing. So rather than actu¬ 
ally helping, these "solutions" only add 
to the racial problem in the long run. 
Other such attitude killers are the 
names minorities choose for their 
organizations. ^A letter was printed 
recently that state all people were wel¬ 
come to attend Black Student Alliance 
meetings. The name itself creates the 
impression that only blacks are wel¬ 
come, regardless of the reality 
involved. A suggested alternative 
would be Students for Racial Equality 
or any other name that does not 
exclude people by implication. With a 
name such as BSA an obvious argu¬ 
ment arises that if BSA is O.K. then a 
WSA is O.K., but in reality neither is 
right. 

I agree with the coalition that a class at 
Bradley which addresses the problem 
of racism is necessary. I do not agree 
that the class needs to be a Black Stu¬ 
dies course, however. A class that 
places emphasis on the value and 
equality of all human life and exposes 
the student to many cultural differences 
that exist in the world today would be 
ideal. By limiting the students to any 
minority or minorities some people will 
be excluded. A class where it is 
stressed that being different does not 
change the basic worth of the indivi¬ 
dual has the best chance to change atti¬ 
tudes. 

Given the incidents that led up to the 
formation of the coalition and its 
demands, it is understandable that their 
demands would be a reaction rather 
than an action. In order for any real 
progress to be made though, both 
minorities and the majority will have to 
change the way they think, and this 
will take time and a lot of sacrifice by 
both the majority and minorities.

familiar? Well, he unwittingly 
answered my question on Bradley’s 
chemical dependency policy. 

On the supply side, the peasants 
which produce the raw material for 
the U.S. abusers will not halt this 
production until the drug cartels 
are disbanded and the profitability 
of this farming ends. Ending U.S. 
demand will put a crimp in pro¬ 
duction, but the inane plans to 
drop caterpillars on Coca plants or 
giving lands to farmers for sub¬ 
sistence farming are ideas of 
desperation. 

And speaking of desperation, 
those who persist in calling for 
legalization of drugs have surren¬ 
dered without a fight. Pointing to 
the foolishness of alcohol prohibi¬ 
tion in the 1920s, they draw a 
correlation between the two. 
Unfortunately, they forget that the 
drugs they want to legalize are 
significantly more addictive than 
alcohol and ultimately more des¬ 
tructive, an important point consid¬ 
ering the destruction caused on our 
nation’s roads by drunk drivers. 

Instead, we should push for 
stronger measures against those 
who do abuse while changing our 
attitudes from the drug promiscuity 
of the 60s and the 70s to an 
intolerance stand in the 90s.

Netters travel to the land of cheese

Two- weeks ago, the Bradley 
men’s tennis team traveled to the 
great land of cheese to take on the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Milwaukee and the University of 
Wisconsin-Green Bay. 

The Braves returned home with 
two decisive victories, posting a 
7-2 dismantling of UW-Milwaukee 
and an 8-1 stomping of UW-Green 
Bay. 

Commenting on the victories, 
Coach John Moorhouse was more 
than pleased.

Marquette’s number 
one and number six singles players 
squeaked by Bradley’s number one 
player Pedro Velez and number six 
player Mike Polisner to clinch the 
victory for Marquette. 

'It was a tough loss for us, we 
always have very close matches 
with Marquette," the Brave’s 
number five singles player David 
Thorne said. "Last time we pulled 


one out in the last day of competi¬ 
tion -- this time they did. We’ll 
bounce back." 

And Wednesday night the 
Braves did bounce back, defeating 
Western Illinois University, 8-1. 

The victory proved to be the 
team’s most decisive victory of the 
year so far. 

The netters attribute some of 
their recent success to the 
increased fan support they have 
had lately. 

This weekend the Braves return 
to Wisconsin, this time to play in 
an eight-team tournament at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout.

Runners struggle at 
conference meets

Once again, Bradley’s lack of 
numbers on its men’s and women’s 
track teams told the story for the 
outcome of the Missouri Valley 
Conference and the Gateway 
Conference Indoor Championship 
meets. 

Both meets were held last 
weekend at Southern Illinois 
University in Carbondale, Ill. 

Five men and five women com¬ 
peted for Bradley in their respec¬ 
tive conference meets, with junior 
Melodie Turner being the only 
competitor able to place in an 
event. 

Turner’s time of 1:35.44 earned 
her a second place finish in the 
600 meter race and also all¬ 
conference honors. 

Her performance was the tenth 
all-time best race ever in the 600 
meter event of the Gateway 
Conference Indoor meet. 

Coach Craig Dahlquist also 
praised the efforts of junior Mari¬ 
anne Dorcak. 

"Marianne ran a very strong 
800 meter race. Unfortunately, she 
was unable to make the finals," 
Dahlquist said. 

Illinois State University won 
the meet by only two points over 
Southern Illinois University. 
Western Illinois University, the 
third place team, finished five 


points behind the Lady Redbirds of 
ISU. 

In the Missouri Valley meet, 
Eric Suender ran the 3000 meter 
race in 8:33.4, the third best time 
ever for a Bradley runner in that 
event. His time, however, only 
earned him a seventh place finish, 
disqualifying him from all¬ 
conference honors and leaving the 
men’s team scoring no points in the 
meet. 

Freshman Todd Bryant, who 
Dahlquist said was "capable" of 
making it into the finals, had a 
strong 800 meter time in the prel¬ 
iminary race, but missed qualify¬ 
ing for the finals by six-tenths of a 
second. 

"We accomplished a lot of 
things this year that we were 
unable to accomplish last year," 
Dahlquist said. "By not racing so 
hard, so soon most of the athletes 
are still on an upswing. There 
should be a real significant 
improvement during the outdoor 
season." 

Today, Dorcak, Turner, Bryant 
and Suender are competing in the 
Hoosier Hills Open in Blooming¬ 
ton, IN. The other team members 
are training for the start of the out¬ 
door track season, which begins 
March 31 when both the men’s and 
the women’s teams will be compet¬ 
ing in the Western Illinois Relays.

Lady Brave’s last game to determine fate

Three of Bradley’s remaining 
seven scholarship players received 
Missouri Valley Conference 
honors earlier this week. 

Junior Curtis Stuckey was 
named to the Valley’s all¬ 
conference first team, while senior 
Luke Jackson and sophomore 
Andy Bastock received honorable 
mention votes from the Valley 
coaches. Jackson was also an 
honorable mention selection by the 
media representatives cavering the 
Valley teams throughout the sea¬ 
son. Bastock earned votes for 
Defensive Player of the Year as 
well. (The award went to Illinois 
State’s Randy Blair). 

Stuckey is the league’s leading 
scorer going into this weekend’s 
Valley Tournament. He is averag¬ 
ing 24.4 ppg. and he could become 
the fourth consecutive Bradley 
player to capture the Valley scor¬ 
ing title (Hersey Hawkins won it 
in both 1987 and 1988 while 
Anthony Manuel took the honor 
last year). 

Jackson played in his final 
home game of his collegiate career 
last Saturday when the Braves 
challenged the Bluejays of Creigh¬ 
ton. 

Jackson, who started in all 117 
games that Bradley has played 
since he came to school here, 
ended his career by scoring a 
career-high 35 points and walking 
off the court of Carver Arena for 
the last time to a much-deserved 
standing ovation. In scoring the 
35 points, he made 15 of his 23 
shots from the floor including the 
first three-pointer of his career. 



Bradley concluded regular sea¬ 
son play at 11-19 overall and 6-8 
in the conference. The Braves 
conference record marked the 
team’s first sub-.500 finish since 
the 1983-84 season and earned 
Bradley its fifth place finish in the 
Valley.

The Braves play fourth seeded 
Tulsa tomorrow at approximately 
2:30 p.m. in Bradley’s first game 
of the MVC Tournament. Bradley 
lost to Tulsa in both meetings of 
the two teams earlier this season in 
regular conference play. 

"We are ready to play Tulsa 
because of the controversies that 
evolved both times we played them 
during the season," assistant coach 
Mo McHone said. "We match-up 
pretty good with Tulsa, even more 
so now that Michael Scott is out of 
their lineup. We should also have 
more fans at the game, so it will 
be somewhat like having the home 
court advantage." 

McHone also commented on 
the Brave’s season. 

"I was most pleased with the 
progress that Curtis (Stuckey) 
made. He has developed into one 
of the top players in the Valley," 
McHone said. "This season was 
also one of the best turnaround 
seasons I’ve ever been involved 
with. When we went from being 
1-9 to being 10-13, I was really 
proud of the team." 

Of course, one of the biggest 
disappointments of the season was 
the number of players Bradley 
lost, either due to injuries or quit¬ 
ting the team. When the season 
began, there were eleven players 
on scholarship. When the regular 
season ended Wednesday night, 
seven of those players remained on 
the team, along with two eligible 
walk-ons. 

But the past is the past and the 
Braves are concentrating on this 
weekend’s MVC tournament at Illi¬ 
nois State.

Finances, more than anything, 
seem to play the biggest role in 
success. "In collegiate soccer, it is 
almost impossible to develop a 
championship team unless you are 
well funded," Donna Noonan, 
NCAA spokesperson, said. 

The number of scholarships that 
Bradley has awarded to the soccer 
team has increased from one in 
1985 to four in 1987 and to nine 
for the next fall. The total number 
of scholarships allowed by the 
NCAA is 12.

Bradley’s soccer program on the upswing 
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SABRC freezes 
emergency funds

The Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) has 
declared a temporary freeze on its 
emergency funds until it receives a 
monthly statement of expenditures 
from the Controller’s Office in 
approximately two weeks. 

"Right now, we’re at the point 
where we may be out of money or 
we may not be," Jim Trotter, 
SABRC chairperson, said. "We 
will wait until the February 
readouts come out on the school so 
we know exactly how much money 
we have. It’s temporary, but Tm 
pretty sure that no more emer¬ 
gency appeals are going to be 
funded this year." 

Peggy Sassarossi, student 
activities director, said SABRC’s 
emergency fund usually does not 
run low until the end of March or 
beginning of April. This year, 
however, the money was spent 
much earlier than anticipated. 

"There were so many activities 
being requested that it drained the 
money faster than expected. The 
emergency fund is not there to be 
used how it was this year," Trotter 
said. 

In previous years, only two or 
three additional programs were 
requested per semester after the 
budget hearings. This year, there 
were five or six additional pro¬ 
grams requested each semester. 


The number of requests for 
additional funds for previously 
budgeted activities also increased 
from approximately one per semes¬ 
ter in past years to two or three 
each semester this year. 

The emergency fund consists of 
money left over after SABRC 
finishes their yearly budget. 'This 
year we had about $13,000 left 
over. We’ve already funded six 
emergency appeals...and we have 
three pending that got in before the 
deadline. That’s a lot," Trotter 
said. 

Sassarossi said there are two 
reasons why organizations apply 
for emergency funds. The first is 
to get additional money for an 
activity that has already been 
budgeted, but whose cost was 
underestimated. The other reason 
is for new programs not included 
in the group’s original budget. 

Groups needing additional fund¬ 
ing for previously budgeted pro¬ 
grams will be able to get more 
money. Those seeking money for 
new programs not already budg¬ 
eted will not. 

SABRC is the main budgeting 
body for student activities on 
campus. Individual organizations 
submit an estimated budget of the 
activities they want to present to 
the student body during the follow¬ 
ing year. 

SABRC receives approximately

Clayton receives 



probation and fine 


Jeffrey R. Clayton, the former 
Bradley student who attempted to 
rape ^a female student in Geisert 
Hall last year, received a four year 
probation sentence with a minimal 
fine. 

After reviewing the testimonies 
on Clayton’s behalf. Circuit Judge 
Richard Eagleton decided last Fri¬ 
day that prison was not the 
answer. 

Instead, Eagleton imposed a 
strict probation term that will pos¬ 
sibly include some jail time, with 
work-release privileges and a fine 
of $582.65 to cover the hospital 
expenses of the victim. 

Throughout the probation 
period, Clayton will not be 
allowed to consume any alcohol or 
illegal drugs, Eagleton said. He 
will have to submit to periodic 
drug and alcohol testing during the 
course of his probation. 

Clayton, who now works full-

Opponents to nuclear 
warfare urge activism

"The Cold War is over," Len 
Ackland, editor of the Bulletin of 
the Atomic Scientists, said in a 
speech Wednesday. "What we 
don’t know is what’s going to hap¬ 
pen next." 

The speech, along with two 
panel discussions this week featur¬ 
ing members of the Bradley faculty 
and Peoria community, was spon¬ 
sored by Students Against Nuclear 
Arms. The series of discussions 
was entitled, "The Cold War is 
Over...Now What?" 

The social revolution occurring 
in Eastern Europe and the Soviet 
Union is rapidly changing the 
entire global political system. 
When Ackland quoted Albert Ein¬ 
stein, who started the Bulletin, he 
effectively summarized the mes¬ 
sage of his speech. Einstein wrote 
more than 40 years ago, "The 
situation calls for a courageous 
effort, for a radical change in our 
whole attitude, in the entire politi¬ 
cal concept." 

Many people feel helpless in 
the race or nuclear proliferation, 
which might be one reason for the 
low audience turnout at all three 
events, but Ackland stressed indi¬ 
vidual action. 

"It really depends on people 


like yourselves. Ask questions. 
Demand legitimate answers and 
act. And remember, you’ve been 
given, for the first time, in 40 
years the chance to change the 
world. Let’s not blow it," Ackland 
said. 

Calling recent events a time or 
reawakening, Ackland said, "We 
should be exhilarated by the 
changes that have taken place. 
These events have diminished the 
chance of nuclear destruction. " 

Ackland said the quest for mili¬ 
tary security has had the ironic 
effect of leaving the world in an 
even more precarious position than 
ever before. 

"During the Cold War, 125 
wars were fought and 20 million 
lives lost. The Cold War deserves 
the title only because World War 
Three didn’t occur," he said. 

Despite his optimism for 
change, Ackland said the world is 
very unstable right now and urged 
some caution. He offered the 
example of a possible revolution 
within the Soviet Union. "If that 
happens, who would control the 
stockpile? " 

Ackland said it is vital to real¬ 
ize that this is time not only for 
the societies of Eastern Europe to 
change, but for our own as well. 

"Today that iron curtain has 
been lifted and allowed us to view 


more clearly the damage done on 
the other side of the curtain. The 
failings of communism are plain to 
see. What we have failed to do is 
realize what the Cold War has 
done to countries on the other side 
of the curtain," Ackland said. 

Ackland also said, "We have 
the framework of democracy, we 
just haven’t been using it. It’s time 
for perestroika in the U.S. It’s time 
that we begin to practice what we 
teach. A good place to start is the 
military budget, euphemistically 
called the defense budget. " 

There have been recommenda¬ 
tions for 10 percent reductions in 
the defense budget by 1991. 
Robert McNamara, former defense 
secretary, said the budget could be 
cut by 50 percent by the year 
2000. "Why wait that long," Ack¬ 
land said. Ackland said he foresaw 
no reason to continue spending 
approximately $300 billion consid¬ 
ering events in Europe. 

On Monday night, the first of 
two panel discussions took place. 

Dr. Lester Brune, professor of 
American history, said, "I might 
remind you that this is not the first 
time we’ve talked about the decline 
of the ' old War. It’s not surprising 
that many Bradley students have 
forgotten, but I am surprised. that

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Singles lock-up starting

Doors to the Windom, Elm¬ 
wood and St. James singles 
residence hall complex will be 
locked from 8 p.m. to 8 a.m. on 
weekdays and for 24 hours on 
weekends beginning the week after 
spring break. 

Doors are now locked from 8 
p.m. to 6 a.m. on weekdays and 
from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. on week¬ 
ends. 

The new trial policy was 
decided upon after residents at hall 
council meetings suggested that a 
new lockup policy be considered, 
Jerrold Berry, assistant hall direc¬ 
tor of WES, said. 


"There hasn’t been any one 
incident that made us decide to 
lock the doors. (The new policy) 
will reduce traffic in the singles." 

Berry said another reason for 
locking the doors is because there 
are so few staff members in the 
singles. There are four staff 
members for total of nine floors in 
the three buildings. 

Many other universities observe 
a 24-hour locked door policy. 
Berry said the singles complex is 
trying the locked door policy to 
find out how it will work at Brad¬ 
ley. 

"Originally, a 24-hour per day, 
seven-day-a-week locked door 
suggestion was made but we 


compromised. Students had input. 

The students passed the deci¬ 
sion at the Feb. 26 hall council 
meeting. All residents of the sin¬ 
gles complex were sent a letter 
informing them of the change. 

"We’ve not had incidents to 
compel us to this direction. There 
is always an ongoing assessment of 
security. In the future, in conjunc¬ 
tion with other student organiza¬ 
tions and staff, we will reevaluate 
our security in light of other 
schools," Mike Murphy, director 
of housing, said. 

He said locking the doors of all 
the residence halls hasn’t "in any 
way been decided."

shared with us several strengths

time for a ticket-selling and pro¬ 
duction company in Chicago, 
admitted to drinldng alcohol and 
smoking marijuana before the 
incident took place. 

The original charge of 
attempted murder was dropped 
when Clayton pleaded guilty last 
October to the attempted criminal 
sexual assault charge. 

The victim said Clayton hit her 
in the head with a clothes iron and 
choked her until she fainted. 

Probation Officer Cindy Flan¬ 
nery said Clayton said he wanted 
to know what it was like to rape 


someone. "He said it’s a violent, 
disgusting act," she said. 

In Clayton’s statement to Eagle- 
ton he said, "I wish I could give 
an explanation for why it hap¬ 
pened, but I can’t. 

"Something took control of me. 
It was like I was watching some¬ 
one else in my body and there was 
nothing I could do." 

All of this disturbed Clayton’s 
grandmother and aunt who testified 
that he had a rough childhood, but 
was never a disciplinary problem. 

"He was never given so much 
as one detention," Joyce Martin, 
Clayton’s aunt, said "and he’s 
never hit anyone in his life. He 
always wanted to protect us. He 
tried to be the man of the house." 


And the Rev. James Lewis, a 
former teacher of Clayton’s at 
Mount Carmel High School, said 
Clayton was "one of the best stu¬ 
dents I saw come out of Mount 
Carmel and was the first one I 
chose among the select group of 
senior leaders for his class reli¬ 
gious retreat." 

Psychologist Theodore 

Mathews said he thought Clayton 
might be suffering from a "deeply 
seeded neurosis" stemming back to 
1972, when his father murdered 
his mother. 

T’ve always tried to be per¬ 
fect," Clayton said. T’ve hurt 
everyone I love. I wish to God it 
never happened."

How drinking has evolved at Bradley

"Regulations forbid ... the 
serving or drinking of intoxicating 
beverages on the campus or in 
University buildings including the 
residence halls, fraternity and 
sorority houses and approved off 
campus housing as well as at 
University-approved social func¬ 
tions of student groups." 

This was taken from the "Brad¬ 
ley University Code on Student 
Affairs" and is what a Bradley stu¬ 
dent had to abide by during the 
1960s. 

Since this rule the campus has 
seen many changes. Bradley has 
gone from being a "dry" to a 
"wet" campus. There was a 
change in the state legal drinking 
age, a change in student attitudes 
toward drinking and the inclusion 
of such policies as the "Bring 
Your Own Beer" policy, which 
was recently approved. 


Bradley during the 60s 


The 60s were an era of civil 
and social liberties, sit-ins, riots 
and other attempts one made to 
express freedom and all-around 
change. Bradley was no different. 
Students wanted to see changes, 
especially in the alcohol policy. 

After the Korean War, Bradley 
had a difficult time telling students 
they were not allowed to have a 
beer in their room. 

Ed King, executive director for 
housing, residential life and the 
student judicial system, said it was 
difficult to say to people, who 
could have died fighting for their 
country, that they could not sit and 
enjoy a beer while watching a 
football game. Especially since 
most of these students were over 
the legal drinking age. 


King said he wasn’t blind to the 
fact that students drank despite the 
rule. 'This has been a focal con¬ 
cern for a very long time, we still 
haven’t solved it," he said. 

This was evident when a Brad¬ 
ley student, James Earl Konrad, 
was in a head-on-collision on May 
16, 1969 and not only killed him¬ 
self, but injured seven others as 
well. At the time of the accident 
he was said to be drunk. 

Konrad, a Sigma Alpha Epsilon 
fraternity member, was an Air 
Force ROTC cadet. He was 
returning home from a picnic at 
Miller Park, which was a known 
place for students to go and drink. 

Alcohol also existed in the 
residence halls, despite the rules. 
King said it was the resident 
adviser’s job to confiscate the. 
alcohol and report the student to 
the dean. 

This accident alerted the 
administration that there was a 
problem with students going off- 
campus to drink. King said they 
realized they would have to re¬ 
evaluate the drinking policy. 

Bradley during the 70s 

The coming of the new decade 
did not alleviate any of the prob¬ 
lems the alcohol policy had started 
to pose. 

On Sept. 25, 1970, three 

faculty members were removed 
from the Publications Council (the 
overseeing organization for the 
Scout , the Anaga and Counter¬ 
parts) for deciding to run beer ads 
in the Scout. They were removed 
by President Van Amsdale, who 
denied this was the reason for their 
dismissal. 

Though the administration tried 
to shelter. the students from 
alcohol, the 1970 senior class 
president tried to get the Univer¬ 
sity to legalize drinking for non¬ 
minors only. This would help 
keep upper-classmen in the dorms. 

In April 1971, the Board of 
Trustees decided those of legal 
drinking age would be allowed to 


consume alcohol in private areas 
only. No one, despite their age, 
would be permitted to drink in 
public areas. 

What worried the administra¬ 
tion was the University’s charter in 
which Lydia Moss prohibited the 
sale of alcoholic beverages on 
campus. 

The administration said this 
more lenient drinking policy would 
be retracted if it were abused by 
students. They also were working 
on a policy which employees 
would have to comply to. 

Through all of the changes, the 
administration still stressed the 
importance of alcohol, which is 
why President Martin Abegg 
selected a committee to evaluate 
alcohol usage lit Bradley. Unfor¬ 
tunately this was not enough for 
some students to learn by.

to solving any type of alcohol 
problem. He said he is very sup¬ 
portive of student and faculty 
alcohol awareness groups on 
campus. 

"Our policy at the University 
was to say to the students, you’re 
old enough |o know what the state 
law is." He said the decision was 
then up to them to decide whether 
to break the law or not. 

A turn for the worse occurred 
when. Vincent DeJohn, a freshman 
died on Oct. 17, 1978, after plung¬ 
ing down an elevator shaft at the 
YMCA. At the time, the YMCA 
was being used as additional hous¬ 
ing for the University. 

DeJohn and his friend jammed 
the elevator and pryed the doors 
open. The elevator was not level 
with the floor and they were trying 
to jump down. DeJohn, who had 
been drinkine earlier that evening, 


slipped and fell down the shaft. 

This further helped the Univer¬ 
sity decide that there was an 
alcohol problem on campus. 

. "We are not going to ever get 
rid of it (problem), so we better 
figure out how to handle it," King 
said. 

When the Illinois drinking age 
was changed from 21 to 19, 
administrators were not sure how 
this would affect the campus. This 
was changed back to 21 on Jan. 1, 
1980. 

One problem the students wor¬ 
ried about in the 70s seems to be 
common on campus today. What is 
a student to do if they aren’t going 
to drink? 



This is a question that has yet 
to be answered.

the media has not remembered.' 

"There has been no sign from 
the American side that we really 
want to end the cold war," Brune 
said. 

Dr. Larry Aspin, professor of 
political science, said he thought 
there was a good chance of cutting 
back nuclear arsenals, but chal 
lenged people to come up with 
some idea to better facilitate the 
cuts. "Every strategic option that 
is out there, from war waging to 
disarmament, has serious flaws. 
We need a good idea that promotes 
not only our security, but global 
security." 

With a sign reading "This could 
blow up Peoria" as a background. 
Dr. John Kenney, professor of 
physics, showed a model of a 
nuclear device which would cost 
approximately one billion dollars. 

The discussion on Tuesday hao 
different participants and was gen¬ 
erally more optimistic than the pre¬ 
vious night. 

"I think that we face a 
tremendous opportunity," Dr. John 
Fendrich, professor of computer 
science, said. "What an opportun¬ 
ity this is for the people of Eastern 
Europe and Russia. I think the 
opportunity is here, too." 

Fendrich echoed the sentiments 
of Ackland when he advised activ¬ 
ism in the form of massive letter 
writing campaigns, town meetings 
and advertisements on radio and 
television to affect the change. 

"At Bradley, we could have a 
sabbatical where a professor would 
go to study nuclear disarmament or 
you could have a scholarship 
where a student would go to study 
it," Fendrich said.

Death: a lousy 


crime deterrent 


The last several decades have 
been an absolute fiasco for the 
American judicial system. The 
protection this system was sup¬ 
posed to provide for victims has 
disappeared and only coddled those 
it should have punished.

We have watched as major drug 
traffickers have plea bargained 
down to punishments less harsh 
than what a Bradley student would 
get for possessing a fake ID. 

A death penalty would not even 
be necessary in a system where 
criminals were actually getting 
equivalent punishment for the 
crime they commit. If society were 
guaranteed that when a killer gets 
a life sentence, he will serve a life 
sentence and not be paroled in a 
few years, maybe then we could 
discuss the possibility of eliminat¬ 
ing the death penalty. But anyone 
who watches the daily news knows 
this is not the case in today’s sys¬ 
tem. 

It is time we quit coddling 
criminals and enforce the law. 
After two decades of the liberal 
attitude of "don’t punish them, 
reform them", justice has been 
abandoned. 

The primary purpose of the 
judicial system is to punish. The

their behavior as being part of an 
entire act. When the "irrational" 
thoughts of a murderer aren’t Tm 
doing something punishable by 
death" but 'I’m making patterns 
with this knife," how does a 
penalty designed to deter law- 


grant. But there is a brutalization 
effect of the death penalty - the 
state’s disregard for life is reflected 
in its citizens. When the death 
penalty resumed, violent crime, 
including murder, increased in 
several states. 

While not due only to execu¬ 
tions, this effect disproves deter¬ 
rence. States have even experi¬ 
enced a temporary upsurge in 
violent crime statistically tied not 
to chance, weather, or the moon, 
but to a recent publicized execu¬ 
tion. So if you don’t fret a 
convict’s death, think of how law 
and order are suffering. 

Folks I’ve talked to, seeing 
through the deterrence myth, still 
insist their tax dollars shouldn’t go 
to support a convicted murderer 
for life. Fair enough. But should 
more tax dollars go to (even trying 
to) kill someone? The New York 
Department of Correctional Ser¬ 
vices found that a capital trial 
alone cost a million dollars on 
average, and the Miami Herald 
found (7.10.88) that Florida spent 
$57.2 million to execute 18 people 
- six times the cost of life impris¬ 
onment. 

So what if we have to pay to 
get justice done? Money isn’t all 
we pay for the death penalty. New

after each number just as the Bea¬ 
tles did throughout most of their 
touring years. 

The boys have done a com¬ 
mendable job of re-creating the 
sound of the original Beatles as 
well. 

While the vocal accuracy 
lacked slightly, which is to be 
expected, the musical accuracy 
was uncanny. From the opening 
feedback of "I Feel Fine" and the 
familiar riff of "Day Tripper", to

When I squinted, so as not to 
see Paul’s bright blue eyes staring 
at me, it was as if the Beatles were 
on the stage. 

The, show opened strong with 
T Saw Her Standing There", but 
it wasn’t until the perennial favor¬ 
ite "Twist and Shout" that people 
streamed from their seats to dance 
and sing and twist and shout in the 
aisles and in front of the stage. 

For the rest of the concert, 
most everyone stood clapping and 
singing throughout each Beatles 
classic. 

Highlights of the show were 
; "Eight Days a Week", 
McCartney’s "Yesterday" and 
i Ringo’s cover of a Buck Owens 
jtune. "Act Naturally." 

I would have preferred "Paper¬ 


back Writer" and "Rain" to be left 
out of the show. Even The Beatles 
had trouble doing "Paperback 
Writer" on stage and "Rain" is 
such a personal favorite that any¬ 
thing less than John Lennon sing¬ 
ing is insulting. 

Benson, Grimes, Work and 
Manfredi, all in their 30’s, had an 
amazing amount of energy, paus¬ 
ing between songs only to interject 
some typical Beadesque humor. 

'This next song is off an album 
of ours, an L.P., a 45, a C.D.," 
Benson said. 

It’s astounding how much detail 
1964 has gone into to create an 
authentic tribute to the Beatles. 
They use the same equipment the 
Beatles did, they wear the same 
whimsical boots and Edwardian 
suits, they have the same pudding 
basin haircuts and Grimes even 
taught himself how to play the bass 
guitar left handed. 

At one point I even think I saw 
a Brian Epstein looking guy lurk¬ 
ing offstage. 

1964 is truly dedicated to 
duplicating the look and sound of 
The Beatles and their show is a 
refreshing break from the pathetic 
garbage that pollutes the airwaves 
today. 

"I wish everyone had The Bea¬ 
tles to grow up with," Benson 
said. I wish every Beatle look- 
alike group was as devoted as 
1964.

Adlon Jorgensen, assistant dean 
of students at the University of Illi¬ 
nois, and Jeff Cufaude, greek 
affairs coordinator at Iowa State 
University, came to campus as 
representatives of INTER¬ 
CHANGE. 

INTERCHANGE is a member¬ 
ship program for interfratemity 
councils sponsored by the National 
Interfraternity Council. The two- 
year-old system provides assistance 
for fraternities seeking to make 
improvements. It gives resources 
to campuses and will do optional 
on-site, evaluations. 

Based on information from stu¬ 
dents, faculty and administration, 
the evaluation team’s perceptions 
and the self-assessment filled out 
by the the interfratemity council, 
Jorgensen and Cufaude had five 
major recommendations. Some of 
these included risk reduction and 
unity within the greek system on 
Bradley’s campus. 

"It was really a positive visit. 
IFC identified a lot of things on 
their own," Cufaude said at an 
open forum Tuesday night. About 
100 students attended, most of 
whom were greek men. 

'IFC should take further pro¬ 
active steps in areas of risk- 
reduction and reducing the 
emphasis placed on alcohol in 
social programming," Cufaude 
said. 

"One of the things I have 


alcohol with house funds. It goes 
into effect next semester. 

He said men and women need 
to plan social events together and 
to develop risk-management guide¬ 
lines for parties. 

"Our recommendation is that 
you start experimenting with fewer 
social events that revolve primarily 
around alcohol." 

Cufaude said, "IFC should 
actively promote interfraternalism 
and greek unity." Students 
expressed to the team the need for 
greeks to work more as a system 
and support each other. 

He recommended that Greek 
Week Skits be eliminated since the 
houses tend to pick on each other. 
He said this makes greeks as a 
whole look bad in the public eye, 
and they should avoid mocking 
administration since they need to 
work together. 

IFC needs to increase educa¬ 
tional programming and resource 
development for chapters, alumni 
and faculty advisers. They sug¬ 
gested that chapters should get 
together and share information in 
scholarship, treasury, etc. Faculty 
advisers need to be informed of 
what is going on in the chapter. 

IFC needs to recognize the 
integral role of greek life on 
campus. "As a greek system, you 
should be able to work together to 
make Bradley a better place to go 
to school." 

He said faculty members sug¬ 
gested greeks to go to basketball 
games and sponsor events for the 
entire campus, rather than just the 
system itself. 

It also is recommended that 
IFC develop better relations with 
faculty, with programs such as

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learned while I have been here at 
Bradley University is alcohol is 
just a real part of campus life 
here." He said BYOB is a tremen¬ 
dous step in risk-reduction, but 
more needs to be done. 

A BYOB policy was passed this 
semester and will ban chapters 
from having kegs and purchasing 

dinners. 

"Overall, I would say good 
things are happening at Bradley 
University and the greek system." 
Cufaude said this is not 
emphasized enough by the com-

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BU support group aids bulimia victims

In high school Clair seemingly 
had it all. She was popular, intelli¬ 
gent and active in school sports 
She had a good relationship with 
her parents and her boyfriend, Joe. 
She enjoyed reading all the popular 
fashion magazines and hoped to 
someday become a fashion maga¬ 
zine editor. 

One thing Clair did not have 
was a model-like figure. She was 
not fat, but Joe teased her about 
her "love-handles/ and Clair 
knew she should lose a few pounds 
to appear more attractive. 

Her mother had always been 
trying fad diets, so Clair thought 
she would try one too. Clair didn’t 
know the diet would change her 
life. 

She is now a college senior and 
is battling bulimia, a disease that 
afflicts 15 to 20 percent of college 
females. 


Scenarios like the one above 
prompted Dr. Ann Jones, director 
of the Center for Testing and 
Counseling, to begin a support 
group for bulimics and anorexics

Jones said she strongly believes 
in group counseling. "Peers can 
help us in how we are feeling and 
help us to work out common prob¬ 
lems," she said. 

A bulimic consumes thousands 
of calories at one sitting and then 
induces vomiting. Many bulimics 
are at normal or near-normal 
weight, Jones said. 

Although not all bulimics have 


the binge/purge eating pattern, 
Jones said many students may have 

bulimic behaviors. 

* 

An anorexic willingly starves 
and may become withdrawn, 
moody and -distant. About three 
percent of college females have 
anorexia nervosa, Jones said. 

"Sonjething that complicates a 
situation is that a person will 
becomfe a bulimic and then an 
anorexic," Jones, who came to 
Bradley from Northern Illinois 
University, said. 

Why are anorexia nervosa and 
bulimia so prevalent in young- peo¬ 
ple, particularly women? "I don’t 
think anybody has a good explana¬ 
tion, " Jones said. 

Societal pressure, dysfunctional 
family uniis and an emphasis 
within the family to be thin may 
all contribute to anorexic and 
bulimic Behavior, Jones said. 

She says today’s young people 
are second generation weight 
watchers. 


"Because ’your mom’ was so 
conscious about weight, there was 
a lot of emphasis on being thin." 

Jones said she strongly believes 
that "disintegration" of the family 
also affects one’s self-image which 
may essentially result in unusual 
eating behaviors. 

She" said kids who are left 
unsupervised may feel isolated. 

"What scares me is I don’t see 
us putting our families back 
together," Jones said. 

Jones said a common attribute 
among anorexics and bulimics is 
perfectionism. 

"Some women involved are 
doing it for fad. Societal pressures 
have a lot to do with it (eating 
disorders). Women are overly con¬ 
cerned with what others think," 
Jones said. 

Although most anorexics and 
bulimics are female, Jones said 
research shows males are becom¬ 


ing affected too. Males involved in 
sports with weight requirements, 
such as wrestling or gymnastics, 
are more likely to have an eating 
disorder, Tones said. 

'There are more males affected 
than we really know," she said. 

Jones said she hopes to educate 
participants in the weekly support 
group about nutrition as well as 
counsel them. She said anyone 
oncerned about eating behavior, 
not just those who are medically 
anorexic or bulimic, is welcome. 

She said building self-esteem 
and confidence is also a very 
important aspect of the group. 

"The big thing is I don’t want 
people to think you gotta be sick to 
come to the group. It’s not a 
matter of judging one person or 
the other in the group," Jones 
said.

munity though. 

He said the University recog¬ 
nizes the role greeks play in 
campus. 'The faculty and adminis¬ 
tration acknowledges that you are 
a very important part of social life 
here on campus." A big void 
would be present on campus 
without this social interaction, he 
said. 


He said most of the concerns 
they heard about Bradley’s greek 
life aren’t unique to this campus. 

"There is a concern, particu¬ 
larly from some of the faculty 
members aboilt what they perceive 
as excessive time demands being 
placed on being greek." 


"Another concern was competi¬ 
tiveness within the greek system 
and the potential of IFC promoting 
some of that by the way events are 
structured."

York, where the death penalty 
might resurface, could afford 250 
more narcotics police and 6000 
new prison beds instead of the five 
year price of the death penalty. 
How to better fight crime? Taking 
a few dozen crooks off the earth 
for good, or locking up thousands 
of violent criminals? This penalty’s 
cost isn’t just its price -- think of 
how many innocent people die 
from crime because we haven’t 
reallocated the justice system’s 
resources. 

I don’t want my tax dollars to 
kill people, whether in Panama or 
in execution chambers. But the 
death penalty debate doesn’t rest on 
this ethical matter as long as this 
killing is far from fair even in its 
implementation. Even among 


nations with executions, the U.S. 
is out of whack in killing people 
for crimes committed as a child. 
Alabama, not too long ago, took 
half an hour to execute a retarded 
man (he should have heeded deter¬ 
rence!) on the second attempt. 
While "cleaner," more technologi¬ 
cal means (like lethal injection, or 
poisoning) are employed to dis¬ 
tance us from death, no execution 
is humane. 

Even worse is the death 
penalty’s application against blacks 
and those accused of killing 
whites. Has a millionaire ever 
been executed in the U.S.? Come 
on! The famous case of Leopold 
and Loeb comes to mind — two 
rich Chicago-area college students 
who knew they were caught for 
carrying out the "perfect crime," 
and who employed the best 


lawyers money could buy to settle 
for a penalty short of death. That 
the impoverished and working 
classes must settle for overworked, 
underpaid, often incompetent coun¬ 
sel in comparison makes the death 
penalty as a legal practice patently 
unjust — never mind its moral 
implications. 

The "Stanford Law Review", 
11.87, found that in this century, 
350 people have been wrongfully 
convicted in capital, or potentially 
capital, cases in the U.S. -- with 
23 innocent people executed. 
Should we kill more innocent peo¬ 
ple so we can say, "an eye for and 
eye?" Marquis de Lafayette said of 
our faulted institutions. Till the 
infallibility of human judgments 
shall have been proved to me, I 
shall demand the abolition of the 
penalty of death."

appeals possible and the process so 
long and expensive need to be 
filled. These repetitive appeals 
only continue to victimize those 
hurt by violent crime. In the words 
of one mother of a murder victim 
who endured years of appeals, 
"I’m hoping that this will never be 
allowed to happen again. This ter¬ 
rible wait. We won’t have to hear 
any more stories of how he played 
the system or his escapades." 

The forementioned mother and 
every other American breathed a 
collective sigh of relief on January 


28, 1989, when at last serial murd¬ 
erer Ted Bundy was put to death. 
Bundy is the case example of why 
the death penalty should not be 
eliminated. Nothing could stop 
that vile human being, if he can 
even be called that. Prison did not 
stop Ted Bundy. He escaped twice 
and that second escape led to the 
deaths of several Chi Omega 
sorority sisters and 12-year-old 
Kimberly Leach in Florida. 

What is really appalling is that 
Illinois refuses to put the final stop 
to the likes of a John Wayne Gacy 
right here in this state. Our tax 
dollars should not be going to keep 
the likes of him alive. Our tax dol¬ 



lars belong fighting the war on 
drugs and educating children, not 
helping John Wayne Gacy snatch 
even more from society. 

It is also curious that many of 
the most vocal opponents of the 
death penalty are some of the most 
vociferous supporters of abortion 
on demand. It is a very sad com¬ 
mentary on our society that our 
citizens support the right to life of 
a Ted Bundy over that of an inno¬ 
cent unborn child. 

It is time that we put our priori¬ 
ties in order. One of these priori¬ 
ties must be the equivalent punish¬ 
ment for the guilty and the support 
and protection of the innocent.

but was replaced by Jay Schell at 
the 15:55 mark. He sat out only 
five minutes, however, before 
coming back on the floor and play¬ 
ing for the duration of the game. 

Andy Bastock, Luke Jackson 
and Schell all fouled out of the 
game. 

Jackson finished his collegiate 
career by fouling out with 13:07 
left to be played in the contest. 

Jackson’s name has been added 
to to many Bradley all-time lists, 
including the all-time leading scor¬ 
ing and all-time leading rebound¬ 
ing lists. He is Bradley’s 15th all- 
time leading scorer with 1252 
points and Bradley’s third all-time 
leading rebounder with 933 
rebounds. 

In addition, Jackson started all 
118 of his collegiate games and is 
only the second Bradley player to 
start every game over four years 
since freshmen became eligible in 
1972. The only other Brave to do 
so is Hersey Hawkins, who started 
in 125 straight games. 

The Braves ended their season 
at 11-20, the first 20-loss season 
since World War II. The only 
other 20-loss season came during 
the 1954-55 basketball season, 
when current head basketball 
coach Stan Albeck was a senior 
guard for the Braves and the team 
finished with a 9-20 record. 

Next season should prove to be 
more successful for the Brakes. 
Jackson’s absence will, without a 
doubt, be felt by the coaches and 
returning players, but he is the 


only player who will graduate in 
May. 

The team will have the experi¬ 
ence and leadership of two 
seniors-Stuckey and Schell. Bas¬ 
tock and Xanthus Houston were 
both key players on this year’s 
squad and both saw a great amount 
of playing time during the past 
season. With a little more time and 
practice, hopefully the duo will 
develop a more mature, consistent 
type of play. 

White, Broussard and Scott 
Behrends will be sophomores and 
more accustom to Albeck’s fast, 
upbeat style of basketball. 

Fresno State transfer James 
Bailey will be eligible for the 
1990-91 season. He was able to 
practice with the Braves since 
coming to Bradley at the start of 
the current academic year, but was 
unable to compete with the team 
due to NCAA rules regarding 
transfer students. 

Proposition 48 victim Tom Wil¬ 
son should also appear in a Brad¬ 
ley uniform for the first time when 
practice begins next fall. 

The recruiting efforts of 
Bradley’s coaching staff have 
brought James Hamilton, Maurice 
Stovall, Mark Bailey and Kwame 
Brown to the Hilltop. 

Many have already placed high 
expectations on what Hamilton will 
do for the Braves next season. Sto¬ 
vall, the only Bradley signee yet to 
meet prop. 48 requirements, 
should also prove to be an asset to 
next year’s squad, considering he 
passes the ACT.

As of this week, the Brave’s 
infield consists of Rob Wilkinson 
and Senior Gary Delaufuente will 
be sharing time at first base. Junior 
Kevin Pleasant and Sophomore 
Matt Quinn will be at second base. 
Senior Bruce Smollen at shortstop 
and Sophomore Lyle Martin will 
be the Brave’s third baseman (three 
return position players). Sopho¬ 
mores Phil Caplis and Dennis Sta- 
chura will be filling the void left 
by Ardis’ departure as catcher. 
Both are presently suffering from 
arm injuries, which is a major con¬ 
cern of Kalmer’s. Seniors Jerry 
Mitchell and Kevin Keithley return 
for Bradley in the outfield, while 
junior college transfer Jeff Jenco 
will be in centerfield. 

Senior Brian Shouse and 
Sophomore Mike Grace are the 
Brave’s only returning pitchers. 

"Since I’ve been at Bradley, 
this is the first year that not one 
pitcher has emerged as the #1 
pitcher on the team. I have always 
had a #1 pitcher on the team that 
could beat anyone in the country, 
but that has yet to happen this 
year," said Kalmer. 

Shouse, Grace and David 
Geeve (drafted by the Chicago 
White Sox) are the top three pitch¬ 
ers for the‘Braves. There are seven 
other healthy pitchers on the Brad¬ 
ley roster, but no one has come 
forth and filled the number four 
pitching position. 

Kalmer said that Grace, who 
was drafted by the San Diego 
Padres directly out of high school 
and ranked among the top 15 
freshmen in the country last year, 
has the potential to emerge as the 
Brave’s number one pitcher. 

"Mike can beat most anyone 
with his 90 4- fast ball. He has not 
yet established himself as Bradley’s 
#1 man, but he is capable of taking 
over as our leading pitcher. We’re 
expecting great things from Mike- 
- we’ll just have to wait and see." 

Bradley finished in fifth place in 
the MVC last season, with a 35-22 
record. Wichita State won the 
conference outright, but second 
through fifth place were bunched 
together, with only one or two

Kalmer said that an attainable 
goal for this year is a third place 
Bradley finish. 

"I feel we can definitely finish 
in third place, but, naturally, we 
hope to win the conference," Kal¬ 
mer said. "We’ll also try to win 40 
games and get an NCAA bid to the 
tournament. These goals are not 
unrealistic, but they will be 
difficult to achieve. We have our 
work cut out for us, there’s no 
question about it." 

The Braves played four games 
at the University of Evansville last 
weekend. The Braves won their 
first two games, 6-4 against Evans¬ 
ville and 5-3 against Miami 
University of Ohio. The following 
day wasn’t as successful for Brad¬ 
ley, as the team dropped both con¬ 
tests to Evansville, 4-2 and 11-8 

The Braves have been practic¬ 
ing indoors at Haussler Hall during 
the past month, while Evansville 
has been able to practice outside. 
Kalmer said that that fact, plus the 
Brave’s injured catchers, were 
definite disadvantages for his team 
last weekend. 

"Looking at the four games we 
played, it wasn’t a great perfor¬ 
mance, and it wasn’t a bad perfor¬ 
mance. Coming straight out of the 
gym, we can’t be disappointed," 
Kalmer said. 

Bradley’s upcoming schedule 
will be a difficult one. Four of the 
next seven games the Braves will 
be playing will be against teams 
that have been in and out of the 
national baseball rankings this 
year. The team will challenge the 
University of Iowa twice, Notre 
Dame and Portland State Univer¬ 
sity. 

"It would be ideal if we played 
an easy schedule during the first 
part of the season, so that we 
could get organized and experi¬ 
ment with different lineups," Kal¬ 
mer said.

With the Lady Braves (16-11, 
12-6) needing wins over Drake and 
Northern Iowa to gain a Gateway 
Conference Tournament berth, 
they blew a seven-point lead last 
Thursday against Drake in the last 
2:17. 

The last two points were on a 
steal and layup by Jenni Fitzgerald 
who scored with one second left to 
give the Bulldogs a 57-55 win and 
drop the Lady Braves into a fourth 
place tie with Eastern Illinois. 

If EIU could win at Illinois 
State on Friday or Bradley lost to 
Northern Iowa on Saturday, the 
Lady Braves would have stayed 
home due to the tiebreaker in 
EIU’s favor. 

'The loss was devastating," 
coach Lisa Boyer said. "I told the 
girls in our Saturday game against 
Western Illinois, if we commit a 
lot of turnovers in a close game 
like we did that night, we would 
lose, and we did." 

So Boyer stayed home on Fri¬ 
day night and received updated 
calls to find out the fate of her 
team’s postseason chances. 

"I called Illinois State that day 
and asked them to take care of 
business for us," Boyer said. 
"Eastern had been playing very 
well and it may have helped that 
ISU lost earlier in the week, 
because they apparently took 
Eastern out of its game plan." 

Sure enough the Lady Braves 
were still alive as their 1-74 rivals 
had taken care of business by 
defeating EIU 107-68 to assure 
Bradley a tournament appearance 
if it could beat Northern Iowa. 

But the Lady Braves started off 
slow on Saturday and when Nicki 
Rhode made two free throws with 
9:23 remaining, the Lady Braves 
led by just one point. 

"We played really tentative the 
first 12 minutes and it really took 


us that long to take control of the 
game," Boyer said. Then Heidi 
(Nelson) came off the bench and 
sparked us and from then on we 
pretty much had it under control." 

Sure enough, Nelson score six 
points in the Lady Braves nine- 
point run to take a 24-14 lead with 
seven minutes remaining in the 
half.

The board passed a resolution 
in 1984 denouncing apartheid, the 



plans for the renovation of the 
Garrett Center are in the works. 
The coalition plans to distribute a 
questionnaire to all students to 
make sure that work done is what 
is wanted by the students. 

Martin Abegg, University 
president, said a way has been 
found to implement the requested 
class on race relations. He said he 
doubts the class will be offered to 
freshmen next fall. 

"We’re trying to address issues. 
Some will take a while to address. 
They (the coalition) are going to 
have to recognize that these things 
will take a little time," Abegg 
said. 

Though he said he realizes 
results will not be instantaneous, 
Davis also said the coalition will 
push all the way for the measures 
they have requested. "We’re 
prepared to fight all the way for 
this," Davis said.

At one time the 400 block of 
West Fifth Avenue was full of 
residential homes. Only one house 
still remains standing in opposition 
to impending business construc¬ 
tion. 

The home of Romeo B. Gar¬ 
rett, Bradley’s first black professor, 
is blocking the construction of a 
22,000-square-foot office building 
that is part of a 20 year develop¬ 
ment project and he has no inten¬ 
tions of leaving he present 
residence. 

Garrett, who has resided at 431 
W. Fifth Ave. for the last 12 
years, was promised through a 
verbal agreement he could remain 
at the site and build his home if he 
bought the land. At the time, the 
city was planning on redeveloping 
the surrounding community into a 
residential area as part of the 
Southtown redevelopment project. 

The original redevelopment 
was to remove blighted houses, 
with of course business opportuni¬ 
ties," Gary Sandbert, 2nd District 
Councilman, said. "About 5 or 6 
years ago, the city decided there 
was no need for residential 


development and instead wanted 
business development." 

Sandberg said the whole situa¬ 
tion represents a mishandling ot 
the Southtown project. "For five 
years we’ve know we were on a 
head on collision with a bad situa¬ 
tion, " he said. 

Garrett said the city has not yet 
approached him, but two real 
estate men offered to by out his 
property. 

. "I had been hoping that I’d be, 
here for life," he said. "I didn’t 
anticipate moving, I did anticipate 
this being a business develop¬ 
ment." Garrett said he does not 
feel lonesome being the only 
resident in the area, but instead 
feels very much at home and has 
no problems with the city building 
around him. 

Garrett is a retired professor 
emeritus of sociology at Bradley 
and is an associate minister at Zion 
Baptist Church two blocks from 
his home. He originally lived on 
Martin Luther King Drive before 
he was forced to leave to make 
way for the B’nai B’rith Apart¬ 
ments. 

City officials were unavailable 
for comment regarding the city’s 
remaining choices and plan of 
action.

Dear Editor, 

In last week’s Scout , Robert Womack 
requested that 1 inform the Bradley stu¬ 
dents as to what is exactly the myth of 
equality that I mentioned in my first 
letter. In this letter I shall do so. 

First of all, I wish to point out my 
motive for speaking my belief of the 
inequality of the races. It is not to hurt 
anyone, or to insult anyone, but to 
speak the truth. For me, that is the true 
meaning of life, to fight for the truth 
and if need be, die for the truth. That 
is my motive for speaking out, besides 
the fact that the continued belief in 
equality, will in my opinion, lead to 
the total downfall of this nation. 

The belief in the equality of the human 
races is a relatively new concept, hav¬ 
ing widespread support only the last 
three decades. For that very reason, it 
is ridiculous for people to be shocked 
at my belief in inequality when their 
own ancestors would probably have 
agreed with me. 

Even Abraham Lincoln, who has often 
been portrayed as a dedicated equali- 
tarian, said, "I will say then that I am 
not, nor ever have been in favor of 
bringing about in anyway the social 
and political equality of the white and 
black races. I am as much as any other 
man am in favor of having the superior 
position assigned to the white Race. 
Why then did Lincoln free the slaves? 
He freed the slaves as a means to 
weaken the power of the South, to 
create unity, and to insure that such a 
war would never happen again. 

What makes a nation great is not its 
political system or faith, but its racial 
content. What made America great was 
that it was founded overwhelmingly by 
Western Europeans. Just as I’ve said 
before, we can measure the value of a 
race by the contributions the race gives 
to the world. Almost every invention 
you can name was invented by white 


people, by its creative genius, which 
other races seem to lack. If the races 
were truly equal, the would have pro¬ 
gressed equally. The other races would 
have contributed just as much technol¬ 
ogy, science, and literature and art as 
white people did. 

Calvin Butler has said progress has 
been made, but we must seriously ask 
ourselves where the black and yellow 
races would be without the white race?

The truth is that there was no progress 
to begin with. The blacks were on the 
same level 300 years ago as they were 
3,000 years ago while by the same 
token, we can see an incredible 
difference and progress of white people 
during that time. Indeed, while blacks 
continually complain about their stan¬ 
dard of living in this country, (ignoring 
the fact that they are doing better in 
this country than any other in the 
world), and complain about their treat¬ 
ment in South Africa, (where blacks 
have the best standard of living on the 
continent), we have taken nothing from 
them but have given them plenty. We 
can’t blame their environment for their 
lack of progress, for it is man that 
truly shapes his environment. Those 
areas of Africa that are now famine- 
stricken are only famine-striken 
because the blacks don t know how to 
take care of their own land.

It has come to be my opinion, as well 
as the opinion of many of my fellow 
students, that the rise in price of sodas 
from 50 to 55 cents is ridiculous. For 
the student, the 55 cent price is incon¬ 
venient and makes him or her see their 
dollar bills disappear more quickly with 
the higher price. For the University, 
the rise is either an attempt to increase 
profit, or was forced by the distribu¬ 
tors. 

I have talked to different people, some 
of which wish to remain anonymous, 
and have heard two stories for the rise 
of price. The first is to increase profit 
for the University. The money made 
off the soda machines is incorporated 
into the slush fund, later turned into 
profit for the University. With tuition 
of $12,000 + , the raise is just overkill 
on a student’s limited budget. 

According to Lee Hyman, president of 
University Hall council, The adminis¬ 
tration raised the price of soda by five 
cents to increase the profit of the 
University. Pepsi did not raise the dis 
tribution cost. The only way to lower 
the price (of the soda) is by boycot 
ting!" 

With gas stations and convenience 
stores selling soda for a fraction of the 
cost of what the University is selling 
at, especially when sold in cases, the 
increase is driving more students to 
stocking up on soda while less soda is 
being bought at the school.

The second story I have heard (the less 
supported), is that the distributors 
forced the rise in soda prices.

What can you do to save our 
environment? 

Christopher Childs, Greenpeace 
activist, lectured on this question 
Monday night in the Student 
Center Ballroom. 

Childs spoke about our inter¬ 
connected ecosystem that is in 
need of care. He asked the audi¬ 
ence to envision the way they want 
the earth to be and then to contrast 
that vision with the planets present 
condition. 

The newest frontier for Green¬ 
peace is Antarctica, which Childs 
referred t& as "the last pristine 
continent." Childs said 70 percent 
of our freshwater supply is locked 
in the glaciers of Antarctica. 
Greenpeace would like to see this 
continent preserved as a world 
park. 

Greenpeace’s recent concentra¬

One 
hundred fifty school systems and 
several large restaurant chains,

Depending upon the consent of 
the Bradley University administra¬ 
tion, Matt Hale, chairman of the 
Peoria-based American White 
Supremacist Party, said he is plan¬ 
ning to show a documentary film 
about the life of Nelson Mandela, 
leader of the African National 
Congress. 

Peggy Sassorossi, director of 
student activities said, "I would

He said he 
uses a teaching style that uses 
questions and gets people to ques¬ 
tion things. 

I like 
to study philosophy, but I also like 
to teach it," he said. 

Besides his interest in philoso¬ 
phy, Greene is also very involved 


in exercise. He used to run com¬ 
petitively, but now runs only for 
leisure. 

He said he also enjoys litera¬ 
ture, especially poetry, art films 
and music. 

Originally from the South Side 
of Chicago, Greene said, "I think I 
am really lucky because no one 
has to take philosophy. I get peo¬ 
ple who are interested.

Sigma Beta Phi is a new soror¬ 
ity on Bradley’s campus. Accord¬ 
ing to founder and president 
Lauren Kaufman, a sophomore 
news communications major from 
New York City, the letters stand 
for "Sisters with Bright Futures". 

"It is basically what we stand 
for. We want to consider ourselves 
a family, a tight group of people 
who can count on each other for 
anything and who share everything 
with each other," Kaufman said. 

Sigma Beta Phi got its official 
start last October, when it held its 
first informational meeting. "Since 
then, what we’ve been doing is 
getting organized, getting everyone 
to think like a sorority and do 
things as a sorority," Kaufman 
said. 

The women of Sigma Beta Phi 
have also participated in a phi¬ 
lanthropy project for the Big 
Brothers - Big Sisters organization 
in Peoria.

The man who seemed quite at 
home in white kid gloves and who 
always made sure that his hemline 
was straight, looked equally com¬ 
fortable in his double-breasted 
jacket Monday night at the Hart¬ 
mann Center. Actor Jamie Farr, 
perhaps best known for his role as 
Corporal Maxwell Klinger on the 
long-running TV series 
"M*A*S*H," was this year’s 
Gretchen Iben guest lecturer. 

The Gretchen Iben Lectureship 
was established by Iben in memory 
of her husband, to provide the 
university with a series of classes, 
lectures and performances by 
highly acclaimed individuals in the 
field of the theatre. 

Farr, 55, was born in Jameel 
Joseph Farah on July 1, in Toledo, 
Ohio, the hometown of his TV 
character Klinger. His acting ambi¬ 
tion was started by a stint in the 
local talent show that won him 
$2.00 when he was a mere eleven 
years old. 

Throughout his years in high 
school Farr concentrated on writ¬ 
ing and directing two variety 
shows, though he also found the 
time to be editor of his school 
newspaper, president of the jadio 
club, and manager of the football 
and basketball teams. 

After graduation, he left Ohio 
for Southern California to begin 
his acting career. "I cashed in my 
bond books, about $600 worth, 
and headed West. * Farr said in his 


decision to pursue his dream. 

He ended up at the Pasedena 
Playhouse, where Farr worked a 
part-time job while also having to 
work on a play as part of his 
experience at the playhouse. There 
he was discovered by an MGM 
talent scout, and won his first film 
role, as the mentally retarded stu¬ 
dent Santini in 'The Blackboard 
Jungle." 

After a year and a half at the 
playhouse, Farr held down a vari¬ 
ous jobvs, including one that 
would later prove useful — a two- 
year stint in the Army. But before 
that Farr had met whom he calls 
his "mentor," the legendary 
comedian Red Skelton. It was in 
1959 that Skelton have him his 
start on his long running series. 
The Red Skelton Show. " 

When Farr enlisted in the 
Army, he and Skelton remained 
close friends. During Farr’s enlist¬ 
ment, Skelton had lost his to 
leukemia. To heal the pain he was 
feeling at his tragic loss, Skelton 
decided to vent his grief outward 
to aid the troops in Europe through 
his comedy. 

Skelton arrived in Europe, and 
promptly pulled Farr up from his 
tour of duty i Japan to be Skelton’s 
traveling companion, touring with 
Skelton. 

When the fun was up, Farr 
returned to Japan, with Skelton 
giving him a St. Christopher’s 
medal that Farr still wears every¬ 


where with him today to protect 
him. Skelton would later give Farr 
an even greater gift ~ a job for 
him to earn money to send back to 
his mother who had just lost her 
husband, so that Farr would not 
have to return home so that he 
could continue to pursue his 
dream. 

He went on to appear on The 
Danny Kaye Show" and the "Difck 
Van Dyke Show." In 1963, Farr 
married model Joy Richards, and 
gave her an engagement ring 13 
years later after M*A*S*H was 
renewed for its fifth season, they 
have two children — son Jones and 
Daughter Yvonne. 

The character "Klinger" arrived 
in Farr’s life at a point when he 
was ready to give up the profes¬ 
sion. The call came out for the 
casting of a character who was a 
transvestite bucking for a Section 8 
discharge and had originally 
started out as a one day part. "But 
I ended up coming for one day 
anbd staying for eleven years," 
said Farr. 

"Klinger" was the conception 
of Larry Gelbart, a producer on 
the show. Maxwell Klinger was 
actually the real life name of 
Gelbart’s best friend back home in 
Chicago. "I felt honored," said 
Farr, "to actually be playing some¬ 
one who was real." 

Gelbart led Farr into a dressing 
room on the first day of his career

Greenpeace successfully combatted 
this animal’s extinction by spraying 
the seal’s precious white fur with a 
harmless green dye. 

Other animals receiving atten¬ 
tion by Greenpeace are kangaroos 
in Australia, wolves in Alaska, and 
elephants in Africa killed for their 
ivory tusks. 

In 1985, Greenpeace moved 
over 300 people suffering from 
deformities caused by radiation 
from the Marshall Islands to a 
safer environment. Another group 
of greenpeacers hung a banner 
near a Star Wars testing site which 
said '"You can’t relocate the 
world." 

HThe primary attraction [of 
Greenpeace] for me personally is 


the chance to address people in a 
way that might inspire them to 
commit themselves not just to the 
environment, though that’s obvi¬ 
ously the purpose of our work, but 
to their own lives as personal 
works of art," Childs said. 
"Greenpeace is very good at sug¬ 
gesting to people the strength of 
the individual to create positive 
change." 

Greenpeace began in 1971 as 
nuclear protest and has blossomed 
into a worldwide organization with 
offices in more than 25 countries 
including the Soviet Union. Childs 
said anyone interested in beginning 
an ecology group similar to Green¬ 
peace should contact Charlie Cray 
at the Chicago office.

because most people 16-28-years- 
old do not really believe they can 
die. They do believe, however, 
that if they were hit by a car they 
would be treated at a hospital and 
while it would be a setback, it 
would have little impact on their 
life. 

For the majority of Americans 
this is true, but for 37 million 
Americans not covered by health 
insurance such a setback would be 
devastating. 

The same nation that guarantees 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness fails to live up to its 
goals because without adequate 


health care for all citizens, life is a 
maybe, and the pursuit of happi¬ 
ness is almost impossible. 

We must consider the role of 
our society as it relates to these 
guarantees and stand up to the 
responsibility of fulfilling them. 
During the mid-70s Medicaid 
covered about 63 percent of the 
people below the poverty level, but 
since then that number has 
dropped below 50 percent. 

Most doctors agree with Ben 
Franklin, who said an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of 
cure. They encourage people to 
visit a doctor for a general check¬ 



up even when nothing is wrong. 
The problem is that the people 
who are least able to afford these 
preventive measures are also least 
able to afford a major hospital 
stay. 

According to a proposal 
released by Karen Davis, professor 
and chairperson of the Department 
of* Health and Management at 
Johns Hopkins University, Ameri¬ 
cans are presently insured one of 
three ways: employer health 
plans; private insurance com¬ 
panies; or Medicaid. 

Of those 37 million uninsured 
Americans, one-third of them are 


below the poverty level. Even 
though half of them have full-time 
jobs, their employers offer no 
benefits. Right now, Medicaid is

the advice of a fellow student, I 
decided to go straight to the top; I 
made a telephone call to the White 
House. After faking an accent and 
saying I was a mid-level Iranian 
: official, I was instantly transferred 
to the Oval Office to speak with 
President Bush. Unfortunately, 

’ when I told him that I was not 
from Iran, but instead wanted to 
warn him about the evils of 
national health care, I was discon¬ 
nected. 

On the surface, national health 


care seems to be a great idea. 
Everyone would have access to 
health care free of charge. This 
means that Donald Trump and 
Boxcar Willie could go to the same 
doctor and receive the same treat¬ 
ment at the same cost...free. How¬ 
ever, national health care would 
not be without its costs. 

One argument proposed by 
those who favor national health 
care is that people who could not 
previously afford medical care 
would be able to receive it. This is 


a noble sentiment, but it 
very realistic. In reality, this 
not what actually happens. For 
example, let us look at our neigh¬ 
bor to the north. 

Canada has national health care 
and it is not working very well 
(unless you consider having to wait 
at least three years to have a bone 
spur removed good). In 1989, in 
the province of British Columbia, 
45 people died while waiting to 
have coronary surgery. These peo¬ 
ple died because there is a waiting 



list 700 patients long in British 
Columbias; all of them are waiting 
to have some type of coronary sur¬ 
gery. It is not surprising that Brit¬ 
ish Columbians are electing to 
travel across the border to Seattle, 
Washington to have coronary sur¬ 
gery where there are no waiting 
lists.

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Awareness defines drinking in 80s C Part two in a two-part series

During the 80s there seemed to 
be a trend toward attempting to 
educate students on the hazards of 
alcohol abuse. 

Unfortunately on July 29, 1984 
Bradley suffered a temporary set 
back. On that date Timothy Pal¬ 
mer, a 19-year-old Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon, fell from the fire escape 
behind the SAE house. He had 
been drinking earlier that evening 
and became sick. 

The last time his brothers saw 
him he was in bed. He was 
discovered on the concrete at about 
12:45 a.m. The cause of death was 
alcohol and fatigue. 

The accident emphasized the 
concern for responsible drinking," 
Ed King, director of housing, 
residential life and the student judi¬ 
cial system, said. 

Student organizations were 
forming to help students avoid 
problems similar to this one 
further down the line. 

Boost Alcohol Consciousness 
Concerning the Health of Univer¬ 
sity Students, BACCHUS, was 
concerned not with banning drink¬ 
ing, but rather to encourage 
responsible drinking habits. One of 
the key goals was to reach fresh¬ 
men before they encountered an 
alcohol problem. 

BACCHUS was concerned with 
offering alternatives to alcohol. 
King said many students don’t real¬ 
ize there is a problem any time 
alcohol interferes with classes or 


studying. 

Spring semester, 1984, brought 
about changes in Bradley’s posting 
policy. The promotion of alcohol 
was limited and had to display 
"ifiust be 21 to consume alcohol." 

In the fall student leaders 
formed Bradley’s new alcohol pol¬ 
icy. This mainly dealt with educat¬ 
ing the students on the harms of 
excessive drinking, something 
Bradley has been trying to do for 
quite sometime. 

They planned to use literature, 
speakers, student aides and 
residence hall staff to try to imple¬ 
ment the program. 

In November 1984, an alcohol 
policy committee was formed with 
the focus of the group being to 
help alcohol abusers, as well as to 
prevent students from developing 


alcohol problems. 

In 1985, King said Bradley 
doesn’t have any alcohol regula¬ 
tions. That seems to still be the 
situation today. 

He said if students choose to 
break the laws they then take the 
risks upon themselves. 

That same year the Interfrater¬ 
nity Council approved dry pre-rush 
parties. King said this was impor¬ 
tant because it showed there was 
more to a fraternity than just 
drinking beer. Dry pre-rush as 
well as rush have been a policy of 
IFC since then. 

By changing the alcohol policy 
Bradley was not trying to stop 
alcohol consumption, but rather 
offering information to people who 
want it. 

On Aug. 31, 1985 a 21-year- 


old Bradley student was charged 
with allegedly delivering alcohol to 
two minors in Harper Hall. Then 
on Sept. 8, 1985 Sigma Chi frater¬ 
nity was issued a city ordinance 
for serving alcohol to a 19-year- 
old Bradley student. 

This showed a crack down on 
underage drinking from the Peoria 
police department. It was at this 
time that Dave Baer, director of 
security, received pressure from 
PPD to better enforce Illinois’ 
alcohol laws. 

Another awareness organization 
was formed at this time through 
the Greek system. Greeks Against 
Mismanagement of Alcohol, 
GAMMA, wanted to reverse the 
negative image about Greeks and 
bring back more respect to Greeks. 
There is talk that GAMMA may 


again appear on campus very soon. 

Through all of the positive 
steps Bradley took to prevent the 
occurrence of accidents one still 
did. On April 4, 1987 a Sigma Nu 
was found dead under the Farm¬ 
ington Rd. Bridge. John Thurston 
had been drinking at the Lucky 
Lady earlier that evening. 

He had been brought back to 
his house when he decided to 
return to the Lady. On his way 
there he slipped and fell over the 
bridge. Thurston was a heavy 
drinker according to two of his 
friends. 

They said he had gone off 
campus to drink because it was 
senior weekend and alcohol was 
not permitted on campus. 

With new policies passed by the 
IFC many are concerned that stu¬ 
dents will again be forced to go off 
campus to drink. 

During the past few months we 
have seen several new policies per¬ 
taining to alcohol at Bradley. With 
liability being a key concern for 
fraternities around the country, 
Bradley took a step forward to 
limit a fraternities liability. 

Presidents of 15 of the 16 Brad¬ 
ley fraternities passed a vote ban¬ 
ning kegs in any of the fraternity 
houses on Bradley’s campus. This 
was done in an effort to alleviate 
any problems that my arise from 
excessive drinking. 

Bradley will be one of several 
universities to go to the Bring 
Your Own Beer Policy next fall. 

"Alcohol abuse is not 
accepted," King said. "We’re not 
going to ever get rid of it, so we 
better figure out how to handle it."

it took to get it started," Kaufman 
said. 

Despite the dwindling numbers, 
the group went ahead with another 
informal rush in February. Of the 
eight people who responded, six 
people showed up and two of them , 
pledged. 

"I was really happy that we got 
two more people because it’s better 
to start off slow and grow big. If 
we had had more people and we 
weren’t really prepared or organ¬ 
ized, it would have fallen apart," 
Kaufman said. 

"I hope we do get a lot of peo¬ 
ple next fall," she said. 

Sigma Beta Phi does not plan to 
rush at the same time as the other 
sororities on campus next fall 
because they are still very small 
and local and are not yet involved 
with the Panhellenic Council. 
However, no official date has been 
set for their rush. 

"It’s hard to compete with the 
national sororities, but I’m sure 


we’ll get people," Bruns said. 

"The future is looking good for 
us. We have a lot of things 
planned. We’re already planning 
for rush and hoping for the best," 
Goldfine said. 

"We’ve learned from our mis¬ 
takes," Kaufman said. "We’re 
stronger and more organized than 
ever and we’re all very deter¬ 
mined. It’s too late to turn back. 
We’ve put too much into it. 
Besides, we’ve been enjoying it 
and we’ve all become such good 
friends." 

The idea to start a new sorority 
began last semester when a friend 
of Kaufman’s suggested that she 
start her own sorority. 

"I said. That’s impossible. I’d 
never be able to do something like 
that. There’s so much work 
involved and I wouldn’t even know 
how to begin.’

Kaufman said.

The burning question is, "Why 
does it take so long to have an 
operation in Canada?" The answer 
is quite simple; there is a shortage 
of doctors and nurses in Canada. 
This shortage is a direct result of 
national health care and it would 
be the first cost of national health 
care. 

Under national health care doc¬ 
tors are paid by the government. 
Since the government would not 
want to pay the current prices, all 
doctors would be paid the same for 
similar services, regardless of the 
quality of the doctor and would be 
paid at a rate much less than what 
they would be paid in the free

designed to help single parent fam¬ 
ilies, so poor singles, couples and 
two-parent families are left 
uncovered- The rising insurance 
premiums that have affected every¬ 
one from drivers to Greek systems 
also reach out of the poor, who 
cannot afford private insurance. 
Reform is needed. 

These reforms would include 
requirements for employers to 
cover all workers on health 
insurance plans. Legislation must 
be passed to put a ceiling on the 
maximum percentage of earnings 
lost due to health and an expansion 
of Medicaid to automaticly cover 
anyone living below the poverty 
level. 

Between now and the next cen¬ 
tury, health care spending is 
expected to rise faster than our 
ability to pay. This should not 
mean we allow people to be unpro¬ 
tected. It means we must find ways 
to expand the coverage and 
guarantee the ability to pursue hap- 
pi ness for everyone.

market. The government would 
simply tell the doctors how much 
they would be paid and then tell 
them to take it or leave it. 

As we all know, one of the 
main reasons people become doc¬ 
tors is the financial rewards that lie 
beyond years of hard work. This is 
not the only reason and not all 
doctors are greedy, but it is a 
significant reason for many people 
pursuing a medical career. If the 
high salary is taken away, some 
would-be doctors will decide to 
enter some other field that is more 
financially rewarding, resulting in 
a shortage. Some will not be 
deterred because of selfless desire 
to help others, but some will be 


deterred. 

The second cost is money. 
Doctors do not work for free; the 
cost would be shouldered by the 
government and do you know 
where the government gets its 
money from? You guessed it... the 
taxpayer. The ultimate cost would 
be in the billions of dollars. It 
would make Medicare and Medi¬ 
caid look like pocket change. 

On the surface national health 
care may seem Utopian, but in 
reality the costs would far 
outweigh the benefits. In the end, 
the goal of health care for all 
would be unattainable because of 
the shortage of health care workers 
that would occur.

Cites racism and libel

The Campustown shopping 
center project is moving toward a 
fall completion date as demolition 
of 32 area buildings will be 
finished up this week in time for 
actual construction by May 1, 
developers and city officials said.

Contrary to some rumors, the

offered to take him to the airport 
since she was unable to get to 
interview with him and this would 
be the chance for them to talk. He 
accepted and now admits that was 
not professional. 

They talked and in the end she 
was rejected by the CIA. "She said 
she was under the perception that I 
was asking her on a date (while 
driving to the airport.)" 

He said this was not the case. 
"I don’t have female problems. I 
don’t have to chase white women 
and I don’t have to chase black 
women. I did nothing illegal in my 
recruiting." He said he is profes¬ 
sional and would not behave in 
that manner. 

In a telephone interview on 
Wednesday, Hird said Whitehead’s 
version of the story was interesting 
but she would not elaborate on it 
further. "From ,my point of view, 
he acted very unprofessional." 

She said she had heard that 
other schools also complained 
about Whitehead’s behavior. 

Whitehead said that Bradley 
professor, Dr. Chuck Bukowski in 
international studies, had called 
personnel in Washington D.C. and 
complained about him. 

He said Bukowski never met 
him, but was fully aware that 
Whitehead was black and com¬ 
plained because he was a minority. 
"It’s racism, there’s no question 
about it. Bukowski had no business 
calling Washington." 

Bukowski said about three or 
four students had complained to 
him about Whitehead and then he 
passed the information to the per¬ 
sonnel office in Washington D.C. 
He would not explain the nature of 
the complaints or release the stu¬ 
dents’ names in a phone interview, 
but said, "The students just weren’t 
comfortable with him. I was trying 
to look after the welfare of Brad¬ 
ley students." 

He said he never met or talked 
to Whitehead and was not aware at 
the time that he was black. 

Benjamin A. Streeter, III of 
B.A. Streeter Ltd., is a civil rights 
attorney in Chicago who is 
representing Whitehead. Streeter 
said he has not seen the complaint 
made to the CIA by Bukowski yet. 
It is classified as secret but he 
should gain access to the document 
in four to six weeks. 

He said if the complaint is 
libelous, then a suit will be filed 
against Bradley. He would not dis¬ 
close any exact figures, but said 
they would be suing in the six-digit 
range. "At this time though, there 
is no lawsuit currently pending 
against Bradley." 

Gary Anna, vice president of 
business affairs, said the Univer¬ 
sity has no information available

for public release at this time and 
that University officials have not 
been contacted by Streeter. 

Streeter said the CIA used the 
allegations made by Bukowski for 
disciplinary action against White- 
head. He said these allegations 
may be incorrect since Bukowski 
never met Whitehead and may 
have no proof. 

He said the students were con¬ 
tacted on weekends in the proper 
recruitment manner especially 
since college students don’t keep 
regular business hours and can be 
difficult to contact during week¬ 
days. 

Streeter said when the disci¬ 
plinary action was taken against 
his client, the environment where 
he worked became worse. White- 
head said he was having problems 
in the office already because he 
was a minority. He said after the 
complaints^ were made he was

offered a new position at the 
agency, but he kept his old posi¬ 
tion and the harassment increased. 

Whitehead also has accused his 
former boss, Jerry Crawford, of 
"racist tactics."

On Oct. 8, 1989, a national 
survey was released which dis¬ 
graced most college students and 
faculty. The survey revealed most 
students didn’t know where states 
were located, when wars were 
fought or who was their president. 

The Gallup Organization con¬ 
ducted a survey of 696 college 
seniors to test their knowledge of 
history and literature. Among the 
startling statistics; 58 percent of 
the students did' not know that 
Shakespeare was the author of The 
Tempest , 42 percent could not 
place the Civil war in the correct 
half-century and 58 percent did not 
know that Harry Truman was 
president when the Korean War 
began. 

On Wednesday night, I con¬ 
ducted a simple, random telephone 
survey of 25 students. All names 
were randomly selected from the 
Bradley University phone book. 
Although this survey isn’t 
scientifically precise, the facts and 
results are alarming. I asked the 
following five questions: 

What does the white satellite 
dish, located across from the Wil¬ 
liams Hall lot, do? 

What is the last name of the 
president of Bradley University? 

What is the first name of 


Bradley’s founder? 

What is the phone number of 
the "Scoop Line? " 

Who is the Bradley baseball 
coach? 

Although these questions aren’t 
as important as American history, 
they are part of our world. 
Although I didn’t expect many stu¬ 
dents to know about the satellite 
dish, the baseball coach or the 
"Scoop Line" the results from the 
remaining two questions amazed 
me. 

After calling 25 students only 
two students knew the purpose of 
the satellite dish. The dish, accord¬ 
ing to El win Basquin, president of 
WTVP-TV in Peoria, picks off 
radiq and television signals from 
the West Star Five Satellite to feed 
WTVP, WCBU and Bradley 
University programs. The dish 
does not bring Bradley MTV, 
ESPN, or other cable shows' as 
most students thought. One student 
said the dish was for the singles 
dorms to receive special programs, 
most others said the dish was 
either to bring in MTV or other 
cable shows. 

The next question, and the 
answers to this question astonish 
me, were varied and at times 
funny. Of the 25 surveyed, 12 stu¬

dents did not know the name Mar¬ 
tin G. Abegg. Three students said 
Stacey Bums, all-schpol student 
president, was the president of the 
University while other students 
said someone named Ahab and 
Allbet ran the University.

The name of our founder was 
even more illusive to students. 
Our founder, Lydia Moss-Bradley, 
was mentioned by six students. 
Other names, including Laura, 
Elizabeth, Amanda and Susan were 
mentioned. 

Bradley was bom on July 31, 
1816 and died Jan. 17, 1908. She 


had six children, Laura, Rebecca, 
Clarissa, Tobias, Mary and Wil¬ 
liam, all of whom, died before 
becoming 14-yeai^s-old. She was 
married to Tobias and later remar¬ 
ried to Edward Clark. 

The "Scoop Line," the brain¬ 
child of Peggy Sassorossi; director 
of student activities and the student 
activities office, was initiated in the 
fall of 1988. The recorded mes¬ 
sage, which can be heard by sim¬ 
ply dialing ext. 3£66, gives a list 
of the campus -activities for the 
current week. When I asked this 
question most students had never 
heard of the service and sonje 
asked how to use the line. 

The last question, for the sports 
fans on campus, was a real 
stumper. Of the 25 students ques¬ 
tioned 22 did not know of Dewey 
Kalmer, baseball coach and assis¬ 
tant athletic director. One student 
said Dave Carr, a senior infielder, 
was the coach and another student 
said someone named Dewey Kal¬ 
man coached the team. One person 
knew who Kalmer was. 

Kalmer is in his 11 th season as 
Bradley’s baseball coach. He gra¬ 
duated in 1966 from Quincy Col¬ 
lege where he was an All- 
American in both baseball and 
basketball. He signed with the 


Washington Senators and spent 
three seasons as a minor league 
catcher (two in Triple A) before 
starting his coaching career at his 
alma mater. Kalmer came to Brad 
ley in 1979. 

So maybe the Gallup survey 
isn’t that far off or crazy as some 
critics deemed it. And I don’t think 
this lack of "knowledge" is due to 
apathy or stupidity, it’s just a lack, j 

So maybe President Abegg and 
Dewey Kalmer should walk around 
campus some more or attend more 
student functions, maybe the stu¬ 
dent activities office should post 
some more fliers or advertise the 
"Scoop Line" more actively, 
WTVP should become morej

"We had been talking about 
offering a non-Western language 
for seven or eight years now," Dr. 
Penny Pucelik, director of foreign 


languages, said. 

With Illinois having the third 
largest number of investments in 
Japan out of any state in the U.S., 
Dr. Thomas Kent, chairperson for 
the department of English and 
Foreign Languages, said it only 
seemed reasonable to offer 
Japanese as a language. 

The class will be taught by lec¬ 
turers who will also be taking gra¬ 
duate classes toward a degree. The 
lecturer will arrive in the U.S. in 
June and take a nine-week inten¬ 
sive training course in teaching 
Japanese to American students. 
The lecturers will teach for two- 


years. 

Bradley will be joining more 
than 40 other universities around 
the country who offer this pro¬ 
gram. 

Portugese will be beneficial 
because of the large Caterpillar 
investments in Brazil. The four- 
hour credit course will probably be 
taught by a Brazilian lawyer who 
is living in Peoria. 

""Most people do not know that 
Portugese is the official language 
of Brazil ," Kent said. 

Both Kent and* Pucelik have 
already had several students 
inquire about both languages. 


They have also had several 
requests for Italian, Latin and a 
Mandarin or Malaysian language. 
There have also been requests for 
Russian which was taught until the 
early 70s, but was canceled 
because of a lack of student 
interest. 

Bradley now offers German, 
French, Spanish and Hebrew, 
which began in the fall after a four 
year hiatus. 

Pucelik said the addition of 
Portugese and Japanese and possi¬ 
bly other languages in the near 
future are in an effort to "interna¬ 
tionalize* Bradley.

Two percent increase

Despite nationwide trends in the 
decrease of high school graduates 
because of fewer 18-year-olds, 
applications for fall semester are 
up about 2 percent compared to a 
year ago. 

"We’re delighted with this," 
Gary Bergman, director of enroll¬ 
ment management, said. 

He said many private and pub¬ 


lic colleges and universities are 
down in their applications right 
now. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, said the 
application increase is a real test of 
Bradley’s niche in the market 
because of the increased competi¬ 
tion for high school graduates. 

He said he thinks the applica¬ 
tions are up because, "Bradley is a 
competitive University in the 
marketplace as an institution. As 
long as we continue to deliver, 


we’ll remain competitive." 

Over 3,600 applications have 
been received for freshman and 
transfer students. About 3,200 are 
freshmen applications and the 
remaining 400 are from transfer 
students. 

About 40 percent of the appli¬ 
cants are from out of state com¬ 
pared to 34 percent last year at this 
time. Bergman said applications 
for the surrounding states are up 
about 20 percent. Applications 
have been received from students

in states such as Arizona and 
Delaware that have never had 
applicants to Bradley before. 

"That’s not by any accident," 
Bergman said, it is due to 
Bradley’s increased national reputa¬ 
tion and the University’s strategic 
planning, which includes area 
admission representatives and spe¬ 
cial recruiting programs in various 
cities. 

He said over 80 percent of the 
applications are usually accepted. 

Gaisky said the University will 
accept a freshman class of about 
1,020 students, not 1,100 as it did 
last year. "The University will 
become too large for our philoso¬ 
phy and to educate." 

, About 1,100 freshmen were 
admitted to Bradley last year, one 
of the highest in Bradley’s history, 
which caused a housing problem.

"It looks good at this point," 
Gaisky said, but the situation can 
always change. The number of 
applications changes every week 
and percentages can fluctuate up or 
down.

Roy Orbison was obviously 

looking far ahead into the future 
when he recorded his 1960’s hit 
"Pretty Woman." Julia Roberts, 
the 22 year old tall, leggy brunette 
seems to be made for the song. 

"Pretty Woman" is a modem 
day Cinderella story starring 
Roberts and Richard Gere. It is 
slightly unbelievable, slightly con¬ 
trived, but it’s a lovely fairy tale. 

Roberts (Vivian) is a hooker on 
Hollywood Boulevard. She never 
got any further than the 10th grade 
and came to Hollywood to get 
away from her family. She’s sim¬ 
ple, trusting, honest and una¬ 
bashedly frank. 

Gere (Edward) is a corporate 
raider that buys companies in debt 
and then tears them apart, bit by 
bit. Once he establishes each 
branch he sells them for a higher 
price than what he originally paid 
for the company as a whole. He is 
a tiger in the boardroom, but shy 
and conservative in his private life. 

Edward ends up in California 
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on a business trip and after having 
a terse conversation with his 
girlfriend, Edward borrows his 
host’s Lotus Esprit and shakily 
drives off into Beverly Hills to 
escape. 

He ends up getting lost and 
drives by the comer where Vivian 
is standing. Asking for directions, 
Vivian tells him she will give them 
to him for $5, when Gere declines 
with "It’s only directions," Vivian 
responds sassily with Tm not 
lost." 

Eventually they make a deal 
that Vivian will show him direc¬ 
tions personally for $10. He 
invites her up for the night in the 
posh hotel he’s staying in, after he 
makes her wear his rain coat. 
Much to Edward’s chagrin, Vivian 
still manages to embarrass him in 
the hotel. 

As the night continues, Edward 
pays her $300 and tells her to 
order anything she wants. She 
gorges on room service and 
watches "I Love Lucy" reruns. 


while he works. Vivian can’t figure 
him out, but nonetheless is enjoy¬ 
ing the night in the penthouse 
suite. 

Like many "one night stands" 
they have sex, but with a twist. 
He invites her to be his date for 
the week, for a price. Vivian says 
$4000, Edward says $2000. They 
eventually settle on $3000. 

With that the week begins, 
along with the fairy tale. Though 
the plot is somehow hard to 
swallow, (Gere is 40 compared to 
Roberts 22) it is enchanting. The 
both of them are together at night, 
but they keep their distance during 
the day. You can see the friend¬ 
ship growing. Each one has been 
hurt too many times. 

Edward is dynamic in the busi¬ 
ness world, but allows no time to 
socialize for himself. He lives 
instead by his Filofax, instead of 
dating. His girlfriend complains 
she talks to his secretary more than 
she does to him. Disbelieving, 
Gere asks another ex-girlfriend if 
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she ever felt that way when they 
dated. The girlfriend answers him 
succinctly with "Your secretary 
was my bridesmaid." Okay. 

It is a good role for Gere, giv¬ 
ing him more depth than we have 
seen in previous roles where he is 
often portrayed as the bad guy. 
His most recent example was the 
short lived "Internal Affairs." 

Roberts is mesmerizing as 
Vivian, even in quarter-thigh high 
black leather boots, a tighter than 
tight mini skirt, white tube top, 
and an ash blonde wig that covers 
up perhaps the most gorgeous hair 
in show business right now. 

She is delightful, simple and 
blunt. In contrast to Edward, who 
is precision perfect in his every 
move and thought, Vivian is blunt, 
living with a "fly by the seat of 
her pants" attitude. She seems to 
have the uncanny knack of saying 
the wrong things in the wrong 
places, but not caring. Vivian 
doesn’t live by the traditional social 
norms, she makes her own.

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A sad state of affairs...

In early 1974, Allan Bakke 
applied for admission at the Medi¬ 
cal School of the University of 
California at Davis. Being white, 
he was classified as a "regular 
admittee." If he was not white, he 
would have been classified as a 
"special admittee." The difference 
between the two classifications is 
that the qualifications of "regular 
admittees" were held to higher 
standards and were compared to 
other "regular admittees," while 
the qualifications of "special admit¬ 
tees" were held to lower standards 
and were compared to other "spe¬ 
cial admittees. r 


Allen Bakke’s GPA was almost 
a whole point higher than that of 
the average "special admittees." 
The scores he received on his 
Medical College Admissions Test 
(MCAT) nearly tripled those of the 
average "special admittees." But 
Bakke did not gain admission to 
the Medical School of the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Davis because 
of affirmative action programs. 

The reality of affirmative action 
programs is a sad state of affairs. 
Affirmative action programs are 
detrimental to society for the fol¬ 
lowing reasons: they are unfair, 
they cause more harm than they do 
good and they can increase racial 
tensions as opposed to relieving 
them.

"Reverse discrimination" is an 
inevitable result of affirmative 
action programs. And due to the 
fact that discrimination will, in the 
end, result from these programs, 
these programs are unfair. 

The second disadvantage to 
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or liberation from chains?

One of the demands of the 
Minority Coalition is that the 
administration pursue a more 
vigorous minority recruitment pro¬ 
gram. Upon hearing this, the ears 
of many campus conservatives 
perked up, and the Reaganite con¬ 
coction "reverse racism" began to 
echo. So the question is raised: 
when the government requires 
some companies to ensure that a 
certain percentage of employees or 
contractors be minorities, is that in 
essence discrimination against 
whites? 

My answer to that would have 


to be no. Being a student of sociol¬ 
ogy, one fact I have come to 
recognize more and more clearly is 
that even if there is no individual 
prejudice in a society, the institu¬ 
tions and mechanisms within it 
function so as to discriminate 
against certain groups. Basically 
that’s the way the ball rolls, it ends 
up discriminating. 

We live in a culture that has 
freshly emerged from the womb of 
a legally segregated society. It was 
less than 40-years-ago that blacks 
were not allowed in college, could 
be killed for saying hello to a 
white, could not use the same 
bathroom as whites, could not sit 
in the same section of a bus or res¬ 
taurant as whites and even had to 


be sworn in on a different Bible in 
court. The examples of such racist 
segregation are endless. However, 
the basic message is clear. All 
these laws struck a very serious 
blow to the minorities of America. 

Today, that scar on the face of 
the minorities is no less evident 
than during earlier sanctioned 
discrimination. A cursory glance 
across American society shows 
that nothing significant has 
changed since the civil rights 
movement in the 60s. 

The power structures are still 
the same, whites are over¬ 
represented in all major power 
positions across elected and

affirmative action programs is that 
they cause more harm than they do 
good. This is due to the fact that if 
one recruits minorities on the basis 
that they are minorities and 
qualifications are disregarded, the 
inevitable result will be that 
unqualified individuals are 
recruited. Meanwhile, qualified 
individuals are not recruited. 
Society then experiences not only 
the loss of qualified people, but 
must suffer the effects that 
unqualified individuals will have 
on it. Without a doubt, this causes 
more harm than it does good. 

Finally, affirmative action pro¬ 
grams can actually increase racial 
tensions as opposed to relieving 
them. This can best be explained 
by example. A white male and a 


minority male both apply for a 
job. The minority male receives 
the job as a result of affirmative 
action programs. It is likely that 
the white male may resent the 
minority. This fear is best 
expressed by Justice Lewis Powell, 
who wrote in his opinion concern¬ 
ing the Bakke case that 'Disparate 
constitutional tolerance of such 
classifications well may serve to 
exacerbate racial and ethnic anta¬ 
gonisms rather than alleviate 
them." 

Affirmative action programs are 
a detriment to society. They are 
unfair. They case more harm than 
they do good. They can actually 
increase racial tensions as opposed 
to relieving them. Clearly, 
affirmative action programs are an 
unnecessary evil. 
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appointed America and minorities 
are overrepresented in the ghettos 
and the slums. The reason for this 
is not that non-whites are inferior; 
that would be a very naive and 
short-sighted conclusion to draw, 
the reason is that the way Ameri¬ 
can society operates, it discrim¬ 
inates against minorities. 

I challenge anyone on campus 
to offer another explanation as to 
why American society is stratified 
along racial lines. 

"But if there is a negro college 
fund, why isn’t there a white col¬ 
lege fund?" I often hear people 
ask. The answer is that white peo¬ 
ple have not had a history of 
oppression in this country like the 
blacks have. Having been kept out 
of colleges and jobs in the past, 
the minorities of America suffer 
from a very serious drawback. 

Lyndon Johnson, in a famous 
address at Howard University 
summed up the argument beauti¬ 


fully: "You do not wipe out scars 
of centuries by saying "now you’re 
free to go..." You do not take a 
person who for years has been 
hobbled by chains and liberate 
him, bringing him to the starting 
line of a race and then say, "you’re 
free to compete." 

Affirmative action does not 
deny white people any jobs. It is 
merely a program to help minori¬ 
ties who through no choice of 
theirs were bom in the slums of 
our cities and find that colleges are 
doing all their recruiting from the 
suburbs. 

Without the college education, 
they cannot get very far and cycle 
starts over again. These people 
need to be allowed their right to a 
decent living. Colleges need to be 
forced to recruit more minorities 
and so do companies. As Supreme 
Court Justice Thurgood Marshall 
said in his dissenting opinion in the 
1978 Allan Bakke case, "In order 
to treat some persons equally, we 
must treat them differently."

Kalmer attributes this fact to the 
absence of good relief pitching and 


unnecessary errors. 

The Braves take to the road 
tomorrow to challenge St. Xavier 
College. The team returns home to 


host Northern Iowa in a double- 
header on Sunday. The first game 
of the doubleheader starts at 1 
p.m. at Meinen Field. 


Which conference is the most 
dominating? 

The Big Ten had a record 
seven teams in the NCAA Tourna¬ 
ment, but posted an 8-7 record. 

The Big East had six in the 
tournament, but only two could 
win more than one game. 

Four teams represented the Big 
Eight Conference in the tourna¬ 
ment, three of which were ranked 
number one in the nation at 
different times during the regular 
season. 

Oklahoma and Kansas lost in 
the second round, while Missouri 
lost to Northern Iowa in the first 
round. 

The Athletic Coast Conference 
earns the nod as the most dominat¬ 
ing, with two teams in the Final 
Four and a 13-3 tournament 
record. The ACC knocked off 
three of the four top seeds with 
Georgia Tech beating Michigan 
State, North Carolina topping 
Oklahoma and Duke knocking off 
Connecticut 

With all the buzzer-beaters and 
close games, let’s hope the cham¬ 
pionship game isn’t as much of a 
blowout as the expected 
UNLV/Loyola-Marymount game 
was. The numbers show hope for a 
close game as after 60 tournament 
games: 

-Seven have been decided by 
one point. 

-22 were settled by three 
points or less. 

-And 28 by four points or less. 

Of the top 10 individual scoring 
performances, only one person 
remains in the Final Four. Georgia 
Tech’s Dennis Scott has scored 40 
and 36 points. • Loyola- 
Mary mount’s Bo Kimble had the 
most with three of the top 10. 


For UNLV to win on Saturday, 
they have to stop "Lethal Weapon 
3." Tech’s Scott, Brian Oliver and 
Kenny Anderson combine for 69.6 
of Tech’s 88.7 points per game. 
Even if Georgia Tech should fall 
behind they ckn come back...and 
quickly. Tech has shot 40 percent 
from three-point land, which has 
helped them overcome deficits like 
a 17-point deficit against Louisiana 
State. 

In fact, all of the Final Four 
teams can gun well from behind 
the line. Arkansas is shooting 39.9 
percent, Duke is 39.9 percent 
accurate and UNLV is shooting a 
respectable 36.6 percent. 

If common opponents mean 
anything, Arkansas should have no 
trouble with Duke. Arkansas beat 
North Carolina by 23 in the round 
of 16, while Duke lost by 19 and 
12 points to the Tar Heels during 
the regular season. 

If Tennessee wouldn’t have lost 
to Virginia in the women’s round 
of eight, the women’s Final Four 
most likely would have sold more 
tickets than the men’s. More than 
18,000 of 25,000 tickets have been 
sold for the women’s Final Four, 
while the entire 16,667 tickets 
were sold for the men’s. The only 
problem is the women’s Final Four 
is being held in Tennessee and 
many of the seats were bought to 
watch the Lady Vols defend their 
National Championship. 

If USA Today hasn’t already 
kept enough stats and results, they 
have come up with new ones to 
tell how long each of the last two 
foul-filled minutes of a game actu¬ 
ally takes. The results show each 
game in the tournament averaged 
10 minutes and 19 seconds for the 
last two minutes.

With a healthy Cathy Farrell 
back in the line-up, the Lady 
Braves tennis team should show 
improvement from their fall sea¬ 
son. 

Farrell, a junior from Neenah, 
WI, missed the fall competition 
because of a shoulder injury but 
appears to be recovered and ready 
for the spring season. She will 
compete in one of the top three 
singles positions along with sopho¬ 
mores, Brandy Hagan and Jennifer 
Simpson. 

"Without Cathy in our line-up 
in the fall, we were weak in the 
top positions. Everyone on the 
team was forced to play up a posi¬ 
tion. Now with Cathy back, our 
top positions should be stronger 
and we should finish better in each 
meet," Barb Nicoll, head tennis 
coach, said. 

This year’s squad consists of 
nine players-three juniors, three 
sophomores and three freshmen. 


Nicoll said what her team lacks in 
Division I experience, they pick up 
in enthusiasm and positive atti¬ 
tudes.

Bradley basketball stand-out 
Curtis Stuckey was arrested last 
Thursday and booked on a charge 
of aggravated battery after 
allegedly beating and threatening a 
female friend earlier that day. 

Stuckey spent Thursday night in 
the Peoria County Jail before being 
released Friday morning without 
having to post bond. 

The incident, of which Stuckey 
is accused, resulted after Tammy 
L. Autmon of Peoria attempted to 
remove a vehicle bra from 
Stuckey’s car at about 2:30 a.m. 
Thursday. Autmon had purchased 
the vehicle bra for Stuckey on an 
earlier date. 

Stuckey hit Autmon in the head 
and face, causing her left eye to 
swell shut. 

After his release, Stuckey 
issued a public apology. 

'Td like to take this opportunity 
to publicly apologize to my team¬ 
mates, coaches, fans and Bradley 
University as a whole for using 
poor judgment in a spur-of-the- 
moment situation. I’m embarrassed 
about what happened and I hope 
no one will hold a grudge against 
my teammates or myself. Role 


models such as myself are human 
and sometimes make mistakes 
when_adversity comes along. We 
have to deal with it in the right 
way. 

I have learned that there are 
always people who will try to 
bring you down to their level even 
when most of the public has you 
on a pedestal. But I’ve come too 
far to let anyone stop me from 
achieving my goals at both basket¬ 
ball and in the classroom. 

I hate to be the one to be made 
an example of, but for future 
Bradley basketball players, this 
should serve as a good lesson." 

Aggravated battery is a felony 
that carries a possible prison term 
of two to five years. Simple bat¬ 
tery is a misdemeanor that carries 
no prison sentence. Stuckey could 
get off with a simple battery 
charge, since aggravated battery 
results when there is great bodily 
harm or permanent disfigurement, 
or if a weapon is involved in a 
beating. Stuckey used nothing but 
his fist when he hit Autmon. 

"It is an unfortunate situation," 
Assistant Basketball Coach Mo 
McHone said. "Curtis realizes he 
made a mistake. As a basketball 
player at Bradley, he has to accept 


his role as he is seen in the com¬ 
munity. Curtis is old enough to be 
responsible for his own actions. As 
a Bradley basketball player, he .has 
to realize that he is in a bigger 
fishbowl than other people." 

Stuckey led the Missouri Valley 
Conference in scoring during the 
past season and was voted to the 
All-MVC First Team by both the 
Valley coaches and the media.

Injuries hit Braves in Florida

The Bradley Braves baseball 
team is off to a struggling start. 

Injuries and disciplinary prob¬ 
lems plagued the Brave’s spring 
trip to Florida, yet head coach 
Dewey Kalmer remains optimistic. 

"I feel this team is much better 
than its 10-9 record," Kalmer said. 
"Once we straighten out our injury 
problem and get our new people’s 
heads screwed on, we’ll be able to 
play up to our potential and abil¬ 
ity." 

Here’s a rundown of the injured 
Braves: 

-Phil Caplis (catcher) is still 
struggling from off-season shoulder 
surgery and is listed as day-to-day. 

—Rob Wilkinson (first baseman) 
is nursing a back strain while play¬ 
ing. 

—Kevin Pleasant (second base- 
man) pinch-hit in the final two 
games of the trip to Florida after 
suffering a knee injury during a 
double play take-out. 

—Bruce Smolen (shortstop) is 
playing with strained muscles in 
his forearms. 

-Lyle Martin (third baseman) 


missed the final two games of the 
Florida trip after suffering a possi¬ 
ble shoulder separation during a 
collision. 

—Jerry Mitchell (left fielder) 
had just five pinch-hitting appear¬ 
ances in Bradley’s last nine games 
of the Florida trip due to a muscle 
pull in his leg. 

-Jeff Jenco (center fielder) is 
playing with a groin pull. 

Kalmer is running into disci¬ 
plinary problems with the newco¬ 
mers to the Bradley baseball pro¬ 
gram. 

Because of the disciplinary 
problems, Kalmer was forced to 
sideline some key players during 
games played in Florida. 

"Right now we are experienc¬ 
ing some off-the-field problems 
that we have to deal with," Kalmer 
said. "The new players are not 
aware of the sacrifices they need to 
make to play on a winning, cham¬ 
pionship Division I team." 

Because of the number of new 
players joining the team after the. 
fall season, Kalmer did not know 
his personnel, to the extent he 
would have liked, to going into the 
current spring season. 


"We’re having to do things now 
that should have been done during 
the fall season," Kalmer said. 
"We’re using the first part of the 
season for spring training. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the games count as we 
are trying to find out who can do 
what and get to know our person¬ 
nel." 

The Braves used the spring trip 
as a learning experience and upon 
returning home, Kalmer said he 
knows now that his team has the 
ability to compete with the other 
teams in the highly competitive 
Missouri Valley Conference. 

Despite the disappointing inju¬ 
ries, there were some pleasant 
surprises. 

Seniors Gary Delafuente and 
Jerry Mitchell and junior Mike 
Bell have emerged as Bradley’s top 
hitters. 

Bell, who redshirted last sea¬ 
son, is the team’s leading hitter, 
averaging above .500. He also 
leads the team in home runs. 

When Delafuente transferred to 
Bradley from Califomia-Riverside 
in January, Kalmer informed him 
he didn’t know how much playing 
time he would see during the 


Netters struggle at Hilton Head

The Missouri Valley Confer¬ 
ence will experiment with a 20 and 
90-second clock in baseball this 
season in an effort to cut down on 
the time it takes to play college 
games. 

The NCAA-approved experi¬ 
ment clock will be utilized in all 
conference games and the MVC 
will be the only conference in the 
country this season to use it. 

The clock limits the amount of 
time between pitches and the time 
teams have to change field posi¬ 
tions at the end of each half¬ 


spring season. But recently Kalmer 
has been pleased with Delafuente’s 
efforts and Delafuente has proven 
that he deserves to play. He is 
averaging .364 at bat and Kalmer 
said he is a positive addition to the 
team. 

Freshman Matt Jones has fallen 
into the number four pitching slot, 
a position Kalmer was anxious to 
fill. (Bradley’s top three pitchers 
are Dave Geeve, Mike Grace and 
Brian Shouse.) 

Jones is not yet fully recovered 
from arm surgery and Kalmer anti¬ 
cipates that he will only improve 
as the season progresses. 

Tuesday the Braves split their 
home opener against the College of 
St. Francis. 

Bradley won the first game, 1- 
0, with Shouse going the distance 
in the eight-inning victory. 

The Braves suffered a disap¬ 
pointing 10-9 loss in the second 
game of the doubleheader. Bradley 
allowed St. Francis to score ten 
runs in the final four innings of the 
contest. 

Of the nine losses the Braves 
have incurred, they have held the

inning. 

NCAA and major league base¬ 
ball rules require that when the 
bases are unoccupied a pitcher has 
20 seconds to deliver the ball after 
receiving it. The rule is rarely 
enforced by umpires and MVC 
coaches think the addition of a 
clock will eliminate delay-of-game 
violations and significantly speed 
up play. 

Once a pitcher receives the 
ball, a 20-second count starts on 
the clock. A ball will be called on 
the batter if the pitcher fails to 
deliver the ball in 20 seconds. A 
batter must be in the box. and 
ready to take the pitch with five or 
more seconds left on the clock or a 
strike will be called. 

The 20-second between-pitch 
clock is only used when bases are 
empty. 

"I think the 20-second clock is 
good for baseball. It will speed up 
the game, which takes too long to 
play right now," Bradley pitcher 
Mike Grace said. "I don’t think the 
clock will affect our team though. 
We usually never take more than 
15 seconds between pitches., We 
don’t get on the mound and fool 
around. We just get out there and 
throw." 


The 90-second clock is used for 
position changes after each half¬ 
inning. Teams will be allowed 90 
seconds to take the field and have 
a batter ready after the third out of 
each half-inning. If the batting 
team isn’t ready, a strike will be 
called on the first batter up. If the 
defensive team isn’t ready, a ball 
will be called on the batter.

Bradley University continues to 
investigate an incident Tuesday in 
which two students were harassed 
outside the Williams Hall West 
Cafeteria by a man they claim was 
Elvis Presley. 

"I know it was Elvis," John 
McPherson, junior and one of the 
students involved in the incident, 
said. Tve bought all his records. 
I’ve been to Graceland five times. 
Tve taped every episode of the TV 
series so far. I would know the 
King anywhere." 

Sophomore Lyn Ferguson, who 
punches student meal tickets at the 
Williams cafeteria, said a man 
dressed in a pale pink sequined 
suit attempted to enter the cafeteria 
at 3:30 p.m. Tuesday without a 
meal ticket or Bradley ID card. 

"I just thought he was another 
student trying to sneak into the 
cafeteria," Ferguson said. 'Then I 
noticed his pink bell-bottoms and 
thought he was some kind of 
weirdo or something, so I didn’t let 
him in." 

Ferguson said the man then 
approached McPherson and asked 
if he could use McPherson’s guest 
meal pass. 

"I told him I had already used 
my guest pass for the month,"

As buildings and businesses 
were demolished the reality of 
Campustown came into view. But 
two businesses remain standing 
after the mass removal. 

The two businesses are the 
Knight and Tobin drug store, 
which was purchased by Super X 
drug stores and will soon move 
into a temporary trailer until a per¬ 
manent place can be acquired, and 
the LaGondola Spaghetti House 
owned by Richard LaHood. 

LaHood, who owns other 
LaGondola restaurants in the area, 
re-opened LaGondola Spaghetti 
House on North University in 
February, after closing its doors in 
May 1988, making it the last 
remaining property the city needs 
•to begin the widening of Univer¬ 
sity from Interstate 74 to Windom 
Street. 

"We’re not going to hold up the 
project because of LaGondola. 
When the time comes to construct 
the S-curve the city will build a 
temporary transition around La 
Gondola and constuction will 
proceed," Steve Van Winkle, 
director of public works, said. 

City Development Specialist 
Tom Brimberry said LaGondola 
does not have an impact on the 
construction of the S-curve and 
added, "The intersection that will 
be build might not have the right 
turn if LaGondola stays standing, 
but we’re going to go ahead with 


constuction with or without 
LaGondola." 

Both Van Winkle and 
Brimberry said the city will con¬ 
struct a blockade around LaGon¬ 
dola for traffic to drive around. 

Van Winkle said LaGondola’s 
re-opening will be short-lived and 
expects once the suit gets to trial 
the property will belong to the

LaHood and city officials have 
been set in a deadlock over the 
property, which is needed for the 
S-curve project, for more than two 
years Van Winkle said. 

The dispute began when the 
city decided to widen University 
Street, reconstruct the intersection 
and re-route University south from 
Main into an S-curve to improve 
the Campustown project. 

"This has already taken two or 
three years and I think we’re at the 
end of the time frame. I don’t feel 
hopeful about negotiations but it’s 
possible... it has been a difficult 
experience," Van Winkle said. 

LaHood was unavailable for 
comment despite numerous tele¬ 
phone call attempts. 

LaHood has refused to accept 
the city’s first two offers of 
$91,000 and the latest of $125,000 
for the property. LaHood wants 


$428,000, the amount he said it 
will take for the property and relo¬ 
cation expenses. 

According to the 1989 Peoria 
assessor’s record, it lists LaHood’s 
business at $23,900. In Illinois, 
property is assessed as one-third of 
market value making LaHood’s 
total real property valued at 
$71,940. 

The city purchased Avanti’s 
Restaurant on Main, owned by 
Albert Zeller, in February 1989 
for $102,500. The previous 
Avanti’s which share a common 
wall with LaGondola, will be 
demolished in the next few weeks. 

But Van Winkle said the nego¬ 
tiations with LaHood are not hold¬ 
ing up the construction of Campus¬ 
town because Campustown and the 
S-curve constuction are under two 
separate contracts with the Joseph 
Co. 

If an agreement could be 
reached, it probably would include 
an updated appraisal of LaHood’s 
property, including the restaurant’s 
fixtures and the repeal for a City 
Council ordinance to obtain the 
property through eminent domain. 

The $6 million, 90,000 square 
foot shopping center will be 
anchored by Thompson’s Food 
Basket and a Super X drug store 
and will house several other 
businesses. The initial phase of the 
center is scheduled to open by late 
October. Campustown will take up 
seven acres from Main Street to 
Bradley Avenue and University to

Hale plans new organization 


Developers haggling 
over Southtown area

Once again, Matt Hale is plan¬ 
ning to bring an organization to 
campus. This time he is trying to 
form the White Western Culture 
Club (WWCC). 

The Junction of this club would 
be to stress white, western culture, 
ideas, religion and civilization. 

"I feel that there is no ethnic 
group with as much need for a 
campus organization as white peo¬ 
ple. The whole apparatus at Brad¬ 
ley is geared to give special 
privileges to minorities at the 
expense of the majority," Hale 
said. 

'Trying to form a group [such 
as the WWCC] would not be a 
violation of disciplinary probation. 
It all depends on the nature of the 
organization," Ed King, executive 
director of housing, residential 
life, and the judicial system, said 

"If we don’t start now to try 
and protect our culture and beliefs, 
then later on they’ll be trampled," 


Hale said. 

"I feel the way I do, and I feel 
no less about the way I do than 
Calvin Butler or Martin Luther 
King. My beliefs are just as legiti¬ 
mate as anybody’s." 

Another reason Hale needs to 
form the WWCC is to show his 
film. He was recently informed by 
officials that he would not be able 
to show his movie as an individual 
and would need some organization 
to back him up. If the WWCC 
were to be formed, he would then 
have the chance to request to show 
the movie again. 

"The policy is that only 
registered organizations can 
reserve campus facilities for 
events. Its a privilege given to 
them," Peggy Sassorossi, director 
of student activities, said. "We 
monitor every request [to become 
an organization] to make sure it 
meets the standards." 

Calvin Butler, spokesperson for 
the Bradley Minority Coalition, 
said, "Everyone knows what Matt 
Hale is about. A name does not 
change where he stands or what he 


believes." 

Hale plans to continue the 
meeting of the AWSP at the Peoria 
Public Library, the second of 
which was disturbed by protesters 
last Saturday. He has not decided 
when the next meeting will be, 
though he is optimistic about the 
organization’s future. 

'It [the protest] doesn’t 
discourage me at all. You’ve got to 
start somewhere," Hale said. 

"They wouldn’t come out to 
protest if they didn’t feel we were 
taking some of their following 
from them." 

"I can’t think of any of our fol¬ 
lowing who would believe in Matt 
Hale or anything he says," Sherry 
Nelson, co-president of the Pro¬ 
gressive Student Alliance (PSA), 
said. 

Protesters out-numbered AWSP 
members three to one at the meet¬ 
ing. 

Members of the PSA, Students 
Against Nuclear Arms, the Pakis¬ 
tan Student Association and the 
Coalition Against Racism were 
present at the protest.

It has been suggested that the 
city construct a baseball stadium as 
part of the Southtown re¬ 
development project, Dorothy Sin¬ 
clair, city council member-at-large, 
said. 

The suggestion for a baseball 
stadium was pre»ented by the 
Peoria Chiefs management along 
with other city council members 
and has been debated at council 
meetings over the last few weeks, 
Quentin Davis, assistant city 
manager-development, said. 

"I don’t think the city can 
afford to put a stadium in South- 
town. It’s prime real estate and 
needs to be used for business 
development," he said. 

The Southtown project, which 
has been in the working stages for 
over 20 years, ran into a slight 


problem upon discovering that the 
home of Romeo B. Garrett, retired 
Bradley professor of Sociology, at 
431 West Fifth Street, is standing 
on the site of a proposed office 
complex. 

"As far as I’m concerned, the 
city will build around him and Dr. 
Garrett can stay there as long as he 
wants to," Sinclair said. "I don’t 
think it makes any difference to 
our plans and I don’t think it will 
hamper construction either." 

Garrett said he has not been 
contacted by any city officials and 
is unaware of any recent decisions 
regarding Southtown. Garrett 
announced he has no plans of mov¬ 
ing out of his home, said the city’s 
plans do not include the purchase 
of Garrett’s land. 

The proposed site to the sta¬ 
dium would be close to Garrett’s 
home but would not require the 
use of his land.

Paul Ledogar is running for 
student senate president and leads 
a platform whose slogan promises 
that they will "go the distance" for 
Bradley. 

Ledogar, Mike Stillman, Rich 
Herman and Tony Brooks will run 
against the Calvin Butler ticket. 

Ledogar said the main strength 
of the ticket is diversity. "We all 
know facets of different people. 
We feel with an executive board 
that is diverse and with this kind 
of ticket we can do a better job of 
representing Bradley." 

He said the diversity would not 
end at the executive board level 
but would continue through the 
appointments the board makes.

that the University was moving 
away from that ideal. "I don’t see 
why we have to become another U 
of I," Ledogar said. 

Stillman said he would like to 
improve an "under-used" student 
escort service. "We can’t let a 
tragedy happen before it [the 
escort service] is used. Unfor¬ 
tunately, it’s heading in a direction 
where it’s going to take a rape on 
campus to keep the service. We’re 
[student senate] trying to prevent 
something like that from happen¬ 
ing." 

"I would like to use the com¬ 
munication process currently in 
place and expand on what we 
have," Herman said.

Both the Paul Ledogar and Cal¬ 
vin Butler platforms cited the qual¬ 
ities of experience, unity, diversity 
and commitment during a debate 
Wednesday night. 

The debate, which was taped 
by Alpha Epsilon Rho, will be 
televised later this week. This 
marks the first time in Bradley his¬ 
tory that the all-school officer 
debate will be televised. 

"As spokesperson for the Brad¬ 
ley Minority Coalition, I have 
already represented a percentage of 
Bradley’s campus. Now I’m asking 
to represent all of Bradley’s 
campus," Calvin Butler, presiden¬ 
tial candidate, said. 

Ledogar said the strength of his 
ticket was a diversity which per¬ 
mitted it to have a balanced view.

We under¬ 
stand both points of view." 

"We have decided to run 
together because we honestly feel 
we’re the most qualified persons 
for the job," Butler said. Ledogar 
said his ticket was qualified and 
questioned the commitment that the 
Butler ticket would make. "Is their 
time going to be placed into senate 
when ours would be? " 


the question of whether student 
senate was viewed as a puppet by 
the student body. 

"Basically, when they say it’s a 
puppet, there’s some truth to that," 
Ledogar said. "It’s [senate] a medi¬ 
ator between the administration 
and the student body. The 
president needs to be in touch with 
both the senate and the administra¬ 
tion while remaining unbiased." 

Butler said a puppet is someone 
who doesn’t take their opinions 
strongly enough that administration 
will act.

I will 
aggressively go after student 
leaders and ask them to consider 
running." 

He said he would like to add 
more blacks and women to the 
senate. 

Kara Kizior, vice presidential 
candidate on the Butler platform, 
said that a better effort would have 
to be made to keep senators active 
after they had been recruited. 

"We have to make an effort to 
keep the senators that we get ahd 
increase contact to keep ffiose peo¬ 
ple with us," she said.

Acting dean fills role

While the search for a new 
dean for the college of communi¬ 
cations and fine arts continues, 
Donald Koller, communications 
professor, has been named acting 
dean. 

Dr. Kalman Goldberg, provost 
and vice president of academic 
affairs, said none of the applicants 
selected by the dean committee 
worked out. "Koller will take the 
position for about a year while the 
search will continue." 

The search began after Dean 
James Ballowe announced he 
would resign his position to 
return to teaching English 
at Bradley. 

Goldberg said Koller was 
selected because of his "adminis¬ 


trative abilities. He is highly 
respected and regarded by his 
peers." 

Koller said he is taking the 
position because, "I feel we need 
to get on with the search." He said 
the position is only temporary and 
he is not interested in it per¬ 
manently because he plans on 
retiring soon. 

Dr. Neal Claussen, chairman of 
the dean committee and communi¬ 
cations professor, said they will 
re-activate their search in the fall. 
He said they will probably go 
through the process the same way 
with a few possible minor 
changes. 


Over 700 letters were sent to 
public and private institutions 
announcing the position, as well as 
advertisements appearing in 
academic publications last year. 

Committee members included 
professors, a dean from another 
college and a student representa¬ 
tive. 

Over 70 applications were 
received. The committee met to 
review and narrow the applicants. 
They got the selection down to 
eight, then to four and then to two. 
Of the final two, one candidate 
declined the nomination. The com¬ 
mittee recommended the final one, 
who was rejected by Goldberg.

Despite some discouragement 
from the faculty, Donna Keegan 
started the Psychology Club on 
campus this semester. The club’s

Keegan, a junior from Car- 
pentersville, Ill. said she thought 
Bradley needed a psychology club 
because almost every major has a 
group except for psychology.

Dan Kelts, a faculty member, 
was the club’s first guest speaker. 
On March 29, Kelts spoke to the 
club about substance abuse and 
various treatments. 

Each member of the club is 
asked to be on a committee. The 
committees are guest speaker, field 
trip, social, graduate workshop, 
newsletter-publicity, fundraiser and 
book exchange. The committees 
work together to make the club 
beneficial to all those involved. 

Members of the club are 
excited about its future and have 
already seen benefits from the 
group. Sheila Quirke, Graduate 
Workshop Committee Head said, 
"When I started looking at gradu¬ 
ate schools, I realized that there 
was no resource on campus to 
answer the inevitable question of, 
’What do I do now?’ Through the 
club, I hope to provide that 
resource to other students in the 
same situation. " 

"Besides looking good on a 
resume and grad school applica¬ 
tion," Peter Wallin, book exchange 
committee head, "We learn about 
the many things you can do with • 
psychology." 

Kelly Selchow, vice-president 
of the club, said, "We’re all very 
enthusiastic because it’s something 
we get to pioneer together." 

David Brown, Social Commit¬ 
tee Head, explained why his com¬ 
mittee is important.

Members are already planning 
activities and objectives for next 
year.

Final campaign 
project expands 
Bradley facilities

Plans for the fifth and final pro¬ 
ject in the Campaign for Bradley 
are underway after administration 
officially broke ground on March 
30. 

This $7.5 million project, 
which is the most complex of the 
five, includes the expansion and 
renovation for the colleges ol 
engineering and technology and 
business administration. 

Jobst and Baker halls will be 
converted into a combined unit 
with a signature tower. About 
8,000 square feet will be con¬ 
structed. 

Renovations will include 
laboratory, departmental and 
faculty office space. The building 
also will house the Small Business 
Incubator, the Small Business 
Development Center and the Tech¬ 
nology Commercialization Center 
and will increase studio and office 
space for public radio and televi¬ 
sion. 

Lovelace Hall will be expanded 


by about 38,000 square feet with 
an atrium connector joining the 
facility to the addition. It will 
house the college of business 
administration, an executive 
conference center, laboratories, 
classrooms and offices. 

The cost of the project was ori¬ 
ginally estimated at $4 million, but 
the cost of lab equipment and 
changes in design increased the 
cost to $7.5 million. President 
Martin G. Abegg, said. 

Williams Brothers Construction 
Inc. is the contractor for the pro¬ 
ject. It is expected to take three 
years to complete. 

The $26 million Campaign for 
Bradley officially began in 1985 to 
provide funding to improve facili¬ 
ties, capital equipment, operation 
and to increase the University’s 
endowment. The Campaign con¬ 
cluded May 1989 with a total over 
$31 million. 

The other building projects 
were the Heuser Art Center, reno¬ 
vation of Dingledine Music Center 
and the Student Center and the 
expansion of the Cullom-Davis 
Library, which will be dedicated 
tomorrow.

Bourland Avenue. 

On March 19, Circuit Judge 
Donald Courson denied a request 
from LaHood for a ruling in his 
favor in the eminent domain suit. 
LaHood’s attorney, Carl Reardon, 
who could not be reached for 
comment after numerous telephone 
calls, also argues several points. 

He said the appraisal done for 
the city was two-years-old and out¬ 
dated and the city updated its 
appraisals for the Campustown 
shopping center project but won’t 
for LaGondola. 

Courson also urged the two 
parties to come to an agreement 


before it reaches trial, but Dave 

Thomas, city attorney, said nego¬ 
tiations between the city and 
LaHood are, "quite a bit of dollars 
apart" and said no negotiations are 
in progress. 

The original court date was set 
for April 23 but will now be 
pushed back to sometime in June. 
The case will be decided by a trial 
by jury for a ruling of how much 
the city should pay LaHood. 

"Sometimes as the trial date 
draws near the negotiating parties 
will get more serious. Rich 
LaHood isn’t holding up Campus- 
town because that part of the pro¬ 
ject can be built without the S- 
curve, but he might be holding up 


final construction with the S-curve 

because there has to be a proper 
traffic flow in that area," Thomas 
said. 

The city filed suit in spring 
1988, then dismissed the case in 
December to reopen negotiations 
with LaHood. When no settlement 
was reached, the second suit was 
filed in March 1989. 

Dorothy Sinclair, city council 
member at-large, said the proceed¬ 
ings have been long and drawn 
out. She said she doesn’t think the 
negotiations or media attention 
given to LaGondola and city 
officials will have an impact about 
how people feel about Campus- 
town.

Bradley University is taking 
part in a state-wide survey to 
assess the status of minorities in 
higher education. The survey is 
being conducted by the Center For 
Higher Education at Illinois State 
University. 

Approximately 1,900 surveys 
were sent out from the student 
affairs office, Jennifer Lansdowne, 
a student intern, said. Surveys 
were sent to 35 percent of on- 
campus students, 35 percent of 
off-campus students, 35 percent of 
the off-campus greek community 
and all minority students. Separate 
surveys will be sent to faculty and 
administrators at a later date. 

When asked if he thought last 
month’s racial conflicts would have 
any effect on the survey, Alan Gai¬ 
sky, associate provost for student 
affairs, said, "I hope it will cause 
more students to fill it out . 0 

Charles Morris, project 
administrator, said the survey will 
be used to study the relationships 
among college students of different 
races and nationalities. He said 
problems can then be addressed 
and necessary services imple¬ 
mented to improve the racial cli¬ 
mate on college campuses. 

The 10-page survey consists of 
148 questions that includes infor¬ 
mation that will help establish 
demographics and will describe the 
racial climate on campus. Other 
questions include information 


about the institution’s academic cli¬ 
mate, attractiveness, faculty and 
classroom behavior and the rela¬ 
tionships and interactions on 
campus. 

The study was prompted by the 
Illinois State Board of Higher Edu¬ 
cation in their focus on the status 
of minorities, women and the dis¬ 
abled on college campuses, Morris 
said. 

The survey began last spring 
with the intention of surveying 14 
private institutions and at least 
eight public ones. However, due 
to lack of funding, only six of the 
private schools were surveyed last 
year. They are trying to complete 
the survey of the remaining eight 
private institutions, including Brad¬ 
ley. They also hope to begin on 
the public universities. 

Results from the private institu¬ 
tions may be published as early as 
this fall. The results from each 
university will be combined and 
reported collectively, not by indi¬ 
vidual university. The complete 
study, including comparisons 
between public and private univer¬ 
sities, will not be available until 
late next year, Morris said. 

Results already received from 
the universities surveyed last 
spring indicate there are significant 
differences in the perceptions and 
expectations of minority students 
as compared to others, Morris 
said.

East Europe over break

While most students were 
enjoying the sun down South or 
visiting relatives at home, five 
Bradley students found a more 
unusual vacation spot for spring 
break.

The stu¬ 
dents noted the empty streets at 
night and the dirty streets as 
opposed to the spotless walls in 
Moscow. "I only saw one little 
anarchist symbol the whole time," 


Bukowski hopes to repeat the 
trip, which costs $2,400 per stu¬ 
dent, next year if Bradley’s spring 
break coincides with DePaul’s 
again. He hopes that more Bradley 
students will participate next year. 

Meissbach said that any future 
travelers to East Europe should 
make a point to "definitely try and 
get some insight about the coun¬ 
try." 

"But then, don’t have any. 
preconceived notions," Sipes 
said. 

"You’ve just got to roll with it. 
Whatever happens, just take it, 
Meissbach said.

A 5-foot-10 setter and right- 
side hitter. Grill will join the Lady 
Braves as one of their top two 
setters. 

A two year starter at Provi¬ 
dence, Grill was ranked among the 
top 15 setters in Illinois by the 
Chicago Sun Times and considered 
one of the top 50 players in Illinois 
by the Chicago Tribune.

She was selected by 
the Chicago Sun Times as one of 
the top 50 players in the Chicago- 
area, was an academic all- 
Conference selection, named to the 
DuPage County All-Star team and 
her summer team, Sports Perfor¬ 
mance, placed third in the 1989 


AAU Junior Olympics. 

A 5-foot-9 outside hitter, 
Schmidt was listed as one of the 
top 50 players in the Chicago area 
by the Sun Times, as well as one 
of the top 20 defensive players. 
She was a Chicago Tribune Athlete 
of the Week award winner, all- 
Conference, honorable mention 
all-State and Rolling Meadows’ 
co-captain this season. 

Schmidt also helped her team 
put together a 35-match winning 
streak this season and finish 
second, with a 40-3 mark, in the 
Illinois High School Association 
state tournament. 

"Both Tricia and Mary Kay are 
extremely consistent hitters, an 
area we have had problems with in 
the past two years," Stanek said.

'The design will be neo¬ 
dadaism, but functional," Mar T. 
Abig, president of the University, 
said. "The book shelves will be 
modeled after German expression¬ 
ism and will be rather, well...

The design was decided upon 
after a long and careful delibera¬ 
tion process by several committees 
in which no one was consulted but 
a decision was somehow made. 

Edvin Kingly, executive direc¬ 
tor of housing, residential life, stu¬ 
dent judicial system, and several 
other very long titles which won’t 
fit here, and who is this guy any¬ 
way, his title is too long, so why 
doesn’t he shorten it, said nothing 
coherent.

Bradley claims 
no flood liability

A flood in Harper and Wyckoff halls during the semester break that 
caused about $10,000 in damages to students’ personal property will not 
be covered by the University’s insurance. 

Gary Anna, vice president of business affairs, said the University is 
not responsible for the damages and thus cannot be held liable for dam¬ 
ages caused to residents' property. He said the situation may have been 
• different if the University was at fault. 

Mike Murphy, director of housing, said according to the housing 
agreement residents sign, personal property cannot be insured by the 
University. 

He said the $10,000 figure is not strictly damages, but the estimated 
value of property. For instance, a resident’s towels may have gotten wet 
but they’re not necessarily damaged because they can be washed. 

Mark Struss, director of facilities management, said the primary 
cause of the flood was an open window in the fourth floor stairwell of the 
Harper. The stairwell froze, which caused a water main to burst on that 
floor. Damage effected the fourth floor to the basement, the Harper 
cafeteria, the Harper/Wyckoff lobby and the first floor of Wyckoff. 

Reports generated by maintenance crews concluded that the Univer¬ 
sity was not at fault for the flood. The insurance agent, Gary R. Jones 
and Associates Inc. agreed with the report. 

Struss said the window on the fourth floor was apparently opened to 
air out the stairwell because there was some discharge from a fire extin¬ 
guisher during the break. "As a result of vandalism, a leak occurred." 

Andy Wittman, a resident adviser on the first floor of Harper, said, 
"I don’t like how it [the situation] was handled." He said it shouldn’t

Butler ticket victorious

Calvin Butler defeated Paul 
Ledogar for all-school president by 
the widest margin in senate elec¬ 
tions in at least a decade. 

Butler took 79 percent of the 
vote while Ledogar received 15 
percent. The three candidates on 
Butler’s platform won by similarly 
high percentages over their 
opponents on the Ledogar side. 

The elections were held on 
Monday and Tuesday and 882 stu¬ 
dents voted. 

For the position of vice 
president, Kara Kizior received 66 
percent of the vote while Mike 
Stillman had 31 percent. 
Treasurer candidate Michael 
McGarvey took 63 percent while 
opponent Tony Brooks managed 
37 percent. Michael Buss won the 
position of secretary after taking 
60 percent compared to 33 percent 
for Rich Herman. 

The referendum to increase 
SABRC fees from $27 to $40 
passed with 56 percent voting yes, 
35 percent no and 9 percent abs- 
taining. 


"First, I want to thank every¬ 
one for their support," Butler said. 
"As a ticket, we have to continue 
to live by what we were saying 
(during the election)." 

Tm really excited to turn it 
over to someone I feel is really 
competent," Stacey Burns, depart¬ 
ing all-school president, said. 

"It was a well-run race. We 
(Ledogar’s platform) hope they do 
all the things they set out to do. 
They’re a good ticket," Stillman 
said. 

When asked why he thought the 
vote had been so strongly in favor 
of the Butler platform, Stillman 
said, '1 think a lot of the campus 
probably thought it was time for 
Mr. Butler - he was the minority 
coalition leader -- they thought it 
was time for him to lead the whole 
campus. I think the racism prob¬ 
lem contributed somewhat (to the 
result)." 

Butler said he did not think the 
racism controversy had influenced 
the outcome. "I think in this elec¬ 
tion the students Voted for the most 
qualified persons and that was it. 

"I think both platforms really 
put forth a great effort. We did 
what we wanted. The Ledogar 
ticket had a couple of really good 
persons," Butler said. He said he 
will encourage some members of 
the Ledogar platform to actively 
participate in senate. 

Racism did affect at least one 
candidate in the election, as Mark 
Schulze, who received two percent 


of the vote as a write-in candidate 
for president. He was the subject 
of rumors which claimed that he 
allegedly supports Matt Hale. 

"I am not associated with Matt 
Hale. I only know him through the 
Scout. I don’t follow his philoso¬ 
phy or anything like that," Schulze 
said. He said he first heard of the 
rumor when he was contacting I 
people by phone to publicize his j 
campaign. 

Schulze said his decision to run 
was spontaneous and that he did 
not even begin putting up flyers 
until last Friday. "I just decided to | 
run after watching the debate. 
There really wasn’t any one thing 
that was said that convinced me to 
run. I just sort of got the feeling 
that they (the candidates) were 
missing the element, which was 
the students." 

Schulze said he thought Butler | 
would do a good job. 

Kizior said she would like to | 
increase communication between I 
the vice president and senate and 
plans to do so by meeting with 
senators more often. "The previ¬ 
ous vice president had tried to 
meet with senators from each con¬ 
stituency. He didn’t handle it I 
wrong, but I think a new approach I 
is needed. More personal contact | 
is needed," she said. 

One of the most prevalent criti- | 
cisms of senate has been that it 
does not effectively communicate

Chained to your 
books-shackled 
with the system 

Students - red-faced and angry - continually call or stop me in the 
halls to complain about the bookstore. The students complained about 
book prices before the bookstore was bought out by Barnes and Noble 
but the cries of, anger and frustration have become louder and stronger 
over the past year. 

Many students have talked about a book swap or a co-op bookstore. 
This topic was one that was hotly debated in the recent Student Senate 
elections, but would a student-run book exchange really work or will we 
remain slaves to the Barnes and Noble system? 

"Let them (the students) try it, because they won’t like it. It takes a 
lot of money if you want to pay that student back up front ," Kathy Dun- 
nigan, Barnes and Noble employee in charge of textbooks, said. "I don’t 
think the bookstore would be angry if students tried to start a co-op 
bookstore...but they just don’t know all the trouble in doing it." 

Dunnigan said there has been no increase in book prices since 
Barnes and Noble took over. 

"The publisher establishes the prices. We’re not cheating anyone. 

I’ve worked for Bradley and now Barnes and Noble...I wouldnt work for 
someone who was cheating others ," Dunnigan said. 

But SQme students do feel the bookstore is cheating them and they’re 
fighting back. 

On May 1, 2 and 3, Bradley’s Student Senate will conduct a book 
swap in the Student Center Quad. The system works like this - students 
will receive a form in the mail giving them directions and forms to fill 
out with the books they want to sell or swap. These forms will be given 
to senate and they will compile lists of books with the person’s name and 
phone number. On the designated days, students can come to the quad 
and get the name and number of the student whose book they want to 
buy or swap with. No money or books will be exchanged, all transac¬ 
tions are between the students... 

It’s ridiculous... our 
prices don’t compare" 

"W e ’ re (senate) just the medium to connect the students to each 
other ." Tony Banasiak, co-chairman of the book swap committee, said. 

But there’s a hitch. It’s a dangerous loophole that might possibly 
keep us shackled and chained to the Barnes and Noble beast forever. 

"We’re waiting for the list from the bookstore which tells us what 
books will be used for next semester," Banasiak said. 'They (bookstore 
staff) said the list would be ready but there have already been delays. I 
thing the delay is a little longer than usual. The bookstore said they won’t 
have the list ready until May 1...that’s cutting it a little too close. 

It’s simple. The bookstore wants to keep a monopoly on the textbook 
business so they don’t give senate the list. They’ve got us. The only way 
the swap will come off i$ if Bradley administrators force Barnes and 
Noble to hand over the list or if the swap committee touches base with 
every professor for a list of books. 

Stacey Bums, all-school president, said she is tired of the bookstore 

making empty promises. 

"At the beginning of the year the bookstore promised us lower 
prices, saying that since they were a large buyer they could buy large 
quantities of supplies and then we would get a lower price for them. Its 
ridiculous...our prices don’t compare to other campus bookstores, Bums 

Bums said she has compared book prices from spring 1989 and 
spring 1990 expecting to see about a five percent increase, but most of 
the books have increased anywhere from 17 to 32 percent. Bums said she 
and senate are working on documenting the numbers to present to the 
administration on Wednesday. 

At Bradley, 20-years-ago, the students did have a sort ot book swap 
in the form of a co-op bookstore. 

In die Sept. 18, 1970 issue of the Bradley Scout , SueMehrings, stu¬ 
dent $enate senator and chairman of the co-op bookstore, said, "We are 
competing with the Bradley Bookstore and this has made them mad at us. 
All books are being sold for less than at the bookstore, because the stu¬ 
dents set the price they want their books sold for. We do not make any 
profits from the sales, but we do charge 15 cents per student to cover our 
expenses." 

In 1970, the Scout article states only one professor had cooperated 
with the co-op bookstore by submitting a book list for the coming semes- 
ter. 

Twenty years later students are still fighting for what they believe 
are fair book prices. Unless Barnes and Noble submits a list for the swap 
committee to use their inventive, courageous attempt is futile. The stu¬ 
dents are fighting for a cause and the administration needs to back us up. 
The administration must ask Barnes and Noble for the list and then leave 
it up to the students. If we can’t handle it, as Dunnigan said, then fine, at 
least we tried. And if it works, the textbook division of the bookstore 
might become obsolete and the students might finally feel they are being 
treated fairly. The monopoly must end and fair book prices must begin.

Bradley campus unaware of rape problem 

_First in a four-part series

Some 240 men on Bradley’s 
campus have committed an act 
fitting the legal definition of rape - 
if national statistics on rape on col¬ 
lege campuses can be applied to 
Bradley University. 

Applied statistics would also 
indicate that some 640 women at 
Bradley have been victims of rape 
or sexual assault and that well over 
400 of those women knew their 
attackers. 

Some Bradley students, faculty 
and administrators would say those 
figures are accurate and reflect a 
dangerously under-reported 

campus crisis. 

Others would say the figures 
are exaggerated and reflect no 
problem at all. 

But most seem to admit that 
they just don’t have any idea how 
often rapes and sexual assaults 
occur at Bradley. 

"I don’t think anyone is aware 
of how big or small the problem is 
at Bradley," Colleen Finley, junior 
member of Bradley’s campus 
awareness for rape education, said. 
'It’s an unknown. A lot of people 
are unaware of the definitions of 
rape. A lot of people don’t realize 
rape can happen even if the victim 
knew the person or if the two peo¬ 
ple had sex before." 

According to experts, a rape is 
committed any time a person is 
forced to have sex against his or

her will and without giving con¬ 
sent. While date rape comes closer 
to a desire for sex than the desire 
to degrade another (as with a 
stranger rape), both acts come 
down to violence and a battle for 
authority and control, Bernard 
Zant, Bradley sociology professor, 
said. 

The Illinois Criminal Sexual 
Assault law comprises four charges 
- from criminal sexual abuse, a 
Class A misdemeanor punishable 
by a one-year jail term, fine and/or 
probation; to aggravated criminal 
sexual assault, a Class X felony 
punishable by mandatory incar¬ 
ceration from six to 30 years. 

While most college-age students 
would associate rape with sexual 
assault by a stranger, studies indi¬ 
cate that date rape happens more 
frequently on college campuses. 
The F.B.I. has reported 27.2 per¬ 
cent of college women will be 
raped during their college years - 
and the attackers are dates or 
acquaintances in 57.8 percent of 
those cases. 

"A lot of times, when a student 
is sexually assaulted, she doesn’t 
perceive it as date rape," Bonnie 
Merriman, Bradley security 
officer, said. "Date rape is more of 
a problem than stranger rape." 

Betty Hasselbacher, health 
center nursing director, said she 
does not think sexual assaults are a 
problem at Bradley because the 
center has not received any reports 
from local hospitals admitting a 
student for injuries resulting from

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separate assault cases, Merriman 
said. "That doesn’t tell me there 
weren’t any rapes on campus, 
though," Merriman said. "It tells 
me that I don’t believe students are 
seeing date rape as an actual 
rape." 

A counselor for Women 
Strength, a local counseling center 
offering extensive services to rape 
victims, said the agency does not 
usually receive many calls from 
Bradley. 'It’s just not that many 
for the number that statistics show 
us are probably happening," she 
said. 

She also suggested the 
incidence of campus date rape is 
much higher than the F.B.I. has 
reported - some 90 percent of 
women aged 17 to 25 who are 
raped know their assailant, she 
said. 

Several Bradley C.A.R.E. 
members agreed that date rape is a 
severely underreported crime on 
campus. "Being a female (resident 
adviser) and talking to a lot of 
people. I’d say it’s a fairly pre¬ 
valent problem on campus," Jill 
McGaughy, junior, said. "I know 
a lot of people that have been sex¬ 
ually assaulted and that’s just 
within my circle of friends and 
acquaintances." 

Senior Mike Eberhardt is also 
on residence hall staff and a 
member of C.A.R.E "Tve had 
three of four girls actually come 
up to me and tell me they have

Prison isn’t the answer

Contrary to popular opinion, 
prison is not a good place to put 
anyone for a few years. No one 
will be surprised this year if it 
doesn’t beat out Club Med, the 
Princess Cruisers, or a trip to the 
Bahamas as America’s favorite spot 
to get away. Despite this fact, 
thousands of people will be sent to 
prison again this year. 

As the crime capital of the 
planet, we incarcerate more people 
than any other "free" country in 
the world. Even though this 
number rises, the crime rate con- 


; tinues to increase. It is time we 
realize the problem. Prison is not 
an effective deterrent and even 
■ more important than this, it does 
not meet its main goal — rehabili¬ 
tation. 

Some would argue that the goal 
of prison is punishment for crime. 
Punishment is important and so is 
the protection of society, but until 
we are ready to lock up every 
criminal for the rest of their lives, 
the present state of prison is not a 
place we should send anyone. 

The late 80s saw a dramatic 
rise in the rate of incarceration, 
but that was only a small amount 
compared to the number of people 
arrested for minor drug dealing 


(say $1,000 a week or less). This 
is a mixed blessing. Most of the 
people who deal drugs at this level 
probably do not need to be sent to 
prison. 

The present state of prison 
serves as a breeding ground for 
criminals who are not yet hardened 
to the core. Theses lower level 
level dealers are not yet cold 
blooded killers, but two years 
behind bars could change that. 

Let me say here that I do not 
believe this type of offense should 
go unpunished, but more appropri¬ 
ate sentences should be given. 
Consider community labor in drug

matter that a window was open because it’s still University property and 
thus, it’s their responsibility. 

Beth Gustafson, a resident on the third floor of Harper, said, Tm 
ticked [at the University]. They’re responsible for the flood. They’re sup¬ 
pose to make sure the windows are closed." 

She said she believes a number of lawsuits will come about against 
the University. 

Anna said it is the right of students to file against the University for 
damages if they chose to. 

"The University assumed losses for carpet because it was removed 
by us," he said. The University went ahead during the break and 
removed the damaged carpeting without the students’ permission. 

He said most students should be able to get reimbursed for their 
other belongings through parents’ home owners’ insurance or their own 
renters’ insurance. He said students who dont have insurance are taking a 
risk. 

Gustafson said almost all , of her belongings were damaged and has 
no insurance to cover her losses. "Why would we have to worry about 
having renters’ insurance when living in a dorm? " 

She said she had about $250-$350 in damages and only received 
$120 from the University for her carpet. "People lost hundreds and hun¬ 
dreds in stuff. I got lucky." 

Melissa Widick, a freshman on the third floor of Harper, said, "This 
is ridiculous. I think the University is responsible. I can’t believe they 
won’t stand behind us." 

She said she found out about the flood from a friend in mid-January, 
before she was notified by the University by letter. She said she couldn’t 
understand why the University waited so long before they notified the 
students of the incident. 

Murphy said there was no particular reason for waiting. "We didn’t 
come back until the 2nd or 3rd of January and we sent the letters at the 
end of that week." 

Widick said she lost about $300-$400 in property. She said she has 
filed through her parents’ insurance, but that has a $250 deductible. 

Anna said, "It was an unfortunate occurrence." He said some stu¬ 
dents were responsible for some of the damages though because of win¬ 
dows that were left open. 

1 A senior resident who wished to remain unidentified said, "We’re 
not going to sit still with this decision." 

She said when she came back from semester break, her carpet was 
all torn out and all her stuff was thrown around. "They didn’t move any¬ 
thing carefully. My stereo was on its side and I had broken picture 
frames. Some of these things you just can’t put price tags on." 

"I think the school handled the whole thing wrong. Housing was the 
only one who was helpful," she said.

A whole separate world exists 
at Bradley, but you’d never know 
it if you didn’t have a computer. 

It’s called the BUCC2 and it’s 
populated by people with names 
like Fugazi, Splitenz, Avntgrde, 
Mwsi2eye, Betho, Moose, Jaws, 
Cricket, Amy woman, Columbia, 
Imastud and Skyler. 

BUCC2, first installed in 1986, 
is one of Bradley’s computer com¬ 
munication networks. Though it is 
primarily used for interchanges 
between students, it also has the 
capabilities for programming, com¬ 
puter games and campus wide bul¬ 
letin boards, (commonly referred 
to as notes). 

'It [the BUCC2] was set up to 
provide for whatever computing 
we needed to support student use. 
I think what has evolved is the 
takeover of the BUCC2. I don’t 
think that was the original intent. I 
think the intent was something like 
the Writer’s Workbench, program¬ 
ming, editing and communications 
between student and faculty," 
Stephen J. Patrick, director of 
computing services, said. 

The average user, or "buccie" 
as they choose to identify them¬ 
selves, has a variety of options to 
work with on the system. He can 
correspond with teachers through 
courses designed for students in 
the dorms of the future, he can

post notes for the general public to 
read, or he can just sit around and 
"squid" (the self-chosen term for 
corresponding back and forth with 
other computer users). 

Once on, the rules to stay out 
of trouble are easy. The only per¬ 
son who can use a login is the one 
to whom it was assigned, any

tampering with the system is for¬ 
bidden. One may not use the com¬ 
puter to harass others or put notes 
in poor taste. Computing resources 
are not to be used for profit activi¬ 
ties, and it is forbidden to break 
copyright laws. 

Punishments can range from 
two weeks without computer 
privileges and up. The longest 
punishment is generally the entire 
semester or what is left of it after 
the infraction. Only major 
offenses or repeated minor offenses 
are punished with the entire semes¬ 
ter sentence though.^ 

"The worst I’ve ever heard of 
generally is losing an account for a 
semester, though most people are 
smart enough to straighten up 
before that," Pete Hartman, 
university systems 

programmer/analyst, said. 

The system isn’t monitored by 
any controllers to prevent infrac¬ 
tions. Patrick claims that he wishes 


to maintain freedom of speech 
over the system. The only case in 
which direct action would be taken 
would be when something inap¬ 
propriate would be placed in the 
notes. In other cases, when the 
problem occurs in a one-on-one 
correspondence, the offended per¬ 
son would have to complain to 
Computing Services. 

"I wouldn’t say there’s a lot of 
malicious mischief going on. A 
good part of it is people annoying 
other people or doing things 
without thinking about it," Patrick 
said. 

An example Patrick cites is the 
time a student constructed a pro¬ 
gram which would display the lyr¬ 
ics to "One Hundred Bottles of 
Beer on the Wall" with one million 
bottles as opposed to the normal 
100. By the time the student was 
ready to send it, he had run down 
all of the disc space. 

Sometimes students even ask to 
have their logins disabled during 
periods of extreme academic stress 
to remove any temptation to use 
the system. To do this, a student 
would have to contact Jeff Hib¬ 
bard, University systems and 
operations manager. 

"Being a squid tends to cut on 
my study time, and it’s really 
addictive if you log on too much. 
Also, you sometimes end up 
finding yourself on the BUCC2 at 
odd times like 3 a.m. It’s really 
scary when the first thing you do 
when you wake up is turn on the 
computer," said Richard Izzo 


(lemenu). 

Most buccies, however, would 
prefer to deal with the temptation 
than to be cut off from the 
BUCC2. 

Christine Sipes (cricket) said, 
"It is convenient. I can leave mes¬ 
sages for all of my friends without 
having to talk to a machine. If I 
have something very important or 
delicate to say, I can make sure 
that I phrase it properly so as to 
not give anyone the wrong idea. 
Yes, I do spend a lot of time on it 
every day, but like most people, 
when I get really busy I try to cut 
down...only four or five hours to 
log on." 

"I really love using it [the 
BUCC2] to keep in touch with 
people that I normally won’t see 
for days or just in passing. It 
helps me stay in touch with them

any time that I have time to write 
them or receive mail from them," 
Mellody McDonald (trekkie) said. 

Other students even go a dis¬ 
tance to use the system. "Some¬ 
times I wish we had a computer in 
our room so I didn’t have to walk 
over to Bradley and climb three 
flights of stairs to log on. Besides, 
sometimes I think having a com¬ 
puter in the room would be too 


much temptation to log on. That’: 
the bad side of the BUCC2," Kory 
Komala (Columbia) said. 

"I get a lot out of having a 
login. It’s nice to be able to talk to 
people like this as well as in per¬ 
son. Even though you can’t hear 
them talking or see their face, a lot 
of the time just by the way a per¬ 
son is writing you can tell they’re 
upset. Then you can talk to them 
for a while, or ask if they want 
you to come over and give them a 
hand. A friend of mine once said 
that he didn’t like the BUCC2 a lot 
because ’you can’t hug a terminal’, 
but I think the benefits of having a 
login means outweigh arguments 
like that...especially when having a 
login doesn’t mean you have to 
hug a terminal. All you have to do 
is say Tm coming over...NOW’| 
and log off...and give someone the 
help they need in person." 

"BUCC2 is pretty much a part 
of my life," Izzo said. "I never 
would have found the friends I 
have now without it. When I really 
have nothing to do, I just log on 
the BUCC2 and gab with my 
friends. Most of the friends that I 
have now ar through the BUCC2." 

It’s easy enough to join the 
leagues of buccie’s. A simple visit 
to Morgan Hall will provide one 
with the paper work necessary to 
get a login. Any name not already^ 
chosen is up for grabs. 


Photography opens new world

Stevens felt like a star Wednesday 
night at the Hartmann Center’s 
Meyer Jacobs theater. 

"I already feel important 
because I had a Miss American 
ramp to walk out on," Stevens said 
as she walked on stage to deliver a 
lecture as part of the Bunn Lec¬ 
tureship series at Bradley. 

Stevens’ photography, focusing 
on integrating people and the 
natural world is on display at the 
Heuser Art Center Gallery through 
May 19 during normal University 
hours. Stevens also conducted a 
workshop for photography students 
on the process of cyanotype, a 
blue-print technique which Stevens 
used for part of her work on the 
Heuser exhibit. 

Stevens was born in Rochester, 
N.Y. and graduated from the 
Rochester Institute of Technology 
with a Master of Fine Arts degree 
in fine arts photography. She said 
she did not have much of a pho¬ 
tography or fine arts background 
while she was younger, but was 
constantly taking photographs until 
she found the self-confidence to 
begin taking classes. 

"Transforming the world is 
something Tm able to do in pho¬ 
tography," Stevens said. She is 
often asked why she selected pho¬ 


tography over some other medium 
to transform the world. "I say the 
answer to that is that photography 
speaks to me," she said. "It speaks 
to my heart and it speaks to my 
mind and it’s the language I feel I 
can speak best in." 

As an associate professor of 
fine arts at the University of Cin¬ 
cinnati where she has taught since 
1982, Stevens said she encourages 
her students to imitate her work 
only through technique. 

She said she also encourages 
her students to read as much as 
possible. "I love books," she said. 
"When I teach, my students get 
tired of hearing me say over and 
over again ’read’." 

Books are one of the many 
sources of inspiration for Stevens’ 
photography. She said she looks 
for influences outside the world of 
photography including paintings, 
music, wood, cuts and carvings 
and films. 

'Tm fascinated by the mixing 
of worlds," she said. "I always 
have been." Stevens also claims 
influences form European churches 
and cathedrals she visited while 
studying in Europe off and on for 
about seven years. 

"In Europe, there’s so little 
space for people to move and I 
could be alone inside those 
churches," she said. 'The spaces, 
the architecture and the lighting of 
the churches were all an influence 
on me." 


"But it’s more the feeling inside 
them that is so important to me." 
Stevens said she tries to integrate 
the drama, mystique, atmosphere 
and intellectual challenge of all 
influences on her work. 

Humor also has a place in pho¬ 
tography although she was initially 
afraid of being too whimsical with 
her work, Stevens said. She enjoys 
combining the two particularly 
through handmade books and 
postcards for her family and 
friends. 

"Homemade artists books can 
bring out a great sense of humor 
and a sense of self for a person," 
Stevens said. One of her creations 
entitled "How to Make an Apple 
Pie" is make out of a Betty 
Crocker pie crust mix box; another 
book shows the reader how 
Stevens transformed herself from a 
"plain Jane" to a disco queen. 'Tm 
really big on how-to books," she 
said. 

Stevens said she sends photo 
postcards to her friends because 
she hates sending letters — she 
informs family and friends of 
important events in her life by 
simply taking pictures of herself 
doing it. At Wednesday’s lecture, 
Stevens showed the audience a 
postcard commemorating her 30th 
birthday. She said she especially 
likes the photograph of herself 
wearing an Annie Oakley skirt she 
used to wear when she was nine- 
years-old.

ering that whites are roughly 83 per¬ 
cent of the population. Nevertheless, 
blacks on a proportional scale have 
made just as many significant contribu¬ 
tions to western society, all the while 
being suppressed educationally, physi¬ 
cally and spiritually. Examples are 
Booker T. Washington, George Wash¬ 
ington Carver, Dr. Daniel Hale Willi¬ 
ams, Ludwig von Beethoven and Jean 
Baptist-Point DuSable. Lewis Ladimer 
also created the filament for Edison’s 
light bulb because his did not bum long 
enough. These contributions go unno¬ 
ticed because they are not in our his¬ 
tory books.

been victims," he said, "lo have 
that many girls open up to me, a 
guy, I think the problem must be 
pretty prevalent." 

The difficulty with identifying 
the crime is that every person can 
define rape differently in various 
circumstances. Some people say an 
incident can not be considered rape 
if the two parties involved have 
been dating or are part of a similar 
social relationship. 

Others believe a man who has 
sex with a woman while she is 
intoxicated has committed rape 
because alcohol has impaired her 
judgement to give consent and he 
is forcing sex on her without her 
consent. 

Barbara Carraway-Kelch, asso¬ 
ciate director of residential life, 
said, college students should be 
especially targeted for rape aware¬ 
ness programs because studies 
have shown the majority of rape 
victims are aged 15 to 24. Accord¬ 
ing to the F.B.I., one in six col¬ 
lege women will be the victim of a 
rape or attempted assault during 
her college years.

with students. Kizior said she 
hopes to end this problem by start¬ 
ing a senate newsletter and re¬ 
starting a senate column in the 
Scout .

$50,000 worth of goods. 

Finally we come to Phil, the 
rapist. Since Phil’s crime is of an 
extremely violent nature, his pun¬ 
ishment should fit his actions. He 
should be either incarcerated for 
life, or executed. 

Why do I advocate such 
stringent sentencing? I believe that 
such stiff sentencing is merited due 
to the severity of the crimes being 
committed. The light sentencing of 
the past by our criminal justice 
system has only helped to increase 
the crime rate. For example, in 
Washington, D.C., there was on 
average more than one murder per 
day last year. This high murder 


rate is just one of many reasons 
why many of us do not feel safe at 
night. 

What is the answer to all of this 
crime? First, education is the place 
to start, especially where drugs are 
concerned. Second, energetic 
prosecution of suspected criminals, 

without trampling their civil liber¬ 
ties in the process. Third, if a 
guilty judgment is arrived at, swift 
execution of the punishment is a 
must. This punishment might be 
anything from community service, 
to imprisonment , to execution. 
Fourth, the appeals process must 
be quickened, in part by limiting 
the number of appeals a person is 
entitled to, as Chief Justice 


William Rehnquist 

recently advised. 

There has been an overwhelm¬ 
ing concern for the rights of the 
accused, as evidenced by the 
Supreme Court’s rulings during the 
1960s especially. The rights of the 
accused must not be ignored, but. 
the rights of the victims must not 
be sacrificed in the interests of 
criminals. If a guilty person is not 
punished properly, society will 
become the victim and the govern¬ 
ment will have failed in its duty to 
protect its citizens and ensure 
domestic tranquility. Stiff and 
assured sentencing would serve as 
a deterant to many would-be crimi¬ 
nals.

I would not be so lenient for 
violent crimes like murder and 
rape. However, I would suggest 
that these people receive psychia¬ 
tric treatment. 

Rape, for example, is an asser¬ 
tion of power by a person who 
feels powerless. Intensive therapy 
in a humane environment could 
work to help violent criminals 


rebuild respect for the lives of oth¬ 
ers. 

In the case of white collar 
crime, the penalties would range 
from tough fines to the suspension 
of professional or drivers’ licenses 
and house arrest.

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Dorm threats prompt action: |bu checks in 
Security plans to beef-up ifor next year’s

Security of students residing in 
the Bradley residence halls may be 
at risk. 

Approximately 11 people have 
been charged with criminal 
trespassing or Bradley property 
during the past seven months, 
Dave Baer, director of campus 
police, said. Something is finally 
being done to combat this and 
other security problems on 
campus. 

An incident occurred as 
recently as the week prior to 
spring break, when a man was 
found wandering around Heitz and 
Harper halls. 

Administrators, with the help of 
residence hall staff, are making 
changes in the present security sys¬ 
tem. Possible changes include 
locking residence hall doors 24 
hours-a-day, re-working the stu¬ 
dent security program as well as 
educating students on the problems 
that can occur. 

It seems to me because we 
haven’t had any real problems at 
Bradley of late that people are 
really unaware of potential 
danger," Ed King, executive direc¬ 
tor of housing, residential life and 
the student judicial system, said. 

"There could be a problem, but 
there hasn’t been yet," Jeff (J.T.) 
Tamowski, hall director of 
University Hall, said. He said he 
definitely thinks that because there 
hasn’t been a problem lately people 
don’t realize what could happen. 

"There has been a problem this 
year, though we haven’t had a 
threatening type of person," Tar- 
nowski said. 'There is always 
room for improvement." 

King said, there is a good 
chance of many of the ideas they 
are working with being imple¬ 
mented, though nothing has been 
finalized. He said he thinks all 
inside and outside doors should be 
locked at all times. 

"'All University students are 
naive," Baer said. He said they are 
convinced that nothing is going to 
happen to them. 

With the large amount of keys 
lost during the year. King said he 
is extremely concerned about the 
extra keys "floating around 
campus." From August until now 
there have been 233 core changes, 
with the most occurring in Willi¬ 
ams and the least in Elmwood. 

"It is such a crucial awareness 
thing. I don’t know how to get 
people aware [of dangers] without 
a crisis occurring," King said. He 
saicl he does not want another 
incident happening like the one in 
Geisert last spring when a female 
student was assaulted by Jeffrey

Bradley administrators looked at two hotels on 
•: Wednesday for the possibility of purchasing rooms for 
housing students there. 

The University has begun to review several alter- 
j: natives, including the purchase of hotel rooms, to 
j: handle a housing shortage caused by increased enroll- 
:j ment. 

"The real situation is that we need some addi- 
:• tional space in order to accommodate the number of 
;i students we expect this fall," Alan Gaisky, associate 
: provost for student affairs, said. 

He said approximately 150 students will probably 

• need alternative housing because of the lack of space 
:• in the residence halls. 

Gaisky said he thinks the University may be able 
: to "satisfy our needs with just one of these two 
: places." He said no additional hotels will be visited 
; until that has been determined. 

He would not reveal the names of the two hotels 
: because he said it could hurt their business. "The 
: present people [staying at the hotels] may not be 
: happy if they hear about this possibility," Gaisky said. 

The three administrators who visited the hotels 

• and who will make the final decision are Gaisky, Ed 
: King, executive director of housing, residential life 
: and the student judicial system, and Mike Murphy, 

: director of housing. 

Murphy refused to discuss the housing situation 
: and said he would not comment until things are more 
: certain. 

Gaisky said he expects the housing problems to 
be solved. "Nobody will be tripled. There will be 
adequate housing in the fall for all of our students. 
We are looking for Housing that is as good or better 
than the residence halls." 

Beside the possible purchase of hotel rooms, 
housing alternatives being considered include con¬ 
struction of temporary residence halls which will be 
used from four to five years and a series of houses 
similar to fraternity houses.

After this incident the student 
security program was re-evaluated 
but drastic changes were not made. 
Student security is Bradley stu¬ 
dents who sit in the hall offices and 
make rounds in the buildings from 
11 p.m. to 4 a.m. Sunday through 
Thursday and 10 p.m. to 7 a.m. 
Friday and Saturday. Steve Cal- 
caterra is the director of student 
security and Laura Orbank is the 
assistant director. 

King said they are discussing 
the possibilities of the hall direc¬ 
tors of each building taking over 
the program. He said if this hap¬ 
pens residence hall staff will be 
much more involved in security. 
"Security can’t handle all of the 
problems. If the students aren’t 
going to cooperate it will become a 
game," King said. 

"No matter what you do there 
is always going to be some type of 


the 


problem," Scott Kaufman, hall 
director of Heitz, said. He said 
the doors are locked for 
student’s protection and they [stu 
dents] are not helping the situation 
by letting people in and propping 
doors open. 

Letters were recently distri¬ 
buted alerting the students to prob¬ 
lems that may occur and phone 
numbers of who to call in case of 
an emergency. Some of the hall 
directors have posted signs on the 
outer doors urging students not to 
let in strangers. 

Education is the key to alerting 
students of problems that may 
exist, King said. He is helping to 
plan a safety awareness week for 
the fall to help students understand 
the problems that may exist if they 
are careless.

Alter two months ot meeting 
with Bradley administration, the 
Bradley Minority Coalition is 
beginning to see some results from 
their work.

Rapes and sexual assaults 
remain as much a problem and go 
unreported probably just as often 
on college campuses as any place. 

The differences between a 
campus incident and one that 
occurs off campus may lie in its 
cause. Nationally, experts have 
targeted a number of factors at col¬ 
leges and universities which could 
contribute to campus crime. The 
three factors most often considered 
are alcohol use, fraternity environ¬ 
ments and activities which promote 
women as sexual objects. 

Alcohol or drug use is involved 
in roughly 90 percent of all rapes 
and sexual assaults, experts said. 
For both the victim and the 
assailant, alcohol impairs judge¬ 
ment, lowers sexual inhibitions and 
creates problems with communica¬ 
tion as far as Sexual expectations 
in a given situation. 

'It affects male judgement and 
he has to wonder what the woman 
is saying, and it affects a female as 
far as what she wants to convey," 
Mike Eberhardt, senior member of 
Bradley’s Campus Awareness for 
Rape Education, said. He attri¬ 
buted a combination of alcohol use 
and ignorance to most campus 
rapes. "And a lot of men don’t 
really know what it is to rape 
someone, whether they’re male or 
female. It’s just an ignorance that 
what you’re doing is a crime." 

Furthermore, date rape is often 
not identified as rape because 
alcohol was involved, Ann Jones, 
director of the center for wellness 
and counseling, said. "Society 
teaches us that if she (a rape vic¬ 
tim) has a drink with a guy, they 
have a beer, or they drink 


an issue with the Bradley squad, 
and that they do not believe similar 
controversy would occur in Peoria. 
Hasselbacher and Silberman also 
felt the U. of I. task force was not 
justified in recommending elimina¬ 
tion of the Illinettes as an organi¬ 
zation contributing to a degrading 
image of women and to a problem 
with campus rapes. 

"Most other athletes wear non- 
restrictive clothing, and pompon 
and cheerleading squads are no 
exception," Silberman said. "As 



women last year revealed that 16.4 
percent of those women had been 
raped and over 70 percent of the 
women and 80 percent of the men 
involved in those incidents had 
been drinking. 

However, the survey prompted 
more media attention earlier this 
year when a U. of I. task force, 
after studying the survey date, 
created a 22-page report including 
a recommendation to end the 
Illinettes pompon squad. 

The report listed other recom¬ 
mendations "to suggest programs 
and administrative actions to 
address the issues of sexual assault 
and abuse and other violence 
towards women students on the 
Urbana-Champaign campus." The 
specific suggestion concerning the 
pompon squad calls for "eliminat¬ 
ing activities that project women as 
sexual objects, such as the 
Illinettes." 

Eileen Gifford, administrative 
aide to U. of I. Vice Chancellor 
Stanley Levy who created the task 
force, said the recommendations 
were made not to target the pom¬ 
pon squad as a contributor to 
campus rapes, but to alleviate any 
mixed messages about the way the 
women on the squad present them¬ 
selves. 

"The task force’s only intent

pompon squads promote women as 
sexual objects and contribute to a 
higher rate or sexual assaults on 
college campuses.

Illinettes would not necessarily 
occur at Bradley because not 
enough awareness exists among 
students of how such a group rein¬ 
forces sexist attitudes. Women’s 
pompon squads and similar organi¬ 
zations often encourage stereotypes 
of women and should be 
discouraged or replaced with 
groups which include both men 
and women, she said. 

"Any activity that you can 
make unisex makes the stereotype 
of women less possible and sets an 
example for other universities, 
high schools and even grade 
schools where you have female 
cheerleaders," Salamini said. "Any 
time you can get away from girls 
as entertainment or symbols of 
beauty, it’s a positive thing." 

An equally if not more contr¬ 
oversial factor often attributed to 
rapes on college campuses is fra¬ 
ternity involvement. The U. of I. 
study linked fraternities to 64 per¬ 
cent of reported criminal sexual 
abuse incidents. 

The "most striking data" in the 
study shows a direct relationship 
between sexual assault and abuse, 
and alcohol and the Greek system, 
the final report said. 

And of some 75 documented 
gang rapes on campuses across the 
nation in the last six years, at least 
80 percent have reportedly 
involved fraternity men, Barbara 
Carraway-Kelch, associate director 
of residential life, said. About 46 
percent of men at Bradley are in 
fraternities, compared to 28 per-

It has not been determined if 
the hotel rooms would be an exten¬ 
sion of the residence halls or 
would function as independent off- 
campus apartment housing. 

Gaisky said if the off-campus 
housing is an extension of the 
residence halls, "We will give 
current students in the residence 
halls the first choice of living 
there. We know there are several 
students who don’t want to live in 
the halls." 

If there are not enough 
volunteers to fill the additional 
housing, then incoming transfer 
students will be housed there. 

"We will not put freshmen in 
any off-campus facility," Gaisky 
said. 

When asked if Bradley would 
provide a transportation program 
for students living in the off- 
campus housing, Gaisky said the 
University would if the housing 
was an extension of the residence 
halls. 

'If it weren’t, I won’t say it 
would be out of the question," he 
said. 

Gaisky said he thought the 
combination of increased enroll¬ 
ment, the loss of 80 beds because 


of the closure of Lovelace and 
lower availability of off-campus 
apartments because of the con¬ 
struction of Campustown had con¬ 
tributed to the housing problem. 

"It’s getting more popular to 
stay in the residence halls. At one 
time, no one wanted to stay after 
their sophomore year," Gaisky 
said. 


"Nobody will 
be tripled." 


Gary Bergman, executive direc¬ 
tor of enrollment management, 
said the school will limit the fresh¬ 
men class next year to approxi¬ 
mately 1,020 students. 

Bergman said he also expects 
approximately 425 new transfer 
students next year. 

"No one really knows for sure 
whether we’re going to have a 
major housing problem or not," 
Bergman said. "The definite plan 
is to limit the freshmen class for 
next year." 

It was ten years ago that Brad¬ 
ley was experiencing low enroll¬ 
ment. The freshmen class in the 
fall of ’85 was just 707 students. 


Bergman said he was hired in the 
fall of ’85 to "reverse decreasing 
enrollment." 

When asked if administration 
had not anticipated the housing 
shortage when they began the 
drive for increased enrollment, 
both Bergman and Gaisky said the 
problems were not a surprise. 

As for possibly expanding the 
size of the student population, 
Bergman said it was not an option. 
"We feel Bradley must remain at 
5,500 students. Bradley is best 
served and can best serve students 
at that number. We don’t want to 
be a school of 6,000 or 7,000 stu¬ 
dents. 

"That would not be Bradley 
and we could not continue to do 
the things we do." 

Gaisky said the administration 
had determined that 1,000 fresh¬ 
men students a year for four years 
was optimum. "It’s one trick to say 
you want 1,000 students. It’s 
another to get them," he said. 

"One should never allow physi¬ 
cal space to dictate a student popu¬ 
lation, " Gaisky said. 

Bergman said the possibility of 
raising admission requirements to 
limit enrollment is being con¬ 
sidered but that no decision has 
been made.

Gaisky also announced a Task 
Force to oversee race relations will 
be formed on campus, with Gaisky 
as chairman. He said he stresses 
the task force is not being formed 
to replace the coalition but to give 
them more time to work as stu¬ 
dents. 

"Certainly the coalition will be 
aware of what the task force is 
doing," he said. "We want to 
make sure that certain things we'd 
like to see happen.

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Earth Day continues

to do and not enough voice." 

The telephone survey was con¬ 
ducted asking Bradley students 
questions about the environment, 
similar to a nationwide survey that 
was conducted by the National 
Wildlife Federation. 

"Planet in Peril: A View from 
the Campus" is an environmental 
opinion survey of 500 undergradu¬ 
ates that concluded that 69 percent 
think the quality of our environ¬ 
ment will get worse over the next 
five years. Of the students selected 
from the Bradley phone directory, 
56 percent think the quality will 
get worse, 26 percent said it will 
stay the same and 18 percent think 
it will improve. 

Brian Reynolds, sophomore, 
said, "We’ve done to much dam¬ 
age [to the earth] to be able to 
reverse it." Tiffany Crowe, fresh¬ 
man, said she thinks the awareness 
of people today and laws being 
passed by the government will 
improve the quality of the earth. 

When asked what is the most 
urgent environmental problem, 30 
percent of the Bradley students 
said pollution, 24 percent said the 
ozone depletion and 12 percent 
said the tropical rifin forests. The 
rest were other topics including 


water, waste and global warming. 

The national survey resulted in 
23 percent citing air pollution, 20 
percent ozone depletion and 11 
percent said trash/garbage as the 
most urgent environmental prob¬ 
lem. 


The Bradley survey resulted in 
78 percent stating that recycling 
should be required by law. The 
national survey found that nearly

Earth Day as it was in 70 


The biggest demonstration in 
the nation’s history, Earth Day 
1970, had more than 20 million 
people taking part in some way, 
whether it was listening to 
speeches or protesting environmen¬ 
tal problems. 

Bradley’s campus was no 
different. Over 2,000 students and 
Peoria residents participated in 
Earth Day, otherwise known as an 
Environmental Teach-In. 

The day-long event featured 
environmental experts, panels, 
speeches, films and exhibits. 

More than 2,000 other cam¬ 
puses and many communities held 
similar events in the United States. 
In the months and years that fol¬ 
lowed, results were seen with the 
Clean Air Act and the creation of 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

Speakers urged students to take 
action and to do something about 
the environment. 

William Rutherford, former 
state director of environmental 


quality, said, "We are only limited 
by our imagination, intelligence 
and integrity. Each of us may grab 
a different tool and get the same 
job done." 

Others spoke of needs for 
population control, eliminating the 
water pollution in the Illinois River 
and declining resources. The 
Bradley speech team presented 
environmental problems through 
modem dance, music, slides and 
films. 

And 20 years later, Bradley and 
the Peoria community are sponsor¬ 
ing a variety of events including a 
campus clean-up from 10 a.m. to 
noon on Earth Day, which is Sun¬ 
day, sponsored by the Newman 
Center. Biodegradable bags will be 
distributed at the Student Center 
and all recyclable materials will be 
sent to a recycling center. 

In the Peoria area, Wildlife 
Prairie Park is featuring activities 
all-day, Sunday.

Ways by which to save the planet 


As the 20th anniversary of 
Earth Day rapidly approaches, 
there are many things college stu¬ 
dents can do in their own dorm 
room to help improve the quality 
of the environment. 

Recycling is a major concern of 
environmentalists nationwide and 
does not entail much time or 
effort. Even several Bradley clubs 
and organizations including the 
Scout , the biology club and several 
residence halls collect recyclable 
material. 

Recyclable materials include 
organic garbage, metals, glass 
plastics, paper and many other 


everyday items. Newspapers are 
very easy to recycle and the local 
rate for papers is about $10-15 a 
ton. 

Last year, more than 30 percent 
of all paper produced was recycled 
and many newspapers are finding 
themselves using this recycled 
paper. These include the Journal 
Star and the Scout. 

Recycling, which has been 
around since before World War II, 
may soon be a law. With landfills 
filling up so quickly legislators are 
being urged by environmental 
advocates to pass more recycling 
requirements. 


During a recent random tele¬ 
phone survey several Bradley stu¬ 
dents said they thought the ozone 
was the environments largest prob¬ 
lem. The ozone layer, which 
shields the Earth from ultraviolet 
radiation from the sun, is being 
depleted, but there are things peo¬ 
ple can do to slow this process. 
Urging companies, such as 
McDonalds to refrain from using 
styrofoam containers, consider a 
getting a car without air condition¬ 
ing avoiding aerosol cans and 
planting trees all are beneficial.

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A note for today and a song for tomorrow

Throughout the halls, the quiet 
melodious strumming of the guitar 
provides an enchanting accompani¬ 
ment to the chaotic sounds of 
voices reaching for the high Cs 
and pianos pounding out Chopin or 
Bach. John Kaizer walks into the 
hot, stuffy hall in Constance ready 
to begin practice a project that has 
consumed his life for the last few 
months. 

Kaizer grew up in Scottsdale, 
Ariz., flying into Peoria for 
Christmas’ and breaks after the 
divorce of his parents. His mother, 
Arlene, still lives in Scottsdale, 
and his father, noted pianist and 
composer Dr. Edward Kaizer, 
teaches in the music department, 
along with Kaizer’s stepmother 
Janet.

He chose the guitar because 
older sister Claire had already fol¬ 
lowed in their father’s footsteps by 
playing the piano, and older 
brother Edward, Jr., had already 
taken up the bass. "I thought this 
(guitar) would be a good instru¬ 
ment to play so I could fit in with 
the rest of my family," Kaizer 
said.

Kaizer went on to the Guitar 
Institiute of Technology in Holly¬ 
wood, where he got experience 
playing with professionals.

hands on experience, which most 
students have to wait longer to 
obtain."

ing in guitar performance. Unfor¬ 
tunately, budgeting cuts hit the 
university, knocking out 250 
schoalrships. Kaizer was one of 
the unfortunate ones. "It turned 
into a good thing. I ended up here. 
However, it doesn’t matter where I 


play, be it California or Peoria." 

One of the things that Kaizer 
has encouraged, along with Profes¬ 
sor Brad Heim, and the music 
department, is a much-hoped for 
guitar program that may be imple¬ 
mented this fall. In anticipation of 
.this program a "Guitar Quartet" 
has been formed, Bradley’s very 
first. They will be presenting 
Glenn Miller’s "In the Mood." The 
quartet features Bradley students 
Dave Tipton, Chris Baer and Jim 
Ruhaak, along with Kaizer. 

Kaizer will be performing such 
selections including "Gavotte," by 
Scarlatti, and "Guitar Boogie 
Shuffle," by Thomas "Fats" 
Waller, with arrangement by Guy 
Van Duser. 

When asked what has been the 
greatest influence in his life, 
Kaizer answered, "Undoubtedly, 
my father." He recalled a child¬ 
hood memory of sneaking into a 
hall where his father would be 
practicing a concert and watching 
with awe and envy. "He has such 
an air of excitement about him. It 
is so wonderful." The young 
Kaizer also credits stepmother 
Janet for having such a positive 
influence in his life. "She is a 
superwoman — between teaching, 
practicing, and raising a family. It 
is amazing. She does it all." 

When not practicing 2-4 hours 
a day and playing at local high 
schools to prepare for the recital, 
Kaizer also composes music for 
short films and is presently com-

"The Colored Museum" will 
open at 8 p.m. on April 20 in the 
Hartmann Center theater. The play 
is directed by Joan McCarty, 
Bradley’s guest director for the 
spring semester. 

'The Colored Museum" is a 
satirical play which consists of a 
series of "exhibits" that depict the 
history of African-Americans from 
the time they were brought over as 
slaves. The actors are from many 
different ethnic groups, but none 
are Anglo-Saxon. Each actor plays 
many roles throughout the play. 

The play deals with issues such 
as cultural differences, oppression 
and stereotypes. For example, the 
scene "Get on Board" satirized the 
time when slaves were brought to 
the Unites States from Africa. 
"Hairpiece" describes the preoccu¬ 
pation with hairstyles and hair tex¬ 
ture. While the play is humorous, 
there is a strong underlying mean¬ 
ing that helps different cultures 
understand each other. 

McCarty graduated from the 
University of Illinois in Chicago 
with a degree in theater. She has 
been stage managing and directing 
professionally for the past eight 
years but has been a "theater per¬ 
son" for the past 14 years. 

McCarty works with the Black 
Theater Alliance and the Council 
of Fine Arts. She directs at Col¬ 
lege of DuPage, Drury Lane and 
also does some theater work at the 
Women’s Correctional Center in 
Dwight, HI.. She feels that the 


highlight of her directing career is 
introducing people to acting who 
have not been exposed to theater in 
the past. 

McCarty said that her concept 
as a director is to involve the audi¬ 
ence members in the play. For 
The Colored Museum," McCarty 
used an environmental approach by 
using the Hartmann Center lobby 
as part of the production. The 
lobby is set up like a museum 
where the audience can walk 
through and view the exhibits.

McCarty is a strong advocate of 
"color blind casting," casting roles 
without consideration of race, but 
The Colored Museum" called for 
a non-white cast. Though the play 
describes the history of African- 
Americans, she expanded it to 
include any other non-white race. 
She said it is nice to have a 


colored performance because it 
provided a greater opportunity for 
black actors to get involved in 
theater. 


She said white people aren’t in 
the cast because it is "hard for a 
white person to talk about black 
people the way black people talk 
about themselves." 

The play is not directed to any 
ethnic group in particular, but "to 
all human beings." There may be 
some references that only older or 
black people would understand, 
but she feels that the play would 
bring people together instead of 
separating them. 

Melissa Jackson, member of the 
cast, said, "If people think that the 
play is just a black culture show, 
they they are in for a shock -- it 
goes way beyond that."

Elliott From exposed his art at 
the opening of his show, "Caught 
In The Act Of Raping A Canvas," 
a chaotic expression of abstract 
painting. 

From showed a selection of 
nine abstracts, with interesting 
titles including "Squonk," "Hit 
12579," "Mother’s Love for 
Youth," "Battle of Epping Forest" 
and "Red Can 99." 

From’s work has undergone 
change in the past four years 
mainly in his technique, not his 
style. Using wider brushes, and 
different tools, his brush strokes 
have become wider and now are 
back to being thin again. He is 
using longer strokes to cover the 
increasingly larger canvases. 

"I use the violence of brush 
work combined with the unique¬ 
ness of power and strength to 
make a self-expressive painting," 
From said. The process he goes 
through is a long one, involving 
different stages of priming and 
layering the paint. Using such 
techniques as alia prima (wet 
layering of oils and enamels) and 
graffita (scratching through the 
layers with a knife to reveal under¬ 
lying colors of canvas) From gives 
his abstractions depth and feelings 
of time and space. From often 
leaves the edge of the canvas 
blank, to allow for openness and 
unrestrained flow. 

"I don’t paint a picture," From 
said, "I paint." He has been 
expanding his style to become 
microscopic in nature, pulling out 


more colors, as if one tiny section 
of the painting were blown up to 
become the entire area combining 
both the calm and peaceful, with 
the chaotic. 

Not one to be political with his 
works, From prefers to show the 
passing of time from past, to 
present and into the future, a bit of 
the abstract expression of the 50’s, 
mixed with the flare of the 90’s. 
Believing more in high-energy, 
color, composition and the simplis¬ 
tic beauty of the Renaissance, 



From avoids preaching any mes¬ 
sages to his audience, preferring to 
allow the viewer to create unbiased 
impressions. 

Much like the abstract impres¬ 
sionists of the 50’s From takes lit¬ 
tle criticism from his peers, teach¬ 
ers or friends. His views can be 
compared to Jackson Pollack, who 
said, "When I am in my painting. 
I’m not aware of what I am doing. 
It is only after a sort of ’getting 
acquainted’ period that I see what I 
have been about. I have no fears 
of making changes, destroying the 
image...because the painting has a 
life of its own. I try to let it come 
through. It is only when I lose 
contact with the painting that the 
result is a mess. Otherwise, there

is pure harmony, an easy give and 
take and the painting comes out 
well." 

"It is not as easy as it looks, 
and many people try to imitate 
abstract art, or my art, and it ends 
up as mud. You have to know 
where to throw the paint, and 
how," From said. 

Besides being influenced by the 
abstract expressions of the 50’s, 
From acquires inspiration and 
mood from his relationships, the 


music he listens to and his state of 
mind at the time. 

From usually works at night, 
alone, a solitary figure, often 
becoming a body without organs, 
completely absorbed in his work. 
Lately, the color blue has been 
evident, and From claims this as 
his favorite color, as is seen in 
"Squonk," and "Time Travel." 
Experimenting with the layering of 
enamels and oils. From creates a 
cracking and rippling effect. In

cent at the U. of I. 

''Whenever there’s a group of 
men in fraternities, athletic teams 
or groups in residence halls — 
sometimes what happens is this 
group mentality...and gang rapes 
most often happen in these cir¬ 
cumstances , * Carraway-Kelch 
said. 

Eberhardt, who belongs to a 
Bradley fraternity, said the prob¬ 
lem for Bradley lies not so much 
in the fraternities themselves as in 
their parties. 'Tor both guys and 
girls, the setting is designed for 
scoping," he said. "You get there 
and drink beer and look at other 
people. You see someone you want 
to meet. You have a few more 
beers and talk to that person. You 
start getting along better and drink 
a few more." 

The situation sometimes ends 
up back in someone’s room and 
people don’t realize what it can 
lead to, Eberhardt said. 

"I don’t think it has to do with 
fraternities specifically but with 
any situation where there’s a large 
number of people drinking huge 
amounts of alcohol," he said. 

'It’s not so much any Greek 
person or group but the fact that 
Greek parties are a major source 
of entertainment on this campus." 

Junior C.A.R.E. member Col¬ 
leen Finley agreed that fraternities 
are not a large factor in sexual 
assaults at Bradley. "It’s just a 
situation that Alcohol can be 
present and that’s a big part of 
upping the possibility of it happen¬ 
ing," she said. "If we were a 
campus without a Greek system, it 
would probably still happen and it 
would probably happen just as 
much." 

Sophomore R.C. Lowe, a Brad¬ 
ley fraternity member, said rape 
on Bradley’s campus can not be 
attributed to fraternities in the 
same way they have at bigger 
schools such as the U. of I. 

"Here, we’re small enough that 
everyone knows everyone else and 
will watch out for everyone else, 
especially after what happened in 
Geisert Hall [Jeffrey Clayton 
incident]," Lowe said. The frater¬ 
nities at Bradley are generally 
more responsible about their party 
policies and more selective about 


who they invite to their parties, he 
said. "At our house, we have a 
policy about walking friends home 
and that kind of think and I know 
other fraternities do the same 
thing," he said. 

Ed King, director of housing, 
residential life and student judicial 
system and interfratemity council 
adviser, said he thinks the campus 
environment in general — whether 
at fraternities or in the residence 
halls -- does provide an environ¬ 
ment conducive to sexual abuse 
because of liberal alcohol and visi¬ 
tation policies. 

"I don’t know how other 
schools are handling their policies 
but I do think there’s a greater 
awareness than ever before by the 
fraternities that number one,

The Hughes Research Corp. 
conducted the survey in November 
and questioned students between 
17 and 24 years of age who were 
enrolled in a four-year college or 
university.

The group results are 
determined to be accurate within 
plus or minus five percentage 
points. 

The survey found that 95 per¬ 
cent agreed that Congress should 
pass tougher laws to protect the 
environment and 94 percent are 
willing to pay more for products 
that are environmentally safe. 
Sixty percent think all of us have 
the primary responsibility for pro¬ 
tecting the environment. 

The National Wildlife Federa¬ 
tion is the nation’s largest conser¬ 
vation organization, which is a 
private, not-for-profit organization.

illustrated by the Sioux massacre of 
some settlers in Minnesota. 

What Mr. Littlejohn failed to point out 
last fall (because it didn’t help his case) 
was that the American Indian nations 
fought a number of wars with the 
whites and eventually lost all of them. 
Moreover, most of the treaties made 
between the two groups were not 
honored. In essence, the Native Ameri¬ 
cans are a conquered people living 
among us, to whom we have reluc¬ 
tantly granted citizenship. 

As a result, we should at least grant 
them and their complaints the respect 
of serious consideration. I don’t think 
that some of the Native Americans 
necessarily want to deny the existence 
of their warrior tradition or of the wars 
they fought. When I visited the Pine 
Ridge Reservation in South Dakota a 
:ouple of years ago, the Sioux had por- 
its of their leading war chiefs on 
isplay and one young reservation pol¬ 
iceman (an Oglala Sioux) that I talked 
to seemed to feel pride in the past, as 
well ap a willingness to face the future. 
In the fall, he Was going to Brigham 
Young to pursue apre-law curriculum. 
But the discontinued mascot was a 
clownish caricature, as Dr. Kalman 
Goldberg and others have pointed out, 
and we can hardly wonder that Native 
Americans found it offensive. An 
alleged Indian mascot should at least 
have an Indian name and not a witless 
concoction like Brad E. Lee (from the 
Chuck E. Cheese school of humor, no 
doubt). 

Actually, there is reason to question 
whether Bradley shouldn’t consider 
Changing the name of its teams from 
the Braves to something else, like 
Bears or Hawks. The name '"Braves * 
hardly represents the culture that Brad¬ 


ley serves or has much connection with 
the student body. Presumably '"Braves" 
was chosen because Bradley was 
located in Peoria (a town with an 
Indian name) and the word provided 
alliteration with Bradley — and maybe 
because someone in charge, years ago, 
didn’t have much imagination. 

In my opinion, colleges and universi¬ 
ties that use Indian names as nicknames 
should make a course in Native Ameri¬ 
can Culture a universal requirement for 
graduation. If this were enacted into 
law by the congress, then most institu¬ 
tions would find it convenient to 
change their Native American nick¬ 
names. Besides, if Stanford could 
change their name from Indian to Car¬ 
dinals, then Bradley can do something 
similar. 

To sum up, students should stop com¬ 
plaining about the logo and forget 
about the old mascot. Everyone has a 
fine opportunity to come up with some¬ 
thing better and far more inspiring than 
the old mascot ever was.

is crazy for believing this is crazy 
itself. 

Secondly, the person who was asked 
how he felt about Matt Hale obviously 
either misheard the question or wasn’t 
even a member of the Party. He might 
of just been an interested citizen and to 
automatically put him on my side just 
for coming to the meeting is about as 
ignorant as the rest of Sid Husain’s 
remarks.

He declined 
my offer, but assured my classmate and 
myself that the problem would be 
resolved right away.

A special note to Mr. Anna: Please 
don’t suggest long underwear and wool 
socks, because I also am a business 
person and that would not be appropri¬ 
ate attire under my business skirt. Oh 
and thank you Mr. Anna, for your 
deep concern and high regard for the 


students of Bradley University and the 
comfort. You should be relieved to 
know that the suggestion to move our 
classroom discussions to your office 
has not been carried through, YET.

residential life, said the halls are 
reasonably safe.

residential life, said the changes 
have been very successful. 

She said there was definitely a 
change in the type of traffic seen in 
the residence halls after the instal¬ 
lation of the card readers, which 
King said is Bradley’s ultimate 
goal. 

Bradley has had many questions 
because of the great expense of the 
system. ''Everything is relative," 
Simpson said. "One lawsuit would 
be more expensive then the card 
readers are." The system was 
approved at Charolette in the 
spring and was implemented by the 
fall. Simpson said the total cost 
was $23,000 for approximately 
4000 students in the halls. 

"When you start to see a pat¬ 
tern change you have to do some¬ 



thing about it," Simpson said. 1 

Bradley has already seen those 
changes. 

There are several things stu¬ 
dents can do to help prevent any 
serious incidents from occurring. 
They should not take any unneces¬ 
sary risks, which include walking 
alone at night, letting strangers 
into the halls once the doors are 
locked and moderating the amount 
of alcohol one drinks. 

Steps have already been taken 
to find out what the students think 
about safety on Bradley’s campus. 
A survey compiled by residence 
hall staff was randomly distributed 
to 200 students. It asked what 
they thought of the present security 
situation as well as changes they 
would like to see in the future

nations. 

And progress is being made. 
Ihere won’t be any quick fixes to 
most of the problems we face and. 
most people realize that. How¬ 
ever, many "environmentalists" 
have taken it upon themselves to 
push their political agendas and 
radical policies on others in the 
attempt to find that "quick fix ". 

The United States’ reliance on 
fossil fuels is one major issue that 
needs to be dealt with. Coal can be 
especially damaging to the atmo¬ 
sphere when used and the mining 
and drilling of all fossil fuels can 
result in the deforestation of lands 
and the destruction of other 
precious natural resources. The 
answer is not to de-industrialize as 
some radical groups such as Earth 
First would like to see. The 
answer is to find alternative forms 
of energy. 




One method being researched is 
turning garbage into fuel. But this 
is an expensive process at best and 
has produced minimal results thus 
far. 

Another method, nuclear 
power, has proven to be the 
cleanest and safest energy known 
to man. However, this alternative 
has been attacked by many liberal 
advocates as an impossible option. 
In France, where nuclear power 
generates more than 70 percent of 
the country’s electricity, utility 
emissions of harmful pollutants 
such as carbon dioxide, sulfur 
dioxide and nitrogen oxide have 
been virtually eliminated. In this 
same time period, when pollutants 
dramatically decreased, the 
demand for electricity increased by 
50 percent, proving that people do 
not have to sacrifice their standard 
of living, their energy supplies or 


their industry in order to preserve 
the environment. 

There is also so much, we, as 
individuals can do. 

Obviously, we can recycle 
paper, aluminum, glass and plas¬ 
tic. It takes little effort but if done 
consistently, it can make an 
impact. We can conserve energy 
by insulating our homes, driving 
fuel-efficient cars and buying 
efficient appliances. 

More importantly, we need to 
elect officials who are going to be 
tough on environmental crime and 
enforce the laws already on the 
books. Government officials need 
to hold corporations and other 
individuals accountable for their 
crimes. Our tax dollars should not 
be cleaning up the oil in Prince 
William Sound, Exxon’s profit dol¬ 
lars should be. The government 
should also provide tax incentives 


to companies to get them to clean 
up. It is much easier for a com¬ 
pany to use funds saved from tax 
incentives for direct clean-up than 
to create some mammoth federal 
program to throw money at the 
problem. 

It is impossible to cover all the 
important environmental concerns 
we are facing in just one little 
column. I haven’t even touched on 
toxic waste, water pollution and 
acid rain, endangered species or 
any other countless issues. For¬ 
tunately, a dialogue has been 
opened. 

It’s time to focus on pro¬ 
tecting and preserving our environ¬ 
ment and getting beyond petty par¬ 
tisan quibbling. Only then will we 
be able to effectively deal with the 
momentous task we have ahead of

dropped

Bradley basketball standout 
Curtis Stuckey learned Tuesday 
that all criminal charges against 
him have been dropped. 

Stuckey was arrested and 
booked Thursday, Mar. 22, on 
charges of aggravated battery after 
allegedly beating and threatening a 
female friend earlier that day. 

The incident, of which Stuckey 
was accused, resulted after Tammy 
L. Autmon of Peoria attempted to 
remove a vehicle bra from 
Stuckey’s car. •Autmon had pur¬ 
chased the vehicle bra for Stuckey 
on an earlier date. 

Stuckey had allegedly hit Aut¬ 
mon in the head and face, causing 
her left eye to swell shut. 

Stuckey was scheduled to 
appear in court on April 23, but 
that date has been canceled due to 
the dropping of the charges. 

Joseph Napoli, the attorney 
representing Stuckey, was out of 
town and unavailable for comment.

Only two of Bradley’s golfers 
broke 80. 

John Joyce, team member, shot 
a 79 and ended with the eighth 
best score of the tournament. 

Tomorrow is the Bradley Invi¬ 
tational which is sponsored by 


S&K Chevrolet of Peoria. Four¬ 
teen teams will be competing and 
they will golf 36 holes on Saturday 
and 18 on Sunday. 

'This will be the most wide 
open tournament in five years. 
Any one out of about four, five or 
six teams could win. We have a 
good chance if we would play to 
our ability for all 54 holes and not 
just 18 or 36. We need to be 
focused/ Ryan said. 

After this weekend’s Invita¬ 
tional, Bradley will compete in the 
Drake Relays and the Conference 
tournament. 

Women’s 

The women’s golf team has 
started their spring season. 
Although their team is inexperi¬ 
enced, the team has eight 
members. "We already have what 
it takes to beat some of the smaller 


schools/ Coach Mickey Schallau 
said. 

The team played in a dual meet 
with University of Wisconsin, 
Whitewater where they were 
defeated. 

The team also hosted their first 
Bradley Invitational last weekend 
where they competed against 
University of Northern Iowa and 
Luther College. Bradley placed 
last with a team score 586. While 
Luther College was second with a 
team score of 564 and University 
of Northern Iowa was first with a 
final score of 561. On the first 
day of the tournament the teams 
only played nine out of the 18 
holes due to bad weather.

Braves lack consistency of past years

Just what does it take to be a 
Division I baseball player? 

Bradley baseball coach Dewey 
Kalmer wishes his team, particu¬ 
larly those who transferred to 
Bradley from junior college pro¬ 
grams, would find out and make 
the necessary transitions. 

The Braves, 17-21, have been 
showing signs of improvement 
during their last few games, but 
they have yet to play up to their 
total potential. 

This team has such potential, 
but they have yet to meet that 
potential for various reasons," Kal¬ 
mer said. "We have quite a few 
junior college transfers on the team 
because of the number of players 


we lost from last year. They’re not 
adjusting well to Division I base¬ 
ball, although I know they are 
quite capable of playing at this 
level. They are steadily improving 
and their batting averages are 
slowfy getting better." 

Kalmer saw a definite sign of 
improvement this past weekend 
when his Braves won two of four 
games against nationally ranked 
Wichita State, the 1989 NCAA 
baseball champions. 

In Bradley’s first game against 
the Shockers, senior pitcher Brian 
Shouse, with two innings of per¬ 
fect relief from freshman Jason 
Simmons, beat Wichita State, 4-2, 
on seven hits. First baseman Gary 
Delafuente’s two-run homerun 
proved to be the decisive factor in 
determining the outcome of the 


game. 

The Braves lost the second 
game of Saturday’s double-header, 
9-7. 

On Sunday, junior Dave Geeve, 
a transfer student from Oakton 
Community College, held Wichita 
State to eight hits over 8.2 innings. 
Unfortunately, the last of those 
eight hits was a homerun, giving 
the Shockers the 4-3 victory. The 
homer was the only earned run 
Geeve allowed. 

Bradley bounced back from the 
disappointing loss by defeating the 
Shockers, 2-1, in the last game 
played between the two teams. 

Senior Tom Kinney, a transfer 
from Florida Memorial College, 
paced the Braves by pitching 5.2 
innings and allowing only three 
hits and one earned run, while 


Simmons pitched 1.1 innings of 
hitless relief. 

"Wichita State was ranked 
fourth in the nation at the time that 
we played them. For us to play 
them competitively in all four 
games, especially on their home 
field which is a hostile setting to 
say the least, shows the potential 
of our team," Kalmer said. 

Wednesday the Braves traveled 
to West Lafayette to challenge the 
Boilermakers of Purdue. 

Bradley held a 6-1 lead at the 
end of the fourth inning of the first 
game of the double-header. That 
lead quickly diminished, however, 
as the Braves gave up three runs in 
the fifth and two runs in the sixth 
innings. 

With the game tied at the end 
of the sixth inning, the Boilermak¬

Team member Sheila Buechler 
finished fifth out of 19 individuals. 
Buechler shot a 45 on Friday and a 
94 on Saturday for a total score of 
139. 

Other individual scores were 
Tammy Teters 51 and 96, Jenny 
Sayles 48 and 102, Diana Johnson 
50 and 100, Dawn Didier 51 and 
106 and Heidi Bero 61 and 121.

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Tuition goes up

The Board of Trustees will 
review the proposed $510 tuition 
increase for the 1990-91 school 
year today. 

The increase in tuition would 
bring next year's tuition bill to 
$8,500. This would be a 6.4 per¬ 
cent increase from the present tui¬ 
tion of $7,990. 

"Historically our rate increases 
have been well below the national 
average for private institutions," 
Gary Anna, vice president of busi¬ 
ness affairs, said. He said the 
national average tuition increase 
for 1990-91 is projected between 
six and eight percent. 

"One thing we commit to do is 
to increase financial aid at an 
amount roughly equivalent to the 
increases in tuition," Anna said. 
That would mean a proportionate 
increase in the 16.4 percent of a 
$55,250,000 budget that Bradley to 
students for financial aid. Dave 
Pardieck, director of financial 
assistance, was not available for 
comment. 

"Our costs generally relate to 
what it takes to bring and keep 
quality faculty at the institution," 
Anna said. "There are fewer 
faculty in the job market today 
than there have been in the last ten 
years and that number appears to 
be declining because people with ” 
the capabilities are being drawn to 
business opportunities particularly 
in the fields of engineering and 
business. 

"The last thing that we want to 
have happen over time is to try to 
save a few dollars and start to lose 
some of our better faculty which 
will, in turn, lead to the deteriora- 
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tion of our academic programs. 
Right now, the only way that we 
can fund some of those commit¬ 
ments to resource is through stu¬ 
dents and the tuition that you pay," 
Anna said. He said those commit¬ 
ments do involve some new faculty 
positions for the fall. 

Student tuition comprises 91.9 
percent of the educational revenue 
used for such purposes as the 
Center for Career Development, 
the library and the 63.9 percent of 
the educational budget allocated 


"The question we must ask our¬ 
selves is to what point do we need 
to raise tuition so that we can 
maintain the quality of the institu¬ 
tion and the living standards of the 
students? The bottom line is that 
we’ve got to provide for our stu¬ 
dents the best possible undergradu¬ 
ate education they can get because 
that’s what we’ve promised them. " 
The Board of Trustees make a 
final decision concerning the 
increase at their 1:15 meeting this 
afternoon. 




for faculty salaries and benefits. 
"The University is much more 
dependent upon tuition than we 
would like," Anna said. 

In addition to the proposed 
increase in tuition, room and board 
would be raised 5.2 percent over 
this year’s fees which total $3,556 
on the 20 meal plan. The proposed 
room and board fee for the 
1990-91 year is $3,750. 

Not only is there an expected 
rate increase, but there will be an 
increase in overall enrollment.. Dr. 
Alan Gaisky, associate provost for 
student affairs, there will be a 
slight increase in enrollment next 
year though the expected number 
of new students is down nine per¬ 
cent from this year’s total. 

"None of these increased costs 
covered by tuition include the 
building expansion you’ve seen in 
the library or the changes in the 
student center," Anna said. Those 
expansion projects are being 
funded by the Bradley Capital 
Campaign. 

Additional housing for the 
increased enrollment would be 
funded by revenue generated from 
students living in the residence 
halls and not from a tuition, 
increase. 

When asked if this increase 
would decrease Bradley’s appeal to 
perspective students, both Anna 
and Gaisky agreed that Bradley’s 
competitors, such as Drake and 
Marquette Universities, will have 
comparable rate increases. 

Gaisky said "we will have no 
problem meeting our goal of 1,020 
freshmen and 410 transfer stu¬ 
dents.

Non-traditional students may 
find it easier to attend Bradley 
University in the near future. 

The Illinois Board of Higher 
Education will soon be voting on a 
proposal co-submitted by Bradley 
and Illinois Central College (ICC) 
that will let non-traditional students 
attend Bradley at a significantly 
cheaper price than traditional stu¬ 
dents. 

Under the plan, the cost per 
credit hour would be reduced to 
$63 from $238 for part-time non- 
traditional students who can’t 
afford the tuitiomat Bradley, which 
is $7,900 a year (this is before the 
proposed increase). 

The cost for this plan would be 
shared by the state and Bradley. 
The state subsidy would amount to 
$360,000. Bradley would contri¬ 
bute $143,000 in financial aid 
packages and' the tuition reduction 
plan would be worth $156,000.

Joint venture to 
cut tuition costs 


Raymond Chin’s battle with a 
rare form of leukemia came to an 
end on Sunday when he died at 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital 
in Chicago. 

The former Bradley accounting 
major from Naperville tried to find 
a genetically matched bone mar¬ 
row donor to cure his cancer - his 
only chance of survival. Marrow 
donors are usually found within 
the same race. 

Elaine Chin, his mother* and 
family conducted their own search 
last winter for a donor after no 
matches could be found in bone 
marrow registries. There is a small 
number of minorities in these 
registries. The family could not 
find a match out of the 100 plus 
people they had tested from their 
own personal efforts. 

Instead, Chin, 20, was flown to 
Seattle for a transplant from his 
father, Raymond Sr. last month. 
The match was not perfect and the 
procedure was not successful. 

"He never complained. I pitied 


: affairs, said this plan will not affect 
either scholarship or financial aid 
packages for traditional students.

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Rape is Bradley’s 
hidden nightmare 

For the past two weeks in the Bradley Scout and again this week, 
we have been running in-depth articles on rape, both date rape and 
stranger rape. The first article reported that FBI statistics show 27.2 per¬ 
cent of college age women will be raped during their college years - and 
the attackers are dates or acquaintances in 57.8 percent of those cases. 

Other numbers given by the first article states that some 240 men on 
Bradley’s campus have committed and act fitting the legal definition of 
rape — if national statistics on rape on college campuses can be applied at 
Bradley. Other applied statistics would also indicate that some 640 
women at Bradley have been victims or rape or sexual assault and that 
well over 400 of those women knew their attackers. 

The statistics aren’t that alarming but the fact that date rape happens 
on college campuses ~ and at Bradley University - is a fact, a pure and 
simple fact. 

I know of two women, one who were date raped, or more precisely 
gang raped in a fraternity house and another who barely escapki being 
raped in a residence hall room. 

The first, I’ll call her Ann, she graduated two years ago. She was in 
a Bradley fraternity house late at night and she was gang raped by four 
fraternity men in back of a couch in a bedroom. They took turns with 
her, over and over. She told hardly no one, yet her pain seemed to carry 
over to everyone she told. For weeks she believed it was her fault and 
she deserved it. Her experience went unreported and the men who raped 
her forever live knowing what they did to her. 

The second woman, I’ll call her Jane, went out with a young man 
she had met through mutual friends. They went to some campus parties 
and then returned back to his residence hall room. They were watching 
television when he began to kiss her and tried to get on top of her. She 
said "no" but he persisted. She bit him, kicked at him and tried to 
scream. She often sees him in the corridors of Bradley Hall and the 
memory of his hot breath on her neck terrorized her. Seeing him makes 
her sick and she has told me she often wonders if he feels any regret or 
realized he almost raped her. 

Bradley University administrators are taking a closer look at the 
rape situation on campus (see this week’s article) but action needs to hap¬ 
pen quicker in order to put an end to the nights Ann and Jane were made 
to endure. 

Support groups, classes and surveys are a positive step closer to the 
problem but the administration must now eijact the 24-hour locked door 
policy and residence hall advisers must urge their students to keep their 
doors locked and an ear open for any possible trouble. 

Many students have expressed concern over the 24-hour locked door 
policy but this is one of the best ideas the administration has had con¬ 
cerning rape prevention. I live in a residence hall and it’s not surprising 
to find people sitting in our lounge whom I’ve never seen before. It 
scares me. It scares me even more to know that some of the women on 
my floor leave their doors unlocked. 

There is no need to put the campus on a red alert or use scare tac¬ 
tics but everyone must be more careful around campus. Lock your doors 
(this week’s article states some students sleep with their doors unlocked), 
use the escort service and be more aware of your surroundings. 

And, even though it’s difficult, if you are raped either by someone 
you know or a stranger — report it. Too many rapes go unreported and 
untreated only making the tragedy worse. Worse for the victim and all 
the other women who think it’s safe to walk around alone or not lock 
their doors. Not reporting a rape is also a crime because it puts a false 
perception in everyone’s minds that rape doesn’t happen or it couldn’t 
happen to them. It could happen and it does. Rapes occur at college cam¬ 
puses and right here at Bradley University. Quit trying to fool yourself. 
Don’t live with the nightmares Ann and Jane have to endure because 
someday, somewhere, someone might not even live long enough to have 
the nightmares.

Forgotten 

Dear Editor, 

In the noise and confusion of the col¬ 
lapse of communism, something essen¬ 
tial is being forgotten. As conservatives 
rejoice and liberals shout (rightfully so) 
at South Africa and Israel, the same 
basic human rights are being denied in 
one little cbmer of the world. That 
corner is Kashmir. 

The story of the region is really quite 
simple. In the 1947 split of India into 
Hindustan and Pakistan, Kashmir in the 
north became highly disputed territory. 
The dispute was then and to this day 
is, also quite simple: the people, since 
they are Muslim, wished to separate 
from India, and the despotic Hindu 
ruler in an effort to maintain his power 
wished to stay with India. This sad 
state of affairs has come back to haunt 
the Indian government yet again. 
Recently, many people were massacred 
in the streets by the Indian occupying 
army for violating a curfew. The 
discontentment that has been welled up 
in the region has flared up yet again in 
the form of protest movements (which 
have been immediately labeled as 
"separatists" in the Indian press). This 
brutal suppression of people’s basic 
right to self-determination is not at all 
uncharacteristic of India. 

In 1971, the Indian government inter¬ 
vened in the affairs of Pakistan to 
create an independent country that we 
now call Bangladesh. Since then, Ban¬ 
gladesh has been identified as the 
poorest country in the world with some 
of the worst standards of living. Abso¬ 
lutely no real aid has been given to this 
country by the Indian government since 
that time. Same goes for the military 
intervention in Sri Lanka. The Indian 
army maintained a presence in this 
small country for long enough to throw 
the internal environment in to turmoil. 
This type of activity is quite congruent 


with the expansionist practices of India. 
The philosophy is basically thus: if you 
are surrounded by a number of small 
countries with rampant poverty, inter¬ 
nal decay and institutional decadence, 
then it is a lot easier to exercise power 
and maintain regional hegemony. His¬ 
tory is clear evidence that the ‘Indian 
government is guided more by the lust 
for power and imperialism and less by 
the doctrines of basic human rights. 
Some wonder as to why India finds it 
necessary to pour so much money into 
a nuclear weapons program while her 
own people starve in the streets. It is 
obvious that the people of Kashmir are 
waging a brave battle against a morally 
bankrupt entity. Their war must not be 
ignored. The hundreds that have died 
must not die in vain. All of us must 
pressure, in any way we can, to stop 
this malign cancer from spreading any 
further in South Asia.

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Greeks targeted 
for improvements

During the next few months 
Bradley’s Interfratemity Council 
will be following the recommenda¬ 
tions of the National Interfratemity 
Council On-site Evaluation team in 
hopes of improving the Greek sys¬ 
tem. 

For the first time in history 
Bradley’s Greek system was 
evaluated to find where improve¬ 
ments were needed. 

David Mainella, president of 
IFC, said the two-day evaluation 
was successful in identifying areas 
that need improvement and areas 
where IFC excelled. 

Jeff Cuafaude, a Greek adviser 
at Iowa State University, and 
Adlon Jorgenson, a Greek adviser 
at University of Illinois, conducted 
the March 5-6 evaluation. During 
that time the team spoke the Greek 
and non-Greek students, faculty, 
administrators and residential hall 


staff. 

Among the suggestions of areas 
that needed improvement were 
increased educational program¬ 
ming, interaction between the fra¬ 
ternities and alcohol risk reduction 
policies. 

"We are taking the steps we 
feel are necessary to implement the 
ideas of the evaluation team," 
Mainella said. 

Besides the many recommenda¬ 
tions the Evaluation team suggested 
they also focused on the large 
impact the fraternity system had on 
Bradley. 

"The recommendations from 
the on-site evaluation will not only 
benefit IFC, but Bradley as a 
whole," Mainella said. 

Providing housing, participating 
in intramural sports and being used 
as an incentive when recruiting 
students are examples of how IFC 
contributes to Bradley. Cuafaude 
said it was obvious that Bradley 
relied on the Greek system for

After its debut last fall, the 
Black Awareness Magazine (BAM) 
will not publish a Spring semester 
issue. 

Over 1400 issues of the minor¬ 
ity perspective magazine were dis¬ 
tributed around campus and the 
community last fall. 

"We received a lot of support 
from the faculty and from the 
community/ Rochelle Robinson, 
editor, said. 

However, funds for the maga¬ 
zine were unexpectedly cut off in 
early March due to the temporary 
freeze of the Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC) emergency funding. 
BAM relied on such funding 
because it missed the application 
deadline for regular SABRC fund¬ 


ing last fall. 

"We didn’t realize that you had 
to apply for funding for the entire 
year in the fall," Robinson said. 

Robinson said the inability to 
collect payment for advertisements 
that appeared in last fall’s issue 
contributed to the financial prob¬ 
lems. 

BAM was further hampered by 
the negative feedback it received 
due to the negativity of the person¬ 
als appearing in the magazine. 

Robinson said the BAM consti¬ 
tution states that the magazine is 
open to the public as a forum for 
free expression. However, the 
executive staff will change the for¬ 
mat of BAM for the fall issue and 
replace the personals with an edi¬ 
torial page. 


'There were also discrepancies 
about the name (of the magazine); 
especially over having the word 
Black in the name," Robinson 
said. "We want to eliminate the 
word Black and use the word 
minority instead." 

The executive staff of BAM 
will have a meeting in the near 
future to receive input about 
changing the name. The executive 
staff will also form an auxiliary 
board of people interested in con¬ 
tributing to the production of 
future issues. Only the nine peo¬ 
ple on the executive staff contri¬ 
buted to the production of last 
fall’s issued 

BAM will resume production 
and publish an issue next fall. 
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Campus hard pressed to cope with rape 


Third in a Four-Part Series

Sexual harassment and assaults 
seem to exist to some degree at 
Bradley University ~ most stu¬ 
dents, faculty, staff and administra¬ 
tors will probably admit it. 

And though no one knows how 
prevalent the problem is, the 
administration and campus security 
are taking a nufnber of preventive 
and educational measures. 

Dr. Kalman Goldberg, provost 
and vice president for academic 
affairs, said the campus is not free 
of incidents of sexual harassment 
although he does not know the 
extent of the problems. "I don’t 
think Bradley is so rifed with it 
that we are worse than society in 
general," he said. "However, the 
University as an institution of 
higher education should have a 
better record than the rest of 
society." 

The administration plans to 
increase campus awareness of sex¬ 
ism and related issues on campus 
through seminars and other educa¬ 
tional programs, though the people 
who need such education are the 
ones who tend not to attend them, 
Goldberg said, similarly, the 
administration will always take 
appropriate and necessary action 
when any sexual assault incident 
comes to light — but the problem 
is that no one generally comes for¬ 
ward with the information, he 
said. 

'In a society of law, we cannot 
punish people on the basis of here 
say," Goldberg said. "Unless 
someone is willing to come for¬ 
ward and press charges, there is 
nothing we can do." 

And if those charges are 
brought forward, the administra¬ 
tion is obligated to protect the 
privacy of all involved parties, 
which in some people’s eyes some¬ 
times constitutes an attempt to 
"cover up" sexual assaults on 
campus, Goldberg said. He called 
such allegations "grossly inaccu¬ 
rate and unfair." 


"What anyone has to under¬ 
stand, and may perceive as a cover 
up, is that we are not willing to 



publicly give the names of alleged 
victims or perpetrators without 
proof of evidence," he said. Tak¬ 
ing action without proof would 
turn into a "witch hunt" and the 
subsequent publicity could ulti¬ 
mately put everyone on trial in the 
Scout or Peoria Journal Star , he 
said. 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life and stu¬ 
dent judicial system, said the 
administration can not act on alle¬ 
gations alone. 'It’s ironic that as 
much as we hear about this con¬ 
cern, I’d say we’ve had only about 
three hearings in the past four or 
five years where people chose to 
bring up charges," he said. 

"I would be appalled if anyone 
tried to cover up something of this 
nature. The thing that is really dis¬ 
tressing is that no one is giving us 
any information to act on," he 
said. 

But last year, Goldberg created 
a committee of faculty, administra¬ 
tion, staff and students to study the 
status of women on campus. The 
study involved a survey and a 
summary of those results will be 
released in about a month. As one 
consequence of the report, a nine- 


member subcommittee formed to 
address specific concerns including 
a campus support system for vic¬ 
tims of sexual assault and harass¬ 
ment, Dr. Heather Fowler Salam- 
ini, committee member, said. 

"We have to create an environ¬ 
ment where victims do not repress 
their feelings and they know where 
they can turn/ Salamini said. 
"One of the things we are looking 
into is how to create a support 
mechanism for students, staff and 
faculty who have been sexually 
harassed, in which we would like 
to find 10 or 15 volunteers who 
are aware of the problem of sexual 
harassment and are eager to help 
persons who have been sexually 
harassed." 

In general, after a sexual 
assault receives publicity on a col¬ 
lege campus, the university is 
pressured to step up campus secu¬ 
rity. But some say students may 
not be doing enough to protect 
themselves in the first place. 

"If you question most students, 
most people feel very safe on 
campus, " Barbara Carraway- 
Kelch, associate director of 
residential life, said. "They say the 



locked doors are an inconvenience 
at night and even unnecessary. 
Some people don’t lock their doors 
when they sleep. 

"Part of that is the kind of 
’feeling this is something that’s not 
going to happen to me’." 

The University is considering 
enacting a 24-hour locked door 
policy in the residence halls, 
among other measures, in response 




to problems with criminal 
trespassers on campus. However, 
Carraway-Kelch said, "It’s kind of 
a given that when the doors are 
locked, you just stand there and 
wait until someone comes in and 
opens the door for you." A 24- 
hour policy would not necessarily 
prevent incidents perpetrated by 
students living within the halls, 
such as last year in Geisert Hall. 

"Students need to take responsi¬ 
bility for their own safety," 
Carraway-Kelch said. "The 
University can only do so much." 

Bradley security' officer Bonnie 


Merriman agreed. "I don’t think 
Bradley has a problem as far as 
any public omage statistics but we 
do have an awareness problem," 
she said. Merriman has attended 
several conferences on campus 
crime preventions with 
representatives from colleges and 
universities across the nation and 
said Bradley handles the issues of 
sexual assault and harassment 
much the same or better than other 
schools. 

"I see Bradley as right on 
track," she said. 'There are still 
things that need to be done, but 
Bradley is in the right place." 
Measures which the University has 
taken to improve security include 
the student escort service, better 
campus lighting and the programs 
offered through Campus Aware¬ 
ness for Rape Education, Merri¬ 
man said.

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Foreign aid: beneficial...

Foreign aid is more than a tool 
used to protect the interests of the 
United States. It is also a means to 
stabilize the economies and 
governments of the various nations 


receiving it. The situation in the 
Middle East exemplifies this. Both 
Egypt and Israel are of political 
and military importance to the 
United States and the foreign aid 
they receive stabilize their 
economies and their governments. 
The United States is under no obli- 
gation to give foreign aid. There¬ 



fore, it is logical that the United 
States bases its foreign aid policies 
on political and military interests. 

Egypt is of the utmost impor¬ 
tance to the United States for a 
number or reasons. It is one of the 
few Arab nations to maintain good 
diplomatic relations with the 
United States and at peace with 


Israel. Indeed, foreign aid was 
instrumental in securing the 
Israel i-Egyptian peace treaty. 
Finally, Egypt provides the United 
States with strategic access to a 
volatile region. Yet, the foreign 
aid Egypt receives is for its benefit 
as well as the benefit of the United 
States. The foreign aid that Egypt 
receives goes to strengthen its 
economy and to insure the stability 
of its government. 

Israel is important because it is 


one of the United States’ closest 
allies and is a constant source of 
support on the international scene. 
It also provides the United States 
with strategic access to the Middle 
East. But the interests of the 
United States are not the only 
interests at stake here. As stated in 
the May, 1988 issue of Bulletin of 
the Atomic Scientists, 'Israel, of 
course, cannot afford to do without 
U.S. aid." The foreign aid Israel

Imperialism seems to drip frod 
every action of the U.S. govern¬ 
ment. Don’t take my work for it, 
see for yourself. President Ken¬ 
nedy, said in 1961 "foreign aid is 
a method by which the United 
States maintains a position of 
influence and control around the 
world..." Better still, consider 
this: 

'Between 1856 and 1865, the 
U.S. invaded Panama five times 
for the Panama Railroad Company, 
a private U.S. firm. Then in the 
1890s, the U.S. intervened in 
Nicaragua four times to "protect 
U.S. interest" (Policy Alternatives 
in the Caribbean and Central 
America, PACCA, report quoting 
from state department documents).

Cpp In 
1911 the U.S. imposed a customs 
receivership on Nicaragua’s trade 
revenues and maintained it for 
another 30 years. All this to assure 
that loans to U.S. banks were 
repaid. Never mind the peasants 
who got trampled underfoot. The 
Marines left Nicaragua in 1933 
after installing Somoza Garcia, a 
ruthless dictator whose family was 
to rule until Sandinista revolution 
in 1979. 

Is it a coincidence that Somoza 
Garcia installed in 1933, Jorge 
Ubico of Guatemala, Maimilian 
Hernandez of El Salvador and 
Carias Andino of Honduras all 
installed in 1931 opened their arms 
to American agribusiness? 

The examples are endless. I 
could speak of Vietnam, Laos, 


Chile, Phillipines, Iran, Cuba, 
Israel and many other countries. 
But the point is clear. Why does 
the U.S. government end up sup¬ 
porting ruthless dictators such as 
Anastosio Somoza in Nicaragua 
and Augusto Pinochet until 
recently in Chile? And is it a coin¬ 
cidence that these same dictators, 
once installed, open their arms to 
American agribusiness which is 
then free to trample on the 
peasants and local population? 
Why did the U.S. impose sanctions 
on Nicaragua after the Sandinista 
revolution, Panama and even 
China (weapons only), yet sings 
about the ineffectiveness of sanc¬ 
tions as a weapon when it comes 
to South Africa, where there are 
plenty of profits to be had? 

Let history speak for itself. For 
too long now the U.S. govern¬ 
ment has acted the role of world

Furthermore, all University 
security officers have attended or 
will attend classes on how to han¬ 
dle sexual crimes and regularly 
conduct "dorm checks" to keep an 
eye out for possible incidents. 


Merriman said. 

But the main priority in any 
sexual assault is helping the vic¬ 
tim, she said. Even if a victim 
doesn’t want to contact Bradley 
security, help should be contacted 
through area health services, Brad¬ 
ley residential life staff, friends or 


family, or the Peoria police depart¬ 
ment, Merriman said. 

Next week, the conclusion of a 
series on sexual assaults at Bradley 
will look at these options available 
to assault victims and the educa¬ 
tional programs available to the 
entire campus.

Girl’s night out

The hand-lettered sign for 
"Club" rules hanging on a wall of 
the Peoria Southside Mission 
reads: 1.) Be Positive! Don’t case 
on people. If you can’t say some¬ 
thing good, don’t say anything at 
all and 2.) Fighting gets you 
automatically kicked out. 

These attitudes and behaviors 
are taught to the Southside area 
girls who pile from the battered 
blue Mission bus into the building 
every Monday evening to gather 
for "Girl’s Club." 

"Girl’s Club" is an activity in 
which first through eighth grade 
girls learn to grow spiritually and 
socially by participating in Bible 
sessions and games. 

After nearly 90 girls pour into 
the Mission recreation hall, 
laughter and greetings echo 
throughout the building while hugs 
and special handshakes are a com¬ 
mon sight. 


Waiting inside to receive some 
of those hugs are two Bradley stu¬ 
dents, Jennifer Hutchison and Geri 
Brennan. The two senior business 
majors began volunteering at the 
Mission last semester after hearing 
of "Girl’s Club" through Bradley’s 
Newman Center. From 6:30-8:30 
p.m. every Monday evening they 
work with fourth-graders as they 
lead games, teach Bible verses and 
offer a caring hand to hold or a 
shoulder to lean on. 

Hutchison and Brennan said 
they think it is important to keep 
returning on a regular basis 
because many of the girls become 
emotionally attached very easily. 
Since some of the children come 
from unstable environments, 
offering a sense of trust and secu¬ 
rity is vital. 

Both volunteers agree that 
working with "Girl’s Club" 
benefits not only the children, but 
the helpers as well. Hutchison 
said, "It has helped me to learn 
that everyone is human and it 
doesn’t matter what environment 
they come from or how much 
money they have." 

Brennan said although it is 
rewarding, at times some of the 
girls are very demanding. She 
said, "They don’t necessarily mean 


to be. Some of them grow up in an 
unstructured home where they 
don’t get the attention they need, 
so they figure they will try to 
demand all of our attention. " 

The two volunteers said they 
think it is a good experience for 
education majors because they 
learn to work with a wide range of 
age and background differences in 
the children. 

Since both seniors graduate this 
May, they said they hope other 
Bradley students will take interest 
and volunteer to help. 

Dean Johnson, youth director at 
the Mission, agrees that the one- 
on-one interaction with Bradley 
students helps the kids greatly. 
"Jennifer and Geri have gotten to 
know their group of kids person¬ 
ally and have had them over to 
their house," he said. "Otherwise, 
it’s just a group of adult workers 
or teacher figures, whereas Geri 
and Jennifer are friends." 

In addition to the "Girl’s Club," 
the Southside Mission houses a 
"Boy’s Club" from 6:30-8:30 on 
Wednesday evenings for young 
males in the Southside area.

It is not surprising that C.A. Meyers- 
berg, E.L. Dickstein and S. O. Miner 
could not follow the purpose of my 
letter of two weeks ago.

suggestion which would take away 
from its grandeur and mutilate the fair 
symmetry of its proportions; if you 
have been inclined to believe that all 
men are not crated equal in those 
inalienable rights enumerated by our 
chart of liberty, let me entreat you to 
come back.

receives goes to fortify its econ¬ 
omy and guarantee the survival of 
its government. Israel would face 
annihilation at the hands of its 
Arab neighbors without the support 
it receives from the United States. 

The final argument used to jus¬ 
tify current United States’ foreign 
aid policies is the simple fact that 
the United States need not give any 
country any aid. Indeed, many 
argue that this money would be 
better spent if it were spent at 
home. So, it is only logical that 
United States foreign aid policies, 
if they are to exist at all, should 
serve United States’ political and 
military interests. Note that these 
interests often coincide with the 
interest of the recipient nations 
themselves. 

No, United States’ foreign aid 
policies are not perfect. But, the 
United States tries its best, consid¬ 
ering its interest, as it ought to do 
and the interest of nations needing 
foreign aid. Granted, the interests 
of the United States are weighed in 
the minds of policymakers. And 
well they should be. But, the 
interests of the recipient nations 
are also taken into account. And, 
where possible, the United States 
tries to make do with what little it 
can.

weekend entertainment. 

"We are going to implement 75 
percent of every thing in here [the 
evaluation] for the fall," Mainella 
said. 

The team recognized the prob¬ 
lem of underage drinking at Brad¬ 
ley and said more effort had to be 
placed on controlling it. They also 
said more needed to be dome with 
risk management policies. IFC has 
already taken steps toward this by 
banning kegs in all fraternities, 
effective next fall.

The men's tennis team closed 
its regular season with two wins 
last weekend. 

The Braves shot down Xavier 
University and St. Ambrose 6-3 
and 5-4, respectively, in two 
hard-fought matches.

Softball team plagued by youth, errors

Youth, errors and a lack of 
clutch hitting can each spell doom 
for a softball team. Combine the 
three and you know why Bradley’s 
record is just 9-20-1 heading into 
this weekend. 

"We haven’t gotten any 
breaks," head coach Clint Wilson 
said. "Other teams have needed 
good plays and gotten them, but 
when we need them we mess up. 

"Of our 20 losses, we could 
have easily won 12 of those. But 
we’re young and we got off to a 
slow start and we’ve been strug¬ 
gling since." 


The Lady Braves have just two 
seniors and six upperclassmen. 
Their 54 errors have accounted for 
48 unearned runs. 

" Bradley’s opponents are averag¬ 
ing 3.4 runs per game despite the 
Lady Braves 1.85 earned run aver¬ 
age. 

The victim of many of the 
errors is freshman pitcher Monica 
McGlaughlin. 

Despite having team bests of a 
1.72 E.R.A. and seven complete 
games, McGlaughlin’s record is 
just 3-11 because only 18 of the 47 
runs she has allowed are earned. 

Another problem is lack of 
offense as the Lady Braves batting 
average of .242 is 31 points lower 


than last year. 

Four Lady Braves were hitting 
better than .300 last year. Only 
catcher Kim Melchior with a .358 
average has done so this year. 

Most surprising is the .200 
points that junior Sharon Kempf is 
hitting compared to her career 
average. 

After leading the Gateway her 
freshman and sophomore years 
with .389 and .409 averages, 
respectively, Kempf is hitting just 
.194. 

"She was hitting very well on 
our trip to Florida to begin the 
year and then she went into a 
slump," Wilson said. "A lot of her 
hits are right at people. Her career 


average (.400) is unbelievable so 
you don’t expect that, but now it 
will be hard for her to hit .300." 

A pleasant surprise has come 
from Melchior, who hit just .175 
last year with three extra base hits 
and three runs batted in. 

Besides her team-high average, 
Melchior is second on the team in 
doubles (with three), tops in triples 
(two) and has one home run for a 
team-high nine RBI’s. 

"Kim has made a tremendous 
improvement from last year," Wil¬ 
son said. "She has had a lot of 
extra base hits and I knew she 
could hit them." 

Freshman Kim Meils has had 
her problems defensively but it 


hasn’t affected her hitting as she’s 
hitting .286 with eight RBI’s. 

"We know our chance for a 
good year are down the tube so we 
have to prepare for the Gateway 
Tournament," Wilson said, 
"Maybe we can get lucky, if not, 
we’ll get ready for next year 
because we want everyone to get a 
chance to play." 

The Lady Braves have double- 
headers at 3 p.m. today at home 
against Eastern Illinois, at 1 p.m. 
Saturday against Southern Illinois 
and at 1 p.m. Sunday against Indi¬ 
ana State. All games are at Fon du 
Lac Park in East Peoria. 


"Splitters" make offense, pitching improvements 

BU baseball ties school record, signs another recruit...

It’s becoming second nature to 
the Bradley Braves baseball team. 

The Braves have split three 
times against non-conference com¬ 
petition (St. Francis, Northern 
Iowa and Lewis) and five times 
against teams in the Missouri Val¬ 
ley Conference (Southern Illinois, 
Wichita State (2) and Indiana State 
( 2 )). 

The latest split came last week¬ 
end when Bradley hosted the 
Sycamores of Indiana State. 

The Braves suffered a frustrat¬ 
ing loss in the first meeting of the 
two teams on Saturday. 

Tied three-all after eight 
innings, Indiana State scored three 
.times without a hit in the ninth 
inning to win, 6-3. Tom Kinney, 
who has been one of Bradley’s 


better pitchers all year, had 
another great outing but did not 
get quality relief from Jason Sim¬ 
mons, who walked four Sycamore 
hitters in the final inning. 

In game two, the final game 
played on Saturday, Mike Grace 
tossed a four-hit, 5-0 shutout. In 
throwing his first shutout game 
since coming to Bradley, Grace 
allowed just four singles while 
walking four. 

Head coach Dewey Kalmer said 
Grace’s performance was 
"definitely his finest effort of the 
year." 

In Sunday’s opening game, 
senior pitcher Brian Shouse (boast¬ 
ing a 4-5 pitching record) suffered 
the loss, giving up 17 hits in the 
Sycamore’s 11-5 victory. 

A two*run inning for the 
Braves in the ninth propelled Brad¬ 
ley to it’s 4-3 victory in the final 
game of the series. Joe Petcka, 


having shown signs of incon¬ 
sistency in the past, pitched five 
good innings for the Braves-before 
being replaced by pitcher Matt 
Jones. 

"I was upset that we literally 
gave away the opening game, but 
in general I think we played well 
over the weekend," Kalmer said. 
"A split with Indiana State is good 
for us. They are one of the top 30 
teams in the country. We didn’t 
play bad, but we didn’t do any¬ 
thing spectacular either." 

The Braves (23-23 overall) are 
5-7 in league play and in fifth 
place in the conference rankings. 
However, they are only three 
games out of first place, held by 
Southern Illinois and Creighton 
and there are eight conference 
games remaining on the Brave’s 
schedule. 

Kalmer said he has seen 
improvements made in the pitching 


and offensive efforts of his team. 

Pitchers Shouse, Kinney, Grace 
and Dave Geeve have been "fairly 
solid all year," Kalmer said. 
(Geeve is sidelined with an ankle 
injury he suffered during a game 
played last week, but is expected 
to play-against Creighton on Sun¬ 
day.) 

Offensively, five players have 
emerged as the team’s top betters, 
all boasting averages of .300 or 
better. 

Kalmer has relied on Mike 
Bell, Gary Delafuente, Lyle Mar¬ 
tin, Jerry Mitchell and Rob Wil¬ 
kinson to carry much of the weight 
offensively for the Braves. 

"Realistically, we are out of the 
conference race, but we do have 
an outside shot. By beating 
Wichita State almost two weeks 
ago, we proved that we are capa¬ 
ble of beating anyone," Kalmer 
said. "With our offense and pitch¬ 


ing coming on, we could still 
finish the season with a winning 
record and do some damage at the 
conference tournament." 

Bradley will play two double- 
headers at noon against Creighton 
University tomorrow and Sunday 
at Meinen Field. 

In other baseball news. 

The Bradley baseball team tied 
the University record Wednesday 
in their 16-3 stomping of the Iowa 
Hawkeyes. 

With two outs in the second 
inning, the Braves were able to 
score 15 runs, tieing the current 
record which was set in 1929. 

The Hawkeyes, ranked 17th in | 
the national polls, gave up eight 
walks in the second inning to aid 
the Braves in accomplishing their 
record-tying inning Jerry Mitchell

housing students at the Manor 
Motel Lodge, located at 1500 N. 
Knoxville Ave., but final details 
have not been worked out and the 
motel may not be used at all. 

Vans will leave at noon, 1 and 
2 p.m. today from the Student 
Center to take students to the 
motel so they can see what it has 


to offer. Anyone living in the 
residence halls may go. 

Mike Murphy, director of hous¬ 
ing, said questions such as whether 
the motel would be considered 
off-campus housing or an extension 
of the residence halls, if it would 
provide transportation to students 
and what the rates would be had 


not been answered yet. 

'It’s not an absolute that we 
will be involved [with the motel] at 
all," Murphy said. "We are still 
determining student interest." 

The operator of the Manor 
Motel, who wished to remain 
anonymous, said the motel could 
handle up to 81 students. The 


operator said the motel would 
probably discontinue its regular 
business for the duration of the 
students’ stay because it would be 
difficult to house both students and 
regular guests.

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After a gathering on Sunday by 
approximately 12 members of the 
Ku Klux Klan to show support for 
Bradley sophomore Matt Hale, an 
estimated 400 Bradley students 
congregated at a rally to protest 
racism. 

The KKK, some of whom 
hailed from Chicago, rallied off- 
campus at the intersection of Elm¬ 
wood and Main across from 
Harper/Wyckoff Hall for about 45 
| minutes. The Klansmen passed 
out literature but remained silent 
while approximately 100 Bradley 
students grouped in front of 
Harper/Wyckoff. 

In an emergency meeting Sun¬ 
day night, students discussed possi¬ 
ble reactions to the Klan rally that 
day and formed a list of demands 
to be presented to the administra¬ 
tion. 

The demands were that the 
University cancel at least half of 
Monday’s classes to have lectures 
on racism and pursue an investiga¬ 
tion of the KKK and any connec¬ 
tions with Matt Hale. Students at 
the meeting also stressed that the 
previously stated conditions of the 
Multicultural Awareness Coalition 
be met. These conditions include 
divestment from South Africa and 
the institution of a multicultural 
awareness class at Bradley. 

Sid Husain, who chaired the 
meeting, said the administration is 
not responding strongly enough to 
the threat of racism. 

"They [the administration] give 
you all types of facts and statistics, 
but that doesn’t mean anything if 
you can’t walk down a street 
without being harassed," Husain 
said. 

Martin Abegg, president of the 
University, and Kalman Goldberg, 
provost and vice president for

La Gondola sold - road expansion begins

After two years of negotiations 
the city purchased the La Gondola 
Spaghetti House and will finally be 
able to complete road work on the 
Main and University intersection. 

Richard LaHood, owner of the 
restaurant and lot at 931 N. Main 
St., received $400,000 from the 
city. This sum includes the price 
for the property, fixtures, which 
were appraised at $57,000 and 
relocation expenses. 

LaHood has 30 days to vacate 
the building from the time he 
received the money from the city, 
which was less then 24 hours after 
the trial. He has full salvage rights 
of all fixtures, which brings the 


total awarded amount to $457,000. 

This decision ended the eminent 
domain suit which began in March 
of 1988 and meant the city would 
be able get started building the S- 
curve leading to Campustown. 

LaHood and his attorneys, Carl 
Reardon and Harry Williams, said 
they agreed that the city did not 
make an appropriate offer for the 
amount of land being sold. He 
said he didn’t think the city han¬ 
dled the situation very well and 
was even insulted with their offer 
until three days before the deci¬ 
sion. 

'They [the, city] intended to 
condemn the property rather than 
be fair and negotiate a fair settle¬ 
ment," LaHood said. 

'Tve never seen such bunngling 
and incompetence [on the part of 


the city] in the 25 years I’ve prac¬ 
ticed law," Reardon said. 

The city made their first offer 
of $91,000 to LaHood in January, 
1988 and increased the offer to 
$125,000 in March, 1988. At this 
time they had not estimated what 
the fixtures were worth and did not 
include the cost of relocation. 

"It [not including a fixture’s 
estimate] was an oversight on our 
[the city’s] part," Van Winkle said. 
He also said it was unusual for a 
judge to allot money for relocation 
before it actually occurs. 

LaHood said he did not see any 
progress being made so he asked 
for the help of City Councilman, 
Gary Sandberg, and Steve Van 
Winkle, city director of public 
works, to aid in the negotiations. 

Reardon said there was a 


definite lack of communication and 
incompetence between higher and 
lower city administration. He said 
he was satisfied with the progress 
Van Winkle and Sandberg urged 
when they found out how the city 
was handling the situation. 

There was an inability to nego¬ 
tiate between the city and LaHood, 
which is why Sandberg became 
involved, he said. 

Van Winkle said he did very 
little, but it was the timing that 
was right. He said there were 
problems because there were 
discrepancies over the amount of 
land the city was planning to buy. 
City officials said they eventually 
bought the title to the entire lot 
because it not only saved money

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Students unite against S. African investment

The Bradley Board of Trustees 
refused to divest from South 
Africa despite the protests of 
approximately 20 students and 
community members last Friday. 

Protestors carried signs reading 
'Tuition Money is Blood Money" 
and "Fight Apartheid -- Insist We 
Divest" while the song "Ain’t 
Gonna Play Sun City" and tribal 
music played in the background. 

The Board has refused to reveal 
how much and in which companies 


Africa to use their influence to 
improve the climate for freedom of 
expression and equal opportunities 
in this important country. 

"Furthermore, be it resolved 
that as a shareholder, the Univer¬ 
sity publicly encourages those 
companies with a presence in 
South Africa to implement or 
maintain policies and provide 
leadership to oppose discrimination 


and other practices that deprive 
any race of their human rights. " 

The Board did not offer any 
other comment aside from the 
statement. 

Dr. Zeev Gorin, chairperson of 
the sociology department, attended 
the rally and said the policy of 
maintaining * investment went 
against the wishes of the South 
African black majority. 


'If you want to end apartheid, 
then divest. This has been 
expressed by thousands in South 
Africa. It has been expressed by 
[Bishop Desmond] Tutu and Nel¬ 
son Mandela. They have said if 
you want to help us, then divest," 
Gorin said. 

Gorin said the Board’s belief 
that they could help South Africans 
by continuing investment was

"We need a boycott, sanctions 
and we need divestment," David 
Berry, sophomore political science 
major, said. Berry said South Afri¬ 
can investments could easily be 
switched. 

The Board released a statement 
which in its first part promised a 
commitment to freedom for all 
races, condemned apartheid and 
called the retaliation directed 
against South African educators 
who have spoken out against the 
government "repugnant." 

The statement continued, 
'Therefore, be it resolved that the 
Board of Trustees encourages the 
U.S. Government and those U.S. 
Corporations which deal in South

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harmful. "For some white official 
or any white person to proclaim 
that this person knows more about 
South Africa than South Africans 
themselves is paternilistic racism," 
he said. He did not question the 
sincerity of the Board’s stance, but 
said, "this is the wrong position to 
take." 

The protest took place last Fri¬ 
day afternoon outside of Swords 
Hall where the Board had gathered 
to vote on whether they should 
divest. An earlier and shorter pro¬ 
test occurred on Wednesday in 
front of Swords Hall when many 
students were paying their tuitions. 

Similar protests occurred at 
universities across the nation in the 
early 1980s and many institutions 
divested as a result. Gorin said 
there was an earlier effort to pres¬ 
sure Bradley to divest, but that it 
was limited and not as noticed 
because the protest came from 
faculty members rather than stu¬ 
dents. 

Geoff Coates, sophomore 
theater major, participated in the 
rally and disagreed that continued 
investment would help South 
Africa. 

"There is one side that says if 
we invest the money, then possibly 
it might get to the people involved 
with Tutu and Mandela. The 
money won’t get there. If we don’t 
divest, then most of the money 
will probably go straight into the 
South African minority govern¬ 
ment and any money to Mandela 
and Tutu will be futile," he said. 

The protestors used a technique 
called guerrilla theater, which is a 
politically inspired piece of drama 
performed in the street, to illus¬ 
trate their point. They would fall 
to the ground and lie motionless to 
represent the thousands of lives 
lost due to apartheid. 

The Progressive Student Alli¬ 
ance will set-up informational 
tables this weekend to inform stu¬ 
dents about apartheid and divest¬ 
ment.

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WomenStrength gives support to victims

Finding counseling and emo¬ 
tional support should probably be 
any rape victim’s first priority, 
most experts said. The professional 
services most readily available to 
Bradley students are Bradley’s 
Center for Wellness and Counsel¬ 
ing and the Tri-County Women¬ 
Strength in Peoria. 

An individual who sees any one 
of the four counselors at CWC will 
be assured of confidentiality and 
will not be forced to take any 
further action, Ann Jones, wellness 
director, said. "Counseling will 
not force them to bring charges 
against someone or go public with 
it, which may be one reason why 
they’re afraid to go see a coun¬ 
selor," she said. 

Jones said in her experience, a 
rape victim is rarely able to work 
through post-rape emotions without 
talking to someone about them. 
And the best thing anyone can do 
to help a friend involved in a rape 
incident is to simply support what¬ 
ever he or she decides to do, she 
said.

However, WomenStrength 
encourages victims to file a report 
with the support of their advocacy 
program, a counselor, who asked 
to remain anonymous, said. "We 
really encourage victims to make a 
police report," she said. "She 
doesn’t have to press charges, but 
this makes it a matter of record 
and makes it easier if the guy does 
it again, to make the sentence 
more severe." 

WomenStrength offers a 24- 
hour crisis hotline and its advocacy 
program provides a sexual assault 
victim with a counselor to offer 
ongoing support, she said. If the 
victim so chooses, an advocacy 
volunteer will accompany her to 
the hospital and through any con¬ 
sequent police or legal proceed¬ 
ings. By law, police are called 
when a possible victim goes to the 


emergency room, but she can 
refuse to speak to them, the coun¬ 
selor said. 

But the bottom line of 
WomenStrength’s work with rape 
victims is helping a woman over¬ 
come the feelings of guilt and 
anger after the assault, the coun¬ 
selor said. Known as rape trauma 
syndrome, the reaction is still 
apparent even a year or two after 
an assault. 

"It takes every victim a 
different period of time but most 
recover," she said. "If a victim is 
still dealing with the issues four or 
five years later s that doesn’t mean 


ence. 

But saying those words immedi¬ 
ately after an assault usually only 
postpones dealing with the trauma, 
the counselor said. "A majority of 
the victims I’ve talked to said they 
tried not to tell anyone and deal 
with it on their own, but they just 
couldn’t do it." 

The counselors at Women¬ 
Strength are called after a student 
reports an assault to Bradley secu¬ 
rity, security officer Bonnie Mem- 
man said. "If a victim doesn’t want 
to contact us, they don’t have to," 
she said. "The most important 
thing is to get counseling. But if 


King, executive director of 
housing, residential life and stu¬ 
dent judicial system, said if a stu¬ 
dent chooses to press charges after 
his office receives the report, both 
parties involved in the incident 
must go through confidential hear¬ 
ing committee proceedings. The 
student being charged has the 
option for a hearing either at the 
administrative level in Kings office 
with King and at least one other 
administrator or before the arbitra¬ 
tion board with three other stu¬ 
dents an administrator and a 
faculty member.

and awareness remains a priority 
at Bradley. One campus organiza¬ 
tion providing that education is 
Campus Awareness for Rape Edu¬ 
cation, a group which has been 
around for about five years under 
the direction of Barbara 
Carraway-Kelch, associate director 
of residential life. About 20 
trained student facilitators present 
C.A.R.E.’s programs focusing on 
college dating expectations to 
University classes, residence hall 
floors and Greek houses. 

Carraway-Kelch said the 
C.A.R.E. presentations often spark 
people to admit acquaintance rape 
has happened to them or someone 
they know. She said she personally 
comes into contact with maybe 
four to six people a year who are 
victimized by sexual assault and 
advises them to seek counseling at 
CWC or at WomenStrength. 

While C.A.R.E. continues 
ongoing programs for rape aware¬

She’s back to work amidst the 
hustle, noise and demands of run¬ 
ning a university cafeteria. 

She’s recovering from breast 
cartcer diagnosed only months ago. 
And Geisert cafeteria manger Maria 
Graham couldn’t be happier. 

Graham found out she had 
breast cancer last October and 
underwent a masectomy Nov. 8 at 
Proctor Hospital. She returned to 
Geisert in January-ready to come 
back to work but a little concerned 
about how students and her co- 
workers would handle it, she said. 

'’"When I first began to think 
about coming back, I was very 
self-conscious and worried that 
people were looking at me," Gra¬ 
ham said. "But everyone was 
happy to see me back. I was a lit¬ 
tle surprised. You know, when the 
boss is away..." She laughed. 

"Now everyone watches me 
like an old mother hen," she said. 

\Since her return, everyone has 
given he a lot of support, Graham 
said. She said she sometimes 
experiences pain at night but she 


has no problems during the day 
doing what she has to do. 

"I keep busy with my work and 
with my church—I fill my days 
with good things," Graham said. 
But she also said she takes time to 
remind other women of the impor¬ 
tance of getting mammograms. "I 
feel like I have to let people know* 
she said. "I ask other women if 
they have asked about getting a 
mammogram done, and they say ’I 
can’t afford it’ or something like 
that." 

She sighed, "I just want to 
shake them, it’s so important and 
they have to volunteer. A doctor 
won’t just give it to you-you have 
to ask." 

Doctors have told Graham that 
she can expect to take about a year 
to get her full strength back. She 
continues to see a general practi- 
cioner every month and expects to 
see specialists every three months 
for the next three years or so, she 
said. 

"The doctors say estrogen 
level is perfect and... the re’s only a

the topic - with classe£on assault 
victims and perpetrators as particu¬ 
larly applied to sexual crimes. 

Sociology professor Bernard 
Zant, who will teach the two 
classes during three-week interim 
and the first summer session, said 
the classes did not come about as a 
specific or direct response to any 
incidents or controversy on 
campus. "Generally, they grew 
out of the sociology club [which] 
had tyo or three separate forums 
on this topic," Zant said. "The 
general interest was such that a 
course might be viable." 

The first class, "Victims of 
Sexual Assault," will consider the 
basic principles of victimization 
and how they apply to victims of 


10 percent chance of the cancer 
reoccurring," Graham said. "I feel 
like God’s been good to me.

A lot of 
people have to have chemotherapy 
and radiation, and I don’t have to.

We live right now. Today, tomor¬ 
row is just a dream, and yesterday 
is gone so it doesn’t matter." 


sexual assault, Zant said. The 
course will also consider ways to 
minimize that victimization, he 
said. "Victimization is academi¬ 
cally and intellectually being per¬ 
ceived as relationship, not just 
consequence," he said. "That’s in 
no way implying any blame on the 
victim but certain things about the 
process of victimization imply the 
victim was not chosen at random." 

Zant said the key element in 
preventing an assault is to act with 
authority. "It’s creating an atmo¬ 
sphere around you that makes you 
less likely to be a victim," he said. 

A second class entitled "Violent 
Sexual Crime: It’s Characteristics 
and the Criminals" will focus on 
the violent nature of sexual crimes 
and the motivations behind an 



assailant’s actions, Zant said. Such 
motivations often comprise hidden 
anger and hostility and a desire to 
control which constitutes the 
violent nature of the crime, Zant 
said. 

. Awareness of the reasons 
behind a sexual assault could very 
well make rapes a less common 
occurrence - 'If someone realized 
why he did it, he wouldn’t do it," 
he said. 

Both classes are intended to 
create an understanding of the real¬ 
ities of the crime as opposed to an 
emotional reaction, Zant said. "It’s 
important that not only the issue is 
there but that the courses are there 
in terms of discussing the victims 
and the perpetrators of sexual 
assaults," he said.

negotiations with the University 
would probably be "wrapped up" 
within the next few days.

It has not yet been determined 
whether the Delta Tau Delta’s and 
the Pi Kappa Phi’s will run the 
buildings exclusively or with some 
University supervision.

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Board delays action 
on Bradley proposal

The joint Bradley 

University/Illinois Central College 
plan to help nontraditional students 
attend BU was set back tem¬ 
porarily Tuesday when the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education decided 
to delay action on the proposal. 

If passed, the plan would allow 
non-traditional students to attend 
Bradley at a significantly cheaper 
rate than the rest of the student 
population with financial aid from 
both BU and the state. 

• The main reason for the delay 
is the state’s concern with the 
implications of public funding for 
a private university. Board 
member Nancy Froehlich 
expressed concern that passing the 
approval would be "opening the 
door to subsidizing private educa¬ 
tion. " 

The program would require 
$360,000 from the state to get the 
program underway. Bradley would 
contribute $143,000 in financial 
aid and the tuition reduction plan 
would have been worth $156,000. 

Bradley officials said the delay 
on passing the plan effectively 
killed its implementation for the 
fall semester of next year, though 
there is still a possibility for the 
plan to be enacted for the spring 
semester. 

Peoria has been identified by 
the state as an area that is under¬ 
served educationally. The state has 
refrained from encouraging public 
universities to start off-campus 
programs in Peoria, as has been 
done in other such areas, since a 


comprehensive four year university 
is already represented here with 
Bradley. 

Martin Abegg, president of 
Bradley, said the BU/ICC proposal 
would be the most cost effective 
way to deal with the problem of 
undereducation in Peoria. The sug¬ 
gested $120 per semester hour sub¬ 
sidy would be much less than the 
cost that the state currently spends 
, on public students. 

If the plan were to be imple¬ 
mented at Bradley, there would be 
no change in the amount of finan¬ 
cial aid or class times for tradi¬ 
tional students attending Bradley. 

Those affected by this decision 
are place-bound residents of 
Peoria, those who can’t study out¬ 
side of Peoria due to family or job 
obligations and can’t afford the cost 
of Bradley’s tuition. Currently the 
tuition is at $7,990, but an 
increase of four to six percent is 
expected for next year. 

The board voted seven to six 
that they would delay the decision 
on the program until it was clear 
how the program affected the 
state’s policy of using tax dollars to 
fund private institutions. It has not 
yet been announced when the topic 
will be brought up for a vote 
again. 

Opponents of the program will 
use the time to put together a pro¬ 
posal that would bring a multi- 
University center funded by public 
university programs to the Peoria 
area.

Hale was placed on disciplinary 
probation for the posting of hi$ 
fliers. His group has been holding 
meetings in various locations in the 
Peoria area.

Armed with an Alf doll, a 
sound that’s "a little left of center" 
and stacks of albums to give away, 
the Naturals are taking on the 
Midwest bar-and-club-scene with a 
good-natured vengeance. 

The Naturals — comprised of 
Bret Johnson, 29, on bass; Troy 
Roberts, 28, on guitar; and Clay 
Gingle, 20, on drums -- are a 
Peoria-based band with a show that 
'lets the music do the talking," 
Johnson said. With common musi¬ 
cal backgrounds in the nine 
member McBarker Boys a few 
years ago, the three branched off 
as the Naturals two years ago this 
June* 

In addition to local shows, the 
Naturals have played in the Quad 
Cities, Macomb and at Illinois 
State University and hope to 
broaden that base by booking more 
college venues, Johnson said. 
'That’s really the kind of material 
we’re shooting for — college-radio 
material," he said. 

Johnson said the band looks for 
danceable material "a little left of 
center" that people may not have 
heard before. The Naturals play a 
number of ’60s covers but are 
leaning more and more toward 
modem rock that fits their instru¬ 
ments and primarily appeals to col¬ 
lege audiences, including music by 
the Bodeans, Modem English, the 
Talking Heads...and Joe Jackson. 

"Joe Jackson is god, and you 
can quote me on that," Roberts 
said. 

Gingle said, "We don’t do Joe 
Jackson songs. We do Joe Jackson 

albums." 

Besides cover material during 
their show, the Naturals -have 
introduced some original material 


with 'The Little Voice", which the 
band plays on a regular basis, 
Johnson said. 'That’s the first song 
we’ve ever tried to do original and 
since we’re getting that good a 
response from it, we don’t see any 
reason why we can’t do more and 
try to do something with it." 

In regards to doing more origi¬ 
nal material during their shows, 
Roberts said one of their goals this 
summer is to play bigger venues 
where people would be most 
receptive to hearing more of their 
own material. Td like to have 


enough original tunes that when 
we go in there, we can mix it up 
so it’ll be half and half [covers and 
original songs]," he said. 

Johnson said people have asked 
the band whether they play to 
bigger audiences such as in 
Chicago...and if not, why not? 
'That opened my eyes to the fact 
that we could," Johnson said. 
"We could actually go up there, 
even with what we’ve got now and 
play'' 

With their sights on bigger 
metropolitan clubs, the Naturals 


still enjoy playing to their current 
audiences including local bookings 
at City Limits, Sullivan’s, Holiday 
Inn Brandywine and O'Leary’s. 
The band played at O’Leary’s 
recently for Johnson’s cousin’s 
wedding — and have a tale to tell 
about the performance. 

"We set up underneath the 
stairs, and [Clay] hung one of his 
cymbals from the staircase, " 
Johnson said. 

"I was like a human tumstyle," 
Troy said, pretending to hold his 
guitar and move it back and forth 


to describe how little room they 
had in which to perform. "But I 
think I made about $3.75 in tolls 
from people going by." 

The Naturals recently played an 
even tighter stage in Streator. "It 
was a bar, slash restaurant, slash 
drive-up liquor place, slash candy 
counter..." Johnson said. The band 
set up near a candy counter, where 
they had to move potato chips to 
set up an amp, Johnson said. 

"We’re playing our songs and 
we’re hearing the ’ching-ching’ of 
the cash register as people are buy¬ 
ing beer from the window as they 
drive up," Johnson said. 

Roberts laughed. "The guy had 
the counter right by me where I 
was playing and so somebody 
would come up and order a 12- 
pack or case or whatever and he’d 
pound them on the counter," he 
said, "so we’d be going along and 
all of sudden WHAM! Ching- 
ching! ’Thank you!’ Vrooom!" 

On a more serious note, the 
Naturals said balancing perfor¬ 
mances with school gets hectic at 
times. Gingle is a junior at 
Western Illinois University, John¬ 
son studies communications at 
Bradley and Roberts plans to 
attend law school at Champaign in 
August. 

But everyone has been able to 
keep up with the pace and not lose 
sight of bigger success in the 
music business, even though they 
are not sure where they want to go 
with their music after graduation. 
"I think that [big-time success] is 
always a dream," Johnson said. 
That’s always in our minds." 

So what’s the story with the Alf 
doll hanging from Robert’s guitar? 

Roberts looked surprised: "All 
right, who put the Alf doll on my 
guitar? "

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Hypnotist displays 
powers of the mind

When it comes to a Bruce Tho¬ 
mas hypnosis demonstration, 
everything is real - from him 
placing his hand in a steel wolf 
trap to hypnotizing someone in the 
audience to stopping his own 
pulse. 

The 20-year-old sophomore 
said many stage performers just 
use tricks and other forms of 
magic in their performances. "I 
don’t use tricks. I don’t want to 
mislead or deceive anyone." 

He said he never starts out 
small and immediately began doing 
the demonstration with the wolf 
trap. 

Thomas said by hypnotizing 
himself he can stop his pulse and 
can put his hand in the trap. "It’s a 
silly thing to do but it shows that 
you can block out pain easily." 

Thomas’s interest in hypnotism 
can be traced back to when he was 
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a child. He said he would suffer 
from stomach aches a lot. His 
mother, a counselor, began using 
visual imagery to help soothe his 
pain. 

He said it wasn’t until he was 
older that he realized it was hyp¬ 
nosis his mother was using on 
him. 

Thomas said he was originally 
skeptical about hypnosis but his 
study of the topic convinced him. 
His fascination with the subject led 
to years of reading every book and 
article he could find on the subject. 
The certified and registered hypno¬ 
tist said hypnosis helped him when 
he ran track in high school and 
injured his leg. 

'The doctor said running was 
over. But I knew better and this 
guy was the top in his field. 
Through lifting and hypnosis, I 
was able to compete again." 

The psychology major said, 
"Life basically is hypnosis. People 
don’t realize that they use hypnosis 
everyday. The mind has such 
power." 

Thomas s$id hypnosis is basi¬ 
cally meditation with suggestion. 
"There’s no secret to it, but there 
are a lot of different methods. The 
purpose is to get to the conscious 
mind distracted to throw things at 
the subconscious." 

"Hypnosis is not putting some¬ 
one in a trancelike sfete." Thomas 
said the portrayal of hypnosis in a 
number of movies' is false. 'If 
there is a fire in a building the per¬ 
son will know and will be able to 
leave." 

He also said anyone can be 
hypnotized and a person will not 
stay in that state forever. "Some 
people are more difficult to bring 
out of hypnosis than others. Either 
they will go deeper and fall asleep 
or they will come out of it." 

The Peorian said people should 
always seek the,help of a psychol¬ 
ogist or mcd ; cal doctor first for 
their problems.

improvement was also a major 
focus of the trip. Yurkovic said 
she was one of the younger photo¬ 
graphers on the trip and she 
learned a lot from watching every¬ 
one else.

the last resort." 

He said hypnosis can be used 
for anything, such as weight loss, 
stress and smoking cessation. He 
said the problem with other 
methods is they attack the cons¬ 
ciousness, rather than the subcons¬ 
ciousness where the root of the 
problem is. 

Hypnosis usually has to be used 
in conjunction with other methods 
such as literature on the topic. 

He said the way he usually 


hypnotizes someone is by talking 
about the problem first. "You can’t 
force a person. The mind can’t tell 
the difference between real life and 
imagination." 

He said he takes his subjects to 
a beautiful place. "This helps elim¬ 
inate stress that everyone has. 
Hypnosis is different for each per¬ 
son. " 

He said he has them relax by 
concentrating on some type of 
fixation such as a pendulum or a 
candle flame. "Fire is fascinating 


and people can hypnotize them¬ 
selves with it alone." 

The $10 session lasts about an 
hour. He said after the third ses¬ 
sion the subject should be able to 
hypnotize themselves and solve 
their problems. He said if people 
have to sacrifice something, such 
as money, they will get something 
out of it. 

He gives the subjects tapes to 
use every night that go through the 
same techniques he goes through 
with them. 



Thomas has done three demons¬ 
trations at Bradley. He said he is 
glad people are beginning to accept 
hypnotism more. "People are 
beginning to realize the powers of 
the the mind." 

Michael Lemna, a sophomore 
AEP major, said he was hypno¬ 
tized just to see what it would be 
like. "It freaked me out. Some¬ 
thing controlled me. I thought it 
was pretty neat." 

He said Thomas put his hands 
together and told him to pull them 
apart. "I couldn’t do it. "

Marti Waszkowiak said it was 
relaxing and really weird to be 
hypnotized. "You were off in your 
own little world." She said she 
didn’t believe in hypnotism before¬ 
hand. "You have to feel it. It’s 
hard to describe, it’s something 
you have to go through." 

He said his plans include get¬ 
ting his Ph.d in clinical psychol¬ 
ogy- 

He said he still has a long way 
to go in learning about hypnosis.

and Awnyada Burney. The coali¬ 
tion accepted applications to join 
the internal group until April 27. 
As of yet, the new members have 
not been announced. 

Lilly said the coalition has had 
mixed satisfaction with the pro¬ 
gress of the .group with the 
administration so far. "Some 


things I’m really ^ happy about. 
Some I don’t care for at all. At 
least they [the administration] are 
taking the time to listen to us." 

So far, the University has 
agreed to put more emphasis on 
racism in the University Experi¬ 
ence class, EHS 120, and to reno¬ 
vate the Garrett Center. The Board 
of Trustees decided not to divest 
from South Africa because they 
said it was in the best interest of 
all to keep holdings there. 

The original goals of the coali¬ 
tion were divestment from South 
Africa, increased security on 
campus, a recognition of Martin 
Luther king Day, renovation of 
the Garrett Center and a special 
class devbted entirely to racism. 

With only the goal of the Gar¬ 
rett Center renovation met, Lilly 
said the coalition has a long way to 
go. "We can have the most beauti¬ 
ful building in the world, but as 
long as you don’t understand me, 
we can’t get along," Lilly said. 

Currently, the coalition is not 
sure if it will bring up any more 
issues with the administration next 
semester. Lilly said divestment 
will be one of the major issues. As 
of now, there are no organized 
meetings of the whole coalition 
scheduled until next semester. 


AMA offers "passport to Peoria"

The Bradley University Chapter 
of the American Marketing Associ¬ 
ation will put theory into practice 
as they produce the first "Passport 
of Peoria" to be distributed this 
summer to incoming freshman. 


Contained in the booklet will be 
coupons and advertisements with 
discounts and information about ‘ 
Peoria area businesses. The pro¬ 
ject was coordinated by the Special 
Projects Committee of the AMA. 

"We’ve been working on this 
project since last September when 
we handed out a survey of buying 
habits to 100 freshman and sopho¬ 
mores," Mitch Cohn, chairman of 


special projects committee, said. 
The results of the survey were 
then used to determine what 
businesses students would want 
coupons from as well as the 
amount of interest in buying the 
booklet. 


The AMA decided to offer the 
booklet free of charge to all stu¬ 
dents but switched its focus to the 
incoming freshman class after it 
was assessed that it would be too 
expensive and cumbersome some 
to reach the entire student body. 
The coupon booklets will be distri¬ 
buted to the freshman as they go 
through orientation. 

"What we want to do is present 
them with something that intro¬ 
duces the freshmen to Peoria and 
tells them what we [AMA] do at 


the same time," Cohn said. 

John Riedmuller, director of 
marketing for special projects com¬ 
mittee, said the bulk of the ads 
were designed by the members and 
the book promises to offer coupons 
from businesses that usually do not 
advertise on campus. 

AMA said the booklet will 
become an annual publication and 
would eventually like to make it 
available to other class levels. 

'We’re using this year to week 
out any bugs and problems to 
make next year’s better," Carl 
Zegan, vice chairman of special 
project committee said. 'We’re 
also putting all the information on 
database for future use." 

Cohn said the project will bring 
in $1100 profit.

Mr. Kahman in his letter, then why are 
Iran and Iraq two separate sovereign 
nations? For that matter, one would 
wonder why the Arab nations, from 
Morocco to Syria, are not one 
sovereign nation since they are all 
predominantly Muslim majority states! 
Kashmir was not a disputed territory 
until greed for real estate or maybe the 
impatience of Pakistan’s ruler resulted 
in the invasion of Kashmir by tribes 
comprised of army regulars in disguise. 
These invaders, instead of marching 
straight to the capital of Srinagar, 
chose to loot and kill the Kashmiri peo¬ 
ple, plunder and steal their property 
and wealth, and rape the local women 
and nuns in a Christian Mission. The 
Hindu ruler, supported by Kashmiri 
leaders like Sheikh Abdulah agreed to 
accede to India and sought military 
intervention to prevent the brutal kil¬ 
lings of his innocent subjects. Ironi¬ 
cally, history repeated itself 23 years 
later in East Pakistan, now Bangladesh, 
which resulted in the worst ever human 
massacre since the Holocaust -- over a 
million people killed and 10 million 
taking refuge in India in the course of 
one year. 

Bangladesh is identified as the poorest 
nation in the world, not because India 
was instrumental in liberating it, but 
because it was already the poorest 
territory before, during and after the 
'’'British Raj." Mr. Rahman's blaming 
India for Bangladesh’s poor standard of 
living is like blaming the United States 
for the poverty in Mexico! He con¬ 
veniently ignores the fact that the 
human massacre in 1970 involved the 
systematic killing of intellectuals and 
professionals of Bangladesh, irrespec¬ 
tive of their faith. 

Killing of any kind is bad, whether it is 
by civilians, the military, the govern¬ 
ment, or terrorists. Those who violated 
the curfew in Kashmir have the choice 
not to, especially since the curfew was 
ordered for their own protection after 
terrorists kidnapped and killed the 
Vice-Chancellor of Kashmir Univer¬ 
sity, his bodyguard and a business exe¬ 
cutive. This is no human right, nor is it 
even a cry for self-determination. It is 
terrorism and no government should 
allow such acts to go unpunished. 

Mr. Rahman’s mention of the military 
intervention in Sri Lanka is another 
blatant twist of the facts. In truth, the 
Indian army was invited to Sri Lanka, 
as part of an agreement between the 


two governments, so that they could 
bring peace between the Ramil and 
Sinhalese communities. Why isn’t Mr. 
Rahman also pleading for the right of 
self-determination of the Tamils? Why 
should self-determination be based on 
religion only? Why not on the basis of 
language, race, color, history and 
geography also? This is not a human 
right, but human decay! 

Kashmir has remained a peaceful state 
of the Indian Union for more than 40 
years, until Pakistan started training 
and arming terrorists in order to intimi¬ 
date the peace-loving people of the val¬ 
ley. We have, therefore, come very 
close to an armed conflict between the 
two countries whose people have more 
in common than not. The need is for 
cooperation to promote peace and tran¬ 
quility in the region, not confrontation 
in the . name of religion, self- 
determination and human rights. 

Martin Luther King Jr. wanted civil 
rights and equality for all, he did not 
preach self-determination. Wake-up 
Mr. Rahman and get rid of your obses¬ 
sions and passions, think positive! 
Please do not twist facts and spread the 
cancer of hatred, bigotry and lies in the 
name of self-determination, human 
rights and religion. Leave the problem 
of Kashmir to Indian and Pakistani 
leaders to settle in the spirit of the 
Shimla Accord and you get to your 
books since examination week is 
around the comer.

Democracy 

Dear Editor, 

I totally agree with Zia 
Rahman in last week’s Scout regarding 
the issue of Indian Imperialism. I feel 
that Zia left out some of the more per¬ 
tinent information probably due to a 
lack of space. 

A brief glance at the history of Kash¬ 
mir is obvious testament to the crooked 
minds of the Hindu politicians. Con¬ 
sider this: On Jan. 5, 1949, the United 
Nations passed resolution S/1196 cal¬ 
ling for a plebiscite to allow the people 
of Kashmir to choose their own des¬ 
tiny. In 1990, the Kashmiris are still 
waiting for this plebiscite. On March 
1, 1990, about 50 people were killed 
by the Indian army and paramilitary 
forces for asking for their right to 
self-determination. The death toll 
lingers somewhere between 150 and

on demolition, but on attorney’s 
fees as well. 

"It was a long drawn out pro¬ 
cess," Gene Hewitt, city engineer, 
said.

500 since January. 

In this characteristic of the spirit of 
democracy? I think not. India has no 
claim to the land (nor the people) of 
Kashmir and denying them their U.N. 
granted right to a plebiscite is more 
indicative of a dictatorship than any 
definition of the word "democracy. " 
Kashmir, a predominantly Muslim 
area, was "sold" to a Dogra Hindu, 
Sardar Gulab Singh, in 1846 by the 
British. The only claim India has ever 
made on Kashmir has either been the 
despotic Hindu ruler of the region or 
the fact that the Nehru dynasty is des¬ 
cended fro the region. The former 
argument can be shown to be fallacious 
considering Kashmir was sold to the 
Hindus without the input for the peo¬ 
ple. As for the Nehru roots, I don’t 
think it is right for a country to enslave 
an entire people simply because some 
obscure ancient rule, who was not even 
a representative of Kashmiries is des¬ 
cended from the land. 

Also consider this: in 1948, Indian 
troops invaded Hyderabed under the 
rationale that the majority was Hindu. 
The claim was that the people wanted 
to join India. Does this precedent not 
apply to the people of Kashmir? Why 
are they not granted the same right to 
choose their government? Are the mil¬ 
lions who have demonstrated in the 
streets of Srinagar not entitled to a 
U.N. granted right? In February alone, 
more than 2 million people demon¬ 
strated in front of a U.N. Military 
Observers group office to demand a 
plebiscite and submitted 400 memoran¬ 
dums asking the world body to enfore 
its own 1949 resolution calling for a 
plebiscite in Kashmir; yet the Indian 
government insists on holding on to 
what is not and never was, theirs. 

It seems, that the so-called "world’s 
largest democracy" is more aptly 
described as the world’s largest hypo¬ 
crisy.

academic affairs, attended the 
meeting, but said they came only 
as onlookers and not participants. 
After hearing student’s opinions, 
however, they opted to answer 
questions. 

"I think we have met the goals 
[of the coalition]. We will do what 
we can to protect the Bradley 
University students/ Abegg said. 

"Racism and sexism are the 
enemy. Matt Hale is the enemy. 
We are doing the best we can with 
this University," Goldberg said. 

The rally on Monday took 
place outside of Bradley Hall at 
noon. It began as Mark Cantor, 
junior business management major, 
called for action against racism as 
protestors shouted "The Klan 
agrees with the Board of 
Trustees." and "Apartheid in 
South Africa. Racism here. It’s all 
the same issue. Divest now." 

Cantor was one of the students 
who complained that the Peoria 
police department had acted 
unfairly during the KKK rally. He 
said that police had pushed him 
and not allowed him and others to 
confront the Klansmen. 


Police claimed the students 
were being inciteful. "Our position 
was to protect your rights as well 
as theirs," Captain John Stenson, 
acting chief of police, said. 

Other speakers at the rally 
included Abegg, Councilman Gary 
Sandberg, the Rev. Tony Pierce of 
the Pekin Coalition Against 
Racism, Robert Davis of the Mul¬ 
ticultural Awareness Coalition, 
Calvin Butler, all-school president, 
Michael Banks, director of the 
Community Action Center and 
Daryl Faulkner of the Peoria 
Housing Project. 

Abegg and Sandberg said stu¬ 
dents should not get swept with 
paranoia about the KKK. "I would 
urge all of you to keep your heads. 
It could become a constant con¬ 
frontation if you’re always rallying 
against something," Abegg said. 

Sandberg apologized for the 
actions of the Klan and Matt Hale 
"on behalf of the white race." 

"I don’t know if you guys want 
to graduate from the place known 
as where the KKK set up home," 
Banks said. "Don’t just lay it [the 
blame] on divestment. Apathy 
makes this place attractive [to the 
Klan]." 

Hale later said he was not 
aware the Klan was coming and 


denied Cantor’s claim that he 
shouted racist epithets at him. He 
met with King yesterday for possi¬ 
ble disciplinary action because of 
Cantor’s complaint. 

Hale said he was not impressed 
with the student rally. 'There were 
400 students there. There could 
have been thousands more there.

The last thing we need is another 
group...another coalition telling 
people that this thing is all wrong 
and this is the way it ought to be." 

Loizzo said he thought the 
speakers at the rally were speaking 
more emotionally than rationally. 
"We’re just scared. Who wants to 
go to school to be scared?

Turner and Suender leading 
runners to conference meets

As the men’s and women’s track 
seasons rapidly come to a close, 
Melodie Turner and Eric Suender 
continue to lead their teams. 

In the Illini Classic held two 
weeks ago, Turner set a Bradley 
record in the opening 800-meter 
event. This was the first time 
Turner had ever competed in this 
event since coming to Bradley and 
head coach Craig Dahlquist said he 
thought Turner "should run the 
event even better" this weekend 
when she participates in the 
National Invitational in 
Indianapolis, Indiana. 

Turner’s most recent success 
came last weekend at the Drake 
Relays. 

Although she finished seventh 
in the 400-meter race, Dahlquist 
said Turner’s effort at Drake was 
"one of the best races she has ever 
had." Her time of 56.82 was only 
.04 seconds off of her own Bradley 
record. 

Turner is ranked third in the 
Gateway Conference in the 400- 
meter event. 

The sprint medley team of 
Eilett Forrest, Karen Huhn, Mari¬ 
anne Dorcak and Marykav Lam- 


parski also competed in the Drake 
Relays, but failed to qualify for the 
finals. 

As for Suender, he is one of 
the top three steeple chase runners 
in the Missouri Valley Conference. 
Dahlquist said Suender should be 
"right up there with the leaders " in 
the conference meet. 

Both the MVC and the Gateway 
Conference meets will be held next 
weekend. 

This weekend the men will 
travel to Notre Dame to compete 
in the Central Collegiate Confer¬ 
ence meet. 

Once again, Suender is 
expected to lead the team by plac¬ 
ing in the 5000-meter race. 
Dahlquist said he hopes to see 
strong performances by senior 
Chris Swann and freshmen Marty 
Bach, Todd Bryant and Dave Dun- 
das. 

If Swann, who is running the 
1500-meter race, runs a personal 
best time this weekend he should 
earn a spot on Bradley’s top 10 list 
in that event. 

In other track (and cross coun¬ 
try) news. 

Coley Fesce, a distance runner 
from New Carlisle, Indiana, will 


be a newcomer to the men’s cross 
country and track team next year. 

Dahlquist said he expects Pesce 
to be one of the team’s top five 
runners during the cross country 
season. 

In addition to Pesce, one of the 
best cross country runners in the 
state of Illinois has narrowed his 
choice of schools down to two, 
with Bradley still being one of his 
options. 

As for the women’s team, Kris¬ 
tin D’Orso, a quarter and half 
miler from Port Jefferson High 
School in New York, has commit¬ 
ted to Bradley. 

D’Orso is expected to fill in the 
needs of the women’s track team in 
the longer sprint areas. 

Last year’s Illinois high school 
state champion in the one mile 
race, Candice Tennell, transferred 
to Bradley this past January from 
Eastern Illinois University and will 
be eligible to compete with the 
Lady Braves during the next track 
season. 

Dahlquist is anxious for Tennell 
to gain eligibility, as he said she 
will be "a tremendous athlete at 
Bradley and have a considerable 
impact on the success of the 
women’s track team."

He acknowledged his years at 
Bradley by saying "I have had 
three good years at Bradley and 
made a lot of good friends..." 

As for the teammates he will be 
leaving behind, Schell wished them 
"nothing but success." 

"I am not leaving Bradley 
because of personal problems, 
playing time or homesickness. I 
am leaving because I can not be 
happy with the current inconsisten¬ 
cies which are occurring," Schell 
said toward the end of his state¬ 
ment. 

Last season, Schell averaged 
7.0 points and 1.4 rebounds for 
the Braves and was usually the 
first person called off the bench. 
He was looked to for his outside 
shooting (three-point range), but 
never developed into a consistent 
shooter. 

Schell is the fourth Brave from 
the 1989-90 roster to leave the 
program. He joins Roman Beach, 
Deon Butler and Mike Cash, all of 
whom left the team for various 
reasons during the past basketball 
season.
